The  issue  of  the  new  French  stamps 
f  has  called  up  reminiscences  in  the  Paris 
[  press  of  the  adoption  of  the  adhesive 
••  stamps  by  France.  The  conservatism 
'  which  has  made  the  authorities  keep  so 
r  many  years  to  the  old  design  was  shown 
'  when  there  was  talk  of  introducing  the 
t  new  invention.  It  took  ten  years  of  dis- 
)  cussion  before  the  first  stamps  were  of- 
1  fered  to  the  public. 

Adhesive  stamps  were  not  adopted  in 
England  when  a  few  French  deputies 
proposed  to  the  minister  of  finances,  M. 
Passy,  to  introduce  them.  This  was 
July  24,  1839.  The  matters  had  been 
discussed  for  several  months  already  in 
England.  President  M.  Passy  replied 
t  that  he  thought  it  best  to  see  how  it 
r  worked  in  England. 

Nearly  two  years  passed  and  England 
I  had  fully  proved  the  utility  of  the  labels. 
'Then  a  deputy,  M.  de  la  Sizeranne, 

)  called  the  attention  of  the  Chamber  to 
I  the  fact  that  England  had  made  the 
f  experiment  for  18  months.  No  one  took 
>  any  interest.  This  was  May  15,  1841. 

*  F'our  years  later  the  matter  came  form¬ 


On  Feb.  29,  1847  M.  Glais-Bizoin 
called  up  the  matter  again  and 
succeeded  in  getting  a  committee 
named.  The  chairman  of  this  commit¬ 
tee  Emile  de  Girardin,  founder  of  penny 
newspapers  in  France,  brought  in  a  fa¬ 
vorable  report,  April  17,  1847.  The 
Chamber  was  still  not  convinced  and 
rejected  the  project  by  a  vote  of  187 
against  162. 

Finally,  August  30,  1848,  the  minister 
finances,  M.  Derclerc,  signed  a  decree 
authorizing  the  postal  authorities  to  sell 
at  20  centimes,  40  centimes  and  1  franc, 
stamps  which  affixed  to  letters  would 
prepay  their  postage.  Even  then  the 
stamps  were  not  ordered  till  M.  Etienne 
Arago,  director  of  posts,  took  the  mat 
ter  in  hand  by  giving  the  order  to  M. 
Pelonze,  director  of  the  mint  the  plates 
bearing  the  head  of  Ceres  were  engraved 
so  that  the  first  stamps  were  on  sale 
Jan.,  1,  1849.

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By  the  time  these  lines  are  read,  no 
doubt  collectors  will  have  thoroughly 
digested  their  6Cth  catalogue,  and 
noted  the  rise  or  fall  in  the  value  of 
their  collection. 

Judging  by  what  I  have  been  told  by 
those  who  have  gone  over  their  col¬ 
lection,  the  rise  in  the  value  of  one,  is 
offset  by  the  drop  on  another,  so  that 
the  value  is  about  the  same  as  a  year 
ago. 

While  this  is  not  encouraging  it  is 
much  better  than  the  admitted  slump 
in  the  59th. 

The  foregoing  refers  to  the  prices 
on  postage  stamps. 

With  fiscals,  prices  show  an  advance, 
especially  in  the  match  and  medicine 
stamps  is  the  prices  raised. 

I  have  gone  over  my  own  collection 
of  match  and  medicine  stamps,  and 
find  that  of  my  collection  of  430  varie¬ 
ties  (I  do  not  collect  varieties  of  paper) 
the  prices  on  two  varieties  have  drop¬ 
ped,  the  prices  on  151  are  the  same, 
while  the  prices  on  the  balance  have 
advanced. 

While  the  prices  on  the  match  and 
medicine  stamps  are  in  my  opinion, 
nearer  their  proper  value  than  hereto¬ 
fore,  yet  they  cannot  be  deemed  any¬ 
where  near  correct  when  neither  the 
publishers  of  the  catalogue,  or  any 
other  dealer  for  that  matter  are  unable 
to  supply  one  half  the  varieties  listed. 

Over  10  years  ago  I  tried  to  buy  in 
Scott  &  Co’s.,  store,  10  each  of  the 
match  and  medicine  stamps  then 
priced  at  1  cent  each. 

The  clerk  who  waited  on  me  politely 
told  me,  he  could  let  me  have  but  one 
of  each  for  they  properly  should  be 
listed  at  5  cents  each. 

He  told  the  truth  too,  but  I  have 
often  thought  that  had  I  wanted  10  of 
each  postage  stamp  listed  at  1  cent 
each,  I  would  have  had  no  trouble  to 
get  my  order  filled. 


Of  the  many  letters  received  concern¬ 
ing  fiscals  I  am  struck  by  the  large 
number  coming  from  New  Jersey, 
there  must  be  enough  collectors  in  that 
little  state  to  organize  a  fiscal  society. 

On  Dec.  6th  the  members  of  the 
Manhattan  Philatelic  Society  devoted 
their  evening  to  Foreign  Revenues, 
and  were  entertained  by  looking  over 
a  part  of  the  collection  of  Mr.  A.  R. 
Lawrence  of  this  city,  who  without  a 
doubt  has  the  finest  collection  of  the 
fiscals  of  foreign  countries  in  this 
country. 

Continuing  the  subject  of  Austrian 
revenues,  we  find  that  after  25 years  of 
service  the  designs  of  the  stamps  is¬ 
sued  in  1850  were  abolished  in  1875  and 
a  new  design  issued.  The  values  of 
the  new  set  were  1,  2,  3,  4,  5.  7,  10, 
12,  15,  25,  36,  50,  60,  75,  and  90  Kreuzer 
and  1,  2,  2.50,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  10,  12,  15 
and  20  florin. 

The  kreuzer  values  are  all  green  in 
color,  with  the  portrait  of  “Francis  Jo¬ 
seph”  in  black.  The  color  of  the  florin 
values  is  rose  and  black.  Only  one  of 
this  set  may  be  called  rare,  the  12 
florin,  but  the  Kreuzer,  7,  15,  and  20 
florin  are  not  common.  • 

In  1877  another  change  appeared,  the 
design  remained  unchanged  except 
that  the  date  was  changed  from  1875  to 
1877,  but  the  colors  of  the  kreuzer  val¬ 
ues  were  changed  as  follows:  From 
Yz  to  50  kreuzer,  rose  and  black,  the 
60,  75  and  90  kreuzer,  violet  and  black, 
the  1,  2,  2.50,  3,  4,  5  florin  green  and 
black,  the  6,  7,  10,  12  florin  mauve  and 
black,  15  F  yellow  and  black  and  20  F 
blue  and  black.  The  Yz  kreuzer  is  the 
scarcest  stamp  of  this  issue,  with  the 
12,  15,  6,  20,  and  10  florin  ranking  in 
the  order  given,  from  first  to  last  as  to 
their  relative  rarity. 

In  1879  came  another  change,  and 
this  time  a  new  design,  or  rather  a 
number  of  new  designs,  for  in  the  set, 
the  first  four  values  are  one  design, 
then  a  change  in  the  next  4,  and  so 
on  throughout  the  set.  The  same 
values  are  used  as  in  1877,  and  the 
colors  as  follows:  Y  rose  and  black, 
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1  green  and  black,  2  blue  and  black,  3 
bistre  and  black,  4  rose  and  black,  o 
green  and  black,  7  blue  and  black,  10 
bistre  and  black,  12  rose  and  black,  15 
preen  and  black,  25  blue  and  black, 
36  bistre  and  black,  50  rose  and  black 
60  preen  and  black,  75  blue  and  black, 
90  bistre  and  black,  1,  4,  10  Florin 
rose  and  black,  the  2,  5,  and  12 

preen  and  black,  the  2]/2 , 6  and  15  blue 
and  black,  the  3,  7  and  20  bistre  and 
black. 


As  in  all  Austrian  fiscals  there  is  a 
vast  amount  of  microscopical  work 
which  does  not  appear  at  a  hasty  plance 
and  which  are  so  complicated  that  it 
would  be  worse  than  useless  to  attempt 
to  describe. 

The  same  desipns  are  continued 
with  the  issues  of  1881-3-5-8  and 93,  ex¬ 
cept  that  the  date  of  issue  being' 
chanped. 

The  colors  were  also  chanped  each 
year.

Seebeck  Stamps. 

N.F.  Seebeck,  deceased,  once  officially 
one  of  the  managers  of  the  Hamilton 
Lithograph  and  Printing  Co.,  of  New 
York,  and  stamp  collector  in  private, 
made  an  offer  during  the  80ies  to  sev¬ 


eral  smaller  American  countries  to 
furnish  them  with  all  the  necessary 
postage  stamps  under  the  condition  that 
every  year  new  issues  of  entirely  dif¬ 
ferent  designs  were  to  be  printed  while 
the  remaining  unused  share  of  the 
supply  of  stamps  of  the  previous  year 
should  be  returned  to  them  at  the  ending 
of  every  year  for  their  own  use  respec¬ 
tively  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hamilton 
Co.  at  the  expense  and  danger  of  the 
stamp  collecting  world. 


This  offer  was  accepted  by  Hon¬ 
duras  and  Nicaragua  and  Salvador,  and 
the  company  has  furnished  up  to  date 
following  so  called  Seebeck  stamps.

That  is  the  reason  why  these  countries 
have  new  designs  every  year  and  why  so 
many  unused  stamps  of  these  four 
countries  are  in  circulation  among  deal¬ 
ers  and  collectors.  It  is  hard  to  tell 
whether  these  countries  obliged  to  ob¬ 
tain  postage  stamps  so  cheap,  have  used 
all  the  supply  for  their  set  purpose  otlly 
or  have  sold  quantities  unused  to  deal¬ 
ers  to  help  up  either  the  finances  of 
their  countries  or  the  pockets  of  their 
officials,  anyway  an  abundance  has  been 
printed  to  fill  all  the  wants  of  the  dif¬ 
ferent  claimants  and  that  is  one  of  the 
many  reasons  why  true  stamp  col¬ 
lectors  prefer  in  this  case  as  well  as  in 
many  others,  postallv  cancelled  postage 
stamps  to  an  unused  one.  The  Seebeck 
stamps  have  earned  miscredit  further 
through  the  issue  of  an  unnecessary 
number  and  variation  of  denominations. 
Nobody  though  can  deny  that  the  See¬ 
beck  stamps  are  of  beautiful  design  and 
artistic  execution  and  that  they  are 
splendid  specimens  to  fill  a  scrapbook 
with  nice  bran  new  pictures,  alongside 
of  labels  and  other  scraps.  I  wish  to 
add  the  remark  that  the  Seebecks  used 
are  justly  higher  priced  than  the  unused 
ones,  and  that  of  these  unused  suspi¬ 
cious  stamps  are  mostly  if  not  solely 
bought  by  unexperienced  collectors,  for 
their  beauty.  The  philatelist  and  true 
stamp  collector  though  prefers  the  gen¬ 
uine  article  that  has  seen  service,  has 
served  the  purpose  it  was  made  for.

The  old  Italian  states  are  a 
I  MODENA  most  interesting  field  for 
the  collector  as  regards 
t  their  postal  issues,  but  unfortunately 
t  there  are  few  countries,  whose  stamps 
[  have  been  more  victimized  by  the  forger 
t  than  these.  Italy  furnishes  half  the 
1  counterfeits  now  afloat;  nowhere  is  the 

!  traffic  in  forgeries  more  shamelessly 
carried  on,  and  the  stamps  of  the  for¬ 
mer  Italian  states  naturally  are  among 
the  favorite  objects  of  the  counterfeiting 
gentry.  None  of  these  are  more  com¬ 
mon  than  those  of  Modena.  I  dare  say 
that  there  are  more  counterfeits  than 
genuine  copies  of  these  stamps  in  ilie 
average  American  collections;  small 
wonder,  considering  the  extremely  poor 
execution  of  the  originals.  Forgeries  of 
the  first  issue  are  especially  of  frequent 
occurence  and  I  therefore  describe  a  lot 
of  them  now  before  me.  The  original 
dies  of  all  values  were  reproduced  by 
stereotyping  from  one  steel  die;  the 
lower  label  was  left  open  and  the  value 
was  inserted  separately  by  means  of 
movable  type,  which  accounts  for  the 
many  typographical  errors  of  this  issue. 
Of  course  the  central  design  and  the 
frame  are  identical  for  all  values.  The 
counterfeits  also  are  all  reproduced  from 
the  same  lithograph,  hence  the  descrip¬ 
tions  here  given  for  one  apply  to  all,  as 
regards  the  eagle  and  frame  work.  The 
most  striking  characteristic  of  the  for¬ 
geries  is  found  in  the  ornament  in  the 
left  upper  corner,  which  hangs  to  the 
right  and  downwards,  so  that  the  right 
upper  corner  of  this  ornament  on  blur¬ 
red  specimens  actually  touches  the  ver¬ 
tical  line  opposite  the  p  of  Poste.and  its 
lower  corner  touches  the  horizontal  line 


below  it.  The  ornament  on  genuine 
copies  is  perfectly  square  and  upright. 
Another  point  of  difference  easily  seen 
is  found  in  the  leaf  on  the  right  hand 
claw  of  the  eagle.  On  genuine  speci¬ 
mens  this  leaf  terminates  beeow  the 
line  of  the  claw  next  to  it;  on  these 
counterfeits  this  leaf  extends  nearly  a 
millimeter  above  the  line  of  the  claw. 
Between  this  same  leaf  and  the  point 
where  the  ribbon  tying  the  two  branches 
crosses  the  righthand  branch  the  genu¬ 
ine  stamps  show  a  berry  close  to  the 
stem ;  the  counterfeits  have  no  such 
berry.  The  ornament  in  the  center  of 
the  side  labels  is  very  nearly  an  exact 
circle  on  the  genuine  stamps;  on  the 
counterfeit  it  is  very  nearly  an  oval. 
One  comical  slip  of  the  lithographer  be¬ 
trays  the  counterfeits  as  lithographs  if 
nothin  else  did.  As  before  said  the 
value  on  the  genuine  stamps  toas  inserted 
on  the  plate  in  type;  so  of  course  the 
letters  of  CENT  are  all  equally  tall, 
whereas  lithographed  letters,  being 
made  freehand,  are  never  exactly  alike. 
To  avoid  this  the  counterfeiter  carefully 
drew  two  faint  horizontal  lines  on  his 
stone  so  as  to  get  the  letters  of  cent  of 
the  same  height.  But  by  an  oversight 
he  did  not  erase  them  afterwards  and 
these  two  lines  can  still  be  seen  con¬ 
necting  the  letters  of  CENT  at  top  and 
bottom.  Still  another  difference  is  found 
in  the  upper  inscription.  On  the  count¬ 
erfeits  all  its  letters  are  not  tall  enough 
and  because  of  miscalculation  as  to  the 
available  space  thq  last  three  letters  NSI 
are  badly  crowded  together.  It  is 
hardly  necessary  to  say  that  the  1  lira 
counterfeit  has  no  watermark.  The 
forgeries  are  largely  cancelled  with  a 
“postmark”  showing  the  name  Modena 
in  a  single  circle,  without  date  in  the 
center.  No  such  postmark  was  ever  in 
use  there.  It  i9  true  that  a  postmark 
showing  Modena  in  a  single  circle, 
date  in  the  center,  was  used  toward 
the  end  of  the  50s,  but  the  letters  of 
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Modena  are  only  3  mm  in  height, 
while  those  of  the  counterfeit  are  all 
of  4  mm.  in  height  and  about  twice  the 
width  of  the  genuine  letters.  Some  of 
my  counterfeits  are  cancelled  with  fine 
parallel  lines  across  the  stamp.  This 
considerably  resembles  a  genuine  can¬ 
cellation,  except  for  the  fact  that  the 
genuine  has  six  parallel  lines.  Anoth¬ 
er  coun'erfeit  cancellation  before  me 
conists  of  the  large  letters  P  D  with¬ 
out  any  fi'ame.  This  is  very  similar 
to  a  genuine  cancellation  used  at  Massa 
and  at  Carrara;  the  letters  are  of  exactly 
the  same  height,  but  fortunately  the 
vertical  strokes  of  the  genuine  letters 
measure  only  1  y2  mm  in  width,  those 
of  the  counterfeits  more  than  2  mm; 
likewise  the  genuine  cancellation 
should  sho'jv  a  period  after  the  P(though 
sometimes  very  faintly)  which  is  lack¬ 
ing  in  countei'feits. 

The  stamps  of  Toscana  (or 
TOSCANA  Tuscany,  as  the  catalogues 
have  it)  are  beautiful  ones, 
when  well  printed,  but  the  printing  is 
usually  so  poor  that  the  beauty  of  the 
engraving  does  ,  not  show  up.  Hence 
it  is  not  so  difficult  to  imitate  them  by 
lithography,  as  shown  by  some  samples 
before  me.  One  of  them  is  an  imita¬ 
tion  of  the  1  soldo  yellow  of  the  1851 
issue.  If  you  have  no  undoubtedly 
genuine  copy  of  this  scarce  stamp,  you 
can  use  any  other  stamp  of  this  set  for 
comparison,  as  all  of  them  come  from 
the  same  original  die  except  the  value 
which  was  inserted  on  small  separate 
labels.  You  can  easily  see  this  from 
the  fact  that  the  lower  frame  line  of 
the  stamp  is  not  continuons,  but  shows 
a  small  break  at  each  end  of  the  label 
containing  the  value,  next  to  the  cor¬ 
ner  ornaments.  Sometimes  when  the 
label  was  not  care  f  \ 
frame  line  even  is  iower  under  the 
label  containing  the  value  than  at  the 
Corner  ornaments.  Perhaps  the  for¬ 
ger  did  not  pay  attention  to  this;  at  all 


events  on  the  1  soldo  counterfeit  be¬ 
fore  me  this  lower  frameline  is  even 
and  continuous  throughout,  showing 
no  break  where  it  joins  the  corner  or¬ 
naments.  These  corner  ornaments  on 
the  counterfeits  are  very  poor,  showing 
no  trace  of  the  circle  joining  the  four 
arms  o*  the  St.  Andrews  cross  on  the 
genuine  and  giving  them  their  arrow¬ 
like  appearance;  but  as  these  orna¬ 
ments  are  usually  badly  blurred  on  the 
genuine  stamps  by  reason  of  excessive 
inking,  this  test  cannot  always  be 
applied.  The  label  bearing  the  value 
and  the  righthand  label  with  the  word 
Toscano  are  both  too  narrow,  measur¬ 
ing  only  about  1%  mm  in  width  instead 
of  quite  2  mm  like  the  genuine;  hence 
all  the  letters  of  Soid  >  and  Toscano 
have  a  flattened-out  appearance.  On 
contrary  the  word  Toscano  is  too  long, 
measuring  13  mm  in  length  on  the 
counterfeit  instead  of  barely  12  mm.  as 
on  the  genuine.  The  Francobollo  is 
better,  but  here  again  the  forger  mis¬ 
calculated  the  space  at  his  disposal  and 
censequently  had  to  crowd  the  last  two 
letters  to  together  sc  that  they  nearl ; 
touch.  The  crown  of  the  lion  come; 
much  too  near  to  the  upper  lnbel  so 
near  that  the  small  cross  on  it  shown 
on  the  genuine  stamps  is  left  off  entire¬ 
ly  for  want  of  room.  (But  do  not  con¬ 
demn  a  stamp  merety  because  the  cross 
does  not  appear;  it  is  often  invisible  on 
genuine  stamps  because  of  too  much 
ink.)  The  fleur-de-lj's  on  the  shield  is 
poorly  executed,  but  the  difference  can¬ 
not  easily  be  described  in  words;  com¬ 
pare  a  suspect  with  the  commoner 
stamps  of  the  series  on  this  point.  The 
counterfeit  on  the  whole  is  smaller 
than  the  genuine;  these  are  the  meas¬ 
urements:  GENUINE:  height  22 >4  mm., 
width  19  mm;  COUNTERFEITS:  height 
barely  22  mm.,  width  18  %  mm;  water¬ 
mark,  of  course,  is  conspicuous  by  its 
absence. 

I  also  have  before  me  several  count- 
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isrfeits  of  the  1860  provisional  issue. 
This  issue  was  produced  by  changing 
rthe  central  portion  of  the  old  die,  so 
rthat  the  frame  with  the  inscriptions  re¬ 
mains  unchanged.  The  value  was  in- 

rted  separately  in  the  same  manner; 
iience  the  remarks  made  above  as  to 
>ioor  fit  of  the  label  apply  here  also. 
The  counterfeits — one  of  the  5c  green 
and  one  of  the  40c  rose  have  the  same 
aault  as  those  described  above,  viz:  the 
cower  frame  line  is  continuous,  with- 
iDutbreaks  at  the  ends  of  the  label  of 
lvalue.  The  inscriptions  and  corner 
•ornaments  are  quite  well  imitated; 
llphat  slight  differences  there  are,  are 
not  easily  described  by  words,  but  the 
word  Postale  on  the  genuine  measures 
SL2  mm  iu  length,  whereas  on  the  forgery 
:t  measures  12^  mm.  The  heraldic 
mantel  on  the  counterfeits  shows  no 
Shading  at  all  in  the  folds  at  the  side;  it 
<s  true  that  the  genuine  are  usually  too 
miserably  printed  to  show  much  shading 
dither,  yet  traces  of  it  are  visible  on  even 
rhe  poorest  genuine  specimens.  The 
eentral  shield  also  furnishes  a  distinction 
t  represents  a  white  cross  (the  cross  of 
aavoy)  on  a  red  ground  (heraldically 
Represented  by  vertical  hading.) 
['he  distinction  lies  in  the  shading  of 
uhe  quarters.  On  the  genuine  each  of  the 
rour  quarters  has  five  verticle  lines  of 
[hading;  on  the  counterfeit  the  two 
quarters  on  the  left  each  have  five  lines, 
tut  the  two  on  the  right  have  six  each. 

The  water  mark  here  also  shines  by 
a:s  absence.  My  counterfeits  show  only 
;ery  small  portions  of  their  cancellation, 
ooo  small  to  compare  them  with  genuine 
lancellations.

On  the  circulars  sent  out  by  Gamble 
Robinson  Co.,  the  week  before  Christ¬ 
mas  a  precancelled  lc  Minneapolis  was 
used  with  the  horizontal  inscription  in 
red.  Whether  this  variety  was  used  bv 
anyone  else  or  at  any  other  time  I  have 
been  unable  to  learn.  This  firm  has 
constantly  used  precancelled  for  the  past 
year  but  this  variety  was  used  at  this 
mailing  only.

The  only  new  precancelled  variety  1 
have  met  with  the  past  month  was  from 
Rock  Island,  Ill.  A  lc  value  and  was 
used  at  the  offices  of  the  head  camp  M. 
W.  A.  and  on  the  envelope  enclosing 
report  blanks  to  the  clerk  of  the  local 
camp.

The  60  edition  again  list  and  prices 
the  “  official  seals.”  The  green  regis¬ 
try  stamp  is  listed  as  it  certainly  should 
be,  as  though  it  denoted  no  postal  value 
was  of  a  class  somewhat  on  the  lines  of 
the  periodicals,  supposed  to  be  used  by 
the  post-master  and  not  to  be  supplied 
to  the  general  public.  During  the 
time  it  was  current  every  registry  en¬ 
velope  (in  which  wras  enclosed  the  let¬ 
ter  registered)  was  supposed  to  be 
closed  with  one  of  these  seals,  cancel¬ 
led  so  as  to  plainly  show  the  date  of 
mailing  and  the  receiving  office  was 
expected  to  open  so  as  to  in  no  way 
disturb  this  stamp.  After  a  certain 
length  of  time  these  envelopes  were 
supposed  to  have  been  sent  with  other 
waste  to  the  department  for  disposal.

While  listing  the  various  seals  used 
by  the  post-master  those  employed  by 
the  postal  stamp  agency  in  sealing 
stamp  packages  sent  to  postmasters 
are  not.  Why  this  discrimination  is 
not  clear  to  the  writer’s  mind  at  least, 
as  one  should  be  just  as  collectable  as 
the  other.  With  the  exception  of  the 
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pink  typographed  and  the  PostObitum 

they  are  much  more  seldom  met  with.

I  want  to  congratulate  you  on  the  last 
number  of  the  West,  which  in  my  judge¬ 
ment  was  better  than  usual,  which  is 
perhaps  saying  a  good  deal,  as  every 
number  is  interesting  to  me.  I  only 
wish  that  it  could  come  out  twice  a 
month — it’s  so  long  between  drinks  you 
know. 

I  enclose  a  clipping  from  MeKeel’s 
Weekly,  which  appeared  recently,  and 
which  I  shall  be  glad  to  have  you  use. 
It  shows  wrhat  philatelists  and  collectors 
are  doing  out  in  a  corner  of  the  “Slop”. 
In  addition,  we  are  going  to  help  crush 
the  fakes,  if  there  is  such  a  thing.  We 
recently  held  a  stamp  auction — in  min¬ 
iature — where  the  largest  sale  made  was 
a  dollar  five;  but  the  bidding  was  spirit¬ 
ed,  and  we  had  a  good  time.  We  hold 
a  “Smoker”  once  a  month.” 

Ten  leading  collectors  of  this  vicinity 
met  on  the  evening  of  Nov.  24th  and 
organized  a  collectors’  society,  to  be 
known  as  the  Central  Collectors’  Club; 
its  object  being  to  encourage  and  advance 
the  interests  of  collectors  in  philately, 
coins  and  Indian  relics. 

A  large  loft  and  studio  at  the  Rancho 
de  la  Jota  was  offered  as  a  rendezvous, 
and  it  was  voted  to  meet  fortnightly,  an 
interesting  programme  of  entertatnment 
to  be  provided  by  a  committee.  The 
loft  is  an  ideal  place  for  a  gathering  of 
this  sort,  as  it  is  fitted  up  in  true  Bo¬ 
hemian  style,  with  rare  draperies,  Indian 
blankets,  taro-patch  and  Chinese  fiddles 
and  everything  to  delight  the  collector.

He  had 
his  collections  of  stamps,  coins  and  In¬ 
dian  relics  and  curios  on  exhibition,  and 
gave  the  members  the  free  use  of  his 
philatelic  and  archaeological  library. 
A  Miss  Davis  delighted  everyone  with 
her  magnificent  collection  of  Indian 
baskets  valued  at  several  thousand  dol¬ 
lars,  and  adjournment  was  taken  amid 
great  enthusiasm.

ffotes  on  the  Coinage 

of  the  GreeK^ . 

'Ey  T.  L.  ELDER.. 


PART  I. 


It  is  stated  upon  high  authority  that 
about  seven  hundred  years  before  the 
Christian  era  the  Lydians  in  Asia  Minor, 
at  that  period  ruled  by  the  dynasty  of 
the  Mermnadae,  began  to  stamp  small 
pieces  of  their  native  gold  ore,  obtained 
from  the  washings  of  the  Pactolus  river, 
with  an  official  mark,  guaranteeing  its 


just  weight,  thus  doing  away  with 
weighing  the  metal  every  time  a  sale  of 
goods  was  made.  It  is  believed  that 
these  small  ingots  were  the  first  coins. 
These  ingots  bore  only  the  impress  of 
the  rude  punches  between  which  the  in¬ 
got  was  placed  to  receive  the  blow  of 
the  hammer.  Soon  after,  however,  the 
art  of  the  engraver  was  called  into  play, 
as  the  Greeks  seemed  to  have  in  them 


an  inherent  love  of  the  beautiful,  and 
one  side  of  the  coin  was  adorned  with 


the  symbol  of  the  state  or  local  divinity, 
under  whose  direction  the  currency  was 
issued.  The  oldest  mints  are  supposed 
to  have  been  within  the  sacred  precincts 
of  a  temple.  The  Greek  cities  which  . 
dotted  the  coasts  and  islands  of  Asia  i 
Minor  soon  improved  upon  the  punch 
marked  coins,  and  to  the  Greeks  must : 
be  given  the  credit  of  substituting  en¬ 
graved  dies  for  the  punch-marks,  and  I 
also  for  inscriptions  giving  the  name  off 
the  people  or  ruler  by  whose  authority' 
the  coin  was  issued.  In  European  r 
Greece,  Phidon,  king  of  Argos,  is  given  r 
credit  for  being  the  first  to  strike  mon¬ 
ey,  he  dedicating  the  ancient  bars  of: 
metal  which  had  first  served  as  money,, 
to  the  temple  of  Hera  at  Argos.  The) 
Euboean  cities,  Chalcis  and  Eretria, 
and  Corinth  and  her  Colonies,  as  well; 
as  Athens,  followed  his  example. 

The  new  invention  spread  far  and) 
wide  from  these  centres,  to  the  coasts  of< 
Thrace  on  the  north,  to  Cyrenaica  om 
the  south,  and  to  Italy  and  Sicily  ont 
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the  west.  In  each  district  the  weight  of 
the  standard  coin  or  stater  was  carefully 
adjusted  in  proportion  to  the  talent 
there  in  use  for  weighing  the  precious 
metals.  Most  of  the  early  coins  were 
oval  or  bean  shaped,  except  in  southern 
Italy,  where  the  earliest  coins  of  the 
Achaean  cities  were  flat  and  circular, 
and  the  device  consisted  usually  of  the 
figure  of  an  animal,  or  the  fore  part  of 
an  animal, — the  heads  and  figures  of 
the  gods  being  rarely  seen  at  this  early 
period.  The  early  coins  bore  a  device 
on  only  one  side,  the  reverse  side  bear¬ 
ing  only  the  rude  punch-mark,  usually 
an  incuse  square  of  the  upper  of  the  two 
dies  between  which  the  piece  of  metal 
was  placed  before  being  struck.  (A  de¬ 
scription  of  the  ancient  coining  press 
will  be  given  hereafter.)  However,  the 
early  coins  of  some  of  the  cities  of 
Magna  Graecia  are  said  to  have  stamped 
their  coins  on  both  sides,  generally 
using  the  same  die,  the  obverse  showing 
the  device  in  relief  and  the  reverse 
showing  it  incuse. 

Of  the  coins  of  the  two  centuries  pre¬ 
vious  to  the  Persian  wars,  a  consider¬ 
able  variety  of  style  and  execution  are 
jshown.  It  is  interesting  to  compare 
ithem  with  other  remains  of  archaic  art 
of  the  period,  and  they  can  be  divided 
into  two  classes,  the  earlier  being  very 
rude  in  form,  but  very  expressive  in  the 
tactions  presented;  the  latter  by  a  slow 
ldevelopment  into  more  defined  forms 
with  angularity  and  stiffness.  It  was 
-  customary  to  draw  the  eye,  even  when 
an  profile,  as  if  seen  from  the  front,  so 
(that  Hercules,  although  seen  in  profile, 
r  ion  the  coins  of  Alexander,)  looks 
fctraight  at  you.  The  hair  is  usually 
,  'ilihown  bv  lines  of  small  dots,  and  on 
■ome  coins  rtlie  mouth  wears  a  fixed 
mile.  There  is,  however,  in  the  ar- 
haic  coin  engraving  a  strength  and 
Aelicacy  of  touch  often  absent  from  the 
rt  of  a  later  age.

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The  United  States  Postal  System.

The  postal  system  of  the  United  States 
is  one  of  the  oldest  institutions  that  we 
have,  even  older  than  the  government 
itself.  It  was  inaugurated  in  the  Amer¬ 
ican  colonies  by  Great  Britain  as  early 
as  the  beginning  of  the  seventeenth  cen¬ 
tury.  At  the  close  of  which  there  was 
established  the  first  across  country  pos¬ 
tal  service.  It  ran  between  New  York 
and  Boston.  One  trip  was  made  each 
month. 

Our  own  Benjamin  Franklin  was  ap¬ 
pointed  Postmaster  General  of  the  col¬ 
onies,  He  made  important  reform  . 
During  his  administration  the  mail  was 
carried  each  week  instead  of  only  once 
a  month.  At  this  time  the  only  mail 
between  England  and  her  American 
colonies  was  carried  by  a  packet  boat, 
which  sailed  each  week  from  New  York 
to  the  Mother  Country. 

At  the  close  of  the  eighteenth  century 
there  were  only  seventy-five  postoffices 
in  the  United  States  and  the  postage 
had  to  be  postpaid.  I  remember  hear¬ 
ing  an  incident  which  really  happened 
within  the  memory  of  my  grandfather. 
An  old  lady  on  going  to  the  postoffice 
found  from  her  absent  son  a  letter  with 
postage  due.  Not  having  the  twenty- 
five  cents  required  for  postage,  she  went 
to  the  office  each  day,  where  the  kind 
hearted  postmaster  gave  her  the  com¬ 
fort  of  looking  at  the  outside  of  the 
precious  letter  until  at  last  the  happy 
day  came  when,  having  earned  the  mon¬ 
ey,  she  was  able  to  claim  as  her  own 
this  message  from  her  absent  boy.  The 
cost  of  sending  letters  depended  upon 
the  distance  which  they  had  to  travel. 
Postage  on  a  letter  sent  from  Boston  to 
New  York  was  seventeen  cents.  Letters 
were  the  only  mail  carried  at  that  time. 
Toward  the  close  of  the  eighteenth  cen¬ 
tury,  the  Post  office  and  Cabinet  office 
of  Postmaster  General  was  established 
by  Congress.  In  the  year  1849  a  series 
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of  reforms  began,  the  letter  rate  was  re¬ 
duced  to  five  cents  for  every  half-ounce 
under  three  hundred  miles  and  two 
cents  additional  for  every  one  hundred 
miles  over  three  hundred.  A  little  later 
the  rate  was  reduced  to  three  cents  for 
distances  under  three  hundred  miles 
and  six  cents  for  greater  distances. 
Postage  stamps  for  the  first  came  into 
use  and  the  postage  was  paid  by  the 
party  sending.  At  this  time,  also,  pri¬ 
vate  letter  carriers  undertaking  to  de¬ 
liver  letters  about  the  cities  for  two 
cents  each  compelled  the  government  to 
give  quicker  and  cheaper  aid. 

About  the  middle  of  the  present  cen¬ 
tury  Congress  passed  the  first  law  in 
reference  to  the  ocean  mail  transporta¬ 
tion.  The  Postmaster  sent  one  of  his 
assistants  abroad  to  make  the  first  inter¬ 
national  postal  treaty.  This  one  being 
established,  the  service  was  very  rapid. 
The^rate  of  postage  then  wras  twenty- 
five  cents  for  every  half  ounce.  But  it 
has  been  gradually  reduced  until  now 
under  the  postal  union  the  rate  is  fixed 
at  five  cents  for  all  countries  which  are 
represented  in  the  union.  There  is  a 
strong  effort,  at  the  present  time,  being 
made  to  introduce  international  penny 
postage,  There  are  many  objections 
both  at  home  and  abroad  to  be  over¬ 
come,  and  we  cannot  say  what  the  fu¬ 
ture  may  bring  forte.  Less  than  half  a 
century  ago  the  first  locomotive  had 
come  as  far  w^est  as  the  frontier  of  Kan¬ 
sas,  but  from  there  to  the  Pacific,  a 
distance  of  over  two  thousaud  miles, 
there  was  no  way  of  sending  the  mail. 
The  plan  agreed  upon  was  to  send  the 
mail  by  horseback.  This  was  known  as 
the  “Pony  Express.’’  The  distance  be¬ 
ing  so  great,  the  traveling  had  to  be 
very  rapid.  Stations  were  established 
every  twenty-five  miles,  where  fresh 
horses  were  kept.  The  riders  changed 
at  every  second  station.  As  the  road 
was  so  lonely  and  long  and  as  at  any 
turn  a  band  of  Indians  or  robbers  might 
be  seen  watching  for  .him,  each  rider 


went  armed;  even  when  the  loss  of  life 
was  very  great,  not  only  for  the  riders 
but  for  the  men  who  were  stationed  at 
their  different  posts  waiting  their  turn 
and  herding  the  horses.  The  riders  had 
to  go  through  drifitng  snows,  cross 
fords  and  endure  many  hardships.  Yet 
the  trip  of  two  thousand  miles  wras  made 
in  ten  days.  The  greatest  record  made 
b>  the  pony  express  was  in  sending 
President  Lincoln’s  inaugural  address 
in  1861,  when  an  average  of  ten  and 
seven-tenths  miles  each  hour  was  made. 
During  all  of  this  time  the  company 
had  to  support  itself,  and  it  was  forced 
to  stop  work  on  account  of  its  financial 
difficulties.  Then  the  government  took 
it  up. 

The  dead  letter  office  is  an  interest¬ 
ing  part  of  the  postal  service.  Let  us 
see  for  ourselves  what  becomes  of  un¬ 
claimed  mail.  As  the  mail  comes  into 
the  office  about  noon,  we  will  take  that 
time  to  visit  it.  We  find  that  the  dead 
letter  part  of  the  post  office  building 
has  two  rooms,  one  upper  and  one 
lower.  We  walk  over  the  marble  floor 
of  the  lower  hall,  ascend  a  flight  of 
stairs,  and  look  down  on  the  men  at 
work.  We  see  four  groups  ol  men. 
Mail-bags  from  every  state  in  the  union 
come  in  each  business  day  of  the  year. 
These  are  all  taken  to  the  first  table, 
where  they  are  looked  over  and  we  see 
the  w'orkers  struggling  to  read  the  ad¬ 
dress.  Where  this  is  impossible  the 
letter  is  opened,  all  the  valuables  are 
taken  out  and  the  letter  sent  on  to  the 
next  table.  There  the  workers  see  if 
there  is  any  name  signed  to  the  letter, 
if  there  is  it  is  passed  on  to  the  next 
table,  but  if  not  it  is  destroyed.  The 
third  group  take  the  letter  out,  write 
the  address  on  it  and  pass  it  on  to  the 
fourth  and  last  group,  who'put  in  a 
new  envelope,  stamp  it  and  send  it  to 
the  first  table,  where  the  valuables  are 
replaced  and  the  letter  sent  to  the 
writer.  We  are  shown  one  envelope  on 
which  is  written,  “If  not  called  for  in 
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ten  years  return  to  the  sender,”  so 
they  are  keeping  it  until  the  ten  years 
expire. 

We  see  all  kinds  of  curiosities  which 
have  come  in  these  letters,  from  a  lace 
handkerchief  to  a  large  black  snake, 
which  -vas  still  wriggling  when  receiv¬ 
ed  in  the  post  office  department.  They 
also  show  us  a  large  collection  of  live 
tarantulas.  The  money,  drafts,  com¬ 
mercial  papers  and  stamps  thus  found 
last  year  amounted  to  nearly  one  mil¬ 
lion  (iollars. 

The  sacredness  of  correspondence  is 
respected.  No  letter  is  opened  until 
the  ingenuity  of  the  best  experts  is  ap¬ 
plied  to  deciphering  the  address. 

The  mail  bags  vary  in  their  style  as 
the  different  parts  that  are  traversed 
vary.  Pouches  and  sacks  of  special 
design  are  used  for  these  places.  The 
mountaineer  carrying  the  mail  on  foot 
through  the  deep  mountain  passes  and 
the  traveler  in  the  far  northwest  skim¬ 
ming  over  the  routes  on  snow-shoes, 
both  use  knapsack  pouches.  The 
Alaskan  carrier  trailing  through  snow 
drifts  and  uncut  mountains  has  still 
another  style,  which  is  packed  close  so 
as  not  to  be  a  burden  to  the  dog  team 
which  is  his  means  of  travel. 

Within  the  last  eighteen  years  our 
population  has  increased  nearly  one- 
half,  while  the  volume  of  the  postal 
system  has  multiplied  about  three  fold. 
The  system  broadens  with  the  expan¬ 
sion  of  territory.  The  mail  system  of 
Cuba,  Porto  Rico  and  the  Philippines 
has  been  greatly  improved  since  recon¬ 
structed  on  the  Amefican  plan.  Since 
the  American  occupation  registered' 
letters  have  been  found  in  Havana 
which  had  lain  there  untouched  for 
years.  We  have  every  reason  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  with  much  faithfulness  and 
care  on  the  part  of  American  officers 
that  this  postal  system  will  be  self- 
sustaining.  The  reason  that  it  is  self 
sustaining  in  the  United  States  is,  as 


one  has  said,  “because  our  government 
which  represents  the  people,  has 
chosen  to  be  very  liberal  in  carrying 
the  written  and  printed  communications 
of  the  people,  rather  than  ask  whether 
it  pays.  Even  with  this  error  of  the 
system  which  was  laid  on  broad  educa¬ 
tional  lines  in  the  hope  of  serving  so¬ 
ciety*'  better,  the  activity  and  enlight¬ 
enment  of  the  American  people  are 
steadily  bringing  it  to  the  self  sustain¬ 
ing  point. 

Our  postal  system  is  one  of  the  great¬ 
est  institutions  in  the  world.  Charles 
Emory  Smith,  the  pcst-master  general 
has  said,  “It  handles  more  pieces,  em¬ 
ploys  more  men,  spends  more  money, 
reaches  more  homes,  involves  more 
details  and  touches  more  interests  than 
any  other  human  organization,  public 
private,  governmental  or  corporative. 
Thus  do  we  preceive  this  great  insti- 
tutution  in  America,  great  in  its  work¬ 
ings,  great  in  its  purpose,  and  great  in 
its  achievments. 

Save  stamps,  accumulate  stamps,  col¬ 
lect  stamps.  It  is  easy  to  do,  even  from 
the  first,  and  soon  becomes  a  great 
pleasure.  Team  to  be  always  on  the 
lookout  for  a  chance  to  secure  stamps. 
This  teaches  alertness,  and  this  quality 
is  usefnl  in  all  walks  of  life.  That  is 
one  thing  in  stamp  collecting’s  favor;  it 
aids  its  devotes  to  acquire  qualities  that 
are  a  help,  in  addition  to  all  other  bene¬ 
fits.  There  is  everything  to  recom¬ 
mend  stamp  collecting.  There  is  abso¬ 
lutely  nothing  to  say  against  it — no  un¬ 
pleasant  or  disagreeable  features;  so 
begin  collecting.  And  if  you  can’t  give 
up  sufficient  time  to  make  a  nice  mount 
ed  collection,  at  least  accumulate  stamps. 
Get  a  number  of  small  pasteboard  boxes 
and  put  all  the  stamps  you  can  get  hold 
of  in  these  boxes.  In  the  course  of 
time  you  will  have  an  accumulation  of 
stamps  that  will  be  worth  a  considerable 
amount.  Collect  if  you  have  time,  but 
accumulate  an  save  stamps,  anyway,  as 
this  is  but  very  little  trouble,  and  will 
interest  you  quite  a  little  too. 
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Some  Postal  Portraits  of  the  U.  $. 

By  H.  $.  Sirensen. 

A  collection  of  the  stamps  of  the 
United  States  includes  a  very  excellent 
portrait  gallery  of  some  of  the  most  not¬ 
able  personages,  who  contributed  so 
much  of  a  glorious  nature  10  our  nation¬ 
al  history. 

It  is  a  prevalent  notion  that  our  post¬ 
age  stamps  have  upon  their  faces  very 
poor  representations  of  those  men ,  whose 
deeds  and  doings  shaped  the  destiny  of 
the  nation.  And  yet  nothing  truer  in 
miniature  to  the  facial  appearance  of  the 
illustrious  heros  could  have  been  made. 
The  government  recognized  the  import¬ 
ance  of  handing  down  to  posterity  an 
ultra  correct  impression  as  to  the  looks 
of  those  who  constitute  a  historic  ances¬ 
try,  and  in  consequence  gave  precise  in¬ 
structions  that  the  postal  likenesses  be 
drawn  from  the  most  authentic  and  sur¬ 
passing  sculpture  and  portraits  of  the 
originals.  These  instructions  having 
been  carried  out  to  the  letter  by  the  art¬ 
ists  and  designors  authorized  to  do  the 
work,  we  have  but  to  turn  to  the  post¬ 
age  stamp  to  see  the  features  of  Wash¬ 
ington,  and  Franklin  and  Jefferson,  et 
al.,  precisely  delineated. 

The  portrait  of  Washington,  which 
may  be  seen  on  the  three  cent  stamps 
issued  in  the  years  of  1851,  1861  and 
1870  and  on  two  cent  stamps  of  later  is¬ 
suance,  and  other  stamps,  is  known  as 
Houdon’s  statue  of  Washington  in  the 
Capitol  Building  at  Richmond,  Va. 

Houdon’s  head  is  accepted  as  the 
type  of  Washington.  The  statue  at 
Richmond  is  the  only  original  statue  of 
him.  Its  bust  was  made  from  a 
plaster  cast.  Every  line  was  exactly  re¬ 
produced  by  the  facile  hands  and  wonder¬ 
ful  chisel  of  the  French  artist. 

Houden’s  creation  shows  that  Wash¬ 
ington  was  possessed  of  a  sloping  fore¬ 
head,  and  not  the  broad  high  frontal 
bone  as  portrayed  by  Stuart,  and  other 
portrait  artists.  The  expression  and 


profile  are  eminently  correct. 

Jeane  Antoine  Houden  was  born  at 
Versailles,  France,  March  20th,  1741, 
and  having  lived  contemporaneously 
with  Washington,  was  enabled  to  do  the 
American  hero,  the  justice  due  him,  in 
sculptured  imitation.  Houden  died  at 
Paris,  in  the  Palace  of  the  Institute,  July 
16th,  1828.  He  was  undoubtedly  the 
greatest  sculptor  of  France  during  his 
time. 

Stuart’s  portrait  of  Washington,  a 
miniature  copy  of  which  is  given  on  the 
ten  cent  stamps  issued  respectively  in 
the  years.  1847,  1851,  1861  et  cetera, 
may  still  De  seen  in  the  original  at  the 
Boston  Athenaeum. 

It  was  certainly  most  appropriate  that 
the  stamp  designor  modelled  the  central 
device  after  Stuart’s  painting.  No  one 
had  attained  such  fame  as  a  portrait 
painter  as  did  Gilbert  Stuart.  He  was 
born  of  humble  parentage  in  the  colony 
of  Rhode  Island,  December  4th  1755. 
Though  an  American  in  principle  he 
first  sought  recognition  in  England, 
where  he  quickly  rose  to  fame.  He 
greatly  admired  Washington,  and  long 
had  it  been  his  ambition  to  paint  him. 
Resolved  upon  the  fulfillment  of  his 
ambition,  he  suddenly  left  England  for 
America  in  1794  leaving  behind  him 
success  and  royal  patronage.  He  paint¬ 
ed  series  of  portraits  of  Washington, 
which  are  handiworks  of  a  master  artist. 
Perhaps  the  most  famous  of  his  Wash¬ 
ington  portraits  is  that  known  as  Stuart’s 
third  original,  from  which  the  postal 
pictures  were  made.  “It  is  this  master 
piece  of  Stuart’’,  said  Tuckerman,  “that 
has  not  only  perpetuated,  but  distribut¬ 
ed  over  the  globe  the  resemblance  of 
Washington .  ’’ 

Because  of  his  Washington  portraits, 
Stuart  was  called  a  philosopher  in  art, 
and  yet  his  genius  and  skill  gave  birth 
to  greater  creation  in  some  of  his  other 
portraits;  namely  ihose  of  Jefferson, 
which  have  been  reproduced  upon  the 
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five  cent  stamps  of  earlier  issues. 

The  military  picture  of  Washington 
upon  the  ninety  cent  stamp  of  1857  and 
1861  is  taken  from  the  Trumbull  portrait 
the  original  of  which  is  owned  by  Yale 
college. 

Col.  John  Trumbull  was  the  bosom 
friend  and  aide  of  General  Washington. 
It  was  upon  him,  Washington  bestowed 
the  well  known  sobriquet  of  “Brother 
Jonathan’’.  Trumbull’s  portrait  of 
Washington  in  a  General’s  costume  is 
wonderfully  true  in  the  most  insignifi¬ 
cant  details.  Elizabeth  Bryant  Johnson 
in  writing  of  the  painting  says  that  the 
authorities  agree  in  pronouncing  this 
portrait  the  most  trustworthy  type  of 
that  majestic  form,  yeilding  to  it  even 
precedence  over  Houden.  Trumbull  be¬ 
ing  essentially  American,  while  Ilouden 
could  not  depart  from  his  ideas  of  King- 
ship  and  has  given  Washington  the 
bearing  of  a  Bourboh  Prince.  We  think 
the  exquisite  minutiae  of  Trumbull’s 
painting  is  lost  in  reducing  the  picture 
to  the  diminutive  size  of  a  postage 
stamp,  whilst  the  clear  cnt  line  of  Houd¬ 
en ’s  statue  are  still  retained  even  in  the 
miniature  likeness. 

All  the  stamp  portraits  of  Benjamin 
Franklin  are  profiles  from  busts  except 
the  one  on  the  five  cent  stamp  of  1847 
issue,  which  is  a  three-fourth’s  portrait 
after  a  painting  by  John  B.  Longaere. 
The  Longaere  portrait  is  not  an  original 
life  portrait,  and  therefore  is  not  as 
good  as  those  by  Cerrachi  and  Ilouden. 


If  you  have  a  little  money  to  spare,  it 
is  good  policy  to  invest  it  in  unused 
stamps  of  the  United  States.  If  you  put 
the  money  in  stamps  you  cannot  spend 
it,  and  if  at  some  future  time  you  need 
some  money,  you  can  dispose  of  the 
stamps  at  face  value,  anyway,  and  oft- 
times  at  several  times  face,  where  the 
stamps  happen  to  be  of  issues  of  which 
only  a  comparatively  small  number  were 
printed. 


It  is  hardly  possible  for  a  monthly 
journal,  issued  at  uncertain  periods,  to 
correctly  and  elaborately  chronicle  all 
new  issues,  ssreharges,  etc.,  so  we  will 
content  ourselves  with  the  mention  of 
only  the  most  important  changes.

The  newest  stamp  reported  for  the 
United  States  is  the  private  die  of 
Ferrett.  The  stamp  is  oblong  having 
picture  of  reindeer.  This  will  prob¬ 
ably  close  the  private  proprietary 
series  as  the  law  which  requires  their 
use  has  only  about  two  months-  to  run 
yet.

The  reissue  of  the  current  U.  & 

%  / 

Revenues  will  provide  several  addition¬ 
al  values  for  the  collector  of  revenues. 
A  $2.00  stamp  has  been  added  to  the 
series,  and  the  stamps  are  all  printed 
in  a  gray  color  surcharged  with  light 
line  numerals  of  the  value  of  the  stamp 
in  black.  The  $1.00  and  $3.00  were 
issued  for  a  very  short  period  in  red  or 
carmine  and  will  be  rare.  No  informa¬ 
tion  seems  obtainable  as  to  the  number 
of  each  variety  issued  but  it  was  a 
“limited  edition.’’

The  New  Issue  of  France  is  absorbing 
a  great  deal  of  attention.  This  is  on 
cccount  of  the  fact  that  it  has  been  al¬ 
most  25  years  since  the  design  of  the 
French  stamps  has  been  changed  and  a 
new  issue  legitimate  to  all  appearances 
is  hsfiied  with  joy.  The  design  which 
appeared  commonplace  an  unattractive 
at  first,  on  closer  inspection  appears 
more  attractive  and  beautiful.  The 
issue  consists  of  15  values  from  lc  to 
the  5  fr.  inclusive  and  three  designs.

SECRETARY’S  REPORT  K.  P.  S. 

The  secretary  has  little  or  nothing  to 
report  as  so  many  of  the  members  have 
been  so  busy  through  December  with 
other  duties  have  had  no  time  for  stamps 
or  to  work  for  their  society.

An  Album  for  1st  and 

2nd  Class  Postmarks. 

Perhaps  some  of  the  postmark  col¬ 
lecting  readers  of  the  West  would  like 
to  have  some  new  ideas  on  a  postmark 
album,  and  so  I  will  describe  an  album 
which  I  am  using  for  1st  and  2nd  class 
marks. 

This  book  I  had  made  to  order  at  a 
bindery  at  a  cost  of  SI. 25.  The  pages 
are  8^x7 1/2  inches,  just  the  right  size 
to  accomodate  the  shape  of  the  post¬ 
marks  to  the  page.  The  covers  are  of 
stiff  marbled  pasteboard,  and  stubs  are 
left  between  the  pages. 

To  get  the.  book  readjr,  I  first  ruled  a 
double  line  across  the  top  of  each  page 

inch  from  the  top,  on  which  to  write 
the  title  of  the  page.  I  then  estimated 
with  the  help  of  the  Postal  Guide  (1900) 
and  my  own  collection,  together  with 
lists  that  other  collectors  had  sent  me, 
the  number  of  different  2nd  class  which 
had  been  printed  up  to  June  1,  1900. 
Then  I  ruled  off,  4  spaces  across  and  6 
down  the  page  l'/uxlVs  inches  on  85 
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pages  and  marked  in  each  space,  the 
name  of  the  mark  it  was  meant  for. 

When  the  second  class  were  all  pro¬ 
vided  for,  I  proceeded  in  the  same  way 
with  the  different  styles  of  1st  class 
cancellation  some  of  which  were  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  issue  of  May  1900. 

The  175 'pages  were  all  filled  and  at 
the  back  were  somewhat  crowded.  If 
I  had  known  that  so  many  marks  were 
already  in  use,  I  would  have  confined 
the  book  to  either  1st  or  2nd  class. 
The  book  now  has  something  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  a  regular  stamp  album; 
all  the  spaces  ruled  off  and  marked  so 
that  new  marks  can  be  put  in  the  right 
place  at  once. 

It  would  be  impracticable  and  prob¬ 
ably  impossible  to  prepare  an  album 
for  the  smaller  offices,  because  they 
are  so  numerous  and  have  issued  so 
many  different  varieties  that  no  one 
could  discover  them  all.  First  and 
second  class  marks  are  much  more 
interesting  than  those  of  the  smaller 
offices.  It  is  a  good  deal  like  stamp 
collecting,  most  collectors  just  try  to 
fill  up  spaces  and  don’t  study  their 
stamps,  while  the  real,  true  philatelist 
studies  his  stamps  and  uses  system 
and  science,  so  the  collector  of  the  3d 
and  4th  class  marks  has  a  good  chance 
just  to  get  “bits”  from  the  different 
offices  and  misses  the  true  enjoyment 
which  the  other  collector  finds  in  study¬ 
ing  and  filling  up  sets.

This 
stamp  is  doubtless  worth  many  time9 
its  catalogue  value  which  is  40  cents 
for  unused  and  6  cents  for  used.

In  another  stamp  paper  of  recent 
date  an  item  appeared  which  ran  as 
follows: — 

“During  the  immediate  past  much 
has  been  written  upon  the  subject  of 
whether  or  not  the  last  printing  of 
stamps  for  Guam  were  legitimate  from 
a  collector’s  standpoint.  We  picture 
Cap.  Leary,  after  a  perusal  of  an 
article  disapproving  his  actions,  mus¬ 
ing  in  this  manner.  “They  requested, 
and  have  been  supplied,  but  still  they 
are  not  satisfied.”

The  stamps  of  Hawaii,  taken  as  a 
whole  are  the  finest  in  the  world  in 
artistic  design  and  coloring.  A  com¬ 
plete  set  of  the  issues  which  were  sur¬ 
charged  “Provisional  Government,” 
would  form  a  portrait  gallery  not  to  be 
equalled  among  the  stamp  countries  of 
the  world.  The  increase  of  value 
is  also  rapid.  A  comparison  of  the 
prices  in  Scott’s  51st  edition  catalogue 
issued  in  1890  and  the  59th  issued  for 
19C0,  shows  an  advance  of  over  75  per 
cent  on  nearly  all  issues. 

According  to  Sir  Chas.  Oppenheimei 
to  English  Consul  at  Frankport,  Ger¬ 
many.  no  less  than  12000  people  are  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  interest  of  the  manufacture 
of  Ill.  Post  Card,  and  no  less  than  30 
millions  of  new  cards  have  been  printed 
in  Germany  in  1898,  the  total  number  of 
cards  used  in  that  country  during  the 
same  year  was  estimated  at  about  100  mil¬ 
lions. 
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|  ~S'ome  Interesting 
f  Original  Co-Vers. 
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By  R.  R.  THIELE. 


Some  months  ago  I  had  a  series  of 
sketches  of  interesting  old  letters  and 
envelopes  in  this  paper.  As  I  have  been 
requested  to  furnish  more  such  descrip¬ 
tions  I  gladly  avail  myself  of  the  oppor¬ 
tunity,  for  the  number  of  those  collect¬ 
ing  stamps  on  the  original  cover  is 
steadily  on  the  increase  and  I  would 
gladly  contribute  toward  making  this 
branch  of  our  hobby  more  popular. 

The  stamps  of  the  Confederate  States 
are  especially  interesting  on  the  origin¬ 
al  envelopes  and  many  such  specimens 
have  been  described  here  and  there,  es¬ 
pecially  the  “Flag  of  Truce’’  and  “Pris¬ 
oner  of  War’’  letters.  Of  historical 
interest  also  are  those  letters  quite  re- 
quently  found  whose  envelopes  were 
used  twice,  as  they  si  ow  the  economic 
straits  to  which  the  Confederacy  was 
reduced,  even  comparatively  early  in 
the  war.  The  Southern  States  were  al¬ 
most  entirely  agricultural  and  depended 
for  manufactured  supplies  almost  al¬ 
together  upon  the  Northern  States  and 
Europe.  For  instance  the  one  iron 
foundry  and  machine  shop  upon  which 
the  Confederate  Government  depended 
almost  exclusively  for  its  war  supplies 
were  the  famous  Tredegar  Iron  Works 
near  Richmond,  whereas  the  Federal 
Government  had  dozens  upon  dozens  of 
manufacturing  plants  at  its  disposal  for 


the  same  purposes.  One  of  the  com¬ 
mercial  staples  whose  want  was  soonest 
felt  in  the  South,  and  which  was  diffi¬ 
cult  to  procure,  was  paper.  The  war 
had  lasted  but  comparatively  few  months 
when  paper  already  became  a  treasure 
in  the  South ;  toward  the  end  of  the 
war  even  wall  paper  was  used  lor  news¬ 
papers.  This  scarcity  of  paper  accounts 
for  the  double  use  of  several  envelopes 
before  me.  One  of  them  is  made  of 
coarse  grayish  wrapping  paper,  evident¬ 
ly  tut  with  the  scissors.  It  bears  a  10c 
blue  stamp  of  the  1861  issue  (Scott  No. 
201a),  a  miserably  printed  specimen, 
too,  printed  on  poor  white  paper.  It  is 
addressed  in  an  untrained,  awkward 
hand  to 

SERGT.  D.  F.  ANDERSON, 

ORR’S  REGT.  RIFLES, 
CO.  L.  RICHMOND,  VA. 

As  the  other  side  of  the  envelope 
shows,  the  writing  is  probably  that  of 
Sergeant  Anderson’s  wife.  The  stamp 
is  cancelled  “Anderson  C.  Ii.,  S.  C., 
Feb.  7.’’  A  note  in  pencil  gives  the 
date  as  1863,  which  is  probably  correct. 
The  letter  reached  the  addressee  safely 
and  was  no  doubt  greatly  treasured  by 
its  recipient  with  its  news  of  the  loved 
ones  at  home;  but  the  envelope  had  to 
do  duty  once  more,  for  in  the  camps 
near  Richmond  paper  and  envelopes 
were  no  doubt  difficult  to  procure.  At 
this  time  General  Lee  was  concentrating 
troops  at  and  near  Richmond  prepara¬ 
tory  to  his  invasion  of  Pennsylvania  in 
the  following  June,  which  was  checked 
by  the  terrible  battle  of  Gettysburg  July 
1-3.  General  Hooker  at  the  same  time 
was  gathering  the  F'ederal  troops  for 
his  march  on  Richmond  in  April,  which 
was  repulsed  by  the  fearful  struggle  of 
Fredericksburg  and  Chancellorsville, 
forcing  Hooker  back  over  the  ominous 
Rappahannock  with  a  loss  of  16,000. 
These  preparations  account  for  the  pres¬ 
ence  in  the  vicinity  of  Richmond  of 
more  than  150,000  Confederate  soldiers 
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I:tbis  time  who  no  doubt  used  up  paper 
sa  great  rate.  Accordingly  we  find

C.,  Oct.  lOtli,”  without  year.  The  ad¬ 
dress  is  also  in  a  lady’s  writing,  but 
different  from  the  other  one;  it  reads: 

MISS  LOUISA  I.  GIBBES, 
CHARLESTON, 

SO.  CA. 

The  envelope  also  bears  two  other 
dates,  on  this  side,  one  Oct.  13  in  pen¬ 
cil,  perhaps  the  date  of  its  receipt,  en¬ 
dorsed  by  the  addsessee,  the  other  Oct. 
20  in  ink,  probably  the  date  on  which  it 
was  answered,  which  is  often  found  on 
old  letters. 

There  is  nothing  shocking  or  new 
about  these  two  envelopes,  but  they 
nevertheless  possess  an  interest  all  their 
own  as  mute  witnesses  of  the  hardships 
inflicted  on  our  Southern  Sister  States 
by  the  terrible  war  between  the  States. 
I  hank  God  that  the  wounds  made  by 
that  war  are  healed  now  and  the  Stars 
and  .Stripes  wa^e  over  a  united  country, 
which  knows  no  North  nor  South  any¬ 
more. 

The  collecting  of  stamps  is  one  of  the 
pleasantest  pastimes  known  to  youth  or 
manhood,  ,  and  profitable  as  well.  It 
keeps  thousands  from  immoral  associa¬ 
tions  by  its  historical  interest  and  the 
gratification  of  a  wholesome  passion 
which  crowds  out  the  dangers  of  many 
vices.  It  is  always  a  safe  savings  bank, 
and  scarcely  a  stamp  has  ever  been  is¬ 
sued  which,  if  you  had  bought  when  for 
sale  at  the  postoffice  at  its  face  value, 
but  would  today  sell  readily  for  a  price 
equal  to  your  money  invested  and  25  per 
cent  annual  interest.

Philatelic  Notes. 

Stamps  are  selling  better  at  auction 
this  winter  than  last,  and  collectors 
and  dealers  look  for  a  long  era  of  good 
times  in  philately. 

* 

Keep  your  interest  up  by  constantly 
adding  stamps  to  your  collection. 
Don’t  mount  a  hundred  stamps  one 
week  and  then  lay  your  album  away 
for  six  months.  Keep  it  handy,  and 
add  a  few  specimens  every  week  in  the 
year.  It  is  the  steady  dripping  of 
water  that  wears  away  the  stone,  and 
it  is  the  constant,  steady  accumulation 
of  stamps  that  makes  the  great  collec¬ 
tion  in  the  future. 

* 

It  is  the  genuine  stamp  collector 
who  gets  the  most  enjoyment  out  of 
stamp  collecting.  The  collector-dealer, 
collector-speculator,  etc.,  is  not  truly 
so  happy  as  the  genuine  collector,  the 
person  who  collects  because  he  loves 
the  stamps.  The  collector-dealer  and 
collector-speculator  are  not  always 
happy,  for  the  reason  that  when  they 
get  a  chance  to  sell  a  specimen,  or 
even  their  collection  at  a  good  bargain, 
the)'  let  it  go,  and  it  is  like  pulling 
teeth,  sometimes,  to  let  a  stamp  go.

stamps  continues  to  increase  notwith-1 
standing  the  fact  that  only  a  short! 
time  remains  before  the  law  will  expire.! 
Twenty-nine  varieties  have  already! 
appeared  and  the  dies  have  been  made! 
for  at  least  one  more  which  will  prob-;| 
ably  be  the  last.  The  speculative! 
nature  of  some  of  these  stamps  has 
had  a  tendency  to  impair  their  favor! 
but  they  are  collected  by  numerous 
collectors  still.

Many  collectors  owning  valuable 
stamp  collections  carry  no  insurance 
on  their  stamps  what  ever.  Local  in¬ 
surance  companies  write  policies  on 
stamp  collections  but  they  limit  the 
value  of  any  stamp  to  Si. 00.  This 
would  not  be  much  consolation  to  the 
owners  of  St  Louis,  Brattleboro  and 
Millbury  stamps.  Some  collectors  in 
Omaha  have  their  stamp  collections 
included  in  their  insurance  on  house 
hold  goods.

A  reader  calls  our  attention  to  the 
assertion  in  our  editorials  of  last  month 
that  the  Si. 00  carmine  revenue  would 
be  unobtainable  uncut.  The  paragraph 
was  not  worded  to  convey  the  exact 
meaning  intended  as  there  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  be  many  of  these  stamps 
used  and  cancelled  in  the  old  wajr, 
which  will  escape  mutilation.  The 
rule  of  mutilating  the  stamps,  how¬ 
ever,  will  be  generally  complied  with 
and  the  majority  of  the  stamps  will 
have  the  cut  cancellation. 

Many  of  cur  current  envelopes, 
postal  cards  and  adhesives  go  through 
the  mail  without  being  cancelled  but 
this  does  not  imply  that  we  can  expect 
to  secure  many  specimens  of  this  kind, 
v 

Considerable  interest  is  being  mani¬ 
fested  in  pre-cancelled  stamps  of  the 
United  States.  Many  collectors  have 
collected  these  stamps  for  years  with¬ 
out  any  thought  as  to  the  probable

til  MeKeels  weekly  took  up  the  ques¬ 
tion  and  endeavored  to  publish  a  list 
of  such  stamps,  that  the  enormity  of 
the  field  was  discovered.  They  also 
found  to  their  surprise  that  the  specu¬ 
lator  had  anticipated  them,  and  was  on 
hand  with  a  long-  list  of  precancelled 
stamps  running  into  the  highist  values. 
The  publication  of  the  list  has  been 
suspended.

The  case  of  the  United  States  against 
J.  F.  Negreen  charged  with  using 
cancelled  stamps  was  quietly  settled  in 

Ithe  U.  S.  district  court  the  last  week 
in  December  at  which  time  he  was 
discharged  with  a  light  fine.  Phila¬ 
telic  papers  all  over  the  country  were 
bitter  in  their  attacks  on  the  young 
man  and  Omaha  publications  especial¬ 
ly  so.  Negreen  has  been  in  the  stamp 
business  here  for  several  years  and 
there  is  probably  no  one  who  could 
truthfully  say  his  dealings  have  not 
been  square  and  honorable.  He  has 
dimply  been  the  victim  of  circum¬ 
stances  which  would  have  been  avoided 
bv  olderand  more  experienced  persons.

The  Iconoclastic  Editor  of  the  Ad¬ 
hesive,  Mr.  Henry  A.  Chapman,  takes

there  is  an  interesting  list.  Such  art¬ 
icles  are  timely  in  view  of  the  growing 
interest  in  fiscals.  The  two  railway 
stamp  articles  are  continued  and  the 
Telegraph  and  fiscal  are  as  exhaustive  as 
usual.  I  wish  this  paper  a  prosperous 
second  volume. 

The  chief  feature  of  Le  Philateliste 
Francais  for  October  (just  at  hand)  is  an 
exhaustive  article  on  the  Bordeaux  issue 
of  France  giving  official  documents  and 
quantities,  with  much  new7  information. 
It  is  too  long  to  do  justice  to  it  here. 
The  same  is  true  of  M.  Bouvez’s  article 
on  Belgian  cancellations.  Another  art¬ 
icle  gives  some  more  details  of  the  post 
office  Mauritius.  In  the  November 
number  the  Bordeaux  article  is  continu¬ 
ed,  describing  the  various  type-varieties. 

El  Correo  de  Cuba  is  chiefly  devoted 
to  Cuban  Postal  affairs,  but  has  a  small 
stamp  corner.  The  paper  has  the  por¬ 
trait  each  week  of  some  prominent  post¬ 
al  employee;  upon  the  whole  Cuba  has 
a  good  looking  lot  of  postal  officers. 

The  provisional  issue  of  German  China 
forms  the  subject  of  an  interesting  art¬ 
icle  in  the  London  Philatelist.  Diagrams 
are  given  showing  the  position  of  the 
three  types  on  the  pane  of  50  stamps. 
In  addition  there  is  a  fourth  type  read- 
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ing  5  Pf.  (without  the  g) ,  also  issued  at 
Tsingtan,  and  a  fifth  one  reading  5  pf 
(small  p  without  dot  after  the  f)  issued 
at  Futchau  (or  Foochow).  The  Mafe- 
kings  still  cause  discussion  and  two  art¬ 
icles  deal  with  them,  one  illustrated  with 
facsimiles  of  letters  prepaid  by  the  pro¬ 
visionals,  one  to  England,  the  other  to 
Buluwayo.  Another  article  gives  details 
of  the  Wei-hai-Wei  local  post,  operating 
from  December  1898  to  April  1899. 

A  fascinating  article  in  Le  Collection - 
neur  de  Timbres- I’oste  for  November  is 
one  by  M.  Maury  on  the  genesis  of  the 
postage  stamp.  He  describes  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  the  1881  French  Colonial  type 
first  the  rough  crayon  sketch,  then  the 
finished  design,  then  the  design  re¬ 
duced  for  engraving,  then  the  die  with 
value  left  blank,  then  another  die  with 
figures  larger  than  afterwards  adopted, 
finally  the  working  die — all  illustrated. 
At  first  it  was  intended  to  use  only  one 
die  for  all  values,  inserting  movable  fig¬ 
ures,  but  afterwards  dies  were  engraved 
for  each  value,  A  feature  of  each  num¬ 
ber  of  this  paper  lies  in  its  illustrations 
of  interesting  F'rench  cancellations, 
much  attention  being  paid  to  these  in 
France. 

Le  Titnbrophile  Beige  (No.  35)  con¬ 
tinues  both  the  articles  on  the  types  of 
Cuba  1882  and  on  the  reprints  of  Portu¬ 
gal  and  Colonies-both  of  great  value, 
but  too  long  to  do  justice  to  here.  It  is 
stated  that  of  the  new  German  stamps 
there  are  twro  types  of  the  word  “Reichs- 
post”  on  the  bi-colored  pfennig  stamps, 
the  second  type  being  shorter;  the 
mark  stamps  exist  perforated  11)4  and 
14%  (later).  The  article  on  Portuguese 
reprints  is  concluded  in  No.  36.  Var¬ 
ious  Congo  stamps  being  retired  with 
Jan.  1,  1901,  a  list  is  given  of  those  now 
in  circulation  in  the  Congo  Free  State. 

The  Illustriertes  Briefmarken-Journal 
in  No.  527  concludes  the  review  of 
philately  as  represented  at  the  Paris 
Exposition.  The  rest  of  the  number 


presents  but  little  for  review,  consisting 
almost  entirely  of  the  chronicle.  The 
new  Argentine  5c  surcharged  “oficial” 
is  warned  against,  being  unoffiicial.  In 
No.  528  the  article  on  Stellaland  is  con¬ 
cluded,  it  being  shown  that  the  originals 
are  perforated  12,  the  counterfeits  11%. 
A  counterfeit  of  the  E.  F.  1899  surcharge 
on  Bolivia  is  also  described,  the  upper 
loop  of  the  8  is  smaller  than  the  lower. 

The  five  numbers  of  Fwen’s  Weekly 
Stamp  News  at  hand  since  the  last  re¬ 
view  present  so  much  that  wre  cannot 
attempt  to  review  them  here,  as  little  as 
we  can  do  justice  to  our  American  week¬ 
lies.  Yet  it  may  be  of  interest  to  note 
an  item  to  the  effect  that  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope  postal  officials  have  repudi¬ 
ated  the  Mafekings  and  declared  them 
not  goood  for  postare.  The  Christmas 
number  is  especially  fine,  containing  a 
long  w'rite-up  of  Mr.  Poole’s  (the 
special  correspondent  of  E.  W.  S.  N.) 
trip  to  Kimberly  for  V.  R.  J.  S. 

The  only  article  of  note  in'the  British 
and  colonial  Philatelic  Advertiser  is  its 
continued  list  of  Africa  and  her  stamps 
— i.  e.  of  the  British  Colonies  in  Africa, 
Oil  Rivers  being  up  for  October. 

Major  Evans  in  S.  G.  M.  J.  engages 
in  a  controversy  with  Mr.  Andreini  on 
on  various  points  connected  with  the 
Cuban  Y%,  but  finally  admits  the  read¬ 
ing  Ynterior.  The  Argentine  article 
from  Le  Timbre  Poste  is  continued  up  to 
1882;  it  is  certainly  very  instructive  and 
valuable.  The  new  penny  stamp  of  New 
Zealand  forms  the  subject  of  various 
clippings  from  the  daily  press,  reprinted 
here;  the  papers  down  there  poke  a  good 
deal  of  fun  at  it.  Moved  by  ‘the  term 
“Spinach  green’’  applied  to  the  new 
British  %d  stamp,  a  British  paper  sug¬ 
gests  these  »as  stamp  .colors:  crushed - 
strawberry-color,  tomato-scarlet,  banana 
yellow,  roast-potato-brown,  Spanish- 
onion-gold,  blue-funk-color,  pink-of- 
eondition  and  sickly  yellow.  Preserve 
us ! 

The  Philatelic  Chronicle  and  Adver¬ 
tiser  or  November  informs  us  that  there 
will  be  a  special  set  of  stamps  for  use  in 
the  following  French  offices:  Morocco, 
Levant,  Dedeagh,  Cavalle,  Port  Said, 
Alexandria,  Zanzibar  and  China,  the 
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place  being  indicated  by  a  surcharge. 
More  horrors  in  prospect. 

DER  Philatelist  for  November  con¬ 
tinues  the  article  on  essays  and  proofs 
through  Luebeck,  Luxemburg,  Modena, 
Monaco,  Naples,  Netherlands.  I  wish 
these  articles  could  be  gathered  into  a 
pamphlet;  they  fill  a  long  felt  want,  as 
there  is  now,  to  my  knowledge,  but  one 
hand  book  of  essays  and  that  quite  an¬ 
tiquated.  Fifty  years  having  elapsed 
this  November  since  the  introduction  of 
stamps  in  Prussia,  an  interesting  article 
gives  the  official  notices,  etc.,  relating 
thereto.  Dr.  Szalay  in  the  article  on 
exchange  clubs  treats  interestingly  of 
repaired  stamps,  giving  various  means 
of  detecting  them  which  is  often  very 
difficult.  Such  means  are  furnished  by 
the  appearance  of  the  stamp  when  seen 
with  the  light  falling  through  it,  the 
patch  often  being  of  different  texture, 
by  the  different  shape  of  perforations; 
by  the  different  appearance  of  the  paper 
when  viewed  with  the  light  reflected 
from  its  surface;  by  the  darker  ap¬ 
pearance  of  the  line  of  jointure,  etc. 

From  the  December  number  we  learn 
that  the  Swiss  post  office  department  is 
calling  for  competitive  designs  for  a  new 
Issue  of  postage  stamps.  I  trust  they 
will  be  more  successful  than  the 
Jubilee  Issue.  In  connection  with  the 
new  issue  for  Bosnia  an  illustrated  arti¬ 
cle  describes  how  in  an  office  by  the 
name  of  Broka  there  were  No.  1  heller 
stamps  for  about  two  weeks,  so  that  let¬ 
ters  requiring  this  value  were  franked 
by  a  hand  stamp.  The  essay  article  deals 
instructively  with  Austria,  Parma,  Por¬ 
tugal,  Prussia,  Romagna  and  Roumania, 
though  under  Romagna  some  counter¬ 
feits  are  described  as  essays.  I  am 
pleased  to  see  an  appreciative  review 
of  the  Toppan-Deats-Holland  book  on 
U.  S.  Revenues.  The  praise  of  an  au¬ 
thority  like  Judge  Suppantschitsch  is 
worth  more  than  gold  medals.  An  in¬ 
teresting  article  deals  with  the  officiel 


surcharges  on  Luxemburg  1875-81;  it 
appears  that  at  first  tw'o  settings  of  the 
word  officiel  w'ere  made  in  two  types 
known  and  then  reproduced  by  stereoty¬ 
py,  each  supplying  20  surcharges,  both 
alternating  on  the  sheet;  later  on  the 
surcharge  was  made  from  type  altogeth¬ 
er,  and  very  poor  type  at  that.

Stamps  for  November  continues  Wal¬ 
ter  Wilson’s  article  on  the  cards  6f  the 
the  British  Empire,  which  is  drawing 
near  its  end;  it  will  be  missed  when 
completed.  Stamps  is  still  after  the 
Mafekings  with  a  sharp  stick;  I  fear  it 
will  not  avail  much.  Of  present  inter¬ 
est  is  Mr.  Warhurst’s  write-up  of  the 
cards  of  the  Orange  Free  State,  began 
in  this  number.  The  reviewer  for 
Stamps  wants  Mr.  Stanton’s  Index  to 
do  everything  at  once.  Please  wait  a 
a  little ;  we  are  going  to  have  an  index 
of  the  older  papers  before  long. 

Australian  federation  furnishes  the 
leading  topic  for  the  Australian  Journal 
of  Philately.  It  seems  from  an  inter¬ 
view  with  Mr.  Crick,  the  P.  M.  G.  of 
New  South  Wales,  that  the  consolida¬ 
tion  of  the  various  postal  departments 
is  not  yet  arranged  for.  The  probable 
thing  is  that  the  present  issues  will  be 
used  up  with  the  surcharges.  The  pro¬ 
spect  is  not  overly  pleasant. 

The  attitude  of  the  Australian  Phila¬ 
telist  towards  Mafekings  is  easily  seen 
when  one  reads  as  the  heading  of  an 
article  on  them  in  the  October  number 
the  pregnant  word  “Morefaking.”  Mr. 
Hull  holds  out  prospects  of  a  Polyne¬ 
sian  Federation  to  comprise  New  Zea¬ 
land,  Fiji,  Tonga  and  Cook  Island,  of 
which  we  have  also  read  elsewhere.  The 
idea  is  not  so  bad  even  from  a  philatelic 
point  of  view.  It  is  said  that  some 
months  ago  the  stamps  of  New  South 
Wales  w'ere  printed  on  paper  coated  with 
a  starchy  preparation,  something  like 
those  of  Russia.  I  have  seen  no  men¬ 
tion  of  this  elsewhere ;  wonder  what 
values  w'ere  thus  printed?

Was  born  1878,  Jan.  28th,  am  23. 
Started  stamp  collecting  ’97,  had  a

W.  D.  SIMPSON,  Anderson,  S.  C. 

Is  42  years  of  age,  born  and  reared 
in  that  city,  is  a  druggist  6y  profession 
in  which  capacity  he  served  22  years. 
Was  in  the  drug  business  all  this 
while  with  his  father.  After  his 
death  in  18%,  he  found  running  the 
business  alone,  too  great  a  task,  also 
his  health  became  very  bad,  so  in  1897

MISS  META  E.  GARMAN,  Kaneville, 
Illinois. 

Was  born  at  Charter  Grove,  Kane, 
Co.,  Ill.,  June  5th,  1875  and  lived  there 
with  her  parents  until  four  years  of 
age  when  she  moved  to  Kanville,  one 
of  the  prettiest  little  towns  you  ever 
saw.  When  she  was  seven  years  old 
she  had  an  attack  of  spinal  mengetis 
which  left  her  perfectly  helpless  for  a 
time,  but  she  has  regained  the  use  of 
her  hands  and  arms  to  a  certian  extent 
though  they  are  still  quite  weak.  For 
more  than  sixteen  years  she  has  been 
unable  to  walk  a  step  but  has  such  a 
host  of  kind  friends  she  cannot  be  un¬ 
happy. 

In  1894  some  friends  conceived  the 
idea  of  collecting  one-million  cancelled 
stamps  for  her  in  order  to  procure 
treatment  at  some  institution,  and  un- 
be-known  to  her  a  lady  in  New  York 
started  the  chain  of  letters  in  the  name 
of  Edna  Brown,  a  friend,  and  instead 
of  the  one  million  stamps  they  had 
hoped  to  get  for  her  they  received 
about  ten  million  and  they  have  been 
packed  away,  doing  no  one  an}’  good, 
until  last  fall,  acting  on  the  advice  of 
old  business  friends,  she  commenced 
selling  them  by  the  pound. 

Opening  the  letters  and  seeing  the 
different  kinds  of  stamps  first  awoke 
her  interest  and  she  was  encouraged 
by  friends  who  gave  her  an  album  and 
a  number  of  stamps  to  begin  a  collec¬ 


tion,  having  added  to  it  from  time  to 
time  it  now  numbers  over  1000.  Old 
revenues  are  especially  interesting  to 
her  and  of  which  she  has  a  collection 
containing  about  ICO  varieties  of  the 
first  issue  perforated,  all  nice  copies. 

She  is  also  much  interested  in  phila¬ 
telic  literature  and  finds  stamp  papers 
very  interesting  and  instructive. 

AELEN  JESSE  REYNOLDS, 
Connersville,  Indiana, 

Was  born  in  Wabash,  Ind.,  in  1876. 
Has  lived  in  Connersville,  last  20  years. 
Began  collecting  stamps  at  an  early 
age  and  continued  collecting  until  the 
latter  part  of  1893.  Becoming  inter¬ 
ested  in  natural  science  he  exchanged 
his  stamp  collection  for  scientific  speci¬ 
mens.

flrcbadogical  Specimens. 

One  would  be  surprised  to  observe 
the  many  and  varied  forms  of  archaeo¬ 
logical  relics.  In  looking  through 
Professor  Moorhead’s  recent  book 
Prehistoric  Implements,  I  was  struck 
with  the  great  variety  of  material, 
size  and  shape.  While  I  am  not  very 
familiar  with  objects  of  antiquity,  I 
have  secured  a  number  of  illustrations 
from  Prof.  Moorehead’s  book  and  will 
present  them  to  readers  from  time  to 
time. 

Fig.  6  is  a  group  of  axes,  all  groov¬ 
ed,  from  the  Potomac  Valley.  These 
show  the  various  types  and  present  a 
side  and  profile  of  each.  The  originals 
are  about  four  times  the  size  of  the 
figures. 

Fig.  7  shows  the  method  of  mount¬ 
ing  scrapers  in  handles.  It  was  found 
among  the  Eskimo  of  the  extreme 
North. 

Fig.  8  is  a  long,  slender  projectile 
point  of  fine  workmanship,  but  is  only 
shown  in  outline.

All  over  the  world 
the  highest  skilled  labor  is  busily  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  various  branches  of  pho¬ 
tography,  diligently  perfecting  every 
part.

We  hail  therefore  with  delight  every 
effort  made  by  small  and  great  to  raise 
the  craft  and  fit  us  for  the  important  po¬ 
sition  in  this  great  moving  world’s  af¬ 
fairs  we  are  destined  to  occupy.  There 
is  a  marked  advance  in  the  work  onr 
studios  are  today  turning  out,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  that  of  past  years.  It  would 
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be  a  bad  thing  if  it  were  not  so.  But 
there  is  sometimes  a  disposition  to  think 
we  have  reached  the  limit  of  excellence, 
and  to  rest  on  our  oars.  So  that  we  need 
a  little  stirring  up  now  and  then  to  re¬ 
mind  us  we  have  not  reached  the  sum¬ 
mit — that  there  is  still  a  higher  and  yet 
higher  altitude  to  be  attained.

The  following  details  in  developing 
films,  says  an  English  writer,  may  be 
useful  to  some. 

Having  experienced  some  difficulty  in 
developing  the  films  cut  singly,  and 
finding  the  time  taken  was  considerable, 
I  decided  to  try  developing  six  at  a  time 
in  a  long  dish.  This  I  found  most  ex- 
piditious  and  satisfactory. 

My  dishes,  for  a  strip  of  six  5x4  films, 
are  26  inches  long  by  5)4  wide,  made  of 
hard  wood,  well  painted  with  water¬ 
proof  paint,  and  a  glass  panel,  20  inches 
by  5  inches,  let  into  the  centre  of  the 
bottom  of  the  dish.  This  enables  one 
to  judge  density  of  film  without  neces¬ 
sity  of  removing  it  from  developer. 

Provided  with  two  such  dishes  and  a 
box  of  Primus  bromide  pins,  I  have 
found  the  development  of  Tollable  films 
a  pleasure  instead  of  a  trouble.  I  have 
alwrays  used  the  Eastman  pyro-soda  de¬ 
veloper,  which,  in  my  hands,  has  work¬ 
ed  admirably;  the  only  drawback  to  it 
is  the  liability  to  stain  the  fingers,  but 
this  to  a  great  extent,  can  be  avoided  by 
always  rinsing  the  hands  in  clear  water 
when  the  developer  comes  in  contact 
with  them.  It  is  when  the  pyro  is  al¬ 
lowed  to  dry  and  oxidize  that  the  stains 
are  caused.  When  everything  is  in 
order  in  the  dark-room,  mix  up  the 
developer  thus:  2  ounces  No.  1;  1  ounce 
No.  2;  4  ounces  water.  (Note,  only 
half  the  quautity  of  No.  2  is  used.) 
Unroll  the  spool  and  cut  off  six  expos¬ 
ures  in  one  strip,  pin  this  with  the  bro¬ 
mide  pins  in  developing  dish.  With  a 
quick  motion  pour  the  developer  over 


the  film,  wrell  rocking  the  dish,  and  see¬ 
ing  that  the  developer  coders  the  whole 
surface.  Particular  notice  should  be 
paid  to  the  sides  of  film,  as  sometimes 
these  are  apt  to  curl  up  and  never  get 
covered,  but  once  they  are  co  ered,  the 
whole  strip  lies  quite  flat.  From  the 
shape  of  the  dish,  gentle  rocking  causes 
the  developer  to  flow'  evenly  over  the 
film.  In  most  cases  I  have  found  the 
I  ounce  of  accelerator  sufficient  to  finish 
development,  however,  should  any  ex¬ 
posures  hold  back,  finish  off  those  that 
appear  to  be  developing  all  right,  cut 
them  off,  rinse  in  clean  w'ater,  and  pin 
them  down  in  the  other  long  dish,  pre¬ 
viously  filled  with  hypo.  If  any  now 
require  more  No.  2,  pour  back  the  de¬ 
veloper  into  measure,  add  the  necessary 
accelerator,  and  continue  development. 
But  I  have  found  it  the  exception  to  re¬ 
quire  more  than  half  the  quantity  of  ac¬ 
celerator, or  have  necessity  of  cutting  off 
exposures  for  special  treatment:  where¬ 
as  if  the  full  quantity  of  accelerator  is 
used  in  the  first  instance  several  films 
are  sure  to  be  lost  through  over-expos¬ 
ure.  After  fixing  put  the  whole  strip  in 
a  large  bucket  or  tub,  and  wash  in  seve¬ 
ral  changes  of  water  for  two  hours, 
occasionally  giving  the  films  a  stir  round. 

A  convenient  method  of  washing,  if  it 
can  be  adopted,  is  to  stand  the  bucket 
containing  the  films  in  a  sink,  attach  a 
piece  of  rubber  hose  to  the  water-tap, 
and  reaching  to  the  bottom  of  bucket, 
arranging  it  around  the  sides,  so  that 
when  the  tap  is  slightly  turned  on,  a 
a  miniature  whirlpool  is  formed.  This 
keeps  the  films  gently  moving,  and 
causes  a  continual  change  of  water. 

When  washed,  pin  the  strips  of  film 
to  pieces  of  thin  w7ood  picture  frame 
backing,  each  piece  jusi  large  enough  to 
take  two  strips  of  six.  These  are  most 
convenient,  being  so  light  yet  very 
strong,  and  the  films  dry  quickly  on 
them.  When  dry,  cut  the  strips  up, 
and  store  them  in  a  film  storage  album .

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Prehistoric  Arizona  Pottery 

The  writer,  having  lived  in  Arizona, 
may  be  able  to  interest  the  readers  of 
this  department  by  a  brief  description 
>  of  the  pottery  that  is  to  be  found  in  the 
various  ruins  throughout  the  territory. 
In  the  Rio  Salado  Valley  there  are  many 
ruins  of  prehistoric  villages,  and  around 
these  ruins  are  to  be  found  many  frag¬ 
ments  of  pottery,  some  of  which  are 


decorated  with  crude  and  curious  de¬ 
signs.  The  illustrations  will  give  the 
reader  some  idea  in  regard  to  the  de¬ 
signs. 

As  a  rule  the  designs  were  painted  on 
the  pottery  with  some  kind  of  a  red  pig¬ 
ment,  although  some  specimens  in  the 
writer’s  collection  were  decorated  with  a 
white  pigment.  It  is  quite  probable 
that  the  red  pigment  used  by  this  an¬ 
cient  race  for  pottery  decorating  was  an 
iron  oxide  obtained,  no  doubt,  from  the 
mountains. 

The  pottery  found  in  and  around  the 
ruins  in  the  Rio  Salado  Valley  appears 
to  be  of  about  the  same  quality  as  that 
made  by  the  Zuni  Indians  of  the  pres- 
>  ent  day,  and  many  of  the  designs  on 
the  Zuni  pottery  are  similar  to  those  on 
the  ancient  pottery  found  in  Arizona 
ruins. 

In  many  of  the  ruins  in  the  Rio  Sal- 
:  ado,  and  the  Rio  Gila  Valle}'  as  well, 
urns  or  jars  containing  incinerated  hu- 
t  man  bones  have  been  discovered,  and 
in  other  jars  charred  corn  and  bread 
Cl)  have  been  found. 


In  ruins  in  the  mountain  Canvons 
(Cliff  Dwellings,  so  called)  jars  con¬ 
taining  corn,  pumpkin  seeds  and  beans 
have  been  discovered  from  time  to  time. 
1  he  pottery  found  in  these  ruins  is 
usually  of  a  better  quality  than  the  pot¬ 
tery  found  in  the  Valley  ruins,  and  some 
of  it  has  a  semi-glazed  appearance  and 
is  of  a  white  or  grayish  color.  The  de¬ 
signs  are  similar  in  appearance  to  those 
on  the  pottery  found  in  the  Valley  ruins. 
Many  of  the  designs  were  painted  on  the 
pottery  with  some  black  pigment — prob¬ 
ably  pulverized  charcoal. 

Iu  ruins  on  the  Moki  Indian  Reserva¬ 
tion  in  Northern  Arizona  many  entire 
vessels  made  of  a  very  fine  quality  of 
pottery  have  been  found .  Some  of 
these  specimens  may  be  seen  in  the  Na¬ 
tional  Museum  at  Washington.

They  do  everything  in 
their  power  to  foster  the  card  industries, 
pass  laws  to  favor  collectors  and  manu¬ 
facturers  alike  while  our  government 
has  only  been  detrimental  to  the  sport 
and  almost  killed  it  in  its  beginning. 
Germany  has  had  the  Government  Card 
busines  in  full  bloom  for  the  last  five  or 
ten  years,  while  -we  have  enjoyed  the 
privilege  with  many  restrictions  of  using 
a  private  Mailing  Card  only  since  May 
19,  1898.  That  is  why  our  friends  abroad 
have  so  long  been  writing  in  vain  for 
American  Cards  in  return  for  theirs  and 
that  is  why  the  Americans  have  been  so 
slow  in  recognizing  the  comfort  and  en¬ 
joyment  that  can  be  had  out  of  the  Sou¬ 
venir  Mailing  Cards.

England  is  rapidly  coming  to  the  front 
as  a  Private  Post  Card  using  country, 
especially  since  the  brightest  of  society 
has  identified  themselves  with  the  sport. 
The  Picture  Post  Card,  our  esteemed 
contemporary,  and  by  the  way  one  of 
the  brightest  and  best  conducted  papers 
in  the  interest  of  our  sport  brings  word 
that  Private  Picture  Post  Cards  is  find¬ 
ing  many  admirers  in  the  united  king¬ 
doms.  The  English  Nobility  are  using 
a  series  of  Post  Cards  with  pictures  of 
their  residences  and  photograph  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  family.

There  are  413  species  of  trees  found 
within  the  limits  of  the  United  States 
and  Alaska,  sixteen  of  which  will  sink 
in  water  when  perfectly  seasoned. 
The  heaviest  of  these  is  the  black  iron- 
wood  found  only  in  Southern  Florida, 
which  is  more  than  30  per  cent  heav¬ 
ier  than  water.  Of  the  other  fifteen 
the  best  known  are  the  lignum  vitae 
and  the  mangroves.

The  largest  piece  of  mica  in  the 
world  was  taken  out  of  a  North  Caro¬ 
lina  quarry.  It  measures  9>4xl6  inches.

A  new  building  material,  called 
“fossil  coral,”  has  been  discovered  in 
a  small  island  in  the  Bay  of  Suva, 
Fiji.  When  it  is  first  removed  it  is 
soft  and  easily  cut  into  square  blocks, 
or  any  other  desired  shape,  but  when 
it  is  exposed  to  the  air  for  some  time 
it  grows  very  hard,  and  assumes  some 
of  the  characteristics  of  fire  brick.

An  ancient  roadway  was  discovered 
a  few  years  ago  at  Marseills,  Ills.  It  is 
from  four  to  six  feet  below  the  surface, 
and  is  constructed  of  stone  underlaid 
by  pounded  sandstone  and  gravel. 
Each  slab  is  about  twelve  feet  long, 
from  one  to  three  feet  wide,  and  about 
two  inches  thick.  It  proves  that  civili¬ 
zation  had  its  hold  here  long  before 
the  advent  of  the  Indians.

The  fresh  water  mussels  are  widely 
distributed  over  the  surface  of  the 
globe.

It  is  in  the  great  Colorado 
potato  beetle  belt  and  at  the  time  of 
their  migrations  thousands  of  them 
fall  into  the  stream  and  are  converted 
into  solid  stone.

The  rattle  of  the  rattle  snake  consists 
of  three  or  more  solid  horny  rings 
around  the  end  of  its  tail.  There  may 
be  as  many  as  twenty-one  of  these 
rings  which  are  formed  by  the  failure 
of  the  snake  to  shed  its  entire  skin. 
The  unshed  portion  dries  and  hardens, 
and  it  is  by  the  shaking  of  these  rings 
that  the  snake’s  tail  produces  the 
peculiar  sound  of  peas  rattling  around 
in  a  paper  bag.

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Fool’s  Gold. 

A  short  while  ago,  when  making  one 
>  of  my  semi-occasion al  examinations  of 
f  the  minerals  contained  in  the  magnifi- 
j  cent  collection  of  the  state  of  Colorado 
i  in  the  capital  building  at  Denver,  I  was 
r  much  amused  by  the  comments  of  two 
|  gentlemen  upon  the  ore  exhibited,  which, 
f  the  lables  told  them,  contained  such  and 
3  suce  a  value  in  gold  to  the  ton  of  ore. 

They  seemed  to  be  interested  only  in 
3  gold  specimens  and  both  thought  that 
sail  was  gold  that  glittered.  Now  few  of

Of  course,  I  do  not  suppose  that  the

a  show  their  ignorance  iu  this  manuer  but 

II  am  sure  there  are  a  great  many  coi- 
1  lectors  who  do  not  know  how  to  dis¬ 
tinguish  a  specimen  of  free  gold  from 
asome  of  the  very  common  yellow  mine- 
irals  and,  for  the  assistance  of  these,  I 
3 give  here  some  facts  and  rules  which 
:can  be  relied  upon. 

The  minerals,  which  might  be  mis¬ 
taken  for  gold  are  native  silver,  native 
copper,  millerite  (nickel-sulphide), 
chalcopyrite  (iron-copper-sulphide)  and 
pyrite  or  iron  pyrites — not  pyrite  of 
iron  as  I  recently  saw  it  written — 
which  is  a  sulphide  of  iron. 

Silver  only  very  rarely  resembles 
■•gold  and  in  these  cases  it  can  be  read- 
iitild  identifiied  by  the  fact  that  it  is 
[usually  covered  to  a  certain  extent 
/with  a  dark  coating  and  readily  dis¬ 
solves  in  nitric  acid,  a  small  bottle  of 
/which  can  be  obtained  fora  few  cents 
at  the  druggists. 

In  most  cases,  copper  can  be  readily 


distinguished  from  gold  by  its  color  — 
a  distinctive  red — -but  in  other  respects 
they  resemble  each  other  closely.  Both 
are  malleable  (they  can  be  pounded 
into  sheets  without  fracture),  they 
crystallize  alike  (in  octahedrons — see 
Webster’s  Uuabridged  Dictionary— 
which  are  very  small  and  are  usually 
united  into  wire,  or  net,  like  forms), 
they  are  both  comparatively  heavy 
minerals  and  are  both  so  soft  that  they 
may  be  cut  with  a  knife. 

Gold,  however,  never  tarnishes  and 
copper  is  seldom  free  from  a  black  or 
gredn  coating.  The  former  is  unaf¬ 
fected  by  nitric  acid,  while  copper 
dissolves  readily  to  a  greenish  liquid. 

All  the  other  minerals  in  the  list  are 
frequently  called  “Fool’s  Gold”  and 
resemble  the  rarer  metal  verjr  strongly 
in  color,  though  they  differ  decidedly 
in  physical  properties.  They  are  all 
brittle,  they  fly  to  pieces  wThen  struck 
with  a  hammer,  and,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  millerite,  which  is  comparative¬ 
ly  rare,  they  are  too  hard  to  be  even 
scratched  with  a  knife. 

Another  easy  and  certain  test  is  the 
“streak.”  The  streak  of  a  mineral  is 
the  color,  which  a  finely  powdered 
portion  shows  and  is  obtained  by 
scratching  the  mineral  on  a  piece  of 
unglazed  porcelain.  The  broken  sur¬ 
face  of  an  old  dish  will  answer  nicely. 

The  streaks  of  gold,  silver  and  cop¬ 
per  are  of  the  same  colors  as  those 
metals,  but  the  others,  which  look  like 
gold,  all  show  a  greenish  or  brownish- 
black  streak. 

There  are  many  other  points  of  dif¬ 
ference  but  tiie  collector  should 
encounter  no  trouble  if  he  will  but 
remember  that  gold  is  the  only  yellow, 
malleable  mineral,  it  is  very  heavy,  is 
soft  and  sectile,  is  never  tarnished, 
does  not  dissolve  in  any  acid  except  a 
mixture  of  nitric  and  hydrochloric  (or 
muriatic),  called  aquaregia,  practically 
never  occurs  in  crystals  large  enough 
to  be  easily  distinguished  by  the  un¬ 
aided  eye  and  is  usually  found  in  col¬ 
lections  in  very  small  quantities,  not 
in  cases  covering  the  whole  side  of  a 
room.

organ,  entrance  and  membership  fee, 
number  of  members,  addresses  of  offi¬ 
cers,  of  new  members  and  those  leaving, 
requests  for  exchange,  reports  of  con¬ 
ventions  and  exhibitions,  general 
news,  100  addresses  each  of  members 
willing  to  examine  and  procure  stamps, 
addresses  of  philatelic  papers,  data  of 
new  publications  (handbooks,  albums, 
papers,  official  matter,  price  lists.)

The  postoffices  throughout  the 
country,  redeem  entire  envelopes  that 
have  been  soiled  or  spoiled  by  mis¬ 
directing,  and  not  used.  These  enve¬ 
lopes  are  sent  to  the  Postoffice  Depart¬ 
ment  at  Washington,  and  destroyed. 
A  Washington  collector  who  saw  .some 
of  these  envelopes  destroyed  describes 
the  process  as  follows: 

“It  was  my  privileges  to  witness  the 
destruction  of  large  quantities  of  spoil¬ 
ed  envelopes  sent  in  for  redemption 
yesterday.  The  work  is  carried  on  at 
the  Postoffice  Department,  in  a  room 
especially  reserved  for  the  purpose,  and 
enough  of  them  are  sent  in  to  keep 
three  to  five  clerks  busy  the  year  round. 
Last  3rear  between  ten  and  eleven  mil¬ 
lion  were  destroyed  st  this  place.  Two 
parties  were  busy  counting  the  enve¬ 
lopes  sent  in  and  tying  them  up  into 
hundreds.  The}r  were  then  put  back 
into  the  regular  boxes  of  500  each. 
One  man  was  busy  at  the  machine 
taking  out  the  bunches  of  100  each  and 
putting  them  into  a  cutting  machine, 
which  would  cut  off  the  upper  right 
hand  corner  diagonally  through  the 
stamp.  The  envelopes  thus  cut  would 
be  put  in  bags,  to  be  sold  as  old  paper, 
while  the  corners  would  drop  to  the 
floor.  The  pile  under  the  machine  was 
about  a  foot  deep,  a  mass  of  red  and 
green,  being  the  corners  of  the  com¬ 
mon  2-cent  envelopes.  These  are  like¬ 
wise  sold  as  waste  paper.”

A  simple  retouching  desk  can  be  eas¬ 
ily  made  provided  the  worker  has  a 
small  mirror  and  a  printing  frame.  Bv 
screwing  a  pair  of  woocen  supports  fair¬ 
ly  fast  to  the  sides  of  the  frame,  it  can 
be  made  to  stand  at  any  cesired  angle 
with  the  back  of  the  frame  toward  the 
operator.  A  mirror  is  laid  face  up  on 
the  table  and  near  to  the  window :  the 
printing  frame  converted  to  a  retouch¬ 
ing  frame  if  placed  over  it.  The  win¬ 
dow  blind  may  be  lowered  as  required, 
and  so  protect  the  operator  from  excess 
of  light.  The  mirror  should  have  a 
block  of  wood  or  book  behind  it  in  or¬ 
der  to  prevent  any  sliding  or  shifting. 
Re-touching  and  blocking-out  may  be 
as  carefully  carried  out  with  this  ar¬ 
rangement  as  with  the  most  expensive 
re- touching  desks.

The  great  naturalist  Cuvier  says  that 
there  are  more  muscles  in  a  rat’s  tail 
than  are  to  be  found  in  the  hand.

Cecil  A.  Deane,  custodian  of  the  war 
relic  room  in  the  State  House  at  Denver 
spent  several  weeks  last  fall  searching 
the  forlorn  plateaus  south  of  Holbrook, 
Arizona,  for  traces  of  the  ancient  in¬ 
habitants.  He  brought  back  with  him 
many  splendid  specimens  of  prehistoric 
origin,  among  which  may  be  mentioned 
corn,  which  mutely  tells  of  agriculture, 
sea  shells  found  only  in  the  Mexican 
Gulf  or  Gulf  of  California,  a  polished 
sandstone  tube,  the  use  of  which  baffles 
imagination ,  a  disc  of  sandstone  strangely 
marked  to  resemble  the  interior  of  a 
court  and  evidently  a  symbol  of  some 
sort,  a  small  sandstone  vase  with  cover, 
a  quartzite  corn-mill,  dressed  with  stone 
hammers  and  a  good  bit  of  work,  a  slab 
of  sandstone  having  grooves  made  by  the 
rubbing  of  stone  axes  in  sharpening, 
and  oddest  of  all  a  piece  of  sandstone 
eight  inches  high  by  four  inches  wide 
and  four  long,  shaped  like  a  Chinese 
pagoda,  it  bears  the  symbolic  T  window 
on  its  side  and  undoubtedly  has  an  un¬ 
usual  significance  as  it  was  found  in  a 
grave.  There  are  ear-rings  of  shell  and 
other  like  things  of  personal  adornment 
Mr  Deane  is  sure  the  ancient  in.  abitants 
of  this  plateau  were  engulfed  in  a  wave 
of  molten  lava.  Today,  hard,  irregular 
and  forbidding  this  lava  covers  the 
earth  to  a  depth  of  72  feet  where  measured 
It  forms  a  deep  coverlid  over  the  homes 
of  ancient  villiagers  and  seems  to  spread 
over  an  area  of  about  400,000  acres.

Arrow  points  from  Southern  Kansas, 
Oklahoma  and  the  Indian  Territory  are 
much  in  demand  with  collectors  who 
collect  by  states  and  counties.  They 
are  but  rarely  found  in  these  sections  of 
the  country.

Broken  china  from  the  White  House 


commands  a  very  high  price.  Unless  it 
is  broken  it  is  not  supposed  to  be  out¬ 
side  of  the  Executive  mansion,  and 
possession  of  a  perfect  piece  is  prima 
facie  evidence  of  theft  by  the  possessor. 
But  when  nicked  or  broken  the  china  is 
disposed  of  by  the  steward  at  public 
auction.  Then  collectors  buy  it  up,  and 
mend  it,  and  add  it  to  their  collections 
or  dispose  o  it  again  at  a  profit.  There 
is  a  White  Honse  set  for  nearly  every 
administration.  Whenever  it  seems  to 
be  necessary  Congress  appropriates 
$3,000  for  a  new  State  dinner  service. 
The  master  and  mistress  of  the  White 
House  have  designs  made  and  then  the 
service  is  made  by  some  such  maker  as 
Havelin.  When  a  new  service  is 
brought  in  the  one  which  has  been  in 
use  is  put  in  a  cabinet,  and  is  kept  for 
show  purposes  only.  The  Lincoln, 
Grant,  Hayes  and  Cleveland  sets  are 
now  thus  preserved.  Harrison,  whe  i 
president,  did  not  have  a  set  made. 
The  Hayes  set  is  the  handsomest  and 
m  ist  cosly.  Mrs.  Senator  Fairbanks 
not  long  ago  secured  at  an  old  curio 
shop  a  Lincoln,  a  Grant,  and  a  Hayes 
plate,  and  considered  herself  fortunate 
in  getting  them  at  a  price  which  would 
have  bought  a  small  house.  Mrs. 
Dawes  secured  at  about  the  same  time  a 
fine  Grant  plate,  and  a  lady  in  Rochest¬ 
er,  N.  Y.,  recently  bought  a  Lincoln 
plate  at  a  high  figure.  There  is  never 
any  question  about  the  genuineness  of 
these  specimens,  as  they  all  bear  the 
special  White  House  mark,  which  is 
copyrighted.  There  is  other  china  used 
at  the  Executive  mansion  on  ordinary 
occasions  which  has  no  marks,  but  it  is 
not  particularly  choice  and  is  not  sought 
after.  The  President  has  nothing'to  do 
with  the  disposition  of  the  broken  or 
nicked  china,  this  being  all  in  the  hands 
of  the  steward,  and  he  has  to  account 
for  every  piece.  If  he  has  not  the 
original  he  must  have  the  pieces  or  the 
price  brought  at  public  auction.  He 
can  make  no  private  sales. 
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A  crow  we  have  to  pick  this  month 
with  the  West’s  compositor,  and  as  it 
is  always  well  to  have  the  disagreeable 
over  with  we  will  register  our  com¬ 
plaint  the  very  first  thing.  Quite  a 
number  of  errors  crept  into  this  de¬ 
partment  last  month,  but  nearly  all 
were  merely  mistakes  of  spelling 
which  our  readers  no  doubt  sweetly 
condoned.  However,  one  error  was  so 
glaring  that  I  am  sure  the  compositor 
owes  us  an  apology,  and  that  where  he 
made  me  say  in  relation  to  “fool’s 
gold”  that  such  specimens  were  known 
to  mineralogists  as  pyrites  of  gold. 
What  I  said,  and  what  he  should  have 
made  me  say,  was  pyrites  of  IRON. 
No  doubt  the  blunder  caused  many 
collectors  to  laugh  in  their  sleeves, 
and  my  fear  is  that  many  of  them 
may  have  laughed  at  me.

A  singular  discovery  of  coins  has 
been  lately  made  at  Hoghton,  midway 
between  Blackburn  and  Preston,  Eng¬ 
land,  at  a  farm  house  belonging  to  a 
Mr.  Thomas  Crook,  near  Hoghton 
Tower,  the  seat  of  Sir  James  de  Hogh¬ 
ton,  the  scene  of  one  of  Cromwell’s 
advances.  Fifty-five  silver  coins, 
varying  in  value  and  dated  from  the 
end  of  the  XVth  to  the  beginning  of 
XVIth  century,  have  been  discovered 
under  the  thatch  of  the  roof,  where,  it 
is  conjectured,  they  were  placed  for 
safety  from  plunder  by  Cromwell’s 
troops.  They  are  in  a  remarkably  good 
state  of  preservation,  and  contained  in 
a  curious  bag  of  washleather.

Ford  Eovat,  chief  of  Clan  Fraser, 
Scotland,  has  but  lately  returned  from 
Abyssinia  on  a  semi-exploring,  semi¬ 
hunting  trip.  He  presented  to  the 
British  Museum  a  collection  of  200 
birds,  20  of  which  had  never  been 
known  or  named  by  ornithologists. 


Princess  Marie  of  Roumania,  wife  of 
the  Crown  Prince,  has  and  unusual 
hobby — the  collection  of  perfumery 
bottles.  In  this  she  resembles  her 
grandmother,  the  late  Empress  of 
Russia,  who  left  a  collection  of  per¬ 
fumery  bottles  valued  at  $25, COO.

If  you  have  one  on  your  desk  it  will 
make  its  home  among  the  papers  and 
spend  hours  at  a  time  watching  you  as 
you  write,  but  let  a  fly  perch  anywhere 
within  striking  distance  and  you  are 
forgotten.

It  lias  always  been  a  source  of  won¬ 
derment  to  many  how  the  numerous 
stamp  dealers,  if  all  who  so  advertise 
can  be  dignified  by  the  appelation  dealer, 
can  deservedly  expect  to  receive  replies 
to  their  advertisements.  To  the  major¬ 
ity  of  collectors  the  advertisement  por¬ 
tion  of  our  stamp  journals,  the  first  in 
importance,  and  we  venture  to  say  is  the 
first  and  last  to  be  referred  to.  Knowing 
this  advertisers,  should  put  more  lite¬ 
rary  merit  and  attractiveness  into  their 
announcements.  Siamp  collecting  is 
regarded  by  onlookers  as  followed  gen¬ 
erally  by  the  young.  This  belief  would 
certainly  be  fostered  if  such  people  were 
to  peruse  the  advertising  columns  of 
some  of  our  papers,  for  apparently  our 
dealers,  great  and  small,  cater  particu¬ 
larly  to  the  penny  class  of  our  business 
— judging  from  their  advertisements. 
Tell  me  what  returns,  either  in  money 
or  in  future  business,  can  the  dealer  ex¬ 
pect  or  deserve  from  an  advertisement 
occupying  a  quarter  of  a  page,  and  of¬ 
fering  for  sale  a  few  penny  sets.  Such 
offers  are  alluring  only  to  the  novice, 
who  may  have  more  money  than  brains, 
or  perhaps  but  a  modicum  of  either.  I 
cannot  exaggerate  when  I  say  that  these 
penny  catchers  take  up  the  bulk  of  the 
advertisement  department  in  many  of 
our  papers.  It  is  a  sad  commentary  on 
the  business  side  of  our  pursuit.  I  have 
no  desire  to  see  or  cause  any  diminni- 
tion  in  the  ranks  of  the  dealer  of  small 
means  and  moderate  stock.  Neither 
am  I  sufficiently  well  versed  in  business 
and  advertising  lore  to  offer  suggestions 
tending  to  eliminate  the  catch -penny 
features  I  condemn.  But  in  this  ad¬ 
vanced  age  of  philately,  the  dealer 
should  keep  pace  with  the  collector.  He 
should  present  in  his  advertisements 
some  offer  of  merit,  and  be  in  a  position 
to  follow  it  up  to  his  advantage. 


Scott’s  Catalogue  is  certainly  of  value 
to  our  dealers  in  drawing  trade.  We 
are  all  aware  what  the  dealer  pays  for 
them  by  buying  in  quantities.  With  the 
small  margin  of  profit  this  gives  him 
over  the  publishers  retail  price,  he  is 
enabled  to  offer  the  book  and  something 
additional  for  the  regular  price.  The 
small  extra  is  allurin  ,  even  to  those 
who  do  not  find  it  necessary  to  consider 
such  small  economies,  and  serve  to  give 
the  dealer  an  opportunity  to  gain  new 
customers,  providing  he  is  shrew'd  and 
has  the  means  to  follow  up  his  first 
offer.

Few  dealers  have  the  assurance  to 
offer  approval  sheets  without  the  offer 
of  fifty  or  more  per  cent  discount.  This 
custom  has  always  seemed  farcical  to 
me.  All  stamps  will  not,  or  should  not 
stand  the  same  rate  of  discount  from  the 
catalogue  prices,  and  all  stocks  will  not 
permit  an  assortment  of  sheets  to  be 
made  up,  each  according  to  what  dis¬ 
count  should  apply.  Few  collectors 
nowr  but  are  familiar  with  catalogue,  and 
what  is  more  important  a  standard 
market  valuation.  Approval  sheets  on 
wdiich  stamps  are  marked  at  the  actual 
selling  price  should  be  just  as  accept¬ 
able  and  attractive  to  the  prospective 
purchaser*  and  should  obviously  be 
advantageous  to  the  vender.  It  is  the 
nature  of  things  in  all  lines  of  trade 
for  the  buyer  to  endeavor  to  beat  the 
seller  down  in  his  price.  Perchance  it 
is  the  stamp  dealers  idea  to  ebserve 
this  peculiarty,  and,  by  offering  large 
discounts,  persuade  the  innocent  victim 
of  his  innocent  wiles  that  the  articles 
offered  are  of  an  exceeding  degree  of 
cheapness,  thereby  securing  the  cus¬ 
tomers  confidence,  and,  incidentally, 
his  coin.  Novitiate. 

It’s  never  too  late  advertise. 

A  good  article  at  a  good  price  should 
have  good  advertising.

pleasant  and  interesting  features,  but 
is  at  the  same  time  valuable  from  an 
educational  standpoint.

Counterfeits  and 

fj heir  Detection 


By  Lacuj  Viridis. 


The  stamps  of  Colombia 
COLOMBIA  have  all  been  produced  at 
home — very  commendable 

Bno  doubt,  from  a  patriotic  standpoint, 
but  entailing  serious  drawbacks  in  that 
the  stamps  are  all  lithographed,  the 
artistic  talent  of  the  country  not  being 

Iable  to  do  the  necessary  engraving — or 
perhaps  it  is  more  just  to  blame  the 
crudity  of  the  Colombian  stamps  on  the 
financial  state  of  the  country,  which 
would  not  permit  of  expensive  work. 
Naturally  these  stamps  have  been  exten¬ 
sively  counterfeited,  in  lithography  like- 

9  wise,  and  therefore,  all  the  more 
dangerous  to  the  beginner.  I  have  quite 
a  number  before  me  at  this  writing.  Let 
me  begin  with  a  forgery  of  the  10  centa¬ 
vos  blue  of  1863.  Its  paper  is  too  thin 
and  its  color  too  dark,  but  we  are  after 
differences  of  design,  such  as  even  a 


beginner  can  recognize.  Such  a  differ¬ 
ence  is  found  in  the  oakleaves  at  the  top 
of  the  coat-of-arms,  between  it  and  the 
frame.  On  the  genuine  stamp  the  right- 
hand  leaf  is  inclined  to  the  left,  nearly 
touching  the  shield  and  leaving  quite  i 
little  space  between  its  top  and  the  frame ; 
on  the  forgery  the  leaf  is  turned  to  the 
right  and  almost  touches  the  frame, 
leaving  considerable  space  between  leaf 
and  shield.  In  the  lower  left  corner, 
next  to  the  E  there  is  a  large  leaf, 
whose  extremity  touches  the  frame  just 
in  the  corner,  opposite  the  E;  in  the 
forgery  this  leaf  ends  opposite  the 
period  after  E.  and  does  not  touch  the 
frame.  The  nine  stars  above  the  shield 
are  quite  large  on  the  genuine,  but  quite 
small  on  the  counterfeit;  this  of  course 
can  best  be  judged  by  comparison,  but 
what  is  more  “to  the  point”  on  the 
genuine  these  nine  stars  all  have  SIX 
points  or  rays,  while  ^.n  the  forgery  they 
have  only  FIVE.  To  make  up  for  this, 
the  forger  has  given  the  star  at  the  top, 
between  A  and  Co.  NINE  rays,  while 
on  the  genuine  stamp  it  has  only 
EIGHT.  Stars  are  the  weak  point  of 
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this  forger  and,  worst  of  all  it  has  grat 
ified  his  sense  of  symmetry  by  inserting 
a  star  after  10  cent.,  where  the  genuine 
has  NO  SUCH  STARS  WHATEVER .  The 
CO  of  CORREOS  is  even  larger  in  the 
counterfeit  than  the  R  following,  where¬ 
as  on  the  genuine  the  CO  is  much 
smaller  than  the  R.  In  fact  all  the 
lettering  of  the  counterfeit  is  too  tall; 
compare  for  instance  the  B  of  COL¬ 
OMBIA.  The  second  O  of  this  word 
on  the  genuine  is  horizontal,  like  the 
COL;  on  the  forgery  it  is  oblique,  like 
the  MBI.  On  the  genuine  there  is 
quite  a  space  between  10  and  cent;  on 
the  counterfeit  there  is  no  space  to 
£peak  of.  This  is  no  doubt  accounted 
for  by  the  fact  that  the  10c  counterfeit 
has  been  printed  from  a  plate  altered 
ifrom  Sc,  as  I  have  a  5c  counterfeit 
exactly  corresponding  in  all  particulars 
with  this  10c  forgery.  On  the  5c  there 
is  space  enough,  but  when  the  5  was 
erased  and  the  figure  10  inserted,  the 
space  was  not  quite  sufficient.  Both 
forgeries  are  cancelled;  the  5c  by  a 
small  oval  wdth  longitudinal  parallel 
lines  within  it,  the  10c  by  concentric 
circles.  I  have  never  seen  anything 
like  these  on  any  genuinely  used 
Colombians. 

Next  are  some  forgeries  of  the  1865 
set  (Scott  Type  A  9):  all  fairly  common 
stamps,  but  for  that  reason  more  liable 
to  be  bought  by  the  beginner  to  whom 
the  forgers  cater.  My  whoie  sev  of 
counterfeits  seems  to  be  made  from 
transfers  of  one  original  with  only  the 
value  altered,  which  is  correct  enough, 
as  the  originals  were  produced  in  the 
same  manner.  Hence  all  the  differ¬ 
ences  now  to  be  described,  except  thosi 
In  the  figures  of  value  and  the  word 
PIJSO,  apply  to  the  whole  set  of  origi¬ 
nals  and  counterfeits  in  this  type. 
There  are  differences  enough  in  the 
fine  net  work  in  the  spandrels,  but  un¬ 
fortunately  it  is  quite  impossible  to 
describe  such  extremely  minute  differ¬ 


ences  in  the  words.  The  arms  are 
quite  well  imitated;  the  most  distinct-  J 
ive  points  are  that  the  head  of  the 


the  upper  edge  of  the  oval  and  that  the 
flying,  scroll  under  the  feet  of  the  con¬ 
dor  touches  the  tops  of  the  flags  on  ] 
either  side,  while  in  the  genuine  it  does 
not  touch  either  flag.  The  fine  white 
pearls  surrounding  the  oval  are  quite 
distinct  on  all  genuine  specimens  in 
my  possession,  while  on  all  the  forge¬ 
ries  they  are  badly  blurred,  almost 
invisible  on  several  specimens.  The 
lettering  is  likewise  much  blurred  on 
the  forgeries;  there  is  an  excessive 
space  between  the  M  and  B  of  Colom¬ 
bia.  A  sure  test  is  afforded  by  the  nine 
stars  surrounding  the  oval.  Their 
positions  are  as  follows,  beginning  at 
left  and  going  up:

Some  of  these  stars  will  show  on  any 
specimen.  The  ornaments  in  the  lower 
label  are  quite  small  on  the  genuine 
stamps,  leaving  considerable  space 
both  above  and  below  them;  on  these 
counterfeits  they  are  so  large  that 
they  nearly  fill  the  ends  of  the  labels. 
The  c  of  cent  on  all  the  genuine  stamps 
is  just  under  the  intersection  of  the 
two  branches  under  the  central  oval; 
on  the  counterfeits  this  c  is  under  the 
left  hand  branch,  so  that  on  all  the 
cent  values  there  is  too  little  room 
between  the  c  and  the  figures  of  value; 
on  the  counterfeit  5c  the  5  is  nearer  to

ft  the  counterfeit  20c  the  2  nearly  touches 
ft  the  ornament  and  the  space  between 
1  the  o  and  c  is  only  about  half  that  of 
)  the  genuine;  on  the  counterfeit  50c  the 
5  5  is  also  too  near  the  ornament.  As 
i  regards  the  1  peso  the  letters  of 
q  peso  are  too  large,  leaving  less  room 
rf  below  them  than  above  them,  whereas 
o  on  the  genuine  there  is  more  room 
b  above  the  word  than  above  it.  All  my 
I  peso  counterfeits  show  the  period  after 
I  peso.  These  forgeries  are  all  cancelled 
'  with  the  same  fanciful  obliterations  as 
;  above  described;  as  is  well  known, 
most  originals  are  pen-marked;  the 
postmarked  originals  in  my  own  col¬ 
lection  all  bear  the  familiar  cancella¬ 
tions  of  Bogota  or  Medellin. 

Do  not  be  deceived,  by  the  way,  by 
slight  differences  in  stamps  otherwise 
seemingly  genuine,  for  there  are  ten 
type  varieties  of  the  cent  values  and 
■  six  of  the  peso.  But  none  of  them  ex¬ 
hibit  such  pronounced  divergences  as 
above  described  for  the  counterfeits.

Postmasters  have  received  notice  from 
Washington  that  hereafter  persons  mail¬ 
ing  postal  matter  to  foreign  countries 
should  write  the  address  on  articles  as 
well  as  on  the  wrappers.  This  action  is 
taken  to  prevent  the  loss  of  articles  of 
this  description.  Wrappers  are  frequent¬ 
ly  mutilated,  and  in  some  cases  entirely 
torn  off  by  contact  with  other  packages 
while  in  transit. 

fl  Stamp  Collection  Ulorlb  $500,000. 

Dr.  Ferrari  of  Paris  is  believed  to  be 
the  most  enthusiastic  stamp  collector  in 
the  world.  He  has  abundant  means  to 
gratify  his  whim,  and  will  pay  almost 
any  price  for  a  specimen  he  does  not 
possess.  He  has  spent  about  #500, 000, 
and  has  a  collection  which  numbers 
over  100,000.  Dr.  Ferrari  employs  con¬ 
stantly  6  secretaries  to  handle  constant¬ 


ly  new  issues,  revise  and  re-arrange  the 
old  ones  and  assort,  mount  and  cata¬ 
logue  the  stamps  that  are  constantly 
pouring  in. 

I)eu>  Stamps  for  Vinland. 

Philatetists  will  be  interested  to  learn 
that  Finland  is  to  have  a  separate  set  of 
postage  stamps,  which  go  into  circula¬ 
tion  the  Russian  New  Year’s  Day.  The 
design  is  the  same  as  the  current  Rus¬ 
sian  stamp,  but  with  the  values  express¬ 
ed  in  Finnish  currency,  penni  and 
marks.  The  full  set  consists  of  2,  5,  10, 
and  20  penni  and  1  and  10  marks. 

The  Turks  and  Caicos  Islands,  fol¬ 
lowing  the  lead  of  other  British  colonies, 
have  issued  new  sets  of  stamps,  discard¬ 
ing  the  Queen’s  head  and  substituting  a 
ship  as  a  centre  design  with  a  huge 
mound  of  salt,  the  only  production  of 
the  islands  in  the  foreground. 

Old  Time  Postage. 

An  old  almanac  for  1814  gives  the  fol¬ 
lowing  as  the  rates  of  postage  prevailing 
at  that  time:  “For  every  single  letter 
by  land,  for  40  miles,  8  cents;  90  miles, 
10  cents,  150  miles,  12  'A  cents;  300  miles 
17  cents;  500  miles,  25  cents.  No  al¬ 
lowance  to  be  made  for  intermediate 
miles.  Every  double  letter  is  to  pay 
double  the  said  rates;  every  triple  letter 
triple;  every  packet  weighing  one  ounce, 
at  the  rate  of  four  single  letters  each 
ounce;  every  ship  letter  originally  re¬ 
ceived  at  an  office  for  delivery,  6  cents; 
magazines  and  pamphlets,  not  over  50 
miles,  1  cent  per  sheet;  over  50  miles 
and  not  exceeding  100  miles,  cents 
per  sheet;  over  100  miles,  2  cents  per 
sheet.”  _ 

Dealers  report  a  wonderful  demand 
for  stamp  albums  during  the  holidays.  ’ 
Evidently  the  books  were  for  Christmas 
presents.  Well,  those  who  receive  nice 
albums  will  likely  wish  to  have  some¬ 
thing  in  the  books,  and  will  go  to  work 
and  collect  stamps,  which  is  a  good 
thing,  and  will  redound  to  their  own  ad¬ 
vantage  in  many  ways.

Honolulu, 
however,  which  is  also  to  receive  the 
service  requires  considerable  preparation 
such  as  numbering  of  streets,  etc.,

Three  thousand  and  eight  new  money 
offices  were  created  during  the  year  and 
two  hundred  and  thirty  three  discontinu¬ 
ed,  making  a  net  increase  of  two  thou¬ 
sand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five  offices 
which  make  a  total  of  twenty-nine  thou¬ 
sand  six  hundred  and  forty-nine  offices 
in  operation,  of  which  three  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  eighty-two  are  com¬ 
missioned  to  sell  foreign  orders.

The  popularity  of  the  stamp  book 
seems  to  be  an  assured  thing,  the  Jan¬ 
uary  output  of  stamps  in  this  shape  being 
9,564,840.  The  month  also  showed  the 
largest  output  of  adhesives  ever  made 
in  similar  length  of  time  by  the  depart¬ 
ment,  504,676,615  being  the  number  sent 
out.

The  increased  output  is  also  instanced 
in  the  following  local  in  the  Minneapolis 
Times,  showing  that  the  Northwest  did 


its  share  to  contribute  to  the  increase. 
“The  receipts  from  stamp  sales  in  the 
Minneapolis  postoffice  for  January  were 
$67,219.27.  This  is  an  increase  of  $4,- 
935.87  over  the  receipts  in  January,  1900 
which  were  $62,283.40. ’’ 

The  “fad”  stage  of  the  precancelled 
has  passed  and  the  collectors  who  like 
the  proverbial  weather  cock  “fly  with 
the  wind”  will  soon  cease  to  collect  them 
and  in  another  month’s  time  not  over  a 
hundred  collecters  of  them  wTill  be  in 
the  country  but  these  will  probably  all 
be  stayers  although  the  increased  number 
will  cause  enthusiasm  to  be  displayed  in 
their  gathering.

Stamps  of  13,000  Kinds. 

The  largest  postage  stamp  ever  issued 
measures  four  inches  by  two  inches,  and 
was  the  old  United  States  five -cent 
stamp  for  packages  of  newpapers. 

The  quarter-shilling  stamp  of  Meck- 
lenberg-Schwerin,  issued  in  1856,  is  the 
smallest  postage  stamp  ever  issued,  be¬ 
ing  less  than  one-fourth  the  size  of  the 
ordinary  stamp. 

There  are  over  13,000  different  kinds 


of  postage  stamps  issued  in  the  various 
countries  of  the  world.  Some  of  these 
are  made  only  for  collectors  by  countries 
wishing  to  make  money  easily. 

The  French  colony  of  Obock,  for  in¬ 
stance,  issued  no  fewer  than  over  200 
varieties;  this  overdone  philatelic  spot 
being  administered  by  a  governor  and 
eight  functionaries  and  the  capital  being 
a  village  of  huts. 

The  credit  of  originating  that  method 
of  stamp  issues  belongs  to  the  secretary 
of  an  engraving  company,  who  bound 
himself  for  a  period  of  ten  years  to 
supply  yearly,  free  of  charge,  postage 
stamps  to  the  different  governments  of 
South  and  Central  America  on  condition 
that  each  yearly  series  differs  in  design 
and  any  surplus  stock  at  the  end  of  the 
year  belong  to  the  company,  which  also 
retains  the  dies  and  plates  for  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  reprints.

preface. 

I  remember  the  time  well,  when  a 
I  little  boy  being  sent  to  the  nearest 
1  local  post-office  in  the  city  with  a  letter 
t  for  the  mails  I  was  handed  some 
)  change  to  pay  postage,  nobody  know- 
t  ing  the  exact  amount  due.  At  the 
>  office  the  letter  was  weighed,  the  dis¬ 
tance  to  its  destination  was  looked  up 
and  the  number  of  miles  figured  out 
by  the  post  official.  This  was  a  very 
slow  proceeding.  According  to  weight 
and  mileage  the  postage  due  ran  high¬ 
er  or  lower  even  within  the  limits  of 
the  same  country.  The  amount  of 
postage  due  or  paid  then  was  marked 
in  large  figures  on  the  face  of  mail 
matter  in  blue  or  red  pencil.  If  the 
letter  was  prepaid  the  sender  wrote  the 
word  ‘franco’  on  the  upper  side,  and 
some  old  people  stick  to  that  ancient 
habit  even  now-a-days,  when  ever 
mail  matter  is  to  be  prepaid.  Non¬ 
prepayment  of  letters  was  not  in  the 
least  the  unusual  way  for  the  sake  of 
surer  delivery. 

We  find  that  word  “franco”  on  the 
Italian  stamps  yet. 

While  Great  Britain  did  commence 
using  postage  stamps  for  the  prepay¬ 
ment  of  mailmatter  in  1840  having  equal 
rates  adjusted  for  letters  within  her 
boundaries,  the  United  States  govern¬ 
ment  did  adopt  that  practical  plan  in 
1847,  while  since  1845  local  issues  in 
1  iTge  American  cities  had  been  in  use. 
GERMAN  STAMPS. 

In  Europe,  Bavaria  of  the.  German 
countries  first  in  line,  started  her  offi¬ 
cial  issue  of  postage  stamps  in  1849  by 
a  set  of  numerals,  which  design  was 


retained  till  1862  with  the  last  issue  of 
this  kind.  During  1867  and  1868  the 
Bavarian  coat  of  arms  of  the  house  of 
the  Wittelsbacher,  the  shield  with  the 
blue  and  silver  quadrangles  held  by 
the  Bavarian  lions  as  shield  bearers, 
took  place  of  the  former  numerals  and 
the  stamps  were,  as  all  the  previous 
issues,  not  perforated  neither  rouletted 
but  had  to  be  severed  for  use  by  the 
scissors. 

While  the  stamps  of  1849,  except  the 
first  “Eiu  Kreuzer”  stamp  of  a  slight¬ 
ly  different  design,  down  to  the  1868 
issue  were  secured  against  counter¬ 
feiters  by  being  printed  on  paper 
speckled  with  silk  threads,  Eozenges 
watermarked  and  perforated  11  y2  till 
1875.  We  find  on  all  these  issues  afore 
named  the  denomination  “Kreuzer” 
Co  Kreuzer — 1  Gulden.  The  Bavarian 
arms  with  but  slight  changes,  for  inst. 
the  shape  of  the  shield  being  changed 
into  an  oval,  were  retained  for  the 
future  up  to  the  present  day.  The 
watermark  lozenges  was  changed  1875 
into  horizontal  wavy  lines,  1881  into 
vertical  lines,  1888  again  horizontal 
lines  closer  together  with  a  perforation 
14j4,  till  during  1900  the  old  11  ]/*  per¬ 
foration  was  reassumed.  These  chang¬ 
es  are  really  of  lesser  interest  to  the 
philatelists,  than  to  the  counterfeiter. 
The  philatelists  attention  is  called  to 
the  appearance  of  a  “1  mark”  stamp, 
violet,  imperforated,  in  1874.  This,  in 
1874.  This  stamp  was  a  forrunner  of 
coming  changes  though  the  new  mone¬ 
tary  system  of  the  German  countries 
generally  adopted  after  1874.  In  1876 
the  denomination  on  the  Bavarian 
stamps  were  finally  changed  from 
Kreuzer  into  Pfennings  and  Mark  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  established  general 
standard  for  Germany.  In  these  mat¬ 
ters  we  have  to  acknowledge  the  rul¬ 
ing  hand  of  Prussia.  In  1887  the  color 
of  the  5pf  which  was  dark  green  in  1876 
changed  into  violet  till  1890,  when  the 
dark  green  color  reappeared.  Other 
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stamps  did  undergo  slight  changes  in 
the  shades  of  their  colors,  a  little  more 
red  or  a  little  more  yellow,  of  little  or 
no  importance  in  the  price  of  such  stamps 
for  the  dealer. 

Prussia  was  next  in  line  to  follow  the 
prepayment  plan  of  mailmatter  by  post¬ 
age  stamps,  assuming  equal  rates  all 
over  her  country  in  1850.  Since  1848  to 
1850  that  country  was  in  a  turmoil  with¬ 
in  its  own  limits  under  the  rule  of  a 
softbaked  king,  and  we  will  excuse  her 
for  not  being  first  to  lead  in  stamp  mat¬ 
ters.  Schleswig,  Hanover,  Saxony  and 
Sachsen  commenced  issuing  stamps  the 
same  year.  Baden  Wurtenburg  and 
Austria  (Oestereicli-Eastern  Realm)  in 
1851,  Oldenburg  Brunswick,  Luxemburg 
in  1852,  three  of  the  four  free  cities  of 
the  “Hausa  Bund”  Hausa  Union,  viz, 
Hamburg,  Lubeck  and  Bremen  in  1859. 
Mecklenburg-Sduoerin  did  not  come 
around  till  1856,  while  her  sister  country 
Mecklenburg-Strelitz  was  asleep  till 
1864.  Some  people  are  awfully  slow  of 
conception.  Russia  for  instance,  always 
behind  in  civilization  did  not  make  any 
issue  till  1858.  Her  step-child,  Finland 
preceded  her  two  years.  Reviewing  the 
stamps  of  the  countries  named  above  I 
find  that  Baden,  Wurtemberg  and  Han¬ 
over,  like  Bavaria,  have  started  with 
numerals.  Above  the  a  number  bearing 
shield  of  the  Hanoverian  stamps  we  de¬ 
tect  the  arms  of  GLeat  Britain  and  Ire¬ 
land.  What  do  we  learn  from  it,  that 
the  king  of  Hanover  was  but  a  puppet 
in  the  hands  of  England.  Her  soldiers 
wore  the  red  coat  of  her  Majesty  the 
Queen.  Schleswig-Holstein  under  Den¬ 
mark’s  club,  though  German  to  the  back 
bone,  appeared  in  1850  with  her  own 
ducal  arms.  She  had  no  new  issues  for 
15  years  on  account  of  the  political  un¬ 
rest  and  disturbance  within  her  own 
limits  and  the  frequent  invasion  of  for¬ 
eign  elements.  Fredric  William  IV  King 
of  Prussia  with  the  aid  of  other  German 
powers  made  war  against  Denmark  for 


the  repossession  of  those  German  pro¬ 
vinces  in  1850.  Too  softhearted,  no  sol¬ 
dier,  he  did  not  succeed  by  half  measures  g 
After  his  death  his  brother,  William  III  1 
took  up  the  task  again  in  1863  and  vig¬ 
orously  brought  it  to  a  satisfactory  finish  ti 
By  virtue  of  a  treaty  of  Vienna  signed  1 
Oct.  30,  1864  the  Dukedoms  of  Lanen- 
burg  and  Schleswig,  Holstein  were  hand¬ 
ed  over  to  Austria.  At  the  convention  l 
of  Gasteui  Schleswig  was  agreed  upon  to  * 
belong  to  Prussia  and  Holstein  to  Austria 
Austria  did  not  care  to  hold  the  duchy 
of  Lauenburg  so  far  from  home  and  her 
own  finances  always  in  a  very  poor  con¬ 
dition  was  glad  to  accept  $3,250,003  from 
Prussia  for  it.  England,  the  dictator  of 
the  world  at  that  age  and  France  and 
some  minor  states  at  the  tail  end  were 
barking  and  kicking  against  these  pro¬ 
ceeding  without  their  permission  and 
called  the  Gastein  convention  between 
Prussia  and  Austria  an  outrage  violating 
all  rights  of  nations.  Of  course  during 
these  wild  times  Schleswig  and  Holstein 
had  no  opportunity  issuing  stamps  of 
any  design.  In  1865  never  the  less  a 
Prussian  governor  was  appointed  over 
Schleswig,  the  iron  clad  chancellor  Bis- 
mark  not  minding  the  yelping  of  coyotes 
and  jealously.  Over  Holstein  an  Aust¬ 
rian  Governor  was  set.  All  this  preceed- 
ing  was  but  a  rival  contest  between 
Prussia  and  Austria  for  the  supremacy 
in  Germany  and  the  weaker  part  had  to 
give  way  very  naturally.  Early  in  1866 
the  two  powers,  Prussia  and  Austria  got 
to  war  between  themselves  and  Austria 
being  conquered  in  three  shakes  of  a 
lamb’s  tail,  had  to  give  up  Holstein  to 
Prussia  and  that  settled  it.  In  1865 
Schleswig  issued  her  own,  what  else 
could  they  display  but  numerals.  Great 
events  the  future  had  in  store  and  grad¬ 
ually  they  were  unrolling.

/  At  Chicago  there  were  thousands  of  col- 
rf  lectors  who  preferred  some  other  time 
).  to  the  hot  summer  days  of  August. 
H  Buffalo  is  far  cooler  in  summer  than 
Chicago.  Lake  breezes  almost  constantly 
d  blow,  from  Lake  Erie  to  the  west,  Lake 
'  Huron  to  the  north  or  Lake  Ontario  to 
J  the  east.  There  will  be  no  better  month 
i  to  visit  the  exposition  than  the  month 

f>  of  the  philatelic  convention  .

Buffalo  has  not,  in  late  years,  been  so 
live  philatelicallv  as  it  used  to  be. 
Formerly  there  were  stamp  papers  and 
a  flourishing  society.  But  there  have  al¬ 
ways  been  many  interested,  though  not 
very  active  collectors.  Buffalo  can 
boast  of  a  few  collections  that  would 
surprise  many  who  have  never  heard  of 
their  owners.  And  Buffalo  has  a  num¬ 
ber  of  enterprising  dealers,  at  least  one 
of  whom  has  a  down  towm  office  and 
carries  a  large  stock  of  both  varieties 
and  the  cheaper  packets  to  attract  be¬ 
ginners.  I  understand  that  the  Christ¬ 
mas  sale  of  albums  was  very  large,  so 
that  no  doubt  many  new  collections  are 
being  started.  Buffalo  looks  to  the 
philatelic  conventions,  however,  to 
waken  and  stimulate  interest  in  stamp 
collecting.

One  thing  should  be  impressed  on  the 
visitor  at  the  Pan -American  and  the 
conventions;  he  ought  to  bring  his 
bicycle.  No  city  in  the  country  has  so 


many  miles  of  smooth  asphalt  pavement. 
It  is  possible  to  go  to  any  part  of  the 
city  without  once  leaving  it.  Besides 
the  beautiful  residence  streets  and  the 
parks,  there  are  many  delightful  cycling 
trips  into  the  country,  long  or  short  to 
suit  the  rider.  The  trip  to  Niagara 
Falls  is  only  about  twenty  miles,  and 
can  be  made  going  one  way  on  the 
American  shore,  the  other  on  the  Cana¬ 
dian  side  of  the  Niagara  river.  There  is 
a  beautiful  road  along  the  shore  of  Lake 
Erie,  extending  clear  to  Cleveland,  O., 
the  favorite  route  of  those  w’ho  like  to 
make  century  runs.  On  the  road  to 
Niagara  Falls  is  the  famous  Tonawanda 
brick  pavement,  eight  miles  long  from 
the  Buffalo  city  limits,  where  records 
for  the  distance  of  one  mile  have  been 
made.  Another  trip  is  to  the  shore  of 
Lake  Ontario,  by  way  of  Lockport, 
where  one  of  the  newly  discovered  post¬ 
master’s  stamps  was  issued,  now  illus¬ 
trated  in  the  catalogue.  Lockport  is  a 
quaint  city,  with  its  many  locks  in  the 
Erie  canal,  whereby  boats  are  let  down 
from  the  high  level  (  f  Central  New 
York  to  the  lower  level  of  Lake  Erie 
and  the  Niagara  river.  The  visitor  will 
lose  a  great  part  of  the  possible  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  his  stay,  if  he  does  not  devote 
part  of  it  to  short  trips  in  the  vicinity 
of  Buffalo.  And  if  he  does  not  care  to 
wheel,  most  if  not  all  of  these  trips  can 
be  made  by  trolly,  Lockport,  Niagara 
Falls,  even  to  Toronto. 

Less  than  fifty  years  ago  there  was 
really  no  postal  system  in  this  country. 
Previous  to  1847  mails  were  carried  by 
private  firms  and  rates  varied  according 
to  distance.  Carriers  often  traveled  on 
foot  or  horseback  and  the  process  was 
slow.  In  1846  some  of  the  post  offices 
issued  stamps  of  their  own,  called 
‘provisional  issues.”  The  adhesive 
stamp  was  first  used  in  this  country  in 
1847,  and  prepayment  was  made  com¬ 
pulsory  in  1856.  In  1863  the  stamp 
containing  the  head  of  Andrew  Jackson 
was  issued,  and  from  then  until  1875  the 
style  adopted  contained  the  profiles  of 
presidents  of  the  United  States.

A  contributor  to  a  late  arrival  has 
the  following  to  say  regarding  the 
publisher  paying  for  MSS.  worth  ad¬ 
vertising  space: 

“The  philatelic  field  is  again  over¬ 
run  by  a  great  many  of  the  “boy  con¬ 
tributors”  who  take  a  few  inches  of 
advertising  space  in  exchange  for  their 
articles.  You  can  generally  tell  a 
paper  that  has  this  kind  of  correspon¬ 
dents  and  I  would  advise  all  publishers 
no*  to  waste  space  with  such  MSS.  (?)” 

I  wonder  how  he  found  out?  Now  to 
equalize  matters  this  giver  of  advice 
should  unburden  himself  thus:  “The 
philatelic  ‘field’  is  ‘again’  overrun  by 
a  great  many  ‘boy  publishers’  who 
take  a  few  columns  of  MSS.  and  prof¬ 
fer  in  payment  a  few  inches  of  adver¬ 
tising  space.”  But  seriously,  what 
objection  can  be  advanced  against  the 
writer  accepting  payment  in  advertis¬ 
ing  space?  Such  transactions  are 
perfectly  legitimate,  and  are  practiced 
by  some  of  our  leading  publishers  and 
writers.  Remuneration  for  his  work  is 
ridiculously  inadequate,  and  if  the 
writer  can  secure  transferable  adver¬ 
tising  space  he  can  usually  dispose  of 
it  for  much  more  than  he  would  be 
able  to  get  for  his  article  if  the 
publisher  paid  him  cash.  Of  course 
this  is  more  applicable  to  the  con¬ 
tributors  in  lighter  vein.  Thecom- 
piler  of  heavy  scientific  articles  gets 
the  cash,  and  his  researches  being 


arduous,  he  deserves  it.

After  writing  the  above,  I  am  led  to 
wonder  why  collectors  cannot  support 
a  philatelic  paper  that  is  purely  a 
news  paper.  We  have  few  successful 
monthly  papers  that  can  devote  their 
columns  to  such  matter  and  exist. 
They  must  run  heavier  matter.  Even 
our  weekly  publications  seldom  confine 
themselves  to  what  one  would  expect 
but  must  include  in  their  contents 
some  scientific,  technical  articles.  I 
believe  I  would  enjoy  a  paper  contain¬ 
ing  nothing  but  what  might  be  classed 
as  news;  correspondence  from  stamp 
centers,  a  column  for  new  issues,  com¬ 
ments  on  current  events,  some  atten- 
rion  to  our  societies,  and  other  news  of 
general  interest — in  short,  a  newspaper 
in  the  fullest  sense  of  the  word.

What  farcical  performances  combi¬ 
nation  mail  and  personal  bid  auction 
sales  are.  The  trusting  collector  sends 
in  his  bid  by  mail  for  a  coveted  lot, 
and  certainly  he  bids  low  in  the  expec¬ 
tation  of  securing  a  bargain.  But 
when  the  sale  is  held  the  few  in  at¬ 
tendance  easily  disappoint  him  by  a 
raise  of  a  few  cents.  Patronize  a 
strictly  mail  sale,  or  have  a  represen¬ 
tative  present  at  the  regular  sales  to 
bid  for  you.  This  advice  appears 
superfluous,  but  many  colletors  would 
do  well  to  observe  it.

Porto  Rico. 


The  demand  for  the  stamps  of  our 
new  possessions  is  and  has  been  very 
great  for  some  months,  and  is  much 
commented  upon  by  the  various  publi¬ 
cations.  We  have  noticed  several 
articles  treating  of  the  stamps  of  these 
colonies,  and  as  philately  and  history 
go  hand  in  hand  we  will  give  a  short 
historical  sketch  of  Porto  Kico. 
Similar  sketches  of  Cuba, the  Hawaiian 
and  the  Philippine  Islands  may  be 
given  later. 

Porto  Rico  was  discovered  by  Colum¬ 
bus  on  his  second  voyage  in  1493.  The 
natives,  like  the  Aztecs  of  Mexico,  had 
a  civilization  of  their  own,  though  it 
was  probably  not  so  far  advanced  as 
that  of  the  dwellers  on  the  mainland. 
The  Eatimer  collection  in  the  Smith¬ 
sonian  institution  leads  to  the  infer¬ 
ence  that  the  natives  of  the  adjacent 
islands  resorted  to  it,  and  it  may  have 
been  the  Mecca  of  the  Antilles. 

The  natives  number  not  far  from 
eight  hundred  thousand.  Of  these 
three  hundred  thousand  are  of  African 
descent.  In  1508  Ponce  de  Eeon  and 
his  faithful  followers  waged  a  war  of 
extermination  against  them.  He  took 
everything  the  simple  people  had  and 
his  example  was  emulated  by  succeed¬ 
ing  Spanish  rulers  during  a  period  of 
over  four  hundred  years. 

For  one  thing  only  the  Spaniards 


deserve  credit.  They  built  the  splen¬ 
did  military  road  from  Ponce  on  the 
south  to  San  Juan  to  the  north. 

The  island  is  thirty-five  miles  wide 
and  ninety-five  miles  long  and  has  an 
area  of  thirty-seven  thousand  square 
miles,  being  five-sevenths  the  size  of 
the  state  of  Connecticut.  The  natural 
resources  make  it  the  most  beautiful, 
the  most  healthful  and  the  most  pro¬ 
ductive  of  all  the  Antilles. 

Porto  Rico’s  first  postal  issues  was 
in  1873.  Her  stamps  are  medium 
priced,  and  a  comparison  of  catalogue 
values  with  those  of  the  Hawaiian  and 
Philippine  islands  stamps  show  that 
next  to  the  Cubans  they  are  the  cheap¬ 
est  of  any  of  the  issues  of  these 
recently  acquired  possessions.  Time 
will  show  that  the  future  means  for 
the  island  regarded  from  a  philatelic 
standpoint,  but  doubtless  its  stamps 
will  be  such  as  will  add  to  the  interest 
now  shown  in  the  fairest  of  our 
colonies. 

San  Juan  is  the  capital  and  is  said 
to  have  the  best  harbor  in  the  West 
Indies.  Ponce  with  forty  thousand  in¬ 
habitants  lays  claim  to  being  the 
healthiest  city  on  the  island.  Nature 
has  freely  bestowed  her  gifts  and  the 
people  live  unharmed  in  the  midst  of 
filth  that  would  insure  pestilence  in 
any  country  lacking  the  fine  natural 
drainage  of  Porto  Rico. 

The  Spaniards  could  not  destroy  the 
resources  bestowed  by  nature,  and  the 
island  remains  today  as  they  found  it, 
it  awaits  American  energy  and  civiliz¬ 
ation  to  transform  it  into  a  verdant 
garden  spot.  Undeveloped,  it  is  yet  as 
virgin  soil.  For  American  brains  and 
American  capital  it  promises  much, 
and  eventually  the  scene  will  change, 
the  spirit  that  ha?  blessed  our  country 
for  more  than  a  century  will  descend 
on  this  future  queen  of  the  Antilles. 

Can  we,  as  Americans  and  as  phil¬ 
atelists,  feel  other  than  deeply  inter¬ 
ested  in  a  dependency  that  promises 
so  much  for  the  future?

As  my  readers  are  aware,  on  July  1st 
1875  a  new  issue  of  the  Finnish  stamps 
made  its  appearance — the  well-known 
t>pe  with  numerals  of  value  in  the  four 
corners  and  inscriptions  in  Swedish  and 
Finnish.  If  I  am  rightly  informed,  the 
designs  and  plates  were  made  in  Kjoebn- 
havn  (or  Copenhagen  in  its  anglicized 
form)  and  at  least  the  first  impressions 
were  printed  there  also.  Of  course  this 
issue  of  new  stamps  also  entailed  a  new 
issue  of  postal  cards  in  the  new  tvpe. 

ISSUE  OF  SEPTEMBER  15,  1875. 

Stamp  in  upper  right-hand 
corner;  border  same  as  be¬ 
fore;  all  the  inscriptions 
exactly  like  those  of  the 
preceding  issue  as  concerns 
the  lOp;  the  16p  card  has  at  the  top  in 
the  first  line  (Swedish)  BREFKGRT 
(in  ornamental  capitals)  (till  ort  utom 
Finland)  (in  script  type) ;  second  line 
(in  Finnish)  KIRJEKORTTI  (in  orna¬ 
mental  capitals)  (ulkopuol  Suomen- 
rnaata)  (in  script  type) ;  third  line  in 
Russian,  which  cannot  be  here  repro¬ 
duced  for  lack  of  the  required  type;  the 
inscriptions  at  the  bottom  are  exactly

The  double  cards  are  hinged  at  the 

left,  the  inscriptions  being  on  the  first 
and  third  pages.  There  is  no  difference 
in  the  inscriptions  of  the  message  and 
reply  cards.  Lilac  being  a  particularly 
unstable  color,  one  might  distinguish 
even  more  tints  of  the  10  penni  cards 
than  those  enumerated  above,  were  it 
not  for  the  difficulty  of  finding  names 
for  them  which  would  convey  an  idea  of 
the  shades.  Sometimes  the  lilac  is  al¬ 
most  a  pure  blue.  The  stamp  and  frame 
being  impressed  at  two  operations,  the 
two  are  naturally  not  always  in  exactly 
the  same  color,  but  I  have  not  attempted 
t )  enumerate  the  combinations,  except 
in  the  case  of  No.  16  b,  where  the  diffe¬ 
rence  is  so  marked  that  one  can  hardly 
call  it  a  shade  anymore. 

Campbell  and  Schoeller  in  their  ad¬ 
mirable  postal  card  hand  book  state  that 
there  is  a  variety  of  the  10  penni  cards 
in  which  the  Greek  frame  on  the  back 
has  nine  bends  below  the  inscription  on 
the  left  instead  of  ten  as  usual.  I  find 
no  mention  of  it  elsewhere  and  have  not 
seen  it  myself,  though  I  do  not  doubt 
its  existence  on  their  authority.  It 
would  imply  the  existence  of  another 
plate  for  the  inscriptions  on  the  back. 

The  next  issues  are  distinguished  by 
orthographical  corrections.

dots  over  a  and  hence  the  variety  with  e 
The  first  printing  was  lun  off  with  this 
error,  but  it  was  then  discovered  and 
the  dots  removed,  so  that  this  error  is  of 
some  scarcity.  This  issue  seems  to  have 
been  made  in  September  1875,  but  no 
exact  date  is  available. 

Next  year  some  official  got  another 
grammatical  or  orthographical  spell, 
which  accounts  for  the  next  issue.

Not  being  a  Finnish  scholar  myself,  I 
cannot  venture  any  opinion  on  the 
merits  of  the  change.  The  list  of  shades 
of  the  10  penni  card  is  by  no  means  ex¬ 
haustive;  in  fact  I  suppose  it  would  not 
be  difficult  for  the  specialist  to  gather  a 
few  dozen  shade  varieties,  all  the  more 
as  stamp  and  frame  usually  come  in 
different  shades,  but  in  the  absence  of  a 
comprehensive  color  chart  our  language 
does  not  suffice  to  convey  any  definite 
idea  of  such  variations,  hence,  I  will 
not  attempt  to  enumerate  more  than 
those  above  mentioned.  The  stone  of 
the  16  penni  card  was  altered  beyond 
the  mere  correction;  the  whole  Finnish 
line  of  instructions  is  reset,  so  that  it 
now  is  a  trifle  shorter  than  the  Swedish 
instruction  just  above  it,  instead  of  pro¬ 
truding  beyond  it,  as  before.  The  stone 
for  the  reverse  of  the  card  also  seems  to 
have  been  retouched  somewhat;  the 
Russian  inscription  especially  (at  the 
right)  shows  somewhat  larger  and 
thicker  letters.

Regular  issues  of  the  stamps  of  the 
Confederate  States  are  worth  gathering. 
The  historical  value  of  the  set  is  so  ;  reat, 
when  it  is  considered  in  connection  with 
the  history  of  our  country,  that  they  are 
worth  paying  attention  to  with  the  de¬ 
sign  of  securing  as  many  varieties  as 
possible.  Unused  specimens  are  in 
many  instances  quite  cheap,  as  they  have 
been  found  in  large  quantities  in  various 
parts  of  the  South  since  the  war 
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A  bill  for  establishing-  a  fund  of  in¬ 
demnity  for  lost  first-class  mail  matter 
is  now  before  congress.  Would  the 
stamp  fraternity  derive  any  benefit 
from  such  a  law?

Good  advice,  but  not  applicable  to 
certain  issues  that,  being  heavily 
gummed,  would  roll  up  and  cause  no 
end  of  bother  if  merely  moistened  as 
the  above  treatment  contemplates.

Some  years  ago  while  looking  over  a 
’  number  of  duplicates  of  the  Kyle  match 
stamp,  I  found  one  on  a  soft  paper. 

On  looking  in  the  catalogue  I  found 
it  listed  only  on  old  and  silk  paper,  so 
concluded  I  had  found  an  uncatalogued 
variety  on  watermarked  paper.  While 
n  in  the  office  of  the  Colonial  Stamp  Co., 
I  showed  it  to  the  Manager  Mr. 
Lyons. 

He  placed  it  in  benzine  and  said  he 


could  see  the  watermark.  Mr.  Lyons, 
does  not  claim  to  be  an  expert  on  such 
matters,  and  the  supposed  watermark 
was  probably  a  thin  spot  in  the  stamp. 
I  next  showed  it  to  the  well  known  col¬ 
lector  Dr.  L.  Homburger,  who  gave  his 
opinion  that  it  was  a  thick  variety  of 
old  paper. 

I  decided  to  place  it  in  Scotts  auction 
sale  of  the  Deats  collection,  and  sub¬ 
mitted  it  to  Mr.  Caiman,  who  said  it 
was  the  silk  paper  variety  and  of  no 
value. 

I  asked  him  if  he  could  suggest  some 
authority  to  whom  I  might  submit  it. 
He  said  he  thought  there  was  no  use  of 
my  showing  it  to  any  one  else.  I  next 
showed  it  at  a  meeting  of  the  Manhat¬ 
tan  Society.  Mr.  J.  W.  George  said  he 
could  tell  it  was  watermark  with  his 
eyes  shut. 

Mr.  Geo.  H.  Blake,  also  thought  it 
to  be  watermarked. 

I  next  showed  it  to  Mr.  Bishop,  who 
has  one  of  the  largest  collections  in  the 
U.  S.  and  he  thought  it  to  be  water¬ 
mark. 

I  next  sent  it  to  Mr.  C.  Fagle,  who 
said  it  proved  to  be  thick  old  paper,  or 
possibly  experimental  silk. 

I  finally  sent  it  to  Mr.  Toppan  who 
states  that  beyond  any  possible  doubt, 
upon  the  thick  paper  used  in  the  latter 
part  of  1869  and  1870. 

As  I  have  already  found  the  stamp 
upon  the  experimental  silk  paper  which 
was  used  contemporaneusly  with  the 
thick,  I  have  always  suspected  that  the 
stamp  would  be  found  upon  this  paper, 
although  it  is  the  first  copy  I  have 
ever  seen.” 

In  view  of  the  various  opinions  of 
the  experts,  can  I  be  blamed,  for  think¬ 
ing  it  to  be  on  watermarked  paper? 

The  subscribers  of  Morleys  Phila¬ 
telic  Journal  (devoted  mainly  to  fiscal 
and  telegraph  stamps)  received  a 
Christmas  souvenir  from  the  publisher 
consisting  of  a  handsome  little  calan- 
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der,  on  the  cover  i9  an  etching  of  a 
vessel  on  the  ocean.

Our  readers  will  notice  at  the  heading 
of  these  fiscal  notes,  an  illustration  of 
the  fiscal  stamps  of  Sierra  Leone. 

It  is  a  very  neat  looking  set  and  con¬ 
sists  of  the  1,  3,  6  Pence,  1,  2,  5  shillings 
and  1  Pound.  For  some  inexplicable 
reason,  the  2  shillings  and  1  pound,  are 
not  catalogued  by  “Morley,”  but  are 
found  in  “Moens.” 

The  6  pence  was  surcharged,  for  a 
short  time  and  used  as  a  1  penny. 

The  value  6  Pence  was  surcharged  in 
black  with  6  straight  bars,  and  the  new 
value  ONE- PENNY,  surcharged  on  the 
upper  part  of  the  stamp. 

There  are  a  large  number  of  Sierra 
Leon  stamps,  of  the  values  of  1,  3,  6 
pence  and  1  shilling,  in  circulation  of 
postage  type,  and  surcharged  in  black, 
“REVENUE.” 

These  stamps  were  prepared  for  use, 
but  for  some  reason  were  never  used. 

Morley  also  catalogues  a  5  shilling 
value  with  this  set,  but  I  have  never 
seen  one,  and  I  am  told  by  leading  col¬ 
lectors  in  Europe  that  they  doubt  the 
existance  of  this  value.

AUSTRIAN  FISCALS  CONTINUED. 

In  1898  an  entirely  new  set  appeared 
and  for  oddit>  it  leads  them  all.  The 
design  is  printed  on  some  transparent 
substance  which  resembles  gelatine,  I 
can  think  of  no  other  stamps  that  re¬ 
semble  them  except  the  first  issue  post¬ 
age  stamps  of  Turkey. 

At  the  present  time  I  have  only  6  of 
this  issue,  and  judge  from  them  that 
there  are  only  two  sizes,  the  lower  or 
“Heller”  values  measuring  24x32  milli¬ 
meters,  while  the  high  or  “Krone” 
values  measure  32x37  millimeters. 

The  design  appears  to  be  the  same 
throughout  the  set,  consisting  of  a  double 


lined  circle  in  center  containing  portrait 
of  “Francis  Joseph”  and  in  small  letters 
“K.  Oesterreichische.  Stampel  Marke.” 
above  figure  of  value,  below  value  in 
words,  on  either  side  ornaments.  At  the 
bottom  of  the  stamp  is  a  label  bearing 
the  date  “1898”  in  center  while  on 
either  side  appears  again  the  figures  of 
value. 

The  ground  color  on  all  the  stamps  is 
brown  and  the  label  at  the  bottom  is  gray. 

On  the  2,  50  Heller  and  1  Krone  the 
portrait,  value,  and  ornaments  are  in 
blue,  while  the  10,  20,  and  24  are  in  car¬ 
mine. 

There  must  be  numerous  other  values, 
and  I  would  be  pleased  to  hear  from 
others  who  possess  them .

My  experience  is  not  very  large  and 
ray  success  smaller  still,  so  far  anyway, 
1  mean  in  getting  members  for  one  of 
the  best  and  most  prominent  stamp  soc¬ 
ieties,  the  Philatelic  Sons  of  America. 
So  much  I  have  learned  though  that 
there  are  three  distinctly  different  classes 
of  people,  and  let  me  classify  them,  thus: 
The  first,  not  the  cleverest,'  not  the  first 
in  rank  but  at  the  bottom,  are  the  speci¬ 
mens  that  want  it  all,  the  earth  and  a 
fence  around  it.  They  ask  hundredfold 
returns  for  their  small  fees  and  dues. 
They  live  for  own  material  gain  only. 
Stamps  and  society  are  looked  upon  as 
means  to  bring  fortune  for  them.  This 
class  are  the  mercenaries  and  any  Society 
is  best  off  without  them.  The  second 
class,  pending  on  the  centre,  are  the 
foundation  and  the  pivot  of  the  society. 
They  are  satisfied  with  the  benefits  offer¬ 
ed  and  find  them  liberal.and  just.  They 
look  on  the  mutual  benefits  and  are 
willing  to  put  their  shoulder  to  the  wheel 
They  enjoy  good  fellowship  and  are 
happy  in  their  knowing  that  they  are 
members  of  something  of  scientific  merit 
for  the  education  of  our  youth  snd  for 
the  finer  civilization  of  coming  genera¬ 
tions.  This  is  what  Philatelv  really 
brings  forth  although  the  “innocent 
world”  does  not  understand  it  yet,  still 
the  scales  wdll  drop  and  horizon  w'ill 
widen  in  time  to  come.  Future  will 
show  that  the  above  assertion  is  true,  for 
it  is  not  founded  on  airy  imagination  but 
on  logical  calculation.  When  somebody 
expressed  his  fear  that  stamp  collecting 
might  fade  away  and  stamps  would  be¬ 
come  worthless,  he  was  surely  one  of 
the  first  class  of  the  three  species.  It  is 
not  remarkable,  that  every  country  now- 
a-days  devotes  greater  pains  in  the  de¬ 
signing  of  better  and  more  artistically 
executed  picturesque  stamps!  I  claim 
Philately  has  produced  that  and  has  to 
get  the  credit  for  it.  No  danger  of  stamp 


collecting  going  to  the  dogs. 

The  third  class  we  w'ill  consider  now, 
supposing  you  turn  the  proper  classifica¬ 
tion  upside  down,  is  indeed  a  peculiar 
species  and  the  world,  the  innocent 
world,  will  call  them  cranks.  There 
are  not  very  many  of  them,  but  still 
there  are  not  a  few7.  These  people  glad¬ 
ly  join  a  stamp  society  ^without  exactly 
employing  any  practical  judgement  in 
regard  to  gain  or  loss.  They  are  like 
the  weary  of  working  plunging  into  the 
cool  waters  of  a  pleasant  lake,  no  matter 
how  deep  the  bottom,  enjoying  the  re¬ 
freshing — Ah !  and  cleansing  exercise, 
that  removes  the  sweat  and  dust  of  the 
day’s  hardships.  They  feel  elevated 
above  the  common  level,  because  they 
found  something  higher  worth  living 
and  working  for  besides  their  daily  toil 
for  money.  They  contribute  willingly, 
regretting  that  they  have  not  more  to 
give.  Reward  in  cash  they  will  despise. 
If  a  stamp  comes  their  way — you  bet 
they  won’t  refuse,  but  they  ain’t  looking 
for  it.  They  are  satisfied  and  happy  in 
their  sphere  and  don’t  look  for  profits. 
The  practical  man  pities  them  for  lack 
of  prudence,  still  they  don’t  care. 

The  first  class  are  no  philatelists,  the 
second  counts  a  multitude,  the  third  are 
philatelists  of  the  purest  water,  the  gems 
of  Philately.  They  are  like  the  orna¬ 
ments  on  a  magnificent  block,  in  w7hich 
dark  cellars  the  rats  are  ravaging;  they 
are  like  the  lillies  of  the  valley  in  the 
deep,  green,  fragrant  meadow,  where 
the  grub  worm  is  rooting  in  the  rich 
mellow  soil  beneath  in  oblivion.  Rhemus

Trade  journal  ads  especially  are 

weak  in  this  way;  they  seem  to  take  it 
for  granted  that  the  readers  know  all 
about  their  goods. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  there  is  nothing 
under  the  sun  that  is  advertised,  or 
that  can  7  be  advertised,  about  which 
there  is,  or  not,  s  >me  new  and  inter¬ 
esting  facts  which  have  not  yet  been 
published. 
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Three  Cornered  Capes. 

Every  young  collector  yearns  for 
“three-cornered  Capes.’’  Their  fame  is 
everlasting.  It  is  a  superstition  among 
persons  who  have  only  a  nodding  ac¬ 
quaintance  with  stamp- collecting  that 
the  triangular  issues  of  the  Cape  of  Good 
are  the  rarest  of  all  stamps.  Of  course, 
that  is  not  a  fact.  They  are  all  interest¬ 
ing;  some  of  them  are  rare,  but  they  are 
not  comparable  with  such  gems  as  “The 
Postoffice”  Mauritius,  and  some  of  the 
early  British  Guianas. 

So  much  fancy  has  been  interwoven 
with  the  known  fads  about  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope  triangulars  that  a  plain 
statement  as  to  their  characteristics  may 
be  of  some  use,  not  only  to  the  novice 
but  also  to  the  more  advanced  collector. 

A  CLASSIFICATION  BY  “PRINTINGS.” 

Time  was  when  the  triangular  Cape 
stamps  were  divided  into  two  classes  only 
—the  engraved  stamps  and  the  so-call¬ 
ed  “woodblock”  issue.  Strictly  speak¬ 
ing,  there  is  no  “woodblock”  issue,  the 
stamps  so  known  having  been  produced 
by  Messrs.  Saul  Solomon  &  Co.,  of  Cape 
Town,  by  typographical  process  in  which 
wood-engraving  played  no  part  wdiatever. 

These  soi-disant  “woodblock”  stamps 
constituted  only  a  provisional,  or  “stop¬ 
gap’  ’  issue— hence  their  rarity.  The  ex¬ 
tremely  scarce  errors— the  Id.  blue,  and 
the  4d.  red — were  caused  by  an  inad¬ 
vertent  transposition  of  dies. 

It  is  now  customary,  in  the  leading 
philatelic  handbooks,  to  classify  the  tri¬ 
angular  Capes  according  to  priniings,  as 
follows : 

1. — Messrs.  Perkins,  Bacon’s  &  Co,s. 
printing,  on  bluish  paper,  imperforate; 
1853. 

2.  — Ditto,  on  white-wove  paper,  im¬ 
perforate;  1855. 

3.  — Ditto,  white-wove  paper,  rouletted 
(unofficial) . 

4.  — Messrs.  Saul  &  Co’s  printing  (the 
“wood-block”  issue)  laid  paper;  1861. 


5. — Messrs.  De  La  Rua  &  Co’s  print¬ 
ing,  white- wove  paper,  imperforate  1863 
It  may  be  added  here  that  the  reprints 
of  the  “wood-block”  stamps  were  be-  i 
trayed  by  the  paper,  which  is  wovk  in-  JJ 
stead  of  laid. 

Now,  apart  from  the  “wood-block”  | 
stamps,  all  the  triangular  labels  of  the 
Cape  Colony  must  either  be  “Perkins 
Bacon  print”  or  “De  La  Rue  print.”  | 
The  matter  is  one  that  makes  no  very 
great  difference  as  regards  the  cash  value 
of  the  stamps;  but  the  philatelic  im¬ 
portance  of  a  proper  differentiation  of 
these  printings  is  very  great  indeed,  j 
And  this  is  just  one  of  the  things  as  to 
which  there  are  no  set  rules.  No  one  . 
philatelist  can,  in  the  present  condition 
of  our  inf;  rmation  on  the  subject,  de¬ 
finitely  say  whether  any  particular  speci-  i 
men  of  the  engraved  triangular  is  a 
“Perkins  Bacon”  or  a  “De  La  Rue”  | 
print.  Readers  who  happen  to  have 
specimens  on  the  original  envelopes,  . 
showing  postmarks,  can  possibly  help 
in  the  elucidation  of  this  problem.  It  is  !

A  QUESTION  OF  COLOR. 

It  is  known  that  the  steel-plates  for 
printing  the  triangular  stamps  were 
handed  over,  on  January  28th,  1862,  by 
Messrs.  Perkins  Bacon  &  Co.  to  Messrs. 
De  La  Rue  &  Co.,  and  it  necessarily 
follows  that  all  printing  subsequent  to 
that  date  emanated  from  the  works  of 
the  last-named  firm.  But  now  comes 
the  difficulty.  The  design  of  the  stamps 
shows  no  difference  whatever;  the  paper 
is  the  same ;  only  in  the  colors  used  is 
there  any  difference  whatever  between 

the  Perkins  Bacon  and  the  De  La  Rue

prints. 

Mr.  E-  D.  Bacon,  a  pliiltelist,  whose 
family  connection  with  the  first-named 
firm  makes  Iris  opinion  authoritative, 
gives  the  following  as  the  distinctive 
shades  of  the  De  Le  Rue  stamps  as 
compared  with  those  of  Perkins  Bacon 
origin : — 

The  one -penny  De  Le  Rue  is  red- 
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brown  instead  of  brick-red  or  carmine-

The  fourpence  is  bright  blue  instead 
of  dull  blue  or  dark  blue. 

The  sixpence  is  bright  mauve  instead

All  triangulars  (apart  from  the  “wood- 
I(  blocks”)  showing  postmarks  of  dates 
prior  to  the  above  must  necessarily  be¬ 
long  to  the  Perkins  Bacon  printing.—

Stamp  Classics. 

If  you  are  a  collector  be  one  in  a  busi¬ 
ness  way.  If  a  dealer  employ  business 
methods.  Lax  methods,  whether  em¬ 
ployed  by  dealer  or  collector,  justly  de¬ 
serve  criticism. 

Collector  and  dealer,  to  be  successful, 
must  be  strictly  honest  and  look  out  for 
the  welfare  of  the  pursuit  in  general. 

Never  consider  time  wasted  that  is 
spent  in  learning  the  rudiments  of  phil¬ 
ately — overcome  the  temptation  to  pass 
up  the  iotas,  for  it  is  folly  to  undervalue 
their  importance. 

A  broad  knowledge  of  stamps  can  be 
obtained  only  by  intense  devotion.  Re- 
u  member  this,  if  not  devoted  you  will 
succeed  indifferently. 

Do  not  be  afraid  to  invest  your  money 
in  good  stamps.  They  increase  in  value 
from  year  to  year. 

Remember,  that  a  chance  which  comes 
today  may  be  gone  to-morrow;  that  he 
who  risks  nothing  gains  nothing;  and 
withal,  remember  stamp  collecting  is  on 


a  tirin  basis,  and  its  supporters  find  re¬ 
creation,  pleasure  and  profit  in  it, — if 
not  one  of  them  enlist  at  once  under 
Philatelia’s  banner. 


What  /Ire  “Ittafekings”  Worth. 

We  advise  readers  to  fight  shy  of  these 
stamps  at  the  high  rates  now  ruling. 
There  is,  however,  better  means  of 
judging  these  stamps  than  formerly  ex¬ 
isted,  for  an  official  list  of  the  quantities 
issued  of  each  value  has  been  published 
on  the  authority  of  no  less  a  person  than 
the  postmaster  of  Mafeking.  That  list 
shows  a  total  issue  of  over  60,000  stamps 
this  number  including  the  surcharged 
series  as  well  as  the  “Baden-Powell” 
and  “Bicycle”  stamps.  Of  some  values 
less  than  1,000  specimens  were  issued 
(in  one  case  the  number  being  under  500) 
but  in  no  instance  is  there  any  evidence 
in  support  of  the  statement  that  “as  few 
as  120  specimens  of  some  values  were 
issued.”  The  list,  in  short,  does  not 
increase  our  respect  for  Mafekings  as 
marketable  commodities;  but  of  course 
nothing  can  dim  their  lustre  as  one  of 
the  most  interesting  issues  of  “Siege” 
or  “War”  stamps  the  world  has  ever 
seen. 


All  ranks  and  all  classes  mingle  in  the 
study  of  stamps  in  a  way,  and  to  an  ex¬ 
tent  seldom  witnessed  in  connection 
with  any  other  pastime.  The  member¬ 
ship  roll  of  the  London  Philatelic  So¬ 
ciety,  for  instance,  includes  two  royal 
dukes,  two  foreign  princes,  two  earls, 
three  baronets,  four  barons,  one  knight, 
two  J.  P.’s,  about  half  a  dozen  clergy¬ 
men  and  the  same  number  of  lawyers, 
several  eminent  medical  men,  and  over 
a  score  of  naval  and  military  officers.

The  machine  is  attached 
to  letter  boxes,  and  a  penny  is  placed  in 
the  slot  when  the  letter  is  posted.  The 
machine  stamps  the  letter  “paid” — and 
there  you  are.  The  hope  is  that  the 
invention  will  save  the  cost  of  printing 
stamps  and  the  trouble  of  sticking  them 
on,  but  it  remains  to  be  seen  how  it  will 
work  in  practice.  The  Christiana  postal 
authorities  are  said  to  view  the  invention 
with  favour.

While  it  is  evident 
that  the  portrait  of  King  Edward  VII 
will,  and  should  appear  on  the  stamp 
issues  of  that  country,  it  hardly  seems 
proper  that  the  face  of  the  good  Queen 
should  disappear  entirely  from  future  or 
current  issues.  A  brief  newspaper  dis¬ 
patch  announces  that  Mr.  Mulock  has 
given  instructions  to  prepare  designs  for 
a  new  set  of  stamps.

An  exceedingly  interesting  article  on 
the  Pan-American  stamps  appeared  re¬ 
cently  in  McKeels  Weekly  from  the  pen 
of  their  Washington  correspondent. 
The  first  proof  sheet  of  the  two  cent 
value  has  been  made,  and  the  result  is 
reported  as  a  decided  success.  The  en¬ 
graving  is  said  to  be  fully  up  to  that  of 
the  Columbian  and  Trans-Mississippi  ser¬ 
ies  if  not  superior.  The  stamps  are  smal¬ 
ler  than  those  of  the  twro  previous  com¬ 
memoration  sets,  but  will  be  larger  than 
those  of  the  regular  issue .  The  vignettes 
will  be  printed  first  and  the  borders  after¬ 
wards.  Much  anxiety  is  expressed  as  t:> 
whether  the  double  printing  will  allow 
the  vignette  to  be  perfectly  centered 
within  the  borders,  as  the  beauty  of  the 
stamps  will  depend  largely  on  this  fact. 
The  sheets  are  first  printed  damp,  and 
then  quickly  dried,  causing  them  to 
shrink  somewhat  and  making  the  task 
of  double  printing  more  difficult  on  that 
account.

The  new  bill  providing  for  a  reduction 
in  the  revenues  has  not  yet  become  a 
law,  as  it  has  not  as  yet  passed  the 
Senate.

H.  S.  SWENSEN. 

a  native  of  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  and 
still  a  resident,  has  been  connected  with 
Philately  since  1886,  then  ten  years  of 
age.  He  is  one  of  the  old  time  members 
of  the  Minneapolis  Philatelic  Society, 
which  in  its  day  was  one  of  the  best  of 
its  kind  in  the  country.  A  few  years 
since  Mr.  Swensen  was  one  of  the  best 
known  Philatelists  in  the  world,  this  be¬ 
ing  due  to  his  many  contributions  to 
Philatelic  literature.  In  1893  to  94  he 
became  editor  of  the  Minnesota  Philate- 
lis.  In  the  same  year  he  became  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  various  Philatelic  Societies  of 
the  country.  In  1894  he  issued  the 
first  number  of  his  audacious  publication 
the  Philatelic  News  Letter .  This  period¬ 
ical  was  almost  sine  generis.  So  con¬ 
spicuous  was  its  advent  that  such  men 
as  the  late  John  K.  Tiffany,  who  were 
alive  to  the  possibilities  of  this  venture 
sent  in  four  year  subscriptions.  The 
size  of  the  paper  was  9  by  12  and  each 
issue  contained  as  its  principal  feature 
lengthy  columns  of  editorials  which 
were  characterized  by  their  fearlessness 
and  uniqueness.  Unlike  most  Journals 
of  the  kind  it  immediately  attained  to  a 
prosperous  foot-hold.  At  the  time  of 
publication  of  this  paper  Mr.  Swensen 
was  attending  the  University  of  Minne¬ 
sota  as  a  freshmen.  Philatelic  matters 
pressed  upon  him  to  such  an  extent  at 
the  beginning  of  his  jnnior  year  that  he 
was  compelled  to  discontinue  his  studies 
less  his  health  be  undermined.  It  was 
at  this  point  that  his  publication  was 
sold  to  well  known  Philatelists  but  Mr. 
Swensen  was  still  retained  as  edttor. 
Later  he  re-entered  the  Uni  ersity  tak¬ 


ing  up  the  law  curiculum.  He  received 
his  Bachelors  Degree  in  the  spring  of 
1899  and  was  admitted  to  practise  in  the 
supreme  court  in  the  same  year.  While 
in  college  Mr.  Swensen  was  very  pro¬ 
minent  in  University  affairs.  He  was 
at  one  time  acting  editor  of  the  Ayriel, 
the  College  weekly,  and  made  liberal 
contributions  in  its  behalf,  aad  was  once 
the  editor  of  the  Junior  Annual.  He  is 
a  member  of  the  Theta  Delta  Chi  College 
Fraternity.  In  the  spring  of  1900  he 
received  his  L.  L.  M.  degree  from  the 
Minnesota  Institution.  In  October  ‘99 
he  was  admitted  to  practise  before  the 
U.  S.  district  Court.  He  is  now' a  pract¬ 
ising  attorney  and  is  very  successful. 
He  is  still  interested  in  collecting  stamps 
and  specializes  the  stamps  of  Greece 
and  Egypt.

They 
range  in  size  from  a  pea  to  a  silver  dime 
and  are  in  shape  from  a  circle  to  a  per¬ 
fect  star.  They  are  very  pretty  in  a  col¬ 
lection  and  these  that  Mr.  French  sends, 
having  been  found  in  the  grounds  of  the 
National  soldiers’  home  at  Dayton  have 
a  pretty  sentimental  interest  as  well.

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most  finished,  and  which  has  proved 
quite  cheap.  (The  lumber  cost  only 
$3.00  and  the  trimmings  need  not  be 
very  expensive.)  It  stands  about  six 
feet  high,  including  the  scroll  work  at 
the  back,  and  is  three  feet  wide  by  a 
foot  deep. 

.  At  the  top  is  a  cabinet  with  folding 
glass  doors  and  a  shelf.  This  is  for 
the  more  showy  specimens  and  those 
too  large  for  the  drawers.  Below  this 
are  eleven  drawers  each  three  inches 
deep.  At  the  bottom  are  two  drawers 
six  inches  deep,  and  eighteen  inches 
wide,  so  they  set  together.  In  these 
two  drawers  can  be  put  books,  tools, 
duplicates,  and  such  things. 

It  would  take  too  much  space  to  give 
all  the  details  and  figures.  The  ap¬ 
pearance  would  be  greatly  improved 
by  putting  corner  pieces  on  the  bottom 
and  using  casters.  The  back  should 
be  fastened  with  great  care,  as  it  alone 
keeps  the  cabinet  from  moving  back  and 
forth  at  the  top.  Use  only  three  or  four 
boards  on  the  back  and  fasten  these 
with  dowels,  so  that  the  edges  of  the 
boards  cannot  slide  on  each  other. 

This  cabinet  is  built  entirely  of 
whitewood,  but  it  would  make  a  fine 
piece  of  furniture  made  of  cherry  or 
walnut.  It  would  look  still  better  if 
the  sides  were  panelled  and  the  locks 
and  drawer  pulls  made  of  brass  or 
bronze. 

This  cabinet  I  use  for  shells  and 
minerals,  but  it  could  also  be  used  for 
many  other  branches  of  collecting, 
such  as  eggs,  curios,  relics  and  insects.

Herpin,  stamp  collector  in  “Le  Col- 
lectionneur”  in  1865)  Greek  philos,  lov¬ 
ing  (prop,  philein  love) ,  Tateles  free  of 
tax  or  charge  (taken  in  the  sense  of 
prepaid)  a-privttelos  tax,  duty. 

The  fancy  for  collecting  and  classify¬ 
ing  postage  stamps  and  revenue  stamps 
as  objects  of  curiosity:  also  the  occupa¬ 
tion  of  making  such  collections. — Me- 
keel’s  Drummer.

Professor  Nipher,  of  Washington  Uni- 
uersity,  Saint  Louis,  Missouri,  has  at 
length  developed  a  fine  reversed  photo¬ 
graphic  picture  with  the  developing  bath 
in  direct  sunlight.  The  developer  was  a 
modification  of  hydrochinone.  The  bro¬ 
mide  was  left  out,  and  the  sodium  car¬ 
bonate  solution  was  made  up  at  half  the 
strength  used  for  negatives.  The  mixed 
developer  was  diluted  with  water  in  the 
proportion  of  one  part  to  nine.

A  scientist  announces  that  the  way  to 
find  out  whether  a  postage  stamp  has 
been  used  or  not  is  to  photograph  it, 
says  Ewen’s  Weekly  Stamp  News.  If 
the  postmark  has  been  obliterated,  the 
blue  or  green  color  will  not  make  any 
impression  on  the  plate,  while  the  black 
traces  of  obliteration  w  ill  appear  with 
great  clearness.  Even  when  the  stamps 
have  been  well  washed  and  no  traces  of 
obliteration  can  be  een  by  the  naked 
eye  or  through  the  microscope,  the  pho¬ 
tograph  will  show  very  clearly  the  two 


concentric  circles  of  the  stamp,  the  date, 
and  even  the  name  of  the  locality.

What  is  the  “paraphe”  on  some  of  the 
stamps  of  Puerto  Rico?  The  “paraphe” 
is  the  very  flourishing  sign  manual  of  a 
Spanish  official  applied  as  a  surcharge 
to  certain  of  the  Puerto  Rican  issues  as 
a  preventive  of  frand.  It  has  been  re¬ 
marked  more  than  once  that  for  some 
eighteen  years  from  1855  the  stamps 
supplied  for  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico  by 
the  Spanish  authorities  wrere  identical, 
the  tw7o  islands  being  practically  one  as 
regarded  their  postal  issues.  But  when 
trouble  came  to  Cuba,  in  the  shape  of 
mutterings  of  sedition,  followed  by  out¬ 
breaks  of  rebellion,  the  system  paVed  the 
way  for  an  elaborate  system  of,  to  put  it 
mildly  sharp  practice.  Wily  merchants 
of  Cuba  discovered  that  money  was  to  be 
made  by  purchasing  stamps  in  th^ir  own 
island  at  the  depreciated  currency  rates 
then  ruling,  and  reselling  the  same  in 
the  less  turbulent  and  consequently 
more  prosperous  island  of  Peurto  Rico. 
The  game  appears  to  have  been  played 
merrily  and  without  let  or  hindrance  for 
some  years.  At  last  the  traffic  Was  dis¬ 
covered;  a  secret  investigation,  quite  a 
Postal  Inquisition  in  its  way,  sat  with 
closed  doors,  and  as  a  result  came  the 
“paraphe” — surcharged  upon  the  stamps 
actually  sold  in  Puerto  Rico.  Without 
the  “paraphe”  none  was  available  for 
postage  in  the  smaller  island,  and  the 
extensive  stamp  dealings  of  the  Cubans 
were  at  last  effectively  checked. — Hobbies

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JVotes  cn  the  Coinage 

of  the  Greeks* 

By  T.  L.  ELDER- 

PART  I— Cont’d. 

FIRST  PERIOD  B.C.  700-480. 

'1  he  advance  in  the  art  of  coin  en¬ 
graving'  is  shown  in  an  interesting 
manner  by  the  silver  pieces  of  Aegina, 
a  small  island  about  nine  miles  long 
and  seven  miles  wide,  located  some 
twelve  miles  S.  S.  W.  of  the  Piraeus, 
in  what  was  the  Saronic  gulf,  now  the 
gulf  of  Aegina.  Remember  that  the 
oldest  silver  coins  now  extant  were 
coined  there. 

The  coins  of  this  island  are  divided 
into  three  periods.  The  earliest  (B.  C. 
7:0y  bore  on  the  obverse  a  rude  figure 
of  a  turtle,  and  the  reverse  four  punch- 
marks.  ( The  turtle  was  a  symbol  of 
Astarte,  the  Phoenician  goddess  of 
trade.)  In  the  next  period  the  turtle 
looks  more  sy  metrical,  and  the  punch - 
marks  are  more  regular.  On  the  third 
period  (about  400  B.  C.)  the  turtle  is 
greatly  elaborated,  the  shell  being  or¬ 
namented,  while  in  the  first  period  it 
was  smooth,  and  on  the  field  are  seen 
two  Greek  letters.  The  punch  mark 
now  assumes  the  nature  of  a  device. 

An  example  of  the  incuse  coins,  of 
which  I  have  made  mention,  is  found 
in  one  of  Tarentum,  which  bears  on 
one  side  the  figure  of  Taras  in  relief, 
and  on  the  reverse  side  the  same  incuse 
or  sunken.  About  510  B.  C.  coins  ap¬ 
peared  in  Magna  Graecia  bearing  the 
bearing  devices  in  relief  on  both  sides, 
and  about  400  B.  C.  this  kind  of  coins 
becomes  very  common.  Bach  period 
showed  a  great  improvement  in  the 
coining  art,  until  about  400  B.  C.  it 
reached  a  very  high  degree  of  artistic 
finish.  One  of  the  most  beautiful  ex¬ 
amples  of  ancient  engraving  is  a 
medal  of  this  period,  the  obverse  bear¬ 
ing  the  head  of  the  deity  called  by  the 
Romans  Prosperina,  the  wife  Hades, 


the  infernal  goddess  of  death,  yet  the 
all-prevading  goddess  of  nature,  who 
produces  and  destroys  everything. 
The  head  is  surrounded  by  dolphins 
and  Grecian  inscriptions.  The  reverse 
shows  a  charioteer  reigning  his  four 
horses  abreast,  while  the  flying  god¬ 
dess  of  Victory  stoops  to  crown  him  in 
the  races  of  the  Olympian  games. 
The  profile  of  Prosperina  is  most  beau¬ 
tiful  and  expressive.  This  medal  was 
so  noted  that  for  many  years  after¬ 
wards  the  kings  of  Greece  imitated  it 
on  their  coins.  Among  the  earlies  is¬ 
sues  those  of  Athens  were  noted  for 
the  fineness  of  their  metals.  They 
bore  on  the  obverse  generally  a  very 
archaic  head  of  Pallas  Athene,  and  on 
the  reverse  a  rude  owl,  and  the  letters 
AOE  (Athens).  The  workmanship  of 
the  Attic  coins  never  reached  the  per¬ 
fection  shown  on  certain  other  Greek 
coins.  In  later  issues  the  head  of  Pal¬ 
las  was  often  fine,  but  the  owl  was  as 
rude  and  ungainly  as  ever,  with  great 
eyes  and  ill-proportioned  legs . 

One  of  the  very  oldest  coins  of  this 
period  is  the  gold  double  stater  of  Mile¬ 
tus,  which  shows  on  the  obverse  a 
lions  head,  taken  from  the  symbols  of 
the  B  cchanalian  worship  of  Cybele  or 
Rhea,  the  wife  of  Chronos  or  Saturn, 
the  mother  of  the  highest  of  the  gods 
and  goddesses.  The  reverse  side  of 
the  coin  shows  nothing  but  a  rude 
punch-mark.  The  gold  Stater  of  Sar- 
disjiseven  thought  by  some  to  be  older 
than  the  Stater  of  Miletus.  On  the 
obverse  is  seen  the  foreparts  of  a  lion 
and  bull,  supposed  to  represent  the  tri¬ 
umph  of  the  king  over  all  opposition. 
The  obverse,  as  usual,  shows  only  a 
punch-mark.  An  early  coin  of  Acan¬ 
thus  shows  on  the  front  side  a  lion 
devouring  a  bull,  and  the  back  shows 
the  punch-mark.  There  were  lions  in 
this  district  at  the  time  of  the  Persian 
wars,  as  we  read  in  Herodotus’s  works 
that  “they  came  down  from  the  mount¬ 
ains  and  seized  upon  the  beasts  of 
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burden  in  the  army  or  Xerxes.” 

A  coin  of  Crete  bears  the  figure  of  a 
Minotaur, in  the  shape  of  a  man  with 
the  head  of  a  bull,  kneeling  on  one 
knee,  and  holding  a  stone  in  his  hand. 
The  other  side  shows  a  Labyrinth,  the 
four  corners  consisting  of  deep  incuse 
squares.  This  is  an  early  representa¬ 
tion  of  the  famous  labyrinth  by  Daeda¬ 
lus,  the  home  of  the  Minotaur. 

An  interesting  series  are  those  of 
Tarentum,  many  of  which  are  fine  ex¬ 
amples  of  relief  work.  The  types  are 
generally  Taras  riding  on  a  dolphin, 
sometimes  holding  a  cuttle  fish,  and  his 
head  or  arms  in  reverse.  Aristatle  tells 
us  that  “the  city  was  named  for  Taras, 
son  of  Poseidon.” 

A  coin  of  Rhegium,  of  this  period, 
bears  a  charioteer  in  a  biga  drawn  by 
mules,  and  on  the  reverse  side  a  hare. 
Aristotle  states  that  Anaxilaus,  who  was 
tyrant  of  Rhegium  B.  C.  494-476,  once 
gained  a  victory  at  Olympia  with  the 
“mule -car”,  and  struck  coins  bearing 
mules  and  car.  This  is  one  of  the  coins 
he  refers  to. 

A  coin  of  Caulonia,  presents  Apollo 
naked  holding  in  his  right  hand  a 
branch,  and  on  his  outstretched  left  arm 
a  small  running  figure  with  winged  feet, 
which  also  holds  a  branch,  and  in  front 
is  a  stag,  looking  back.  The  reverse 
show  the  same  type  incuse,  but  the 
small  figure  is  absent.  The  meaning  of 
this  type  is  rather  obscure.

Looking  Backward. 

mrs.  C.  B.  F. 

Anj'  one  who  is  fortunate  enough  to 
have  access  to  to  the  jutting  limestone 
ledges  of  Northern  Kansas  will  have 
little  trouble  in  finding  geodes. 

Twenty  years  ago,  when  I  knew  less 
about  their  value  but  had  a  still  love  for 
the  “pretty  stones,”  I  roatned  over  a 
good  portion  of  several  sections  of  upper 
prairie  land  in  Marshall  Co. 

The  geodes  I  found  were  from  the  size 
of  a  hazelnut  to  that  of  a  good  sized  ap¬ 
ple.  On  breaking  them  some  were  found 
to  be  only  a  shell,  lined  with  tiny  glass¬ 
like  crystals  but  in  others  the  crystals 
were  pink  or  bluish -white  and  opaque. 
Still  others  were  quite  solid  and  of  beau¬ 
tiful  pink,  blue,  white  shades.  All  were 
seemingly  the  same  gray  limestone  out¬ 
side.  A  visit  to  the  same  locality  five 
years  ago  resulted  in  a  few  good  speci¬ 
mens  but  I  lacked  the  time  and  activity 
of  former  years.  It  is  a  field  that  will 
repay  any  ones  research.  The  gravel 
beds  that  occur  in  some  parts  of  the 
same  country  also  contain  agates  though 
I  never  found  any  very  fine  ones. 

There,  also,  are  the  gypsum  beds, 
pink,  gray  pure  white  and  sometimes 
one  can  get  from  the  miners  odd  crystals 
found  in  caves  or  “pockets”  in  the 
veins  of  gypsum. 

One  “find”  I  never  could  explain  was 
a  stone  resembling  a  chip  cut  from  a  log. 
It  was  found  on  a  limestone  ledge  that 
cropped  out  near  the  top  of  a  tall  bluff. 
No  other  pieces  were  near  and  no  rock 
had  ever  been  quarried  there.  I  am 
told  it  is  a  genuine  bit  of  petrified  wood. 

To  a  botanist  or  flower  lover  those 
prairies  prove  a  source  of  delight  from 
the  first  blue  or  white  daisy-like  flowers 
in  the  spring  until  the  last  seed-pod  and 

tumble  weed  have  blown  away  in  the  fall.

A  constant  succession  of  nameless 
beauties,  with  generally  beautiful 
weather  in  which  to  search  for  them. 

But  let  me  whisper  the  one  drawback 
to  all  these  pleasant  finds  and  rambles 
and  that  was — snakes.

i  say  that  by  the  end  of  1901  every 
I  prominent  curio  collector  and  every 
I  progressive  collector  though  he  lay  no

as  well  is  an  advanced  student  at  the 
Colorado  State  School  of  mines,  and 
an  intelligent,  learned  and  skilled 
mineralogist  as  well  as  being  an  en¬ 
thusiastic  collector.  J.  Lewis  Wheeler 
of  Bridgwater,  Mass.,  (A.  S.  of  C.  C. 
No.  51)  is  a  conchologist  of  more  than 
state  reputation,  though  young  in 
years.  He  is  as  familiar  with  the 
shells  of  the  Atlantic  Coast  as  many  a 
gray-haired  scientist  who  has  made  it 
the  study  of  years.  He  will  take  charge 
of  the  Society’s  Identification  Bureau, 
Conchological  Division,  Marine  (At¬ 
lantic)  department.  We  have  thought 
it  best  to  divide  Conchology,  for  the 
classification  of  specimens  into  four 
departments — viz:  Atlantic,  Pacific, 
Land,  Fresh  Water.  There  will  be  a 
head  of  an  identification  Bureau  for 
each  of  the  latter  three  annouced  later.

Among  the  great  painters  whose  labors 
are  represented  ar,e  Dore,  Raphael,  Van 
Dyck,  Rubens  and  Bartlett,  while  the 
names  of  the  engravers  are  in  many 
cases  hardly  less  noted. 

The  oldest  loaf  of  bread  in  the  world  a 
is  in  the  British  museum.  It  is  suppos- 
ed  to  have  been  baked  in  the  year  500 
B.  C.,  resembles  a  small  bun  in  shape, 
and  is  said  to  be  in  perfect  condition, 
though  just  how  it  would  taste  no  one 
one  has  had  the  hardihood  to  guess.

The  collecting  of  old  fashioned  door¬ 
knockers  is  one  of  the  latest  hobbies  in 
England  and  promises  to  spread  in  this 
country.  The  big  brass  knocker,  held

The  famous  Turquoise  mine  at  Cer- 
rillos,  about  thirty  miles  south  of  Santa 
Fe,  is  now  the  property  of  the  Tiffany’s 
the  New  York  jewellers,  who  are  work¬ 
ing  it  on  scientific  methods.  There  are 
about  sixty  turquoise  mines  in  New 
Mexico,  the  product  of  which  amouts  to 
over  a  half  million  dollars  each  year, 
and  is  entirely  controlled  in  the  United 
States.  The  largest  piece  of  turquoise 
ever  discovered  there  was  taken  from 
the  Tiffany  mine,  and  was  valued  at 
$6000.  The  collectors  of  minerals  who 
read  this  will  be  satisfied  with  a  much 
smaller  piece  for  their  cabinets. 


The  deepest  hole  in  the  Earth  is  at 
Schladebach,  near  Ketsehan,  Germany. 
It  is  5,735  feet  in  depth,  and  is  for  geo¬ 
logic  research  only .  The  drilling  was 
begun  in  1880  and  stopped  six  years 
later  because  the  engineers  were  unable 
with  their  instruments  to  go  deeper. 
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There  is  at  this  moment  in  the  Bank 
3 of  England  a  specimen  of  a  bank-note 
a  supposed  to  he  the  oldest  extant,  dating 
■  if  from  the  14th  century  of  our  era.  It  is 
3 of  Chinese  origin  and  fairly  well  pre- 
a served.

□  bank  of  Stockholm  seems  to  have  been 
jthe  first  European  concern  to  issuepaper 

□  money  but  the  bank  of  England  follow¬ 
ed  close  with  the  issue  of  £20  notes  in 
11696.

A  copy  of  the  first  folio  of  Shakes- 
□peare  was  recently  sold  in  London  for 
$$8,500.

cboxes,  cotton  and  all  the  paraphernalia 
cof  egg  collecting,  saw  that  they  were  all 
cput  into  proper  order  and  is  now  ready 
n'Tor  the  nesting  season  to  begin.

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HOW  TO  TONE  BLUE- PRINTS. 

Various  modifications  of  tone  may  be 
produced  on  blue  prints  by  the  use  of 
methods  given  below. 

Prints  should  be  fully  printed,  except 
for  first  formula,  and  well  washed  after¬ 
ward  to  insure  good  results  and  perma¬ 
nent  prints. 

Green — Print  rather  lightly,  wash  well 
and  immerse  in  15  minims  of  sulphuric 
acid  diluted  with  10  ounces  of  water. 

Violet — Immerse  the  blue  print  in  a 
25  per  cent,  solution  of  acetate  of  lead. 

Sephia — Wash  well,  and  immerse  in 
water  10  oz.  tannic  acid  1  dr.,  fot  a  few 
minutes,  then  immerse  in  carbonate  of 
aoda  1  dr.,  water  4  oz.,  for  a  very  short 
time,  then  return  to  tanic  acid  bath,  and 
if  necessary  repeat  the  operation  until 
the  right  tint  is  obtained. 

Brown  (dark.)  — Immerse  in  caustic 
potash  1  dr.,  to  water  8  oz.,  (or  am¬ 
monia  .880,  10  per  cent  solution)  until 
blue  color  disappears  and  prints  are  a 
pale  oiange  yellow,  then  change  to 
(above)  tannic  acid  bath  until  tint  re¬ 
quired  is  reached. 

Black. — Bathe  in  4  percent  solution  of 
potassium  carbonate  (or  sodium  carbon¬ 
ate)  until  blue  disappears  and  print  is 
yellowish -brown.  Wash  and  bathe  in 
4  per  cent  solution  of  tannin.

Now  soak  a  blotter 
in  strong  hypo  solution  and  allow  to  dry. 
To  again  develop  the  print,  cut  a  piece 
of  blotter  the  size  of  print  and  immerse 
both  in  water,  the  face  of  the  print  being 
next  to  the  blotter.  Allow  to  remain 
in  contact  for  a  minute  when  the  print 
will  again  be  full)'  visible.

There  are  probably  few  branches  of 
collecting  which  require  such  broad 
study  for  their  intelligent  pursuit,  jret 
are  undertaken  with  less  knowledge  of 
even  the  fundamentals,  than  is  mine¬ 
ral  collecting. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  a  considerable 
:  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  old

lected,  or  at  least  been  interested  in 
“pretty  stones”  or  specimens  but  to 
>  only  a  very  few  are  they  anything 
r  more  than  pretty  stone.  Such  people, 
although  they  may  be  fairly  successful 
in  stocking  a  cabinet,  are  really  going 
it  blind.  They  miss,  unconciously,  the 
i  greatest  degree  of  pleasure  and  profit 
and  are  learning  almost  nothing. 
They  are  merely  hoarding  something, 
which  has  struck  their  fancy. 

It  is  for  the  purpose  of  pointing  out 
what  can,  and  must,  be  learned  before 
we  can  converse  understandingly  of 
the  minerals  in  our  possession  that 
.1  this  article  is  written.  I  shall  also 
undertake  to  give  methods  of  acquiring 
this  knowledge.  It  must  be  under¬ 
stood  that  I  offer  but  a  bare  outline,  to 
.'I  be  filled  in,  more  or  less  completely,  as 
the  opportunities  of  the  individual 
make  this  possible. 

Of  course,  there  is  no  royal  road  to 
■ij Mineralogy  or  anything  else.  Only 
long,  persistant  study  and  experience 
can  make  a  Mineralogist,  who  is  com¬ 
petent  to  determine  the  name, 
composition,  characteristics,  etc.,  of 
I  any  specimen  submitted  for  his  exam¬ 
ination.  Yet  it  is  not  at  all  necessary 
that  collectors  should  be  able  to  do 
tnis.  In  most  cases,  minerals  are 
labeled  or  the  collector  has  a  wiser 
rn  friend,  who  will  identify  them  for  him 
and  this  should  be  all  that  he  need  to 
know. 

Dictionaries  and  encyclopaedias  are 
very  valuable  aids  but  every  collector, 


who  is  really  in  earnest,  should  pos¬ 
sess  a  good  book  on  the  subjects  of 
mineralogy  and  crystallography.  Such 
a  one  may  be  obtained  very  reasonably 
and  should  be  used  simply  as  a  refer¬ 
ence  book.  When  the  name  of  a 
mineral  is  known,  we  have  but  to  turn 
to  the  proper  page  to  find  out  all  about 
it. 

A  knowledge  of  some  general  chem¬ 
istry  is  essential.  By  this,  I  mean 
only  the  elementary  principles  of  this 
science,  such  as  can  be  mastered  in  a 
very  short  time.  This  should  include 
the  idea  of  elements,  molecules,  com¬ 
pounds,  acids,  salts,  and  especially 
the  last  two,  together  with  the  abbre¬ 
viations  used  for  names  of  the  more 
important  elements.  A  few  minutes 
given  to  the  subject  or  even  a  good 
encyclopaedia  should  suffice. 

To  show  the  use  to  which  this  is 
applied,  let  us  take  the  common,  green 
copper  mineral,  Malachite.  To  one 
who  understood  chemistry,  I  could  say 
that  it  was  a  hydrated,  copper  carbon¬ 
ate  and  write  its  composition  by  the 
letters: 

Cu  c  o  x  H  o 
2  4  2 

(read  C-U-2,  C,  0-4  plus  H-2-O)  but  to 
anyone  else  I  must  say  that  it  is 
composed  of  two  parts  (by  weight)  of 
copper,  one  part  of  carbon,  four  parts 
of  oxygen  and  more  or  less  water.  How 
clumsy  the  latter  desription  is  when  we 
desire  to  label  a  specimen. 

A  working  knowledge  of  Crystallo¬ 
graphy  (the  science  which  treats  of  the 
naturally  occuring  forms  of  minerals) 
is  necessary,  since,  in  many  cases, 
minerals  can  be  identified  easily  in  no 
other  way  except  by  the  shape  in  which 
they  crystallize.  It  is  not  needful  that 
we  be  able  to  recognize  complicated 
forms  but  we  should  know  the  names 
of  the  common  ones  and  at  least  be  able 
to  place  a  crystal  into  the  system  to 
which  it  belongs.  An  hours  work  with 
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an  encyclopedia  should  be  ample. 

An  acquaintance  with  Geology,  while 
not  indespensible,  is  certainly  desirable 
and  makes  our  hobby  much  more  inter¬ 
esting. 

The  selection  and  arrangement  of  the 
pieces  composing  a  collection  require  no 
small  amount  of  taste.  In  fact  few 
people  are  sufficiently  artististic  to  know 
how  to  show  off  their  prized  specimens 
to  the  best  advantage  Many  creditable 
collections  are  spoiled  and  the  finest 
specimen  will  often  lose  its  individuality 
through  too  much  massing  or  crowding 
of  the  pieces.  Observation  must  be  the 
teacher  here  and  many  ideas  may  be  ob¬ 
tained  by  visiting  some  large  display 
collection. 

Finally,  do  not  be  discouraged  by 
present  lack  of  knowledge.  Remember 
that  all  great  Mineralogists  were  once 
in  your  position  and  that  your  specimens 
will  amply  repay  you  for  all  the  spare 
time  and  study  which  you  can  manage 
to  give  them.

Hoip  the  Photographer  fakes. 

When  the  millennium  arrives  (remarks 
Science  Siftings),  it  is  probable  that  a 
photogropher  will  please  his  patrons 
without  resorting  to  retouching.  But, 
except  a  few  fortunate  mortals,  all 
photographers  are  obliged  at  the  present 
time  to  do  more  or  less  after-work  on 
their  negatives.  The  reasons  for  this 
are  twofold  :  first,  to  correct  defects  in 
plate  and  manipulation— though  this 
might  be  more  properly  classed  as  “spot¬ 
ting;”  and,  secondly,  to  tone  down 
those  details  of  feature,  &c. ,  which  the 
camera  is  apt  to  exaggerate. 

There  is  no  royal  road  to  retouching 
and  there  are  no  trade  secrets  in  it:  Care, 
close  attention,  and  lots  of  practice  are 
very  necessary,  the  retoucher  should 
have  all  the  general  art  he  can  obtain  ; 
and,  most  of  all,  the  man  who  would 
really  excel  must  have  a  fine  sense  of  re¬ 
straint  and  know  when  to  stay  his  hand. 
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The  essentials  for  retouching  are  few. 

The  retouching  desk  is  a  sloping  board 
to  stand  on  a  table,  with  a  small  hole 
cut  in  it.  The  negative  is  placed  over 
this  hole  resting  on  a  little  ledge  which 
is  fastened  to  the  board,  and  held  in  place 
by  a  metal  clip-spring  or  other  simple 
means.  The  hole  in  the  board  allowes  a 
light  to  be  thrown  through  the  negative 
and  so  secures  a  good  illumination. 

HOW  TO  FAKE. 

Either  lamp  or  daylight  may  be  used, 
and  a  mirror  reflector  will  direct  the 
light  to  the  right  spot.  A  pencil  of  the 
best  quality  should  be  used,  and  it  should 
be  sharpened  to  a  long,  very  fine  point. 
After  sharpening  with  a  knife,  finish  the 
point  by  rubbing  on  sandpaper.  The 
pencil-point  will  not  “bite”  on  the  sur¬ 
face,  and  so  a  retouching  medium  is  used 
to  give  the  negative  film  a  slight  rough¬ 
ness.  A  good  retouching  medium  is 

Gum  Dammar . 6  grains. 

Rectified  Turpentine . 1  ounce. 

thoroughly  dissolved  together  and  filter- 
through  absorbent  cotton. 

To  coat  the  negative,  take  a  wad  of 
silk  rag,  or  of  very  soft,  clean  chamois 
leather  which  has  been  repeatedly  wash¬ 
ed,  and  moisten  it  with  the  varnish  and  >n 
and  rub  it  gently  on  the  film.  Rub  it 
with  a  circular  motion.  If  cotton  wad¬ 
ding  is  used  the  “hairs”  stick  to  the  -o 
varnish  and  cause  trouble,  and  a  linen  '•! 
or  cotton  cloth  may  scratch  the  film. 

A  QUESTION  OF  SIGHT. 

Before  entering  on  retouching  it  is 
well  to  be  sure  of  one’s  eyesight.  It  is 
very  trying  work,  and  requires  not  only 
a  steady  strong  eye,  but  a  delicate  hand 
as  well.  The  stroke  given  with  the 
pencil  is  so  short  that  it  is  generally 
made  with  a  slight  vibratory  motion  of 
the  finger  and  thumb,  the  wrist  not 
being  called  into  play.  The  elbow 
should  rest  on  the  edge  of  the  table  to 
give  support,  and  for  the  most  delicate 
work  a  stick  should  be  used  to  support 
the  wrist,  being  held,  of  course,  in  the 
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left  hand.  Sit  squarely  up  to  the  work 
— don’t  bend  over  it  too  closely;  that  is 
good  neither  for  the  eyes  nor  the  health. 

The  special  touch  to  be  used  in  re¬ 
touching  is  largely  a  matter  of  prefer - 
sence,  or  perhaps  of  habit.  Many  touches 
rare  recommended.  Some  people  sug- 
sgest  a  mere  succession  of  dots  with  the 
^pencil;  others  suggest  curved  lines,  or 
across-hatching,  or  other  special  prefer- 
aence.  More  important  it  is  to  know 
3  exactly  where  you  want  your  touches 
sand  what  result  you  are  aiming  at.  The 
jtouch  will  then  come  of  itself,  to  a  large 
sextent.  Before  going  into  details  of  a 
Iface,  we  caution  the  retoucher  to  be  verv 
3  careful  to  study  the  exact  shape  of  his 
I  lights. 

ABOUT  NOSES. 

Take,  as  an  example,  the  nose.  We 

>  often  see  a  photograph  with  a  straight, 
I  brilliant  strip  of  light  running  from  the 
i  root  to  the  tip,  where  it  expands  into  a 
1  larger  spot.  Now,  the  nose  is  really 

>  composed  of  three  sections.  First,  there 
i  is  the  bone  for  about  one-third  of  its 
I  length.  This  is  continued  as  gristle,  and 
sat  the  point  of  connection  the  band  of 
I  light  is  generally  bent;  and,  lastly, 
t  there  is  the  fleshy  end  of  the  nose, 

where  the  light  again  changes.  The 
modeling,  too,  of  the  temple,  of 
the  cheekbone — in  fact,  of  every  detail 
—depends  on  proper  appreciation  of  the 
shapes  and  values  of  the  different  areas 
light.  A  good  modelling  is  very 
essential.  Retouching  gives  an  added 
roundness  to  the  face  or  figure. 

Before  commencing  to  retouch,  obtain 
a  a  proof-print  from  your  negative;  com¬ 
pare  it  with  finished  prints  from 
i  retouched  negatives,  and  mark  where 
iit  fails.  The  wrinkles  or  curves  at  the 
3  corners  of  the  mouth  generally  require 
J  toning  down,  and  if,  as  is  sometimes  the 
1  case,  they  have  a  downward  trend,  they 
should  be  straightened  or  turned  upward, 
d  A  mouth  curved  upward  at  the  corners 
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gives  a  pleasant  expression.  A  down¬ 
ward  curve  gives  the  reverse.  The  lips 
being  red,  naturally  tend  to  “take” 
darker  than  they  should  do.  Notice 
these  carefully  in  the  proof.  There  will 
probably  be  three  depths  of  shade  in 
them,  and  these  relative  depths  must  be 
preserved. 

FAKED  UPS. 

A  little  accentutation  of  the  shape  of 
the  lips  can  be  done.  In  theatrical  work 
the  lips  and  teeth  sometimes  are  subject 
to  considerable  modelling.  The  eyes 
share  with  the  month  in  giving  expres¬ 
sion  tw  the  face,  and  in  the  eye  great 
care  is  required.  It  is  generally  a  great 
mistake  to  lighten  the  white  of  the  eye, 
run  a  decided  line  around  the  iris,  and 
then  darken  the  pupil,  though  this  is 
often  done.  This  darkening  of  the 
pupil  is  done  with  a  needle,  making  tiny 
holes  in  the  film  to  let  the  light  through. 
And  here  we  may  saj  that  darkening 
itig  or  “cutting  away  is  very  useful  in 
photography.  With  a  really  sharp  knife, 
and  care,  high  lights  can  be  pared  down 
and  a  good  deal  of  control  exercised.  If 
there  are  many  conflicting  reflections 
in  the  eyes,  work  out  most  of  them. 

The  eyelashes  are  often  scratched  in, 
and  done  very  badly.  We  do  not  see 
the  separate  lashes  as  we  look  at  a  per¬ 
son  ;  they  are  either  in  even  shades  or 
in  small  masses.  In  working  round  the 
big  masses— the  forehead  and  cheeks— 
don’t  get  too  much  light.  Gradually 
soften  down  in  working  away  from  the 
highest  light,  and  do  not  encroach  too 
much  on  the  shadows  at  the  sides  of  the 
face.  They  give  modelling  and  relief 
to  the  portrait.  In  cases  of  ladies  in 
low-cut  dresses— especially  if  the  sub¬ 
jects  are  very  thin — it  will  be  necessary 
to  tone  down  certain  muscles,  as  the  one 
leading  from  the  ear  to  the  breast  bone, 
and  the  hollow  at  its  intersection  into 
the  bone.  In  this  case  the  knife  may 
darken  and  the  pencil  lighten  to  over¬ 
come  undue  contrast. 
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Geology  ol  Dingnra.  Storing  negatives.

Niagara  River  yields  a  vast  area  for 
the  student,  naturalist  and  professor 
starting  at  Buffalo  and  following  the 
river  down  to  the  brink  of  the  Falls. 
Numerous  species  of  fossil  shells,  coral, 
and  sea  mosses  are  in  abundance,  a  few 
plants  thrive.  Journeying  below  the 
Falls  toward  the  Horseshoe  Falls,  below 
Goat  Island  we  find  beautiful  cavities  of 
Pearly  Dolomite  (pearlspar  vac.) 

Snowy  white  gypsum,  massive  and 
crystalized  calcite,  massive  and  crystali 
(dogtooth  spar),  petrified  leaves,  moss 
and  limestone.  Then  we  go  down  the 
enclined  railway  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  Falls  and  follow  the  rocky  banks, 
strewn  with  numerous  fossil  shells, 
till  the  mouth  of  the  great  tunnel  is 
reached  then  we  find  a  bed  of  a  green¬ 
ish  sandstone  mingled  with  a  reddish 
brown  sandstone,  nadina  sandstone, 
which  is  litterally  filled  with  crinoid 
and  fucoid  stems  standing  up  in  bold 
relief  from  %  to  Yz  inch,  thence  further 
down  we  come  to  what  is  left  of  Catlins 
cave,  directly  under  the  new  pen  stock 
of  the  power  house.  This  cave  had  an 
opening  just  big  enough  for  a  person  to 
crawl  in  and  when  inside  could  stand 
erect  and  go  probably  75  ft.  The  walls 
were  composed  of  petrified  moss  (calc 
infa)  to  a  thickness  of  1Y  to  2  ft  the 
outer  portion  was  covered  with  beauti¬ 
ful  green  moss  which  is  constantly  wet 
by  the  lime  water  dripping  through  the 
walls  which  slowly  petrifies  the  moss. 
Then  we  follow  the  great  gorge  along  to 
the  Whirlpool  rapids,  Devils  hole  and 
whirlpool  where  numerous  fine  speci¬ 
mens  such  as  Farositij,  Honeycomb  and 
Halliopium  and  Maduporic  corals  are  in 
abundance.  Crinoid  heads  and  stems, 
trilobites  and  susestr  and  fish  and  verte¬ 
brate  remains  are  also  found. 

Petrified  wood  and  leaves  and  nume¬ 
rous  small  shells,  etc.,  are  in  great 
quantity. 


It  is  well  to  store  these  in  original  In 
boxes  in  batches  of  twelve,  placing 
them  film  side  down,  and  taking  care 
that  no  grit  or  dust  gets  between  them. 

If  packed  film  to  film,  the  lower  nega¬ 
tive  is  liable  to  be  scratched  when  re¬ 
moving  the  upper  one.  Write  titles  in¬ 
side  lid  of  box  for  reference. 


Counting  P)aU  Surface  Prints. 

The  following  is  a  very  effective  way 
of  mounting  matt  surface  prints,  espec¬ 
ially  brown  toned  ones: — Get  some 
thick  toned  etching  paper — as  rough  as 
possible  (this  may  be  procured  from  any 
stationer  or  dealer  in  artists’  necessaries) 
Tear  this  roughly  to  the  desired  size; 
mount  the  print  on  it,  and  then  place  it 
on  a  piece  of  blotting  paper  and  rule  a 
margin  round  the  print  with  a  piece  of 
ebonite,  or  the  smooth  end  of  a  glass 
rod.  This  will  make  a  sort  of  plate- 
sunk  mark,  which  will  be  deeper  the 
harder  you  press  on  the  ebonite.  The 
mounted  photo  looks  for  all  the  world 
like  a  toned  etching. 
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framing  Photographs. 

To  ensure  the  proper  preservation 
a  photograph  when  framed,  special  pre¬ 
cautions  are  necessary  to  protect  it  from 
damp  and  dust.  When  the  glass  is 
placed  in  the  frame,  glue  narrow'  strips 
of  brown  paper  round  the  edges  of  the 
glass,  sticking  them  both  to  the  glass 
and  the  side  of  the  rebate.  Pay  special 
attention  to  the  corners,  and  put  aside 
to  dry  till  next  day.  Then  clean  the 
glass,  insert  photo,  and  place  behind 
the  mount  a  stout  sheet  of  paper,  or 
even  two  or  three  thicknesses.  Put  in 
the  back  board,  and  then  over  all  the 
back  glue  another  sheet  of  sound  paper, 
glueing  only  the  edges,  and  slightly 
damning  to  make  it  draw  ticrVit 


damping  to  make  it  draw  tight.  The 
photo  is  then  practically  in  an  air-tight 
case.

It  is  very  important  for  collectors  of 
Souvenir  Postal  Cards  to  observe  a 
o  few  fundamental  rules  of  collectery. 
The  American  Collector  has  not  as 
large  an  assortment  of  cards  to  choose 
from,  as  his  European  brother  has, 
and  is  therefore  anxious  to  collect  al- 
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most  anything  ft: Illustrated  postcards 
that  comes  his  way,  whether  used  or 
unused,  whether  postmarked  properly 
or  not. 

USED  CARDS. 

It  is  well  to  make  it  a  rule  never  to 
send  a  card  of  one  place,  from  another 
place.  This  is  one  rule  that  ought  to 
be  strictly  followed  and  in  course  of 
time  you  will  see  the  wisdom  of  it. 
Supposing  you  are  traveling  in  Europe 
and  sending  home  a  card  showing  a 
view  of  the  Thames  or  some  other 
noted  point.  The  card  in  going  through 
the  mail,  will  tell  the  tale,  without  you 
making  special  mention  of  the  fact, 
that  you  are  in  London,  even  though 
you  write  only  your  name  on  the  back 
of  it. 


But  what  a  puzzle  it  would  be  to 
your  friends,  to  receive  a  card  bearing 
a  picture  of  the  Swtizerland  Mountains 
and  maybe  in  printing  the  legend, 
Greeting  from  the  White  Horse  Inn, 
Geneva,  Switzerland.  Maybe  the 
postmark  would  be  indistinct,  and 
could  not  be  made  out 
the  same  card  safely 
others  in  the  album 
cards  sent  home  as  souvenirs  of  your 
trip,  in  what  way  would  a  card  with 
views  of  Switzerland  or  South  Africa, 
remind  you  of  your  sojourn  in  London, 
or  a  card  with  views  of  Blarney  Castle 
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help  you  illustrate  the  fun  you  had  at 
a  German  beer  garden? 

Its  the  same  with  cards  you  send 
out,  when  at  home.  Don’t  mail  cards, 
unless  they  are  either  strictly  local  or 
of  a  general  or  national  character, 
such  as  card  with  scenes,  that  can  be 
seen  in  almost  any  American  city  or 
those  negro,  cakewalk  or  Indian,  or 
other  character  cards.  Artistic  Genre 
cards,  as  they  are  called  in  Europe, 
with  Still  life,  flowers,  birds  or  child¬ 
ren  scenes,  Illustrated  Quotation  of 
poets,  and  thousands  of  other  subjects, 
are  quite  suitable,  if  proper  view  cards 
are  not  obtainable. 

The  strict  observance  of  these  rules, 
is  what  makes  the  collecting  of  USED 
cards  so  interesting,  and  this  is  what 
gives  the  used  souvenir  card  a  market 
value.  The  same  applies  to  cards  is¬ 
sued  in  commeration  of  certain  events. 
There  is  no  sense  nor  excuse  for  mail¬ 
ing  a  card  today,  that  was  issued  at 
the  time  of  the  Chicago  World’s  Fair 
and  was  intended  to  be  either  sent 
then  and  there  or  merely  kept  as  an 
unused  card  in  rememberance  of  the 
event. 

On  the  other  hand  the  collector  of 
UNUSED  cards  will  collect  anything 
that  has  not  gone  through  the  mail, 
that  is,  not  written  on  and  postmarked. 
He  generally  takes  up  some  special 
field,  such  as  collecting  views  of 
American  cities  only,  or  European 
countries  only, western  or  eastern  cities 
and  tries  to  get  his  collection  complete 
as  possible.  This  is  the  easiest  branch 
of  the  sport,  and  quite  interesting, 
still,  there  seems  to  be  a  great  major¬ 
ity  in  favorof  collectingthe  used  card. 

No  collector  is  really  happy,  unless 
he  finds  some  one  takes  an  interest  in 
his  fancies,  therefore,  let  there  be  a 
lively  exchange  of  cards,  and  don’t 
forget  to  answer  promptly  any  card 
you  will  receive,  bearing  the  stamp  of 
a  member  of  the  International  Souv. 
Card  Exchange.  Members  should  bear 
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this  in  mind  and  remember  that  they 
must  only  expect  prompt  attention  and 
even  value  in  return,  but  that  it  is 
necessary  for  every  member  to  extend 
these  courtesies  to  brother  members, 
in  the  first  place  and  under  any  and<Jl 
circumstances.  Still,  they  should  not 
forget  to  be  courteous  and  liberal  with 
any  other  collector  who  might  ask  him 
to  exchange. 

Don’t  fail  to  keep  a  careful  record  of 
any  card  received,  also  when  and  what 
card  was  sent  in  exchange.  In  this 
way  you  will  be  sure  not  to  send  the 
same  card  to  the  same  person  more 
than  once. 

The  list  of  Souv.  Card  Collectors 
furnished  by  the  Exchange  to  its  mem¬ 
bers  contains  hundreds  of  names  of 
collectors  from  all  over  the  world. 
Every  respectable  collect  or  is  requested 
to  join  the  Exchange,  to  send  names 
of  all  collectors  known  to  him  or  her, 
and  to  induce  his  friends  to  join  the 
merry  band.

MOUNTING  PHOTOGRAPHS  UPON  V, 
METAL. 

The  Photographische  Chronik  gives 
the  following  hint  to  those  who  may  ' 
wish  to  mount  labels  or  photographs 
upon  metal : 

Thorr  ughly  cleanse  the  surface  of  the 
metal  from  all  traces  of  grease  by  wash-  ' 
ing  it  with  hot  water  in  which  carbon¬ 
ate  of  soda  has  been  dissolved. 

Rub  dry  with  clean  duster  and  prepare 
surface  with  the  juice  of  an  onion. 

The  photographs  may  then  be  mount¬ 
ed  in  the  ordinary  way  upon  the  metal, 
and  will  adhere  to  it  firmly. 

SPOTTING  MEDIUM. 

An  excellent  medium  may  be  prepared 
by  scraping  away  the  dense  portions  of 
old  negatives.  When  a  sufficient  quant¬ 
ity  has  been  secured  place  it  in  a  small 
bottle,  add  a  little  water,  a  few  drops  of 
acetic  acid,  and  dissolve  by  means  of 
heat. 

A  tliickish  paste  is  thus  obtained, 
which  has  the  same  properties  as  the 
negative,  and  which  is  easily  used  with 
a  brush.  The  paste  may  also  be  pre¬ 
pared  from  the  cuttings  of  toned  prints. 

HOW  TO  RETOUCH  DRESSES. 

The  dress  often  calls  for  retouching. 

In  getting  a  correctly-exposed  plate  of, 
say,  a  lady’s  head  and  shoulders,  the* 
dress  may  be  over  or,  under-exposed, 
according  to  its  colour.  Observation 
and  practice  will  suggest  the  right  touch  : 
a  dress  of  soft  clinging  texture  will  call 
for  curves  very  different  from  the  stately 
lines  of  a  silk  wedding  dress;  and  the: 
lighting  of  a'  cheaper  plush.  It  is  very 
seldom  that  velvet  reflections  are  pure; 
white  light,  and  care  should  be  exer¬ 
cised  to  avoid  overdoing  them.  In  laces, 
etc.,  do  not  pick  out  every  thread  of  the 
pattern  ;  indicate  it  as  delicately  as  pos¬ 
sible.  This  applies  to  all  parts  of  the 
dress  where  practicable.  Many  ladies: 
wish  for  a  record  of  their  dresses,  and  I 
of  course,  it  is  essential  to  render  them 
faithfully;  but  the  face  is,  after  all,  the 
centre  of  attraction.

The  1868  issue  of  Mexico  is 
MEXICO,  not  particularly  beautiful, 

though  quite  interesting. 
Mexico,  having  just  passed  through  the 
war  which  ended  in  the  execution  of  the 
usurper  Maximilian,  was  in  poor  finan¬ 
cial  shape  and  could  not  afford  expensive 
postage  stamps;  hence  the  post  office 
authorities  had  resource  to  native  litho¬ 
graphic  talent.  The  result  fairly  invites 
forgery  by  its  slipshod  execution.  Ac¬ 
cordingly  I  have  before  me  a  lot  of 
counterfeits  of  this  issue.  Both  originals 
and  counterfiets  being  lithographed,  the 
printing  itself  furnishes  no  clue.  Of  the 
6c  value,  I  have  two  counterfeits  which 
are  not  identical,  though  resembling 
each  other  in  certain  points;  perhaps  one 
is  due  to  a  retouch  of  the  other  (not 
enough  that  we  must  bother  with  re¬ 


touches  on  genuine  stamps,  these  count¬ 
erfeits  put  similar  frills  on  their  products) 
The  forgeries  are  both  supposed  to  be  of 
the  variety  without  dot  after  the  value, 
but  the  figure  of  value  is  not  thin,  as  it 
should  be,  but  thick  and  broad,  like 
that  with  dot.  Still  it  does  not  quite  re¬ 
semble  the  genuine  thick  figure  either, 
the  lower  part  being  much  too  flat.  The 
most  striking  difference  is  in  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  the  figure;  in  the  genuine  6c  it  is 
halfway  between  the  left  corner  orna¬ 
ment  and  the  word  CENT,  but  on  the 
counterfeits  it  is  away  over  at  the  left, 
quite  close  to  the  corner  ornament.  On 
one  of  the  forgeries  the  top  part  of  the  6 
is  quite  a  little  wider  than  on  the  other. 
Above  the  value  there  should  be  a  horiz¬ 
ontal  line  all  the  way  across  below  the 
circle;  on  these  counterfeits  this  line  is 
conspicuous  by  its  absence.  Perhaps 
the  same  stone  was  used  for  printing 
forgeries  of  the  other  values  and  this 
line  was  accidentally  erased  with  the 
former  value.  The  lettering  is  quite 
fair,  though  all  the  letters  of  MEXICO, 
and  CENT  are  a  trifle  too  low.  On  the

genuine  stamps  of  this  et  (which  evi¬ 
dently  all  come  from  the  same  original 
die  or  rather  stone)  the  letter  I  of  MEX¬ 
ICO  is  distinctly  composed  of  two  paral¬ 
lel  lines,  on  the  counterfeits  it  has  but 
one  line.  Thanks  be  that  our  friends, 
the  forgers,  sleep  over  their  work  once 
in  a  w’hile!  The  corner  ornaments  show 
variations  also  between  the  counterfeits 
and  originals,  as  well  as  between  the 
two  forgeries  before  me,  but  the  differ¬ 
ences  are  so  exceedingly  minute  that 
they  can  hardly  be  made  plain  in  words 
without  illustrations.  The  head  of 
Hidalgo  on  the  originals  is  no  work  of 
art,  but  the  forgeries  have  treated  the 
noble  liberator  of  Mexico  even  worse. 
The  differences  are  hardly  describable, 
but  the  counterfeits  have  succeeded  in 
giving  the  father  of  his  country  a  singu¬ 
larly  sour  and  discontented  look — small 
wonder,  when  h^  has  to  serve  on  a 
counterfeit.  As  to  the  paper  of  this  6c 
it  is  of  a  much  lighter  brown  than  any  I 
have  ever  seen  on  any  original;  but  the 
other  counterfeit,  on  the  contrary,  has  a 
very  dark  brown  paper.  The  forgeries 
of  the  other  values  before  me  are  appar¬ 
ently  all  from  the  same  stone  as  this  and 
the  above  descriptions  will  answer  here 
also  accept  that  the  horizontal  line  above 
the  value  appears  in  all  of  them.  The 
12c  is  of  the  thick  figure  variety  with 
period;  the  upper  part  of  the  2  is  too 
small,  the  lower  part  much  too  long 
compared  with  the  genuine.  The  25c  is 
of  the  same  type ;  the  figure  2  has  a 
curved  foot  instead  of  a  straight  one  like 
the  genuine:  the  top  of  the  5  is  also 
curved  instead  of  straight.  The  two  is 
too  close  to  the  left  corner,  while  on  the 
genuine  there  is  about  the  same  space 
before  the  2  and  behind  the  5 ;  the  period 
is  nearer  to  the  c  than  to  the  5  instead 
of  vice  versa,  as  on  the  genuine.  The 
50c  is  also  of  the  same  type  (with  period) 
the  5  and  0  are  of  the  same  height, 
whereas  on  the  genuine  the  5  is  a  trifle 
smaller  than  the  0;  the  period  is  on  the 
lower  horizontal  line,  instead  of  a  little 


distance  above  it;  in  the  E  of  CENT  the 
middle  stroke  is  equidistant  from  the 
upper  and  lower  bars  instead  of  being 
nearer  the  upper  one  as  on  the  genuine. 
The  100c  has  no  period;  the  figures  are 
too  close  to  the  left  corner  and  there  is 
the  same  space  between  the  two  0’s  as 
between  the  1  and  0,  though  on  the 
genuine  the  two  0’s  are  a  little  farther 
apart  than  the  1  and  the  0.  The  count¬ 
erfeit  of  this  value  before  me  is  black  on 
brown,  oddly  enough;  it  should  have 
been  just  as  easy  to  print  the  more 
valuable  brown  on  brown.  All  my  forg¬ 
eries  of  this  set  are  imperforate,  which 
in  this  case  saves  trouble  and  is  worth 
nearly  as  much. 

Of  the  1872  issue  with  head  to  left  I 
have  forgeries  only  of  the  6  and  100c. 
The  6c  forgery  is  remarkable  in  that  the 
value  SEIS  reads  upward  instead  of 
downward;  that  is  enough  identification 
in  itself.  The  letters  of  all  the  inscrip¬ 
tions  besides  this  are  too  tall.  The 
ornaments  to  the  right  and  left  of  the 
words  CORREOS  and  MEXICO  on  this 
value  (mind,  not  on  all  of  the  others) 
are  on  the  background  of  vertical  lines 
in  the  original,  whereas  the  forgery  here 
has  horizontal  lines.  As  to  the  moire 
pattern  on  the  back,  that  bears  very 
little  resemblance  indeed  to  the  genuine. 
The  counterfeit  of  the  100c  is  pretty  fair 
The  outer  line  of  the  frame  between 
each  of  the  four  labels  and  the  corner 
ornaments  is  double  on  the  genuine 
stamp,  but  single  on  the  counterfeit. 
The  first  R  of  CORREOS  on  the  genuine 
is  smaller  than  the  second  R;  on  the 
counterfeits  both  are  of  the  same  size. 
On  the  genuine  there  is  more  space  be¬ 
tween  the  E  and  X  of  MEXICO  than 
between  the  other  letters  of  this  word; 
on  the  counterfeit  these  letters  are  all 
equidistant.  The  ornaments  at  each 
side  of  the  labels  are  also  incorrectly 
drawn,  e.  g.  at  the  left  of  the  upper 
label  the  end  of  the  ornament  points 
downward  instead  of  upward.  The 
moire  pattern  here  also  is  but  a  distant 
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irelative  of  that  on  the  genuine.  Both  of 
Jtl  ese  counterfeits  are  imperforate  and  of 
ocourse  unwatermarked.  The  color  of 
fj the  6c  is  a  grayish  green,  that  of  the  100c 
i  is  very  near  that  of  the  original.

The  amount  of  the  revenue  under  the 
War  tax  measure  paid  by  the  Postoffice 
department  on  money  order  for  the 
fiscal  year  1899-1900  was  $646055.48  the 
entire  amount  of  which  by  arrangement 
between  the  treasury  and  postoffice  de¬ 
partment  was  paid  through  the  Balti¬ 
more,  Md.,  office.  Who  can  explain 
why  this  course  is  pursued  instead  of 
having  the  transaction  done  direct  at 
the  Capitol. 


Our  new  possessions  have  caused  the 
addition  of  one  hundred  and  one  new 
money  order  offices,  fiftyeight  of  them 
in  the  Sandwich  Islands,  twenty  four  in 
Porto  Rico  and  nineteen  in  the  Philip¬ 
pines.

I  recently  saw  a  specimen  of  the  three 
cent  1861  issue  which  was  the  size  of 
the  1869  issue.  It  must  have  resulted 
from  a  sheet  of  this  value  being  run 
through  the  perforating  machine  while 
they  were  arranged  for  the  latter  issue. 


The  only  new  precancelled  I  have 
noted  this  month  is  a  three  cent  Akron, 
O.,  with  horizontal  surcharge.  The 
specimen  I  have  is  an  invert  but  the 
regular  typd  undoubtedly  exists.  It  is 
used  by  a  threshing  machine  company 
on  tubes  enclosing  hangers. 


The  local  dead  letter  office  at  San  Juan 
which  was  discontinued  has  been  re¬ 


established  as  being  more  convenient  for 
the  service.  A  similar  office  has  also 
been  established  in  connection  with  the 
Philippine  service  at  Manila. 

Commencing  Nov.  1,  1900,  special  cars 
for  the  delivery  of  mail  sacks  from  the 
Belt  Line  Depot  to  the  postoffice  were 
placed  in  use  on  the  electric  line  at 
Kansas  City.  Only  two  or  three  other 
cities  have  such  service.  Even  with  the 
additional  cost  thus  entailed  the  run¬ 
ning  expenses  of  the  office  are  smaller 
pro  rata  than  that  of  either  of  the  sixteen 
largest  offices  in  the  country. 

For  the  past  ten  years  the  government 
of  Chile  has  been  victimized  by  counter¬ 
feiters  of  postage  stamps,  and  for  the 
past  four  years  the  Chilean  postoffice  de¬ 
partment  has  filed  reports  showing  that 
several  thousand  more  stamps  of  Chile 
have  been  used  than  printed.  The  mail 
service  there  is  probably  the  poorest  and 
most  unsatisfactory  of  any  country. 

Printing  upon  the  stamps  of  Venezula 
frequently  attracts  attention,  inasmuch 
as  it  appears  very  much  like  a  surcharge. 
It  is,  however,  of  similar  nature  to  the 
fine  perforations  which  are  found  in 
stamps  of  Great  Britain,  India,  and 
many  other  countries,  which  are  intended 
to  prevent  the  stealing  of  stamps  by  em¬ 
ployees  of  large  firms.  The  government 
of  Venezuela  allows  stamps  to  be  over¬ 
printed  in  this  way  for  this  purpose. 
The  letters  in  the  corners  o  the  stamps 
of  Great  Britain  are  intended  to  indicate 
the  position  of  the  stamp  upon  which 
they  occur  in  the  sheet.  The  alphabeti¬ 
cal  order  is  down  the  sheet  of  stamps 
and  across  it  from  left  to  right.  Thus 
there  are  no  two  stamps  in  the  same 
sheet  which  have  the  same  letters.  This 
was  originally  intended  as  a  guard 
against  counterfeiting,  but,  like  many 
other  things  invented  for  this  purpose, 
it  has  been  abandoned  in  recent  years 
as  unnecessary. 
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Philippines 


N.  STAPLES. 

Ferdinand  Magellen  was  the  first 
European  to  see  the  Philippine  Islands. 
Historians  differ  as  to  the  exact  time  of 
the  discovery,  but  it  was  between  the 
years  1519  and  1521.  He  found  them  in 
the  possession  of  wild,  barbarous  tribes 
that  were  never  entirely  subjugated  by 
Spain  during  a  period  of  nearly  four 
hundred  years.  It  was  in  these  islands 
that  the  sturdy  sailor  met  his  death  after 
one  of  the  most  daring  sea  voyages  re¬ 
corded  in  history. 

Luzon  is  the  largest  of  the  group  com¬ 
prising  the  Philippines,  having  an  area 
of  40,000  square  miles  and  a  population 
of  over  4,500,000.  It  is  classed  among 
the  largest  islands  in  the  world,  ranking 
thirteenth  in  size.  This  great  group, 
called  by  the  Spaniards,  Has  Filipinas, 
numbers  about  fourteen  hundred  islands 
which  constitute  an  archipelago  lying 
between  the  China  Sea  on  the  west  and 
the  Pacific  ocean  on  the  east. 

Little  more  than  a  semblance  of  civil¬ 
ization  has  ever  been  maintained  outside 
the  chief  cities,  and  as  a  colony  the 
Philippines  were  never  really  prosper¬ 
ous.  In  the  life  of  the  Filipinos  there 
is  a  interwoven  a  strange  restlessness 
that  has  prevented  them  from  quietly 
submitting  to  the  rule  of  tyrannical 
Spaniards,  and  it  is  this  same  spirit  of 
discontent  that  has  influenced  the  re¬ 
bellion  against  the  United  States.  For 
years  the  islands  were  a  dependency  of 
Mexico.  England  captured  them  during 
the  French  and  Indian  War,  but  event¬ 
ually  returned  them  to  Spain. 

Americans  and  the  world  in  general 
are  well  acquainted  with  the  history  of 
the  islands  since  the  memorabie  morn¬ 
ing  of  May  1,  189S,  when  Admiral  Dewey 
began  at  daybreak,  the  most  remarkable 
naval  battle  in  history .  The  Filipinos 
welcomed  the  Americans  as  their  deliv¬ 


erers  and  for  a  while  worked  in  unison 
with  them.  But  to  the  K.  K.  K.  society  ; 
a  sort  of  secret  organization,  is  due 
much  of  the  opposition  to  the  rule  of  theM 


United  States.  The  society  is  a  national 
one  and  unites  all  classes,  and  by  many 
is  thought  to  be  related  to  true  Free¬ 
masonry. 

In  the  centers  of  the  stamps  of  the  so- 
called  Filipino  republic  is  the  emblem 
of  this  society.  These  are  termed  ‘  ‘  Agui- 
naldo”  stamps,  and  at  present  there  are 
good  grounds  for  classing  them  as  bona 
fide  postage  stamps.  There  are  five 
stamps  in  the  set  and  perhaps  more,  but 
the  only  one  known  to  have  been  used 
is  the  2c.  rose.  It  is,  or  was,  made  in¬ 
side  the  territory  of  the  insurgents  to 
supply  a  legitimate  postal  need,  and  no 
matter  to  what  extent  used,  it  seems  to 
us  tliey  are  collectible  and  should  be 
classed  as  genuine  postage  stamps. 

The  demand  for  U.  S.  colonials  may 
be  classified  as  follows:  Hawaiians 
Philppines,  Guam,  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico 
The  Philippine  stamps  afford  a  wide 
range  for  philatelic  study  and  research, 
and  many  of  them  are  very  rare,  afford¬ 
ing  a  good  investment  for  dealer  or 
collector.  Very  few  good  counterfeits 
are  known  to  exist,  with  the  exception 
of  those  of  the  1863  issue,  the  5  and  10 
centesimos  and  1  and  2  reales.  We  note 
upon  the  authority  of  Mr.  Bartels  that 
the  scarcest  of  all  the  Philippine  stamps 
is  the  1854  issue,  lr.,  surcharged  Habil 
itado,  No  155,  which  is  uncatalogued, '| 
but  was  recently  offered  at  $90.00. 

At  present  the  postal  system  of  thej 
islands  is  supposed  to  be  the  same  as 
our  own,  and,  as  American  ideas  are 
being  rapidly  instilled,  it  is  natural  to 
suppose  that  it  will  soon,  reach  as  a  high 
degree  of  perfection.  Many  improve¬ 
ments  are  already  noticeable  since 
American  occupation,  and  the  claim 
made  by  some  of  our  soldier  boys  that 
there  is  no  such  thing  as  a  postal  system 
can  no  longer  be  substantiated.

Stamp  collecting  has  gained  for  itself 
such  widespread  popularity  that  it  has 
J  become  a  science  and  has  received  the 
i  name  Philately,  and  the  collectors, 
I  Philatelists.  Last  spring  the  Brooklyn 
r  institute  of  Arts  and  Sciences  created  a 

>  department  of  Philately,  thus  recognizing 
i  it  as  one  of  the  sciences.  Societies  of 
[  Philately  have  been  formed  in  all  parts 

>  of  this  country  and  in  Europe  and  many 
r  papers  are  being  published  in  the  interest 
j  of  stamp  collecting. 

All  this  proves  that  stamp  collecting 

Sis  not  a  mere  fad  or  hobby  of  certain 
persons,  as  is  too  generally  supposed. 
Yet  the  interest  in  stamps  and  the 
knowledge  about  them  comes  gradually 
to  all  Philatelists. 

I  well  remember  the  first  time  I  heard 
of  anyone’s  collecting  cancelled  postage 
stamps.  It  seemed  to  me  a  most-absurd 
fad.  I  could  sympathize  with  the  Irish¬ 
man,  whose  son  was  a  collector. 
“Bedad,”  he  said,  “If  ye  ain’t  making 
a  big  kind  of  fuss  over  a  little  piece  of 
colored  paper  with  jist  a  little  fancy 
stuff  around  the  idge.”  It  was  not  long 
however,  before  I  found  myself  securing 

(the  stamps  from  old  letters  and  saving 
all  that  I  could  lay  my  hands  on.  After 
I  had  added  to  this  diminutive  collection 
about  a  dozen  foreign  varieties  I  con¬ 
sidered  myself  a  full  fledged  collector. 
No  longer  were  these  stamps  termed 
small  pieces  of  paper  and  if  anyone  in 
my  presence  called  them  such  he  quick¬ 
ly  repented. 

Christmas  soon  came  and  with  it  a 
stamp  album.  Now  my  work  began  in 
earnest  for  to  place  the  stamps  in  the 

(album  neatly  one  must  needs  have  deft 
fingers.  The  stamps  are  easily  torn  and 
a  torn  stamp  has  little  value  and  is  not 
an  ornament  to  any  album.  With  an 
outlay  of  ten  cents  one  can  secure  one 
thousand  small,  square  gummed  hinges 
which  are  used  to  place  the  specimens 


in  the  book.  The  apparent  size  of  my 
collection  had  considerably  diminished 
when  it  wTas  mounted  in  my  album.  As 
most  of  my  stamps  were  of  the  common 
varieties  of  United  States  stamps,  many 
of  the  pages  were  blank.  Now  came 
the  problem  of  how  to  enlarge  my  col¬ 
lection. 

My  first  step  in  this  direction  was  to 
study  the  alluring  advertisements  of 
numerous  companies.  The  result  of  this 
was  that  I  sent  my  name  to  one  of  these 
firms.  I  received  in  return  a  good  col¬ 
lection  of  stamps  on  approval,  as  it  is 
called.  These  collections  consist  of 
stamps  mounted  on  sheets  of  paper  with 
the  value  of  each  stamp  given.  After 
one  has  selected  the  specimens  he  desires 
he  returns  the  rest.  This  is  a  most 
satisfactory  way  of  obtaining  stamps  but 
necessitates  the  expenditure  of  a  small 
amount  of  money. 

A  collector  of  postage  stamps  has  a 
great  advantage  over  other  collectors  as 
he  can  secure  his  collection  with  the  out 
lay  of  so  little  money.  Take  for  instance 
a  collection  of  coins.  He  is  forced  to 
pay  a  goodly  sum  for  each  one  of  his 
coins  as  every  coin  has  a  face  value,  it 
matters  not  how  great  or  how  small  the 
denomination.  In  spite  of  the  absence 
of  intrinsic  worth,  some  cancelled  stamps 
command  very  high  prices. 

The  highest  price  ever  paid  for  a 
United  States  stamp  was  $4,400.  This 
was  an  old  Baltimore  local  issued  by  a 
private  citizen  of  Baltimore  before  the 
postal  system  was  under  the  control  of 
Uncle  Sam. 

The  fact  that  the  stamps  differ  so  much 
in  value  makes  them  of  just  so  much 
more  interest.  They  also  vary  widely 
in  size,  shape,  design  and  color.  The 
average  size  is  that  of  our  common  two 
cent  red  stamp.  Yet  there  are  stamps 
which  would  measure  three  or  four 
inches  in  length  and  some  are  round, 
others  three  cornered. 

The  changes  which  have  taken  place 
in  the  last  ten  years  in  the  two  cent 
United  States  stamp  now  in  general  use, 
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are  unknown  to  the  majority  of  Ameri¬ 
cans.  This  stamp  when  first  issued  was 
a  darker  shade  of  red,  lake  as  it  is  called 
than  the  present  one.  Then  came  a 
change  in  design.  A  small  triangle  was 
placed  in  each  of  the  upper  corners  of 
stamp  and  the  shade  was  changed  to 
that  of  the  stamp  now  issued.  The  next 
alteration  was  the  placing  of  a  small  cap 
over  the  figure  in  the  lower  corners. 
These  are  termed  cap  two  stamps. 

Why  do  you  collect  stamps  is  a  ques¬ 
tion  I  often  hear.  A  small  boy  when 
asked  this  same  question  promptly  re¬ 
plied,  “Why!  for  fun.’’  This  would  be 
the  most  truthful  answer  I  could  give. 
I  do  it  because  I  enjoy  it.  However, 
this  reply  often  fails  to  satisfy  the  ques¬ 
tioner  and  I  am  forced  to  give  more 
practical  reasons.  One  who  makes  a 
study  of  Philately  soon  acquires  a  useful 
knowledge  of  Geography  and  History. 
One  becomes  familiar  wdth  the  money 
used  in  different  parts  of  the  world.  It 
teaches  one  to  .be  careful  and  neat  and 
above  all  it  trains  one  in  observing 
closely.  One  who  is  familiar  with  stamps 
which  have  undergone  changes  similar 
to  those  of  our  own  two  cent  and  the 
success  of  a  Philatelist  rests  largely  on 
his  ability  in  detecting  these  minor 
changes.

fl  Retrospect. 

Sixty-four  mouths  old!  Few  philate¬ 
lic  publications  can  survive  the  numerous 
hardships  that  are  their  portion  as  long 
a  period  as  this.  This  is  aptly  demon¬ 
strated  by  the  recent  demise  of  the 
Evergreen  State  Philatelist— a  sad  and 
regretable  event.  This  leaves  the  West 
the  oldest  philatelic  paper  in  America 
published  by  a  non-dealer — and  only 
three  papers  contemorary  to  its  first 
number  are  now  appearing,  and  these 
are  all  controlled  by  dealers.  Truly  a 
notable  distinction.  It  seems  befitting 
that  at  this  time  a  few  reminiscenses 
should  be  indulged  in. 

December  1895 !  A  memorable  month 
for  Brodstone  and  Wilkinson.  After 
weeks  and  months  of  planning  and 
figuring— scheming  how  to  successfully 
fill  that  “long  felt  want,’’  and  using 
quantities  of  graphite  in  the  ante-natal 
computation  of  profits— the  Philatelic 
West  was  given  to  the  public.  The 
publishers  lacked  the  (compass  of  ex¬ 
perience  to  guide  them,  and  they  found 


that  their  path  was  not  strewm  with  roses 
to  any  noticeable  extent.  But  Brodstone 
is  endowed  with  that  rare  gift  tritely 
termed  sticktoit-iveness,  and  this  prov¬ 
ed  valuable  to  the  aspirants  in  that 
critical  time,  and  the  storms  of  the  first 
year  were  weathered,  success  seemed 
assured. 

Vol.  I  No.  1  consisted  of  but  four  * 
pages,  in  size  slightly  larger  than  that 
of  the  current  issues.  This  style  was 
adhered  to  during  the  first  volume .  | ! 
With  the  first  number  of  Vol.  II  the 
present  size  of  page  was  adopted.  The 
typographical  work  a*  this  time  was 
sans  reproche.  The  publication  of  cuts 
of  various  philatelic  lights  was  now  be¬ 
gun,  to  Mr.  F.  B.  Woolston  being  ac¬ 
corded  the  honor  of  being  the  first  sub¬ 
ject.  These  illustrations  have  continued 
to  be  a  noteworthy  feature.  The  fortunate 
possessor  of  a  complete  file  has  a  valu¬ 
able  collection  of  the  likenesses  of  a  host 
of  philatelists  who  have  achieved  success 
and  risen  to  prominence — many  of 
whom  have  passed  into  the  great  un¬ 
known. 

In  June,  1897,  Wilkinson  found  that 
business  cares  demanded  his  entire  at¬ 
tention,  and  not  wishing  to  slight  his 
portion  of  the  cares  incidental  to  publi¬ 
cation,  he  transferred  his  interest  to 
Brodstone  and  resigned  the  editorial 
post.  This  left  Brodstone  the  sole  own¬ 
er,  and  finding  that  he  too  lacked  the 
requisite  time  to  assure  the  continuance 
of  the  success  the  paper  had  been  en¬ 
joying,  he  entered  into  a  successful  ne¬ 
gotiations  with  Mr.  R.  L.  Shepard,  of 
Omaha.  Under  this  gentleman’s  ad¬ 
ministration  *  *  *  *  numbers  appeared, 
Brodstone  again  resuming  control  in 
Dec.  1897. 

In  casting  about  for  a  new  editor,  his 
eye  fell  upon  Mr.  F.  Woolston,  at  that 
time  residing  in  Wayne,  Nebr.  That 
his  judgement  was  good  was  evidenced 
by  the  meritorious  labors  of  the  new  in¬ 
cumbent.  He  continued  in  the  editorial 
chair  until  September  1899,  when  Mr. 

A.  C.  Daily,  of  Omaha,  was  called  to 
take  up  the  work.  Under  his  efficient 
management  the  editorial  columns  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  of  a  high  standard. 
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Various  philatelic  stars  have  been 
identified  with  the  West  in  the  capacities 
of  Associate  Editors.  In  December  1898 
a  camera  department— a  feature  that  has 
contributed  much  to  the  popularity  of 
the  West— was  added,  Mr.  G.  B.  Ward, 
of  Chicago  being  in  charge.  Another 
change  in  the  personel  of  the  editorial 
staff  occurred  in  July,  1899,  Mr.  S.  R. 
Hughes  assuming  the  duties  of  associate 
editor  and  Mr.  H.  V.  Thornton  becom¬ 
ing  editor  of  that  department  now  term¬ 
ed  the  Camera  News.  Mr.  Hughs  sur¬ 
vived  the  ordeal  but  a  short  time,  he  re¬ 
linquishing  his  title  in  September  1899. 
During  1900  the  following  gentlemen 
acted  in  the  various  capacities  mention¬ 
ed:  Mr.  A.  R.  Thiele,  Post  cards  and 
Philatelic  Review;  Mr.  G.  Pepper,  Fiscal ; 
Mr.  R.  F'.  Greene,  Curios.  The  latter 
three  still  retain  their  jobs. 

We  have  exhausted  personalities — let 
us  try  generalities.  A  remarkable  and 
interesting  feature  of  the  West  has  been 
its  steady  growth  in  size,  attractiveness 
and  value,  this  being  accompanied  by 
a  similar  increase  in  patronage.  Begin¬ 
ning  with  four  pages  and  a  rather  at¬ 
tenuated  subscription  list,  it  has  develop¬ 
ed  into  an  “elephantine  magazine,’’  to 
quote  from  a  recent  review  artists  re¬ 
marks,  replete  with  choice  varied  read¬ 
ing  matter  and  interesting  advertise¬ 
ments.  The  subscription  list — too  large 
to  mention ;  a  disclosure  of  figures 
might  lead  some  to  question  our  well 
known  veracity.  The  West  is  one  of 
two  philatelic  publications  that  the 
mercantile  agencies  quote — and  their 
quotations  are  good,  indeed.  The  West 
has  always  been  a  warm  friend  to  so¬ 
cieties,  great  or  small,  and  has  ever 
stood  ready  to  lend  aid  to  thelproduction 
of  the  new  and  to  the  upbuilding  of  the 
old.  The  editorial  policies  expounded 
by  the  first  incumbent — to  refrain  from 
personal  vituperation,  to  avoid  unclean 
politics,  to  always  be  fair,  square  and 
impartial  in  every  way — haye  been 
closely  adhered  to  by  his  successors. 


No  stress  is  laid  on  the  mentioned  fact 
that  the  first  editor  inaugurated  these 
rules.  It  is  mentioned  as  a  commend¬ 
able  feature  which  has  deservedly  en¬ 
hanced  the  paper’s  popularity. 

Many  events  of  note  have  occurred 
since  the  West  first  appeared.  Changes, 
some  startling,  others  gradual,  have 
occuired.  Collectors  have  arrived — 
collectors  have  departed.  During  the 
West’s  life,  stamp  papers,  meritorious 
and  otherwise,  have  been  born,  have 
thriven,  waned,  died.  Wars  have  oc¬ 
curred,  governments  have  been  altered. 
To  chronicle  all  of  these  would  be  fitting, 
but  space  forbids. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  present 
the  opening  editorial  appearing  in  the 
West’s  first  number.  We  disclaim  its 
reproduction  as  a  matter  of  personal 
pride  in  the  authorship — it  is  merely 
given  to  show  the  modest  expectations 
and  promises  that  the  publishers  en¬ 
tertained  and  made  and  their  ample 
fulfillment. 

“There  is  no  special  reason  why,  but 
The  Philatelic  West  is  here,  and  pos¬ 
sibly  to  stay.  Who  knows?  It  sent 
out  no  heralds  in  advance — few  knew 
it  was  enroute.  But  it  is  here  and  in¬ 
tends  to  make  regular  trips  in  the 
future. 

It  has  not  come  to  fill  a  long  felt 
want.  At  least  that  was  not  the  origi¬ 
nal  intention.  But  if,  by  any  means, 
it  can  overtake  this  “long  felt  want” 
of  which  so  many  speak,  it  will  en¬ 
deavor  to  fill  it  to  overflowing. 

This  sheet  is  not  as  good  as  we  hoped 
to  make  the  first  number.  But  who  is 
ever  ready  when  the  day  comes  to 
launch  a  venture?  However,  a  stamp 
paper  cannot  be  born  full  grown:  they 
are  a  growth  rather  than  a  creation.  It 
is  therefore  hoped  by  the  editors  and 
publishers  that  the  contracts  between 
this,  our  first  number,  and  those  which 
follow  it  will  form  a  series  of  pleasant 
surprises  to  our  readers. 

We  need  make  no  formal  announce¬ 
ment  of  the  raison  d’etre.  This  num¬ 
ber  and  those  that  will  follow  will 
speak  for  themselves,  and  we  are  con¬ 
fident  that  we  will  give  the  philatelic 
public  a  good  excuse  for  living.”

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Stamps  of  Germany. 

; By  E.  R..  STEINBRVECK. 


This  sketch  does  not  claim  scientific  merit.  It 
is  just  what  I  read  from  my  stamp  collection 
spiced  with  reminiscences  for  easier  digestion. 

(Continued  from  February  No.) 

ISMARK  had  great 
ideas  and  plans  in 
his  ambitious  mind 
for  the  restoration 
of  Germany,  which 
had  been  broken 
and  scattered  into 
32  little  sovereign¬ 
ties  by  the  great 
schemer  Napoleon 
I  always  afraid  and 
jealous  of  Germany’s  power  among  the 
nations.  Hanover  which  had  shown 
hostilities,  as  well  as  other  little  states, 
became  either  provinces  of  Prussia  or 
were  subdued  under  her  control,  gradu¬ 
ally  becoming  Prussian  territory  and  so 
consequently  they  lost  all  reason  for  is¬ 
suing  stamps  of  their  own.  We  find 
that  the  duchy  of  Aldenburg  her  last 
issue  1862  with  the  arms  of  the  Duke 
flying,  Hanover  with  the  picture  of  her 
blind  King  George  in  1864,  Saxony  with 
her  shield  of  black  and  gold  stripes 
crossed  by  a  crest,  Hamburg  with  her 
white  three  towered  castle  on  a  red  field, 
Lubeck  with  her  crownless  black  double 
eagle  on  a  golden  field,  Bremen  with 
her  key  (Bremer  Schlotel”)  and  Schles¬ 
wig-Holstein  with  numerals,  all  these 
latter  ceased  issuing  stamps  in  1868. 

The  flag  of  Hamburg,  under  w'hich  I 
have  been  sailing  for  three  long  hard 
years,  all  for  fun,  recalls  to  my  memory 
always  a  friendly  and  sweet  recollection. 
Of  the  friendly  I  may  say,  that  the  boy’s 
restless  longing  for  the  wide,  w-ide  world 
was  satisfied— of  the  sweet  I  shall  not 
speak. 

The  stamps  of  the  Dukedom  of  Bruns¬ 
wick  with  the  white  horse  on  a  red  field 


dissappeared  with  the  issue  of  1866;  the 
ox  head  of  the  Duke  of  Mecklenburg  a 
year  afterwards.  Only  the  sovereign 
kingdoms  of  Bavaria  and  Wurtenberg, 
the  latter  with  three  pronges  of  the  deer 
of  her  dense  forests  remained  sovereign 
and  independent  till  our  present  lime. 

Before  we  go  any  further  I  have  to 
review  the  stamps  of  Prussia,  my  native 
land,  the  first  stamps  I  e  /er  saw.  There 
I  behold  the  face  of  the  old  King  Fried¬ 
rich  Wilhelm  IV  to  whom  I  swore,  a 
mariner,  allegiance  in  1855.  As  a  boy 
of  11  years  old  I  remember  the  uprising 
of  the  people  in  Berlin  and  the  notorious 
18th  day  of  March  1848.  I  recollect  the 
shooting,  the  noise  of  battle  in  the 
streets  of  the  capital  and  the  tolling  of 
the  bells.  I  recollect  the  barricades,  the 
uprooted  pavement  and  the  demolished 
buildings,  wandering  with  my  cockade 
of  black,  red  and  gold  through  the 
streets  after  the  storm  had  lulled  down. 
On  the  18th  day  of  March  1848,  the 
people  had  crowded  in  front  of  the  royal 
palace  demanding  certain  concessions, 
which  were  granted  by  the  liberal  and 
softhearted  king,  when  the  crown -prince 
William  of  Prussia,  later  King  William 
III  of  Prussia  and  again  Emperor  of 
Germany  as  William  I,  stepped  up  in 
rage,  shouting,  “Shoot  down  the  dogs !  ” 
A  single  shot  fell — The  people  rushed 
back  “To  arms!”  and  the  murderous, 
bloody  fight  began.  Barricades  were 
thrown  up  in  no  time  omnibus, ithey  had 
no  street  cars  in  those  times,  and  other 
vehicles  were  overthrown  and  piled  up 
with  the  furniture  taken  from  the  houses. 
Furious  hags  squirted  vitriol  and  threw 
bricks  and  other  missiles  from  the  house 
top  onto  the  soldiers,  mutilating  and 
burning  them  fearfully,  and  the  King 
and  Queen  weeping  did  order  the  retreat 
and  withdrew  the  troops  from  the  city 
and  the  rage  of  the  people  calmed  down. 

When  the  grand  and  endless  funeral 
procession  of  all  the  heroes  and  others 
fallen  in  the  struggle  for  liberty  was 
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passing- the  royal  palace  on  its  way  to 
Friedrichshain,  I  stood  by.  I  saw  the 
king"  in  his  soldier’s  fatigue  dress  step 
out  on  the  balcony  and  “Cap  off!”  the 
people  shouted.  The  old  king  doffed 
his  cap,  though  that  is  no  soldierly  cus¬ 
tom  and  stood  there  humbly  and  griev¬ 
ed.  He  soon  afterwards  died  and 
William,  crownprince  became  king. 
With  an  iron  fist,  he  restored  peace  and 
quietude,  henceforth  called  Grenade- 
prince.  With  his  reign  the  old  stamps 
with  the  picture  of  Fredric  William  IV 
were  replaced  by  stamps  with  no  por¬ 
trait  but  the  Prussian  eagle,  the  black 
eagle  of  the  Dukes  of  Brandenburg  on 
the  white  field.  The  new  king’s  pic¬ 
ture  did  not  appear  and  I  guess  why. 
I  suppose  William  III  did  not  fancy  to 
have  his  back  licked  and  his  face 
punched  not  even  in  effigie.  The 
stamps  with  the  eagle  first  appeared  in 
1861  with  denomonations  of  Pfennige 
and  Silbergrosden  12  Pfennige  to  one 
Silbergroschen  and  30  Silbergroschen, 
to  one  Fhaler.  Hater  in  1867,  to  suit 
the  monetary  systems  of  some  of  the 
annexed  countries  a  new  issue  with  the 
denomination  kreuzer  was  made.  60 
kreuzer  to  one  gulden,  one  gulden,  20 
silbergroschen.  To  do  away  with  all 
private  stamps  and  individual  tokens 
of  seceding  character,  as  afore  said, 
these  stamps  of  Brunswick,  Hanover, 
Mecklenburg,  Hansa  cities,  Oldenburg 
Saxony,  Schleswig  Holstein  and  Prus¬ 
sia  were  cancelled  and  a  new  postal 
union  was  created  the  Nord  Deutscher 
Postverein  under  the  controll  and  sup¬ 
ervision  of  Prussia  in  1868.  To  men¬ 
tion  the  stamps  of  the  Prince  of  Thuru 
and  Taxis  I  would  say  that  this  prince 
was  no  sovereign  prince  only  owner 
of  vast  landed  property  in  the  north 
and  south  of  Germany.  It  would  not 
have  been  proper  for  him  to  make  an 
arrogant  display  of  his  own  colors  and 
therefore  probably  his  private  stamps 
were  single  numerals  with  the  token 
of  postal  service,  of  old  and  romantic 


times  of  travel  the  post  horses  in  the 
four  corners.  These  stamps  of  Thurn 
and  Taxis  I  compare  in  nature  with  the 
private  medicine  stamps  of  our  days  in 
U.  S.  and  Bergedorf  stamps  are  consid¬ 
ered  to  be  about  the  same.  Bergedorf 
is  a  small  town  having  been  tributary  to 
Hamburg  and  is  now  long  ago  swallowed 
by  Prussia.  Prussia  then  organized  and 
installed  the  North  German  Postal 
Union  in  1868  and  these  stamps  of  the 
“Nord  German  Post  Bezirk”  North 
German  Postal  District,  very  consider¬ 
ately  appear  without  any  display  of 
arms,  or  any  token  of  power  or  suprem¬ 
acy.  They  are  adorned  significantly 
with  a  wreath  of  the  leaves  of  the  Ger¬ 
man  oak,  the  “wreath  of  the  victor’’  for 
the  northern  countries,  where  the  laurel 
does  not  grow,  and  for  Germany  in  par¬ 
ticular.  The  stamps  of  the  Nord  Deut¬ 
scher  Post  Bezirk  in  two  different  de¬ 
signs,  one  with  a  circle  for  the  groschen 
and  the  other  with  an  oval  for  the  kreu¬ 
zer  to  suit  the  moneys  of  the  different 
German  states  were  in  use  only  three 
years,  Brunswick,  Oldenburg,  Mecklen¬ 
burg  and  Saxony  and  even  Prussia  en¬ 
velopes  being  surcharged  with  the  stamp 
of  the  N.  D.  P.  B.  in  such  a  manner  that 
only  a  very  small  corner  of  the  original 
stamp  was  allowed  to  peep  out  into  the 
world,  the  eclipse  soon  becoming  total. 
As  Napoleon  I’s  policy  had  broken  Ger¬ 
many’s  power,  Napoleon  III  was  des¬ 
tined  to  be  the  indirect  means  to  restore 
that  country  to  its  former  splendor  and 
proper  place  amongst  the  great  powers 
of  the  world.  France  stepped  in  her 
impudence  and  hatred  on  Prussia’s  toe 
in  1870  not  giving  her  consent,  she  was 
not  asked  for,  to  the  accession  of  the 
Spanish  throne  by  a  German  prince. 
The  quick  invasion  of  the  German  troops 
and  the  seizure  of  Alsace  and  Uorraine 
did  away  with  the  French  stamp  of  old 
and  the  so  called  war  stamps,  very 
sinple  numerals,  without  any  show  of 
partiality  came  in  use  for  a  verv  short 
time.

of  the  GreeKf .

PART  I— Cont’d. 

PERIOD  II  B.C.  480-400. 

High  authorities  divide  the  coins  of 
this  period  into  two  broad  classes,  those 
which  are  in  appearance  like  the  archaic 
coins  of  period  1,  and  those  which  bord¬ 
er  upon  the  coins  of  the  fully  developed 
and  artistic  workmanship  of  Period  III. 

Cyzicus,  on  the  Propontis,  in  Asia 
Minor,  an  important  commercial  city 
obtained  the  monopoly  of  coining  elect- 
rum,  the  “Great  King’’  retaining  the 
right  to  coin  pure  gold. 

The  Athenian  coinage  in  European 
Greece  had  a  wide  circulation  and  the 
purity  of  the  metals  used  obtained  for  it 
a  high  reputation  both  in  Europe  and  in 
the  far  East,  and  so  accurate  was  its 
weight  that  it  was  thought  unwise  to 
change  the  types  lest  its  circulation 
should  suffer. 

So  while  other  Greek  rulers  are  con¬ 
stantly  improving  the  workmanship  of 
their  coin  engraving,  the  Attic  coins  re¬ 
main  as  rude  and  unsightly  as  ever. 

A  money  that  had  a  wide  circulation 
in  those  times  is  the  Corinthian,  espec¬ 
ially  that  of  the  West . 

The  coins  of  Elis,  in  contrast  to  those 
of  Athens  and  Corinth  present  a  great 
variety  of  types  and  an  improvement  in 
style. 

I  wish  to  make  mention  of  some  of  the 
types  on  the  coins  of  Elis  on  account  of 
their  peculiar  artistic  value.  Among 
them  were  shown :  An  eagle  with  ser¬ 
pent;  reverse,  a  thunderbolt.  Similar, 
but  with  Nike  running,  carrying  a 
wreath,  on  reverse.  Head  of  Olympian 
Zeus;  reverse  thunderbolt  in  laurel 
wreath;  weight  185  grains.  Another 
has  upon  it  the  head  of  Hera  wearing 
upright  stephanos.  An  interesting  one ; 
An  eagle  devouring  a  hare;  revenue 
Nike  seated  on  a  base.  In  the  exergue 


a  branch  of  laurel.  The  reverse  of  this 
coin  was  considered  so  fine  that  Mr.  T. 
Wyson  copied  it  in  engraving  the  medal 
commemorative  of  the  battle  of  Waterloo. 

These  staters  of  Elis  are  the  most 
varied  and  beautiful  in  the  whole  range 
of  Greek  coins.  At  this  mint  artists  of 
the  highest  abilities  were  employed. 
The  types  often  refer  to  the  worship  of 
Zeus  and  Hera  at  Olympia. 

The  Coinage  of  Tarentum  was  the 
richest. 

In  Sicily  the  city  of  Syracuse  present¬ 
ed  more  types  than  any  other  city  in 
Greece,  and  so  marked  is  the  improve- 
in  style  that  it  can  be  traced  step  by 
step. 

During  this  transitional  period  we 
notice  a  great  improvement  in  the  tech¬ 
nical  skill  in  which  the  coin  dies  are 
prepared.  The  former  rude  incuse 
square  is  improved  upon  by  a  regular 
incuse  square,  often  containing  a  devise 
and  occasionly  an  ornamented  quarter¬ 
ing,  as  well  as  the  name  of  the  issuing 
city  or  magistrate  under  whose  author¬ 
ity  the  coin  wTas  struck.  But  in  Asia 
Minor  the  incuse  square  is  adhered  to 
down  to  a  more  recent  time  than  in 
European  Greece. 

An  increased  delicacy  in  the  rendering 
of  details  and  a  true  knowledge  of  the 
anatomical  structure  of  the  human  body 
are  among  the  artistic  features  shown  by 
the  coin  engravers  of  this  period.  And 
towards  the  close  of  the  period  are  shown 
greater  freedom  of  movement,  and  a 
great  effort  to  realize  ideal  conceptions, 
and  a  mastery  of  technical  skill. 

The  Chief  sculptors  of  the  time,  and 
contemporary  with  the  coins  to  be  pre¬ 
sently  described,  are  the  following; 

Class  a:  Sicyon — Canachus  and  Aris- 
tocles. 

Aegltia — Callon  and  Onatas. 
Argos — Ageladas-B.  C.  508-452 
Rhegium — Pvthagoras  (before 
B.  C.  450)  ' 

Athens — Calatnis  and  Myron. 

Class  b:  Athens — Myron,  Phidias  and 
Alcamenes. 

Peloponnesus —  Pol  y  c  1  e  t  u  s, 
Pseonius  of  Mende.

It  is  with  a  certain  amount  of  dis¬ 
gust  that  the  average  collector  views 
the  squabbles  between  many  of  our 
stamp  papers.  Month  in  and  month 
out,  the  long  suffering  reader  is  regal¬ 
ed  (?)  with  an  unedifying  account  of 
the  petty  grievances,  fancied  or  real  of 
the  editors. 

All  this  uproar  because  the  ink-sling¬ 
er  of  the  “Pokunk  Philatelist”  thinks 
that  the  chief  scribe  of  the  “Stamp 
Crank”  has  not  given  him  enough  free 
puffs.  Or  perhaps  the  aforesaid  chief 
scribe  has  playfully  remarked  that 
“Bro.  So  and  So  parts  his  hair  in  the 
middle,”  or  something  equally  trivial. 
Upon  reading  this,  Bro.  So  and  So,  with 
fire  in  his  eye  (and  perhaps  murder  in 
his  heart)  takes  off  his  coat,  paces  up 
and  down  his  sanctum  a  few  times  to 
get  up  steam,  grasps  his  trusty  pen 
and  dashes  off  a  few  pages  of  “copy” 
that  fill  even  a  disinterested  reader 
with  apprehension  for  the  safety  of  the 
luckless  wight  who  incurred  his  des¬ 
perate  displeasure. 

Doesn’t  it  seem  ridiculous?  Might 
not  all  the  energy  and  space  wasted  in 
this  manner  be  used  to  better  purpose? 
It  is  my  opinion  that  one  inch  of  space 
devoted  to  the  enlightenment  of  the 
reader,  would  be  more  appreciated  by 
the  stamp  collecting  public  than  col¬ 
umns  of  venomous  attacks  upon  con¬ 
temporaries. 

“But  we  must  maintain  our  dignity” 
exclaims  one  who  imagines  he  has  been 
injured  by  some  pleasantry  of  another 
paper.  Maintaining  your  dignity  is 
perfectly  proper,  but  did  you  ever  see 
anybody  maintain  his  dignity  by 
throwing  generous  quantities  of  mud  at 
his  neighbor?  Neither  can  you  main- 
your dignity  by  retaliating  in  the  man¬ 


ner  usually  adopted.  You  certainly 
will  not  rise  in  the  estimation  of  your 
readers,  nor  will  you  add  to  your  popu¬ 
larity,  and  incidentally,  prosperity. 

Do  not  construe  this  article  as  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  run  your  paper,  Mr.  Publish¬ 
er.  It  is  written  merely  to  let  you 
know  how  an  onlooker  feels  about 
these  “tempests  in  a  teapot.” 

Perhaps  one  great  cause  of  this 
friction  in  our  ranks  is  the  “Review 
Department.”  Much  good  has  been, 
and  can  yet  be  done  by  a  department 
of  this  kind,  provided  it  is  conducted 
by  an  able  writer  who  can,  and  is  not 
afraid  to  give  his  unbiased  opinion 
of  the  various  publications  sent  him 
for  review.  He  should  treat  all  alike, 
those  deserving  of  commendation  or 
censure  should  receive  it  regardless  of 
who  or  what  they  are. 

Honest  criticism  will  do  no  one  harm, 
and  a  publisher  who  is  so  near  sighted 
that  he  flares  up  whenever  he  is  given 
a  kindly  suggestion  regarding  the  im¬ 
provement  of  his  journal,  is  to  be 
pitied. 

But  then  again  the  reviewer  should 
take  into  consideration  that  some 
papers  are  not  as  opulent  as  others. 
They  cannot  buy  the  best  MSS.,  they 
cannot  dress  themselves  as  they  would 
like,  but  must  be  content  to  eke  out 
their  existence  as  best  they  can,  and 
with  the  means  at  their  disposal. 

Therefore,  O  Wielder  of  the  Tren¬ 
chant  Pen  and  Knight  of  the  Review! 
Judge  not  too  harshly  the  shortcom¬ 
ings  of  your  fellow  workers.  Instead 
of  reviling  them  for  some  error,  (for 
you  know  to  err  is  human)  extend  the 
hand  of  fellowship  and  lead  them  into 
the  light.

The  stamps  of  the  old  German  States 
are  often  found  on  original  covers  cast¬ 
ing  curious  side  lights  on  the  commerce 
and  social  intercourse  of  fifty  years  ago 
as  well  as  upon  postal  peculiarities  of 
that  time.  I  have  before  me  a  yellow 
3Kr.  stamp  of  the  first  issue  of  Baden, 
stuck  on  the  back  of  a  grocery  bill. 
The  stamp  and  bill  came  from  Kenzingen , 
Baden,  dated  with  a  datestamp  consist¬ 
ing  of  two  concentric  circles  with  the 
name  between  them  above  and  date — 
10  Okt.,  year  illegible— within  the  inner 
circle;  the  stamp  is  cancelled  with  the 
usual  five- ring  cancellator  of  Baden 
showing  the  number  of  the  postoffice  in 
the  center  of  five  concentric  circles — 69 
seems  to  be  the  Kenzingen  number. 
The  letter  bears  no  arrival  postmark,  but 
the  railway  postmark : 


of  sulphur,  1  box  of  candy  and  1  sack  of 
Java  coffee;  the  latter  is  billed  at  about 
16  cents  per  pound,  which  seems  not  so 
bad  for  that  time  (1853).  The  total 
amount  was  82  gulden  29  Kreuzer  ;  the 
recipient  deducted  1  gulden  7  Kreuzer, 
adding  at  the  side  “1  per  cent  discount” 
which  seems  to  me  very  peculiar  arith¬ 
metic,  and  endorsed  below,  in  German, 
of  course:  “Sent  by  mail  on  the  15th 
inst,”  so  that  he  was  at  least  a  prompt 
settler.  An  interesting  light  is  cast  upon 
the  complications  of  the  German  coin¬ 
age  at  that  time  by  a  printed  notice  on 
the  bill  to  the  effect  that  all  currency, 
especially  of  the  Convention  Thaler 
Standard,  would  be  accepted  at  the 
Frankfurt  rate  of  exchange.  Frankfurt 
the  home  of  the  Rothschilds,  was  at 
that  time  the  money  market  of  central 
Burope  and  its  exchange  rates  dominat¬ 
ed  all  transactions  throughout  Germany, 
where  the  exchange  of  currency  was  at 
that  time  a  matter  of  daily  concern,  be¬ 
cause  of  the  many  individual  coinages 
then  current.  These  things  are  easier 
nowadays. 

The  addressee  of  this  letter  must  have 
been  a  merchant  with  considerable  trade 
for  I  have  before  me  a  number  of  other 
letters  addressed  to  him  by  various 
wholesale  houses.  One  of  them  bears  a 
green  3kr.  stamp  of  Baden  1853  issue 
and  comes  Freiburg.  The  stamp  is  can¬ 
celled  with  the  five  ring  cancellator 
bearing  the  number  13,  tire  number  of 
the  Freiburg  office ;  the  date  stamp  is :

B.  B.  means  Eisen-Bahn,  railway; 
Curs  means  route,  or  in  this  case  about 
the  same  as  trip,  No.  1,  the  mystic  sign 
at  the  end  denotes  the  direction,  though 
I  cannot  now  tell  just  what  direction  in 
this  case.  The  bill  is  addressed  to  a 
firm  at  Huttingen  ;  it  enumerates  1  box

struck  in  red  ink,  as  seems  to  have  been 
customary  there  at  this  time.  There  is 
no  arrival  stamp,  only  the  railway  post 
just  like  the  one  above  described,  only 
bearing  the  date  of  Oct.  14.  This  letter 
acknowledges  the  receipt  of  28.40  gulden 
in  payment  of  some  goods  and  mournful¬ 
ly  urges  the  addressee  to  accept  a  ship  • 
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ment  of  rice,  about  which  he  has  made 
complaint  as  not  being  equal  to  sample. 
The  closing  phrase  is  a  fine  specimen  of 
the  old  business  style  of  correspondence ; 
it  reads  in  literal  translation  like  this: 
“I  request  a  continuation  of  your  kind 
confidence,  wish  you  continual  wellbeing 
and  sign  with  all  respect  and  friendship 
-  -  -  -  ”  Quite  a  difference  from  the 
modern  “yours  respectfully”  or  even 
“yours  truly”! 

I  have  before  me  two  covers  hailing 
from  Wuerttemberg,  which  are  inter¬ 
esting  in  that  their  show  how  for  years 
after  the  introduction  of  stamps  in  that 
country  letters  were  still  prepaid  in 
cash.  Both  covers  are  official  ones  and 
have  been  used  twice.  The  inside,  the 
original  one,  is  addressed  to 
Herrn  Refissor  Meurat 
in  Stuttgart, 

and  bear  at  the  side  this  endorsement: 
D.  S. 

V.  Schultheissen  Both 
Eyfendorf. 

D.  S.  stands  for  Dienst-Sache — “Official 
Business;”  the  letter  came  from  the 
“Schultheiss”  or  Mayor  of  Eyfendorf 
and  went  to  a  treasury  auditor  of  the 
Royal  Government  at  Stuttgart.  The 
worthy  Mayor,  by  the  way,  was  a  little 
weak  on  his  spelling,  for  the  title  of 
this  auditor  in  German  should  be 
spelled  Revisor,  not  Refissor.  The 
letter  bears  no  stamp,  but  only  the 
large  numeral  3  written  in  red  ink,  3kr. 
being  the  single  letter  rate.  At  the 
upper  right  corner  it  bears  the  date- 
stamp  OBERNDORF

at  Eyfendorf.  It  also  shows  a  small

w'as  turned  by  the  auditor’s  office  and 
redirected  to  the  sender,  but  this  time 
it  bears  a  yellow  3  kr  stamp  of  the 
1851  issue,  cancelled  by  the  usual 
datestamp,  consisting  of  two  concentric 
circles,  bearing  Stuttgart  above  be¬ 
tween  them  and  the  date  within  the 
inner  circle. 


Another  envelope  before  me  is  just 
like  the  one  here  described,  but  origi¬ 
nated  at  Stuttgart  in  the  same  office 
and  was  turned  and  re-directed  by  the 
addressee,  the  same  one  as  above. 
Here  also  the  letter  was  franked  by 
the  large  figure  3  written  with  red 
pencil.  A  third  cover  is  precisely  simi¬ 
lar,  while  a  fouth  one  came  from  the 
same  official  in  Stuttgart,  but  is  ad¬ 
dressed  to  the  Royal  Circuit  Court  at 
Maulbronn;  the  clerk  of  court — -oh,  that 
our  officials  were  as  economical  also! — 
turned  it  and  re-directed  it  to  the  offi¬ 
cial  who  had  sent  it.  This  also  is 
franked  on  the  re-directed  side  by  the 
large  figure  3  in  red  ink,  the  other  side, 
bearing  the  usual  yellow  3  kr  stamp. 
Still  another  cover  has  been  used  three 
times.  It  came  from  the  same  official 
at  Stuttgart  as  all  the  others  and  is  ad¬ 
dressed  to  the  Royal  Circuit  Court  at 
Cannstatt.  Here  it  was  turned  and  re¬ 
directed  to 

Seiner  Wohlgeboren 

Herrn  Secretar  Weegmann

i.  e.  “To  the  wellborn  Mr.  Secretary 
W.,  Present.”  No  stamp  is  with  this 
address,  as  the  letter  was  probably  de¬ 
livered  by  messenger.  It  must  "have 
been  used  once  more  after  that  without 
change,  for  still  later  it  is  returned,  ad¬ 
dressed  to  official  who  sent  it,  not  by 
the  Circuit  Court,  nor  by  Mr.  Weeg¬ 
mann,  but  by  the  Mayor’s  office  at 
Uhlback,  though  the  cancellation  reads 
Cannstatt.  This  address  shows  no 
stamp,  but  only  a  large  figure  I  in  red 
ink.  Perhaps  the  enclosure  was  a 
printed  one;  as  you  will  notice,  all  those 
above  had  a  large  figure  3.  This  cover 
also  shows  two  delivery  marks:  one  at 
Stuttgart,  similar  to  the  one  with  D  1 
mentioned  above,  but  bearing  the  letter 
D3;  another  much  larger  one  probably 
used  at  Cannstatt,  showing. 

Some  other  similar 
covers  also  used  twice 
about  this  time  do  not 
show  the  large  written 
figures,  but  bear  stamps 
on  both  sides.  Ordinari- 
stamps  were  evidently 
employed  in  those  days  for  official 
matter  also,  but  in  1875  Wuerttemberg 
brought  a  set  ( Scott  Type  O  1 )  for 
communications  between  the  local 
authorities  and  in  1881  another  set 
(Scott  Type  O  2)  for  the  correspondence 
of  the  royal  government  officials.

To  all  my  old  friends  I  extend  a  heart¬ 
felt  greeting — to  those  I  hope  to  make, 
a  cordial  welcome ;  to  my  enemies — no 
editor  can  claim  immunity — I  will  not 
throw  down  the  guantlet,  but  extend 
the  hand  of  fellowship  in  recognition  of 
our  esteemable  common  cause ;  to  my 
late  predecessor,  congratulations  upon 
the  high  criterion  he  has  established  in 
this  work;  to  my  associate  editors,  an 
earnest  desire  for  harmonious,  creditable 
labor;  to  my  friend  the  printer,  an  ap¬ 
peal  for  consideration. 


That  these  notes  are  somewhat  cur¬ 
tailed  this  month  is  not  surprising  in 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  they  were  written 
“between  two  days.’’  Some  of  them 
were  skeletoned  for  another  column, 
which  was  tv.  be  headed  “By  the  Sixth 
Assistant  Editor,’’  we  having  assumed 
that  nom  de  guerre,  but  the  unexpected 
happened  and  it  becomes  imperative  to 
transform  them  iuto  editorials. 

East  month  we  made  a  few  remarks  in 
another  column  about  the  absence  of 
horse-sense  as  exhibited  by  bidders  at 
combination  mail  and  personal  bid  sales. 
After  being  present  at  the  last  sale  of 
the  Nebraska  Philatelic  Society,  held  in 
Omaha  Feb.  2nd,  no  reason  is  found  for 
a  change  of  opinion.  What  do  you 
think  of  a  bid  of  thirty -  five  cents  for 
the  2-6-10-12-30c  Navy?  They  are  not 
listed  in  the  sale  catalogue  as  having 
any  imperfections,  and  are  catalogued 
at  $7.50.  (We  bid  in  the  lot  for  seventy - 
five  cents  ourselves — but  that  is  another 
story).  Other  bids  on  this  sale  from 
out  of  town  collectors  were  just  as  in¬ 
sane  as  the  one  above  mentioned.  One 
man  sent  in  a  bid  on  every  lot,  and  his 
bids  all  being  of  the  above  character  he 
failed  to  secure  anything  worth  men¬ 
tioning.  Let  us  repeat,  the  only  plan 
from  which  results  may  be  expected  is  to 
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delegate  some  one  who  can  be  present 
at  the  sale  to  do  the  bidding.  Name  the 
maxium  figure  you  are  willing  to  pay, 
and  let  him  do  the  work  at  N.  P.  S. 
sales  for  any  member  of  the  society.

A  quotation  from  the  editorial  bow  ap¬ 
pearing  in  the  first  number  of  a  late 
aspirant  for  philatelic  honors:  “This 
paper  will  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
furthering  the  stamp  business  in  gene¬ 
ral  and  our  own  business  in  particular. 
While  advertisements  and  subscriptions 
will  be  thankfully  received,  they  are  not 
necessarily  indispensable  to  the  continu¬ 
ance  of  this  magazine.  The  proprietors 
are  amply  able  to  continue  the  publica¬ 
tion  regardless  of  the  support  we  receive 
in  this  direction.’’  This  is  a  variation 
of  the  stereotyped  “we  have  come  to 
stay,’’  and  is  a  strong  bid  for  patronage. 
However,  if  the  official  who  passes  on 
the  allowance  of  second-class  rates 
happens  to  peruse  it,  his  views  regarding 
the  paper  rates  are  obvious,  for  the  edi¬ 
torial  is  on  the  face  of  it  a  statement 
that  the  publication  is  and  for  the  com¬ 
pany  issuing  it.  The  publication  de¬ 
serves  success — we  trust  the  announce¬ 
ment  will  be  overlooked.

Some  complaint  has  been  made  that 
our  stamp  papers  are  devoting  too  much 
space  to  personal  items  and  views.  We 
may  have  made  some  criticism  on  this 
point  in  times  gone  by.  Perchance  the 
admonition  to  the  occupant  of  a  glass 
house  should  be  remembered.  However, 
this  tendency  is  not  to  be  wondered  at, 
after  all.  In  all  these  years  since  phila¬ 
tely  became  sufficiently  strong  to  sup¬ 
port  stamp  journals,  the  researches  of 
those  of  studious  leaning  have  been 
given  to  collectors  until  the  field  has 
been  so  generally  covered  there  is  very 
little  unexplored  territory.  Technical 
articles  still  abound,  but  in  the  main 


they  are  merely  a  relation  of  personal 
observations,  and  although  valuable  and 
interesting,  we  find  that  the  topic  has 
usually  been  touched  upon  previously. 
It  is  not  true,  as  some  one  has  remarked, 
that  the  studious,  painstaking  collector 
is  becoming  less  numerous.  He  is  still 
with  us,  and  has  more  company  every 
year,  but  he  hesitates  to  write  for  publi¬ 
cation  upon  topics  that  have  been  given 
to  the  world'  by  his  co-laborers.  We 
recently  read  an  argument  that  philately 
was  rapidly  going  into  a  decadence,  the 
opinion  being  inspire  by  the  apparent 
lack  of  “heavy’’  contributions  to  our 
papers.  The  situation  should  occasion 
no  alarm — it  is  only  the  natural  trend  of 
affairs.  If  perusing  articles  of  lighter 
vein,  and  at  present  they  are  prevalent, 
does  not  agree  with  the  collector,  let 
him  turn  to  the  files  of  back  numbers 
which  contain  what  he  is  seeking.

It  is  hoped  that  our  brother  publishers 
will  deem  us  worthy  of  an  exchange 
copy  each  month.  We  have  such  a  large 
staff  that  this  may  appear  to  be  a  large 
order — but  don’t  forget  the  editor-in- 
chief,  anyway.  We  always  reciprocate 
to  an  unlimited  extent. 

There  are  a  great  many  odd  devices 
on  stamps,  some  of  which  have  a  mean¬ 
ing  and  are  worthy  of  study.  The  arms 
of  different  nations  are  frequently  made 
up  in  such  a  way  that  the  designs  are 
very  interesting.  The  double-headed 
eagle  which  may  be  seen  on  European 
stamps  has  its  origin  in  the  union  of  the 
Eastern  and  Western  empires  once  di¬ 
vided  under  the  Romans.  Stamps  such 
as  those  of  Bergedorf  show  the  bringing 
together  of  arms  of  different  nations, 
known  in  heraldry  as  quartering.  A 
collection  which  exhibits  the  different 
emblems  and  designs  used  in  heraldry 
would  surely  be  very  interesting  to  one 
who  likes  to  study  ancient  ideas  as  ap¬ 
plied  in  modern  life.

Collectors  should  examine  their 
stamps  carefully  for  rare  specimens 
which  they  are  likely  to  find  among 
those  of  many  countries.  It  has  been 
customary  among  all  collectors,  both 
young  and  old,  during  late  years  to 
use  a  perforation  guage  which  enables 
them  to  readily  discover  which  are  in 
many  instances  very  important  so  far 
as  the  collecting  value  of  stamps  is 
concerned.  The  way  in  which  the  size 
of  the  perforation  is  indicated  is  by 
the  numbers  that  are  to  be  found  in 
the  space  of  twenty  millimeters;  thus  a 
stamp  is  spoken  of  as  perforated  ten, 
twelve,  or  any  other  number.  Stamps 
which  are  quite  common  with  the  ord¬ 
inary  perforations  are  sometimes  ex¬ 
ceedingly  rare  and  high  priced  with 
perforations  that  are  unusual.  The 
countries  in  which  the  difference  in 
the  size  of  the  perforations  most  fre¬ 
quently  occurs  and  is  of  most  conse¬ 


quence  are  the  British  colonies  through¬ 
out  the  world.  There  is  likewise  var¬ 
iety  in  the  perforation  of  other  coun¬ 
tries;  but  in  some  of  these,  as  in  the 
case  of  Japan,  little  atttention  is  paid 
to  the  difference.

I  am  glad  to 
notice  an  earnest  appeal  for  the  col¬ 
lection  of  entires;  let  the  g*ood  work  go 
on.  The  advice  of  the  Canada  Stamp 
Sheet  to  the  writer  of  philatelic  articles 
is  quoted  approvingly — deservedly  so.

The  Philatelic  Chronicle  and  Adver- 
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tiser  has  grown  quite  large  since  New 
Year  and  has  added  illustrations  to 
its  good  features.  I  wish  it  success  in 
its  new  form.  The  chief  article  in  this 
number  is  a  translation  from  Le  Phil- 
ateliste  Trancais  on  the  “Post  Office” 
Mauritius,  with  a  picture  of  a  pair  of 
Id  sold  for  1800  pounds  by  Mr.  Peckitt 
some  time  ago.  Numerous  tables  of 
these  stamps  have  lately  appeared;  by 
way  of  summary  it  may  be  said  that 
of  the  Id  there  are  known  2  unused  and 
10  used  copies,  of  the  2d  3  unused  and 
5  used  copies,  20  in  all,  7  in  England, 
12  in  France,  1  in  Russia.  None  seems 
ever  to  have  been  over  here;  perhaps 
Mr.  Brodstone  has  already  made  enough 
on  the  Philatelic  West  to  buy  one?  The 
February  number  goes  for  the  Mafe- 
kings  and  has  an  article  on  the  distinc¬ 
tive  marks  of  genuine  Hamburgs. 

Since  the  lamented  decease  of  Le 
Timbre  Post,  the  front  rank  among 
Belgian  papers — perhaps  amongst  all 
those  in  the  French  language — is  held 
by  Le  Timbrophile  Beige.  Its  chron¬ 
icle  is  always  the  fullest  and  well 
illustrated;  I  am  glad  that  it  pays 
special  attention  to  entires.  In  addi¬ 
tion  the  February  number  has  the  first 
installment  of  an  important  article  on 
the  Samoa  Express  stamps.  I  call  at¬

Our  lively  little  Cuban  Exchange, 
El  Correo  de  Cuba,  boasts  a  new  head¬ 
ing  and  has  considerable  philatelic 
matter  of  late,  chiefly  on  new  issues. 
When  Cuba  has  become  entirely  inde¬ 
pendent,  as  we  trust  to  see  it  shortly, 
we  hope  that  this  energetic  contempo¬ 
rary  will  do  its  best  to  keep  the  Cuban 
postal  service  at  its  present  efficient 
level. 

The  four  numbers  of  E wen’s  Weekly 
Stamp  News  at  hand  contain  so  much 
of  interest  that  I  cannot  begin  to  do 
justice  to  them  here.  Special  attention 
is  lately  paid  by  this  paper  to  South 
African  postmarks.  If  it  gave  notes 
from  the  main  cities  of  Europe  it 
would  be  still  more  interesting  and  I 
am  sure  it  would  pay  them  to  do  so. 

The  Vertrauliches  Korrespondenz- 
blatt  has  fallen  into  good  hands  under 
the  management  of  the  society  at 
Kiel,  as  shown  by  the  February  num¬ 
ber.  It  contains  a  large  plate  with  for¬ 
gery  illustrations.  Amongst  other 
counterfeits  illustrated  is  one  of  the  lc 
Philippines  on  U.  S.  The  paper  is 
worthy  of  the  heartiest  support. 

No  242  of  the  Ee  Collectionneur  de 
Timbres-Poste  is  at  last  at  hand,  it  is 
almost  entirely  devoted  to  the  new 
French  set— not  exactly  complimentary 
either,  “But  what,”  asks  Mr.  Maury, 
“can  you  expect  of  a  postoffice  depart¬ 
ment  whose  chief  aim  is  economy?” 
As  these  new  ones  cost  only  4  cents  per 
1000,  one  .surely  cannot  expect  works  of 
art  for  the  price. 

The  February  number  of  Morley’s 
Philatelic  Journal  illustrates  an  article 
on  Queen  Victoria  by  reproductions  of 
her  most  noteworthy  stamp  portraits — 
an  interesting  gallery.  The  first  in¬ 
stalment  of  the  great  fiscal  catalogue 


covers  part  of  the  Argentine  revenue 
stamps,  will  evidently  be  an  extremely 
valuable  work.

Born  in  Germany,  near  Osnabruick, 
learned  trade  of  bookbinding,  station¬ 
ary  and  book  business.  Came  to 
America  in  1884  and  direct  to  St  Louis. 
Worked  for  wholesale  woolen  house  for 
13  years,  then  helped  to  start  the 
Winner  Magazine .  Went  to  Germany 
with  his  family  to  see  the  old  home  and 
to  attend  to  some  private  affairs.  While 
there  he  witnessed  the  wonderful  pro¬ 
portions  of  the  souvenir  card  business 
of  which  he  had  heard  so  much,  but 
never  expected  that  people  could  get 
wrapped  up  in  a  fad  of  this  kind  in  such 
a  manner.

Was  born  in  St.  Eiboire  P.  Q.  Canada 
Sept.  17,  1873,  but  came  to  this  country 
when  he  was  3  years  old  and  has  lived 
here  since. 

He  began  collecting  at  the  age  of  12 
when  his  school  teacher  gave  him  some 
very  valueable  stamps  as  a  present  on 
examination  day,  which  he  prized  very 
much  but  in  house  cleaning  the  next 
spring  his  mother  by  mistake  threw 
them  in  the  fire.

Buffalo  Ex¬ 
position  is  reported  to  have  rules  ready 
soon  for  camerists  who  wish  to  use 
cameras  there. 
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in  communication  with  200  people  whom 
he  has  never  seen,  and  from  all  of  them 
he  receives  cards,  some  addressed  to  him 
and  others  sent  in  packages.  In  return 
he  sends  them  cards  from  his  own  town. 
In  this  manner  he  will  receive  cards 
from  many  foreign  countries. 

This  reminds  one  of  the  fact  that  the 
publication  of  souvenir  post  cards  has 
been  prohibited  in  Turkey.  So  many  of 
them  were  sent  out  bearing  pictures  of 
natives  and  native  scenes — a  thing  which 
the  government  considered  bad  policy — 
that  the  Sultan  forbade  more  to  be 
issued. 

In  Greece,  on  the  other  hand,  the  gov¬ 
ernment  derives  a  large  annual  income 
from  the  post  card  by  means  of  a  system 
of  stamp  taxation  similar  to  the  American 
war  tax. 

To  show  you  the  widespread  interest 
taken  in  the  post  card  collection  fad  I 
need  only  to  recall  these  facts : 

The  Archduke  Eugene  of  Austria  is  an 
honorary  member  ol  the  Kosmopolit,  an 
Austrian  card  exchange.

Order  in  the  Dark  Room. 

One  of  the  most  frequent  causes  of 
trouble  to  the  beginner  is  not  being  able 
to  lay  his  hand  in  the  darkness  or  dim 
light  of  the  dark  room  on  just  the  bottle 
he  wants.  This  is  easy  to  get  over  if  the 
bottles  are  arranged  in  something  like 
order,  and  always  put  back  in  the  same 
places  again.  Chacum  a  son  gout.  I 
always  arrange  mine  as  they  would  nat¬ 
urally  be  used,  all  the  developers  to¬ 
gether,  the  intensifiers,  the  reducers, 
and  so  on,  and  each  bottle  is  labelled 
with  a  plainly  written  label,  and  each 
label  is  varnished  without  previous  siz¬ 
ing.  This  makes  the  paper  semi-translu¬ 
cent,  and  the  writing  is  thus  read  more 
easily.

Trick  Photography. 

GHOSTS. 

Ghost  or  spook  photographs,  as  they 
are  called,  are  extremely  easy  to  make. 
One  very  simple  method  of  making  a 
ghost  photograph  is  to  make  some  per¬ 
son  sit  or  stand  in  one  particular  place, 
say  in  a  room,  for  about  two  seconds; 
then  cap  the  lens,  let  them  walk  away 
entirely  from  the  front  of  the  camera, 
and  then  uncap  the  lens  again  and  give 
another  two  or  five  seconds  exposure . 
On  developing  the  negative  there  will  be 
seen  a  faint  image  of  the  person  with 
the  objects  behind  seen  through  the 
body,  which  of  course  falls  in  with  the 
ordinarily  accepted  ideas  that  ghosts 
are  transparent.  If  all  the  parapherna¬ 
lia  of  the  ordinary  ghost  are  required, 
then  let  the  person  wear  a  white  sheet 
draped  over  his  or  her  head  and  should¬ 
ers,  and  proceed  exactly  as  just  described. 

Just  in  this  way  it  is  possible  to  make 
a  picture  with  a  ghost  appear  in  it  as 
addressing  a  warning  to  someone  sitting 
at  a  table,  or  else  as  holding  up  a  warn  - 
finger,  or  as  standing  beside  a  person 
may  be  perfectlv  unconscious  of  it. 

Many  years  ago  considerable  amuse¬ 
ment  and  wonder  was  excited  by  prints 
showing  a  man  playing  chess  with  him¬ 
self  or  fighting  himself,  even  now  this 
is  quite  a  source  of  astonishment  to  out¬ 
siders.  The  method  of  producing  such 
prints  is  extremely  simple. 

Just  inside  the  camera,  close  to  the 
frame  work  or  grooves  into  which  the 
dark  slides  are  placed,  should  be  fitted 
a  piece  of  zinc  by  means  of  a  strip  of 
brass  or  some  stout  drawing  pins  at  the 
bottom,  and  two  little  turn  buckles  at 
the  top,  this  zinc  should  just  cover  half 
the  plate  when  it  is  exposed. 


The  sitter  should  be  posed  to  one  side 
of  the  picture  sw  that  the  whole  of  his 
body  is  seen  on  the  half  of  the  focussing 
screen  left  unexposed  by  the  zinc,  and 
after  focussiug  and  capping  the  lens, 
the  dark  slide  should  be  inserted  and 
the  shutter  withdrawn,  and  the  exposure 
made  the  lens  should  be  capped,  the 
dark  slide  closed  and  withdrawn  from 
the  camera.  Great  care  must  be  taken 
not  to  shift  the  camera, the  background 
or  any  of  the  accessories.  The  zinc 
should  now  be  shifted  over  to  the  other 
side  of  the  focussing  screen ,  and  the  sitter 
moved  over  to  the  other  side,  the  lens 
capped  and  the  slide  again  inserted,  and 
the  shutter  withdrawn  and  a  second  ex¬ 
posure  made.  On  development  a  nega¬ 
tive  will  be  obtained  which  will  show 
the  same  person  in  two  positions,  and  if 
the  zinc  partition  is  rightly  made  and 
blackened  there  will  be  absolutely  no 
trace  of  a  join. 

Instead  of  using  the  zinc  in  the  camera, 
a  sort  of  tunnel  may  be  built  out  in  front 
of  the  lens,  the  length  of  which  should 
be  about  equal  to  the  focus  of  the  lens, 
and  a  species  of  folding  doors  opening 
ing  in  the  middle  made  for  the  mouth 
of  the  tunnel,  and  these  opened  and 
closed  in  turn,  an  exposure  being  made 
each  side. 

Caricature  Photography. 

May  be  made  by  various  methods. 
One  very  simple  way  is  to  procure  some 
large  sheets  of  white  cardboard,  and  to 
draw  on  these  with  good  black  color 
some  figures;  for  instance,  a  donkey 
with  a  man’s  body  on  its  back,  or  a  very 
small  body  of  a  man .  A  slightly  curved 
piece  should  be  cut  out  where  the  head 
should  join  the  neck.  The  sitter  should 
now  be  posed  on  a  chair,  in  front  of  the 
camera,  and  told  to  hold  the  drawing  on 
his  knees,  the  small  piece  cut  out  of  the 
top  just  fitting  under  the  chin.  If  an 
exposure  is  made  on  this,  the  resulting 
negative  will  show  an  ordinary  sized 
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head  on  an  abnormally  small  body. 
Should  the  upper  edge  of  the  card  show, 
it  may  be  touched  out. 

Another  method  is  instead  of  using 
the  ordinary  lens  to  use  two  metal 
plates,  placed  one  behind  the  other  in 
the  lense  tube,  and  which  should  be  pro¬ 
vided  with  very  narrow  slits  about  one- 
fiftietli  of  an  inch  wide  and  half  an  inch 
long.  By  turning  these  slits  at  different 
angles  all  sorts  of  curious  effects  can  be 
obtained.  Of  course  this  method  of 
working  necessitates  prolonged  exposure 
which  may  be  avoided,  by  taking  the 
negative  in  the  ordinary  way,  making  a 
transparency  from  it  by  contact  printing, 
and  then  copying  this  in  the  camera  by 
means  of  the  slits.

It  is  a  well-known  law  that  the  nearer 
an  object  is  to  the  camera  the  larger  it 
appears,  therefore  by  taking  advantage 
of  this  w-e  may  make  some  astonishing 
records,  particularly  if  we  use  a  some¬ 
what  short  focus  lens.  If,  for  instance, 
a  fisherman  for  once  catches  a  fish,  he 
may  hang  this  when  dead  onto  a  hook 
at  the  end  of  his  line,  and  by  means  of 
the  rod  can  hang  the  fish  a  good  six  or 
eight  feet  nearer  the  lens  than  he  him¬ 
self  is.  The  result  will  be  that  the  poor 
little  fish  which  might  have  measured 
in  life  about  six  inches,  will  appear  to 
be  two  or  three  feet  long.

Imitation  Portraits. 

Portraits  in  imitations  of  paintings 
are  very  easy  to  make,  and  very  effect¬ 
ive  sometimes.  Procure  a  good  sized 
gold  frame  and  also  some  coarse  canvas 
such  as  artists  use  which  should  be  stain¬ 
ed  a  deep  brown.  Behind  the  frame 
place  the  sitter ;  the  head  and  shoulders 
will  be  quite  enough  to  show.  Behind, 
place  the  stained  canvas  tightly  stretched 
on  a  frame,  now  focus  the  sitter  sharply, 
expose  and  cap  the  lens,  close  the  dark 
slide  and  again  focus  on  the  canvas:  in¬ 


sert  the  dark  slide  again,  and  again 
expose.  The  result  will  be  a  negative 
which  will  show  everywhere  the  grain 
of  the  canvas,  even  on  the  face  of  the 
sitter. 

Portraits  in  imitation  of  statuary  are 
by  no  means  difficult  to  make.  We 
want  first  of  all  a  pillar,  such  as  busts 
are  usually  supported  on,  and  a  piece  of 
wood  cut  to  represent  the  base  of  a  bust 
pairited  white.  Behind  this  shoxild  be 
arranged  the  sitter,  and  white  drapery 
arranged  in  the  classical  style  around 
the  shoulders  and  the  wooden  base.  If 
the  hair  and  face  be  powdered  very 
thickly  with  white  face  powder,  or  even 
theatrical  white  paint  be  smeared  over 
the  face  and  neck,  very  good  imitation 
statues  can  be  made.

Silhouette  Portraits. 

All  that  is  wanted  to  make  these  in¬ 
teresting  pictures  is  a  semi-transparent 
screen,  which  can  be  made  out  of  an  old 
sheet,  or  linen  or  even  thin  paper.  In 
front  of  this  the  sitter  should  be  placed, 
in  profile  of  course,  and  the  outline  of 
the  face  very  sharply  focussed.  Then 
by  burning  about  a  foot  of  magnesium 
ribbon  be  hind  the  screen,  or  using  a 
flash  lamp,  we  shall  obtain  a  success¬ 
ful  negative  showing  the  head  and 
shoulders  black  against  the  white 
background. 

Fake  Clouds. 

You  often  see  photographs  of  land¬ 
scapes  in  which  the  sky  is  simply  a 
grey  patch.  Why  not,  when  printing, 
dob  a  little  paint  or  black  lead  onto 
the  glass  side  so  as  to  make  clouds? 
It  is  a  very  simple  operation,  and  one 
by  means  of  which  the  view  may  be 
greatly  improved.

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How  to  Make  Egg  Case. 

Some  of  the  older  collectors  may  laugh 
at  this  case  but  it  is  not  meant  for  them 
but  for  the  young  collector  and  I  think 
it  makes  quite  a  good  appearance. 

The  dimensions  of  the  one  I  have  are 
3x5x25  inches  (not  counting  the  cover) 
but  of  course  you  can  make  it  any  size 
to  suit  yourself. 

First  get  some  hardwood  flooring  about 
1  y2  inches  wide  and  X  in-  thick  and  of 
this  make  a  box  3  inches  long,  5  inches 
wide  and  25  inches  long.  Be  careful  to 
saw  and  fit  the  boards  correctly  if  you 
want  your  case  to  look  well. 

Before  you  nail  it  together  cut  two 
pieces  (a  and  b)  out  of  the  front  at  the 
bottom,  7  inches  long  and  the  width  of 
one  of  the  pieces  of  flooring.

These  pieces  are  for  two  little  drawers 
and  these  can  easily  be  made  out  of  cigar 
boxes. 

Now  put  it  together  and  over  each 
drawer  on  the  inside  nail  a  cigar  box 
cover  (c)  of  the  right  size  to  a  cleat  (d) 
nailed  to  the  end  of  the  case  and  another 
piece  of  cigar  box  (e)  at  the  other  end 
of  the  drawer.  Nail  these  so  that  the 
drawer  will  work  easily. 

Now  nail  another  piece  (f)  just  like 
(e)  to  (e)  and  cut  another  cigar  box 
cover  (g)  so  that  it  will  just  fit  over  this 
hollow  space  and  rest  on  the  cleats  (f) 
but  do  not  nail  it.

This  hollow  place  can  be  used  to  keep 
your  egg  drills,  etc.,  or  your  duplicate 
eggs  in.  The  drawers  are  useful  to  keep 
your  datas  and  check  lists,  etc.,  and  also 
small  or  damaged  eggs. 

The  cover  comes  next  and  the  best 
and  cheapest  way  is  to  make  it  of  wood 
but  your  case  will  look  better  with  a 
glass  top.  Get  some  grooved  moulding  ; 
make  a  frame  of  this  and  after  having  a 
glass  cut  to  fit  it  fasten  it  in  with  putty. 

But  the  great  objection  to  the  glass 
top  case  is  that  the  light  fades  a  great 
many  eggs  and  especially  the  delicate 
shades  of  blue. 

Fasten  the  cover  with  three  small 
hinges. 

Now  after  putting  a  catch  on  the 
cover  and  a  pull  on  each  of  the  drawers 
and  giving  it  a  good  coat  of  hard  w'ood 
finish  your  case  is  ready  for  the  eggs. 

Do  not  make  fixed  partitions  for  the 
case  but  buy  some  egg  trays.  Nearly 
every  dealer  in  eggs  has  them  and  they 
cost  but  a  few  cents.  Sooner  or  later 
you  are  sure  to  break  an  egg  trying  to 
remove  them  if  you  use  partitions, 
while  the  trays  can  be  lifted  out. 

The  best  part  of  the  case  is  that  it 
costs  only  25  cents  and  does  as  well  as  a 
$2  or  $3  one. 

I  hope  this  will  help  some  young  col¬ 
lector  who  does  not  know  just  how  to 
make  a  case  and  I  will  gladly  answer 
any  questions  if  you  send  return  postage

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Wasps  nests,  very  frequently  seen  sus¬ 
pended  from  limbs  of  trees  in  orchard 
and  forest,  which  appear  to  be  composed 
of  a  dried-up  and  scaly  gelatinous  sub¬ 
stance,  are  really  made  of  partly  decayed 
wood  gathered  from  shingles,  usually, 
made  into  a  pulp  by  the  energetic  wasp 
and  fashioned  into  a  series  of  cells  where 
the  eggs  are  deposited.  The  mud-dauber 
constructs  its  nest  almost  entirely  of 
mud,  and  in  this  respect  differs  from  the 
wasp. 


The  prehistoric  people  kneaded  clay 
by  hand  and  the  articles  thus  made  from 
it  were  baked  in  the  sun,  and  for  this 
reason  were  very  fragile  and  porous, 
hater  on  they  took  to  subjecting  the 
clay  utensils  to  the  action  of  fire  think¬ 
ing  this  would  remove  the  objectionable 
feature  o*  their  being  too  porous,  but  it 
seems  that  it  did  not,  and  so  they  pro¬ 
gressed  to  the  point  where  they  covered 
the  clay  with  a  kind  of  glaze,  thus  mak¬ 
ing  the  wares  impermeable.  Of  course 
we  know  little  of  the  composition  of 
this  glaze  the  prehistoric  man  used,  but 
we  know  that  in  modern  days  the  enamel 
so  used,  though  of  course  now  much 
more  ornamental  and  pretty,  is  called 
by  the  French  people  “faience.”  and 
by  the  Italians  “majolica,”  the  latter 
because  the  people  of. Italy  got  the  idea 
from  the  residents  of  an  island  by  that 
name.

Many  collectors  may  not  know  that 
the  Declaration  of  Independence,  that 


historic  old  document  the  original  of 
which  is  carefully  preserved  at  Wash¬ 
ington,  when  it  was  first  published  to 
the  world  bore  but  two  signatures,  those 
of  John  Hancock,  President;  and  Char- 
Thomson,  Secretary;  under  resolution 
of  Congress,  July  14,  1776. 

* 

In  “Tonto  Basin”  in  the  northern 
part  of  Gila  county,  Arizona,  is  a  natural 
bridge  which,  between  rock  walls  more 
than  700  feet  high,  spans  a  cavern  200 
feet  wide  in  a  single  arch.  The  width  is 
600  feet,  and  the  average  thickness  of 
the  arch  is  forty  feet,  though  in  one 
place  near  the  top  it  is  scarcely  six  feet 
thick.  Here,  through  a  circular  hole, 
may  be  seen  the  waters  dashing  along 
so  far  below.  From  the  numerous  caves 
and  caverns  in  the  vicinity,  in  which 
abound  beautiful  stalaetites  and  sta¬ 
lagmites,  so  my  informant  tells  me, 
it  has  been  suggested  that  the  now 
open  canon  was  once  a  subterranean 
passage  and  that  the  natural  bridge  is 
the  last  remains  of  the  roof  that  once 
covered  the  entire  passage.  The  rock  is 
a  limestone. 


* 


It  is  generally  conceded  that  the 
ancient  people  who  wroked  in  stone  and 
flint  to  quarry  the  rocks  they  needed  for 
making  implements  used  both  fire  and 
water.  They  builded  quick  fires  of 
straw  upon  the  stone  they  wished  to 
quarry  and  then  cooled  the  surface 
thus  heated  with  cold  water,  causing 
the  stone  to  crack,  into  these  cracks 
wedges  were  inserted,  driven  in  with 
wooden  or  stone  mallets,  and  thus  the 
desired  amount  of  stone  slabbed  off. 
It  is  believed  that  they  also  drilled  hole9 
sometimes  in  the  surface  of  the  stone, 
plugged  these  holes  with  wooden  wedges 
which  they  afterward  saturated  with 
water  and  the  expansion  of  the  wood 
cracked  the  stone.  In  cold  weather  it  is 
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probable  they  filled  these  holes  with 
water  only  and  allowed  the  expansion 
of  the  congealing  liquid  to  do  the  work. 

* 

Eminent  scientists  have  differed 
greatly  in  their  estimates  of  the  world’s 
age.  Alexander  Winchell  assigned 
but  3,000,000  years  as  the  required 
length  of  geologic  time;  Geikie  from 
73,000,000  years  upward;  Cromwell 
claimed  it  to  be  about  72,000,000  years; 
Darwin  200,000,000  years;  and  Sir 
Charles  Eyall,  basing  his  estimate  on 
modifications  of  certain  species  of 
marine  life,  assigned  240,000,000  years; 
while  McGee,  Upham  and  other  recent 
authorities  claim  from  100,000,000  up  to 
680,000,000  years,  and  all  young  collec¬ 
tors  who  have  delved  in  geology  will 
agree  that  it  is  quite  old  enough  to  be 
interesting. 

* 

The  color  of  rocks,  as  may  be  im¬ 
agined,  is  not  constant,  but  liable  to 
change  under  varying  conditions,  par¬ 
ticularly  those  of  exposure.  Rocks 
black  with  carbonaceous  matter  will 
fade  almost  to  whitness  on  prolonged 
exposure,  owing  to  the  bleaching  out 
of  the  coloring  materials.  Rocks  rich 
in  magnetite  of  free  iron  oxides,  or 
sulphides,  or  in  highly  ferruginous 
silicate  minerals,  are  likewise  liable  to 
a  change  of  color,  becoming  yellowish, 
red  or  brown,  through  oxidation  of  the 
ferruginous  constituents. 

* 

One  would  hardly  suppose  that  hum¬ 
ming-birds  have  a  wide  range,  but  such 
is  the  fact.  Species  of  them  are  found 
in  Northern  Canada  and  even  in  Alaska. 

* 

The  heaviest  authentic  meteorite  in 
any  collection  is  the  one  discovered  in 
1816  at  Beadego,  near  Bahia,  Brazil. 
It  weighs  11792  pounds.  There  is  said 
to  have  fallen  in  China  near  the  source 
of  the  Yellow  river  one  which  weighs 
22,000  pounds,  and  one  on  the  plain  of 


Tuccuman  in  South  America  which 
weight  about  33,000  pounds.  The  two 
latter  however  are  not  authenticated 
finds.  There  is  said  to  have  been  a 
meteoric  stone  found  in  Arizona  which 
contained  minute  diamonds. 

* 

Dan  D.  Doolittle,  one  of  the  A.  S.  of 
C.  C.  members,  who  lives  in  Fremont, 
Nebraska,  has  an  interesting  collection 
of  old  almanacs,  geographies,  and 
early  maps  of  this  countr}r.  A  collec¬ 
tion  of  such  things  is  of  great  interest 
and  is  well  worth  seeing. 

* 

Among  precious  stones  the  ruby, 
the  topaz  and  the  sapphire  are  com¬ 
posed  mainly  of  alumina,  colored  with 
different  earth  and  metallic  salts.  The 
diamond  is  a  carbon  crystalized,  as 
everybody  knows;  the  garnet  is  a  mix¬ 
ture  of  silica  and  alumina;  the  opal, 
silica  and  water;  the  turquoise,  phos¬ 
phate  of  alumina,  colored  with  salts  of 
copper,  which  also  turns  silicate  of 
magnesia  into  the  gleaming  green 
malachite. 

* 

George  W.  Dixon,  A.  S.  of  C.  C.  No. 
69,  of  Watertown,  So.  Dak.,  has  some 
fine  second-hand  books  on  archaeolog¬ 
ical,  ornithological,  geological,  and 
kindred  subjects,  just  what  the  aver¬ 
age  young  collector  needs,  which  he 
wishes  to  dispose  of  and  lists  of  which 
he  is  mailing  to  all  interested  parties.

J.  H.  Holmes,  of  Dunedin,  Florida, 
has  favored  the  curio  editor  with  a 
copy  of  his  illustrated  catalogue  of 
shells.  The  book  is  a  very  pretty  and 
attractive  one  and  Holmes  offers  some 
nice  bargains.  As  all  the  readers  of 
the  West,  however,  nor  all  the  members 
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of  the  curio  society  will,  get  to  see  a 
catalogue,  wouldn’t  it  be  a  treat  for 
the  collectors  who  are  liberal  buyers, 
and  a  good  business  investment  for  Mr.

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Sensitizing  Postal  Cards. 

In  place  of  the  cards  now  offered 
ready  sensitized  you  may  prepare  them 
vourself.  Make  a  solution  as  follows: 


Frankincense . 60  grains 

Gum  mastic  . . . 48  “ 

Calcium  chloride . 45  “ 

Alcohol .  6  ounces 


Immerse  the  card  in  the  above  solution 
for  two  minutes,  avoiding  bubbles  and 
air  bells,  then  withdraw  and  dry. 

When  dry  sensitize  with  a  60-grain 
solution  of  nitrate  of  silver,  applied  to 
the  card  with  a  tuft  of  absorbent  cotton. 

Dry  thoroughly.  Print  rather  deep 
tone  in  ordinary  good  toning  bath,  fix 
and  wash  as  usual. — Professional  Point¬ 
ers. 


Invention  of  the  Post  Office. 

The  invention  of  the  post  office  is 
ascribed  to  Cyrus,  King  of  Persia,  who 
lived  about  600  B.  C. 

Cyrus  required  all  of  his  governors  of 
provinces  and  chief  commanders  of  troops 
to  write  him  exact  accounts  of  every¬ 
thing  that  occurred  in  their  several  dis¬ 
tricts  and  armies. 

Persian  empire  was  of  vast  extent, 
and  some  means  had  to  be  provided  to 
render  that  correspondence  sure  and  ex¬ 
peditious.  Cyrus  therefore  caused  post 
offices  to  be  built  and  messengers  ap¬ 
pointed  in  every  province.  He  found 
how  far  a  good  horse,  with  an  experi¬ 
enced  rider  could  travel  in  a  day  without 
being  hurt  and  then  had  stables  built  in 
proportion,  at  equal  distances  from  each 
other.  At  each  of  these  places  he  also 
appointed  postmasters,  whose  duty  it  was 
to  receive  the  letters  from  the  couriers  as 
they  arrived,  and  give  them  to  others, 
and  to  give  fresh  horses  in  exchange  for 
those  that  had  performed  their  part  of 
the  journey.  Thus,  the  post  went  con¬ 
tinually  night  and  day,  rain  or  snow, 
heat  or  cold,  and  Cyrus  received  speedy 
news  of  all  occurrences,  and  sent  back 


whatever  orders  he  considered  necessary. 

Darius,  the  last  king  of  the  ancient 
Persians,  was  superintendent  of  them 
before  he  came  to  the  throne. — Harper’s

The  death  of  Queen  Victoria  places  the 
foremost  stamp  collector  in  the  world  in 
direct  succession  to  the  English  throne. 
Edward  is  now  a  man  of  sixty  seasons, 
and  at  the  best,  his  reign  will  be  a  short 
one,  and  his  son,  Prince  of  Wales,  Duke 
of  York,  will  then  be  the  sovereign. 
His  turn  is  not  long  distant,  and  then 
we  philatelists  may  say  that  on  the 
throne  of  th  e  mightiest  empire  the 
world  has  seen,  sits  a  stamp  collector. 


France  has  enacted  a  new  law  which 
will  permit  a  soldier  and  sailor  of  France 
to  send  two  simple  letters  per  month 
post  free.  To  carry  out  this  project  and 
in  order  that  the  stamps  may  not  be 
utilized  by  others,  anew  series  of  stamps 
is  to  be  produced.  They  will  bear  across 
the  vignette  the  two  letters,  F.  M. 
‘  ‘  franchise  militaire.  ’  ’ 


no  precedent,  however,  to  guide  the 
Canadian  authorities  in  a  matter  of  this 
kind.  The  late  Queen  succeeded  to  the 
throne  in  1837,  but  it  was  not  until  1840 
that  the  first  postage  stamp  was  adopted. 
Prior  to  the  latter  date,  and,  indeed, 
until  a  much  later  period,  a  certain  fixed 
sum  was  paid  for  the  carriage  of  a  letter, 
and  the  amount  was  stamped  by  the 
postmaster  on  the  envelopes.  The  like¬ 
lihood  is  that  a  new  issue  of  stamps  will 
be  made  almost  immediately,  but  that 
they  will  not  come  into  general  use  until 
the  bulk  of  the  stamps  at  present  in 
stock  have  been  disposed  of. 


Those  who  are  railing  at  the  precan¬ 
celled  stamp  as  a  speculative  affair,  and 
to  be  shunned,  might  turn  their  atten¬ 
tion  to  J.  Ellwood  Fee  Co.,  and  its 
“stickers.”  An  advertisement  from  the 
company’s  “authorized  agent”  states 
that  there  will  ever  be,  that  there  are 
6000  sets  complete  of  these  stamps,  5 
values,  all  that  there  will  ever  be,  that 
the  law  will  be  repealed,  and  that  the 
price  from  January  1,  1901  is  $1.50  per 
set.  The  cost  oi  a  die  at  Jhe  Treasury 
department  is  about  $100.00.  5  of  them 
total  $500:  the  6000  sets  at  9%.  cents  a 
set  cost  the  company  $570.  The  whole 
thing  therefore  stands  them  in  $1070; 
and  the  difference  between  that  and 
$9,000  shows  the  profit  on  this  private 
issue  $7,930. 


One  of  the  amendments  offered  in  the 
house  to  the  new  revenue  law  provides 
that  the  internal  revenue  commissioner 
should  place  the  stamps  provided  for  in 
the  bill  on  sale  at  the  postoffices  of  the 
country. 

A  Canadian  daily  paper  states  that  it 
is  thought  probable  that  a  new  issue  for 
Canada  will  soon  appear  bearing  the 
likeness  of  King  Edward  VII.  There  is

elics  of  the  Ba-ttle 

of  ChippaLwa. 

Hi 

By  F.  A.  W.  DEAN. 

Upon  excavating  gravel  by  the  Nia¬ 
gara  Falls,  Park  &  River  Electric  rail¬ 
way  at  Chippawa  creek,  the  working¬ 
men  unearthed  a  lot  of  human  bones, 
which  being  informed  by  a  friend  who 
was  employed  on  the  excavation  with 
myself,  worked  all  day  Sunday  unearth¬ 
ing  relics  of  the  late  war,  our  find  con¬ 
sisting  of  the  entire  skeletons  of  three 
full  grown  persons,  two  pelvis  bones  of 
children,  a  horses  jaw,  21  pound  iron 
cannon  ball,  one  iron  tomahawk,  one 
flint  celt  made  of  smooth  green  sand¬ 
stone,  several  grape  shot,  and  pieces  of 
buckles,  wnich  I  have  deposited  in  my 
den  of  historic  objects. 

The  battle  of  Chippawa  was  fought  on 
the  morning  of  July  4,  1814. 

Scott’s  brigade  took  up  its  line  of 
march  toward  Chippawa  from 
Fort  Erie  to  join  the  Marquis  of  Twee- 
dale  and  forces  who  construed  the  way 
for  16  miles  and  a  big  fight  was  kept  up 
all  day.  The  British  having  been  driven 


across  the  creek,  the  British  being 
flanked  on  the  north  of  the  Chippawa 
creek  where  relics  were  unearthed  was 
an  old  powder  house  and  camp  the 
American  forces  holding  the  south  of 
Streets  Creek. 

General  Brown  and  forces  joined  the 
Scott  army  and  on  the  morning  of  the 
5th  they  encountered  the  British  again. 
The  Brititli  advanced  in  full  force  and 
crossed  the  Chippawa  and  one  of  the 
fiercest  and  bloodiest  battles  of  this  age 
was  anticipated  in  on  the  open  fields 
between  the  two  streams. 

The  British  could  not  stand  the  heroic 
charge  of  the  American  army  and  the 
heavy  artillery  causing  a  panic  drove 
the  British  off  in  haste,  although  they 
fought  bravely  the  American  forces  were 
estimated,  according  to  David  Young, 
at  1900,  British  2100'  British  losses  138 
killed,  319  wounded,  46  missing,  total 
503. 

American  losses,  60  killed,  248  wound¬ 
ed,  19  missing,  total  loss  327.  Grand 
total  loss  830. 

The  British  forces  according  to  British 
Adjutant  General’s  report,  dated  July  14 
1814  gives:  1st  regt  Royal  Scots,  8th 
Sweeden  100th,  (Marq.  of  Twee)  Royal 
19th  dragoon,  detachment  of  artilery  and 
part  of  Canadian  militia. 

American  troops  consisted  of  the  11th, 
25th,  and  8tli  Inf.  detachment  of  22nd 
Towson  artilery  and  Portin  volunteers. 
A  Paste  That  Wipe  Stick  Anything. 

Take  three  parts  of  sugar  of  lead,  three 
parts  of  alum,  five  parts  of  gum  arabic, 
and  sixteen  parts  of  good  wheat  flour. 
Dissolve  the  gum  arabic  in  two  quarts  of 
warm  water:  when  cold  stir  in  the  wheat 
flour  and  add  the  sugar  of  lead  and 
alum,  which  must  have  been  previously 
dissolve  in  water.  Cock  until  it  shows 
signs  of  ebullition.  Let  it  cool  and  it  is 
ready  for  use.

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T5he  Sordid  Side 

of  Philately. 

By  L.  C.  Qvisvckorvbvisbv 

The  financial  side  of  our  hobby  has, 
within  the  past  decade  or  so,  developed 
into  a  stupendously  powerful  factor  in 
philatelic  matters.  At  no  time  since 
Philately  first  began  to  be  seriously  fol¬ 
lowed  has  it  been  possible  to  ignore  it 
altogether;  but  at  no  previous  period 
has  it  forced  itself  one  half  so  insistent¬ 
ly  into  the  very  warp  and  woof  of  phila¬ 
telic  life.  The  last  ten  years  of  the 
nineteenth  century  must  ever  remain 
notable  in  the  annals  of  our  hobby  as 
an  era  of  great  and  grave  changes  in 
philatelic  things;  changes  whose  magni¬ 
tude  few  of  us  fully  realized  until,  as 
nt  w  -we  look  back  and  in  the  clearer 
perspective  which  the  past  affords,  see 
their  real  import  and  significance.  It 
has  been  a  period  of  gigantic  growth 
and  large  achievement,  All  things 
philatelic  have  loomed  up  on  a  Titanic 
scale.  The  struggling  young  pursuit  of 
ten  or  a  dozen  years  ago  has  grown  by 
wondrous  leaps  and  bounds  into  a  lusty 
giant.  Great  movements  have  taken 
place  and  great  strides  have  been  made 
in  many  different  directions;  and,  as 
must  be  the  case  with  whatever  waxes 


big  and  strong  Philately’s  increased 
greatness  has  brought  into  being  new 
dangers  and  fresh  crises  that  were  un- 
forseen  in  its  less  ambitious  days.  Of 
these  things,  born  of  its  very  strength, 
that  have  menaced  Philately’s  welfare 
and  are  yet  causes  for  grave  uneasiness, 
all  are  more  or  less  the  outgrowth  of 
Philately’s  commercial  side.  The  re¬ 
print,  the  forgery  and  the  speculative 
issue  are  most  deeply  to  be  feared  be¬ 
cause  they  attack  collectors  in  the  most 
vulnerable  of  points,  the  pocket;  and 
this  is  as  it  should  be.  He  who  pur¬ 
chases  any  pleasure  giving  device 
(and  is  not  a  postage  stamp,  in  its 
philatelic  sense  to  be  so  considered)  can 
find  no  joy  in  the  possession  if  he  later 
learns  that  he  has  been  duped  as  to  its 
nature.  The  adulterated  and  the  false 
are  even  more  to  be  feared  in  Philately 
than  in  many  other  of  life’s  concerns, 
since  the  basis  on  which  stamp  collect¬ 
ing  rests  is  so  purely  one  of  sentiment. 
An  obsolete  stamp  whether  used  or  un¬ 
used,  is  in  itself  worth  absolutely 
nothing.  Its  value  as  a  curiosity  de¬ 
pends  alone  on  the  amount  of  pleasure 
the  philatelists  of  the  world  are  secur¬ 
ing  from  their  hobby.  Yet  how  far  has 
this  simple  truth  been  lost  sight  of  in 
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the  presence  of  that  sordid  spirit  that  has 
of  late  years  seemed  to  animate  so  large 
a  section  of  the  bodv  philatelic.  There  is 
^little  need  to  here  retell  a  story  that  is 
already  to  most  of  us  painfully  familiar, 
of  the  yearly  increasing  of  catalogue 
values  on  all  stamps  in  any  degree  de¬ 
sirable,  sometimes  only  a  little  higher, 
sometimes  doubled,  sometimes  trebled, 
sometimes  even  more;  of  the  day  of  the 
auction  sale  with  its  ever  rising  quota¬ 
tions  and  its  wide  heralded  record- 
breaking  prices ;  of  the  day  of  boom 
and  inflation  and  speculation,  when 
“purchase”  and  “sale”  were  the  wrords 
most  often  on  philatelic  lips,  when  big 
collections  almost  daily  changed  hands 
at  unheard  of  sums  and  the  philatelic 
press  seemed  at  times,  only  an  echo  of 
the  auction  room ;  of  these  later  days 
when  speculators  began  to  realize  and 
prices  began  to  fall  and  collections  de¬ 
preciated  and  the  dark  days  came ;  of 
all  this  and  many  other  things  let  some 
great  philatelic  historian  of  the  future 
draw  the  picture  in  all  its  vivid  colors. 
Let  us  simply  strive  to  discern  the 
lessons  which  these  things  should  teach 
lessons  still  I  fear,  as  little  compre¬ 
hended  by  many  of  us  as  they  were  a 
half  dozen  years  ago.  For  today  there 
still  remains  a  great  deal  of  the  old 
spirit.  There  still  exist  a  great  many 
collectors  who  seemingly  cannot  look  at 
stamps  in  any  other  light  than  miniature 
coupon  bonds.  Any  marked  decrease  in 
stampic  values  they  hail  as  a  calamity 
most  terrible,  and  decided  stiffening  of 
the  prices,  they  greet  with  glad  rejoicing. 
I  hey  yearn  for  the  time  when  prices 
shall  again  move  sky  ward  and  in  mourn¬ 
ful  tones  proclaim  that  these  are  the 
days  of  philatelic  decadence-  Are  these 
critics  right?  Is  it  necessary  that  even 
in  the  hobby  which  beguiles  and  makes 
sweeter  our  leisure  hours,  we  must  be 
pursued  by  that  haunting,  dreary 
phantom  named  financial  expecieucv? 
Must  we  of  modest  purses,  O,  ve  wise 
ones,  lament  the  train  of  circumstances 


that  has  brought  within  our  means  the 
prices  of  many  long  wished  for  speci¬ 
mens?  Must  we  sing  and  be  joyful 
when  prices  do  advance,  simply  because 
such  advance  indicates  a  healthier  tone  to 
the  philatelic  market  due  to  increasing 
numbers  of  collectors.  Philately  does 
not  so  much  need  new  blood  and  new 
recruits  as  an  increase  in  earnest  en¬ 
thusiasm  on  the  part  of  those  already 
enrolled.  Any  great  increase  in  the 
number  of  active  collectors  of  course 
means  that  each  of  us  can  count  his  own 
collection  of  higher  value  as  a  realizable 
asset.  But  is  this  to  be  all  and  end  all 
of  collecting.  It  is  all  very  well  to 
argue  that  unless  stamps  had  a  fairly 
staple  market  value,  we  could  not  afford 
to  lock  up  in  them  as  much  money  as 
we  often  do.  It  is  an  extremely  pleasant 
thing  when  one  can  eat  his  cake  and 
have  it  too;  or,  in  other  words  after  one 
has  extracted  all  the  enjoyment  possible 
out  of  his  stamps  to  be  able,  in  commer¬ 
cial  phrase,  to  return  the  goods  and  get 
the  money  back.  We  doubtless  feel 
more  free  to  spend  money  on  our  hobby 
than  if  all  sums  so  laid  out  were  gone 
irretrievably;  and  this  is  of  course  right 
and  proper.  But  let  no  man  think  for 
one  moment  that  this  is  the  real  found¬ 
ation  and  corner  stone  of  collecting; 
that  when  prices  fall  philately  trembles, 
that  when  they  rise  it  is  thereby  glorifi¬ 
ed.  The  eternal  sources  of  philately’s 
hold  upon  mankind  are  to  be  found  in 
its  own  inherent  attractions.  Not  be¬ 
cause  prices  rise  or  prices  fall;  not  be¬ 
cause  men  make  money  from  it  or  be¬ 
cause  they  lose  it;  not  because  stamps 
have  a  commercial  value,  but  because 
they  have  a  far  more  important  value  of 
another  kind  does  our  pursuit  stand 
where  it  is  today. 

1  he  collection  of  the  true  philatelist 
has  a  value  to  him  not  to  be  measured 
in  money.  It  is  the  embodiment  of  all 
that  has  entered  into  its  making;  all  the 
study,  all  the  research,  all  the  efforts 
that  have  accompanied  its  growth ;  all 
the  hours  of  pleasure;  all  the  placid 
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enjoyment;  all  the  soothing  of  weary 
and  troubled  moments;  all  the  quicken¬ 
ing  of  mental  powers ;  all  the  thrills  of 
exultation  ;  all  that  has  inspired  us  to 
do  and  feel.  It  is  the  repository  of 
pleasant  memories,  the  always  true  and 
trust}'  friend,  the  ever  ready  comforter 
and  mental  solace.  How  can  this  value  be 
reduced  to  concrete  figures?  The  mere 
catalogue  worth  of  the  individual  stamps 
it  is  easy  to  arrive  at,  but  what  about 
this  other  value,  so  much  harder  to 
estimate,  yet  every  whit  as  real.  What 
if  market  quotatious  do  break  most 
sharply;  there  is  a  value  to  stamps  that 
is  entirely  unaffected.  Nothing  can  take 
it  away.  Even  though  it  may  seem  to 
vanish  when  one’s  collection  is  laid 
aside  and  neglected,  yet  the  germs  of 
philatelic  interest,  are  never  wholly  dead 
in  the  heart  of  any  man  who  has  been 
its  votary ;  and  those  of  us  who  have 
passed  through  long  spells  of  philatelic 
torpor  know  full  well  how  easily  the  old 
feelings  are  reawakened  and  how  little 
impaired  is  the  fascination  that  attaches 
to  the  stamps  we  have  kept  by  usduring 
our  hibernation. 

It  seems  to  me  that  he  is  a  poor 
philatelist  whose  attachment  to  Philately 
is  so  much  a  matter  of  dollars  and  cents 
that  a  decline  in  the  catalogue  value  of 
his  stamps  means  a  corresponding  de¬ 
cline  in  his  pleasure  in  them.  Do  we 
collect  for  money?  Are  wre  stamp 
brokers  and  buyers  and  sellers  or  are 
some  of  us  simply  collectors  in  the  good 
old  way?.  Why  should  we  collectors 
really  care  so  very  much  which  way  the 
market  moves.  If  prices  rise,  we  must 
simply  work  a  little  harder  or  deny  our¬ 
selves  a  few  necessities  to  provide  for  our 
chosen  pleasure;  if  prices  fall  our  phil¬ 
atelic  pocket  money  will  simply  go  a 
a  little  farther.  If  it  should  chance  that 
adversity  befall  us  or,  O  thrice  cursed 
day,  that  our  interest  in  philately  flickers 
and  dies  out,  what  if  we  can  realize  from 
our  treasures  only  a  portion  of  their 
original  Cost.  Are  we  to  count  as  noth¬ 


ing  all  the  pleasant  hours  they  have  af¬ 
forded  us?  Are  we  to  begrudge  their 
cost?  Have  we  not  had  value  received 
from  them  many  times  over?  We  spend 
money  on  many  a  pleasure  without  the 
least  hope  of  ever  deriving  therefrom  a 
grain  of  financial  benefit  and  yet  feel 
ourselves  well  repaid  in  the  happiness 
of  the  moment  and  the  resultant  addi¬ 
tion  to  our  store  of  pleasant  memories. 
If  philately  makes  our  lives  sweeter  and 
better  worth  wrhile,  can  we  not  afford 
its  cost,  be  it  great  or  be  it  small;  If 
the  money  we  put  into  stamps  proves  to 
be  the  casting  of  bread  on  the  waters, 
to  return  with  interest  after  so  many 
days,  so  much  the  better.  But  let  us 
not  expect  too  much.  Let  us  make  up 
our  minds  that  what  we  spend  on  phil¬ 
ately  is  worth  in  the  solid  enjoyment 
which  it  brings,  all  and  more  than  the 
cost.  Let  us  do  less  of  this  anxious 
watching  of  catalogues  and  restless 
studying  of  values,  and  turn  more  of 
our  efforts  to  the  finer  side  of  philatelic 
study. 

It  is  inexplicable  how7  any  real  phila¬ 
telist  can  find  it  in  his  heart  to  give  up 
his  hobby  simply  because  the  monetary 
value  of  his  treasures  may  chance  to  de¬ 
preciate.  There  are  too  many  of  the 
weak  kneed  and  faint  hearted  in  out¬ 
ranks;  men,  whom  the  first  indication 
of  a  wane  in  prices  sent  post  haste  to 
the  auction  room  or  other  markets  of 
sale,  and  thereby  proven  how  slight  after 
all  was  their  interst  in  real  philately. 
There  has  been  a  great  weeding  out 
among  us  in  the  last  five  years  and  I 
am  no,  sure  but  it  is  better  so.  It  has 
been  sad  some  ways  to  see  the  desertion 
of  tnony  men  who  have  been  counted 
among  the  moguls  of  philately ;  men 
with  princely  collections  and  princely 
means  for  developing  and  increasing 
them.  It  would  seem  that  those  pos¬ 
sessed  of  worldly  riches  would  be  the 
last  to  give  up  philately  on  account  of 
depreciated  values.  But,  strange  to  say, 
they  have,  in  many  cases,  been  among 
the  very  first  to  sacrifice  their  treasures 
and  abandon  the  pursuit.  And  we  need 
not  bewail  them.  The  leaving  of  the 
philatelic  clans,  the  sifting  out  of  the 
few  to  whom  philately  is  a  lifelong  in¬ 
terest  and  study  from  among  the  manv 
to  whom  it  is  but  a  passing  fad,  is 
in  reality  a  blessing  in  disguise.

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Philately  as  an  Occupation.

From  a  business  point  of  view, 
philately  presents  numerous  phases, 
some  very  pleasant  and  others  not  so 
roseate.  Taking  it  as  a  whole,  how¬ 
ever,  stamp  dealing  is  an  ideal  pursuit. 
The  stock  carried  occupies  less  space 
than  that  of  any  other  business,  and 
unlike  almost  all  others  it  increases  in 
value  as  time  rolls  on. 

That  it  is  a  congenial  occupation  is 
testified  by  the  large  number  of  per¬ 
sons  engaged  in  the  traffic  of  these  bits 
of  paper.  The  ever-changing  contents 
of  the  stock-book  presents  a  kaleido- 
rcopic  array  of  beautiful  colors  and 
designs  both  fascinating  ana  interest¬ 
ing.  In  it  is  displayed  a  striking  ex¬ 
ample  of  that  fickle  quantity — public 
fanc3r.  Today  it  is  this  stamp  and  to¬ 
morrow  it  may  be  one  from  the  other 
corner  of  the  earth. 

New  issues  are  added  almost  daily 
to  the  already  large  number  of  varieties 
and  these  vie  with  the  older  issues  in 
popularity.  The  stamps  in  greater 
favor  are  given  the  most  conspicuous 
positions  while  those  in  less  demand 
are  necessarily  placed  in  the  back¬ 
ground.  So  it  is  that  the  dealer  more 
than  anyone  else  is  impressed  by  the 
constant  shifting  of  philatelic  fashion. 
Verily,  it  is  like  a  weather-cock,  that 
turns  at  the  slightest  breath  of  air. 

Of  course,  stamp  dealing  has  its 
drawbacks  the  same  as  any  other  busi¬ 
ness.  There  is  that  despicable  vulture, 
the  substituter  and  approval  sheet 
fraud.  He  has  been  justly  roasted  to 
a  turn  by  other; writers,  so  it  is  quite 
unnecessary  to  speak  of  him  at  length 
here.  Nevertheless,  he  continues  his 
depredations,  and  laughs  with  ghoulish 
glee,  as  it  were,  at  the  confusion  of 
the  “innocents.” 

Then  there  is  another  adjunct  to 
stamp  dealing  that  is  quite  a  terror. 
It  is  like  a  bottomless  pit  from  which 


there  are  no  returns,  usually.  I  speak 
I  speak  of  advertising.  Every  dealer 
advertises  in  some  sort  of  way,  but  to 
do  the  right  kind  in  the  right  way — 
there’s  the  rub. 

Half  of  the  dealers  do  not  consider 
the  circulation  or  typographical  ap¬ 
pearance  of  a  journal,  but  look  at  the 
rate  when  placing  ads.  The  lower  the 
rate,  the  more  heedlessly  they  rush 
into  the  thing,  and  usually  come  out 
losers  in  the  end. 

Experience  has  shown  that  a  good 
paper  with  a  circulation  of  actual  sub¬ 
scribers,  not  sample  copy  friends, 
brings  the  best  results.  The  rates  of 
such  papers  may  seem  rather  steep  at 
first  thought,  but  the  outlay  will  be 
justified  by  the  replies  from  your  ad. 
I  do  not  say  that  high  priced  papers 
will  always  pay  the  best,  nor 
that  cheap  papers  are  an  advertising 
failure,  but  that  is  the  rule,  not  the 
exception. 

“Scott’s”  is  supposed  to  be  the  basis 
of  all  prices.  Some  dealers  allow  a 
straight  discount  of  50  percent  on 
everything  from  A  to  Z,  and  this  has 
become  so  common  that  some  inexper¬ 
ienced  collectors  let  out  a  howl  of  pro¬ 
test  when  they  have  to  pay  more  than 
half  catalogue  prices  for  really  good 
stamps,  and  declare  they  are  being 
fleeced.  They  are  unreasonable  enough 
to  demand  such  stamps  as  unused 
British  Colonials,  etc.,  that  are  bought 
at  the  stamp  window  of  the  postoffice 
for  more  than  half  catalogue.  50  per. 
cent  discount  is  all  right  with  the 
commoner  stamps,  but  when  it  comes 
down  to  pricing  the  better  kind,  I  be¬ 
lieve  as  some  other  writer  has  said, 
that  is  to  take  the  cost  price  of  the 
stamp,  add  on  a  fair  profit  and  let  it 
go  at  that. 

Placing  the  merits  and  demerits  of 
stamp  dealing  in  the  balance,  the 
merits  easily  outweigh  the  demerits, 
and  the  enjoyment  derived  from  it 
more  than  compensates  for  the  annoy¬ 
ances.  Another  business  is  hard  to 
find  that  afford  such  a  large  scope  for 
study  and  such  an  unlimited  amount  of 
pleasure.

The  above  is  as  applicable  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  thoughts  as  to  the  author  during 
his  last  summer’s  vacation.  My  trip 
was  principally,  planned  before  leaving 
home  but  I  had  no  particular  aim  in 
view  except  to  rest  from  my  usual  work 
and  to  see  the  people  and  learn  some¬ 
thing  of  countries  other  than  my  own 
by  coming  in  contact  with  them  which  I 
did  as  economically  as  I  could  have 
spent  the  same  time  among  my  country 
men,  if  away  from  entertaining  friends. 
On  the  continent  of  Europe  I  frequently 
had  to  contend  with  a  language  un¬ 
known  to  me  but  usually  the  people 
were  patient  with  one  speaking  a  foreign 
tongue  so  it  was  not  a  great  disadvantage. 
It  only  heightened  their  amusement  and 
I  thoroughly  enjoyed  it  myself.  In  the 
cities,  however,  the  principal  shops, 
(stores),  hotels,  etc.,  had  made  pro¬ 
vision  for  taking  care  of  a  foreigner. 
One  frequently  met  with  such  signs  as 
these  in  the  windows:  “On  parleFranc- 
ais,”  “Man  Spricht  Deutsch,”  “Parlate 
Italiano,”  English  spokeh.  ”  Occasion¬ 
ally  I  would  find  such  a  place  where  the 
word  “English”  seemed  to  be  the  only 
one  of  the  language  “spoken.”  At 
least  it  was  the  only  one  understood. 

I  had  been  a  collector  long  enough  to 
get  past  the  point  where  I  wanted  every 
stamp  I  saw,  but  was  still  too  much  of 
an  amateur  to  trust  myself  to  make 
selections  without  a  catalogue  at  hand 
every  time  so  I  did  no  collecting  on  the 
tour.  I  realize  now  it  would  have  been 
an  excellent  opportunity  though,  had  I 
prepared  my  want  list  beforehand.  I 
might  have  been  found  several  times 
edging  my  way  into  a  motley  crowd  to 
gaze  with  them  at  some  new  arrangement 
in  a  dealer’s  display  window.  Some  of 
these  were  quite  artistic,  while  others 
were  prepared  for  a  general  effect  to  at¬ 


tract  attention  by  their  oddity.  One 
philatelic  instrument  I  recall  that  at¬ 
tracted  a  good  deal  of  attention,  even 
from  those  who  were  not  enthusiasts  in 
stamp  collecting,  was  a  surveyor’s 
license  in  the  window  of  Stanley  Gibbons 
&  Co.,  London,  bearing  the  personal 
signature  of  Paul  Kruger.  Philately’s 
claim  upon  it  was  revenue  stamps  to  the 
value  of  15  pounds  or  $75.00  upon  its 
face.  Displays  might  be  seen  in  all 
sorts  of  places,  from  the  fancy  bazaar  to 
the  dingiest  junk  shop ;  arranged  in  the 
cases  of  the  exclusive  dealer  or  occupy¬ 
ing  a  small  frame  in  a  shop  of  other 
wares.  This  impressed  me  that  collect¬ 
ing  was  more  general  there  than  here. 
Possibly  it  was  only  an  indication  that 
they  had  more  small  dealers  than  we. 
I  found  these  conditions  and  quite  an 
interest  manifested  in  the  “hobby” 
wherever  I  went  and  I  visited  England, 
Ireland,  Scotland,  Belgium,  Holland, 
Germany,  Switzerland,  Italy  and  France. 

Some  of  these  little  pasters  are  great 
travelers.  A  fascinating  and  education¬ 
al  feature  of  the  fad  for  me  is  first  to 
associate  the  stamp  with  its  starting 
point  and  then  consider  the  journey  it 
must  have  made  to  reach  me.  This 
apprises  us  of  the  magnitude  and  com¬ 
pleteness  in  details  of  ours  and  the  inter¬ 
national  postal  system.  So  carefully 
are  these  details  looked  after  that  we 
are  able  to  compute  to  within  a  few  hours 
the  exact  time  a  letter  should  reach  any 
part  of  the  earth  where  regular  mail 
service  has  been  established .  I  received 
my  mail  regularly  on  the  trip  by  ar¬ 
ranging  my  itinerary  to  be  at  a  certain 
point  on  or  about  a  certain  date  having 
it  addressed  in  care  of  some  business 
firm.  At  one  place  I  was  informed  that 
it  had  arrived  only  15  minutes  ahead  of 
me  but  that  was  only  a  coincident  as  I 
allowed  a  reasonable  limit  for  irregular¬ 
ities.  Intending  a  parcel  and  a  book 
for  folks  at  home  I  dropped  them  in  a 
mail  post  in  front  of  Euston  Station, 
London,  the  former  bearing  stamps  at 
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letter  rate  the  latter  at  book  parcel  rate. 
Arriving  in  Liverpool  the  next  day  it 
occurred  to  me  that  I  hadn’t  addressed 
them.  I  sent  the  postmaster  of  Fuston 
office  a  card  requesting  him  to  address 
and  forward.  The  parcel  reached  its 
destination  but  the  book  did  not.  I 
have  wondered  w7hy  the  book  went 
astray.  Many  people  in  this  country 
have  been  wondering  why  certain 
articles  got  lost,  I  presume,  judging 
from  the  array  in  the  postoffice  museum 
at  Washington,  which  I  had  visited,  but 
it  wrasn’t  the  fault  of  the  stamp  and  in 
most  cases  not  of  the  department. 

The  postoffice  in  the  U.  S.  pavilion 
on  the  exposition  grounds  was  a  great 
convenience  for  American  visitors.  At 
the  branch  of  the  Paris  office  on  the 
grounds  I  was  unable  to  purchase  a 
stamp  because  the  clerk  didn’t  know7 
what  I  w7anted  till  I  mustered  enough  of 
poor  French  acquired  on  the  trip  to  ask 
‘  'pour  une  vingt  cinque  centimes  timbres 
postes”  with  the  beginner’s  usual  pro¬ 
nunciation. 

The  illustrated  post  cards  are  used  to 
a  great  extent  in  all  the  countries  I 
visited.  They  bear  scenes  common  to 
the  country,  real  and  fanciful,  present 
and  traditional.  Some  of  these  are 
copied  from  photographs  but  the  most 
of  them  are  works  of  the  printer’s  and 
engraver’s  art  embellished  in  colors. 
,  f  hese  can  be  used  by  affixing  stamps  to 
the  required  denomination  but  the  only 
souvenir  cards  of  government  issue  I 
saw  w7ere  some  in  Bavaria  with  scenes 
of  the  Passion  Play  printed  on  them 
and  I  don’t  know  but  the  scenes  were 
put  on  them  by  individuals. 

My  knowledge  of  coins  gained  mainly 
through  study  in  collecting  was  of  ser¬ 
vice  to  me  on  the  entire  trip.  It  helped 
me  to  more  readily  become  familiar  with 
the  monies  of  the  different  countries  of 
and  saved  me  a  little  in  various 
instances.  In  France  especially  there 
are  a  good  many  counterfeits  and 
coins  of  other  countries  not  current 


in  France  that  the  unscrupulous 
attempt  to  pass  on  the  tourist,  and  it  is 
a  good  idea  to  count  the  change  re¬ 
ceived  too.  At  the  exchange  counter  of 
the  Vintimille  Station  on  the  border  be¬ 
tween  Italy  and  France  I  wras  given  a 
50  lepta  of  Greece  wffiich  I  shoved  back 
for  a  50  centime  of  France.  At  Marseilles 
in  making  a  purchase  I  w7as  offered  in 
exchange  a  2  franc  of  lead  which  w7as 
easily  detected.  In  both  the  cases,  of 
course,  the  other  part}7  was  surprised 
that  they  should  possess  such  a  coin  but 
in  both  cases  I  noticed  they  came  from 
the  bottom  of  the  till.  The  above  re¬ 
marks  on  the  coin  question  may  lead  to 
the  inference  that  most  of  the  people  of 
that  country  are  dishonest  but  I  do  not 
wish  to  imply  that.  It  is  there  as  it  is 
here,  a  few  of  them  are  ready  to  take 
advantage  of  the  unsuspecting  and  a 
stranger  is  generally  selected  as  the 
victim.  It  was  a  very  enjoyable  trip  all 
round  and  the  people  generally  treated 
me  so  nicely  that  I  should  like  to  visit 
them  again.

Postmaster  General  Smith,  in  ac¬ 
cordance  w7ith  the  decision  arrived  at 
by  the  cabinet,  has  issued  the  follow¬ 
ing  order: 

■‘Postmasters  are  informed  that  on 
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and  after  April  1  next  the  United 
States  domestic  rates  of  postage  and 
classification  shall  apply  to  all  mail 
matter  passing  between  the  United 
States  and  Cuba.  Notices  of  this 
change  should  be*  displayed  in  post- 
office  corridors  and  given  to  the  public 
press  when  acceptable  asanews  item.” 
* 

The  Victorian  Postal  Department 
has  offered  philatelists  the  opportunity 
of  purchasing  complete  sets  of  Vic¬ 
torian  stamps  for  £5.  These  stamps 
have  from  some  cause  been  slightly 
marked,  so  that  they  are  unfit  for  or¬ 
dinary  postage  use  and  they  are  being 
sold  just  as  they  are  to  philatelists, 
instead  of  being  branded,  as  in  other 
States,  with  the  word  “specimen.” 

* 

The  Russian  authorities  have  impos¬ 
ed  a  stamp  tax  on  passenger  tickets  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Society  of  the  Red 
Cross,  which  cares  for  the  sick  and 
wounded.  The  tax  amounts  to  two  and 
one-half  cents,  and  is  required  on  all 
first  and  second-class  tickets  which  cost 
two  rubles  ($1.03)  or  more,  and  third- 
class  tickets  which  cost  eight  rubles 
($4.12)  or  more.  It  is  estimated  that 
the  Red  Cross  will  get  about  $125,000  a 
year  from  this  tax.

Henri  Banche,  a  notorious  stamp 
forger  of  Uondon,  recently  received  a 
a  long  sentence  there.  His  work  was 
said  to  be  exceptional,  he  having  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  deceiving  many  prominent 
dealers  and  collectors. 

* 

The  new  French  stamps  are  catching 
it  right  and  left.  A  very  clever  cartoon 
in  U’Echo  de  la  Timbrologie presents  an 
enlarged  cut  of  the  15  centime  with  the 
female  howling  dolefully  while  a  post¬ 
man  standing  at  one  side  asks  why  she 
mourns.  The  reply  is  “The  have  stolen 
my  man.  ” 


The  pendulum  of  our  public  feeling 
is  swinging  towards  a  greater  simplic¬ 
ity  in  collecting.  Instead  of  collecting 
plate  numbers,  match  and  medicine 
stamps,  revenues,  freaks,  etc.,  we  are 
now  approaching  an  era  of  common 
sense,  and  the  day  of  the  ‘straight’ 
collector  is  fast  dawning.  But  don’t 
let  the  pendulum  swing  too  far  in  the 
other  direction  as  the  results  would 
be  equally  harmful. 

* 

All  the  plates,  dies,  etc.,  of  Newfound¬ 
land  stamps,  of  the  issues  of  1866  to 
1896,  in  possession  of  the  American 
Bank  Note  Co.,  of  New  York,  were  des¬ 
troyed  about  this  time  last  year.  Among 
the  plates  were  the  6c  pink,  12c  brown, 
13c  orange  and  24c  blue.  As  the  plates 
in  possession  of  the  British  American 
Bank  Note  Company,  of  Montreal  were 
destroyed  several  months  before  and  also 
the  plates  of  the  Cabots,  there  will  be  no 
further  reprints  of  Newfoundland. 

Although  thay  list  the  U.  S.  seals, 
the  publishers  of  the  Scott  Catalogue 
leave  out  the  Canada  seal.  The  con¬ 
sistency  of  the  position  is  one  not 
easily  understood  as  if  one  is  collect¬ 
able  the  other  certainly  is.  The  un¬ 
perforate  Canada  seal  is  quite  a  rarity. 
* 

Most  collectors  have  trouble  in  re¬ 
moving  the  remains  of  hinges  from 
original  gum  specimens  without 
damaging  the  gum;  also  in  stamps 
when  the  color  runs  easily.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  method  may  be  useful  to  some¬ 
one:  Procure  a  shallow  tin  box  with 
cover;  place  one  or  two  thicknesses  of 
blotting  paper,  well  moistened,  on 
bottom,  place  the  stamps  on  this  face 
up,  and  put  on  the  lid.  In  about  five 
minutes  you  will  find  the  gum  soft,  so 
that  any  paper  adhering  to  the  back 
may  be  pulled  off  without  removing 
any  of  the  gum.  After  the  stamp  has 
dried  it  would  be  impossible  to  tell  it 
ever  came  in  contact  with  a  hinge.

I  understand  a 
1  cent  is  also  being  employed  and  that 
the  15c  is  used  by  Montgomery  Ward 
&  Co.,  on  their  catalogues.

Under  the  date  of  March  14,  a  Wash¬ 
ington  dispatch  is  responsible  for  the 
statement  that  the  Bureau  is  required 
to  keep  a  supply  of  a  million  each  the 
one  and  two  cent  values  on  hand  and 
that  the  demand  this  year  so  far  has 
been  so  heavy  that  it  has  taxed  the 
present  capacity  of  the  plant  to  keep 
the  supply  on  hand. 

An  imperforated  2c  orange  bank 
check  stamp  on  a  position  of  the  origi¬ 
nal  check  is  offered  in  the  Burton  sale. 
It  is  a  variety  which  has  never  before 
been  listed  and  is  undoubtedly  unique. 

A  lc  Pine  Bluff,  N.  C.  precancelled 
hornzontally  is  one  of  the  latest  addi¬ 
tions  to  this  class  of  stamps.

It  strengthens  and  solidifies  the  co¬ 
horts  of  Philately.  It  brings  out  in 
brighter  relief  the  true  philatelist 
whose  interest  in  his  hobby  springs 
from  so  much  more  enduring  a  basis. 
The  sordid  side  of  philately  is  not  now 
nearly  as  prominent  as  it  once  was, 
but  it  is  still  too  prominent  by  far  and 
the  more  it  is  subordinated  and  stifled 
and  kept  under  cover  in  the  future,  the 
better  will  it  be  for  philatelic  interests 
at  large.  Let  us  strive  to  educate  the 
rising  philatelic  generation  to  a  differ¬ 
ent  standard.  Let  us  teach  them  that 
the  intellectual  and  ethical  beauties  of 
philately  are  the  keystone  of  its  power, 
and  that  its  greatest  benefits  and  larg¬ 
est  dividends  are  not  in  negotiable  coin. 
It  is  all  very  well  that  they  who  traffic 
in  stamps  should  prosper  and  that  we 
who  buy  of  them  can  look  on  the  stamp 
album  as  in  one  sense  a  personal  sav¬ 
ings  bank.  But  he  who  can  take  no 
loftier  view  of  philately’s  inner 
temples  than  as  a  place  of  merchandise 
has  not  in  his  soul  the  constituents  of 
the  true  philatelist. 


English  Stamps.... 

fteiu  Issues. 

Robert  G. Ridgeway  V. -Pres. England  P.S.ofA. 

The  new  issue  of  English  stamps  at 
present  under  consideration  is,  of 
course,  a  subject  of  great  interest  to 
us  English  collectors,  and  no  doubt  to 
collectors  the  world  over. 

Mr.  Henniker  Heaton  is  endeavoring 
to  bring  about  a  stamp  reform,  and  to 
have  plain  figures  on  all  stamps,  and 
also  to  bring  about  a  change  of  color 
for  the  penny  stamps. 

Mr.  Austin  Chamberlain  replying  on 
March  10th  in  the  House  of  Commons 
to  Mr.  Heaton’s  interpellation  sa}'s: — 


“The  necessary  steps  are  being  taken 
for  the  issue  of  new  postage  stamps, 
but  it  is  not  expected  that  they  will  be 
ready  for  some  months  to  come.  The 
Postmaster-General  would  point  out  to 
the  honourable  member  that,  with  the 
exception  of  the  half-penny,  penny, 
and  shilling  stamps,  all  the  adhesive 
stamps  now  in  use  do  bear  figures 
clearly  indicating  their  value,  aud  the 
same  plan  will  probably  be  continued. 
In  the  case  of  the  three  stamps  pai'- 
ticularized,  they  are  of  so  distinctive  a 
character  that  it  was  not  thought  nec¬ 
essary  to  print  on  them  the  value  in 
figures  as  well  as  in  words,  and  the 
Postmaster-General  is  not  aware  of 
any  inconvenience  having  resulted. 
He  does  not  think  it  desirable  to  sub¬ 
mit  the  design  of  the  proposed  stamps 
to  the  public.  The  Postmaster-Gene¬ 
ral  is  not  satisfied  that  any  reason  ex¬ 
ists  for  altering-  the  colour  of  the  pen¬ 
ny  stamp  as  suggested  by  the  honour¬ 
able  member.” 

This  evidently  did  not  “settle”  Mr. 
Heaton,  for  on  the  28th  March  he  for¬ 
warded  to  the  Postmaster-General  (The 
Marquis  of  Londonderry)  a  memorial 
signed  at  short  notice  by  about  100 
members  of  the  House  of  Commons,  in 
favor  of  a  Royal  scarlet  or  red  stamp 
being  used  in  place  of  the  present 
mauve  Id  stamp.  Mr.  Heaton  says  he 
could  have  obtained  400  signatures  at 
the  House  of  Commons  if  necessary. 

Those  who  advertise  only  once  in  a 
while  do  not  get  full  value  of  their  ad¬ 
vertising.  Neither  themselves  nor  their 
business  ever  benefit  from  the  cumulative 
value  of  publicity.  Each  announcement 
may  bear  some  fruit  in  proportion  to  its 
individual  value,  but  one  absorbs  nothing 
of  the  good  wrought  by  the  other.  A 
firm  name  is  not  kept  constantly  before 
the  people.  It  is  not  unremittingly  im¬ 
pressed  upon  the  consumers.  Hence 
it  is  a  new  advertiser  every  time  they 
advertise. 
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W.  Rae  of  Japan  reports  Corean  sur¬ 
charges  of  Japanese  stamps  are  to  be 
withdrawn  first  of  April  so  prices  will 
go  up.  China  surcharges  remain  the

Dotes  from  England. 

W.  Kermeen,  Jr. 

It  is  announced  by  the  Postoflice  that 
the  colour  of  the  stamp  oti  halfpenny 
post-cards,  halfpenny  embossed  en¬ 
velopes,  and  halfpenny,  newspaper 
wrappers  will  in  future  be  green.  A 
decision  has  also  been  arrived  at  to 
change  the  colour  of  the  one-penny 
stamp  on  newspaper  wrappers  to  carmine 
Philatelists  will  be  interested  to  learn 
that  the  supply  of  the  latter  in  the  old 
colour  to  postmasters  and  others  is  ex¬ 
hausted,  so  that  the  carmine  tinted 
stamps  will  appear  almost  immediately. 
I11  the  case  of  the  former  it  is  under¬ 
stood  that  there  is  a  large  stock  at 
present  on  hand.  The  green-tinted 
half  penny  stamps  will,  therefore,  not 
be  on  sale  until  after  Blaster. 

The  new  postage  stamps  on  which  the 
King’s  head  will  appear  are  not  to  be 
issued,  it  seems,  until  the  whole  of  the 
Victorian  issue  has  been  disposed  of. 
Many  millions  of  the  latter  are  still 
held  by  the  post  office.  Speculators  in 
Victorian  stamps  are  advised  to  buy  the 
lOd  labels.  Unused  Victorian  red  penny 
stamps  have  gone  up  to  $2  and  $2.50 
apiece.  Black  specimens  are  practically 
not  to  he  got  at  a  reasonable  price. 

The  German  post  office  threatens  an 
innovation  which  will  affect  correspond¬ 
ence;  it  is  proposed  to  make  it  compul¬ 
sory  to  use  envelopes  of  a  special  size. 
The  variety  of  sizes,  especially  in  letters 
from  Great  Britain,  causes  loss  of  time 
to  the  German  postal  authorities  in  the 
stamping  of  postmarks,  and  they  intend 
to  put  an  end  to  it. 

A  pleasing  touch  of  romance  appeared 
at  the  exhibition  of  stamps  in  Effing¬ 
ham  House,  Arundel-street,  London, 
which  the  International  Philatelic  Union 
organized.  Among  the  envelopes  was 
one  bearing  several  Transvaal  stamps 
with  the  legend  “Mafeking  Beseiged.” 
It  was  posted  by  a  soldier.  On  his  re¬ 
turn  to  England  the  fair  recipient  sold 
the  envelope  and  bought  a  wedding- 
dress  with  the  proceeds.

I  have  it  on  good  authority  that  one  of 
the  largest  stamp  dealers  in  New  York 
City,  has  been  quietly  buying  up  a  stock 
of  foreign  revenues  and  that  he  intends 
to  issue  a  price  list  of  what  he  has  in 
stock. 

This  is  a  new  departure  for  a  stamp 
dealer,  and  if  the  interest  in  this  branch 
continues,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  all  the 
regular  dealers  will  find  it  profitable  to 
introduce  foreign  revenues  as  a  part  of 
their  regular  business. 

I  certainly  wish  him  success  in  his 
venture.

A  few  days  ago  I  received  from  W.  B. 
Hale,  the  stamp  drummer,  a  post  card 
which  was  indeed  striking  in  its  appear¬ 
ance.  Ihe  rate  of  postage  on  a  foreign 
card  from  Monaco,  at  which  place  it 
was  posted,  is  20  centines,  this  was 
made  up  by  using  stamps  of  small  de¬ 
nominations  and  to  make  its  appearance 
more  startling,  he  has  added  one  of  the 
large  5  eentine  fiscal  stamps. 

Ihe  postal  clerks  evidently  knew  the 
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difference  between  a  postage  and  a  reve¬ 
nue  stamp,  for  they  did  not  cancel  the 
latter. 

Any  one  who  is  interested  in  “freak 
covers’’  would  do  well  to  write  to  Mr. 
Hale.

It  has  long  been  a  mystery  to  me  why 
the  handsome  stamps  used  by  the  New 
York  Custom  House,  are  not  catalogued 
and  priced,  as  are  other  U.  S.  revenue 
stamps. 

Is  there  some  law  against  one  having 
them  in  their  possession,  as  is  the  case 
with  cigar,  beer,  etc.,  stamps? 

If  not  it  certainly  will  be  a  wise  move 
for  collectors  to  place  them  in  their 
collection,  providing  they  can  procure 
them. 

Thus  far  I  have  only  been  able  to 
secure  three  varieties,  they  are  the  20 
cent  carmine,  40  cents  dark  green,  and 
60  cents  purple. 

I  feel  sure  I  have  seen  other  values 
somewhere,  but  cannot  recollect  where. 

It  seems  very  likely  that  there  should 
be  an  80  cent  and  $  1.00 denomination. 

These  stamps  measure  44x30  milli¬ 
meters,  and  at  the  lower  left  hand 
corner  contain  a  portrait  of  “Wright” 
in  oval;  above  and  to  the  right  “U.  S. 
Custom  House,  N.  Y.  Cashiers  office  fees 
received”  then  follows  the  amount. 

The  20  cent  denomination  is  the  only 
one  that  mav  be  called  common,  the 
other  denominations  are  very  scarce.

Among  foreign  correspondence  re¬ 
ceived  by  myself  there  are  many  let¬ 
ters  whose  various  postmarks  form  an 
interesting  commentary  on  the  world’s 
postal  affairs.  I  will  describe  just  a 
few  taken  at  hap-hazard.  Here  is  a 
letter  sent  to  me  registered  from  St. 
Petersburg, Russia,  bearing  the  current 
20  Kop.  blue  and  red,  evidently  suffi¬ 
cient  for  both  postage  and  registration 
fee.  The  stamp  is  cancelled  by  a  cir¬ 
cular  singlelined  postmark,  showing 
the  date  in  the  center,  above  semi¬ 
circle,  S.  PPlTERBURG,  at  each  side 
the  large  figure  1,  below  in  a  semi¬ 
circle  GLAWNAJA  TELEGR  KONT 
(all  this  in  Russian  t}rpe,  of  course. ) 
This  shows  that  the  letter  was  mailed 
at  a  telegraph  office,  the  telegraph  in 
Russia  being  a  branch  of  the  post

GOR.  TEL.  no  doubt  stands  for 
Gorodskoi  Telegraph — city  telegraph; 
KNOT,  means  “office”  the  number  of 
the  office  being  inserted  by  hand.  The 
letter  then  went  to  the  main  post  office; 
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the  postmark  of  this  is  on  the  back  :  a 
double-lined  circle,  a  broad  label  par¬ 
titioned  off  across  the  center  with  fine 
verticle  lines  above  and  below  filling  the 
space  be  tween  the  inner  circle  and  the 
label,  inscribed  above  S.  PETERBURG, 
in  the  central  label  Z  (date)Z,  below 
5  EKSP.  The  EKSP.  means  “expedi¬ 
tion” — mail  going  out.  On  the  front  of 
the  letter  the  international  registration 
mark  is  struck  in  black: 

RST.  PETERSBOURG, 

No. 

but  no  new  number  is  inserted,  that  of 
the  branch  office  no  doubt  serving  here 
also.  The  next  postmark  is  an  oval  one 
in  black  showing  in  a  singlelined  oval 
these  inscriptions: 

Registered 

XA 

(date) 

London. 

I  do  not  at  this  writing  know  the  sig¬ 
nificance  of  the  XA  ;  it  may  be  the  num¬ 
ber  of  the  stamp.  Next  day  the  letter 
left  London  again,  as  shown  by  a  stamp 
struck  in  aniline  ink  set  in  semi-circular 
shape  with  a  light  line  around  it: 
REGISTERED 
LONDON 
C 

(date) 

The  letter  also  bears  the  number  55771 
struck  m  blue  by  a  numbering  machine 
which  was  probably  impressed  at  Lon¬ 
don.  London  seems  to  have  registered 
through  to  Chicago,  for  there  is  no  New 
York  postmark  on  the  letter;  the  only 
other  postmark  being  one  on  the  back 
struck  in  aniline  ink  with  a  rubber 
stamp : 

RECEIVED 
(  date  ) 

Chicago,  Ill. 

It  also  bears  the  number  41  written 
with  red  pencil  on  the  back.  You  will 
notice  that  Registered  mail  bears  special¬ 
ly  interesting  postmarks.  London 
seems  to  handle  two-thirds  of  the  reg¬ 
istered  matter  coming  here  from  Europe : 


its  registration  stamp  is  much  in  evidence 
on  letters  from  there,  except  on  such  as 
come  from  Germany  and  in  part  from 
France,  which  are  mostly  sent  by  direct 
lines.  Registered  letters  received  by 
me  from  Germany  usually  bear  only  the 
datestamp  of  the  forwarding  office  and 
the  international  registration  label  pasted 
on,  showing  these  inscriptions,  for  in¬ 
stance  on  a  letter  coming  from  Leipzig:

1  lie  registration  labels  used  for  inter¬ 
national  correspondence  form  quite  an 
interesting  study  in  themselves,  Some 
countries  use  printed  and  gummed  la¬ 
bels;  others,  more  economical,  use  hand- 
stamps.  All  of  them  are  supposed  to 
contain  the  R  which  signifies  registration 
in  all  countries,  the  name  of  the  for¬ 
warding  office  and  the  number  of  the 
piece.  Our  own  country  uses  printed 
labels,  of  this  style:

There  is 
a  printer’s  error  on  it — or  rather  two, 
the  accent  over  the  u  of  Republique 
should  be  over  the  first  e  of  the  same 
word  and  there  should  be  an  accent 
over  the  first  e  of  Mexicaine.  These 
are  used  for  foreign  service ;  further  on 
I  will  describe  some  used  locally  in 
Mexico.

It  is  printed  in  black  on  red  paper, 
the  number  being  written  in  with  pen 
and  ink.  It  is  evidently  of  local  manu¬ 
facture,  very  poorly  printed.

If  this  proves  in¬ 
teresting,  I  will  describe  a  number  of 
handstamps  serving  the  same  purpose 
next  time.

Le  Timbrophile  Beige  for  March  is  a 
a  little  slim;  the  article  of  chief  inter¬ 
est  besides  its  excellent  chronicle  is 
the  continuation  of  Mr.  Beilicke’s 
article  on  the  issues  of  Samoa .  Par¬ 
ticulars  are  given  of  the  various  re¬ 
printings  of  the  Samoa  Express  stamps, 
including  the  quantities  printed.

The  Australian  Journal  of  Philately 
for  February  informs  us  that  the  first 
P.  M.  G.  of  the  new  Australian  Com¬ 
monwealth  has  been  transferred  to  the 
ministry  of  Defence  and  a  new  one, 
Mr.  Drake,  has  been  appointed.  The 
former  one,  Sir  John  Forrest,  had  con¬ 
strued  a  clause  in  the  Constitution  Act 
to  mean  that  the  revenues  of  the  var¬ 
ious  Colonial  Post  Offices  must  be 
kept  separate  for  five  years,  which 
would  mean  that  the  stamps  now  cur¬ 
rent  would  continue  so  for  five  years, 
unless  the  Constitution  is  amended. 
Perhaps  his  successor  may  be  of  dif¬ 
ferent  opinion;  in  the  meanwhile  mat¬ 
ters  are  abeyance.  Wherefore  hurry 
your  orders  to  Australia  while  there  is 
time.  A  myterious  paragraph  states 
that  New  Zealand  has  issued  trade  dis¬ 
count  stamps,  which  will  be  redeem¬ 
able  at  any  post  office.  What’s  this? 
Must  we  collect  trading  stamps  also?

Argentine  Revenues  are  certainly  to 
the  fore  now:  the  Revistade  la  Socie¬ 
dad  Filatelica  Argentina  and  Morley’s 
Philatelic  Journal  are  both  running 
lists  of  them  as  suppliments.  That  of 
the  former  now  deals  with  the  issues 
of  Buenos  Aires;  the  list  is  very  com¬ 
plete,  even  giving  the  plate  numbers 
and  the  quantities  issued.  Some  doubts 
having  arisen  as  to  whether  the  10c 
black  of  Cordova  was  ever  used,  a  long 
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letter  describes  a  copy  used  on  original 
cover  owned  by  a  subscriber.  M.  Ja- 
quier’s  article  on  Argentine  is  trans¬ 
lated  here. 

The  Philatelic  Chronicle  and  Advertis¬ 
er  for  March  contains  no  article  of 
special  interest,  though  Mr.  Webb’s 
Notes  on  British  stamps  are  always 
interesting.  An  illustrated  article  gives 
a  resume  of  the  stamps  of  the  Victorian 
Era. 

The  April  number  of  the  Stamp  Col¬ 
lector  shows  a  portrait  of  Mr.  William 
Pimm,  well  known  as  the  vice-president 
of  the  Birmingham  Philatelic  Society. 
In  answer  to  an  inter-pellation  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  the  P.  M.  G.  of 
Great  Britain  stated  that  1  penny  stamp 
would  not  be  changed  to  red  to  accord 
with  the  U.  P.  U.  scheme.  Is  not  Mr. 
Scliearme  mistaken  in  advising  a  cor¬ 
respondent  in  this  number  that  the 
Canadian  currency  shilling  had  fifteen 
pence?  It  flatters  the  reviewer  consider¬ 
ably  to  find  a  long  review  of  the  Phila¬ 
telic  West  in  this  number,  although  it 
dampens  our  joy  to  see  the  S.  C.  refer 
to  us  as  the  Wild  West,  as  regards  our 
get  up.  Nevertheless,  he  does  us  honor 
to  congratulate  Mr.  Brodstone  upon  his 
paper  and  its  staff  and  to  quote  exten¬ 
sively  from  our  pages.  We  will  en¬ 
deavor  to  merit  the  S.  C’s.  esteem  in 
the  future  also,  though  we  can  hardly 
hope  to  reach  the  sumptuousness  of  our 
esteemed  contemporary  (heavy  plate 
paper,  large  margins  and  general  get-up) 
These  things  cost  money. 

* 

No.  83  of  Le  Pliilateliste  Francais  has 
missed  me;  the  March  number  is  as 
good  as  ever.  The  article  on  Romania 
deals  with  the  issues  of  1869  and  1870 
extensively,  describing  the  type- varieties 
of  these  issues  very  minutely.  An  in¬ 
teresting  set  of  articles  is  begun  on  the 
the  Spanish  West  Indies;  San  Domingo 


leads  off  with  a  long  list  of  the  first 
issues.  An  interesting  letter  from 
Guadeloupe  states  that  from  some  date 
the  latter  part  of  December  1900  up  to 
about  the  9th  of  January  1901  letters 
circulating  within  the  colony  were  paid 
in  cash  and  stamped  P  P;  letters  beyond 
the  colony  had  to  bear  stamps  as  usual. 
The  reason  was  shortage  of  stamps  from 
1  to  15  centimes.  The  translation  of 
Mr.  Luff’s  U.  S.  article  is  continued  as 
well  as  M.  Bouvez’s  article  on  Belgian 
Post  Marks.

The  Curioso  Americano  in  its  double 
number  for  January  and  February  puts 
an  energetic  stop  to  its  controversy  with 
the  Madrid  Filatelico,  reiterating  its 
assertions  that  the  2  r.  p.  f.  red  of  Cuba 
1856  (wmk  crossed  lines)  wTas  never  sur¬ 
charged  Y%  those  of  1855  (wmk 

loops)  or  1857  (no  wmk)  i  that  the 
Cuban  X  r  p  f  black  of  1877 ;  that  the 
Cuban  10c  dep.  stamps  of  1877,  1878  and 
1880  were  never  issued;  that  a  letter 
bearing  a  5  and  a  10c  of  1880  illustrated 
in  the  Madrid  P'ilatelico  as  having  been 
postally  used  is  a  fraud.  Another 
article  deals  with  the  same  controversy. 
An  article  of  great  interest  reproduces 
eleven  official  decrees  and  documents 
regarding  some  of  the  earlier  issues  of 
Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico.  I  hope  that 
more  will  be  published ;  the  author 
states  that  he  has  an  extensive 
catalogue  of  Cuban  stamps  in  preparation 
The  Curios  Americano  comes  to  Mr. 
Andreiui’s  aid  on  the  Y question  as 
against  M.  Gainsborg’s  assertion  that 
Y  does  not  stand  for  I  in  Spanish. 
There  are  also  many  minor  notes  of 
interest .

Filatelia,  the  newcomer  from  Buenos 
Aires,  presents  a  creditable  second 
number,  especially  a  short  article  on 
Argentine  varieties.  A  decree  is  given 
for  the  new  Argentine  2,  7,  25  and  5Cc 
and  1  peso  stamps.

I  had  mailed  a  heavy  letter  to  Ger¬ 
many  and  the  postage  was  triple  15c. 
I  then  licked  my  5  and  10  cent  stamp 
and  pasted  them  on  the  envelope  care¬ 


fully.  The  10c  stamp  has  cracked  off 
during  the  journey,  of  which  I  make 
public  complaint  cautioning  others.  The 
addressee  had  to  pay  double  the  amount 
of  the  10c  missing  or  10  cents  due,  al¬ 
though  it  was  plainly  noticeable  by  the 
cancellation  mark,  that  another  stamp 
had  been  affixed  thereon.  Hence  the 
addressee  had  to  pay  5c  more  than  the 
usual  rates.  I  would  suggest  that  all 
postmasters  be  instructed  to  use  a  stamp 
“Paid”  for  cancelling  letters,  the  post¬ 
age  of  which  had  been  paid  in  full  at 
their  office  to  avoid  unjust  demands  for 
faulty  gum  or  otherwise,  and  that  such 
poslally  used  cancellation  mark  “Paid” 
with  date  and  name  of  post  office  com¬ 
bined  should  be  acknowledged  as  full 
payment  the  world  over,  in  case  stamps 
have  come  loose  during  the  journey  of 
the  letter.

We 
might  add  a  hint  to  the  advertiser  to 
keep  his  wares  before  the  public,  but 
this  is  our  business  manager’s  depart¬ 
ment — we  don’t  believe  he  will  overlook 
this  opportunity  to  boom  summer  adver¬ 
tising.

The  system  of  one  collector  exchang¬ 
ing  with  another  is  becoming  less  com¬ 
mon  as  philately  developes.  As  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  fact,  it  should  be  relegated  to  the 
attic  along  with  other  obsolete  practices. 
We  remember  the  time  when  this  meth¬ 
od  was  largely  in  vogue,  hundreds  of 
collectors  being  dependant  upon  it  to 
add  new  varieties  to  their  collections 
and  to  dispose  of  their  duplicates.  With 
the  advent  of  the  exchange  departments 
of  our  numerous  societies,  the  necessity 
for  direct  exchanging  was  removed,  the 
department  becoming  the  ideal  place 
for  sale  and  purchase,  this  being 
analogous  to  the  old  fashioned  ex¬ 
changing  stamp  for  stamp  or  value 
for  value.  Collectors  are  beginning  to 
recognize  this  very  evident  fact — it 
should  require  no  demonstration.  In 
truth  it  has  been  demonstrated  so 
frequently  and  so  concisely  that  it 
would  be  but  stale  repetition  to  again 
bring  forth  the  argument.  If  you  do 
not  belong  to  a  good  society,  wake  up 
and  send  in  your  application.  If  you 
do  belong,  tell  the  sales  superinten¬ 
dent  or  exchange  superintendent  or 
whatever  his  official  appellation  may 
be  that  you  yant  to  take  advantage  of 
this  feature— he  will  do  the  rest. 


We  have  often  wondered  why  our 
standard  catalogue  lists  telegraph 
stamps.  They  are  neither  postage  or 
fiscal  in  nature,  and  are  certainly  of 
no  more  interest  than  exposition  labels 
and  similar  truck.  A  very  interesting 
paper  was  read  at  a  recent  meeting  of 
the  London  Philatelic  Society  along 
this  line,  the  author  being,  very  dis¬ 
criminating  indeed.  The  gentleman 
thinks  that  we  should  completely  dis¬ 
card  official  stamps,  registration 
stamps,  “too  late”  stamps,  return  re¬ 
ceipt  labels  and  special  delivery  stamps 
We  can’t  agree  with  him  altogether, 
for  all  of  the  stamps  mentioned  are 
entitled  to  some  consideration  and 
have  a  certain  value  from  a  philatelic 
stand  point.  We  feel  sure  that  few 
American  collectors  will  follow  up  the 
lines  he  has  drawn  so  closely.  His 
argument  seems  to  be  that  we  should 
only  pay  attention  to  those  stamps 
that  actually  pay  postage— he  holds 
that  postage  due  stamps  are  worthy 
because  they  pay  postage — at  the  con¬ 
signee’s  end.  We  think  that  official^' 
sealed  stickers  might  well  be  eliminat¬ 
ed  from  the  collectible  list,  but  they 
have  a  certain  duty  to  perform  in  the 
postal  service  and  after  all,  are  quite 
worthy,  and,  in  short,  all  of  those 
mentioned  sustain  obvious  relations  to 
the  postal  service  and  are  deserving 
recognition  for  this  reason.  The 
average  collector  wants  to  fill  any 
space  his  album  provides,  without 
question  as  to  whether  he  should  or 
shouldn’t;  the  specialist  wants  to  se¬ 
cure  as  complete  a  selection  of  the 
postal  emissions  of  his  chosen  country 
as  possible.  Kach  to  his  own  fancy  is 
the  undeviable  custom — rules  laid 
down  by  one  manor  one  society  or  one 
paper  are  interesting  from  that  point 
of  view — as  a  guide  to  adhere  to  they 
are  seldom  followed.

Stamps  of  Germany. 

By  E.  R.  Stkinbrueck. 

(Continued  from  March  West.) 

The  short  fierce  and  bloody  war  had 
come  to  an  unexpected  end  and  King 
William  III  of  Prussia  was  chosen  and 
proclaimed  Emperor  of  Germany  as 
William  I  early  in  1871  at  Versailles, 
France.  Then  of  course  all  these 
interimistic  stamp  issues  came  to  a  sud¬ 
den  stop  and  the  stamps  of  the  German 
Empire  appeared  for  all  the  German 
lands  under  the  Emperor’s  direct  control 
and  the  map  of  Europe  shows  us  to¬ 
day,  what  Germany  in  general  and  what 
Prussia  especially  had  accomplished 
during  the  last  twenty  years  under  the 
leadership  of  the  greatest  statesman, 
Prince  Bismark. 

The  black  eagle  in  the  white  field, 
the  Brandenburg  eagle  of  the  house  of 
Hohenzollern,  was  called  by  the  sailors 
of  other  German  seaports  ‘rthe  Prussian 
crow.”  Well,  well,  it  did  crow  effect¬ 
ually.  The  very  same  eagle  was  chosen 
the  imperial  eagle  of  Germany  and  it 
appears  on  the  first  issue  of  the  German 
Empire  in  1871,  bearing  the  Prussian 
eagle  on  its  breast  plate. 

During  1871 — 74  little  regard  was 
taken  on  other  countries  moneys  and 
“Pfennige”  and  “Kreuzer”  issues  were 
used  till  the  necessity  of  a  general 
standard  because  urgent  and  the  latest 
monetary  system  was  agreed  upon  for 
all  Germany.  I  he  old  Silbergroschen 
and  kreuzer  were  abolished  and  a  new 
system  with  pfenning,  one  hundred  to 
the  Mark  was  adopted.  A  mark  is  '4  of 
the  old  llialtr.  The  first  issue  of  these 
imperial  stamps  in  1875  shows  the  word 
pfennige  while  the  next  issue  1880  has 
dropped  the  final  “e”  and  that  is  of  no 
importance  both  gramatically  proper, 
t  he  new  issue  of  1889  is  different  in  de¬ 
sign  and  bears  the  word  Reichspost  on 
top,  which  means  imperial  post.  There 
were  no  denominations  of  2  pflennige 
for  local  mails  in  the  larger  cities  and 
like  the  old  local  issues  of  cities  in  the 


U.  S.  in  1845  to  1847  local  stamps  for 
Berlin  and  Munich  were  issued  by  com¬ 
panies  carrying  the  mail.  The  stamps 
of  Berlin  bear  the  token  of  the  city,  a 
bear,  and  there  is  an  old  legend,  which 
tells  us  the  origin  of  the  name  Berlin. 
There  were  in  olden  times  of  Branden¬ 
burg,  two  cities,  each  on  either  side  of 
the  river  Spree,  connected  by  a  narrow 
bridge.  One  day  one  of  the  Markgrafs, 

I  think  Albricht,  while  crossing  the 
bridge,  met  a  huge  bear.  Not  willing 
to  give  room  he  accosted  the  bear  and 
applying  a  cuff  sent  Mr.  Bruin  reeling 
into  the  river.  , 

The  stamp  of  Munich,  which  is  the 
capital  of  a  specific  catholic  country, 
shows  a  child,  the  ‘Munchener  Kinder 
in  a  monk’s  cowl. 

The  new  stamps  of  Germany  of  19C0 
are  of  an  entirely  different  design  and 
character.  Done  away  with  any  indi¬ 
viduality  the  denominations  of  2  Pfen- 
niges,  now  officially  issued  in  place  of 
the  formerly  local  2  pfennig  stamps  up 
to  80  pfennige  display  the  immage  of 
the  “Germania”  in  armor  and  if  you 
will  please  observe  that  placing  the 
stamp  head  to  the  north  like  a  map  the 
face  looks  like  that  of  the  eagle  to  the 
west,  watching  France  the  arch  enemy. 
The  Watch  on  the  Rhine?  Is  it  not 
wonderful  how  much  interesting  matter 
you  can  read  from  your  stamps?  And 
that  is  the  joy  of  the  philatelist  to  dive 
into  similar  studies  of  all  the  countries 
on  the  globe. 

I  have  not  seen  any  of  the  one  or  five 
mark  stamps  of  1900  and  wish  some¬ 
body  would  send  me  a  copy  of  each. 

The  2  m  represents  the  north  and 
south  of  Germany  in  the  tight  grasp  of 
a  hand,  the  old  German  custom  of 
deeper  meaning,  as  good  as  an  oath, 
never  to  be  broken.  Underneath  are 
the  words  ‘Seid  einig,  einig,  einig.  Be 
united,  united,  united.  Union  is  strength 
and  they  know  it.  The  3  m  as  near  as  I 
can  decipher  shows  the  ‘Brandenburger 
Thor”  at  Berlin  (The  Brandenburg  gate) 
with  the  goddess  of  Victory  on  top. 
This  image  was  taken  to  Paris  once  by 
Napoleon  the  first,  after  conquering 
North  Germany  by  superior  power  and 
bribe  but  speedily  it  was  moved  back 
after  the  downfall  of  the  first  empire  in 
France.  I  think  I  can  distinguish  Blm- 
peror  William  II  on  horseback  called 
Dutch  Willem,  in  front  of  the  statue  of 
his  grandfather  Phnperor  William  I  at 
the  unveiling  of  that  newly  erected 
token  of  appreciation  and  honor  in  1897.

NOTES . 

I  recommend  the  blue  print  cloth  as 
unusually  fineone,  cannot  fully  realize 
how  true  to  nature  the  blueprint  produces 
the  water  and  clouds  until  they  have 
seen  a  blueprint  made  as  it  should  be. 
It  is  to  be  wondered  at  that  the  blue¬ 
print  is  not  used  more  than  it  is.  It 
has  been  looked  upon  by  the  amateur 
as  something  cheap,  but  the  best  of  our 
amateurs  are  beginning  to  find  wdien  they 
want  to  make  a  little  marine  scene,  a 
cloud  effect  or  certain  landscapes  and 
want  them  right  they  use  the  blueprint 
process  and  mount  it  on  pure  white  card 
with  a  good  margin.  The  blueprint 
sofa  pillow  first  made  its  appearance  in 
the  East  about  one  year  ago.  It  seemed 
as  if  everyone  was  getting  collections  of 
familiar  veiws  and  making  them  into 
pillow'  covers.  When  one  sees  a  pillow 
made  up  in  this  way  they  think  that  it 
is  certainly  something  worth  while,  as 
you  not  only  have  the  photos  but  you 
can  put  them  to  some  use.  It  does  not 
stop  altogether  wdth  the  sofa  pillow, 
there  are  a  great  many  ways  that  they 
can  be  utilized,  as  lambrequins,  screens, 
and  pieced  together  into  bed  spreads. 

Photo  print  papers,  wre  have  ads  of 
we  have  tried  and  think  they  are  good. 
We  advise  readers  to  at  least  try  them 
all  and  see  which  you  like  best  for  you 
will  not  be  disappointed  and  it  will  be 
worth  your  while  to  try  them  and  see. 

The  backing,  substituted  for  ground 
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glass  used  by  the  Niagara  photographer 
in  backing  transparencies  is  not  known 
outside  of  this  city.

METHOD  OF  DETECTING  HYPO  IN 
PHOTOGRAPHIC  WORK. 

The  imp<  rtance  of  thoroughly  elimin¬ 
ating  the  hypo  from  negatives  or  prints 
in  photographic  work  is  so  well  re¬ 
cognized  that  it  need  not  be  insisted 
upon,  and  it  will  therefore  be  useful  to 
give  a  method  for  detecting  small  traces 
of  hypo  in  the  washing  water  and  thus 
observing  when  the  operation  is  finished. 
Into  a  deep  tray  is  poured  a  small 
quantity  of  the  water  or  solution  in 
question  and  a  few  pieces  of  granulated 
zinc  are  thrown  in,  after  which  add  a 
few  drops  of  hydrochloric  acid.  Place 
above  the  tray  a  filter  paper  wet  with  a 
solution  of  acetate  of  lead.  If  the  least 
trace  of  hyposulhite  remains  in  the 
solution  the  paper  will  become  brown, 
and  afterwards  assume  a  black  metallic 
appearance.  This  action  is  due  to  the 
formation  of  hydrogen  sulphide,  which 
escapes  to  the  surface  and  colors  the 
paper  by  forming  lead  sulphide.  In 
this  way  it  is  always  easy  to  determine 
when  the  washing  is  finished  or  to  ex¬ 
amine  a  solution  suspected  of  containing 
hypo. — Sciuntific  American.

A  POINT  IN  DEVELOPING. 

Many  workers  do  not  mind  whether 
their  negatives  are  stained  or  dry  with 


curious  marks  on  them,  which  do  not 
affect  the  printing  appreciably.  On  the 
other  hand,  there  are  many  who  like 
a  negative  as  clean  and  free  from  foreign 
matter  as  it  is  possible  to  have  one.  To 
these  the  following  tips  should  be 
serviceable: — Always  go  over  the  nega¬ 
tive  when  it  is  put  in  the  developer 
with  a  camel-hair  brush  or  piece  of 
cotton -wool,  as  this  will  not  only  prevent 
uneven  flow  of  developer,  but  will  clear 
the  gelatine  of  any  matter  which,  if  left, 
might  be  the  cause  of  spots  appearing 
in  undesirable  places.  After  develop¬ 
ment,  wash  the  “neg”  well  under  the 
tap,  both  back  and  front,  and  go  over 
the  gelatine  surface  with  a  nice,  soft 
sponge,  specially  kept  for  this  purpose. 
The  difference  that  this  precaution 
makes  is  well  seen  when  a  negative 
which  has  been  treated  in  this  way  is 
compared  with  one  which  has  only  been 
dashed  in  the  water,  or  has  not  been 
washed  at  all.  Having  washed  the 
negative  for  the  usual  time,  just  before 
putting  up  to  dry  go  over  the  gelatine 
surface  as  before  with  the  sponge,  hold¬ 
ing  the  negative  under  the  tap  whilst 
doing  so.  These  matters  are  ones  which 
should  be  made  a  note  of  by  every  care¬ 
ful  worker,  and  should  be  gone  through 
as  a  matter  of  routine.  The  results 
then  will  be  nice  clean  negatives,  which 
will  save  the  worker  much  trouble  in 
spotting,  etc. 

Bv  the  blowing  down  of  a  tree  above 
Cockleroi,  England,  and  near  the  Kipps, 
about  two  miles  south  of  Linlithgow, 
where  there  is  a  large  field  with  Druidi- 
cal  stones,  a  stone  coffin  has  been  laid 
bare.

From  the  appearance  o}  the  stone  im¬ 
plements,  it  is  supposed  that  they  and 
the  coffin  belong  to  the  fourth  or  fifth 
century.

CAMERA  NOTES. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  in  using 
Velox  or  any  other  developing  papers  to 
get  the  proper  amount  of  Bromide 
potash  solution  in  the  developer.  When 
the  formula  calls  for  ten  drops  it  is  folly 
to  guess  and  throw7  in  about  eight  or 
twelve  or  fifteen,  ten  drops  is  what  it 
should  be. 

In  pouring  from  a  bottle  it  is  very 
difficult  to  count  exactly  ten  drops  and 
the  drops  will  be  larger  from  bottles 
with  different  sizes  of  mouths. 

The  best  plan  is  to  purchase  a  medicine 
dropper  which  can  be  had  in  any*  drug 
store  for  a  nickel  and  you  can  count 
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your  drops  precisely  and  with  greater 
uniformity.  The  writer  has  spoiled  a 
few  batches  of  Velox  paper  by  careless¬ 
ness  in  this  regard.

When  I  first  took  up  portraiture  I  had 
an  insatiable  desire  to  make  large  heads 
and  of  course  got  as  close  to  my  subjects 
as  possible.  This  made  the  bellows 
longer  and  necessarily  increased  the  re¬ 
quired  exposure. 

After  having  enough  under  exposed 
plates  to  build  a  good  sized  chicken 
house,  I  cut  my  eyeteeth,  (figuratively) 
and  now  I  use  a  6  Vi x8  l/z  lens  on  a  4x5 
plate. 

A  small  head  is  just  as  artistic  and 
symmetrical  as  a  large  one,  and  in 
amateur  work  more  preferable,  and  as 
the  focus  is  shorter  when  the  head  is 
small,  better  results  are  obtained  with 
snap  shots  and  short  exposures.

Formation  of  Illinois 

By  FOREST  GAINES, 
Champaign,  Ills. 

Champaign  County,  Illinois,  is  form¬ 
ed  primarily  of  true  glacial  silt,  or  the 
deposits  of  glaciers.  Numerous  bould¬ 
ers  of  granite  are  found. 

This  granite  varies  from  very  dark  red 
to  pink  and  light  gray.  Quartz  in  sev¬ 
eral  varieties  is  also  found. 

The  greater  portion  of  Illinois  is  of 
sedimentary  deposits.  A  great  part  of 
this  deposit  consists  of  coal  veins.  This 
coal  is  mostly  bituminous.  The  veins 
extend  nearly  entirely  across  Illinois, 
from  the  eastern  to  the  western  border 
of  the  state. 

In  the  coal  veins,  are  mixed  with  the 
coal  deposits,  beds  of  shale,  fireclay, 
clay  and  other  formations. 

In  the  northern  part  of  the  state  ex¬ 
tensive  beds  of  limestone  occur.  The 
greater  part  of  this  is  of  commercial 
value. 

Beds  of  lithographic  limestone  lie  in 
the  vicinity  of  Chicago. 

In  the  northern  part  of  the  state,  ex¬ 
tensive  lead  mines  are  found.  They 
occur  in  the  vicinity  of  Galena.  The 
ore  is  sulphide  of  lead  or  galena.  These 
mines  have  the  reputation  of  being  some 
of  the  best  in  the  United  States. 

The  limestone  spoken  of  before,  occurs 
commonly  throughout  the  state.  In 
Calhoun  county  on  the  Mississippi,  it  is 
extensively  quarried.  In  the  rougher 
parts  of  the  country,  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  state,  it  is  also  very  common. 

PALEONTOLOGY. 

The  fossil  fish  in  Illinois  are  of  wide¬ 
ly  differing  types.  They  compose  many 
varieties  and  several  hundred  species 
have  been  discovered.  They  are  to  be 
found,  scattered  at  intervals,  over  the 
state. 


CRINOIDEA. 

To  this  group  belong  the  crinoids  or 
sea  lilies.  They  are  of  many  varieties 
and  varying  forms.  I  have  found  many 
of  them  myself  in  various  gravel  banks. 
They  are  interesting  from  their  peculiar 
stellated  structure.  They  are  common¬ 
ly  known  as  Indian  Beads. 

TrilobiTES 

This  is  a  crustacean  time  fossil.  They 
belong  to  the  lower  Silurian  Age.  They 
are  of  very  peculiar  shape,  many  are 
found  in  the  vicinity  of  Chicago.  While 
digging  the  drainage  canal,  many  were 
found  imbedded  in  the  stone. 

CARBONIFEROUS  PLANTS. 

Many  carboniferous  fossils  come  from 
Mazon  Creek,  Morris,  Illinois,  a  noted 
locality.  The  fossils  are  generally  found 
in  ironstone  concretions,  which,  when 
split  open,  reveal  the  outlines  of  leaves 
and  ferns.  These  concretions  are  of  a 
flattened,  lenticular  shape.  The  con¬ 
cretions  vary  from  about  two  to  five 
inches. 

TrilobiTES. 

These  interesting  carboniferous  fossils 
which  I  described  before  are  widely 
found  in  the  Potsdam  formation. 

CALHOUN  COUNTY. 

This  is  a  very  remarkable  county  in 
geological  formation,  lying  on  the  Miss¬ 
issippi  River  in  the  southwestern  part  of 
Illinois. 

The  county  begins  with  the  St.  Peters 
sandstone  in  the  upper  part  and  ends 
with  the  St.  Louis  limestone  at  Alton. 

This  county  is  apparently  mostly 
of  eruptive  origin  ;  especially  is  this  so 
in  the  northern  part,  where  rocks  are 
jumbled  together  in  a  conglomerate  mass. 

Valuable  lithographic  stone  has  been 
found  in  this  county  by  Prof.  William 
McAdams,  who  had  several  valuable 
collections  on  display  at  the  World’s 
Fair  in  the  Illinois  geological  and 
archaelogical  exhibit.  Prof.  McAdams 
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had  charge  of  this  exhibit. 

Calhoun  county  is  now  mostly  an 
agricultural  region. 

This  county  was  a  favorable  resort  of 
the  Indians,  and  many  interesting  relics 
of  them  are  now  found  there.  Many 
Indian  mounds  have  been  opened  and 
the  trinkets  taken  out.

The  Hawaiian  (Sandwich)  Islands  were 
discovered  by  Capt.  Cook  in  1788.  They 
were  united  into  one  kingdom  under 
Kamehameha  |I  a  few  years  later. 

His  successor  and  Queen  died  in 
England  in  1823,  and  it  was  during  the 
reign  of  Kamehameha  III  that  the  king¬ 
dom  was  recognized  by  the  United  States 
England  and  other  countries.  He  gave 
his  subjects  a  constitution  in  1840,  and 
in  1864  his  brother  proclaimed  a  more 
liberal  and  revised  constitution.  The 
reins  of  the  government  were  apparently 
well  handled,  until  on  the  15th  of  Janu¬ 
ary,  1893*  Queen  Eilionkalani  attempted 
coercion  in  compelling  her  cabinet  to 
approve  a  new  constitution,  which  they 
declined  to  do.  A  revolution  followed 
and  the  Queen  was  deposed.  A  committee 
of  Public  Safety  was  formed  and  a  dep¬ 
utation  sent  to  the  United  States 
petitioning  the  annexation  of  the  Ha¬ 
waiian  Islands.  President  Plarrison 
favored  the  idea  and  steps  were  taken  to 
secure  the  commercial  and  strategical 
advantages  thus  offered.  In  the  mean¬ 
time  President  Cleveland  had  been  elect¬ 
ed,  and  he  appointed  a  special  committee 
to  visit  the  islands  and  report  the  exist¬ 
ing  state  of  affairs.  The  report  being 
made  the  American  minister  was  order¬ 
ed  to  restore  the  deposed  Queen,  but  the 
provisional  government  had  strengthen¬ 
ed  its  hold  and  continued  in  control 
until  the  establishment  of  a  permanent 
government.  On  Janurry  17,  1893,  the 
committee  of  Public  Safety  elected  San¬ 
ford  B.  Dole  president  and  issued  an 
edict  abolishing  the  monarchical  form 


of  government, 

The  population  numbered  probably 
200,000  at  the  time  of  Capt.  Cook’s  dis- 
covery.  Since  then  the  natives  have 
rapidly  decreased,  while  the  foreign 
population  has  steadily  increased.  All 
form  of  religion  are  permitted  and  pro¬ 
tected. 

Plawaii  has  been  called  the  beautiful 
half-way  resting  house  between  Califor¬ 
nia  and  Japan, — a  rich  and  most  in¬ 
teresting  chain  of  islands  thirteen  in 
number,  only  eight  or  nine  of  which  are 
inhabited.  They  are  distant  from  San 
Francisco  2100  miles  and  from  Japan 
3400  miles  and  have  an  area  of  6740 
square  miles.  The  most  important  of 
the  group  are  Oahu  and  Hawaii. 

Honolulu,  the  capital,  is  situated  on 
the  island  Hawaii.  Its  harbor  is  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  in  the  world  and  is 
reached  through  a  narrow  winding 
passage  of  deep  blue  water,  the  surf 
running  white  over  the  coral  reefs  on 
both  sides,  while  its  waters  are  covered 
with  countless  canoes  filled  with  natives 
and  dotted  with  American  and  English 
trading  vessels.  Ninty  per  cent  of  the 
foreign  trade  is  with  the  United  States. 
In  the  background  are  lofty  peaks,  cleft 
by  deep  chasms  and  ravines.  Of  all  the 
cities  of  our  new  possessions  none  are 
more  beautifully  picturesque  than  this 
“American”  city  situated  so  far  from 
American  soil. 

The  wonderful  rise  in  the  price  of 
stamps  of  this  colony  is  current  comment 
to  those  who  keep  abreast  the  times. 
They  have  steadily  advanced  for  many 
months  and  each  succeeding  auction  sale 
justifies  the  prediction  that  the  limit  is 
not  yet  reached.  They  are  duly  ap¬ 
preciated  and  the  collector  is  wise  who 
never  misses  an  opportunity  to  fill  a 
vacant  space.  Should  philately’s  sleep¬ 
ing  followers  awake  from  their  slumbers 
and  note  the  present  quotations  on 
Hawaiians  they  would  doubtless  ex¬ 
claim,  Lo,  and  in  the  fullness  of  time  a 
kingdom  has  risen  from  out  the  sea  and 
to  our  people  has  given  the  choicest 
gems  in  the  collecting  world. 
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IDoonligbt  Pictures. 

It  is  possible,  of  course,  to  take  photo¬ 
graphs  by  moonlight,  the  exposure 
varying  from  half  to  two  hours,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  light.  But  the  photographs 
we  refer  to  are  usually  sea  or  river  scenes 
with  a  fine  cloud  effect,  the  moon  just 
peeping  through  and  throwing  a  long 
line  of  brilliant  light  along  the  water, 
crossing  which  in  the  distance  is  freque¬ 
ntly  seen  a  small  boat.  The  effect  is 
good,  particularly  if  it  be  printed  on 
deep  blue  green  paper.  The  negatives 
for  such  prints  are  usually  made  in  the 
daytime,  a  short  exposure  being  made 
with  a  shutter  and  the  negative  being 
slightly  under-developed,  and  the  print 
decidedly  over  printed  on  a  green  al- 
bumenized  paper,  or  if  gelatine-chloride 
paper  is  used,  it  may,  after  fixing  and 
well  washing,  be  dyed  in  green  dye, 
such  as  may  be  obtained  for  a  few  pence 
from  any  chemist  or  oilshop,  Diamond 
dyes  being  suitable.

Stiff  Dark  Slides. 

How  often  one  sees  a  beginner  vainly 
struggling  to  draw  the  shutter  of  his 
dark  slide  without  moving  the  camera. 
This  is  very  irritating  when  you  are 
hurrying  to  catch  some  passing  cloud 
effect,  or  an  expression  on  the  face  of 
a  sitter .  The  best  way  to  get  over  this 
difficulty  is  to  take  the  dark  slide  when 
empty,  draw  the  shutter,  and  pour  into 
the  grooves  a  little  powdered  blacklead. 
Now,  after  working  the  shutter  up  and 
down  for  a  short  time,  you  will  find  it 
slides  quite  easily.  In  case  of  emergency 
you  can  use  an  ordinary  lead  pencil  in¬ 
stead  of  the  powdered  black  lead.

Dumber  Your  Plates. 

Nearly  everyone  has  a  special  way  of 


his  own  for  numbering  his  plates  but  by 
far  the  best  and  simplest  method  is  to 
write  on  the  film  with  a  pencil.  Use  a 
sharp  point  and  make  the  figures  small, 
and  close  up  to  the  edge  of  the  plate 
so  that  in  all  probability  they  will  come 
on  the  clear  margin  of  the  negative.  Do 
not  bear  too  hard  on  the  pencil  or  you 
scratch  the  film  or  cause  frilling,  etc. 
These  pencil  marks  will  not  wash  out, 
and  so  the  number  will  show  on  the 
negative  when  finished. 

Lastly,  who  has  not  at  some  time  or 
other  wanted  another  developing  dish  in 
a  hurry?  Take  the  lid  of  one  of  your 
old  plate  boxes  and  make  sure  that  it  is 
free  from  holes.  Now  take  a  piece  of 
candle  about  two  inches  long,  and,  after 
melting  it  in  some  handy  vessel,  pour  it 
carefully  into  the  lid,  which  must  be 
tilted  so  that  the  melted  wax  may  come 
in  contact  with  every  part.  After  it  is 
thoroughly  soaked  with  wax,  drain  off 
and  allow  the  lid  to  dry.  You  have 
now  got  a  water-tight  developing  dish. 

Background  Hint. 

In  making  a  background  for  portrai¬ 
ture,  simplicity  should  be  aimed  at;  and 
anything  which  tends  to  distract  the  at¬ 
tention — such  as  an  elaborately  sketched 
landscape,  castle,  etc., — should  be 
avoided  if  we  wash  to  concentrate  the  at¬ 
tention  to  the  figure,  and  so  obtain  a 
picture  instead  of  a  mere  portrait.  Many 
excellent  backgrounds  are  obtainable  at 
the  dealers,  such  as  cream,  grey, brown, 
etc.,  a  very  useful  one  being  grey.  It  is 
however,  far  cheaper  and  quite  as  satis¬ 
factory,  to  manufacture  our  own  back¬ 
ground.  Ordinary  carpet-paper  does 
well,  giving  a  tint  not  too  deep  and  not 
too  light.  This  paper  is  generally  pretty 
stiff,  and  will  stand  very  well  if  support¬ 
ed  by  a  chair  at  the  back.  Very  good 
effects  may  be  obtained  by  arranging 
the  paper  background  in  the  form  of  an 
arc,  instead  of  having  it  it  quite  flat. 
There  is  a  very  pleasing  shading  of  light 
and  altogether  is  a  very  satisfactory  ar¬ 
rangement. 
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JVotes  on  the  Coinage 

of  the  GreeKs. 

: By  T.  L.  ELDER- 
PART  I.— Cont’d. 

PERIOD  II  B.C.  480-400. 

The  “stater  and  the  “hectae”  of  Cy- 
zicus  circulated  in  immense  numbers 
in  those  times.  The  former  weighed 
about  248  grains,  and  the  latter  about 
40  grains.  The  stater  is  frequently 
mentioned  in  early  writings  and  in¬ 
scriptions. 

The  mintmark  of  Cyzicus  is  a  tunny- 
fish,  and  the  types  are  extremely  num¬ 
erous.  A  noted  coin  was  one  represent¬ 
ing  two  golden  eagles  on  the  omphalos 
of  Apollo  at  Delphi,  mentioned  by  Pin¬ 
dar  (Pyth.  iv.  4),  and  on  another 
Cecrops,  half  man  and  half  serpent, 
is  seen  holding  an  olive  branch. 

Sinope,  then  one  of  the  wealthiest 
Greek  city  on  the  Euxine,  was  also 
mistress  of  that  sea  as  far  as  the 
Bosphorus.  On  its  coins  the  city  is 
likened  to  a  sea-eagle  seizing  its  prey 
in  the  waters. 

The  coins  of  Ancore,  a  town  of  Bithy- 
nia  bore  an  anchor. 

A  coin  of  Daranus  bears  a  figure  on 
horseback  and  on  the  reverse  a  bird  in 
an  incuse  square.  The  reverse  also 
bears  a  monogram  composed  of  several 
letters,  and  some  attribute  it  on  that 
account  to  Zenis,  satrap  of  Aeolis, 
under  Artaxerxes. 

Mnemon.  The  figure  on  horseback 
is  supposed  to  be  the  famous  queen 
Mania,  his  wife,  and  successor  in  the 
satrapy. 

Scepsis  had  belonged  to  Queen 
Mania,  but  after  her  death  Dercyllidas, 
the  Spartan,  got  possession  of  the 
town,  and  the  sovereign  power  was 
restored  to  the  citizens  (B.C.  399).  This 
is  probably  the  date  of  this  coin. 

An  Ephesian  stater  of  the  fifth  cen¬ 
tury  bears  a  bee  on  the  obverse,  and 


an  incuse  square  on  the  reverse.  The 
bee  was  the  badge  of  the  city  and  was 
connected  with  the  worship  of  the 
Ephesian  Artemis. 

A  coin  of  Erythrae  has  on  it  a  naken 
youth  holding  in  a  prancing  horse 
which  is  stung  by  a  bee  or  wasp,  and 
on  the  reverse  side  a  flower  in  an  in¬ 
cuse  square.  This  coin  is  of  fine  style, 
and  the  bee  is  probably  only  the  sym¬ 
bol  of  a  magistrate. 

On  a  coin  of  Chios  we  see  the  Sphinx 
seated  before  an  amphora,  or  vase, 
above  which  is  a  bunch  of  grapes. 
Reverse,  the  incuse  square,  as  usual. 
Chios  was  famed  for  its  wine,  and  the 
Sphinx  is  a  symbol  of  Dionysus. 

Cos  issued  a  coin  bearing  Appollo 
beating  a  cymbal,  and  dancing  before 
a  tripod.  The  back  of  the  coin  shows 
a  crab  in  a  square. 

An  interesting  little  coin,  gotten  by 
a  Mr.  Newton  on  the  Island  of  Cos 
shows  on  the  obverse  Hercules  kneel- 
ing,  and  on  the  reverse  a  lion.s  head. 
The  front  side  bears  the  nameof  Tym- 
mes,  a  despot  of  Termera  about  the 
middle  of  the  fifth  century,  probably 
the  son  of  Tymmes  of  Termer,  whom 
Herodotus  mentions  as  being  in  the 
fleet  of  Xerxes  in  480  B.  C. 

It  is  said  that  the  head  of  a  Persian 
satrap  is  to  be  seen  on  an  early  coin  of 
Eycia,  which  if  true  is  the  first  por¬ 
trait  EVER  PUT  ON  a  COIN.  Judging 
from  the  style  of  this  coin,  it  was  made 
about  400  B.C. 

A  cow  standing  on  a  dolphin  is  seen 
on  the  obverse  of  a  coin  of  By zantium. 
The  types  of  the  Byzantine  coins  of 
the  period  were  very  similar  to  those 

of  Chalcedon  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  Bosphorus. 

Maronea  issued  a  coin  bearing  a 
horse  prancing,  and  on  the  other  side 
of  it  a  vine  enclosed  in  a  square.  Eike 
Chios,  this  city  was  famed  for  its  wine, 
hence  we  note  the  vine.  Maron,  the 
founder  of  this  city  was  known  as  the 
“grandson  of  Bacchus.” 
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We  see  on  a  coin  of  Alexander  1,  of 
Macedon  (B.  C.  498-454)  a  man  carry¬ 
ing-  two  spears,  standing-  on  the  farth¬ 
er  side  of  a  horse. 

On  a  coin  of  Larissa  is  portrayed  a 
a  man  seizing  a  bull  by  the  horns 
while  on  the  reverse  in  an  incuse  square 
is  seen  a  galloping  horse.  The  Thes¬ 
salian  youths  were  renowned  for  their 
skill  in  catching  bulls  and  taming 
horses. 

In  a  group  of  Theban  coins  we  see 
on  No.  1  a  Boetian  Buckler,  with  a 
reverse  showihg  an  incuse  square  in 
which  Harmonia,  daughter  of  Ares  and 
Aphrodite,  and  wife  of  Cadmus  is 
seated  holding  a  helmet.  No.  2  Hercu¬ 
les  walking,  holding  a  bow  and  club. 
No.  3  Hercules  stringing  his  bow.  No.  4 
Hercules  carrying  off  the  Delphic  tri¬ 
pod.  All  of  these  coins  are  fine  ex¬ 
amples  of  style  of  the  art  immediately 
preceding  that  of  Phidias,  and  all  are 
previous  to  430  B.  C. 

A  coin  of  Aegina  bears  a  land  tur- 
tuiose,  AI.  reverse,  incuse  square  di¬ 
vided  into  five  compartments,  and 
within  the  letters  NI  and  a  dolphin. 
Note  the  difference  in  this  coin  from 
the  earlier  Aeginctan  coins  spoken  of 
in  the  former  part  of  this  article.  The 
coin  just  described,  is  you  are  aware, 
of  the  later  period.  This  Island  ceased 
to  strike  silver  in  B,  C.  456,  when  it 
became  part  of  the  Athenian  Empire.

Collectors  of  coins  should  know  that 
the  use  of  acids  in  cleaning  dirty  stones 
will  ruin  them,  practically,  as  it  eats 
into  and  roughens  the  coin  and  des¬ 
troys  the  clearness  of  the  design.  Then 
if  the  coin  is  polished,  this  roughened 
surface  is  worn  away.  Simply  wash 
the  coins  in  soapsuds  and  wipe  them 
dry.

Spotting. 

The  ordinary  spotting  pencil  leaves 
a  mark  which  can  be  distinctly  seen 
in  some  lights.  If  you  use  an  ordinary 
writing  pencil  and  then  moisten  the 
tip  of  the  finger,  and  apply  to  parts 
retouched,  no  trace  of  the  work  can  be 
found  in  any  light.

Tu>o  Useful  Hints. 

Of  course  every  amateur  knows  that 
is  the  correct  way  when  developing  to 
work  at  a  distance  from  the  dark-room 
lamp  to  prevent  a  gradual  fogging  of 
the  plate;  but  when  we  wish  to  ex 
amine  the  plate  to  see  if  it  is  sufficiently 
developed  we  generally  venture  much 
closer,  and  it  is  a  very  good  plan  to 
have  a  small  dish  in  front  of  the  lamp, 
so  that  when  examining  a  plate  in  this 
way  the  drippings  from  it  will  drop 
into  it,  and  so  avoid  making  a  nasty 
mess  on  the  bench  or  table. 

Another  advantage  of  using  this  dish 
is  that  it  will  prevent  any  white  diffus¬ 
ed  light  which  may  issue  from  under 
the  lamp,  and  will  in  no  way  interfere 
with  the  ventilation,  for  there  is  plenty 
at  the  back  and  sides  of  the  lamp. 


From  1863  to  1880  auction  sales  of 
rare  coins  were  held  in  New  York 
nearly  every  week  during  the  greater 
portion  of  each  year.  The  first  auction 
sale  of  stamps  was  crowded  in  between 
two  of  these  coin  sales  in  1870.  Since 
then  the  stamp  sales  have  gradually 
crowded  the  coin  sales  into  the  back¬ 
ground,  and  now,  while  every  week, 
during  the  winter  season  at  least,  from 
one  to  four  stamp  sales  are  held,  it  is 
only  occasionally  that  we  hear  of  a 
coin  sale.  Still,  there  are  many  coin 
collectors,  and  there  always  .will  be, 
but  coin  collecting  will  never  take  its 
place  alongside  stamp  collecting  as  a 
popular  pastime.

Tumblers  resembling  in  shape  and 
dimensions  those  employed  today, have 
been  found  in  great  numbers  in  Pom¬ 
peii.  They  were  made  of  gold,  silver, 
glass,  marble,  agate  and  of  precious 
stones .

Flies  are  not  the  only  things  found 
in  amber.  In  a  big  mass  of  clear  am¬ 
ber,  dredged  up  out  of  the  Baltic  sea 
recently,  there  was  distinctly  visible 
in  its  interior  a  small  squirrel— fur, 
teeth  and  claws  intact.

Every  bee  carried  his  market  basket 
round  his  hind  legs.  Anyone  exarnin- 
ing  the  body  of  a  bee  through  a  micro¬ 
scope  will  observe  that  on  the  hind  legs 
of  the  creature  there  is  a  fringe  of  stiff 
hairs  on  the  surface,  the  hairs  ap¬ 


proaching  each  other  at  the  tips,  so  as 
to  form  a  sort  of  cage.  This  is  the 
bee’s  basket,  and  into  it,  after  a  suc¬ 
cessful  journey,  he  will  cram  enough 
pollen  to  last  two  or  three  days.

The  wine  cellar  of  the  old  Chaldean 
King,  Argastes  II,  has  been  discovered 
near  Eake  Van,  in  Asia  Minor.  It 
was  filled  with  colossal  earthenware 
vessels,  some  of  which  has  been  sent 
to  the  Berlin  museum.

Eake  Morat,  in  Switzerland,  has  the 
curious  property  of  turning  red  every 
ten  years,  owing  to  the  presence  of 
certain  aquatic  plants  which  are  not 
known  in  any  other  lake  in  the  world.

The  largest  flower  in  the  world,  it  is 
said,  is  the  bolo,  which  grows  on  the 
island  of  Mindanao,  one  of  the  Philip¬ 
pine  group.  It  has  five  petals,  meas¬ 
uring  nearly  a  yard  in  width,  and  a 
single  flower  has  been  known  to  weigh 
twenty-two  pounds.  It  grows  on  the 
highest  pinnacle  of  the  land,  about 
2,000  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea. 

A  splendid  find  of  opals  is  reported 
from  Winton,  Queensland,  where  two 
Germans,  having  alread}'  done  very 
well  with  it,  had  sold  their  claim  to 
two  other  men.  The  new  proprietors 
very  speedily  came  upon  a  big  opal 
band,  and,  this  being  further  investi¬ 
gated,  one  of  the  largest  blocks  of 
opal  that  has  ever  been  discovered  was 
joyfully  unearthed.  The  pipe  is  said 
to  be  eleven  feet  in  length,  and  in 
places  as  thick  as  a  man’s  thigh,  whilst 
it  was  so  heavy  that  four  men  were 
required  to  carry  it.  This  rich  find  is 
estimated  to  be  wortn  between  $35,000 
and  $50,000.

known  spot  where  the  remains  of 
dwarf  elephants  are  found.  There  are 
several  places  on  the  island  where  the 
bones  of  these  miniature  pachy  derms 
have  been  unearthed,  and  hundreds  of 
skeletons  have  been  secured,  in  whole 
or  in  part.  One  of  these,  whose  teeth 
ancf  bones  showed  was  a  full-grown 
specimen,  was  less  than  two  and  a  half 
feet  in  height,  and  could  not  have 
weighed  over  600  pounds  when  in  the 
flesh.

One  of  the  rarest  and  most  expensive 
of  Chinese  gold-fishes  is  the  brush-tail, 
a  pair  of  which  sell  for  $1,000.  The 
brush-tail  gold  fish  is  so  small  that  an 
American  silver  dollar  will  cover  it, 
and  probably  there  is  no  other  living 
thing  of  its  size  and  weight  that  is 
worth  so  much  money.  Hike  all  other 
Chinese  fishes  that  are  so  highly  priz¬ 
ed  by  the  collector,  the  form  of  the 
brush-tail  is  due  to  some  extent  to  arti¬ 
ficial  methods.  The  Chinese  know 
how  to  assist  nature  in  shaping  and 
beautifying  fiishes.  How  they  doit  is 
one  of  their  many  secrets  "which  we 
have  not  discovered  yet. 

•Ji¬ 
lt  is  a  curious  fact  that  the  roots 
and  branches  of  a  tree  are  so  alike  in 
their  nature  that  if  a  tree  be  uprooted 
and  turned  upside  down  the  under¬ 
ground  branches  will  take  to  them¬ 
selves  the  functions  of  roots,  and  the 
exposed  roots  will  in  time  bud  and  be¬ 
come  veritable  branches. 

* 

The  smallest  coin  now  current  in 
Europe,  and  the  one  having  the  least 
value,  is  the  Greek  lepton.  The  lepton 
is,  according  to  the  decimal  monetary 
system,  current  in  all  countries  be¬ 
longing  to  the  Gatin  union.  Some 
idea  of  this  valueless  little  disc  of  cop¬ 
per  may  be  gathered  from  the  fact  that 
the  lepton  is  the  one-hundredth  part  of 


a  drachma.  The  Greek  drachma  usual¬ 
ly  passes  for  the  same  value  that  a 
franc  piece  does,  that  is,  it  is  about 
equal  to  20  cents  of  our  money.

At  Karnes,  in  the  Isle  of  Bute,  Mr. 
R.  A.  Stewart,  a  saddler,  has  succeeded 
in  growing  a  fine  crop  of  peas  from 
seed  found  in  the  tomb  of  an  ancient 
Egyptian  King.  Mr.  Stewart  got  the 
peas  from£a  Glasgow  friend  of  his 
who  has  sons  in  Egypt,  by  whom  they 
were  forwarded  to  Glasgow,  and  the 
seed  is  estimated  to  have  been  2,000  or 
3,000  years  old,  The  peas  were  sown 
in  open  ground,  the  plants  have  grown 
up  strong  and  vigorous  to  a  height  of 
about  6  feet.  They  possess  certain 
characteristics.  The  flower  of  the 
ancient  Egyptian  variety  has  a  beau- 
ful  red  centre,  surrounded  by  a  white 
corona,  and  looks  very  chaste  and 
handsome.  The  pods  average  from 
two  to  three  inches  in  length  b}r  one- 
half-inch  in  breadth,  and  the  peas  are 
said  to  be  of  excellent  flavor.

Much  as  we  may  deplore 
DOMINICA  the  artistic  decadence  of  the 

De  la  Rue  products  as  com¬ 
pared  with  their  Perkins,  Bacon  &  Co., 
predecessor,  it  is  yet  a  fact  that  their 
uniformity  of  printing  and  general  ex¬ 
cellence  of  mechanical  execution  [has 
made  it  an  unprofitable  job  to  forge 
them  very  much.  Nevertheless  I  have 
before  me  a  number  of  counterfeits  of 
various  West  Indian  stamps,  most  of 
them  imitations  of  the  De  la  Rue  manu¬ 
factures.  Three  of  them  are  of  stamps 
of  Dominica.  The  first  one  is  the  1 
penny  lilac  of  1874  or  1879 — I  cannot 
say  for  which  one  the  counterfeit  is 
meant,  as  the  perforation  is  so  scraggly 
that  I  cannot  make  out  the  gauge.  As 
usual  the  counterfeit  is  a  lithograph, 
but  for  a  fact  a  very  good  one  approach- 
ingthe  typographed  original  in  clearness. 
The  paper  is  rather  too  yellowish  and 
the  watermark  is  conspiciuous  by  ab¬ 
sence.  The  color  is  away  off  the  mark, 


being  more  of  a  brownish  purple  than 
lilac.  The  head  is  very  well  drawn  and 
the  differences  are  hard  to  make  clear 
without  the  aid  of  enlarged  illustrations. 
The  lower  extremity  of  the  bust  on  the 
counterfeit  shows  no  shading  above  the 
line  of  the  cut  and  clearly  visible  shading 
under  it;  on  the  original  the  shading 
comes  down  to  the  cut  and  the  shading 
under  the  cut  is  so  heavy  that  the  indi¬ 
vidual  lines  are  seen  but  indistinctly. 
The  lower  left  extremity  of  the  bust  on 
the  counterfeit  runs  right  into  the  white 
space  surrounding  the  horizontal  lines 
of  the  background,  so  that  a  white  break 
shows  here  instead  of  its  being  separat¬ 
ed  from  the  space  by  a  line  of  color. 
The  label  of  value  is  surrounded  by  a 
line  af  color;  on  the  original  this  ap¬ 
proaches  the  solid  circle  of  color  very 
closely  just  under  the  T  of  POSTAGE, 
but  is  still  separated  from  it  by  a  narrow 
white  space.  On  the  counterfeit  this 
line  and  the  circle  here  run  into  each 
other  for  a  short  distance.  The  letter¬ 
ing  in  the  circle  is  pretty  fair  on  the 
counterfeit;  the  only  appreciable  differ¬ 
ence  is  that  the  upper  and  middle  cross - 
strokes  of  the  E  in  POSTAGE  are  some¬ 
what  shorter  than  in  the  genuine.  The 
little  ornaments  at  the  sides  of  the  circle 
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are  also  a  little  clumsier  and  thicker 
than  those  of  the  original ;  the  corner 
ornaments  are  pretty  well  done.  As  to 
the  lower  inscription  of  value,  I  he  letters 
all  seem  a  little  too  bold  and  narrow  as 
compared  with  the  original ;  the  O,  P 
and  Y  show  this  quite  distinctly.  An¬ 
other  counterfeit  is  of  the  6  pence  of 
this  issue,  the  perforation  r  also  being 
indistinct.  It  seems  to  be  from  the 
same  stone  as  the  one  just  above  describ¬ 
ed,  but  the  stone  must  be  worn,  as  there 
is  a  number  of  small  defects  in  it.  For 
instance  between  the  G  of  POSTAGE 
and  the  corner  ornament  there  is  a  bUt 
of  color;  the  white  space  surrounding 
the  background  is  of  irregular  outline ; 
there  are  small  white  spots  here  and 
there  in  the  circle  of  solid  color,  e.  g., 
between  P  andO,  between  A  and  G;  be¬ 
tween  N  and  I,  otherwise  the  distinc¬ 
tions  noted  above  will  apply  here  also. 
In  the  inscription  SIX  PENCE  the  fol¬ 
lowing  may  be  noted:  the  S  of  the  for¬ 
gery  is  smaller  above  than  below — on 
the  genuine  the  halves  are  fairly  equal ; 
the  X  of  the  forgery  is  much  thinner 
than  that  of  the  original ;  in  the  first  E 
of  PENCE  on  the  forgery  the  upper 
crossbar  is  a  trifle  longer  than  the  lower 
one.  The  distance  between  C  and  the 
last  E  of  PENCE  on  the  counterfeit  is 
a  little  larger  than  that  between  the 
other  letters ;  on  the  genuine  the  letters 
are  all  evenly  spaced.  The  color  of  this 
counterfeit  is  much  darker  than  the 
bluish -green  of  the  original.  A  third 
forgery  is  of  the  1  sli  lake  of  this  set 
the  perforation  here  is  quite  distinctly 
14.  The  distinctions  before  given  for 
the  1  penny  are  good  here  also,  the  two 
presumably  being  from  the  same  stone. 
The  inscription  ONE  SHIELING  is  very 
well  imitated  indeed;  about  the  only 
difference  I  can  describe  is  that  the  G  is 
a  trifle  narrower  than  that  of  the  genu¬ 
ine.  If  the  color  of  this  imitation  were 
somewhat  brighter,  it  would  be  quite 
deceptive;  fortunately  it  is  much  too  dull 
and  without  the  gloss  of  the  genuine 


ink.  By  the  way,  if  you  have  specimens 
of  these  and  other  West  Indian  stamps 
of  this  design  which  show  irregularities 
in  the  position  of  the  lower  inscription, 
do  not  condemn  them  on  that  account, 
for  on  all  these  the  value  was  printed 
by  a  separate  operation,  so  that  some¬ 
times  even  the  color  of  the  value  will 
differ  slightly  from  that  of  the  rest  of 
the  stamp. 

All  these  counterfeits  are  cancelled  by 
an  impossible  postmark ;  nothing  like  h 
is  found  on  any  genuine  stamps.  It 
shows  this  form  : 


((((())))) 


At  this  writing 
BRITISH  HONDURAS  I  have  only  one 

counterfeit  of 
this  colony  before  me,  and  a  poor  one 
at  that.  It  is  supposed  to  be  a  3  pence 
brown  of  the  1872  set,  but  the  perfora¬ 
tion  is  too  ragged  to  say  whether  it  was 
meant  for  the  perf.  12f4  or  the  perf.  14. 
But  the  comical  thing  is  that  the  festive 
counterfeiter  for  once  did  not  pay  atten¬ 
tion.  He  did  not  observe,  it  seems,  that 
the  design  of  the  buckle  and  strap  at 
the  lower  end  of  the  garter  containing 
the  inscriptions  differ  for  each  value. 
His  original  seems  to  have  been  aid. 
When  he  came  to  utilize  his  stone  for 
a  3d  counterfeit,  of  course  the  THREE) 
took  up  more  room  than  the  ONE;  so 
he  simply  erased  the  buckle  entirely  to 
make  room  for  the  extra  two  letters. 
Thus  this  3  d  forgery  shows  no  buckle 
at  all,  but  only  the  end  of  the  strap 
hanging  over,  giving  it  a  decidedly  droll 
appearance.  Of  course  the  inscriptions 
on  both  sides  comes  too  low  by  this 
procedure,  so  that  the  left  lower  extrem¬ 
ity  of  the  bust  points  to  the  left  upper 
corner  of  the  second  E  in  THREE,  in¬ 
stead  of  at  the  right  upper  corner  of  the 
same  letter,  as  it  should;  similarly  the 
back  of  the  bust  points  at  the  first  E  of 
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PENCE  instead  of  pointing  to  the  left 
of  the  P,  as  in  the  genuine.  The  little 
ornaments  between  name  and  value  are 
those  of  the  1  penny,  showing  a  dot  in 
the  center  whereas  those  of  the  3  pence 
original  are  shaped  quite  differently  and 
have  no  dot  in  the  center.  These  few 
distinctions  are  quite  sufficient  to  brand 
this  counterfeit.  The  portion  of  the 
cancellation  is  too  small  to  describe  it 
properly.

In  the  year  1840  Great  Britain  issued 
the  first  postage  stamp.  And  now  at 
the  beginning  of  the  20th  century,  after 
sixty  years  of  use,  there  are  estimated 
to  be  about  thirty  thousand  distinct 
varieties  and  a  large  number  of  minor 
varieties.  To  obtain  a  copy  of  each 
stamp  would  mean  the  expenditure  of  a 
large  sum  of  money.  This  might  be 
well  for  the  fellow  with  a  long  purse. 
But  as  many  of  us  have  only  a  moderate 
income,  we  are  unable  to  invest  a  large 
amount  in  any  one  hobby  or  recreation. 

Nearly  every  collector  makes  a  speci¬ 
alty  of,  or  favors  the  stamps  of  certain 
countries  or  groups  of  countries. 
Among  American  collectors,  perhaps 
the  leading  favorites  are  Great  Britain 
and  British  colonies.  While  British 
North  America,^  West  Indies,  Europe, 
and  have  their  followers.  However,  a 
large  number  of  the  stamps  of  the 
countries  comprising  these  groups  are 
high  priced.  So,  when  we  find  that  we 
cannot  stretch  our  pocket  book  to  fit 
the  country  we  must  find  a  country  to 
fit  the  pocket  book. 

1  he  three  Scandinavian  countries, 
Norway,  Swenen  and  Denmark,  are  not 
only  popular  with  many  classes  of  col¬ 
lectors  but  their  stamps  with  a  few  ex¬ 
ceptions  are  all  low  priced.  Netherlands 


and  her  colonies,  Curacao,  Dutch  Indies 
and  Surinam,  are  very  interesting, 
while  nearly  all  of  the  stamps  are  with¬ 
in  reach.  Austria,  Hungary  and  Bosnia 
comprise  another  group  easy  to  complete. 

A  collection  of  either  Cooks  Islands 
or  Corea  may  be  acquired  by  little  ex¬ 
pense.  All  the  stamps  of  Cooks  Island 
being  issued  since  1892;  and  those  of 
Corea  since  1885.  Bavaria,  Belgium 
and  Bulgaria  are  three  interesting 
European  countries.  Belgium  and 
Bavaria  should  prove  attractive  to  the 
specialist,  each  country  having  many 
minor  varieties  of  shade  and  perforation. 
Bulgaria  makes  a  very  pretty  showing 
with  her  first  issues  of  bi-colored  stamps. 
Egypt  is  the  only  oriental  country 
having  very  many  low  priced  stamps. 
Of  her  eighty  stamps  (including  five 
minor  varieties)  eight  are  catalogued  at 
$ 7.50  to  $1.00  each.  And  one  each  at 
90c,  60c,  50c  and  40c,  two  at  35c  and 
the  remaining  sixty-six  stamps  from  30c 
to  $1  each.  The  majority  of  Bolivian 
and  Chilean  stamps  represent  only  a 
small  percentage  of  the  whole,  a  nearly 
complete  collection  of  both  countries 
can  easily  be  made. 

It  is  a  common  saying  that  it  is  better 
to  know  one  thing  and  know  it  well 
than  to  have  a  smattering  of  a  little  of 
everything.  This  is  applicable  to  stamp 
collecting.  A  stamp  dealer  will  pay 
more  for  a  collection  of  a  few  countries 
complete  or  nearly  so,  than  for  a  col¬ 
lection  of  the  same  value  scattered  from 
A  to  Z.

of  vessels  not  regularly  engaged  in  the 


transportation  of  mails  are  entitled  to 
compensation  on  their  arrival  to  port  for 
letters  brought  and  delivered  by  them  to 
post  offices  for  transmission  to  Iheir 
destination.  In  every  case  the  amount 
thus  paid  the  owner  or  master  of  a  ves¬ 
sel  is  collected  by  the  postmaster  at  the 
office  of  delivery,  in  addition  to  the 
regular  postage,  which  amount  is  there¬ 
fore  made  good  to  the  government. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  fluctu¬ 
ation  in  the  expenditure  for  this  object, 
but  it  is  believed  that  $1,000  for  the 
coming  year  will  be  sufficient  to  cover 
all  contingencies.

In  his  last  annual  report  the  P.  M.  G. 
say : 

“During  the  period  covered  by  this 
report  a  total  of  18,422,649  pieces  of 
registered  mail  were  handled  by  the 
employees  of  the  Department,  and,  as 
illustrating  the  growing  efficiency  of 
the  service,  the  losses  averaged  but  1 
piece  to  every  35,703  handled,  while  for 
the  preceding  year  the  average  loss  was 
1  piece  to  every  25,980. 

There  were  7,165  complaints  of  alleged 
loss  received,  and  4,927  were  investigated 
by  the  inspector  force.  Of  these,  the 
loss  was  recovered  in  1,349,  and  in  3,223 
it  was  found  that  no  loss  had  been  sus¬ 
tained,  leaving  only  355  cases  in  which 
actual  losses  occured.” 

A  Unique  Postage  Stamp. 

Mecklenburg- Schwerin,  whose  reign - 
ing  Duke  has  just  come  of  age,  has  an¬ 
other  distinction  in  addition  to  those 
mentioned  already0.  it  has  a  postage 
stamp  which  is  probably  unique  in  the 
wTorld.  Its  value  is  about  a  penny,  but 
the  stamp  is  perforated  so  that  it  can  be 
be  divided  into  four  portions,  any  one 
of  which  can  be  used  for  conveying  a 
a  letter  a  certain  distance.  If  we  are 
not  mistaken  it  is  the  only  place  in  the 
world  where  such  stamps  are  in  use,  and 
there  is  certainly  not  a  cheaper  stamp 
than  one  of  these  quarters,  whose  value 
is  about  a  farthing.

A  letter  closed  in  the  ordinary  way 
can  be  opened  easily,  even  wafers  can 
be  removed,  and  sealing-  wax  by  means 
of  a  hot  iron  or  steam.  By  using-  the 
following  method  a  letter  can  not  be 
opened  unless  by  force  so  that  it  can 
be  noticed.  Close  your  letter  try  ap¬ 
plying  a  wafer  well  moistened  and  let 
it  dry.  Over  this  punch  the  letter  with 
a  large  needle  and  then  seal  in  the 
usual  manner.  This  seal  can  not  be 
removed  either  by  dry  or  moist  heat.

“One-cent  letter  postage  will  come,” 
said  Postmaster  General  Merritt  to  a 
Washington  newspaper  man,  “but  not 
for  a  few  years.  For  several  years 
the  deficiency  in  postal  receipts  has 
gradually  been  growing  less  until  the 
fiscal  year  just  closed,  when  the  defi¬ 
ciency  was  a  little  over  $5,000,000.  The 
year  before  the  defficiency  was  some¬ 
thing  over  $7,000,000.  At  this  ratio  of 
decrease  the  postal  service  ought  to  be 
self-sustaining  in  about  three  years, 
and  when  it  becomes  self  sustaining 
then,  in  my  opinion,  Congress  will  give 
the  people  a  one-cent  letter  postage.” 


This  week  the  newspapers  through¬ 
out  the  country  have  published  the 
following: 

“Business  has  been  resumed  at  the 
Frogtown  Postoffice.  Theodore  Fpping 
had  charge  of  the  office,  which  pays  a 
salary  of  $12  a  3rear.  He  was  appointed 
four  months  ago,  and  became  weary  of 
the  job.  He  placed  the  postoffice  out¬ 
fit  in  a  cracker  box  and  sent  it  to  Wash¬ 
ington  by  express  on  the  first  day  of 
the  new  year.  Since  that  time  no  mail 
matter  has  been  delivered  to  the  Frog- 
town  Office,  or,  rather,  the  postmaster 
Ihas  refused  to  accept  it.  Tuesday  the 
cracker  box  containing  the  postoffice 
1  paraphernalia  was  received  at  Chicago 
Iby  the  registered  mail.  With  it, was  a 
letter  to  Fpping  instructing  him  to  act 
as  postmaster  until  the  office  was  offi¬ 
cially  discontinued.  Fpping  refused 
to  take  the  box  when  first  returned, 
:but  friends  advised  him  to  accept  the 
outfit  and  thus  avoid  trouble  with  the 
government.

Addendum:  In  February  “West”  I 

(noticed  under  “Chips”  a  private  com¬ 
munication  to  Brody  published  about  a 
new  New  Zealand  stamp,  received  from 
a  dear  young  friend  in  Timarn,  N.  Z., 
whom  I  found  through  philatelic  cor- 
resdondence.  The  stamp  described  is  a 
1/^d  stamp  with  the  inscription  “The 
Empires  Call”  in  very  small  letters,  I 
suppose,  sounding  from  the  horn  of  the 
coinged  angel  or  something  af  the  kind. 

We  find  persons  of  all  stations  in  life 
among  the  philatelists.  As  Diogenes 
wrent  in  broad  daylight  with  a  lighted 
lantern  in  search  of  a  man,  we  can  find 
men  by  their  stamp  of  philately ;  who 
really  is  a  philatelist  and  who  not, 
whether  he  handles  stamps,  I  have  at 
several  preceeding  occasions  tried  to 
expound. *

While  the  letters  of  the  German  sol¬ 
dier  in  China  are  forwarded  free  to  the 
old  country,  providing  they  do  not  ex¬ 
ceed  20  grain  in  weight,  the  British  sol¬ 
diers  have  to  pay  postage  from  China, 
India  and  other  colonies  to  England. 
To  adjust  the  rates  the  one  Anna  In¬ 
dian  stamp  is  sold  to  the  soldiers  for 
four  cents  Chinese  at  Hong  Kong.  Now 
this  should  open  a  fine  speculation  for 
the  shrewd  pigtailed  oriental  to  buy 
these  one  Anna  stamps  for  four  cents  a 
piece  in  Hong  Kong  and  sell  them  or 
turn  them  in  on  payments  for  their 
actual  value  in  Chinese  or  Indian  ports. 
One  Anna  namely  is  worth  nearly  5  cts 
Chinese.  To  prevent  this  fraudlent 
business  transaction  the  1  Anna  military 
stamps  are  surcharged  in  black  C.  E.  F. 
(Chinese  Expeditionary  Force)  and 
thus  become  worthless  for  speculation 
in  private  hands.

Oddities. — Single  rate  postage  from 


Cook  Islands  to  Tahiti  is  five  cents, 
brom  any  of  these  Islands  to  any  point 
inside  the  International  Postal  Union 
the  single  rate  is  only  two  pence  half 
penny.  From  Cape  of  Good  Hope  to 
Rhodesia  single  rate  is  four  pence,  from 
England  to  Rhodesia  two  pence  hal’ 
penny  only.

A  Frence  stamp  dealer  (name  imma¬ 
terial)  in  Paris  France  has  bonght  all 
remaining  Spanish  stamps  of  Puerto 
Rico  of  the  issues  1890-99,  about  ten 
millions  and  also  the  Philippines  and 
Cuban  stamps  of  the  same  kind.  No 
wonder  that  so  many  of  these  stamps 
are  afloat  and  consequently  of  little 
value  at  present  although  there  are 
many  varieties  among  them  of  interest 
to  specialists.

/In  Explanation  Due. 

By  t.  R.  Steinbrucck. 

“I  ran  up  against  a  snag”  as  we  say  in 
slang  of  the  Northwest  and  I  feel  com¬ 
pelled  to  give  an  explanation . 

In  my  sketch  of ‘‘Stamps  of  Germany” 
which  I  am  heading  with  the  remark, 
that  it  ‘‘does  not  claim  scientific  merit,” 
I  gave  only  what  I  had  to  give,  namely, 
what  I  read  from  my  stamp  collection.” 

In  regard  to  the  stamps  of  Thurn  and 
Taxis  I  said  ‘‘these  stamps  of  Thurn 
and  Taxis  I  compare  in  nature  with  the 
private  medicine  stamps  of  our  days  in 
U.  S.  ”  and  this  sentence  needs  comment, 
having  caused  some  misunderstanding. 
Other  German  states  having  been 
souvereign  at  their  time  eo  ipso  perfect¬ 
ly,  entitled  to  their  own  issue  of  stamps, 
bearing  or  representing  either  the  image 
of  the  ruler  or  the  arms  of  his  house. 
The  prince  of  Thurn  and  Taxis  was  no 
souvereign  (therefore  his  simple  numer¬ 
als)  still  he  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  a 
stamp  issue  of  his  own  and  I  presume 
for  two  reasons.  First,  because  he  was 
the  first  General  Postmaster  for  German 
countries  and  later  on  for  Belgium  as 
the  kind  reader  will  find  told  in  another 
article  about  “Belgium  and  Thurn  and 
Taxis”  to  appear  in  next  number  of  The 
Philatelic  Chronicle.  Second,  because 
he  was  very  rich  especially  in  landed 
property  all  over  the  German  realm. 
When  I  say,  I  personally  compare  the 
1.  and  I.  stamps  to  our  private  medicine 

stamps,  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  they 
were  nothing  better,  but  private  medi¬ 
cine  stamps.  Oh  no!  It  was  merely  a 
comparison,  drawing  a  paralell,  what 
the  private  medicine  and  match  stamps 
are  among  the  revenue  stamps  of  the 
dominating  government. 

1  hold  the  P&  1  stamps  to  be  in  a  way 
the  same  thing  among  the  postage  stamps 
of  souvereign  rulers.  They  were  per¬ 
mitted,  suffered  and  authorized,  as  also 


are  the  private  medicine  stamps.  I 
might  have  said  ‘‘they  were  private 
postage  stamps  authorized,  though  not 
of  a  sovereign  country,  for  the  circula¬ 
tion  in  the  vast  domaines  of  the  Prince 
of  T  &  T,  scattered  under  and  tributary 
to  different  minor  and  major  potentates” 
These  stamps  authorized  of  course  were 
recognized  and  have  a  perfect  right  in 
any  stamp  collection,  yes,  more  so  the 
real  genuine  T  &  T  stamps  of  old  are  of 
great  value  and  not  by  far  do  I  disdain 
the  T  &  T  stamps  as  my  collection  gives 
proof.  What  led  me  to  draw  such  a 
strict  line  of  separation  between  the 
Thurn  and  Taxis  and  the  other  stamps 
of  Germany  principally  and  simply  is 
the  fact  that  in  Scott’s  catalogue  the 
Thurn  and  Taxis  stamps  are  taking  the 
lead  under  “Germany”  which  is  thor¬ 
oughly  misleading,  as  if  these  stamps 
had  been  the  first  postage  stamps  of  and 
for  the  German  empire,  though  shattered 
at  that  time  and  sleeping.  The  stamps 
ol  Thurn  and  Taxis  of  the  past,  like 
like  those  of  Baden,  Hanover,  Hamburg, 
etc.,  should  take  their  place  in  the  cata¬ 
logue  under  their  own  individual  heading 
in  the  observed  alphabetical  order,  viz : 
after  “Tasmania— The  “North  German 
Postal  District”  is  the  first  bud,  of  the 
Imperial  German  stamp  existence  to 
follow,  heralding  the  dawn  of  the  great 
German  Empire,  so  planned  in  the  rest¬ 
less  and  ambitious  brain  of  the  greatest 
statesman  of  his  century,  the  iron  chan¬ 
cellor  Prince  Bismarck— and  the  Thurn 
and  I  axis  have  nothing  to  do  with  this 
as  valuable  as  their  stamps  are  as  stamps 
in  their  place. 

For  Russians,  and  other  stsmps  that 
will  not  bear  -‘leaking  in  w'ater.— Cut 
three  or  four  thicknesses  of  white  blot- 
ting  paper,  to  fit  easily  into  the  bottom 
of  an  ordinary  dinner’plate,  pour  on  it 
sufficient  w’ater  to  thoroughly  wet  the 
blotter,  place  the  paper  with  stamp  to 
be  detached  on  this,  (stamp  upward,  of 
course),  and  let  it  remain  until  the  stamp 
can  be  easily  raised  from  the  paper.  Dry 
slowly  (i.  e.  in  a  cool  place) .  This  pro¬ 
cess,  would  not,  I  think,  affect  even  a 
grilled  stamp,  though,  unfortunately  I 
have  never  had  the  chance  to  try  its  effi¬ 
cacy  in  this  direction.

were  on  a  document  in  the  Treasury 
Dep’t.  of  the  Mexican  government.” 

They  are  of  same  size  and  design  as 
the  lower  values  of  this  issue.

There  has  been  such  a  large  number 


of  collectors  of  fiscals,  urging  an  (Ex¬ 
change  Society),  not  only  from  the  U. 
S.  but  from  Canada  and  Mexico,  as 
well,  that  it  may  be  taken  as  an  assur¬ 
ed  fact  that  such  a  society  will  be 
formed  before  next  winter. 

Several  times  I  have  called  attention 
in  these  columns  to  the  Fiscal  Ex¬ 
change  Society  of  England.  I  have 
urged  collectors  to  join  as  I  believed  it 
would  prove  an  excellent  thing. 

I  am  extremly  sorry  to  say  that  I 
have  found  by  sad  experience  that  it  is 
anything  but  a  good  thing;  except  for 
its  manager;  that  is  so  far  as  foreign 
members  are  concerned. 

I  sent  some  of  my  sheets  for  exchange 
one  year  ago  last  December,  contain¬ 
ing  a  nice  lot  of  match  and  medicine, 
etc.,  and  at  the  same  time  sent  a  want 
list  of  a  large  number  of  stamps  that  I 
needed.  After  waiting  about  6  months 

1  received  my  sheets  from  the  mana¬ 
ger,  and  found  a  large  amount  to  my 
credit,  but  instead  of  the  stamps  I  had 
asked  for,  he  sent  me  less  than  20 
stamps,  not  one  that  I  had  asked  for, 
and  nearly  all  marked  at  prices  that 
were  absurd.  For  instance  the  English 

2  shillings  “Police, Court”  he  marked  at 
5  shillings,  while  it  is  advertised  at  3 
pence  by  Eondon  dealers. 

I  wrote  to  the  manager,  Mr.  A. 
Preston  Pearce,  and  told  him  I  was 
dissatisfied  and  requested  a  selection 
of  the  stamps  I  had  sent  him  want  list 
of,  this  was  August  27,  1900.  I  have 
also  written  him  since  asking  him  why 
I  do  not  hear  from  him,  but  to  no  pur¬ 
pose.  I  have  a  letter  from  another 
party  who  sent  stamps  to  Mr.  Pearce 
for  exchange,  and  who  had  to  wait 
about  2  years  and  “threaten  to  show 
him  up”  before  he  received  an  answer. 

I  do  not  believe  the  British  members 
of  the  society  are  aware  of  the  treat¬ 
ment  received  by  their  foreign  mem¬ 
bers  at  the  hands  of  their  Exchange 
manager,  and  I  look  for  a  change  in 
this  office  when  the  matter  is  looked 
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into.  I  have  confidence  enough  in  the  selves  to  “straight  collecting’  . 
spirit  of  fair  play  shown  by  Britishers  Boil  it  down  again  my  friend,  and 
to  believe  this  will  be  accomplished,  give  us  your  own  idea  of  what  is  com-

Speaking  of  Exchange  Societies,  I 
have  had  a  wide  experience  with  them 
and  believe  that  it  may  prove  of  inter¬ 
est  to  collectors. 

I  shall  relate  my  experience  with  the 
manager  of  one  of  these  societies 
which  is  now  being  widely  advertised 
unless  he  straightens  out  my  account 
before  the  next  number  of  this  paper 
appears.

Who  the  author  is  I  am  unable  to 
say,  but  it  is  a  pity  he  did  not  boil  it 
down  a  little  more  and  give  us  some 
facts  to  make  good  his  statements. 

Does  He  wish  us  to  believe  that  such 
authorities  on  Philately  as  Messers 
Toppan,  Sterling,  Deats, Eagle,  George 
Kilbon  and  a  host  of  others,  after  col¬ 
lecting  and  studying  these  interesting 
branches,  some  of  them  for  over  20 
years,  have  only  just  discovered  that 
they  have  not  been  using  ‘  common 
sense”  in  so  doing? 

Or  have  the  Boston  Society  after 
issuing  their  splendid  work,  on  match 
and  medicine  and  revenues,  just  come 
to  the  conclusion,  that  it  was  out  of 
the  “era  of  common  sense,”  and  that 
in  the  future  they  will  confine  them-

Consequently 
every  stamphandling  individual  ought 
to  be  very  careful  where  and  of  whom 
stamps  of  genuine  value  are  obtained. 
The  old  countries  are  really  the  worst 
in  the  art  and  practice  of  counterfeiitng 
stamps  for  dishonest  purposes.  It’s  a 
wonder  that  the  authorities  don’t  look 
to  that.  They  watch  and  punish  the 
adulteration  of  other  articles,  milk, 
butter  or  anything  eatable  and  ignore 
open  imposition  in  another  line  of  great 
importance,  though  not  generally 
acknowledged  by  the  innocents.

QUESTION :  Who  can  tell  me  in 
this  paper  what  country’s  stamp  this  is: 
Vermillion  print  on  white.  Frame 


shows  on  left  side  the  word  “Dch”  on 
right  side  “Sedaug”  on  top  in  oval  the 
number  “4,’’  at  the  bottom  the  word 
Pouenmatli,’’  all  words  in  capital  letters. 
In  the  four  corners  are  royal  crowns. 
The  centre  shows  a  shield  with  a  lion 
dotted  (means  golden)  on  horizontal 
lines  (means  blue)  .  The  shield  is  sur¬ 
mounted  by  a  royal  crown  and  two 
sceptres  are  sticking  out  crosswise,  the 
left  one  bearing  an  imperial  orb,  the 
right  one  a  hand  with  fingers  stretched. 
The  stamp  bears  cancellation  mark, 
round  top  “Deh  Sedaug”  round  bottom 
part  “Slei  Agua”  centre  “1889”. 

I  notice  and  have  experienced  myself 
that  there  is  quite  a  good  deal  fuss  and 
misunderstanding  about  “return  post¬ 
age.”  It  seems  to  me  proper  that  in 
mutual  business  transactions,  inquiries 
on  request,  sending  stamps  for  exchange 
a.  s.  o.  each  party  ought  to  pay  its  own 
share  of  postage,  except  it  has  been 
stipulated  otherwise  in  the  advertisement 
It  is  very  inconvenient  to  wait  months 
for  an  answer  in  vain,  write  and  write 
again  without  avail,  till  finally  you 
guess  that  the  party  is  wanting  a  2  cent 
stamp.  I  call  that  miserable  miserly. 

R^emember 

1 —  That  stamp  papers  should  be  kept 
for  future  reference.  They  form  a  val¬ 
uable  part  of  any  philalelic  library. 

2 —  That  in  buying  stamps  it  is  not  a 
question  of  how  cheap,  but  what  quality. 

3 —  That  what  is  old  to  you  is  perhaps 
new  to  your  neighbor, — exchange  ideas 
as  well  as  stamps. 

4 —  That  stamp  collectors  support 
nations  (some  of  them),  so  you  may- 
well  be  proud  of  your  philatelic  inclina¬ 
tions. 

5 —  That  good  counterfeits  of  the 
stamps  of  Portugal  exist.  Some  of  them 
are  cleverly  executed. 

6—  That  collectors  and  dealers  are 
warned  against  buying  so-called  errors 
of  the  new  Finnish  stamps.  Theyr  are  a 
private  speculation. 

7—  That  no  other  country  in  the  world 
has  issued  more  stamps  than  the  United 
States. 

8—  That  the  bureau  of  engraving  and 
printing  will  print  the  following  quan¬ 
tities  of  Pan-Americsn  stamps:  One-cent 
71,000,000;  two-cent,  160,000,000;  four- 
cent,  5,000,000;  five-cent,  8,000,000: 
eight-cent,  3,000,000;  ten-cent,  4,000,000 
— a  total  of  251,000,000  stamps. 
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I  believe  that  there  should  be  given 
a  wider  range  to  MSS  of  all  kinds 
dwelling  on  philatelic  matters  and  that 
philatelists  of  any  age  or  breed  should 
endeavor  to  contribute  freely  to  our 
magazines  without  looking  for  cash 
pay  in  return,  for  the  benefits  are 
mutual.  Of  course  stamps  as  a  prem¬ 
ium  are  always  welcome. 

Some  of  our  phila.  magazines  feel 
called  upon  to  act  as  censors  or  critics, 
overhauling  deeds  and  ideas  of  others. 
That  is  alright  to  a  certain  limit  drawn 
by  kind  regard.  Others  are  only  or 
principally  treating  matters  of  a  more 
solid  scientific  character,  refusing  all 
lighter  stuff.  That’s  first  rate  and  very 
instructive.  Official  organs  bring 
business  matter  concerning  their  re¬ 
spective  societies.  That’s  in  order. 
Others  again  act  as  “Fraud  reporters” 
to  clean  the  philatelic  air  of  parasites 
and  dangerous  germs.  That’s  meri¬ 
torious.  Some,  and  especially  week¬ 
lies,  bring  us  the  latest  news  in  issues, 
changes,  etc.,  and  we  need  them.  But, 
if  all  the  army  of  philatelic  journals, 
magazines  and  phamplets  or  sheets 
would  follow  strictly  in  the  wake  of 
the  one  or  the  other  of  the  papers  de¬ 
scribed,  the  thing  would  become  very 
monotonous  and  the  readers  would 
select  only  the  best  of  a  certain  line 
and  drop  the  rest.  And  still  there  is 
so  much  of  interest  to  talk  about,  even 
of  a  lighter  communicative  nature.  I 
believe  that  philatelic  papers  should 
serve  also  a  still  higher  and  nobler 
purpose  as  a  means  of  exchange  of 
opinions  and  experiences  between 
members  of  our  hobby  intro¬ 
ducing  one  to  another  leading  to 

acquaintances  and  to  even  more  than 
that. 

Sometimes  younger  members  would 
like  to  have  their  say  in  their  own  way 


and  they  have  a  perfect  right  to  do  so, 
but  they  are  scared  to  silence  by  severe 
censure  of  others  by  phraselogists,  or 
their  MSS.  ignored  is  thrown  into  the 
waste  basket.  The  young  spirit  is 
blighted  for  the  future.  As  long  as 
the  MSS.,  though  insignificant,  is 
within  the  horizon  of  a  young  inex¬ 
perienced  brain,  is  not  too  silly  or  out¬ 
side  of  the  boundaries  of  common 
decency,  unworthy  of  a  gentleman,  I 
think  it  ought  to  be  published.  Our 
young  generation  ought  to  be  encour¬ 
aged  to  partake  actually  in  the  friendly 
exchange  of  philatelic  conversation* 
thus  becoming  more  deeply  interested 
in  philately,  for  they  are  the  pillars  of 
philately  of  the  coming  time.  Nobody 
should  feel  too  discouraged  to  contrib¬ 
ute.  It  is  not  the  high  termed  jaw¬ 
breakers  of  awe  inspiring  construction 
and  hard  to  swallow  for  the  common 
mortal,  that  renders  merit  to  a  piece 
of  MSS.  It  is  rather  the  idea  often 
clad  in  a  very  modest  dress  of  speech, 
that  true,  powerful  and  deep  strikes 
the  sparks  in  the  mind  of  the  reader, 
or  it  is  the  heartfelt  sympathy  hidden 
under  simple  words  that  kindles  the 
flame  of  everlasting  friendship  between 
congenials,  personally  unacquainted, 
far  away,  over  the  divide,  across  the 
ocean,  on  opposite  sides  of  the  globe. 
Accomplishing  this  I  call  a  higher  and 
nobler  aim  even,  to  my  estimation, 
than  the  most  scientific  essay,  which 
only  touches  the  brain,  not  the  heart. 
“Beg  to  differ”  I  hear  some  distant 
murming. — Answer:  “Alright,  have 
it  your  own  way.”  Don’t  criticise  and 
name  me  a  “tearful  sentimentalist” 
please,  though  I  own  a  heart,  Philate¬ 
lists  are  human  and  not  brutes  or  mere 
machines  working  for  material  gain. 
There  is  another  difference  between  a 
philatelist  and  a  cold  business  man,  a 
stock  broker  or  a  stamp  monger.  A 
philatelist  enjoys  the  treasure  of 
science,  of  instruction,  of  beauty;  he 
does  not  look  to  material  gain,  and 
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what  is  more  beautiful  than  concord 
and  harmony  among"  philatelists? 

Editors  like  good  MMS  and  small 
blame.  They  choose  the  best  to  their 
liking",  if  they  have  a  pile  to  pick  from. 
Editors  know  they  themselves  are 
judged  generally  by  their  publications. 
But  I  think,  that  as  long  as  the  name  of 
the  writer  is  given  the  credit  or  blame 
for  an  article  should  entirely  be  laid  to 
the  author.  Of  course  the  editor  has  to 
use  his  discretion  especially  in  the  last 
point  I  have  to  touch  upon  and  which  is 
a  very  delicate  and  sore  one.  Many  of 
our  magazines  would  be  a  great  deal 
the  wiser  to  accept  even  sillier  articles 
in  their  columns,  c  f  a  friendly  tendency 
instead  of  making  their  papers  public 
dumping  grounds  for  private  grievances 
and  quarrels  between  stamp  men  of  any 
and  sometimes  of  a  very  questionable 
color.  Such  dishes  are  not  palatable  to 
the  taste  of  the  unconcerned.  And  what 
for  hang  the  dirty  linen  of  others  con¬ 
nected  with  our  hobby  on  the  public 
clothes  lines  thus  disgracing  Philately 
before  the  public,  the  mass  of  innocents. 
Report  frauds  to  the  fraud  reporter,  the 
police  of  Philately.  Alas!  that  it  is 
necessary  in  some  instances  foreign  to 
philately.  I  claim  that  no  true  philate¬ 
list  is  or  could  be  a  fraud  willingly  and 
knowingly.  It  is  not  in  accord  with  his 
nature.  A  fraud  is  an  individual  looking 
for  gain  only  fair  or  foul.  Don’t  dirty 
the  philatelic  papers,  don’t  disgust 
nobler  thinking  men  with  such  rubbish. 
How  much  more  delightful  it  is,  to  read 
elevating  reading  matter  sententious, 
instructive  or  sympathetic,  inviting 
Philatelists  as  one  brotherhood,  honest 
faithful  and  true.

While  glancing  over  the  April  number 
of  the  Postal  Guide,  I  noticed  in  the 
“Information  for  the  Public’’  a  few 
items  which  may  be  of  some  interest  to 
collectors. 

Advertising  circulars  are  liable  in 
Canada  to  a  specific  customs  duty  of  15 
cents  per  pound,  which  duty  Canadian 
Custom  officials  are  required  to  collect 
when  such  pamphlets  arrive  by  mail, 
even  though  each  pamphlet  bears  a 
different  address.  But  bona  fide  trade 
catalogues  and  price  lists  of  goods  for 
wholesale,  not  exceeding  three  to  any 
one  address  are  admitted  to  Canada  free 
of  customs  duty. 

Packages  of  cancelled  postage  stamps, 
or  postal  cards  addressed  to  or  received 
from  foreign  countries  are  subject  to 
postage  at  letter  rates  except  when  sent 
by  Parcel  Post  to  the  countries  named 
in  paragraph  30.  The  principal  ones 
mentioned  are  Jamaca,  including  the 
Turks  and  Caicos  Islands.  Honduras 
Chili,  Germany,  New  Zealand  and 
Venezuela  unless  fully  prepaid  at  the 
pound  rate  of  postage  applicable  to 
letters  for  that  country. 

The  letter  “T”  stamped  upon  the 
wrapper  of  an  article  received  in  the 


mails  from  a  foreign  country  indicates 
that  it  was  considered  in  that  country 
as  not  fully  prepaid,  and  that  additional 
postage  is  to  be  collected  on  delivery. 
An  “O”  at  the  side  of  the  postage 
stamp  indicates  that  the  stamps  were  no 
value  for  postal  use  in  the  country  in 
which  the  article  was  mailed.

IMPORTANT. 

To  all  members  of  the  Spanish-Ameri- 
can  Philatelic  Society.  Word  has 
reached  me  that  there  has  been  a  failure 
on  the  part  of  some  in  receiving  regu¬ 
larly  their  official  organ,  especially  this 
is  noticeable  among  our  foreign  members, 
in  many  cases  its  wrapper  being  almost 
totally  destroyed  or  stamps  removed, 
also  to  those  who  have  been  exchanging 
with  foreign  members  and  are  receiving 
their  envelopes  and  parcels  with  stamps 
taken  off.  Kindly  inform  me  at  once, 
giving  all  particulars.  It  is  annoying  to 
say  the  least,  and  is  certainly  punishable 
by  law.  Something  should  be  done  and 
immediately  towards  protecting  philate¬ 
lists  from  this  injustice  and  we  take  this 
opportunity  to  assure  you  of  our  desires 
to  suppress  it.  After  consultation  with 
our  society’s  attorney  we  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  most  available 
remedy  is  to  arouse  an  interest  among 
philatelists  and  take  definite  steps  to¬ 


wards  preventing  further  progress  of 
this  evil  immediately.  While  we  have 
never  heard  of  the  government  convict¬ 
ing  a  party  of  a  misdemeanor  of  this 
nature,  nor  of  a  society  endeavoring  to, 
at  least  express  its  indignation,  no  es¬ 
pecial  importance  should  be  attached  to 
this  fact,  when  we  consider  that  no  cir¬ 
cumstantial  (?)  evidence  would  con¬ 
clusively  prove  the  advisability  of 
making  a  complaint  to  the  U.  S.  Postal 
Department.  Let  us  hear  from  all 
interested  in  the  matter.

The  eternal  album  question  is  the 
subject  of  an  interesting  article  in  Die 
Post  for  March;  nevertheless  nothing 
new  is  advanced.  Of  vital  interest  is 
the  series  of  articles  (finished  in  this 
number)  on  the  suppression  of  the 
merry  counterfeiter.  The  article  on 
the  German  Colonial  cancellations  is 
also  continued;  few  of  us,  no  doubt, 
specialize  in  postmarks.  An  interest¬ 


ing  illustration  is  given  of  a  German 
Field  Postal  Card  sent  from  Tientsin 
by  a  German  soldier;  he  went  around 
to  the  various  foreign  offices,  affixed  a 
low  value  stamp  and  had  it  postmarked, 
so  that  the  card  bears  seven  different 
stamps.  It  is  not  stated  which  of  them 
carried  the  card  to  its  destination. 

* 

The  April  number  of  the  Vertraulich¬ 
es  Korrespondenz-Blatt  consists  as 
usual  chiefly  of  the  latest  news  of 
counterfeits;  many  of  them  are  splend¬ 
idly  illustrated.  This  feature  is  really 
invaluable  to  any  serious  collector,  let 
alone  to  any  dealer.

M.  Mahe  continues  his  “roast”  of 
the  new  French  stamps  in  the  March 
number  of  the  Revue  Philatelique 
Francaise.  You  may  judge  of  his 
strictures  concerning  the  design  of  the 
lowest  values  from  this  criticism:  “As 
far  as  we  know,  nobody  ever  saw 
children  lift  a  leg  to  embrace  each 
other!” — As  it  has  been  claimed  that 
none  of  the  new  French  Congo  stamps 
went  out  to  the  Colony  at  all,  M.  Dou- 
ehet  reproduces  an  envelope  franked  to 
Paris  by  means  of  these  stamps:  “be¬ 
hold,”  he  says,  “homely  as  they  are, 
they  are  stamps,  anyway!”  An  inter¬ 
esting  article  gives  a  number  of  parti¬ 
culars  about  the  wellknown  “ship” 
series  of  Buenos  Ayres.  The  fiscal 
chronicle  is  of  great  interest  and  the 
continued  article  on  the  fiscals  of  Bern 
(Switzerland)  no  less  so.

The  Courrier  Philatelique  Beige  for 
May  states  that  the  new  series  in  pre¬ 
paration  for  Switzerland  will  show 
William  Tell  and  his  boy.  It  will  be 
news  that  a  new  series  is  really  pre¬ 
paring.  The  paper  likewise  states 
that  Spain  is  about  to  change  her  cur¬ 
rency  to  francs  and  centimes  instead  of 
pesetas  and  centimos — though  I  always 
supposed  the  peseta  to  be  the  equiva¬ 
lent  of  the  franc.

I  he  March  number  of  the  Austra¬ 
lian  Journal  of  Philately  brings  the 
news  of  the  transfer  of  the  State  post- 
offices  to  the  Commonwealth,  but 
nothing  has  yet  been  settled  about 
stamps  nor  will  be  for  some  time.  In 
the  meanwhile,  by  way  of  souvenir, 
six  sets  of  all  stamps  up  to  1  pound  in 
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each  colony  are  to  be  issued  to  each 
member  of  the  colonial  parliament,  all 
cancelled  with  the  ordinary  postmark. 
This  means  about  600  sets  in  each  state. 
In  addition  the  Victoria  Post  Office 
Department  is  offering'  sets  of  the  new 
issue  lately  made,  postmarked  to  order 
for  4 shillings  a  set.  Small  business, 
that  for  a  state  like  Victoria!  Mr. 
Hulls  instructive  article  on  the  classi¬ 
fication  of  Australian  stamps  by  pro¬ 
duction  is  concluded. 

In  the  March  number  of  Stanley 
Gibbon’s  Monthly  Journal  Major  Evans 
discourses  on  the  question  raised  by 
Mr.  Ehrnbach  in  the  London  Philate¬ 
list  as  to  the  status  of  official,  special 
delivery,  registration  and  unpaid 
stamps;  he  pleads  for  them  all,  except 
for  official  stamps  without  specified 
value.  His  reasoning  is  sound  and 
his  views  are  doubtless  those  of  the 
majority  of  collectors.  The  Hawaiian 
reprint  question  is  again  ventilated  in 
reply  to  an  article  in  the  A.  J.  of  P., 
but  the  results  cannot  easily  be  con¬ 
densed  for  our  present  purpose.  In 
the  series  of  articles  on  the  Indian 
Native  States  Major  Evans  deals  ex¬ 
haustively  with  the  first  issue  of  Hy¬ 
derabad.  Mr.  Phillips  furnishes  the 
second  instalment  of  his  notes  on  his 
recent  American  trip;  he  missed  it  in 
not  stopping  at  Superior,  Nebraska. 

The  February  number  of  the  Aus¬ 
tralian  Philatelist  is  accompanied  by^  a 
plate  of  illustations  of  V.  R.  I.  varie¬ 
ties  to  illustrate  a  paper  on  these 
stamps  read  by  Col.  Williams  before 
Sidney  Club.  It  also  reports  that  the 
stamp  to  be  issued  commemorative  of 
Duke  of  York’s  visit  to  Australia  will 
be  the  current  l/2d.  green  of  New  South 
Wales  with  the  head  of  the  Duke  of 
York  substituted  for  that  of  the  Queen  . 
Things  philatelic  are  in  bad  shape  in 
Australia;  there  is  a  letter  reprinted 
here  from  the  P.  M.  G.  of  Western 
Australia  to  a  stamp  dealer  in  which 
the  P.  M.  G.  furnishes  certain  current 
stamps,  but  refers  the  applicant  to  a 
firm  of  stam  dealers  for  further  sup¬ 
plies  of  the  current  stamps!  Wouldn’t 
that  beat  you? 

Filatelia  for  March  gives  enlargred 
reproductions  of  two  varieties  of  the 
10c  green  1867  of  Argentina;  the  differ¬ 
ence  lies  in  the  background  of  the 
center:  horizontal  lines  in  one  variety, 
crossed  lines  in  the  other.  The  paper 
promises  pretty  well,  indeed. 


The  March  number  of  El  Curioso 
Americano  prints  a  number  of  hitherto 
unpublished  documents  relative  to  the 
Interior  post  of  Havana  in  1885 — the 
one  responsible  for  the  Y%  surcharg'e; 
among  them  is  the  order  of  the  Cap¬ 
tain-General  to  the  Superintendent  of 
stamps  for  the  Y%  surcharge.  From 
these  documents  and  especially  this 
order  it  is  evident  beyond  a  doubt  that 
the  value  of  the  stamp  was  to  be  % 
real  and  that  the  Y  is  an  abbreviation 
of  YNTERIOR.  There  is  also  consid¬ 
erable  mention  of  various  interesting 
Spanish  Colonials.  Our  colleagues  of 
this  paper  are  doing  very  good  work 
indeed  in  clearing-  up  various  doubtful 
points  in  Cuban  issues;  we  look  for 
more  documents  from  them  especially. 

Fiscals  are  especially  prominent  in 
Stamps  for  April :  interesting  notes  are 
given  on  the  Egyptian  Salt  Tax  Stamps 
and  the  Provisional  Revenues  issued  for 
Alsace-Lorraine  in  the  early  days  of  the 
German  occupation.  The  article  on  the 
stamps  of  the  United  States  disposes  of 
the  1861  and  1869  issues  on  a  little  over 
two  pages.  All  the  other  contents  are  of 
the  usual  order  of  excellence. 

An  interesting  article  in  Le  Timbro- 
phile  Beige  for  April  deals  with  the  oc¬ 
currence  of  double  paper  similar  to  that 
used  experimentally  for  U.  S.  stamps  in 
1873  on  other  stamps  also.  The  author 
claims  to  have  an  Indian  on  H.  M.  S., 
not  specified,  on  this  paper  and  also  all 
the  following: 

Chili  1876-81:2,10  and  20c. 

Paraguay  1887  : 10c  lilac. 
Netherlands  1864:15c 

1867:5,  10,  15  and  20c 
Belgium  1861:20 

1863:10,  20  and  30c 

The  editor,  who  has  inspected  these 
stamps,  says  they  are  beyond  doubt,  but 
neither  author  nor  editor  can  explain 
the  occurrence  of  this  paper  on  such 
various  stamps.  Evidentally  there  are 
no  end  of  dark  corners  in  philately  even 
now.  An  illustration  is  given  of  var¬ 
ieties  of  surcharge  in  the  recent  Greek 
stamps,  together  with  detailed  descrip¬ 
tions  of  many  of  them. 

A  paper  by  the  name  of  “Stamps” 
has  come  to  me  from  Calcutta,  already 
in  Vol.  IV,  though  I  must  confess  I 
never  knew  it  before.  I  hope  it  will 
come  regularly  hereafter.  The  April 
number  does  not  call  for  special  mention 
but  I  must  take  exception  to  a  statement 
made  in  it  that  only  three  stamp  papers 
have  so  far  appeared  in  India:  The 
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Philatelic  World,  the  Philatelic  Journal 
of  India  and  Stamps.  The  Indian  Phil¬ 
atelist  was  published  at  Bombay  some 
years  back,  but  I  do  not  know  just  how 
long.  How  is  it,  Bro.  Stone? 

The  items  of  chief  interest  in  the 
Philatelic  Chronicle  &  Advertiser  for 
April  are  Mr.  Webb’s  “Notes  on  British 
Stamps,”  from  which  I  gather  that  the 
British  4>£d  will  be  retired  entirely,  and 
Mr.  Schumacher’s  description  of  some 
of  the  designs  recently  submitted  for  the 
new  Swiss  stamps.  Some  Fijian  C.  R. 
counterfeits  are  also  described. 

A  document  of  some  historical  interest 
for  the  collecting  fraternity  is  reproduced 
in  the  March  number  of  the  Schweizer 
Briefmarken-Zeitung.  It  is  a  letter 
from  one  of  the  earliest  stamp  dealers  of 
Paris  to  M.  Moens,  offering  and  demand¬ 
ing  certain  stamps.  Its  interest  lies  in 
the  light  it  throws  on  those  early  days 
of  collecting  (1861)  when  the  knowledge 
of  the  world’s  various  issues  was  very 
limited.  The  valuable  paper  on  Argen¬ 
tines  brings  us  up  to  the  1899  issue ; 
another  instalment  will  finish  it. 

Students  of  postmarks  are  always  to 
the  fore  in  Germany;  witness  another 
long  article  on  Prussian  cancellations  in 
the  April  number  of  Der  Philatelist, 
four  other  pages  with  43  illustrations 
describe  essay  of  Spain  and  the  list 
might  be  longer  still.  Numerous  for¬ 
geries  are  described  and  the  Swiss  com¬ 
petition  tor  designs  is  described  at 
length  here  also. 

My  notice  of  Mr.  Lehner’s  new  paper, 
Philatelic  Literature,  was  crowded  out 
last  time,  I  would  like  to  direct  attention 
to  it  once  more.  The  paper  bids  fair  to 
become  valuable  to  all  literature  collec¬ 
tors.  Our  smaller  papers  in  the  United 
States  are  severely  scored  by  one  of  the 
contributors,  not  undeservedly  in  many 
cases,  we  must  admit. 

In  the  April  number  of  Mr.  NanKivell’s 
Philatelic  Record,  Mr.  Beckton  describ-' 
es  and  illustrates  a  curious  forgery  of 
the  20c  blue  of  France,  issue  of  1862. 
The  forgery  was  made  officially  to  see 
whether  the  stamp  could  be  successfully 
imitated.  Only  25  copies  were  i..ade. 
The  forgery  is  wonderfully  exact;  Mr. 
Beckton  is  unable  to  give  any  test. 
Various  other  interesting  French  varie¬ 
ties  are  also  illustrated.  Dr.  Diena 
whose  portrait  and  biography  appear  in 
this  number,  pleads  for  Italian  stamps; 
they  do  not  get  the  attention  they  de¬ 
serve  from  American  collectors  either. 


Mr.  Peck,  vice-president  of  the  Bir- 
migham  Philatelic  Society,  is  portrayed 
in  the  Stamp  Collector  for  May.  An  in¬ 
teresting  article  deals  with  the  stamps 
of  the  Coolgardie  Cycle  Express.  The 
rest  of  the  paper  is  reprinted. 

De  Postzelgids  for  April  has  an  article 
on  Paris  and  Athens  prints  of  the  first 
Grecian  issue  and  facsimilies  of  the 
government  counterfeits  of  the  U.  S. 
1847  issue. 

It  is  impossible  to  review  four  num¬ 
bers  of  Ewen’s  Weekly  Stamp  News  in 
our  limited  space ;  all  the  contents  of 
the  four  numbers  before  me  are  of  great 
interest. 

CLIPPINGS  FROM  THE  FOREIGN  PRESS. 

All  obsolete  Congo  Free  State  stamps  were 
demonetized  on  January  ist  last.— E.  W.  S.  N. 

Some  little  time  ago  owing  to  the  shortage  of 
stamps  in  Negri  Sembilan  a  supply  of  Perak 
stamps  was  obtained  for  use  there.  Collectors 
will  thus  now  be  able  to  collect  Perak  stamps 
with  Negri  Sembilan  postmarks — truly  an  inter¬ 
esting  combination!— E.  W.  S.  N. 

It  was  said  that  the  Russian  government  in¬ 
tended  to  abolish  the  Livonian  or  Wenden  stamp 
altogether.  I  have  just  received  from  Russia  a 
copy  of  the  said  stamp  and  intimation  that  the 
stamp  is  still  current.— Stamp  Collector. 

The  over  print ‘‘Cancelled’' was  applied  to  re¬ 
mainders  of  certain  Mauritius  stamps  of  the  issues 
of  1864-1877  by  the  postal  authorities  of  the  island 
before  the  stamps  were  delivered  to  a  firm  in 
Great  Britain  that  had  acquired  them  by  pur¬ 
chase. — Stamps,  Calcutta. 

The  letters  C.  W.  C.  on  the  neck  of  the  portrait 
of  the  id  and  4d  first  issue  of  Tasmania  are  the 
engraver  of  these  stamps. — C.W.  Coard — E.W.S.N 

In  each  sheet  of  150  of  the  recent  Greek  sur¬ 
charged  30  on  40.  40  on  2  and  50  on  40  there  are 
54  stamps  with  broad  O  in  the  figures  of  value 
and  97  with  narrow  O.— E.  W.  S.  N. 

In  addition  to  the  Dhar  State  Office  we  hear 
that  Bussahir  and  Jhalawar  post  offices  are  now 
taken  over  by  the  Imperial  Administration. - 
Stamps,  Rushden. 

Transvaal  id  stamps  surcharged  E-  R-  I:  are 
said  to  have  been  issued  in  Johannesburg  on 
March  20th.  They  are,  by  the  way,  the  first 
stamps  to  be  issued  under  King  Edward’s  rule. — 
E.  W,  S.  N. 

It  appears  that  of  the  panther  type  of  French 
Congo  a  2c  red  has  been  printed  in  the  color  of 
the  ioc.  44  sheets  were  printed  in  error  in  this 
shade  by  the  Chassepot  firm  and  afterwards 
taken  to  the  Department  to  be  burned.  They 
left  the  printing  establishment  all  right,  but 
they  never  arrived  at  the  Colonial  Office.  Never¬ 
theless  they  were  not  entirely  lost,  as  specimens 
from  these  sheets  are  now  being  offered  to  col¬ 
lectors.— Echo  de  la  Timbrologie.

The  versatile  catalog¬ 
uer  does  not  even  condescend  to  inter¬ 
polate  punctation  marks  for  the  guidance 
of  the  unlearned.

The  recently  announced  discovery  of 
the  third  known  specimen  of  the  Cater- 
son,  Brontz  &  Co.,  playing  card  stamp 
by  Mr.  Bartels  leads  us  to  wonder  what 
luck  insuring  talisman  this  fortunate 
man  possesses,  as  this  is  only  one  of  the 
many  finds  he  has  made  in  the  rarety 
line.  Three  specimens  of  the  Goldback 
match  stamp,  now  priced  at  $100  have 
been  unearthed  by  him,  and  the  discov¬ 
ery  of  new  varieties  of  envelopes  is  a 
recently  heralded  piece  of  good  fortune. 
We  feel  prone  to  quote  the  expression  of 
an  old  German  friend  of  ours — it  appears 
applicable:  “He  who  has,  gets;  he  who 
has  not  gets  not! ’’

The  paper  mentioned  last  month  of 
Mr.  R.  Ehrenbach  which  was  read  be¬ 
fore  the  London  Philatelic  Society  in 
February  has  raised  a  storm  of  criticism ; 
we  can  think  of  no  article  on  minor 
topics  which  has  received  the  attention 
that  this  has.  It  seems  to  be  the  con¬ 
census  of  opinion  the  gentleman  was  a 
little  too  severe,  although  some  of  his 
arguments  are  good.  As  previously  re¬ 
marked,  it  is  not  possible  to  lay  down 
arbitrary  rules  for  collectors  to  observe 
when  choosing  stamps  for  their  collec¬ 
tion  ,  it  is  entirely  a  matter  of  individual 
opinion,  chiefly  governed  by  the  stand¬ 
ard  catalogue,  which  is  the  vade  mecum 
of  all  not  sufficiently  advanced  to  draw 
lines  of  their  own,  and  in  this  respect 
only  is  the  collectors  choice  influenced. 

As  an  illustration  of  a  futile  attempt 
to  influence  the  collection  of  a  certain 


line  of  stamps  which  had  been  entirely 
neglected  previously  we  may  cite  the 
Mexican  revenue  furor  which  was  in¬ 
augurated  by  dealers  holding  large 
stocks  of  these  stamps  a  few  years  ago. 
Catalogues  and  albums  dealing  exclus¬ 
ively  with  these  stamps  were  issued  and 
a  liberal  amount  of  advertising  space 
was  devoted  to  their  exploitation.  A 
temporary  demand  for  them  was  made — 
what  do  we  hear  of  them  now?  The 
only  guide  that  may  be  cited  as  being 
followed  is  the  recognized  standard 
catalogue;  the  listing  of  a  stamp  therein 
insures  its  favorable  reception  by  the 
majority ;  the  omission  seems  to  relegate 
it  to  oblivion.

Uncle  Sams’  coffers  were  enriched  to 
the  extent  of  $50,000  recently  in  an 
Omaha  transaction  wherein  the  docu¬ 
ments  required  the  attachment  of  reve¬ 
nue  stamps  w'hose  face  value  represented 
this  amount.  One  hundred  .million 
dollars  is  the  amount  of  the  mortgage 
which  was  filed  with  the  Douglas  county 
register  of  deeds  on  May  4th,  this  being 
the  first  lien  mortgage  and  deed  of  trust 
from  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  company 
tc  the  Mercantile  Trust  company  of  New 
York,  given  to  secure  the  payment  of  an 
issue  of  $100,000,000  of  4  per  cent  gold 
bonds,  dated  April  15,  1901, and  due  May 
1,  1911.  The  original  mortgage  is  an 
interesting  document  on  account  of  the 
$50,000  worth  of  revenue  stamps  it  bears. 
There  are  fifty  stamps  of  the  $1,000  de¬ 
nomination,  twelve  on  each  of  the  first 
four  pages  of  the  mortgage  and  two  on 
the  fifth.

That  the  love  of  stamps  will  some¬ 
times  make  a  collector  go  so  far  to  grati¬ 
fy  it  as  to  transgress  the  the  laws  of  his 
country  is  regrettable.  The  recent  con¬ 
viction  of  James  Bulmer  in  London  is  a 
case  in  point.  This  young  man  de¬ 
frauded  innumerable  dealers,  not  to 
secure  any  monetary  gain,  but  merely  to 
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build  up  his  collection.  Such  cases  are 
isolated,  and  can  be  nothing  more  than 
kleptomania.  As  in  any  exclusive 
mail  order  business,  the  stamp  business 
offers  to  the  dishonest  a  tempting  op¬ 
portunity  to  secure  something  for  noth¬ 
ing;  the  penalties  imposed  on  such 
rogues  should  serve  to  deter  others  of 
their  kind  from  such  speculations.  That 
the  approval  sheet  system  fosters  and 
encourages  this  petty  thievery  is  appar¬ 
ent.  One  dealer  who  caters  to  this  class 
of  trade  and  secures  it  by  advertisements 
in  non -philatelic  papers  recently  made 
the  statement  that  he  figured  on  losing 
entirely  200  lots  per  month,  these  usually 
being  the  first  lot  sent  and  the  value 
being  merely  nominal,  the  loss  small. 
When  a  young  boy  sees  an  advertise¬ 
ment  offering  to  send  stamps  on  approval 
to  any  one  applying  for  them,  no  refer¬ 
ence  being  required,  he  becomes  impelled 
with  a  desire  to  answer  it;  when  the 
sheets  are  received  the  thought  that  he 
may  keep  them  without  payment  may 
possess  him,  and  at  his  age  the  will 
power  to  say  “Get  thee  behind  me”  is 
oftimes  missing.  We  dislike  to  entertain 
the  thought  that  philately  encourages 
thievery,  thereby  corrupting  the  morals, 
but  in  the  face  of  the  above  dealer’s 
statement  an  excuse  is  difficult.  It 
appears  to  be  not  so  much  chargeable 
to  philately  as  to  the  system  adopted  by 
the  dealers  to  get  business ;  if  references 
were  required  in  all  cases  it  would  deter 
the  major  part  of  these  young  scamps 
from  attempting  to  practice  their  wiles. 
*

We  have  received  from  Prof.  Oren 
Root  of  the  Mathematical  Department 
of  Hamilton  College,  Clinton,  N.  Y., 
some  very  interesting  suggestions  in 
reference  to  an  association  to  be  com¬ 
posed  of  all  stamp  societies  of  any 
nature.  We  take  the  liberty  of  giving 
his  remarks  pertinent  to  the  subject  in 
full,  as  we  believe  them  to  be  worthy 
of  consideration.  The  matter  has  been 
broached  before,  but  without  anything 


resulting;  what  will  we  do  with  this? 

“There  are  said  to  be  500,000  collec¬ 
tors  in  this  country;  a  long  row  they 
would  make!  The  various  “leagues”, 
associations,  etcetera,  number  each 
below  1000.  Get  them  stay  there — they 
are  alright,  they  have  a  field  and  they 
fill  it.  But  the  business  is  immensly 
broader  than  that  covered  by  any  or¬ 
ganization  of  which  I  know.  The 
suggestions  that  occur  to  me  are 
to  leave  all  these  institutions  as 
they  now  are  and  form  a  national 
league  of  which  these  will  be  members. 
Suppose  we  call  it  the  “National  Stamp 
League”. 

1.  It  shall  comprise  any  and  all 
philatelic  associations  having  100 
members  or  more  which  choose  to 
enter,  or  which,  after  organization 
shall  be  permitted  to  enter. 

2.  Lach  society  or  association  shall 
have  one  representative  for  each  100 
members — or  votes  in  accordance. 

3.  The  meetings  shall  be  held  once 
in  three  (or  four)  years  at  such  time 
and  place  as  may  be  determined. 

This  would  in  no  way  interfere  with 
present  arrangements.  It  would  bring 
together  at  intervals  all  the  stamp 
cranks.  Such  an  organization  would 
have  force  because  membership  would 
be  back  of  it.” 

*

“Yours  Truly”  gives  the  unfortunate 
dealer  who  handles  stamps  as  ail  addition 
to  his  regular  business  an  unmerciful 
castigation  in  a  recent  number  of  the 
American  Philatelic  Magazine.  We  are 
inclined  to  think  that  much  ot  this  is  too 
severe  and  cannot  but  believe  that  the 
self  appointed  critic  has  not  been  defi¬ 
nite  enough  in  his  remarks.  He  advises 
the  collector  as  follows:  “Buy  your 
dry  goods  of  the  d.  g.  clerk,  have  your 
lawyer  draw  up  your  will,  sell  your  vote 
to  the  politician  (sic)  if  you  must,  but 
BUY  YOUR  STAMPS  OF  A  STAMP  DKARKR 
— one  who  makes  stamps  his  business.” 
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“Mr.  Truly  Yours”  do  you  mean  this 
to  be  taken  seriously?  It  is  certainly 
superfluous  to  call  attention  to  the 
hundreds  of  bright,  trustworthy  men 
who  find  time  in  their  spare  hours  to 
conduct  a  successful  stamp  business, 
and  who  are  able  to  offer  the  collector 
just  as  reliable  goods  and  service  as 
those  “who  make  stamps  their  business” 
and  are  just  as  worthy  of  receiving  the 
collectors  trade.  Should  the  fact  that 
they  do  not  see  fit  to  devote  their  entire 
time  to  their  stamp  business  be  set  up 
as  a  reason  why  they  should  not  be  the 
recipients  of  patronage?  Certainly  not. 
“Yours  Truly”  says,  “The  ignorant  are 
usually  found  to  be  among  those  who 
dabble  in  stamps  as  a  side  issue.  They 
may  be  good  dry  goods  clerks,  lawyers, 
insurance  agents,  prospectois  or  polit¬ 
icians,  but  they  can  hardly  master  the 
stamp  business  as  long  as  they  devote 
to  it  only  a  small  portion  and  that  the 
least  desirable  portion  of  their  time.” 
“Yours  Truly”  is  a  callous  critic — per¬ 
chance  the  inspiration  of  his  remarks 
may  have  been  the  bad  taste  left  in  his 
mouth  from  an  unsuccessful  career  ex¬ 
perienced  in  this  line.  We  have  not  the 
pleasure  of  knowing  who  “Yours  Truly” 
is,  but  a  poor  impression  of  his  ability 
to  discriminate  between  good  and  bad  is 
obtained  from  his  assertions,  which  may 
be  just  in  isolated  cases  but  as  a 
whole  are  inconsistent  and  deserving  of 
censure.

Mr.  Quackenbushe’s  article  in  our 
last  number  on  “The  Sordid  Side  of 
Philately”  does  not  seem  to  meet  with 
the  concurrence  of  many,  judging  from 
the  correspondence  we  have  received  re¬ 
garding  it.  We  may  express  ourselves 
as  inclined  to  think  that  perhaps  a  view 
somewhat  too  pessimistic  is  taken  of  the 
matter;  we  do  not  believe  that  all  collect¬ 
ors  or  any  considerable  number  of  them 
are  sordid  in  the  meaning  conveyed.  It 
certainly  is  difficult  for  the  philatelist  to 
entirely  disassociate  the  market  or 
catalogue  value  and  the  sentimental 
value;  in  times  gone  by  it  was  the 
fashion  to  pay  no  attention  to  the  alleg¬ 


ed  value  of  the  stamps — in  all  exchang¬ 
ing  it  was  simply  stamp  for  stamp ;  as 
collectors  became  more  numerous  the}' 
became  aware  of  the  fact  that  some 
stamps  were  harder  to  procure  than 
others,  and  to  obtain  them  they  were 
willing  to  give  more;  to  regard  these 
more  valued  possessions  with  equal 
interest  with  their  less  ostentatious 
neighbors  was  indeed  not  a  matter  of 
sentiment  but  of  human  nature.  It  is 
pleasing  for  the  collector  to  know  that 
if  he  is  wise  in  his  investments  he  has  a 
certain  realizable  value,  and  no  amount 
of  sentiment  will  ever  make  the  modern 
collector  disregard  this  point  when  his 
interest  in  his  collection  is  considered. 
Who  has  not  felt  a  thrill  run  through 
him  as,  deeply  engrossed  in  a  search  for 
minor  varieties,  he  discovers  a  rare 
watermark  or  perforation?  The  mere 
fact  that  at  that  instant  he  finds  that 
the  heretofore  common  specimen  assumes 
enhanced  value  suffices  to  drive  all 
sentiment  from  his  mind,  or  at  least 
whatever  sentiment  he  may  entertain  is 
inspired  by  the  sordid  features  of  the 
proposition.  The  patrician  to  whom 
the  price  of  the  stamp  is  of  minor 
moment,  may  be  imbued  with  sentiment; 
his  less  fortunate  associates  must  con¬ 
sider  the  cost  and  thereupon  become 
devoid  of  sentiment-  Tne  financial  side 
of  philately  is  something  to  command 
respect,  and  no  amount  of  sentiment 
can  ever  place  our  pursuit  upon  a  firmer, 
more  enduring  basis ;  that  it  is  doomed 
to  a  short  existance  because  of  this  lack 
is  not  conceivable.  Sentiment  cannot 
be  eliminated,  but  it  must  not  be  allow¬ 
ed  to  overshadow  the  often  remarked 
fact  that  a  stamp  collection  can  be  made 
an  investment  as  well  as  afford  pleasure. 
Let  us  have  sentiment,  if  you  will,  but 
not  to  the  entire  elimination  of  this 
sordidness,  which,  although  a  harsh  ap- 
pelation,  is  not  to  be  considered  un¬ 
worthy.  Sentiment  and  sordidness  can 
well  go  together,  and  neither  will  suffer 
by  the  other’s  presence.

Mr.  Joseph  Rechert  passed  from  this 
life  at  his  home  in  Hoboken,  N.  J.,  a 
few  weeks  ago.  Mr.  Rechert  was  well 
and  favorably  known  to  the  philatelic 
fraternity,  and  his  unexpected  demise 
will  be  learned  with  sorrow.  Deeply 
interested  in  philately,  he  always  put 
forth  his  best  efforts  to  aid  in  its  up¬ 
building;  his  life  of  character  and  in¬ 
tegrity  stands  before  collectors  as  a 
worthy  criterion  for  emulation.

Redfields  Weekly  is  becoming  alarmed 
at  the  growing  popularity  of  collecting 
souvenir  cards,  it  fears  some  of  the 
stamp  collectors  might  forsake  their  old 
love  for  a  new.  It  even  goes  so  far  as 
to  advise  stamp  papers  not  to  give  space 
to  matter  pertaining  to  souvenir  post 
cards. 

Maybe  the  writer  of  this  article  has  a 
collection  of  cards  himself,  and  knows 
what  he  is  talking  about.  He  ought  not 
beat  around  the  bush,  but  come  right  in 
and  join  the  Exchange.  We’ll  be  glad 
to  have  him. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  keep  up  corre¬ 
sponding  and  exchanging  cards  with 
the  same  person  unless  one -has  a  reason 
for  doing  so.  Unless  you  receive  a 
pretty  card,  worth  having  in  your  album 
you  may  ask  your  correspondent,  as 
courteously  as  possible,  to  either  send 
equal  value  for  your  card,  or  discontinue 
to  exchange. 

Ninety  per  cent  of  the  foreign  cards 
received  here  are  very  pretty  and  inter¬ 
esting,  and,  as  there  is  some  scarcity  of 
suitable  cards,  especially  in  colored  ones 
that  can  be  used  for  exchange  within 
the  rules  observed  by  intelligent  collect¬ 
ors,  it  has  been  found  desirable  to  use 
cards  of  the  Yellowstone  National  Park 
and  of  Niagara  halls,  in  exchange  with 
foreign  collectors. 

Indian  cards  are  in  demand  and  often 


called  for  by  foreign  collectors.  A  new 
set  of  6  Indian  Wild  West  cards,  after 
original  paintings  by  the  celebrated 
Indian  Painter  O.  Berninghans,  who 
paints  the  noble  Red  man  in  his  native 
haunts,  will  be  ready  about  June  15th. 
These  paintings  were  made  expressly 
for  souvenir  post  cards,  and  will  be  a 
pleasing  deviation  fr<  m  the  convention¬ 
al  style  of  Indian  portrait,  now  so  com¬ 
mon  . 

Among  the  foreign  card  collectors  we 
find  a  surprising  number  of  people  of 
intelligence  and  high  social  position. 

There  are  Dukes,  Counts,  Barons, 
even  a  prince  with  royal  blood  in  his 
veins,  aud  doctors,  professors,  students, 
government  officials,  etc.  Surely  we 
are  in  good  company,  Some  of  these 
are  able  to  correspond  in  two  or  three 
languages  and  generally  write  a  very 
fair  English,  as  for  instance,  Mr.  Wash¬ 
ington  Elia,  an  Italian,  whose  father 
was  a  great  admirer  of  President  Wash¬ 
ington  and  named  his  son  after  the 
father  of  our  country. 

Mr.  Elia  sends  some  beautiful  colored 
cards  showing  Mt.  Vesuvius  in  action, 
and  he  never  fails  to  add  a  few  interest¬ 
ing  remarks  that  make  his  cards  so 
much  more  desirable. 

Many  of  our  prettiest  cards  are  being 
disfigured  and  their  beauty  spoiled  by 
the  carelessness  of  the  P.  O.  employes. 

An  order  has  been  issued  by  ihe  P.  O. 
department  in  regard  to  separating  post 
cards  from  letters  and  cancelling  on  "the 
address  side  only,  but  the  observance  of 
this  order  is  very  lax .  Every  collector 
of  souvenir  cards,  who  has  the  time  to 
do  so,  ought  to  personally  place  this 
matter  before  his  or  her  respective  Post¬ 
master  and  thus  start  the  movement 
against  this  nuisance. 

Beautiful  effects  can  be  produced  on 
Velox  postcards,  by  amateur  photog¬ 
raphers,  there  being  no  limit  so  far  as 
the  subjects  go.  Many  who  would  like 
to  exchange  cards,  but  cannot  get  local 
view  cards,  should  try  their  hand  at 
Velox  postals.

C.  T.,  New  Brighton,  Pa.  The  stains 
in  your  negative  are  caused  by  the  pyro 
developer  being  old  which  will  give  the 
negatives  a  straw  color.  It  is  always 
cheaper  in  the  long  run  to  use  fresh 
developers. 

C.  G.  H.,  Pliila.,  Pa.  The  lines  or 
marks  on  your  film  are  caused  by  turn¬ 
ing  the  films  too  rapidly  in  changing. 
This  generates  electricity  and  causes  the 
flashes  on  the  fims.

Why  can’t  they  give  us  something  in 
simpler  terms  so  that  any  and  all  who 
read  may  understand  and  profit  for  their 
reading. 

This  does  not  apply  to  all  the  journals 
as  we  take  and  read  some  that  are  bright, 
newsy  and  to  the  point. 
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BRUSH  WORK  ON  NEGATIVES. 

Most  amateur  photographers  have 
tried  local  reduction  or  intensification 
on  negatives,  and  have  been  exasperated 
at  the  plate  being  spoilt  by  the  work 
going  farther  than  was  intended — the 
chemical  solutions  spreading  beyond 
their  limits.  The  use  of  olive  oil 
will  prevent  this.  Take  a  fine  camel- 
hair  brush  and  dip  it  in  the  oil,  then 
wipe  lightly  with  a  rag,  and  with  the 
moistened  brush  go  carefully,  and  most 
exactly,  round  the  part  to  be  locally 
treated.  If  little  oil  be  used,  the  limit¬ 
ations  can  be  most  exactly  marked,  and 
subsequent  solutions  supplied  without 
the  least  risk  of  spreading  where  not 
wanted.  Weak  ammonia  will  finally  re¬ 
move  the  oil . 

TINTING  A  NEGATIVE. 

It  often  occurs  that  certain  shadows 
are  too  heavy  in  an  otherwise  perfect 
negative,  or  that  a  face  or  the  hair  or 
some  portion  of  the  dress  in  the  portrait 
do  not  print  light  enough.  To  remedy 
this  defect,  tinting  must  be  resorted  to. 
It  is  a  very  simple  means  of  retarding 
printing  locally,  and  consists  merely  in 
dabbing  a  trifle  of  water  color,  red  or 
blue,  according  to  amount  of  retarding 
desired,  on  the  back  of  the  negative  at 
the  desired  spots,  and  then  gently 
patting  it  with  the  finger  until  a  smooth, 
even  coat  is  thus  distributed.  The 
finger,  of  course,  leaves  an  imprint  on 
the  color,  and  by  patting  all  around  and 
cross  ways  a  smoothly  stippled  color 
will  result. 

GROUND  GLASS  VARNISH. 

When  a  negative  is  a  trifle  too  thin,  a 
coat  of  this  invaluable  varnish  on  the 
back  of  the  plate  will  give  it  just  the 
right  amount  of  printing  resistance. 


The  use  of  this  varnish  is  better  than 
printing  under  ground  glass  or  tissue, 
as  portions  of  it  can  be  scraped  off  when 
set,  thus  giving  the  printer  great  control 
over  the  result.  The  surface  takes  the 
pencil  admirably,  and  high  lights  can 
be  readily  touched  up  if  weak  and  great 
brilliance  thus  added.  Back  of  any 
parts  which  are  already  sufficiently 
dense,  the  varnish  can  be  scraped  away 
so  as  to  afford  full  exposure  to  such 
parts.  After  a  negative  is  thus  “doctor¬ 
ed,”  tissue  paper  should  be  pasted  over 
the  frame  during  printing. 

A  curious  suggestion  is  the  study  of 
thunder  from  photographs  of  the  figures 
produced  by  its  vibrations  in  sand  on 
stretched  parchment. 

INTENSIFYING  NEGATIVES. 

After  a  bleaching  in  bromide  of  copper 
negatives  can  be  considerably  intensified 
with  nitrate  of  silver.  But  the  negative 
must  not  be  washed  too  long  after 
bleaching,  because  the  blackening  might 
not  proceed.  For  fear  that  this  might 
take  place,  the  negative  is  sometimes 
not  sufficiently  washed.  Bromide  of 
copper  will  then  remain  in  the  film, 
which,  with  the  nitrate  of  silver,  forms 
bromide  of  silver.  By  applying  a  weak 
silver  bath,  for  the  same  reason  as 
above,  a  thin  bromide  of  silver  skin  will 
form  on  the  plate,  which  prevents  the 
penetration  of  the  salt.  Thereby  the 
blackening  is  but  feeble,  even  if  a  new 
silver  bath  is  repeatedly  applied.  Only 
by  using  a  concentrated  bath  will  it  come 
up  to  the  desired  strength.  If  the 
latter  is  put  to  immediate  action,  which 
is  of  advantage,  bromide  of  silver  will 
form  within  the  film,  which,  of 
course,  has  to  be  removed  later  on  by 
fixing  bath.  Similar  effects  by  insuffi¬ 
cient  washing  can  take  place  with  the 
bichloride  of  mercury  and  ammonia 
method.  Still,  I  prefer  to  dilute  the 
ammonia  a  little.  The  amide  can  be  re¬ 
moved  from  the  surface  by  slight  rubbing 
with  the  finger.  If  a  white  cloudiness 
has  once  formed  within  the  film,  it  can 
not  be  removed  any  more. 
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Rev.  H.  R.  Marsh,  of  Joliet,  Ills.,  a 
well  known  collector  and  prominent 
archaeologist  intends  to  leave  his  home 
next  month  for  an  indefinite  sojourn  in 
Alaska.  His  address  will  be  Point 
Barron,  and  he  will  be  glad  to  hear 
from  collectors  wanting  Eskimo  im¬ 
plements  and  Alaskan  curios.

Cal¬ 
cite  rhombs  when  twinned  form  a 
pretty  crystal  called  the  “butterfly 
twin,”  and  the  clearable  transparent 
calcite  is  the  peculiar  variety  called 
“Iceland  spar,”  which  makes  any 
object  seen  through  it  appear  double.

Various  kinds  of  seeds  have  been  em¬ 
ployed  for  food.  The  Indians  of  North- 
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America  eat  the  seeds  of  certain  cacti, 
which  are  parched,  pulverized  and  made 
into  palatable  gruel.  Their  fondness  for 
some  pines  is  well  known,  these  “pinons” 
being  to  them  what  sugar  plums  are  to 
white  people.  Sunflower  seeds,  too, 
they  parch,  grind  and  make  into  cakes, 
which  are  said  to  be  equal  to  corn  bread. 
From  the  same  seeds  they  get  oil  for 
annointing  their  bodies.  Seeds  of  many 
kinds  have  been  found  in  the  ruins  of 
the  ancient  cliff  dwellers  of  Arizona,  the 
evidence  being  satisfactory  that  they 
were  used  for  food.  Among  these  may 
be  mentioned  the  common  golden  bean, 
which  is  also  discovered  in  many  mounds 
in  the  Southwest.  The  cliff  dwellers 
used  to  eat  the  seed  of  the  ordinary 
“pig-weed”.  Indians  generally  to  this 
day  consume  the  seeds  of  many  species 
of  grasses,  making  bread  and  mush 
from  them.  Along  the  rivers  in  Colo¬ 
rado  and  Arizona  grass  seeds  are  collect¬ 
ed  in  great  quantities  for  grinding  into 
flour.  Grape  seeds,  gourd  seeds,  and 
acorns  are  likewise  employed.

The  wax-palm  tree  of  South  America, 
which  grows  to  an  altitude  of  10,000  feet 
above  sea  level,  is  completely  covered 
with  a  coating  which  consists  of  a 
vegetable  wax  and  crystalline  resin . 
When  mixed  with  tallow  this  substance 
is  made  into  candles.

According  to  Blanco’s  works  on  the 
flora  of  the  Philippines,  there  are  28 
genera  of  palms,  with  87  species,  on 
those  islands.

The  best  collection  of  Chinese  coins  to 
be  found  outside  of  China  was  given  to 
the  Archaeological  museum  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  not  long  ago 
by  Rev.  E.  W.  Twing,  a  Honolulu 
missionary.  The  collection  goes  back 
to  a  time  over  2500  years  ago  and  in  - 
eludes  those  odd  early  Chinese  coins 


which  were  made  in  the  form  of  spades, 
razors,  keys,  shirts  and  tools.

A  dispatch  to  a  London  newspaper, 
some  time  ago,  from  Rome  said  that  the 
Pope  had  ordered  that  about  150,000  old 
swords,  halberds,  spears  and  battle-axes 
in  the  Vatican  armory  be  melted  and  the 
iron  sold.  A  furnace  for  the  purpose 
was  being  erected  in  the  Vatican  gardens. 
The  weapons  were  useless  except  as 
curios,  and  it  cost  too  much  to  keep 
them  polished.

Every  ton  of  Atlantic  water,  when 
evaporated,  yields  81  pounds  of  salt;  a 
ton  of  Pacific  water,  79  pounds ;  Arctic 
and  Antarctic  waters  yield  85  pounds  to 
the  ton,  and  Dead  Sea  water  187  pounds.

Oolite  is  a  limestone  made  up  of  small 
spherical  grains,  and  the  whole  mass 
looks  like  the  roe  of  fish,  whence  its 
name.  Each  of  these  small  globules 
has  a  concentric  structure  which  is  seen 
nicely  when  cut  into  a  section  for  the 
microscope.  When  the  concretions  are 
large  the  specimens  are  called  pisolite 
or  pea-stone.  Excellent  specimens  are 
found  at  the  hot  springs  of  Karlsbad, 
Bohemia.  In  Idaho,  they  are  fonud 
with  eight  faces  on  each  oolite,  the 
cause  of  which  is  unknown.  At  College 
Station,  Centre  Co.,  Penn.,  an  oolite 
which  has  been  silicified  is  found  in 
large  beds.

Among  the  historical  relics  preserved 
at  old  Carpenters’  Hall,  Philadelphia, 
none  are  more  carefully  and  jealously 
guarded  than  ten  or  twelve  hardwood 
chairs  which  occupy  a  railed -off  corner 
of  the  Congress  room  on  the  first  floor, 
near  the  southern  door  way.  They  are

some  of  the  original  chairs  that  were 
used  during  the  session  of  the  continent¬ 
al  congress  by  Patrick  Henry  and  his 
patriotic  colleagues.  Three  or  four  of 
the  chairs  have  high  arms,  and  are  the 
identical  ones  used  by  the  officers  of  the 
Congress.  Until  recent  years  the  old 
chairs  were  ranged  about  the  walls  of 
the  room,  but  hardened  relic  hunters 
began  to  chip  them,  and  to  save  the 
priceless  articles  of  furniture  from  com¬ 
plete  destruction  it  was  necessary  to 
place  them  behind  a  railing.  The  color¬ 
ed  porter  in  charge  of  the  hall  keeps  a 
watchful  eye  to  see  that  the  old  relics 
are  not  disturbed  or  injured.

The  diatones,  single-celled  plants  of 
the  sea  weed  family,  are  so  small  that 
three  thousand  of  thefn  laid  end  to  end 
scarcely  suffice  to  cover  an  inch  of  space 
on  the  rule.

It  is  popularly  supposed  that  the 
common  horse-chestnuts  are  very  un¬ 
wholesome.  Nevertheless,  in  Turkey 
they  are  roasted  for  coffee,  fermented 
for  liquor  and  utilized  for  horse  medi¬ 
cine.

“Manjak”  is  the  name  of  a  new 
mineral,  of  a  lustrous  black  color,  dis¬ 
covered  on  the  island  of  Barbadoes. 
According  to  experts,  it  is  petrified 
petroleum  mixed  with  solid  organic 
matter.  It  will  form  a  valuable  fuel, 
much  superior  to  coal. 

* 

For  a  score  of  years  geologists  have 
known  of  the  existence  of  immense  beds 
of  shale  in  Wyoming  which  occasionally 
yielded  fine  specimens  of  fossil  fishes, 
but  it  is  only  recently  that  similar  beds 
have  been  discovered  in  Colorado. 
These  beds  of  petrified  fish,  containing 
millions  upon  millions  of  individual 
specimens,  cover  hundreds  of  square 
miles  in  the  northwestern  part  of  the 


state.  They  extend  a  distance  of  100 
miles  in  the  direction  of  Green  River, 
and  “shelve  out”  for  100  miles  or  more 
toward  the  interior  of  the  state.  In 
some  places  these  beds — almost  a  solid 
mass  of  perfectly  fossilized  fish — are 
from  150  to  200  feet  in  thickness.  One 
of  the  greatest  puzzles  regarding  the 
find  is  the  fact  that  they  lie  about  8,000 
feet  above  sea  level.

Notes  on  the  Coinage 

of  the  Greeks 

Hy  T.  L.  ELDER.. 

PERIOD  III  B.  C.  400-336. 

Cyzicus  continued  to  strike  her  elec- 
trum  staters  in  large  quantities  during 
the  war  in  Asia  Minor  between  the 
Spartans  and  Persians,  and  on  this  coin 
the  archaic  reverse  was  used.  About 
the  time  of  the  peace  of  Antalcidas,  or 
thereabout,  this  famous  coinage  was 
generally  superseded  by  gold  currency  , 
which  was  minted  at  Lampsacus. 

Ephesus,  Samos,  Chios  and  Rhodes 
now  furnish  the  bnlk  of  the  silver  cur¬ 
rency  of  Western  Asia  Minor,  while  the 
eastern  Phoenician  cities  of  Sidon,  Tyre 
and  Aradus  begin  (about  400  B.  C.)  to 
strike  large  silver  coins  which  were 
circulated  also  along  the  caravan  routes 
across  the  desert  as  far  as  Euphrates  and 
Tigris. 

In  the  north  the  gold  coinage  of 
Panticapaeum,  the  modern  Kertch,  is 
remarkable  for  its  peculiar  weight  as 
compared  with  other  places.  In  Mace- 
don  the  gold  and  silver  currency  of  the 
Chalcidian  League  was  predominant 
until  its  issue  was  stopped  by  Philip, 
when  he  began  to  work  the  gold  mines 
of  Pliilipi  (about  B.  C.  358)  and  re-or¬ 
ganized  the  gold  coinage. 

In  Central  Greece  the  chief  curriencies 
were  those  of  Corinth,  Thebes,  and 
Athens.  In  Peloponnesus  the  Messen- 
ians  and  Arcadians,  under  the  protection 
of  Epaminondas  struck  money  in  small 
quantities. 

Italy  was  rich  in  gold  and  silver  coin¬ 
ages,  and  only  rivalled  by  the  same  is¬ 
sues  of  Neapolis  and  Metapontum. 

In  Sicily  the  splendid  coinage  of  Syra¬ 
cuse  competed  with  that  of  the  Cartha¬ 
ginian  dominions,  until  about  345  B.  C., 
when  the  Dionysian  dynasty  was  finally 
expelled,  and  after  that  the  Pegasus 
staters  supersede  the  larger  coins  of  the 
age  of  the  Dionsii. 

In  this  series  of  notes  we  have  now 


reached  the  triumphant  age  of  Greek 
art.  This  was  the  magical  age  of  Greece; 
the  age  when  she  produced  works  of 
sculpture  and  engraving  that  have  by 
their  divine  beauty  amazed  the  world. 
Never  has  numismatic  art  reached  quite 
so  lofty  a  piunicle  of  excellence  as  it 
obtained  then.  The  devices  on  the 
coinage  are  characterized  by  marvelous 
intensity  of  action,  pathos,  charm  of 
bearing,  high  finish  and  rich  ornamen¬ 
tation.  The  naked  human  form  was 
shown  in  high  relief, as  was  the  heads  of 
the  divinities  such  as  Apollo  at  Clanz- 
omenae,  Rhodes,  etc;  of  Hermes  at 
Aenus,  of  Apollo  at  Amphipolis,  of  the 
nymph  Larissa  at  the  city  of  that  name 
in  Thessaly;  of  Hera  Lacinia  at  Pando- 
sia  in  Southern  Italy,  of  Arethusa  and 
Pallas  at  Syracuse,  and  of  Zeus  at 
Olymphia,  by  Phidias.  It  seems  a  pity 
that  the  history,  and  the  names  even,  of 
most  of  the  engravers  of  these  beautiful 
coines  are  entirely  unknown.  It  was 
not  uncommon  to  find  at  certain  cities, 
especially  in  Sicily,  the  name  of  the 
engraver  in  small  characters,  generally 
in  the  field  of  the  Coin. 

During  this  period  the  principal 
sculptors  are  the  Athenians  Scopas  and 
Praxiteles,  and  the  principal  extant 
works  are:  The  Mausoleum  Sculptures. 
British  Museum.  The  Choragic  monu¬ 
ment  of  Lyscrates.  Athens.  The  Sta¬ 
tue  of  Dionysos  from  the  Choragic 
monument  of  Thrasyllos,B.C.320  British 
museum.  Statue  of  Hermes,  by  Praxi¬ 
teles,  found  at  Olymphia.  The  head  of 
Asklepios  or  Zeus  from  Melos.  British 
Museum.  The  sculptures  of  the  Nio- 
bides,  by  Scopas  or  Praxiteles.  Copies 
in  Florence.

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Ditfurc’s  Field  Ground  Niagara. 

BV  F.  A.  W.  DEAN. 

To  the  lover  of  Mother  Nature,  Niagara 
Falls  is  rendezvous,  to  the  Mineralogist 
as  I  have  previously  written,  Concholo- 
gist.  Botanist,  Ornithologist,  OMogist 
in  fact  all  branches  of  science,  it  abounds 
with  interest  and  material. 

The  conchologist  can  procure  many 
rare  fresh  water  shells.  The  Uniodea 
family  has  a  large  range,  there  being 
about  150  distinct  species,  many  quite 
rare,  some  found  in  shallow  water, 
stagnant,  swift  current  within  200  ft  of 
the  brink  of  the  falls  living  species  are 
found,  others  in  ponds,  etc., 

2  varieties  Planochs, 

30  varieties  Physsa, 

40  or  50  varieties  Helix, 

20  varieties  fresh  water  Algara. 

To  the  lover  of  botany  over  700 
different  plants  grow  on  Goat  Island 
alone.  Fosters  Flatts  and  the  whirlpool 
are  also  botanical  gardens. 

The  ornithologist  and  oologist  can 
procure  many  species  such  as  warbler, 
hummers,  thrushes,  ducks,  geese,  gulls, 
grebes,  hawks,  owls  and  many  waden. 
Several  varieties  have  been  taken,  such 
as  razor-bill  auk,  black  gullemont, 
pigeon  gullenot,  auklets,  royal,  Caspian 
and  bridle  terns,  puffin,  mun,  white 
egret,  whooping  and  sandhill  cranes, 
whistling  and  black  swans  and  bald 
eagles. 

There  is  a  bald  eagle’s  nest  on  Grand 
Island  where  they  rear  their  young 
every  year  and  the  eagle  tree  is  protect¬ 
ed  by  an  honest  farmer. 

Butterflies  of  great  beauty  and  rarety 
can  also  be  had. 

War  and  Indian  relics  are  very  scarce 
as  our  local  collectors  and  museums  get 
all  the  spoils  of  contractors  doing  ex¬ 
cavating  but  there  are  several  historical 
spots  around  Niagara.  The  old  stone 
Chimney  of  old  Fort  Schlosser  which 
was  built  by  the  French  in  1750  which 


was  destroyed  by  themselves  when  they 
evacuated  after  the  fall  of  old  Fort 
Niagara. 

The  Devil’s  Hole,  where  the  supply 
train  of  the  British  army  traveling  from 
Fort  Niagara  to  Fort  Schlosser,  Sept,  14 
1763  was  stopped  for  lunch  their  guns 
hardly  being  set  down  when  a  band  of 
Seneca  Indians  who  lay  in  Ambush 
closed  in  upon  them  and  drove  them 
over  the  bank  or  murdered  them  with 
tomahawk. 

The  stream  that  runs  through  that 
section  and  over  the  bank  at  this 
spot  was  completely  colored  with 
blood,  from  which  it  derives  its  name, 
Bloody  Run. 

Fort  Niagara,  Fort  George,  Fort  Erie, 
Battle  Grounds  of  Chippawa,  Uundvs 
Lane,  Plank  Road,  Little  Niagara, 
Lewiston  Heights,  Queenston  Heights 
and  other  historical  reserves. 

Fish  of  Niagara  water  are  Perch, 
Rock,  wide  and  little  mouth  black, 
silver  and  strawberry  bass,  pickeral, 
blue,  yellow  and  duck  bill  pike,  musk- 
olonge,  eel,  cat.  Chanel  cat  have  been 
caught  weighing  63  pounds.  Sturgeon, 
several  weighing  200  pounds  have  been 
caught.  White  fish,  herring  and  many 
delicate  eating  fish  abound  in  the  lakes 
close  by. 

Mammals  do  not  amount  to  much  as 
the  gunners  have  cleaned  the  small 
game  out  pretty  well. 

Red,  gray  black  and  fox  squirrels, 
racoon,  fox,  woodchuck,  skunk,  martin, 
weasel  and  muskrats  are  to  be  found . 

Over  2  tons  of  clear  transparent  sele- 
mite  has  been  taken  out  of  the  last  ex- 
tention  of  the  new  power  house  178  feet 
below  the  surface,  which  is  the  possession 
of  the  local  collectors,  one  collector 
alone  having  half  a  ton  for  summer 
trade.

of  Animals 
and  Plants 

K.EZd'ROSVEC  t.

The  science  of  palaeontology,  or  the 
study  of  fossils  has  come  to  be  one  of 
the  most  interesting  scientific  studies 
now  extant.  By  means  of  this  science, 
the  geologist  is  enabled  to  trace  back 
the  past  history  of  the  earth  through  a 
grim  vista  of  millions  of  years.  The 
age  of  our  earth  is  now  variously  calcu¬ 
lated  to  be  from  fifty  to  seventy-five 
millions  of  years — who  can  scarcely 
comprehend  that  vast  period. 

Palaeontology  is  used  much  as  a  book 
might  be.  The  geologist  opens  the 
leaves  of  his  book ;  the  strata  of  the 
earth;  and  there  reads  this  great  history. 
The  words  of  his  book  are  the  fossils 
imbedded  in  the  strata.  By  comparison 
with  formation  and  erosion  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time,  the  age  of  this  gangue 
strata  is  then  determined. 

I  he  study  of  fossils  is  now  very  com¬ 
plete.  Comparisons  can  now  be  made 
from  corals,  and  other  animals  of  simple 
organization,  up  to  man.  We  shall  now 
digress  a  little  from  the  general  subject 
and  take  up  a  little  more  definite  ^tudy 
of  these  petrified  structures. 

Corals  are  found  almost  evervwhere. 
During  various  subsidences  and  up¬ 
heavals  of  the  earth,  nearly  all  the 
earth,  has  at  one  time  or  another  been 
covered  with  water.  Thus  animals  of 
the  sea  have  had  a  chance  to  encroach 
on  dominions  where  they  are  not  now 
found,  and  leave  us  their  skeletons  to 
study.  The  Cretaceons,  Devonian, 
Silmian,  and  Jurassic  racks  furnish  us 
some  of  the  best  fossil  corals  we  have 
at  the  present  da}7.  The  petrifactions 
are  mostly  in  limestone. 

Sponges  are  also  found  petrified  in 
abundance.  Many  specimens  have  the 


separate  sponge  spicules  wonderfully 
preserved.  The  flint  cliffs  of  England 
afford  us  a  good  example  of  petrified  I"1 
sponges.  Some  of  the  best  specimens 
of  this  class  are  found  along  the  Ohio 
river;  some  of  the  best  ones  at  the  falls 
of  the  Ohio.  The  author  has  found 
many  specimens  of  petrified  coral  in  the 
vicinity  of  his  home;  though  perhaps 
the  fossils  were  brought  down  in  the 
glacial  drift  from  the  north. 

Small  siliceous  shells,  or  those  com¬ 
posed  of  quartz  or  silica  are  rather 
common.  Silica  w7as  slowly  dissolved 
by  the  action  of  the  water,  and  then 
taken  up  by  these  organisms  during 
their  growth.  A  large  bed  of  clay  near 
Richmond,  Virginia,  is  almost  entirely 
composed  of  these  microscopic  shells. 

The  stratum  averages  about  twelve  feet 
in  thickness.  The  “rotten -stone”  or 
Tripoli  from  Germany  is  made  up  of 
these  very  minute  organisms.  The 
well  known  diatoms,  now  regarded  as 
vegetable  forms,  are  made  up  of  these 
siliceous  shells. 

The  Hydrozoa  and  Bryozoa,  two 
groups  of  simple  structure  animals  are 
found  in  abundance  in  many  places  at 
the  present  day. 

The  fossil  mollusks  may  well  be  con¬ 
sidered  next.  They  are  one  of  our 
most  abundant  forms  for  fossil  study. 

In  shape,  the  ancient  mollusks  usually 
differed  greatly  from  those  of  the  present 
day.  The  common  “Orthoceras”  is 
composed  of  a  srrccession  of  segmented 
rings,  in  the  form  of  a  cylinder.  The 
well  known  Ammonites  present  many 
curious  forms  from  rounded,  notched 
shells,  to  rounded,  square  cornered, 
segmented  ones.  The  Pearly  Nautilies 
of  the  Southern  Ocean,  is  the  only 
representative  we  have  of  the  Ammorites 
at  the  present  day  of  the  world.  At  the 
same  time  with  the  Ammorites,  occurred 
the  most  of  the  Belemnites.  These 
latter,  as  found  at  the  present  day,  are 
the  skeletous  of  cuttle-fishes.

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There  are  before 
BRITISH  GUIANA  me  several  count¬ 
erfeits  of  the 
British  Guiana  issues  of  1860  and  fol¬ 
lowing  years — those  bearing  the  figures 
1-8-6-0  in  the  four  corners.  The  first 
one,  to  which  we  will  devote  attention, 
is  a  forgery  of  the  lc  black  on  thin  pa¬ 
per  of  1862.  This  issue  is  distinguished 
by  the  wide  space  between  the  value  and 
the  word  cents;  on  the  lc  value  it  is 
of  the  width  of  the  strap  turned  over 
from  the  garter  as  above.  The  counter¬ 
feit  shows  this  characteristic  also,  but 
it  differs  greatly  in  other  respects.  The 
forgery  is  considerably  taller  than  the 
genuine  stamp ;  the  latter  measures  ex¬ 
actly  23  mm.  in  height,  while  the  forg¬ 
ery  measures  23^  mm.  This  excess  of 
length  throws  everything  out  of  propor¬ 
tion  ;  thus  the  space  above  and  below 
the  word  ‘Guiana’  is  considerably  too 
wide:  the  words  One  Cent  are  too  tall; 


the  central  oval  is  also  nearly  a  milli¬ 
meter  too  tall.  This  is  also  true  of  the 
figures  1-8-6-0  in  the  corners;  they  are 
all  tall  in  proportion  to  their  width, 
while  the  figures  on  the  genuine  stamp 
are  rather  squat  in  appearance.  The 
network  in  the  spandrels  has  been 
prettv  well  imitated,  but  the  arched 
lines  bordering  it  on  the  outside  show 
glaring  discrepancies.  They  compare 
as  follows:

The  British  &  Colonial  Philatelic  Ad¬ 
vertiser  has  improved,  both  in  appear¬ 
ance  and  reading  matter,  though  the 
April  number  contains  nothing  of  special 
mention.

In  the  April  number  of  La  Filatelia  a 
collector  pleads  earnestly  for  postal 
cards,  which  seem  to  be  neglected  in 
South  America  also.  The  paper  is  grow¬ 
ing  considerably. 

* 

According  to  the  Australian  Journal 
of  Philately  for  April  Commonwealth 
postal  matter,  as  concerns  stamps,  are 
in  statu  quo,  and  as  to  the  y2d  com-, 
memorative  stsmp,  it  seems  that  it  may 
quite  possibly  not  be  issued  at  all.  The 
other  contents  of  this  number  are  large¬ 
ly  copied  from  American  papers. 

* 

From  the  other  Australian  paper,  the 
Australian  Philatelist  (for  March)  we 
learn  that  Mr.  Drake,  the  new  Com¬ 
monwealth  P.  M.  G.  did  not  speak  of 
stamp  collecting  as  an  “excrescence.” 
We  may  therefore  revoke  our  indigna¬ 
tion  meetings.  The  A.  P.  takes  up  the 
question  of  a  collectors’  catalogue  and 
is  much  in  favor  of  it;  but  I  fear  me 
that  the  dealers  will  continue  to  boss  us 
in  these  matters. 

* 

Stamps  in  its  May  number  touches  on 
the  ever-present  color  question  in  its 
“Hints  for  Beginners,”  the  author 
thinks  the  solution  easier  than  most  of 
us  have  found  it  so  far.  The  fiscal  de¬ 
partment  in  this  number  is  of  special 
interest,  a  long  paper  deals  with  the 
rates  of  taxation  in  India  to  be  paid  by 
revenue  stamps.  There  is  some  “Gossip 
about  Entires”  and  a  short  resume  of 
the  two  Mauritius  “Post  Office”  stamps. 
The  continued  article  on  U.  S.  stamps 
deals  with  the  1870  issue  and  the  later 
ones  of  that  type;  the  secret  marks  of 


1873  are  finely  illustrated.  The  list  is 
continued  up  to  1888. 

* 

As  usual  the  chief  feature  of  the  Verr 
trauliches  Korrespondenz- Blatt  consists 
of  its  notices  on  the  latest  counterfeits 
and  frauds,  I  am  sorry  that  onr  space 
will  hardly  permit  us  to  copy  from  this 
list — unfortunately  a  long  one  each 
month. 

* 

Mr.  Lehner’s  new  venture,  Philatelic 
Literature,  is  doing  well  and  bids  fair 
to  become  a  necessity.  Mr.  Aldrich 
contributes  interesting  American  notes 
and  a  valuable  feature  is  the  list  of 
prices  bought  by  various  philatelic  pub¬ 
lications  at  auction  sales. 

* 

Mr.  Stephenson  of  Birmingham  is  the 
subject  for  the  portrait,  etc.,  in  the  June 
number  of  the  Stamp  Collector.  A  val¬ 
uable  article  by  Mr.  Kuehn  collects  all 
available  information  in  regard  to  the 
Great  Barrier  Island  Pigeon  Post  stamps. 
A  list  of  British  auction  catalogues  will 
hardly  interest  us  much ;  it  is  begun 
here.  Does  any  one  collect  American 
auction  catalogues?  This  paper,  by  the 
way,  is  the  first  Fiuropean  paper  I  have 
seen  illustrating  the  Pan-American  set. 
* 

Some  months  ago  Morley’s  Philatelic 
Journal  described  and  illustrated  two 
types  of  the  2c  Seychelles,  de  la  Rue 
Rue  design.  In  the  May  number  there 
are  enlarged  reproductions  of  the  two 
types  of  the  8,  10,  13  and  16  cents. 

Nevertheless  it  takes  a  good  eye  to  see 
the  differences.  The  stamps  of  Sarawak 
are  continued;  the  departments  devoted 
to  railway,  fiscal  and  telegraph  stamps 
are  of  the  usual  interest  and  splendidly 
illustrated.  In  the  fiscal  chronicle  there 
are  illustrations  of  a  set  of  bogus  reve¬ 
nues  for  Newfoundland.  The  supple¬ 
mentary  instalment  of  Argentine  fiscals 
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takes  us  into  the  realm  of  hat  tax  and 
match  stamps. 

* 

A  note  of  interest  in  the  May  number 
of  Be  F ureteur  describes  and  illustrates 
the  similarity  between  M.  Mouchon’s 
design  for  the  medium  values  of  the 
new  French  stamps  and  the  vignette 
found  on  the  French  assignats  of  1793. 
The  resemblance  is  striking,  even  the 
inscription  being  the  same. 

* 

Major  Kvans  in  the  April  number 
of  S.  G.  Monthly  Journal  takes  up  the 
vexed  question  of  color  varieties,  but 
does  not  settle  it,  either.  The  chronicle 
gives  the  text  of  the  notice  retiring 
the  old  British  stamps.  An  article  of 
great  interest  gives  the  results  of 
some  experiments  as  to  the  durability 
of  the  colors  of  various  stamps  which 
were  exposed  to  the  light  under  pecu¬ 
liarly  trying  conditions.  I  am  glad  to 
see  that  most  of  our  U.  S.  stamps  be¬ 
long  to  the  non-fading  class;  only  the 
3c  of  1890  (a  coal-tar  color)  is  classed 
as  very  fugitive.  The  Australian 
authorit}r,  Mr.  A.  F.  Basset  Hull,  be¬ 
gins  an  exhaustive  article  on  the 
stamps  of  the  Cook  Islands;  the  first 
issue  is  described  at  length.  Mr.  Ohrt’s 
book  on  the  stamps  of  Oldenburg  is 
here  translated,  the  second  installment 
appearing  in  this  number. 

* 

There  is  an  article  on  the  stamps  of 
Canada  in  the  May  number  of  the 
Philatelic  Chronicle  and  Advertiser, 
but  it  is  of  an  elementary  nature. 
Some  forgery  notes  on  British  stamps 
are  all  there  is  worth  noting  besides. 
* 

M.  Mahe  is  not  through  yet  with 
his  caustic  comments  on  the  new 
French  set;  in  the  April  number  of 
the  Revue  Philateiique  Francaise  he 
proceeds  to  roast  the  design  of  the 


high  values  in  his  humerous  style. 
Flandrin  writes  interestingly  on  the 
stamps  of  Corrientes,  though  he  de¬ 
velops  nothing  new.  The  Fiscal  de¬ 
partment  is  shorter  than  usual  this 
time.

Postmarks  are  of  special  interest  in 
Europe;  Dr.  Moschkan  in  the  Ma)r  No. 
of  Der  Philatelist  reviews  a  work  de¬ 
voted  exclusively  to  the  cancellations 
of  Bavaria.  A  feature  of  interest  in 
Der  Philatelisl  is  its  chronicle  of  phil¬ 
atelic  literature.  Counterfeits  are  also 
described  extensively.

The  Post  Card  Column  is  a  feature 
of  continued  interest  in  Ewen’s  Week¬ 
ly  Stamp  News;  postmarks  are  also 
treated  in  detail.  I  regret  that  space 
will  hardly  permit  me  to  review  this 
valuable  paper  in  detail,  but  I  hope  to 
find  space  for  some  extracts.

This,  in 
connection  with  the  beneficial  effect 
the  issue  has  of  itself  should  lead  to 
many  new  entires  to  our  ranks,  and  the 
re-enterance  of  old  time  collectors  who 
have  strayed  away.

A  long  and  varied  list  of  the  stamp 
designs  in  which  the  beasts,  the  fishes 
the  amphibious  things,  the  birds  and 
the  spheres  in  which  all  of  these  move 
and  exist  appears  in  a  recent  issue  of  an 


English  contemporary.  It  occurs  to  us 
that  to  find  some  thing  or  subject, either 
allegorical  or  real,  some  representation 
or  misrepresentation  of  which  has  not 
appeared  on  some  stamp  or  other, would 
be  a  hard  task  indeed.  The  designs  of 
stamps  are  necessarily  limited,  but  the 
lines  of  limitation  are  wide  apart.  An 
issue  in  which  some  feature  does  not 
partake  of  similarity  to  some  previous 
issue  is  seldom  seen. 

A  scheme  to  compete  with  the  postal 
service  has  recently  developed  in  some 
of  our  western  cities.  It  was  widely  an¬ 
nounced  that  letters  would  be  delivered 
in  certain  quantities  for  lc  each*  At 
first  it  was  thought  that  the  business 
would  not  be  allowed  to  operate  by  the 
postal  authorities.  However,  the  scheme 
has  failed  through  the  inability  of  the 
operators  to  give  the  public  the  same 
good  service  that  the  mails  afford.  The 
boys  employed  to  carry  the  letters  and 
packages  proved  to  be  so  irresponsible 
that  there  was  no  absolute  surety  of  the 
delivery  of  matter  intrusted  to  their  care. 
It  is  related  that  a  number  of  firms  sent 
out  their  regular  monthly  statements  on 
June  1  to  their  customers  through  this 
new  company.  The  slowness  of  returns 
seemed  to  indicate  an  unusual  state  of 
penuriousness  in  the  community  until 
an  investigation  disclosed  the  fact  that 
the  major  part  of  the  letters  were  never 
delivered  at  all. 

The  enterprising  dealers  who  have  a 
booth  at  the  Buffalo  exposition  will  re¬ 
ceive  returns  in  the  free  advertising  they 
are  receiving  if  nothing  else.  No  doubt 
there  was  method  in  their  madness. 

One  of  the  most  attractive  featurts  of 
philately  is  the  absolute  freedom  with 
which  the  collector  may  indulge  his  per¬ 
sonal  whims  and  ideas.  For  instance, 
there  is  the  specialist  in  errors;  that  he 
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[  has  an  inviting  field  is  beyond  dispute. 

.  A  collection  of  this  kind  must  be  of 
;  great  interest  to  the  layman  who  has  the 
opportunity  to  inspect  it.  And  yet,  this 
search  for  minor  varieties,  which  the 
error  collector  appropiates  to  his  album, 
has  gone  so  far  as  to  become  ridiculous. 
Note  the  infintessimal  distinctions  in 
the  “V  R  I.”  varieties  recently  chron- 
icaled:  “5  sh  first  print,  inverted 

period  after  “R”;  “Id,  third  print, 
raised  periods,  thick  “V”,  wide  space 
between  “V”  and  “R“:”  etcetera.  And 
this  is  dubbed  study!  To  what  advanced 
type  of  engraver  will  we  delegate  the 
task  of  preparing  a  plate  wherein  the 
microscope  of  the  scientific  collector  will 
not  detect  dissimilarity  between  one 
'  stamp  and  another.

Why  all  this  fuss  about  invert  Pan- 
Americans?  How  many  issues  of  stamps 
printed  in  two  colors  where  the  number 
of  stamps  printed  was  large  have  been 
so  perfectly  prepared  as  to  escape  this 
up-side-down  business?  Probably  two 
hundred  million  of  the  two  cent  Pan- 
American  have  been  printed, the  number 
of  errors  found  is  remarkabl}  low.  Col¬ 
lectors  were  on  the  qui  vive  for  these 
inverted  centers  as  soon  as  it  was  known 
that  the  stamps  were  to  appear  in  two 
colors;  their  expectations  have  been  met. 
Perchance  the  proper  thing  for  the  gov¬ 
ernment  to  do  is  to  run  off  a  few  hun¬ 
dred  thousand  of  the  one  cent  and  two 
cent  with  inverted  centers,  thus  giving 
each  collector  an  opportunity  to  gratify 
his  desire  to  possess  a  copy  in  this  con¬ 
dition,  and  putting  a  quietus  to  all  this 
talk  going  the  rounds  of  the  newspapers 
about  the  fabulous  value  of  these  stamps. 
Why,  even  staid  business  men  have  be¬ 
come  infected  with  the  collecting  fever 
to  a  certain  degree,  and  the  first  thing 
they  are  prone  to  do  each  morning  when 
opening  their  mail  is  to  make  a  careful 
search  for  stamps  with  the  pictures  up¬ 
side  down;  we  are  aware  of  at  least  one 


instance  where  phtlatelv  gained  a  re¬ 
cruit  of  note  bv  this  interest  taken  in 
these  stamps  with  the  erronious  print¬ 
ing.  It  is  odd,  the  causes  that  lead  to 
the  starting  of  a  collection.

Philatelic  politics  seem  to  be  dormant 
this  year.  The  month  for  the  conven¬ 
tions  and  elections  draws  near  apace, 
yet  aspiring  candidates  have  not  begun 
to  fill  the  columns  of  their  “organs” 
with  their  merits  and  others  demerits  as 
has  been  the  practice  in  years  past.

As  the  printers 
are  still  getting  out  quantities  of  them, 
the  supply  of  “remainders”  will  doubt¬ 
less  be  ample  to  snpply  all  those  who 
have  no  scruples  against  having  such 
unworthy  specimens  in  their  albums.

No  doubt  there  will  be  many  re¬ 
prints  and  remainders  of  the  private 
die  proprietaries  foisted  on  the  un¬ 
suspecting  at  the  expiration  of  the 
revenue  law  making  their  use  compul¬ 
sory.  To  detect  these  from  the  genuine 
will  be  difficult.  If  it  is  known  that 
they  are  printed  before  July  1st,  even 
though  not  intended  for  actual  use, 
they  may  be  regarded  collectible  by 
some.  To  avoid  any  attempted  mis¬ 
representation,  choose  the  obvious 
method  and  get  them  used.

To  the  Americans  of  the  last  genera¬ 
tion  these  war  revenue  stamps  are  of 
peculiar  interest— more  so  than  the 
issue  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion. 
.They  mark  an  epoch  in  our  country’s 
career  which,  while  no  less  noteworthy 
than  the  memorable,  strife  of  ’61,  is 
fraught  with  an  element  of  interest 
born  from  personal  observation  not 
enjoyed  in  the  former  case.  Perchance 
it  may  be  said  that  the  majority  of  col¬ 
lectors  find  a  deep  interest  in  this  issue 
>f  stamps  because  of  this  reason.  The 
passing  moment  should  be  improved 


as  permissable,  The  bona  fide  speci¬ 
mens  will  never  be  any  cheaper  than 
right  now.

Not  only  is  the  undeveloped  youth 
encouraged  in  his  thievery  by  this 
broadcast  scattering  of  approval  sheets 
over  the  land  by  dealers  ambitious  for 
business,  but  it  must  needs  be  that  a 
further  inducement  is  offered  him  to 
send  for  selection  by  the  generous  offer 
of  a  gift  for  so  doing.  He  is  required 
to  furnish  no  references — any  old  form 
of  request  will  receive  willing  attention. 
Small  wonder  that  the  tempter  comes 
and  persuades  he  of  tender  years  and 
little  experience  to  keep  the  stamps — 
once  in  his  possession  it  looks  so  easy. 
And  from  this  small  start  a  thorough¬ 
bred  rogue  may  develope.  No  solution 
to  the  problem.  The  obvious  one  would 
not  be  adopted  by  the  dealers.  In  their 
struggle  for  business,  they  loose  senti- 
ment — become  sordid  as  Quackenbush 
would  say.  A  few  lots  lost  each  month 
-is  only  a  sequel  to  their  openhanded 
methods,  and  the  loss  is  anticipated  and 
expected.

Experience  and  Ideas.

I  started  collecting  stamps  like  the 
average  boy  does  by  getting  all  the 
common  one  and  two  cent  stamps 
thinking  I  could  sell  them.  I  also  got 
hold  of  a  few  Columbians  and  other 
stamps  I  thought  I  had  a  fine  collection 
when  a  lad)’  gave  me  a  few  Canadian 
and  Australian  stamps.  Then  I  com¬ 
menced  to  ask  everybody  to  save  me 
stamps.  One  day  I  happened  to  show 
my  collection,  which  was  in  a  box,  to  an 
insurance  agent  whose  son  was  a  col¬ 
lector.  When  he  reached  home  he  sent 
me  some  stamps  in  a  small  album  in 
which  I  soon  placed  more. 

As  to  collecting,  I  think  one  of  the 
best  ways  to  fill  an  album  at  no  expense 
is  to  buy  packets,  take  from  them  the 
stamps  you  do  not  have,  and  the  rest 
put  on  sheets  and  sell.  I  have  now 
nearly  two  thousand  stamps,  an  inter¬ 
national  album,  catalogue,  etc.,  which  I 
paid  for  by  selling  stamps  on  approval. 
A  great  many  boys  put  too  much  money 
in  stamps  and  for  that  reason  have  to 
give  up  collecting.  As  to  trading  I 
think  it  is  good  bnt  do  not  think  it  pays 
as  well  as  selling  from  sheets.  Collect¬ 
ors  must  read  all  they  can  about  stamps 
if  they  want  to  make  a  success  of  buy- 
ng  and  trading. 

If  most  beginners  would  study  the 
“hints  for  collectoas”  in  the  front  of 
the  catalogue  they  would  find  they 
would  have  a  great  many  varieties  when 
they  came  to  look  over  their  stamps  and 
would  have  a  better  chance  in  trading. 

A  perforation  gauge  is  one  of  the  best 
things  to  find  varieties,  also  benzine  to 
reveal  watermarks.  I  bought  a  15  cent 
packet  of  match  stamps  and  by  using 
benzine  (which  is  applied  by  putting  on 
the  back  of  stamp  turned  face  downward 


on  some  black  surface,)  I  found  two 
were  water  marked,  one  worth  $10.00, 
the  other  $2.50.  Of  course  it  is  a  little 
trouble  but  it  pays.  In  buying  Conti¬ 
nental  packets  it  is  best  to  look  over  all 
the  stamps  of  those  countries  that  may 
have  varieties,  as  the  common  English 
one  cent  red. 

When  you  know  people  that  you  think 
would  be  likely  to  have  stamps  do  not 
be  afraid  to  ask  them  ;  Especially  old 
people  usually  have  old  correspondence 
in  their  trunks.  By  asking  I  received 
some  old  revenues  among  which  was  a 
50c  mortgage  cat.  $1.25. 

I  will  give  a  few  reasons  for  collecting; 

1st. — It  helps  in  the  study  of  geography 
as  by  seeing  a  stamp  you  naturally  want 
to  know  where  the  country  is  and  if  it 
is  a  colony  you  learn  to  which  country 
it  belongs;  For  example,  who  would 
kne  w  where  Eritrea  was  if  he  were  not 
a  stamp  collector? 

2nd — In  history  you  learn  the  changes 
in  government  as  in  Germany,  France 
and  Italy.  The  different  successors  to 
the  thrones  whose  pictures  have  appear¬ 
ed  on  stamps. 

3rd — Money  value,  as  the  years  go  by 
your  collection  will  increase  in  value. 
But  the  pleasure  it  affords  pays  for  all 
trouble  and  Expense. 

Every  part  of  postage  stamp  making  is 
done  by  hand.  The  designs  are  engrav¬ 
ed  on  steel,  200  stamps  on  a  single  plate. 
These  plates  are  inked  by  two  men,  and 
then  are  printed  by  a  girl  and  a  man  on 
a  large  handpress.  They  are  dried  as 
fast  as  printed  and  then  gummed  with  a 
starch  paste  made  from  potatoes.  This 
paste  is  dried  by  placing  the  sheets  in  a 
steam  fanning  machine,  and  then  the 
stamps  are  subjected  to  a  pressue  of  2000 
tons  in  a  hydraulic  press.  Next  the 
sheets  are  cut  so  that  each  one  contains 
100  stamps,  after  which  the  paper  bet¬ 
ween  the  stamps  is  perforated,  and  after 
being  pressed  the  sheets  are  filed  away. 
If  a  single  stamp  is  injured,  the  whole 
sheet  is  burned.

Unfortunately  lack  of  space  made  it 
impracticable  to  give  exact  reproductions 
of  all  the  registration  labels  in  our  April 
number;  I  think  you  undferstand  that 
all  the  varieties  near  the  close  of  the 
article  should  have  frame-lines  similar 
to  those  shown  earlier  in  the  article  and 
should  have  been  much  larger  than 
printed  there. 

As  these  labels  are  of  some  interest,  I 
think  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  describe  a 
a  few  other  specimens  such  as  have 
casually  been  preserved  by  me;  these 
things  serve  to  throw7  some  light  on 
postal  conditions  here  and  there. 

The  labels  used  by  the  Austrian  post 
offices  in  the  Levant  are  similar  in  gen¬ 
eral  get-up  to  those  of  the  mother 
country.  I  have  them  from  several  of 
these  offices;  here  is  a  sample,  coming 
from  one  of  the  Austrian  offices  at  Con 
stantinople  (for,  to  judge  by  the  inscrip¬ 
tion,  Austria  must  have  several  offices  in 
tlmTurkish^amtak)

I  have  this  on  a  number  of  letters;  it 
is  always  struck  in  black  and  the  num¬ 
ber  inserted  with  pen  and  ink,  or  with 
indeliple  pencil.  The  C  stands  for  Cer- 
tificado,  the  Spanish  equivalent  of 
Registered,  but  on  the  international 
label,  as  you  will  notice,  the  interna¬ 
tional  symbol  R.  is  used.

It  is  reported  that  Charles  H.  Reed 
has  filed  suit  at  Pittsburg  against  Ar¬ 
mour  &  Company  of  Chicago  for  $10,000 
for  alleged  breach  of  contract.  It  is 
held  by  the  plaintiff  that  Armour  &Co., 
bargained  for  a  quarter-million  uncan¬ 
celed  Philippine  stamps,  and  then  re¬ 
fused  to  buy  them.

A  silver  coin  of  Cyzicus  bearing  the 
head  of  Demeter  or  Persephone  and  on 
the  reverse  a  lion’s  head  and  tunny,  is 
one  of  the  gems  of  Greek  Art. 

Tenedos.  Obv.  Juniform  head,  male 
and  female;  reverse  double  axe.  In  the 
field,  the  magistrate’s  letter  and  two 
symbols.  Weight  of  coin  200  grains. 
Tenedos  seems  to  have  coined  silver 
money  of  this  type  at  three  different 
periods;  first,  before  the  Persian  wars; 
second,  about  the  time  of  Alexander  the 
Great  when  the  Island  revolted  from 
Persia,  and  third,  about  B.  C.  189. 

Clazomenae.  Obv.  head  of  Appollo, 
full  face;  reverse,  Swan,  weight  88 
grains.  Another  coin  bears  the  engrav¬ 
er’s  full  signature,  something  most 
interesting. 

In  the  territory  of  Clazomenae  there 
was  a  temple  of  Apollo;  the  swan  is  one 
of  the  symbols  of  this  god,  who  is  said 
to  have  sometimes  assumed  its  form. 
The  delta  of  the  Hermus  abounded  in 
wild  swans,  and  the  name  Clazomenae 
may  have  been  due  to  their  shrill  cries. 
Both  of  the  above  mentioned  coins  are 
splendid  examples  of  the  full  faced  type 
of  Appolo,  and  they  may  be  compared 
with  those  of  Rhodes,  Aenus,  Amphipo- 
lis  and  Syracuse.  The  fashion  of  put¬ 
ting  full  faced  heads  on  coins  was  a 
characteristic  of  the  fourth  century. 

Colophon.  Obv.  head  of  a  Persian 
King  or  Satrap;  Rev.  Tyre.  This  coin 
bears  a  striking  portrait  of  a  Persian 
Satrap  (?)  perhaps  Pharanabaus,  wear- 
ing  the  tiara.  The  reverse  indicates 
that  the  coin  was  struck  by  the  authority 
of  the  great  king. 

Ephesus.  Obv.  bee;  Rev.  Infant 

strangling  serpents. 

Rhodes.  Obverse,  head  of  Helios, 


full  face,  his  hair  arranged  in  locks 
suggestive  of  rays.  Reverse,  Rose  with 
bud,  and  vine-spray  with  grapes;  the 
whole  in  an  incuse  sqnare.  Weight 
132-6  grains. 

The  three  cities  of  this  ancient  island, 
Lindus,  Ialysas,  and  Carmirus,  com¬ 
bined  in  B.  C.  408  to  found  the  city  of 
Rhodes.  This  coin  is  one  of  the  finest 
Greek  coins  extant.  It  may  have  be¬ 
longed  to  the  first-half  of  the  fourth 
century7,  or  possibly  to  the  second  half. 

Tarsus.  Obv.  Baaltars,  in  the 
Aramic  character.  Zeus  of  Tarsus, 
seated  on  a  throne,  holding  sceptre. 
Letters  and  grapes  in  the  field.  Rev. 
Aramic  Inscription.  Lion  devouring  a 
bull;  benea'f&a  walled  city.  Wt.  171 
grains. 

The  Aramic  inscription  on  the  reverse 
side  probably  contains  the  name  of  the 
satrap  ruler  of  Cilicia  under  whose 
authority  the  coin  was  struck.  It  may 
be  translated  “Mazares,  who  governs 
Syria'and  Cilicia.” 

Sidon.  Obverse,  Galley,  before  the 
fortified  wall  of  a  city.  In  exergue, 
two  lions.  Reverse,  King  in  Chariot, 
driven  at  full  speed  by  charioteer;  be¬ 
neath  a  goat,  incuse.  Wt.  425  grains; 
silver. 

Aenus.  Obv.  Head  of  Hermes,  fac¬ 
ing,  wearing  petasus.  Reverse  Ainion. 
Goat;  in  field,  torch.  Wt.  175.9  grains 
silver.  Among  the  coins  of  Aenus  are 
found  some  of  the  finest  examples  of 
full  face  on  ancient  coins.  The  fashion 
of  presenting  the  face  of  man  in  this 
manner  upon  coins  is  peculiar  to  the 
best  period  of  art.  (See  coins  of  Rhodes, 
Amphipolis  Syracuse,  etc.) 

Amphipolis.  Obv.  Head  of  Apollo, 
facing.  Rev.  Greek  inscription.  Rac¬ 
ing  torch  within  a  frame,  the  whole  in 
incuse  square.  Wt.  220.5  grains;  silver. 
Amphipolis  was  founded  in  B.  C.  437, 
and  it  ceased  to  strike  autonomous  coins 
when  it  became  subject  to  Philip  of 
Macedon  in  B.  C.  358.  The  fine  silver 
staters  of  this  city  are  remarkable  for 
intensity  of  expression.

The  exhibition  of  postage  stamps  at 
the  Palais  de  l’Industrie,  in  Paris,  has 
given  a  notable  boom  the  trade  in  used 
stamps.  The  Stamp  Exchange  in  the 
Champs  Elysees  fell  for  sometime  into  a 
state  of  languor,  but  it  is  now  brisker 
than  ever. 

One  sees  there  every  morning  between 
300  and  400  philatelists  or  speculators. 
They  meet  in  the  open  air  near  the 
Marigny  end  of  the  gardens,  and  make 
as  great  a  hubbub  as  if  they  were  at  the 
Bourse.  Quotations  of  the  prices  are 
telegraphed  all  over  France  and  abroad. 

The  other  day  a  postal  card  was  sold 
for  $50  because  it  had  gone  all  around 
the  world  after  the  person  to  whom  it 
was  addressed,  and  bore  72  postmarks. 

It  was  evident  that  means  had  been 
taken  beforehand  to  cause  it  to  be  sent 
on  through  72  post  offices.  The  origin¬ 
al  address  and  the  supplemental  ones 
were  written  in  very  small  characters, 
and  most  of  them  in  red  ink,  as  if  on 
purpose,  so  as  not  to  take  from  the  dis- 
tinclness  of  the  postmarks.

Judging-  from  the  extremely  small 
number  of  uncut  copies  of  the  present 
issue  document  stamps  offered  for  sale 
collectors  with  liminted  purses  will 
have  a  hard  time  of  it,  to  make  any 
respectable  showing  in  the  above. 

A  friend  of  mine  who  handles  and 
sells,  perhaps  as  many  document 
stamps  as  any  one  in  this  country, tells 
me  that  uncut  copies  above  the  $2  de¬ 
nominations  are  scarcer  than  diamonds 
Only  2  of  the  $5  denomination  had 
thus  far  been  met  with,  and  no  $10  at 
all. 

I  have  not  seen  any  offered  above 
the  $3  stamp  by  dealers. 

It  would  seem  that  even  if  one  has 
plenty  of  money,  he  must  buy  them 
unused  if  he  must  have  them  uncut. 

Speaking  for  my  self,  I  do  not  object 
to  a  cut  copy  providing  that  the  cuts 
do  not  touch  the  edge  of  the  stamp. 
Of  course  there  are  all  sizes  and  styles 
of  cancelling,  but  many  are  cut  so  as 
to  be  hardly  noticeable. 

Some  of  the  document  stamps  are 
cancelled  by  means  of  a  punch  which 
causes  the  stamp  to  appear  as  though 
it  had  been  grilled  with  a  large  grill. 
This  may  be  remedied  by  means  of  a 
little  patience  and  a  hot  flat  iron,  so 
as  to  look  very  well.

The  public  have  now  handled  the 


Pan-American  stamps  and  have  had 
ample  opportunity  to  judge  as  to  their 
merits. 

The  public  have  been  quoted;  the 
stamp  collectors  have  been  quoted;  the 
clerks  at  the  P.  O.  Dep’t  at  Washing¬ 
ton  have  been  quoted,  and  thus  far  it 
looks  as  though  the  majority  seem  to 
think  them  the  finest  thing  yet  turned 
out  by  the  post  office  department. 

On  this  question  I  shall  have  to  place 
myself  with  the  minority,  for  in  point 
of  workmanship,  I  consider  them  about 
the  worst  piece  of  work  ever  turned 
out  by  the  P.  O.  Dep’t. 

This  opinion  is  shared  by  all  the  en¬ 
gravers  I  have  asked  the  opinion  of, 
and  includes  some  of  the  best  in  this 
city. 

The  foreman  of  one  concern  who  has 
about  30  men  working  for  him,  could 
not  believe  that  it  was  done  by  the 
government  workmen. 

This  criticism  applies  to  the  scenes 
on  the  stamps  and  not  the  lettering; 
which  is  fully  up  to  the  high  standard 
of  government  work. 

I  take  pleasure  in  acknowledging 
the  receipt  of  stamps  from  Mr.  H. 
Preston  Pearce, Exchange  manager  of 
Great  Britain,  to  balance  amount  due 
me  on  my  account. 

I  note  in  (Stamps)  that  Mr.  Pearce 
has  found  that  increased  business  re¬ 
sponsibilities  will  cause  him  to  be 
obliged  to  resign  his  position  as  Ex¬ 
change  manager  of  the  club,  and  he 
hopes  to  make  definite  arrangements 
to  turn  over  his  work  in  connection 
with  the  club,  to  some  Om,  else  in  the 
near  future. 

Speaking  of  the  fiscals  of  India,  Mr. 
Pearce  makes  the  interesting  state¬ 
ment  that,  4  of  the  6  stamps  listed  by 
Scott  under  Bhor,  are  fiscals  pure  and 
simple. 

The  information  given  by  Mr. 
Pearce  on  the  fiscals  of  India  in  Stamps 
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is  of  great  value  to  one  who  makes  a 
specialty  of  the  above. 

The  fiscals  of  India  certainly  oft'er 
an  inviting-  field  to  the  collector. 
Morley  lists  about  350  varieties  not  in¬ 
cluding-  the  Native  states,  and  this  is 
no  doubt  far  short  of  the  actual  num¬ 
ber  on  original  documents  measuring 
7%  b}r  2l/z  inches,  color  light  blue. 

The  workmanship  is  by  De  la  Rue 
of  Eondon,  which  is  a  sufficient  guar¬ 
antee  that  the  workmanship  is  fine. 

The  design  consists  of  a  profile  of 
of  Queen  Victoria  in  center  surround¬ 
ed  by  an  elaborate  frame.  These  ap¬ 
pear  in  both  English  and  native  lan¬ 
guage  and  the  balance  of  the  stamp  is 
composed  of  beautiful  scroll  work,  in 
English  and  native  language  and  the 
balance  of  the  stamp  is  composed  of 
beautiful  scroll  work,  in  which  the 
word  India  is  repeated  about  150  times. 

Another  issue  (For  copies  only) 
measures  7yzx2  inches,  color  red  brown, 
design  similar  to  the  blue  stamps 
mentioned  above.  All  the  values  are 
of  different  designs  and  the  designs 
are  marvels  of  intricate  work. 

Another  beautiful  and  striking  set  is 
the  (Hundi)  stamps.  These  are  lilac 
in  color,  size  4)4  xl^  inches,  they  con¬ 
tain  profile  of  Queen  Victoria  in  oval, 
in  centre,  surrounded  by  the  same 
intricate  ornamentation  which  forms 
so  much  a  part  of  the  designs  of  the 
stamps  of  India. 

I  have  10  varieties  of  the  last  named 
set. 

Not  so  pretty  as  the  stamps  men¬ 
tioned  above  are  some  presumably  of 
home  manufacture,  of  an  oval  shape, 
I  have  them  in  various  sizes  from 
1  >4x1)4  to  4 >4x3)4  in  size.  And  from 
1  anna  to  32  rupees  in  value. 

In  one  of  them  now  before  me  I  notice 
an  error  in  the  spelling,  it  reading  two 
anas,  instead  of  two  annas. 

Most  of  them  are  printed  in  two  colors, 
blue  and  black,  or  brick  red  and  black 
seem  the  favorite  colors. 


I  have  one  for  Travancore  however, 
which  is  printed  in  vermillion  and  blue. 

Some  of  the  Native  States  are  engrav¬ 
ed  in  up-to-date  style;  (Morvee  State) 
for  instance,  has  an  issue  showing  a  na¬ 
tive  with  head  adorned  with  a  turban, 
and  his  moustache  curled  up  “a  la  Em¬ 
peror  William.” 

lc  Buffalo  with  inverted  centers  have 
sold  for  $17.00;  the  2c  is  offered  at  $50.

Another  change  in  the  dollar  docu¬ 
mentary  stamps  may  be  expected  soon. 
Stricter  measures  to  prevent  washing 
will  be  adopted  by  printing  the  numerals 
with  which  the  stamps  are  surcharged 
in  soluble  ink.

Postoffice  Inspector  P\  D.  Peer,  Ma¬ 
con,  Georgia,  has  caused  the  arrest  of

Postmaster  General  Smith  has  pro¬ 
mulgated  the  following: 

“Ordered,  That  section  631  of  the 
amended  postal  laws  and  regulations  in 
relation  to  the  free  delivery  service  be 
and  the  same  hereby  is  amended  by  ad¬ 
ding  the  following:

I  have  seen  but  few  of  the  Pan -Ameri¬ 
cans  as  yet  but  one  specimen  I  have 
seen  is  so  surface  printed  that  at  first 
glance  a  person  would  think  the  speci¬ 
men  was  upon  pink  paper. 


Speaking  of  Pan-American  reminds 
me  of  a  little  experience  I  had  on  the 
second  of  the  month .  Having  written 
a  couple  of  letters,  franked  with  the 
new  stamps — too  late  for  the  regular 
mail  I  asked  a  friend  to  put  them  on  the 
train  for  me,  which  he  did  but  the  clerk 
passed  them  back  with  the  remark : 
“Those  can’t  go  they  have  no  postage 

stamps  on,  only  those  d - advertising 

stickers  from  Buffalo.”  My  friend  not 
being  a  philatelist,  thinking  I  had  made 
a  mistake,  brought  them  back  and  my 
mail  was  delayed  twelve  hours  through 
the  ignorance  of  a  postal  official.

From  the  postmaster  general’s  report 
sent  to  congress  in  December  last  I  clip  : 

The  records  of  the  department  show 
that  18,422,649  pieces  of  mail  were  reg¬ 
istered  in  the  various  postoffices  during 
the  year,  3,029,713  official  (free),  and 
15,392,936  for  the  public  (paid).  On 
those  registered  for  the  public  the  sum 
of  $1,231,434.88  was  collected  as  registry 
fees,  showing  an  increase  of  14.77  per 
cent,  nearly  double  the  per  cent  of  in¬ 
crease  for  the  previous  year,  that  being 
7.48  per  cent.  The  percentage  of  in¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  articles  regis¬ 
tered  during  the  year  (14.52)  is  nearly 
five  times  that  for  the  previous  year 
(3.11)  and  exceeds  the  average  yearly 
rate  of  increase  during  the  last  preced¬ 
ing  twenty  years  by  1,541,165  pieces,  or 
349.71  per  cent. 

There  were  7,129,990,202  pieces  of 
mail  matter  of  all  kinds  handled  in  our 
postoffice  during  the  year.  These  were 
divided  as  follows:  Letters,  paid  and 
free,  3, 309, 754, 607T  "postal  cards  587,- 
815,250;  newspapers  and  periodicals, 
known  as  second-class  matter,  2,356,- 
698,377;  third  and  fourth  class  matter 
875,721,968.

European  Souvenir  Card  Collectors 
have  gotten  onto  a  new  wrinkle  to  avoid 
the  unpleasantness  of  having  their  cards 
torn  or  spoiled  by  careless  cancellation, 
a  number  of  our  American  members  are 
following  their  example  and  are  well 
pleased  with  the  results. 

Supposing  you  want  to  send  2  or  3 
cards  to  a  collector  in  Europe,  and,  in 
return  for  the  handsome  cards  sent  you, 
wish  to  send  in  exchange  as  nice  cards 
as  you  can  find.  You  would  naturally 
hate  to  see  the  cards  get  to  their  desti¬ 
nation  in  a  torn  and  soiled  condition, 
and  you  are  therefore  willing  to  go  to 
some  trouble  about  insuring  their  safe 
arrival.  After  properly  stamping  and 
addressing  the  cards  and  signing  your 
name,  take  them  to  the  P.  O.  with  the 
request  of  having  the  stamps  cancelled. 
See  that  this  is  done  carefully  and  have 
the  cards  returned  to  you,  place  them  in 
an  envelope  and  send  as  printed  matter, 
open,  as  long  as  there  are  no  communi¬ 
cations,  written  on  the  cards — otherwise 
close  the  letter  and  send  at  letter  post¬ 
age  rates.  This  system  insures  safe  ar¬ 
rival  in  a  nice  clean  condition,  and  still, 
the  cards  are  properly  stamped  and 
cancelled. 

A  number  of  collectors  now  ask  to 
have  the  stamp  placed  on  the  view  side 
so  as  to  show  the  stamp  and  cancella¬ 
tion  without  removing  the  card  from 
the  album. 

It  is  advisable  to  take  your  cards  to 
the  P.  M.  and  explain  to  him,  what  you 
want  done  and  the  reason  why  and  there 
will  be  no  trouble  about  having  this  at¬ 
tended  to  satisfactorily. 

There  has  been  a  great  demand  for  the 


official  Pan-Am.  Souvenir  cards.  About 
25  sets  of  them  have  been  sent  by  the 
Exchange  headquarters  during  one  week 
in  June  for  various  collectors,  via  Buf¬ 
falo,  to  all  parts  of  the  world.  Of 
course,  they  should  be  properly  stamped 
and  cancelled,  bearing  Buffalo  post¬ 
mark  and  this  will  be  attended  to  by 
your  secretary  at  a  sligh  advance,  just 
enough  to  cover  the  cost.  Send  30c  for 
set  of  10  cards — 10c  for  postage  (lceach) 
and  10c  for  expense  of  addressing  for¬ 
warding,  corresponding,  etc.,  50c  in  all. 

There  continues  to  be  a  big  demand 
for  the  new  Indian  cards,  which  meet 
with  universal  favor  in  foreign  countries. 
Have  you  seen  the  new  ‘Shirtwaist  man’ 
a  comic  card  and  making  a  great  hit,  if 
you  haven’t  seen  one  yet  you  had  better 
send  for  a  few.  10  for  30c  prepaid. 

One  of  our  Canadian  friends  objected 
to  being  roasted  in  a  recent  number  of 
the  West  in  regard  to  the  average 
Quality  of  Souv  cards  used  in  Canada, 
and  as  a  contradiction  sent  two  very 
pretty  colored  cards  of  St.  Johns,  N- 
Brunswick,  Canada.  We  sincerely  hope 
he  did  not  feel  hurt  at  our  reply  and 
explanation,  that  those  two  cards  were 
made  in  the  U.  S.  They  certainly  are 
far  superior  to  much  of  the  amateurish 
looking  work  we  have  seen  so  far  and 
we  give  our  correspondent  credit  for 
using  the  best  in  the  market,  which 
goes  to  show  that  the  work  of  the  cheap 
handpress  artist  goes  begging,  while 
something  good  always  fetches  a  good 
price. 

Don’t  be  surprised,  if  you  are  using 
the  amateur  kind  of  cards  as  have  been 
received  by  some  of  our  members,  and 
don’t  get  any  reply  or  exchange  for 
them.  The  aforesaid  victims  have 
registered  a  vigorous  kick  at  Exchange 
headquarters,  and  say  that  they  would 
not  waste  a  stamp  nor  a  card  to  reply  to 
such  cheap  trash.  We  wish  to  empha¬ 
size  this  statement  by  suggesting  to  all 
desiring  to  collect  souvenir  cards,  to 
please  not  impose  upon  good  nature, 
and  either  give  value  for  value  or  quit.

INTRODUCTION. 

As  the  days  come  and  go  old  Father 
Time  has  seemingly  turned  men’s  minds 
to  ways,  objects  and  times  of  our  early 
Colonial  ancestors. 

Genealogical  research  has  of  late  years 
traced  many  an  family  history  bsck  to 
the  days  of  its  beginning  in  the  father- 
land  and  emblazoned  upon  the  silver 
and  plate  appear  the  heraldic  coat  of 
arms  of  a  noble  ancestry.  Others  there 
be,  less  careful  who  have  adopted  or 
perhaps  w’e  must  say  appropriated  such 
“coat  of  arms”  of  some  person  bearing 
a  like  name  without  regard  to  right  or 
lineal  descent. 

Our  study  is  not,  however,  of  either 
genealogy  or  heraldry,  but  rather  of  the 
“folk  lore,”  “quaint  ways,”  “objects, 
utensils,  furniture  and  things”  in  use 
in  Colonial  days. 

Our  desire  is  to  aid  both  the  student 
and  the  collector  of  American  antiques 
and  at  the  same  time  we  hope  to  enter¬ 
tain  the  general  reader  by  a  description 
of  the  practical  use  and  illustration  of 
several  utensils  and  objects  having  the 
to  do  with  early  pioneer  life. 

We  hope  to  give  only  authentic  informa¬ 
tion  and  as  there  is  at  present  no  single 
work  having  to  do  with  objects  used  by 
our  ancestors,  we  hope  any  error  made 
may  be  brought  to  our  attention. 

In  an  appendix  we  will  give  proper 
recognition  to  any  aid  or  suggestion 
received  from  other  antiquarians. 
CHAPTER  I. 

AMERICA  BEFORE  COLUMBUS. 

THE  MYTHICAL  PERIOD. 

Perhaps  our  fellow  American  antiqua¬ 
rians  will  take  exception  to  any  period 
called  mythical  or  having  to  do  with 
that  which  is  vague  or  legendary. 

Other  parts  of  the  world  began  their 
history  in  myth  and  tradition  and  our 


land  has  not  escaped  the  shadowy  ro¬ 
mance.  We  shall  have  but  little  to  say 
of  the  folk  lore  and  customs  of  the  In¬ 
dians  except  where  their  ways  were 
adopted  and  their  utensils  used  by  the 
colonist. 

As  the  traditions  and  tales  of  the 
Montezumas,  Incas  and  Mound  Builders 
seem  to  runback  far  beyond  the  mem¬ 
ory  of  the  white  man,  we  will  look  back 
through  the  distant  past  and  try  and 
study  their  mode  of  life,  their  character, 
their  religion  for  a  moment. 

All  of  us  have  been  impressed  with 
their  wonderful  “architecture.” 

Some  historians  have  claimed  a  won¬ 
derful  degree  of  civilization  for  our  early 
Indians.  The  architecture  of  their  time 
is  not  the  architecture  of  civiliaation , 
only  a  wonderfully  skilled  barbarism 
and  proves  to  our  mind  that  there  never 
was  any  real  prehistoric  civilization. 

Indeed  all  Indian  kind  were  essentially 
one  in  their  social  structure,  varying 
only  in  their  development  and  for  con¬ 
venience  in  study  they  may  be  divided 
into  three  great  classes : 

Class  1. — In  this  class  we  include  what 
were  known  as  village  and  who  depend¬ 
ed  almost  entirely  upon  horticulture  for 
subsistence.  The  Indians  of  New  Mexi¬ 
co,  Mexico,  Central  America  and  the 
plateaus  of  the  Andes  are  of  the  first 
class. 

Class  2 — Embraces  now  horticultural 
Indians,  who  depended  upon  fish,  bread 
roots  and  game  for  an  existence  and  in¬ 
cluded  the  Indians  of  the  valley  of 
Columbia,  Hudson  Bay  Territory,  parts 
of  Canada  and  such  other  parts  of  North 
America  where  cultivation  was  unknown. 

Class  3. — Were  the  partially  village 
and  partically  horticultural  Indians.  To 
this  class  belonged  the  powerful  Iriquois 
or  five  nations  of  New  York,  the  New 
England  and  the  Virginia  Indians,  the 
Creeks,  Cherokees,  Mandans,  Mimita- 
rees,  Shawnees  and  Chichemees  of 
Mexico.

We  have  in  the  Pleistocene  the  Iowan 
and  Kansan  drift  in  the  Carb,  just  the 
upper  part  subdivided  into  Missourian 
highest  and  then  Des  Moines. 

The  Missourian  consists  of  Shales, 
clay  limestons. 


The  Des  Moines  as  exposed  in  this 
country  is  of  shales,  limestones  and 
thin  coal  seams,  the  thickest  being  two 
feet.

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The  origin  of  the  old  fractional  cur¬ 
rency,  which  is  now  in  so  much  demand 
with  collectors  is  somewhat  peculiar  and 
not  generally  known.  The  appearance 
of  this  currency,  which  at  first  was  al¬ 
ways  spoken  of  as  “postal  currency,” 
was  due  to  the  premium  on  specie.  In 
1862  small  change  became  very  scarce. 
It  was  more  than  a  day’s  search  to  find 
a  five  cent  silver  piece  or  any  other 
small  denomination  coin.  People  could 
not  find  change  for  small  transactions. 
All  gold  and  silver  was  being  hoarded 
by  banks  and  by  individuals.  General 
Spinner  was  then  treasnrer  of  the 
United  States.  He  was  constantly  ap¬ 
pealed  to  from  all  quarters  to  do  some¬ 
thing  to  supply  the  demand  for  small 
change,  but  he  had  no  law  under  which 
he  could  act,  and  it  was  only  after  much 
conjuring  of  his  wits  that  he  bethought 
him  of  the  postage-stamp.  He  ordered 
up  a  package  of  the  paper  upon  wdiich 
Government  securities  were  printed  and 
cut  this  paper  into  various  sizes.  On 
the  pieces  he  pasted  stamps  to  represent 
different  amounts,  and  in  this  way  in¬ 
itiated  a  substitute  for  fractional  silver. 
This  was  not,  however,  a  government 
transaction  in  any  sence:  It  could  not 
be.  General  Spinner  distributed  his 
improvised  currency  among  the  clerks 
of  the  department.  They  took  it  readily 
and  the  trade-folks  more  readily.  The 
idea  spread,  the  postage  stamp,  either 
detatched  or  pasted  on  a  piece  of  paper 
became  the  medium  of  small  exchange. 
It  was  dubbed  “postal  currency,”  and 
there  was  issued  “encased  postage 


stamps’  ’  also  which  are  now  much  sought 
by  collectors.  General  Spinner  went 
before  Congress  with  his  idea,  that  body 
readily  adopted  it,  and  soon  a  law  was 
on  the  statute-books  authorizing  an 
issue  of  fractional  paper.  The  fac¬ 
simile  of  postage  stamps  was  put  on 
each  piece  of  currency  and  for  a  long 
time  it  was  called  “postal  currency.”

John  Burroughs,  the  eminent  natura¬ 
list  and  well-known  magazine  con¬ 
tributor,  writing  of  one  of  our  most 
common  American  birds  had  this  to  say 
in  a  magazine  some  years  ago:  “Our 
blue-bird  is  no  doubt  a  modified  thrush  ; 
that  is,  its  ancestor,  in  the  remote  past 
was  doubtless  of  the  thrush  family. 
One  evidence  of  this  is  the  fact  that  the 
young  of  the  blue-bird  has  a  speckled 
breast  like  the  thrush;  and  Darwin 
established  the  principle  that  peculiar 
markings  or  traits  confined  to  the  youth 
of  any  species  are  an  inheritance  from 
earl}’  projenitors.  In  addition  to  this,  I 
have  noted  in  the  song  of  the  female 
blue-bird,  (one  of  a  pair  that  for  two 
seasons  have  built  near  me),  a  distant 
note  of  the  thrush.  Whenever  I  hear 
the  voice  of  this  bird  it  reminds  me  of 
that  of  a  certain  thrush — the  olive- 
backed.”

Experiments  in  transplanting  the 
beautiful  Alpine  flower,  Edelweiss,  into 
other  mountain  ranges  of  Europe  show 
the  flower  changes  its  character  in  its 
new  home.  In  the  mountains  of  Bohemia 
it  has  become  a  new  species,  bearing 
red  blossoms,  instead  of  the  beautiful 
pure  white  blooms  of  Switzerland.

One  of  the  most  interesting  botanical 
curiosities  of,  our  continent  is  the  genus 
of  plants  known  as  cactus,  the  type  of 
the  order  of  cactaceae,  comprising 
numerous  species  all  of  which  are  native 
to  America.  The  stems  of  the  plant  are 
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usually  leafless  and  fleshy,  globular  or 
Columnar,  and  are  armed  with  spines  or 
bristles.  The  structure  of  many  of  the 
species  is  singular  and  grotesque  in 
the  extreme,  and  the  roughness  of  the 
stalks  and  the  beauty  of  the  flowers 
make  them  interesting  curios  to  the 
botanical  student  and  collector.  They 
are  found  chiefly  in  the  hot,  stony 
places  of  tropical  America,  and  their 
tough  and  almost  impenetrable  skin 
encloses  abundant  juice,  which  enables 
them  to  support  a  sluggish  vital  action 
without  inconvenience  even  in  parched 
soil.  Some  of  the  varieties  of  cactus 
are  011I37  a  few  inches  high  while  others 
attain  a  height  of  forty  feet.  It  is  a 
curious  fact  that  the  cactus  flourishes 
even  at  the  foot  of  Mt.  Ftna  in  Sicily. 
The  most  splendid  example  of  the 
cacti  family  is  the  giant  cactus  of 
which  a  fine  specimen  was  still  stand¬ 
ing  some  years  ago,  though  it  was 
then  slowly  rotting  and  was  about  to 
fall,  at  a  point  eight  miles  south  of 
Phoenix,  Arizona;  near  the  Pima 
Reservation.  It  was  about  forty  feet 
high.  What  the  date-palm  is  to  the 
African  deserts  the  giant  cactus  is  to 
our  own  arid  lands.  From  it  the 
Mexicans  extract  the  drink  called 
“mescal,”  and  the  Iudians  also  obtain 
a  beverage  from  it.  On  its  fruit  the 
Papago  Indians  live  for  weeks  at  a 
time.  Woodpeckers  dig  their  nests  in 
the  trunk  and  branches  and  even  doves 
feed  on  the  fruit.  When  the  cactus  of 
this  kind  dies  its  usefulness  is  not 
destroyed,  fcr  the  tough  ribs  beneath 
the  outer  skin  are  used  by  the  Papago 
Indians  for  the  foundation  of  their 
mud  roofs,  and t  they  also  use  it  in 
building  chicken-coops,  and  even  as  a 
covering  for  their  graves.  It  is  not 
this  species  of  cactus  from  which 
travelers  are  supposed  to  obtain  a 
supply  of  water,  but  the  small  cactus, 
which  contains  a  plentiful  supply  of 
sap. 


Livingstone  met  with  a  wonderful 
distilling  insect  in  Africa  fig  trees. 
Seven  or  eight  of  the  insects  would 
cluster  round  a  spot  on  one  of  the 
smaller  branches  and  there  keep  up  a 
constant  distillation  of  a  clear  fluid 
like  water,  dropping  to  the  ground, 
forms  a  little  puddle.  If  a  vessel  is 
placed  under  them  in  the  evening  it 
contains  three  or  four  pints  in  the 
morning.  To  the  question  whence  is 
this  fluid  derived?  the  natives  reply 
that  the  insects  suck  it  out  of  the  tree, 
and  Naturalists  give  the  same  answer. 
But  Livingstone  could  never  find  any 
wound  in  the  bark,  or  any  proof  what¬ 
ever  that  insect  pierced  it.  Our  com¬ 
mon  frog  hopper,  which  before  it  gets 
its  wings  is  called  “cuckoo  sprit”  and 
lives  on  many  plants  in  a  frothy, 
spittlelike  fluid,  is  like  the  the  African 
insect,  but  is  much  smaller.  Living¬ 
stone  considers  that  they  derive  much 
of  their  fluid  by  absorbing  it  from  the 
air.  He  found  some  of  the  insects  on 
a  castor-oil  plant,  and  he  cut  away 
about  20  inches  of  the  bark  between 
the  insects  and  the  tree  or  bush,  and 
destroyed  all  the  vegetable  tissue 
which  carried  the  sap  from  the  tree  to 
the  place  where  the  insects  were  dis- 
tiling.  The  distillation  was  then  go¬ 
ing  on  at  the  rate  of  one  drop  in  every 
67  seconds,  or  5^  tablespoonfuls  every 
24  hours.  Next  morning,  although 
the  supplies  were  stopped,  supposing 
them  to  come  up  from  the  ground,  the 
fluid  was  increased  to  one  drop  every 
five  seconds  or  one  pint  in  every  24 
hours.  He  then  cut  the  branch  so  much 
that  it  broke,  but  they  still  went  on  at 
the  rate  of  one  drop  every  five  seconds 
while  another  colony  of  the  insects  on 
a  branch,  on  the  same  tree,  gave  a 
drop  only  every  16  seconds.

Though  many  coin  collectors  or 
numismatists  would  be  willing  to  ex¬ 
change  their  dearest  possessions,  al- 
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most,  for  a  complete  set  of  United 
States  silver  coins  in  a  mint  state,  any 
of  them  would  perhaps  tell  you,  could 
you  extract  from  a  them  frank  confes¬ 
sion,  that  it  is  a  national  pride  that 
prompts  them  to  especially  desire  a 
collection  of  United  States  coins  and 
not  the  beauty  of  these  pieces.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  the  coins  of  our  country 
are  far  less  beautiful  than  those  of 
many  two-by-four  countries  on  the 
map,  and  scarcely  any  country  of  note 
but  takes  more  pride  in  its  coin  issues 
than  does  this  country  of  ours.  In 
this  .connection  we  are  prompted  a 
quote  a  little  bon-mot  of  James  Russell 
Howells.  He  once  said:  “Clearly 
enunciated  words  are  like  coins  fresh 
from  the  mint,  compared  with  the  worn 
and  dingy  druges  of  long'  service — I  do 
not  mean  American  coins,  for  those 
look  less  badly  the  more  they  lose  of 
their  original  ugliness.”

A  certain  learned  professor,  not  long 
ago,  shut  up  in  a  green  house  twelve 
male  and  as  many  female  butterflies, 
in  order  to  study  them  at  leisure.  He 
was  not  long  in  finding  out  that  those 
of  the  “fair  sex”  were  remarkable  for 
perfect  sobriety.  These  winged  ladies 
drank  nothing  but  water — several  drops 
of  dew  a  day — to  quench  their  thirst. 
The  males,  on  the  contrary,  gave  way 
to  revolting  intemperance.  “They 
came,”  said  the  professor,  “to  the 
flowers  whose  distillation  produces 
the  most  alcohol,  and  they  drank 
of  the  juices  to  the  point  of 
remaining  inanimate  several  hours. 
There  was  not  a  day  when  I  did  not 
pick  up  butterflies  dead  drunk.”  And 
the  professor  is  persuaded  that  the 
butterfly  does  not  merit  the  reputation 
for  inconstancy  that  the  poets  give  it. 
When  the  insect  is  overcome  by  the 
abuse  of  strong  liquors  it  staggers  to 
to  its  spouse  to  receive  the  attention 
which  its  state  needs.  The  professor 


conducted  his  experiments  so  far  as  to 
intoqicate  his  pupils,  not  with  flowers, 
but  with  vegetable  spirits,  of  which 
he  placed  a  few  drops  on  the  glass  of 
the  greenhouse.  The  butterflies  did 
not  hesitate;  the  precipitated  them¬ 
selves  upon  the  whiskey  and  several 
of  them  succombed.  Some  butterflies 
at  liberty  were  attracted  by  the  fumes 
of  a  glass  of  gin  left  upon  a  table  in  a 
garden  and  fell  asleep  after  excessive 
libations.

The  construction  of  the  owl’s  foot  is 
peculiar.  Unlike  the  well-known  foot 
of  the  parrot,  which  has  two  toes  in 
front  and  two  behind,  and  like  that  of 
the  eagle — or  a  more  familiar  example 
— the  common  sparrow,  it  has  one  toe 
behind  and  three  in  front;  but  the  first 
of  these  is  capable  of  much  lateral 
motion,  while  the  fourth  or  outer  toe 
is  reversible  and,  when  the  bird  perches 
is  turned  backward,  so  that  the  owl 
sits  on  its  perch  with  the  two  middle 
toes  in  front  and  the  two  outer  toes 
behind.

Now  is  the  collectors  busy  season, 
and  while  no  doubt  the  trade  of  the 
curio  dealer  will  be  diminished  during 
the  warm  weather  he  will  welcome  the 
opportunity  thus  offered  him  to  re¬ 
plenish  stock  and  arrange  his  new 
catalogues  and  price  lists  for  next 
winter’s  rush.  And  the  collector  him¬ 
self  while  on  his  summer  vacation  will 
add  specimens  to  his  collection  from 
this  place  and  that,  and  return  home 
with  a  fresh  interest  in  his  cab¬ 
inet  that  will  make  him  a  good  patron 
of  the  dealer  later  on.  The  editor  will 
confess  that  he  is  footsore  and  wear}" 
nearly  every  night  now  from  excursions 
on  foot  o’er  the  surrounding  country 
after  fossils,  minerals,  land-shells, 
birds  eggs  and  what  not;  for  he  is  a 
general  collector  and  that  means  hard 
work.  We  are  too  tired  to  write  inter¬ 
esting  collecting  notes  at  night  now, 
and  too  busy  to  take  up  a  pen  in  the 
day  time  so  our  readers  will  kindly 
pardon  any  dullness  this  month.

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Dhe  geological  Succession 
of  Jlnimals  and  SPlants. 

Jl  i Retrospect . 

By  Forest  Gaines,  Champaign,  Ill. 

Some  of  these  fossils  recently  found 
in  England  were  found  to  contain  a 
pigment  from  which  was  made  a  sub¬ 
stance  resembling  our  India  ink.  Some 
of  the  best  examples  of  these  last  two 
classes  come  from  the  Age  of  reptiles — 
to  be  noticed  later. 

Next,  a  short  view  of  the  Trilobites, 
and  Crinoids.  The  former  belong  to  the 
Crustaceous  period.  They  are  divided 
lengthwise  into  three  lobes.  They  had 
compound  eyes,  and  could  curl  them¬ 
selves  up  into  a  snug  ball.  They  varied 
from  less  than  an  inch  to  about  two  feet 
in  length.  Not  a  species  of  them  is  in 
existence  at  present.  Illinois  produces 
a  good  number  of  these  extinct  animals. 
A  great  number  were  secured  by  various 
persons  where  the  great  Drainage  canal 
was  in  process  of  construction.  These 
occurred  mostly  in  the  Magara  lime¬ 
stone,  a  light  blue  formation. 

The  Crinoids  occurred  mostly  in  the 
Age  of  Coal,  the  Cretaceous,  Jurassic 
and  Silmian  periods.  They  are  stellated 
structures.  Sections  of  these  animals 
were  formerly  known  as  St.  Cuthbert’s 
beads.  .Sir  Walter  Scott  gives  a  refer¬ 
ence  to  them  in  his  “Marion.”  The 
author  has  found  many  stems  of  these 
animals,  also  “Crinoid  heads”  which 
are  only  the  bodies  proper  of  these  ani¬ 
mals,  which  when  expanded  in  life  look¬ 
ed  much  like  a  bud  or  expanded  flower. 
This  bud  contained  the  digestive  appa¬ 
ratus.  Stellated  branches  also  arose 
from  the  sides  of  the  crinoid  stems. 
Dredging  in  the  deeper  parts  of  the  sea, 
at  the  present  time,  has  brought  to  light 
a  few  living  representatives  of  this  fam¬ 
ily.  Sections  of  the  stems  of  these 
animals  are  known  to  most  persons  as 
Indian  beads.”  Great  quantities  of 
limestone  has  been  formed  from  these 


animals.  Where  the  animals  can  be 
plainly  seen  in  the  strata,  the  formation 
is  known  as  crinoidal  limestone. 

The  most  species  of  fishes  came  in 
w’hat  is  knowm  as  the  Devonian  Age. 
And  curious  fishes  they  would  be  to 
most  people  now.  Many  of  them  were 
covered  with  hard  plates — something 
like  an  armored  knigt.  The  ganoids 
are  some  of  the  best  preserved  of  fishes. 
They  occurr  mostly  in  the  Old  Red 
Sandstone.  The  Pterichtys had  remark¬ 
able  projections  from  the  front  of  its 
body  at  the  sides,  resembling  wings. 
This  fish  was  a  great  curiosity  to  Agas¬ 
siz  himself.  Its  head  was  covered  with 
a  very  strong  helmet.  A  great  part  of 
this  country  was  under  water  at  this 
time,  so  that  very  well  preserved  speci¬ 
mens  of  these  fossils  are  found  in  many 
places  in  the  United  States.  Illinois 
furnishes  some  of  the  best  of  them. 
The  Brachiopod  mollusks  were  rather 
abundant  in  this  age. 

Next  comes  the  Age  of  Coal.  During 
most  of  this  period,  full  sway  was  given 
to  the  growth  of  large  and  coarsely 
organized  plants.  During  this  age  great 
subsidences  were  going  on,  which  re¬ 
sulted  in  covering  great  tracts  of  rank 
vegetation  with  water.  The  result  was 
that  everyday  necessity — coal.  One  can 
readily  ascertain  where  these  plants 
grew  most  by  making  a  study  of  the 
coal-fields.  North  America  has  better 
coal-fields  than  any  other  part  of  the 
world.  Great  Britain  can  be  put  next  in 
next  in  order.  Coal  nearly  always  oc¬ 
curs  in  very  clearly  stratified  rocks. 
The  Calamites,  Lepidodendrons  and 
ferns;  also  the  Conifers  furnished  a  great 
quantity  of  coal.  These  plants  grew 
very  rank  at  the  period  of  formation  of 
caal.  We  have  some  very  interesting 
corals  from  the  coal  age.  They  formed 
many  strata  both  above  and  below  the 
coal-beds. 

Eet  us  now  give  a  brief  consideration 
to  the  Age  of  Reptiles.  This  period 
witnessed  the  evolution  of  the  largest 
animals  ever  known  before  or  since.

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Our  Illustrations

Jan.  1st.,  1899  found  Mr.  Stewart 
giving  his  entire  time  to  his  steadily 
increasing  business  in  a  neatly  fitted 
up  office  in  his  home  and  with  the 
help  of  his  wife  and  two  assistants. 

The  trade  outgrew  theses  quarters 
shortly  and  Mr.  Stewart  took  a  room  in 
a  downtown  office  building!  In  a  few 
months  this  gave  place  to  a  suite  of 
two  rooms  and  here  he  may  be  found 
surrounded  by  a  bevy  of  a  dozen  busy 
clerks. 

Within  the  last  few  weeks  a  new  ad¬ 
vent  in  his  work  has  been  the  placing 
of  machinery  in  his  rooms  for  the  man¬ 
ufacture  of  stamp  hinges. 

By  earnest  application  and  clear  in¬ 
sight  Mr.  Stewart  has  earned  for  him¬ 
self  the  reputation  among  philateliststs 
as  an  honest,  reliable,  and  thoroughly 
wideawake  business  man.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  A.  P.  A.,  The  S.  of  P. 
and  Vice  Pres  of  Ohio  of  the  P.  S.  of  A. 
Expects  to  be  at  Buffulo  meeting.

leading  attorney,  Vice  pres.,  P.  S.  of  A 
for  his  state.  Was  born  Sept.  1875,  and 
is  a  member  of  leading  societies,  expects 
to  be  at  Buffalo  collectors  meetings.

Largest  “Photograph  in  the  TCJorld 

Of  the  Handsomest  Grain  in  the  "World 

It  took  two  and  a  half  months  to 
build  the  big  camera. 

The  mammoth  camera  was  designed 
and  built  in  Chicago.  It  is  finished 
throughout  in  natural  cherry,  and  at 
the  top  of  the  back  part  of  the  camera 
is  a  small  track  upon  which  two  focus¬ 
ing  screens  are  moving  back  and  forth 
like  a  sliding  door.  These  focusing 
screens  are  made  of  semi-transparent 
celluloid  stretched  across  the  frames. 
The  bed,  which  is  composed  of  four  2x6 
inch  cherry  beams,  is  about  twenty  feet 
long  when  fully  extended.  The  camera 
has  double  swing  front  and  back. 

The  bellows  is  made  of  an  outside 
covering  of  heavy  rubber,  each  fold  be¬ 
ing  stiffelied  by  a  piece  of  veneered 
white  wood  one-fourth  of  an  inch  thick, 
it  is  then  lined  inside  by  a  heavy  black 
canvas  and  an  additional  lining  of  thin 
black  opague  material,  thereby  making 
it  doubly  light-proof  In  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  this  mammoth  bellows  over 
forty  gallons  of  cement,  two  bolts  of 
wide  rubber  cloth,  and  five  hundred  feet 
of  one-fourth  inch  whitewood  were 
used.  The  bellows  is  divided  into  four 
sections  and  between  each  section  is  a 
supported  frame  mounted  on  small 
wheels,  which  run  on  a  steel  track ;  the 
back,  supporting  the  plateholder,  being 
operated  as  easily  as  an  ordinary 
camera. 

The  plateholder  is  of  the  roller-curtain 
type.  This  curtain  contains  about  eight 
square  feet  of  ash  three-eighths  inch 
thick,  and  is  lined  with  three  thickness¬ 
es  of  light-proof  material.  Over  ten 
gallons  of  cement  were  used  in  the  con¬ 
struction  of  this  curtain,  and  it  is 
mounted  on  a  ball  bearing  roller.  Ball 
bearing  rollers  are  also  mounted  every 
two  inches  in  the  grooves  in  which  the 
edge  of  curtain  slides,  thereby  reducing 
the  friction  to  almost  nothing. 

The  weight  of  the  camera  is  900 
pounds  and  the  plateholder  when  loaded 
weighs  500;  making  a  total  weight  of 


1,400  pounds. 

In  operation  the  camera  is  so  con¬ 
structed  that  alter  a  long  journey  the 
the  plate  may  be  dusted  in  a  very  uni¬ 
que  manner.  The  holder  is  put  in 
position,  the  large  front  board,  or  front 
door  as  it  tnav  be  called,  is  swung  open, 
the  operator  passes  inside  with  a 
camel’s  hair  duster,  the  door  is  then 
closed  and  a  ruby  glass  cap  placed  over 
the  lens,  the  curtain  slide  is  drawn  and 
the  operator  dusts  the  plate  in  a  port¬ 
able  dark  room,  afteV  which  the  slide  is 
closed  and  he  passes  out  tin  same  way 
he  entered. 

The  lens  which  are  of  the  Carl  Zeiss 
patent,  were  ground  at  great  expense 
and  trouble.  They  are  the  largest  pho¬ 
tographic  lenses  ever  made,  one  being  a 
wide  angle  lens  five  and  a  half  feet  equi¬ 
valent  focus  and  the  other  being  a  teles¬ 
copic  rectilinear  lens  of  ten  feet  equiva¬ 
lent  focus,  the  latter  being  the  one  used 
when  taking  the  large  photograph  of 
The  Alton  Limited. 

The  first  three  prints  were  sent  to  the 
Paris  Exposition.  The  stir  which  the 
immense  picture  created  in  Paris  is  il¬ 
lustrated  from  the  fact  that  affidavits 
were  required  before  the  Exposition 
officials  consented  to  label  the  exhibit : 
“The  largest  photograph  ever  made  on 
one  plate.  ’’ 

The  Alton  Limited  was  to  visitors  at 
the  Paris  Exposition  what  the  exhibition 
English  train  was  to  Americans  at  the 
World’s  Fair  in  Chicago.  And  citizens 
of  the  land  of  the  free,  who  viewed  the 
big  picture  in  Paris,  saw  truthfully 
portrayed  every  improvement  which 
time  and  invention  have  wrought  in  the 
rolling  stock  of  their  native  land,  and 
witnessed  foreigners  impressed  with  the 
beauty  and  practicability  of  car  con¬ 
struction  which  is  revolutionizing  the 
equipment  of  railways  throughout  the 
world.  Americans  could  be  pardoned 
for  the  naturally  proud  feeling  that 
America  sent  to  the  Exposition  Univer- 
salle  the  Largest  Photograph  in  the 
World  of  the  Handsomest  Train  in  the 
World.

^/Id'Vice  to  Amateurs  by  An  Amateur. 

FAYETTE  J.  CLX/TE 


There  are  a  few  things  that  the  novice 
in  photography  should  bear  in  mind  if 
he  wishes  to  make  his  camera  a  source 
of  pleasure  and  satisfaction  instead  of 
allowing  it  to  become,  as  too  many  do, 
productive  of  annoyance  and  disappoint¬ 
ment.  It  lies  with  each  one  as  an  in¬ 
dividual,  which  it  shall  make  it.  There 
is  no  virtue  in  any  particular  form  of 
earners  or  make  of  lens,  brand  of  paper 
or  developer  formula.  The  careless 
worker,  the  indifferent  student,  and  the 
person  who  knows  it  all,  will  fail.  The 
careful  worker,  the  one  who  seeks  the 
answer  to  the  various  questions  con¬ 
stantly  arising,  and  the  one  who  is  will¬ 
ing  to  learn,  will  find  their  camera,  be 
it  ever  so  humble  a  box,  a  source  of  ever 
increasing  enjoyment  and  gratification. 
The  novice  should  learn  that  he  must 
not  expect  too  much  of  his  tools.  There 
is  not  a  camera  made  but  has  its  limita¬ 
tions  in  same  direction.  His  may  be  a 
simple,  fixed  focus  affair,  with  a  cheap 
lens  that  necessitates  its  being  used  only 
during  the  middle  of  the  day;  and  then, 
when  the  sun  is  shining  brightly  on  the 
view  from  over  his  shoulder.  Does  he 
confine  himself  to  scenes  and  subjects 
under  these  conditions?  Rarelv.  In¬ 
stead.  he  mourns  for  a  more  complicated 
assemblage  of  glass,  brass,  and  wood; 
failing  to  realize  that  the  more  compli¬ 
cated  his  equipments,  the  more  confus¬ 
ing  will  his  difficulties  become. 

The  novice  also  imagines  that  there 
must  be  some  mvstic  qualities  inherent 
in  some  particular  developer  formula 
that  he  has,  as  yet,  failed  to  obtain. 
Here  he  is  again  mistaken.  The  best 
workers  are  using  the  formula  they 
found  in  the  first  box  of  plates  they  used, 
after  having  learned  the  lesson  that  all 
must  learn,  sooner  or  later:  that  the 
formula  is  only  indicative,  not  final.  It 
is  the  knowledge  that  comes  of  exper¬ 
ience  and  painstaking  practice  that  en¬ 
ables  them  to  secure  good  results.  The 


sooner  one  learns  that  there  is  little 
choice,  and  confines  himself  to  one 
brand  of  plates,  one  developer,  one 
printing  process  and  the  like;  the  soon¬ 
er  will  he  profit  by  his  daily  experience. 

Where  one  brand  of  plates  and  a  cer¬ 
tain  developer  is  used  to-morrow, 
experience  will  teach  him  little  if  any¬ 
thing. 

A  good  print  is  easily  obtained  from  a 
good  negative.  A  good  negative  is  al¬ 
most  sure  to  result  from  a  correctly 
exposed  plate.  A  correctly  exposed 
plate  is  not  hard  to  get  if  one  will  but 
choose  his  subject  to  suit  the  capabili¬ 
ties  of  his  camera.  With  any  of  the 
exposure  scales  or  meters  on  the  market, 
and  with  a  little  care  employed  in  their 
use,  one  can  easily  give  exposures  so 
nearly  correct  that  they  will  develop 
into  good  negatives  almost  automatically 
in  any  normal  developer.  If  the  expos¬ 
ure  meter  calls  for  an  exposure  that  his 
camera  or  the  subject  will  not  permit, 
he  should  pass  it  by ;  there  are  plenty 
of  subjects  that  will  allow'  his  camera 
to  do  just  as  good  work  as  the  most  ex¬ 
pensive  one  is  capable  of  producing. 
Any  well  known  brand  of  plates  will 
give  good  results,  any  developing  for¬ 
mula  published  in  a  reliable  journal,  or 
furnished  with  these  plates  will  make 
good  negatives  of  anything  like  correct¬ 
ly  exposed  plates.  Any  brand  of  paper 
that  has  been  on  the  market  for  six 
months,  will  give  good  prints  from  a 
good  negative,  and  any  locality  will 
furnish  subjects  suited  to  your  camera  if 
you  but  learn  to  see  them.  Study  the 
material  at  hand,  learn  the  use  of  your 
simple  tools,  and  your  results  will  be 
satisfactory.  Sigh  for  other  scenes,  for 
other  cameras,  for  more  expensive 
lenses,  blame  your  surrounding  and 
your  supposedly  inexpedient  outfit,  and 
vou  will  never  conquer  the  failures  for 
which  you  alone  are  responsible.

Spoiling  Glossy  "Prints. 

A  correspondent  wishes  to  know  what 
he  can  use  for  spotting  his  glossy  prints 
that  will  not  dry  out  of  a  dull  appear¬ 
ance.  If  he  will  use  albumen  or  white 
egg  instead  of  water  in  mixing  his 
water  color,  he  will  find  that  nearly  all 
of  them  dry  glossy  and  match  the  sur¬ 
face  of  his  enameled  prints.

QuicK.  Prints  for  fi  etvs -Paper  WorK. 

If  you  wish  to  get  out  the  best  pos¬ 


sible  print  for  reproduction  in  the  short¬ 
est  possible  time  after  the  development 
of  the  negative,  you  should  use  enam¬ 
eled  bromide  and  make  a  prinl  by  con¬ 
tact,  from  undried  negative.  It  is  easily 
done  by  dampening  the  sheet  of  bromide 
paper  and  squeegeing  it  in  contact  with 
the  wet  negative,  and  then  giving  the 
required  exposure  and  developing  as 
usual.  No  printing  frame  is  required, 
v* 

Intensifying  or  "Reducing  "Bromide  Prints 

A.  J.  S.  wants  to  know  if  there  is  any 
simple  method  of  doing  this?  There  is. 
Bromide  prints  may  be  intensified  with 
mercury  followed  with  ferrous  oxlate  or 
hydroquinone  developer,  the  same  as  a 
negative.  It  may  be  reduced  with  fer- 
ricanide  and  hypo,  but  this  sometimes 
leaves  a  yellow  stain.  A  cleaner  plan  is 
to  use  one  part  of  an  alcoholic  saturated 
solution  of  iodine,  two  Dart  of  aqueos 
solution  of  potassium  cyanide,  and  di¬ 
lute  plentifully  with  water: — from  100 
to  200  or  more  parts,  according  to  the 
speed  of  reduction  required.

_ flcid  Fijeing  Bath. 

A  subscriber  wishes  to  know  if  the 
acid  fixing  bath  is  to  be  used  instead  of 
or  as  an  addition  to  the  regular  fixing 
bath?  It  is  used  instead  of  the  plain 
hvpo  bath,  keeps  clear  for  a  long  time, 
and  in  a  great  measure  prevents  stains 
due  to  the  developer . 

The  following  formula  is  one  of  the 


best . 

Hypo .  4  oz. 

Sodium  bisulphite . 1  oz. 

Water . 20  oz. 


Or  use  acid  sulphite  of  soda  lye  in 
place  of  the  bisulphite  if  not  obtainable.

Improving  Uhin  JVegati-Oej. 

Amateurs  often  find  themselves  in  the 
following  delemna :  They  have  a  nega¬ 
tive  which  is,  at  present,  a  little  too  thin 
to  be  perfectly  satisfactory,  but  which 
would  if  intensified,  loose  all  its  beauti¬ 
ful  delicacy  of  half-tone.  This  requisite 
slight  amount  of  density  is  best  impart¬ 
ed  to  the  negative  as  follows:  Save  a 
little  of  your  old  pyro  developer  and 
allow  it  to  oxidise;  if  you  have  none 
mixed,  dissolve  a  little  dry  pyro  in  some 
water  and  it  will  soon  oxidise,  and  when 
brown  it  is  ready  for  use.  Immerse 
the  negative  in  this  for  a  few  minutes. 
It  will  soon  become  stained  yellow  all 
over,  and  will  be  found  to  yield  a  much 
better  print  than  before.  What  has 
really  happened  is,  the  pyro  and 
gelatine  combining  have  formed  a 
slight  secondary  image,  yellow  in  color, 
but  exactly  coincident  with  the  silver 
image.  The  negative  is  really  slightly 
intensified,  and  will  yield  prints  free 
from  heavy  opacity  in  the  shadows 
and  chalkiness  in  the  high-lights,  as  it 
would  do  were  it  intensified  by  some 
of  the  other  methods  so  often  employed.

Shatter  Speed. 

To  estimate  the  speed  of  shutter  nec¬ 
essary  when  photographing  a  moving 
object,  the  distance  and  rate  of  speed 
being  unknown  ;  so  that  you  could  not 
apply  the  required  rule,  even  if  you 
should  happen  to  remember  it;  observe 
how  many  seconds  the  image  requires 
to  move  an  inch  on  the  focusing  screen, 
and  divide  this  number  of  seconds  by 
100,  which  will  give  speed  required  in 
fractions  of  a  second.

Cure  For  Overprinted  Prints 

Who  has  not  when  printing  been 
called  away  for  a  moment  and  on  re¬ 
turning  found  a  print  that  would  take 
the  prize  for  a  midnight  effect?  If  it 
has  only  just  bronzed  over  in  the  shad¬ 
ows  it  may  still  be  turned  into  a  good 
photograph.  Treat  it  the  same  as  an 


ordinary  print  when  toning,  but  when 
it  is  of  the  proper  tone,  put  into  a  dish 
of  water  and  let  stand  aside  until  the 
others  have  been  fixed.  Now  take  a 
fixing  bath  strong  enough  for  plates, 
and  immerse  the  extra  dark  print  in  it 
for  firteen  or  twenty  minutes.  You  will 
find  it  will  be  reduced  sufficiently  to  be 
presentable. 

v 

Test  For  Hypo. 

Amateurs  often  experience  much 
difficulty  in  determining  how  long  to 
wash  their  prints  or  plates  when  their 
water  supply  is  limited.  The  following 
is  an  almost  infallable  test.  Take  a 
piece  of  Solio  or  other  printing  paper;  a 
piece  that  was  printed  too  dark  or  not 
dark  enough  will  do,  wash  it  as  you  would 
an  ordinary  print  before  toning.  Now, 
during  the  last  five  minutes  of  the  in¬ 
tended  washing,  arrange  the  piece  of 
paper  so,  that  half  of  it  is  in  the  water 
and  half  out.  If  after  five  minutes  there 
is  any  difference  in  color  between  the 
immersed  and  unimmersed  halves,  the 
hypo  is  not  entirely  removed  and  wash¬ 
ing  must  be  continued.  Faint  traces  of 
hypo  have  a  tendency  to  yellow  the  im¬ 
mersed  portion  of  the  printing  paper, 
v 

Gelatine  Mountant. 

The  advantages  of  a  well-made  gela¬ 
tine  mountant  is  that  it  does  not  cockle 
the  print;  this  is  because  alcohol  forms 
a  large  portion  of  the  moisture  present. 
The  following  is  a  good  formula: 

Gelatine  1  oz. 

Water  -  -  -  -  3  “ 

Soak  for  an  hour,  and  then  dissolve  by 
gentle  heat  and  add: 

Glycerine  -  2  drams 

Alcohol  -  -  -  -  oz. 

The  alcohol  must  be  added  very  slow¬ 
ly,  a  little  at  a  time,  with  constant  stir¬ 
ring,  otherwise  it  will  precipitate  the 
gelatine.  This  mountant  must  be  heat¬ 
ed  each  time  it  is  wanted  for  use.

A  really  excellent  paste  that  will  keep 
fairly  well  is  given  in  “Early  Work’’  as 
follows : 

Bermuda  arrowroot  -  2>l/2  oz. 

Nelson’s  No.  1  gelatine  -  160  gr. 

Alcohol  -  -  -  2  gr. 

Pure  carbolic  acid  -  12  minims. 

Cold  water  -  -  30  oz. 

Mix  the  arrowroot  into  a  stiff  cream 
with  2  oz.  of  the  water,  while  the  gela¬ 
tine  is  placed  to  soak  in  the  remainder. 
When  the  gelatine  is  softened  and  the 


lighting  of  the  face  balanced  by  the 
light  and  shade  in  the  background. 
Nothing  has  a  better  effect  or  gives  so 
much  relief  as  a  background  that  comes 
dark  behind  the  lighted  side  of  the  head 
and  light  behind  the  shadowed  side.  To 
produce  this  effect  in  an  ordinary  room 
proceed  as  follows  (the  suggestion  is  Mr. 
H.  P.  Robinson ’s)  Arrange  a  simple 
two-leaf  screen  behind  the  sitter:  the 
light  from  the  window  falls  on  the  leaf 
behind  the  shaded  side  of  the  head, 
leaving  the  other  leaf  in  dark  shadow,

"Developing  "Bromides . 

When  using  Metol  for  developing 
prints  on  bromide  paper,  take  the  print 
out  of  the  developer  when  about  half  de¬ 
veloped  and  holding  it  on  the  hand, 
breath  gently  on  those  parts  in  which  it 
is  desired  to  force  detail .  The  thin  film 
developer  on  the  surface  of  the  paper  is 
easily  warmed  and  gives  the  natural 
effect  of  increased  softness  and  detail.

Choosing  T our  Subject 

In  Landscape  XOort^. 

In  choosing  the  subject  and  point  of 
view-,  simplicity  should  be  aimed  for. 
The  rules  of  composition  should  be  kept 
well  in  mind,  even  if  one  knows  them

Htnt  for  Indoor  Portraiture- 

An  effective  portrait  should  have  the 


so  w-ell  that  familiarity  has  bred  con¬ 
tempt,  and  we  are  going  to  infringe 
them.  If  there  is  any  question  as  to 
the  focusing  screen  having  two  pictures 
on  it  expose  a  plate  on  each,  and  do  not 
try  to  include  both  in  one.  Sometimes 
in  order  to  do  this  we  shall  need  a  long¬ 
er  focus  lens,  and  the  back  combination 
of  our  regular  lens,  if  it  is  capable  of 
being  so  used,  will  come  in  handy  if  -we 
remember  that  the  focal  length  being 
doubled,  the  duration  of  exposure  should 
be  quadrupled ;  in  other  wmrds,  if  we 
are  using  f  |  8  we  expose  as  though  it 
was  f  |  22. 
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Contact  Copying  Of  Engravings. 

To  make  a  negative  of  some  old  en¬ 
graving.  bound  in  some  venerable  tone, 
is  often  a  task  of  trouble  and  consider¬ 
able  delicacy,  so  much  so  that  the  trouble, 
if  camera  copying  is  resorted  to,  is  more 
than  the  resulting  advantage. 

It  is  therefore  worth  remembering — 
that  is  by  no  means  new  but  what  is 
often  forgotten— that  a  paper  negative 
can  often  be  made  by  direct  contact 
without  using  the  camera  at  all  and  of  a 
quality  equal  to  and  in  no  respects  better 
than  a  glass-supported  negative  pro¬ 
duced  in  the  camera.  The  paper  to  be 
used  is  any  glossy  bromide  paper  or 
some  slower  paper,  such  as  Velox.  Lay 
a  piece  of  this  sensitised  paper  under 
the  print,  the  face  of  the  print  to  the 
coated  side  of  the  paper,  and  cover  the 
back  of  the  print  with  a  sheet  of  heavy 
plate  glass  to  insure  absolute  contact. 
The  exposure  should  be  to  diffused  day¬ 
light  and  may  vary  from  thirty  seconds 
to  one  minute  or  even  more.  After  ex¬ 
posure  the  paper  should  be  well  soaked 
in  water  and  then  developed  in  some 
non -staining,  non -fogging  developer 
mixed  to  the  strength  ordinarily  used. 
The  addition  of  a  little  potassium 
bromide  to  the  developer  will  be  an  ad¬ 
vantage.  The  developer  we  prefer  is 
amidol,  and  development  should  be 
slow  and  gradual  and  without  any 
attempt  to  force  matters  which  would 
prove  fatal. 

If  the  original  engraving  is  not  time 
stained  or  in  any  other  way  unevenly 
marked  the  paper  negative  made  in  this 
manner  should  prove  superior  to  a 
camera-made  one  iq  its  clearer  lines, 
and  this  more  noticeable  sharpness  in 
the  finer  and  more  delicate  parts  of  the 
engraving.  The  tendency  to  fill  up  or 
clog  is  a  very  real  one  when  engravings 
are  copied  in  the  camera.  This  is  due 
in  part  to  the  spreading  tendency  of  the 
developer  in  the  film,  but  is  also  due  in 
part  to  reflected  light  on  the  surface  of 
the  print  itself  during  exposure.  The 
ink  surfaces  of  an  engraving  are  by  no 
means  dead  black,  and  the  light  reflect¬ 
ed  from  them  tends  to  weaken  their  in¬ 
tensity  and  by  a  kind  of  halation  give 
the  blurred  effect.  Indeed,  given  a  fair¬ 
ly  good  ink  on  a  good  quality  of  paper 
which  is  not  stained,  a  negative  by  con¬ 
tact  should  be  fully  as  good  as  any  one 
which  could  possibly  be  obtained  in  the 
camera,  and  at  infinitely'  less  trouble. 

It  must  not  be  supposed  that  this  plan 
is  merely  a  make  shift  to  avoid  trouble; 


it  is  a  good  practical  method.  We  have 
recommended  bromide  paper  as  being 
the  rapidest  method  of  procedure ;  but 
there  is  no  reason,  as  far  as  quality  is 
concerned,  why  any  fine-texture  print¬ 
ing  out  paper  should  not  be  used.  Some 
of  the  finest  negatives  we  have  ever  ob¬ 
tained  by  this  method  were  made  yrears 
ago  and  were  made  on  albumen  paper. 
—  Wilson’s  Photographic  Magazine. 

ulphite  Vs.  Sulphate  of  Soda. 

The  difference  between  using  sulphite 
of  soda  and  sulphate  as  an  ingredient 
in  developers  is  all  the  difference  between 
making  developers  that  will  work  and 
that  will  not.  Sulphite  of  soda  is  used, 
among  other  purposes,  as  a  preservative. 
When  it  decomposes  or  oxidizes,  it  be¬ 
comes  sulphate  of  soda,  and  becomes 
worthless  for  use  in  developers.  Always 
buy  sulphite  of  soda  of  a  photographic 
stock  house — never  at  a  drug  store,  un¬ 
less  it  maintains  a  photographic  depart¬ 
ment  and  sells  the  soda  in  sealed  bottles 
— and  never  use  it  after  it  becomes  stale. 
It  may  be  all  right,  but  it  is  so  cheap 
that  it  does  not  pay  to  take  the  risk. 
Sulphite  that  has  turned  to  sulphate  can 
usually  be  detected  by  the  white,  feathery- 
powder  that  has  gathered  on  the  crystals. 
— Pacific  Photo-Journal . 

Intensifying  Old  /Negatives 

It  often  strikes  one,  when  looking 
over  their  old  negatives  that  this  or  that 
one  would  be  improved  by  intensification 
or  reduction,  and,  giving  either  process 
a  trial,  after  a  short  soak  in  water  we 
are  surprised  at  the  blotchy  results  or 
otherwise  unsatisfactory  character  of 
the  intended  improvement. 

Let  us  see  where  the  trouble  lies. 
We  must  remember  that  with  advancing 
years  the  gelatine  film  has  lost  the  first 
blush  and  softness  of  youth  and  became 
hard  and  horny,  so  that  long  soaking 
in  water  must  take  place  before  it  ceases 
to  repell  that  harmless  fluid.  When 
you  attempt  to  operate  on  it  in  this 
state  your  results  will  be  disappointing. 
Better  to  uniformly  soften  the  film  by- 
soaking  it  for  a  few  minutes  in  a  weak 
solution  of  acetic  acid.  Add  \l/z  drams 
of  glacial  acetic  acid  to  a  pint  of  water. 
A  few  minutes  soaking  will  prepare  the 
negative  for  any  subsequent  treatment. 
Wash  the  acid  out  with  water.

prohibts  the  return  of  unsold  copies  of 
second-class  publications  at  pound 
rates.  The  effect  of  these  changes  will, 
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it  is  believed,  result  in  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  1  cent  letter  postage.

Starting  as  a 
reporter,  he  worked  his  way  upward 
rapidly  to  the  position  of  managing 
editor,  which  he  resigned  to  become  the 
Secretary  of  the  South  American  Commis¬ 
sion — a  government  appointment.  While 
in  this  position,  Mr.  Curtis  traveled  ex¬ 
tensively  in  Central  and  South  America, 
producing  several  popular  volumes  as  the 
literary  result  of  his  labors.  Later  on,  in 
co-operation  with  Secretary  of  State, 
James  G.  Blaine,  Mr.  Curtis  organized 
the  work  of  the  Bureau  of  American 
Republics,  and  was  placed  in  charge  of 
that  organization ;  and  at  the  World’s 
Columbian  Exposition,  he  distinguished 
himself  by  his  labors  as  the  executive 
head  of  the  Latin-American  departments. 
As  correspondent  of  The  Chicago 
Record,  Mr.  Curtis’  travels  carried  him 
not  only  into  all  quarters  of  the  United 
States,  but  almost  everywhere  abroad. 
His  letters  to  The  Record  from  Japan 
and  China  were  published  in  book  form, 
likewise  his  letters  from  England, 
Germany  and  France,  and  also  those  re¬ 
sulting  from  his  travels  in  Mexico  and  in 
South  America.  A  letter  from  Mr.  Curtis 
is  published  in  every  issue  of  The 
Chicago,  Record- Herald  daily  and 
Sunday

The  Gigantic  Wheat 

Industry  of  Kansas. 

The  wheat  industry  of  Kansas  is  the 
subject  of  an  interesting  article  by  Wil¬ 
liam  R.  Draper,  in  the  August  ‘Success.’ 
Referring  to  the  crop  of  1901,  Mr.  Daper 
says:  In  Kansas,  this  year,  five  million 
acres  are  covered  with  wheat,  which 
will  probably  yield  one  hundred  million 
bushels.  This  means  at  least  ten  dol¬ 
lars  per  acre  to  the  farmers,  an  income 
of  fifty  million  dollars.  The  crop  would 
if  put  into  cars,  make  a  train  long 
enough  to  reach  from  Wichita  to  New 
York,  with  ten  tons  in  each  car.  The 
money  would  take  three  years  to  count, 
if  placed  in  silver  dollars.  It  has  been 
used,  of  late,  in  paying  debts,  building 
farm  houses,  purchasing  diamonds  and 
rubber -tired  rigs,  and  other  luxuries  of 
the  rich.  Kansas  farmers  have  made 
enough  money,  in  three  years,  to  plaster 
almost  a  square  mile  with  dollar  bills, 
and  most  of  it  has  been  made  fr^rn 
wheat.

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jl  Perfect  Collection . 

The  two  principal  qualities  necessary 
to  a  perfect  stamp  collection  are  beauty 
and  value.  If  you  had  but  one  hundred 
of  beautiful  stamps  and  had.  them  arrang¬ 
ed  in  perfect  order  they  would  afford 
much  more  pleasure  and  instruction  for 
a  person  to  whom  you  were  showing 
your  album  than  a  thousand  varieties 
stuck  in  “uiosl  any  way.” 

The  first  consideration  for  a  beautiful 
collection  is  the  stamps  themselves  and 
the  second  is  their  arrangement  in  the 
album.  Badly  centered,  torn  or  heavily 
cancelled  stamps  should  by  ail  means 
be  avoided.  Besides  being  practically 
worthless  they  spoil  the  beauty  of  your 
collection . 

A  great  error  of  the  beginner  is  to  try 
to  get  as  many  stamps  as  possible  with¬ 
out  regard  to  their  arrangements  in  sets. 
In  selling  your  collection  a  complete 
set  of  stamps  would  sell  for  a  third  or  a 
half  as  much  more  than  the  same  cata¬ 
logue  value  of  single  stamps.  To  have 
one  complete  set  of  each  of  ten  different 
countries  would  be  much  nicer  than  to 
have  500  stamps  with  only  two  or  three 
to  a  country. 

Unused  stamps  also  increase  the 
beauty  of  your  collection  and  the  lower 
values  of  a  set  should  if  possible,  be  in 
that  condition.  The  stamps  of  Chili, 
Cuba  or  Porto  Rico  with  the  lower 
values  unused  and  the  higher  ones  used 
would  make  a  very  pretty  collection  at 
a  small  expense.  The  stamps  of  China 
also  are  very  interesting.  The  highly 
colored  labels  of  various  Central  and 
South  American  republics,  which  are 
called  Seebecks,  should  be  avoided  as 
they  have  no  philatelic  interest  being 
merely  a  speculative  venture. 

A  great  deal  of  the  beauty  of  a  col¬ 
lection  also  depends  on  the  arrangement 
of  the  stamps.  They  she  uld  be  fastened 
straight  and  evenly  in  the  album  with 
good  peelable  hinges.  A  beautiful  col¬ 
lection  will  nearly  always  be  valuable. 
By  this  is  meant  that  it  could  be  sold  at 
any  time  and  at  a  price  that  would  com¬ 
pare  favorably  with  its  cost. 

Be  neat,  keep  your  album  clean,  ar¬ 
range  your  stamps  in  perfect  order,  buy 
only  good  stamps  and  you  will  have  a 


perfect  collection  which  will  be  ‘‘a  thing 
of  jov  forever.”  O.  B.

July  10. — Inspector  Mehary  has  cap¬ 
tured  Henry  Rosenbaum,  a  clever  stamp 
swindler  who  is  wanted  in  Omaha, 
Cleveland  and  a  number  of  other  cities. 
His  dealings  are  said  to  involve  thous¬ 
ands  of  dollars.  He  has  been  known  as 
Henry  Rosemont,  Frank  Duff, Tom  Rich, 
John  Ross,  Joseph  Baum,  Jr.,  and  has 
operated  as  the  Quaker  City  Stamp  Co.

Upon  the  capture  of  Baton  Rouge 
by  the  northern  army  all  the  stamps 
were  destroyed  by  the  postmaster,  Mc¬ 
Cormack,  who  issued  the  locals. 


Che  Microscopic  Variety. 

Ewen’s  Weekly  Stamp  News. 

I  have  recently  noted  an  interesting 
variety  in  the  1877-79  issues  of  the 
stamps  of  Cuba.  In  the  top  border  of 
these  stamps  is  the  word  ‘Ultramar,’ 
and  the  date,  with  a  small  dot  between. 
The  dot  varies  greatly  in  size,  from  a 
mere  speck  to  about  as  big  as  the  head 
of  a  pin.  Amongst  a  lot  of  more  than 
600  of  these  stamps  I  examined,  I  found 
three  without  the  slightest  trace  of  the 
dot  showing,  viz:— the  25c  green  of 
1877,  25c  green  of  1878,  and  5c  black  of 
1879.  From  this,  I  conclude  that  all 
values  of  these  dates  maybe  found  with¬ 
out  dots. 


Cuba  _ yl gain.

The  stamps  of  Cuba  used  provisional¬ 
ly  in  the  Philippines  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1859,  can  be  distinguished 
from  those  used  in  Cuba  only  by  the 
cancellation.

Talking  about  rare  stamps! — I  have 
been  asking  Tom,  Dick  and  Harry  for 
No.  8  Russia  now  these  last  three  years 
and  finally  obtained  “the  last  copy  for 
sale  at  Boston”  through  Herbert  E. 
Morey  of  that  city  with  the  above  re¬ 
mark.  I  had  to  pay  full  catalogue 
price  and  did  it  wdllingly  for  I  think 
that  rare  stamp  is  underrated  and  is 
worth  more  attention  than  all  the 
artificial  South  African  varieties. 

I  notice  in  one  or  two  of  certain  circuit 
books  a  printed  slip  cautioning  members 
of  that  society  to  observe  that  every 
stamp  in  such  book  is  stamped  on  the 
back  w-ith  certain  initials.  This  caution 
took  me  by  surprise.  I  thought  all 
members  were  honest  and  the  idea  of 
changing  for  substitutes  did  not  strike 
me  till  then.  I  am  sorry  to  see  that  such 
caution  appears  to  be  necessary.  Also 
the  language  used  among  members  of 
one  and  the  same  stamp  society  should 
be  decent  and  trustful  or  else  it  would 
become  disgusting  to  belong  to  such  a 
society  or  fraternity. 

Through  courtesy  of  Spinony  &  Co., 
San  Francisco,  Cal.,  I  am  in  possession 
of  a  set  of  Aguinaldo  stamps,  for  which 
I  herewith  render  thanks  in  public. 
There  is  an  ex-soldier  here  in  Mandan, 
who  served  in  the  Philippines  as  U.  S. 
Volunteer  and  has  accumulated  among 
other  curiosities  a  few  2  cent  Aguinaldos 
postally  cancelled.  He  states  that  he 
has  refused  $2.50  for  one  of  the  2  cent 
cancelled.  I  was  so  lucky  as  to  exchange 
with  him  a  new  2  cent  for  a  cancelled 
one  In  this  instance  I  think  I  am  right 
to  presume  that  the  cancelled  specimen 
is  the  most  valuable,  and  I  have  made  a 
good  trade  although  I  do  not  collect  for 
speculation.  My  maxim  is  to  collect 
actually  used  postage  stamps.

Han  Stamps  of  Victoria. 

Edwin  Ewell,  Hasbua,  Iowa. 

On  January  first  1901,  the  states  of 
Australia  including  Tasmania  were 
federated  under  one  central  government 
similar  to  the  Uuited  States.  It  has 
been  the  custom  for  each  colony  to 
manage  its  own  postal  business  and 
each  colony  issued  its  own  stamps. 

1  hose  who  wish  to  post  themselves 
upon  the  stamps  of  Victoria  will  find 
an  excellent  series  of  papers  by  David 
Hill, in  The  Philatelic  Journal  of  America 
Vols.  VII  and  VIII. 

The  stamps  of  Victoria  have  been 
issued  (“stamp  duty”)  for  both  revenue 
and  postal  purposes.  In  order  to 
accustom  the  people  to  the  new  regime, 
changes  were  made  in  the  stamps  cf 
Victoria.  This  change  separates  the 
revenue  for  postage  from  that  for  duty. 

All  of  the  Victorian  stamps  hitherto 
have  been  used  for  both  postage  and 
revenue  purposes  and  the  ones  with 
the  words  “stamp  duty”  will  not  be 

valid  for  postage  after  July  1st  of  this 
year.  *  x 

The  new  stamps  which  went  into  use 
Jan.  1,  1901,  are  likely  to  confuse  those 
who  have  not  kept  watch  of  the  many 
changes  taking  place  in  Victoria.  The 
new  stamps  are  not  new  types  altogether 
but  are  printed  fr^ru  plates  used  at 
different  periods  du.  iug  the  past  years 
with  the  colors  changed  except  as  re¬ 
gards  the  two  pence,  half  penny  and 
five  pence  stamps  which  have  the  word 
“postage”  substituted  on  them  for 
“stamp  duty.”  The  three  pence  is 
nearest  in  color  to  the  old  issue  and  the 
one  penny  has  the  word  “postage” 
added  to  the  old  type.  The  Ninepence 
and  Three  pence  stamps  are  norlchanged 
at  all  as  they  never  bore  “stamp  duty” 
on  them. 

How  long  these  stamps  will  be  used 
is  uncertain,  possibly  five  years  from 
Jan.  1,  1901  as  that  is  the  period  allow¬ 
ed  for  the  final  financial  amalgamation 
of  the  Australian  postoffices. 

New  Zealand  and  Fiji  are  not  included 
in  the  Australian  Federation.  A  new 
issue  for  duty  purposes  only  may  be 
looked  for  in  Victoria. 
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Impression  of  a  Philatelic  Fossil. 

By  “Enthusiast.” 

The  Pan-American  stamps  were  the 
means  of  bringing  back  into  the  Phil¬ 
atelic  fold  the  writer,  who,  ten  years 
ago,  was  what  he  signs  himself  today, 
an  “Enthusiast.”  I  wonder  how  many 
others  could  tell  the  ssme  tale?  Thous¬ 
ands,  I  hope. 

From  the  dozen  or  more  of  the  lead¬ 
ing  Philatelic  publications  to  which  I 
have  subscribed  during  the  past  month 
I  gather  that  it  is  the  general  concen¬ 
sus  of  opinion  that  these  beautiful  new 
stamps  will  be  the  means  of  making 
new  collectors.  I  hope  so.  But  I  read 
scarcely  a  line  about  the  possible  re¬ 
turn  to  the  ranks  of  the  old  fossils  in 
whom  the  fire  of  enthusiasm  will  be 
fanned  by  the  appearance  of  these 
striking  and  exquisitely  beautiful 
stamps. 

I  look,  too,  for  a  universal  stimulus 
to  Philately,  to  be  the  result  of  the 
forthcoming  issues  of  England,  Italy 
and  the  Australian  confederation. 
Most  vital,  doubtless,  will  be  the  new 
issue  of  England,  by  the  change  from 
the  features  of  the  well  beloved  Queen 
to  her  debonnair  son,  now  His  Majesty 
King  Edward  the  VII,  the  most  popu¬ 
lar  sovereign  on  earth,  if  not  the  most 
powerful . 

Ten  years,  after  all,  is  not  a  great 
space  of  time,  but  what  changes  have 
been  wrought  in  every  branch  of  Phil¬ 
ately!  The  numerous  interesting  and 
beautiful  changes  of  issue  of  most  of 
the  great  nations  of  the  world;  the  in¬ 
creased  values  of  stamps,  and  the 
number  and  character  of  the  various 
publications,  all  these  form  the  chang¬ 
es  and  contrast  of  Philately  to-day 
and  ten  years  ago.  Is  it  not  to  the 
lack  of  sameness  that  much  of  the 
charm  of  stamp  collecting  is  attribut¬ 
able? 

While  it  is  not  the  desire  of  the 
“Enthusiast”  to  pose  as  a  Prophet  of 


Philately,  still  he  does  want  to  go  on 
record  as  predicting  a  future  for  our 
hobby,  more  brilliant  than  the  fond¬ 
est  dreams  of  wildest  Philatelic  specu¬ 
lator. 


The  Origin  of  the  United  States  Locals. 

Before  the  postal  reform  of  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States  which  took  place  in  1845,  the 
postage  of  the  letters  was  fixed  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  distance  from  the  spot  of  their 
departure.  This  being  sometimes  con¬ 
siderable,  rendered  the  charge  exorbi¬ 
tant.  To  give  an  idea  of  this  charge  it 
will  be  enough  to  say  that  it  cost  12>2 
cents  to  carry  a  letter  between  Boston, 
New  York  and  Philadelphia.  This 
high  rate  caused  much  discontent  for  a 
long  time  after  the  news  of  the  adoption 
in  England  of  a  uniform  payment  of  one 
penny  for  all  letters  not  exceeding  half 
an  ounce,  from  any  part  of  the  kingdom 
to  another.  This  state  of  affairs  induced 
Messrs.  D.  O.  Blood  &  Co.,  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  in  1843,  to  organize  a  delivery  of 
letters  in  their  city  in  conjunction  with 
that  of  the  government.  The  first  post¬ 
age  stamp  they  issued  was  a  circular 
stamp  inscribed.  “Phila  Despatch  Post” 
with  the  word  “Paid”  in  the  centre,  and 
was  impressed  in  black  and  red  on  blu¬ 
ish  paper.  This  stamp  was  issued  at 
the  end  of  the  year  1841  and  may  there¬ 
fore  be  considered  the  first  American 
postage  stamp,  the  government  not 
adopting  any  before  July  1st  1847.  The 
success  of  this  private  post,  induced 
others  to  establish  similar  post  offices, 
and,  towards  the  end  of  1843.  Messrs 
Hale  &  Co.,  of  Boston,  sent  off  mes¬ 
sengers  every  day  between  New  York* 
Boston  and  Philadelphia  by  railway. 
Two  octagonal  stamps  were  used  for 
Boston  and  New  York  and  a  stamp  with 
an  eagle  and  the  words  “American  Mail 
Co.”  was  used  for  Philadelphia  and  New 
York.  Next  to  appear  was  the  stamp  of 
W.  Wyman  8  Court  and  3  Wall  St., 
with  the  representation  of  a  railway 
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engine  in  the  centre.  This  was  issued 
for  Boston  and  New  York  letters.  About 
this  time  Brainar  &  Co.,  of  58  Wall  St., 
issued  a  circular  stamp  to  Ire  used  on 
their  letters  between  New  York  and 
Albany. 

These  private  firms  injured  the  state 
post  office  and  forced  a  lower  scale  of 
charges  which  took  place  on  March  3, 
1845,  when  the  postage  on  letters  was 
fixed  at  5  cents  for  any  distance  under 
and  10  cents  above  three  miles.  This 
did  not  prove  satisfactory  however,  as 
the  postmen,  who  did  not  receive  any 
other  payment  for  their  services, demand¬ 
ed  2  cents  on  each  letter. 

The  success  of  the  private  post  offices 
so  annoyed  the  authorities  that  a  law  of 
March  3rd  1851  declared  the  streets  of 
the  cities  “post  routes,”  holding  for 
themselves  the  exclusive  right  of  col¬ 
lecting  the  district  letters  and  conveying 
them  to  the  central  offices  for  despatch 
to  their  place  of  destination.  The 
stamps’inscribed  ‘Post  Office  Despatch,’ 
‘Government  City  Despatch,’  etc.,  are 
sufficient  proof  of  this  service  having 
been  rendered  by  some  of  the  private 
firms.  At  length  the  law  suit  instituted 
by  the  government  against  Kochersper- 
ger  &  Co., the  successors  of  D.  O.  Blood 
&  Co.,  gave  the  finisliiug  strokes  to  all 
these  private  post  offices.  It  was  official¬ 
ly  decided  that,  in  accordance  with  the 
law  of  March  3rd  1851,  the  streets  of  the 
cities  had  become  “post  routes,”  and 
that  the  government  had  the  sole  right 
of  letter  carrying.  Thus  by  this  law 
all  the  private  post  offices  except  a  few 
who  undertook  the  delivery  of  parcels, 
etc.,  were  prohibited  from  further  en¬ 
gaging  in  the  business.

I  will  start  with  the  issue  of  the 
British  South  Africa  Co.,  (absurdly 
styled  “Rhodesia”  by  the  American 
cataloguers.  The  2)4  sh  is  catalogued 
at  $3.00  and  offered  to  the  trade  at  80 
cents.  The  3sh  is  not  so  bad  (cata¬ 
logue  price  $1.50,  wholesale  price  96 
cents)  but  the  4sh  is  off  again  (cata¬ 
logue  $3.50,  wholesale  $1.30)  and  the 
5sh  is  the  worst  of  the  lot  with  its  cat¬ 
alogue  price  of  $4.50  and  a  wholesale 
offer  of  $1.64.  Of  the  low  values,  the 
*4p  should  be  the  same  unused  as  used, 
the  wholesale  price  being  two  cents; 
and  the  4p  should  be  the  same  used  as 
unused,  the  wholesale  price  being  nine 
cents.  The  8p  is  about  right  at  40  cents 
costing  the  trade  24  cents;  but  the  4p 
of  1892-93  (perforated  12)4 ,  and  printed 
on  thick  paper)  might  well  be  reduced 
from  50  cents,  as  its  cost  to  the  trade 
is  but  20  cents. 

At  a  recent  auction  sale  in  Philadel¬ 
phia  somebody  detected  a  bogus  sur¬ 
charge  of  the  Bahamas  1883,  4p.  on  6p. 
violet — a  very  fine  piece  of  work.  It 
was  proved  bogus  by  the  fact  that  the 
surcharge  appeared  over  the  cancellation 
thus  showing  that  it  was  put  on  after 
the  stamp  had  performed  its  duty.

These  two  letters  A.  R.  are  also  an 
international  symbol.  They  are  an 
abbreviation  of  the  words  Avis  (de) 
Reception  (or  the  English  equivalent 
“Advice  of  Receipt”)  and  when  marked 
on  an  international  registered  letter 
(often  the  words  are  written  out  in  full) 
mean  that  the  sender  wants  a  receipt 
for  the  letter  returned  to  him.  Some 
countries,  like  our  own,  furnish  this 
receipt  free ;  others  make  a  charge  for 
it.  Chili,  Columbia  and  Salvador  have 
issued  special  stamps  for  the  purpose, 
perhaps  other  countries  also,  though  I 
cannot  now  recall  any.  A  similar  hand 
stamp  on  a  registered  letter  from  Chili 
has  Valparaiso  in  a  semi-circle  around 
A.  R. 

Here  is  a  letter  from  Cuba  bearing 
several  registration  marks  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  administration.  First  is  a  plain 
handstamp,  struck  in  blue  aniline  ink, 
like  this :

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FOREIGN  PAPERS 


The  Australian  papers  are  full  of  the 
visit  of  the  Duke  of  York  and  the  pre¬ 
sentation  of  the  address  of  the  Sydney 
Philatelic  Club  to  the  royal  philatelist 
about  which  our  papers  have  already 
given  later  information.  Another  mat¬ 
ter  stirring  up  much  emotion  in  the  anti¬ 
podes  is  the  protest  of  the  same  club 
against  the  sale  of  ‘postmarked’  sets  by 
the  Victorian  Postal  Department;  the 
text  of  the  protest  is  given  in  the  Aus¬ 
tralian  Philatelist  for  April.  I  hope  that 
the  protest  may  not  be  in  vain ;  all  we 
desire  is  that  the  postal  authorities  should 
pay  no  attention  to  us  in  the  matter  of 
bargain  sales.  The  new  Victoria  1  and 
2  pound  stamps  are  illustrated;  they  are 
excessively  homely,  for  a  fact. 

These  same  stamps  are  condemned  in 
scathing  terms  in  the  May  number  of  the 
Australian  Journal  of  Philately. 

An  article  of  some  interest  is  Mr. 
Hull’s  defense  of  the  5d  green  of  New 
South  Wales  as  the  G.  O.  S.  of  philately 
against  a  misguided  correspondent  of 
E.  W.  S.  N.,  who  claimed  an  equal  age 
for  the  3d  green  of  N.  S.  W.  and  the  9d, 
lsh  and  2  sh  of  South  Australia. 

The  Philatelic  Referee  cbines  to  the 
review  table  for  the  first  time  with  its 
May  number.  I  hope  that  it  will  con¬ 
tinue  the  favor.  Its  number  before  me 
is  a  very  creditable  one,  containing  fine¬ 
ly  illustrated  articles  on  the  South 
African  War  Provisionals,  a  continued 
article  on  the  stamps  of  Hayti  (the  1883 
1886  and  1897  issues  are  treated  in  this 
number)  and  a  fine  halftone  supplement 
illustrating  new  issues,  including  the 
Pan-Americans. 

The  only  article  of  special  interest  in 
the  Philatelic  Trader  for  June,  we  are 
pleased  to  note,  has  been  reprinted  from 
the  Philatelic  West;  it  is  Mr.  Fisher’s 
advice  on  what  to  collect  with  moderate 
means. 

Le  Philateliste  Francais  for  May  also 
reproduces  the  French  stamp  latelv  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  Philatelic  Record  which 
were  forged  for  the  special  edification  of 
Emperor  Napoleon  III  in  1866.  M.  Le- 
maire  promises  further  information 
about  these  official  counterfeits.  The 
article  on  Roumania  deals  with  the  is¬ 
sues  of  1872;  that  on  Belgian  postmarks 
is  concluded  and  that  on  the  stamps  of 


the  U.  S.  deals  with  the  plates  of  the 
1872  issue.  From  the  former  article  I 
gather  that  the  wheel  cancellation  so 
often  seen  on  the  Belgian  1  and  2c 
stamps  is  used  for  pre-cancellation, 
similarly  as  done  in  this  country. 

Another  paper  not  heretofore  a  visitor 
to  the  reviewer  is  El  Filatelico  Espanol 
of  Barcelona.  Its  contents  are  not  half 
bad,  though  largelv  reprinted,  especially 
from  FI  Curioso  Americano  and  the 
Revista  Argentina.  An  original  article 
deals  with  the  stamps  of  Samoa,  but 
brings  nothing  new. 

Le  Timbrophile  Beige  for  June  like 
other  European  papers,  illustrates  the 
Pan-Americans.  An  article  on  the  tri¬ 
angular  stamps  of  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope  is  reprinted  from  the  Philatelic 
Wes4.  The  article  on  doubtful  postal 
cards  enumerates  the  following  as  never 
issued.  Tasmania,  de  la  Rue  design 
1/4  d  browm,  senf  No.  6,  Stanley  Gib¬ 
bons  No.  12;  Id  with  another  l4d  stamp 
impressed  beside  it,  senf  Nos.  5  and  5b, 
these  being  stamped  to  order;  Erythrea, 
Italian  card  commemorative  of  Rome, 
with  black  surcharge  Colonia  Eritera; 
Portugal,  20  reis  carmine  with  black  sur¬ 
charge  Valido  1893;  25  reis,  single  and 
double,  on  chamois,  design  of  1899: 
Dominican  Republic,  cards  of  1885  with 
black  surcharge  Union  Postal  Universal, 
2  and  2x2c  carmine  and  3  and  3x3c  blue, 
Scott  Nos.  479,  480,  481  and  482.  Let 
Mr.  Lohmeyer  take  note  of  the  series  of 
articles. 

In  the  Philatelic  Record  for  June  Mr. 
Nankivell  produces  some  very  interest¬ 
ing  late  evidence  on  the  V.  R.  surcharge 
on  the  stamps  of  the  first  Republic  of 
the  surcharges  in  complete  panes  of  the 
Id  red  on  orange  and  6d  blue  on  blue, 
both  from  the  same  setting,  of  one  set¬ 
ting  of  the  3d  mauve  on  buff,  and  of  the 
6d  blue  on  green,  of  which  there  are 
only  Roman  V.  R.’s.  Some  new  var¬ 
ieties  of  St.  Helena  surcharges  are  men¬ 
tioned  and  an  interesting  variety  of  the 
1880  50  pf.  stamp  of  Germany  is  illus¬ 
trated ;  it  lacks  the  small  ornament  be¬ 
tween  the  two  scrolls  on  the  righthand 
side.  Mr'.  King’s  article  on  varieties  of 
several  Philippine  sarcharges  is  reprint¬ 
ed  from  M.  W.  S.  N.  Our  Pan-Ameri¬ 
can  issue  is  scored  in  vehement  w'ords, 
e.  g.  It  is  surprising  that  the  Postal 
Department  of  a  great  State  should  pros¬ 
titute  its  authority  in  such  a  manner.” 

I  hope  that  our  State  Department  does 
not  make  this  a  diplomatic  matter. 

Le  Courrier  Philatelique  Beige  in  its 
Julv-August  number  promises  great  im¬ 
provements  for  the  future;  by  way  of 
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beginning  it  combines  the  numbers  for 
the  vacation  months.  The  number  con¬ 
tains  little  of  note. 

Mr.  Deakin  is  the  subject  for  the 
frontspiece  in  the  July  Stamp  Collector. 
An  interesting  feature  of  this  paper  is 
the  Question  Department;  sometimes 
information  of  real  value  is  promulgated 
here.  Interesting  extracts  are  given 
from  the  book  on  Danish  stamps  lately 
issued  in  Denmark. 

I  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  receipt 
of  Nos.  4  to  11  of  the  current  Briefmar- 
kenhandler,  the  official  advertising 
organ  of  the  International  Stamp  Deal¬ 
er’s  Association.  None  but  reliable 
advertising  is  admitted. 

The  July  number  of  the  Vertranliches 
Korrespondenz-Blatt  is  largely  devoted 
to  announcements  for  the  philatelic 
convention  at  Berlin  September  7th. 
The  rest  of  the  number  is  devoted  to  its 
usual  list  of  new  forgeries  and  frauds. 

Madrid  Filatelico  in  its  May  number — 
the  last  at  hand — brings  a  fair  study  on 
the  stamps  of  Thurn  and  Taxis,  and  a 
valuable  article  on  reprints  of  Austrian 
newspaper  stamps.  A  counterfeit  of  the 
new  Chilean  5c  surcharge  on  30c  is 
described  ;  the  genuine  figure  5  measures 
14  mm.  in  height,  the  imitation  only  13. 
Pages  33  to  40  of  the  new  book  on  the 
stamps  of  Spain  accompanies  this 
number. 

El  Curioso  Americano  in  its  April- 
May  double  number  continues  its  good 
work  on  publishing  valuable  documents 
relative  to  the  history  of  Cuban  stamps, 
largely  accounts  of  the  number  issued, 
also  documents  and  tarriffs  relating  to 
the  use  of  Cuban  stamps  by  the  Spanish 
expeditions  to  San  Domingo  and  Mexico 
in  1861.  Cancellations  used  by  these 
expeditions  are  reproduced;  there  is 
also  a  facsimile  of  a  Spanish  official 
stamp  readily  used  in  Cuba  in  1857.  A 
number  of  documents  relative  to  the 
Puerto  Principe  provisionals  is  reprint¬ 
ed,  giving  numbers  issued.  Two  full- 
page  facsimiles  reproduce  entire  sheets 
of  the  Cuban  5  and  10c  of  1883,  each 
with  double  surcharge.  The  paper 
states  chat  General  Gomez  has  been 
accorded  franking  privileges  in  Cuba. 

M.  Maury  begins  an  interesting 
article  on  the  requirements  of  a  proper 
postage  stamp  design  in  the  Schweizer 
Briefmarken-Zeibung  for  May.  Need¬ 
less  to  say  that  few  find  grace  before 
his  critical  eyes.  The  article  on  Ar¬ 
gentinian  stamps  deals  with  the  telegraph 
and  official  stamps,  describing  the 
varieties  of  the  latter  very  minutely. 
A  short  article  deals  with  the  re-en¬ 


graving  of  the  Swiss  25c  U.  P.  U. 
Jubilee  stamps ;  an  official  letter  shows 
that  none  of  the  retouches  were  sold  to 
the  public. 

The  P.  J.  of  G.  B.  in  its  June  number 
gives  us  the  likeness  of  Mr.  Gibson  of 
Manchester.  Mr.  Pemberton  is  still  at 
the  Greeks  and  gives  us  much  informa¬ 
tion  on  the  printings  from  the  cleaned 
plate  after  187C,  while  Mr.  Firth  goes 
into  the  wilderness  of  perforations  to 
be  found  on  the  2  sen  1871-75  of  Japan. 

The  May  number  of  S.  G.  M.  J.  re¬ 
views  Mr.  Masson’s  book  on  Kashmir 
and  the  book  on  Danish  stamps  before 
mentioned;  both  are  eminently  worth 
having.  Mr.  Hull  continues  his  ex¬ 
haustive  article  on  the  issues  of  the 
Cook  Islands,  and  Major  Evans  deals 
with  the  second  and  third  issues  of 
Hyderabad.  Dr.  Diena  gives  some 
interesting  documents  relative  to  the 
stamps  of  Corrientes,  especially  to  their 
retirement. 

Der  Philatelist  for  June  does  not 
present  much  calling  for  mention.  Dr. 
Moschkan  chats  in  his  usual  patriarchal 
manner  on  the  bear  movement  in  entires 
but  encourages  their  collection. 

Morley’s  Philatelic  Journal  for  June 
brings  the  continuation  of  the  article 
on  Sarawak  and  illustrates  some  revenue 
stamps  lately  issued  by  the  Mosquito 
Reserve.  Indian  revenues  surcharged 
British  Somaliland  are  illustrated;  here 
is  an  opening  for  a  new  postal  issue. 
The  Argentinian  supplement  deals  with 
Patent,  Playing  Card  and  tobacco 
stamps.  The  new  Puerto  Rican  revenues 
are  also  illustrated. 

The  article  on  secret  marks  in  the 
Revue  Philatelique  Francaise  is  con¬ 
cluded  in  the  May  number;  the  author 
has  a  scheme  for  utilizing  the  perfor¬ 
ation  for  purposes  of  control.  That 
Evclopaedia  of  Philately,  M.  Flandrin, 
writes  on  Gambia  this  time,  with  the 
aid  of  a  gazettier.  The  fiscal  part  trans¬ 
lates  the  article  on  U.  S.  revenue  issues 
for  the  Philippines  from  Morley’s 
Philatelic  Journal 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  Stamp 
Collector’s  Fortnightly  (No.  164)  is  the 
reproduction  of  a  number  of  forged  tete 
beche  pairs  of  the  first  French  issue. 

Mr.  Hull’s  article  on  the  stamps  of 
the  Cook  Islands  is  translated  in  the 
Postzegelgids  for  June  and  another 
translation  from  the  Echo  de  la  Tim- 
brologie  deals  with  those  of  the  Roman 
States.  Some  forgeries  of  the  lOkr.  of 
the  first  issue  Wuerttemberg  are 
illustrated.  There  is  also  an  American 
correspondence.

One  of  those  countries 
TURKEY,  which  are  persistently 
neglected  to  the  average 
collector  is  Turkey.  I  do  not  know 
whether  religious  considerations  have 
anything  to  do  with  it  or  whether  the 
horror  of  the  late  Armenian  massacres 
is  reflected  upon  the  stamps  of  the  un¬ 
speakable  Turk  or  whether  the  reason 
for  their  neglect  is  to  be  found  in  the 
foreign  character  of  the  inscriptions. 
At  all  events  the  fact  is  to  be  deplored, 
for  they  are  a  most  interesting  field  for 
research  and,  by  reason  of  their  neglect, 
can  with  few  exceptions  be  obtained  at 
low  prices.  Nevertheless  counterfeits 
are  very  common  and  are  found  in 
many  otherwise  well  ordered  collections 
few  being  able  to  distinguish  them 
from  the  genuine.  Hence  it  may  be 
appropriate  to  describe  some  of  the 
more  common  fergeries. 

At  this  writing  I  have  no  imitations 
of  the  first  issue  before  me,  though  there 
are  enough  of  them  in  the  market.  But 
the  next  issue  is  well  represented.  It  is 
the  one  of  1865.  The  easiest  way  to 
distinguish  the  four  issues  of  1865,  1S67, 
1869  and  1874  is  found  in  the  left  hand 
curl  of  the  inscription  at  the  top.  In 
the  1865  issue  this  character  is  turned 
sharply  upwards  and  there  are  a  number 
of  vowel  signs  scattered  around  the  in¬ 
scription.  In  the  1867  issue  the  left  end 
character  ends  almost  horizontally  and 
the  whole  word  looks  very  plain 
compared  with  the  previous  one.  In 
the  1869  issue  the  same  character  hangs 
downward;  the  whole  word  is  in  larger 
letters.  In  the  1874  issue  the  character 
is  turned  upwards,  but  there  are  no 
vowel  signs  at  all,  only  the  two  dia¬ 
critical  dots  over  the  last  letter.  (It  is 


the  Arabic  letter  T ;  the  Arabic  letter  Th 
is  exactly  similar  but  has  three  dots. 
The  word  at  the  top  reads  Devlete- 
Government,  that  at  the  right  Postai, 
that  at  the  left  Osmanie;  the  whole  in¬ 
scription  Postai  Devlete  Osmanie — Post 
of  the  Osman  Government:  the  value  is 
below.)  The  1876  issue  is  readily 
distinguished  by  the  extremely  compli¬ 
cated  appearance  of  the  black  surcharge, 
richly  ornamented  with  vowel  signs  and 
accents. 

Now  for  the  counterfeits,  The  first 
one  before  me  seems  intended  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  20  paras  yellow  of  1865  or  the 
some  of  1867.  The  forger  presumable 
was  not  familiar  with  the  Arabic  alpha¬ 
bet — which,  indeed,  would  be  expecting 
too  much  of  a  poor  forger  trying  to  eke 
out  a  frugal  living  by  the  manufacture 
of  labels  tor  stamp  collectors.  According 
it  would  puzzle  the  best  Arabic  scholar 
to  decipher  his  inscriptions.  The  left- 
hand  character  of  the  word  at  the  top 
curves  up  at  the  left  as  ii  should  for  the 
1865  issue,  but  the  forger  added  another 
little  hook  to  it  at  the  left  which  is  un¬ 
known  to  the  Arabic  alphabet.  There 
are  no  vowel-signs  to  this  word  at  all  on 
the  forgery,  only  the  two  diacritical  dots, 
but  the  forger  in  hfs  innocence  has  put 
them  over  the  second  letter  L,  instead 
of  the  last,  the  T.  The  inscriptions  at 
the  sides  and  at  the  foot  are  equally 
faulty,  but  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
elucidate  these  divergencies  in  words. 
Comparison  of  a  suspect  with  any  other 
value  of  this  set  will  be  best;  remember 
that  the  inscriptions  at  the  top  and 
sides  will  be  identical  for  all  values 
wdthin  anyone  of  the  five  issues  above 
mentioned:  only  the  lower  inscription, 
the  value,  is  changed.  The  reproductions 
given  in  Scott’s  Catalogue  are  close 
enough  to  serve  for  comparison.  There 
are  many  points  of  difference  in  the 
colored  part  of  the  design,  especially  in 
the  delicate  tracer}'  under  the  black  sur¬ 
charge,  but  they  are  so  minute  that 
they  can  hardly  be  described.

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THE  ETHNOLOGICAL  EXHIBIT. 

By  T.  L.  Elder. 

Magnificent  and  impressive  in  the 
light  of  the  sun,  and  dazzling  and 
brilliant  at  night,  the  building  of 
Ethnology  at  the  Pan  American  stands 
unsurpassed  from  an  artistic  standpoint 
by  any  other  building  at  the  great  Ex¬ 
position.  Its  beautiful  sculpture,  gold¬ 
en  chariots,  its  massive  classical  columns 
fine  location,  and  perfect  shape,  combine 
to  make  it  a  striking  object  to  all  who 
visit  the  exposition  to  see  the  most 
beautiful  features. 

Located  at  the  end  of  the  lake,  it  is 
finely  situated  just  opposite  the  temple 
of  music  which  resembles  it  in  shape. 
But  strangely  one  feels  a  disappointment 
on  looking  through  its  interior.  The 
arrangement  of  the  exhibits  does  not 
strike  one  as  being  very  tasteful,  and 
there  ajre  also  to  be  seen  here  some 
some  things  not  strictly  ethnologic  in 
nature.  One  Peruvian  Mummy  is  on 
exhibition. 

The  Ohio  State  Historical  Society  is 
fairly  well  represented  with  some  inter¬ 
esting  relics  from  renowned  Fort  Ancient, 
Ohio. 

S.  P.  Adams,  of  Portsmouth,  Ohio, 
has  on  exhibition  a  very  fine  collection 
of  stone  pipes,  small  celts,  pestles  and 
copper  relics. 

There  are  quite  a  few  relics  of  interest 
taken  from  the  Baum,  (O)  village  site 
in  1900.  The  Baum  relics  are  of  a  quite 
varied  character.  In  the  centre  of  the 
building  is  a  plot  of  grouud  showing 
seven  Indian  skeletons  in  their  original 
position,  from  the  Baum  site.  The 
skeletons  are  those  of  children  and 
adults,  the  largest  measuring  at  least 
six  feet  in  length. 

Some  interesting  awls,  needles,  bone 
beads  and  perforated  shell  ornaments 


are  shown.  The  awls  are  made  from 
the  bones  of  a  variety  of  animals,  such 
as  raccoon,  elk  and  bear,  and  many 
with  double  points  are  shown.  This 
town  seems  to  have  been  very  populous 
and  was  doubtless  of  great  antiquity. 
Remains  from  ash  pits  and  the  village 
refuse  heaps  furnish  bones  of  almost 
every  animal  of  the  early  days,  of  deer, 
turtle,  wild  turkey,  squirrel,  and  even 
the  skulls  of  several  of  the  village  dogs 
are  to  be  seen,  as  well  as  large  quantities 
of  mussel  shells,  burnt  walnuts,  butter¬ 
nuts,  etc. 

Models  of  the  group  of  mounds  at 
Newark,  O.,  are  to  be  seen,  and  the 
models  of  the  great  group  of  animal 
effigy  mounds  near  the  Milwaukee 
River,  three  miles  east  of  West  Bend, 
after  the  survey  by  Dr.  Stephen  D.  Peet 
are  also  shown. 

Some  modern  Indian  weapons  and 
wearing  apparel,  buckskin  shirts, 
moccasins  and  bead  work  are  seen. 

The  island  of  Samoa  has  a  creditable 
exhibit  of  ornaments,  weapons,  articles 
of  dress,  etc. 

Mexico,  in  this  deparlment,  as  well 
as  in  every  other  department  of  the 
exposition,  from  merchandise  to  bull 
fights,  has  outdone  herself.  It  is  about 
time  for  people  to  give  over  the  idea 
that  the  Mexicans  are  a  lot  of  heathen 
and  semi-barbarous.  The  enthusiasm 
with  which  Mexico  has  entered  into  .all 
our  expositions  is  most  inspiring  and 
praiseworthy.  I  wish  it  were  permis¬ 
sible  for  me  to  tell  here  an  impressive 
patriotic  event  that  took  place  in  the 
evening  of  the  Fourth,  in  which  only 
the  Mexican  contingent  took  part.  But 
I  cannot.  This  country  exhibits  many 
interesting  relics  of  the  Aztecs  in  clay, 
stone,  gold  and  silver,  well  worth  see¬ 
ing,  besides  other  objects  in  great 
variety. 

The  contents  of  such  a  building  have 
for  the  public  in  general  the  same 
interest  that  a  graveyard  would,  but  to 
the  antiquarian,  the  lover  of  American 
history,  legend,  and  Archaeology,  it 
will  be  a  Mecca  replete  wuth  interest  to 
which  he  will  joyfully  plod  his  way. 
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Considerable  dissatisfaction  has  been 
expressed  by  collectors  who  wanted  to 
exhibit  their  collections  at  the  Pan- 
American  on  account  of  treatment  re¬ 
ceived  by  them  at  the  hands  of  some  of 
the  officials.  There  is  something  wrong 
when  the  officials  refuse  to  even  pay  the 
freight  charges  on  the  magnificent  col¬ 
lection  of  archaeological  relics  belong¬ 
ing  to  Mr.  Thomas  Harper  of  Bellevue 
Pa.  Mr.  Harper  is  one  of  the  best  known 
authorities  on  archaeology  in  America 
and  is  Curator  of  the  Historical  Society 
of  Western  Pennsylvania.  Mr.  Harper’s 
collection  is  the  finest  one  in  the  Smith¬ 
sonian  Institute,  and  it  is  hard  to  under¬ 
stand  why  the  Pan  officials  should  act 
so  foolishly,  unless  by  such  behavior 
they  accepted  instead  the  exhibit  of 
some  firm  who  offered  them  a  pecuniary 
consideration.

The  1  dinar  stamp  of  the  current  type 
of  Servia  issued  in  1894  in  blue-green, 
has  been  demonetized  and  the  stock  of 
remainders  was  recently  sold  by  auction 
in  Paris.  Collectors  will  do  well  to 
remember  this  fact  when  buying  unused 
Servian  stamps  as  face  value  is  as  frail 
a  guide  to  their  value  as  it  is  in  the  case 
of  Salvadors,  Nicaraguas  and  others  of 
that  ilk.

Another  new  set  of  stamps  that  is  a 
long  time  appearing  is  that  which,  more 
than  twelve  months  ago,  was  being 
prepared  for  Greece  and  which  was 
expected  to  have  been  issued  last 
September.  4  he  many  delays  that  have 
occurred  are  stated  to  be  responsible  for 
the  flood  of  surcharges  to  which  Greece 
recently  treated  the  philatelic  world. 


However  the  Greek  postal  officials  seem 
to  be  hurrying  on  matters  just  now  for 
we  learn  that  the  designs  have  been 
accepted  and  that  the  stamps  are  in  the 
press.  Messrs.  Bradbury,  Wilkinson  & 
Co.,  are  producing  the  stamps  and 
dt  ubtless  they  will  be  as  artistic  as  any 
of  the  previous  work  done  by  this  firm. 
The  set  for  ordinary  postal  use  will 
consist  of  the  values  of  1,  2,  5,  10,  20, 
40  and  60  lepta  and  1,  2,  3,  4  and  5 
drachmai  while  the  unpaid  letter  set 
will  be  similarly  constituted  wdth  the 
omission  of  the  three  higher  values.

With 
attractive  illustrations,  interesting  and 
convincing  reading  matter,  advertising 
is  sure  to  increase  trade.

There  are  undoubtedly  fewer  mineral¬ 
ogists  in  the  country  than  there  aught 
to  be.  But  then,  I  should  not  have  said 
that,  for  if  every  one  was  a  mineral  col¬ 
lector,  there  would  not  be  enough  speci¬ 
mens  to  go  around. 

When  I  say  mineralogist,  I  do  not 
mean  the  kind  our  high  schools  turn 
out,  that  cannot  give  you  the  comp,  of 
granite  and  get  it  straight.  I  was  talk¬ 
ing  to  a  young  lady  graduate  of  the 
high  school  in  this  city,  and  speaking 
about  the  Scientific  courses  given  in 
the  schools,  she  said:  “The  only  thing 
I  remember  about  geology  is  the  comp, 
of  quarty,  which  is  Hornblende,  silica 
and  sometimes  mica.’’  Wouldn’t  it  be 
a  fine  thing  to  get  a  large  quartz  crystal 
composed  of  the  above  ingredients.  Why 
we  would  be  far  ahead  of  Science.  Such 
a  study  as  geology  or  mineralogy  might 
a  great  deal  be  more  thoroughly  taught 
in  our  schools  and  less  football  and 
dancing. 

Another  instance  came  under  my  ob¬ 
servation  a  short  time  ago.  A  friend 
was  looking  over  my  collection  an  final¬ 
ly  speaking  of  different  metals  and  ores, 
he  asked  me  what  kind  of  ore  brass  was 
found  in.  He  was  a  well  educated 
young  man  and  another  school  graduate 
At  the  time  the  above  guestion  was  ask¬ 
ed  the  young  man  was  employed  in  a 
machine  shop,  where  the  metal  was  very 
often  used,  and  yet  he  had  never  taken 
the  trouble  to  find  out  about  such  mat¬ 
ters.  It  is  just  the  same  with  collecting 
as  with  some  other  things,  some  people 
are  desperately  fond  of  music,  I  can 
most  truly  say  that  I  am,  that  is,  some 
kinds,  bagpipes  and  dog  fights  excepted. 
Other  people  would  much  rather  see  a 
prize  fight  than  listen  to  the  best  Ora¬ 
torio.  I  often  think  how  very  fortunate 
it  is  for  us  all  that  we  do  not  think  alike. 

One  of  the  reasons  that  so  few  min¬ 
eralogists  exist  is  that  mineralogy  and 
geology  is  as  deep  a  study  (taken  to¬ 
gether)  if  not  more  so,  than  ninety- 
nine  out  of  every  hundred  of  the  studies 
persued  by  our  men  of  science,  I  do  not 
mean  to  say  that  I  am  a  thorough  min¬ 
eralogist.  Oh  no!  for  life  is  not  long 
enough  for  a  person  to  only  start  in  the 
mysteries  of  nature  revealed  to  the 
nature  lover.

IT)ountin^  Indian  Relics 

By  F.  E.  HALBERT. 

The  attractiveness  of  many  collections 
is  impaired  by  inartistic  mounting,  or 
not  being  mounted  at  all.  Recently  the 
writer  arranged  a  collection  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  manner:  First,  a  Whitewood 
board  (any  soft  wood  will  do)  16x18 
inches  in  size  and  %  in  thick  and  planed 
on  both  sides  was  covered  on  one  side 
with  silk  velvet  slightly  padded  with 
cotton  wadding.  The  velvet  was  tacked 
on  at  the  sides  with  small  brass-headed 
tacks.  This  made  a  rich  hack-ground. 

1  he  arrow  points,  etc.,  were  fastened 
on  with  fine  annealed  wire,  which  was 
passed  through  holes  made  with  a  small 
sharp  brad-awl.  The  wires  being  fast¬ 
ened  at  the  back.  An  Indian  photo  was 
placed  in  the  center,  and  tacked  at  each 
corner.  Around  it  were  placed  a  num¬ 
ber  of  arrow  points  in  a  circle.  At  each 
corner  of  the  board  was  placed  a  large 
specimen,  then  a  small  semi-circle  of 
arrow-points  pointing  towards  the  cor¬ 
ner.  Between  these  semi -circles  were 
arranged  the  larger  specimens;  the 


whole  forming  a  pleasing  effect.  All 
the  relics  were  securely  wired  down  so 
as  not  to  be  easily  moved.  There  is 
hardly  any  limit  to  the  manner  in  which 
relics  can  be  arranged  so  as  to  show 
them  up  to  advantage. 

Relics  mounted  in  this  manner  can  be 
framed  if  desired,  and  thus  be  kept  in 
fine  condition  and  be  readily  examined. 
Try  this  method  and  you  will  find  that 
your  friends  will  take  more  interest  in 
what  you  have  to  exihibit  in  this  line. 
You  will  take  more  interest  in  relic 
collecting  also.

Not  long  ago  while  workmen  were 
excavating  under  the  old  jail  at  Juarez, 
Mexico,  not  far  from  Hi  Paso,  Texas, 
quite  a  number  of  old  Spanish  weapons 
were  unearthed,  in  a  fairly  good  state 
of  preservation.  The  jail  underneath 
which  the  relics  were  found  is  one  of 
the  oldest  buildings  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  republic  of  Mexico,  and  was 
built  more  than  300  years  ago.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  tradition,  it  was  vsed  during 
the  time  of  the  Spanish  rule  as  a  barracks 
for  the  soldiers  of  the  king,  but  they 
were  forced  to  flee  to  escape  a  fierce 
outbreak  of  aborigines.  Among  the 
weapons  found  were  two  oldfashioned 
brass  cannon  and  some  smaller  weapons 
used  by  the  Spaniards  during  the 
sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries. 
There  were  seven  muskets,  also,  of 
antiquated  type,  besides  two  other  fire¬ 
arms  known  as  Arquebuses,  which 
weighed  so  much  that  it  was  necessary 
to  use  a  brace  to  support  them  when 
firing  at  an  object. 

Florida  is  rich  in  minerals.  In 
addition  to  phosphate,  of  which  the 
world  already  knows,  she  has  immense 
deposits  of  clays  of  every  kind — kaolin, 
ochres,  fire  and  aluminum  clay,  gypsum. 


completed  many  interesting  relics  will 
have  been  unearthed  as  that  region  is 
known  to  be  very  rich  in  evidences  of  a 
prehistoric  race,  and  has  as  yet  been 
little  explored.  The  Pacific  end  of  the 
canal  is  sure  to  cut  through  an  interest¬ 
ing  section  to  archaeologists  as  the 
dense  forests  are  believed  to  cover  the 
vestiges  of  a  lost  people.  In  the  midst 
of  these  great  woodlands  stand  to  this 
very  day  great  stone  images,  which 
were  once  worshipped  as  gods.  The 
practice  of  burial  in  pots  was  one  of 
their  odd  ^customs.  Many  such  pots 
have  been  dug  up.  They  are  huge, 
boot- shaped  urns  of  earthen  ware,  five 
feet  high  and  four  feet  in  diameter.  In 
each  one,  ordinarily,  is  found  a  human 
skeleton  in  a  sitting  posture,  with  the 
knees  drawn  up  to  the  chin.  In  every 
case  the  burial  pot,  when  sufficiently 
preserved,  has  a  cover,  which  is  an  in¬ 
verted  bowl  of  earthenware  elaborately 
decorated  with  figures  of  curious  design 
that  evidently  had  a  meaning  of  their 
own.  Possibly  only  persons  of  a  certain 
class  were  interred  in  these  urns,  for 
graves  and  tombs  of  other  kinds  are 
found.  Thejhuman  remains  are  always 
accompanied  by  articles  such  as  beads, 
whistles  shaped  like  turtles  or  other 
animals,  burnt  corn,  beans,  peculiar

green  stoues  and  small  images  of  gold, 
proving  conclusively  that  these  ancient 
people  possessed  considerable  quantities 
of  yellow  metal.  The  richest  remains 
are  found  on  the  island  of  Ometepec, 
eight  miles  from  the  west  coast  of  Lake 
Nicaraugua . 

* 

Prof.  Adams,  of  McGill  University, 
Montreal,  has  demonstroted  the  manner 
in  which  the  rocks  under  the  earth’s 
crust  are  continually  changed  by  the 
pressure  upon  them.  He  subjected 
columns  of  marble  to  the  enormous 
pressure  of  18000  pounds  to  the  square 
inch  for  periods  varying  from  17  to  124 
days.  It  was  as  if  a  rock  had  been  put 
into  a  monster  nut -cracker.  The  solid 
marble  flowed  out  at  the  sides  like 
molasses,  but  most  wonderful  of  all, 
without  losing  its  cohesion  or  solidity. 
The  experiment  showed  that  the  solid 
rocks  beneath  the  earth’s  surface  are 
continually  flowing  in  the  direction  of 
the  least  resistance. 

* 

In  a  popular  lecture  on  birds,  an 
ornithologist  at  the  American  Museum 
of  Natural  History  recently  stated  some 
most  interesting  facts.  Birds  are  simply 
reptiles  he  said,  which  have  shed  their 
scales  and  teeth,  grown  wings  and 
feathers  and  invaded  the  domain  of  air. 
Some  millions  of  years  ago,  when 
reptiles  ruled  the  roost,  the  birds  were 
but  a  feeble  folk  and  had  not  shaken  off 
the  marks  of  their  cold-blooded  ancestry. 
The  very  oldest  of  these  ancient  birds 
of  which  we  know  anything  has  been 
chipped  out  of  the  lithographic  stone  of 
Bavaria.  This  is  the  Archaeopteryx,  a 
creature  about  the  size  of  a  crow,  and 
its  Greek  name  means  “old  bird.  Its 
jaws  were  provided  with  sharp  teeth,  its 
powers  of  flight  wrere  limited  and  its  tail 
was  long,  like  that  of  a  lizard,  but  in¬ 
stead  of  being  scaly,  bore  twenty  pairs 
of  quill  feathers.  Other  toothed  birds 
of  %  ounger  date  have  been  discovered  in 


the  rocks  of  North  America,  but  even 
these  lived  an  enormous  time  ago,  when 
the  chalk  making  up  the  wrhite  cliffs  of 
England  was  at  the  bottom  of  the  ocean. 
One  of  these  birds  is  called  Hesperornis 
(“bird  of  the  West)”  and  wras  not  able 
to  fly  at  all,  living  by  diving  after  fish, 
which  its  long-tootlied  jaws  wTere  easily 
able  to  catch  and  hold.  Another  wras 
Iclithyornis  (“fish  bird”)  a  smaller 
form  possessed  of  the  power  of  flight, 
but  also  addicted  to  a  fish  diet. 

# 

That  life  may  exist  for  tens  of 
thousands  of  years  in  the  seeds  of  a 
flow'er  seems  to  be  proven  by  the  presence 
on  the  banks  of  the  Susquehanna  river 
of  a  strange  and  hitherto  unknown 
plant,  having  a  beautiful  bloom  some¬ 
thing  like  that  of  the  violet.  The 
discovery  of  the  novel  flower  was  made 
by  a  class  in  botany.  The  roots  of  the 
plant  wrere  imbedded  in  coal  thrown  up 
in  a  culm  bank.  A  number  of  botanists 
have  examined  the  flower,  and  nearly 
all  of  them  agree  that  it  is  sprung  from 
seeds  which  were  embedded  during  the 
misty  centuries  of  the  coal  age.  The 
species  when  analyzed  wTas  found  to  be¬ 
long  to  the  same  floral  family  as  the 
common  violet.

The  dragon-fly  is  something  like  a 
knight  in  the  pieces  of  a  game  of  chess, 
as  it  can  move  in  eccentric  directions, 
backwards,  sideways,  and  alter  its 
course  wdtliout  turning  the  body. 

* 

Ostriches  are  not  the  only  swift 
running  animals  that  can  out  strip  the 
speed  of  a  horse.  There  is  a  land  crab 
in  Cuba,  it  is  said,  that  can  rival  the 
ostrich,  and  go  much  faster  than  a 
horse.  In  contrast  to  this  is  the  snail, 
that  takes  14  days  and  five  hours  to 
travel  one  mile. 

The  pretty  little  Woodpecker  of 
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California  is  an  energetic  worker.  It 
will  carry  an  acorn  a  distance  of  thirty 
miles  to  store  it  away  from  sight. 

Of  all  the  curious  kinds  of  lace, 
especially  old  lace,  the  most  curious  is 
that  which  is  called  point  tresse.  It  is 
very  rare  and  was  made  of  human  hair. 
French  collectors  say  it  exists  in  the 
present  day  only  in  their  cabinets.  It 
was  confined  to  the  early  part  of  fhe 
sixteenth  century.

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The  Geological  Succession 

of  Animals  and  Plants 

A  RETROSPECT. 

By  E.  Gaines. 

(Concluded  from  last  Number.) 

Great  universities  are  now  sending 
out  finely  equipped  expeditions,  solely 
to  study  these  extinct  giants  in  the 
rocks.  Wyoming,  Montana,  Dakota 
and  Washington  states,  Wyoming  es¬ 
pecially'  are  unexcelled  for  well  pre¬ 
served  fossils  of  these  extinct  reptiles. 
Of  late  years  more  and  more  attention 
is  being  given  to  this  branch  of  geo¬ 
logy.,  and  amazing  discoveries  are 
being  made  constantly. 

Eizards.  Batrachians,  Saurians,  etc., 
were  especially  abundant,  and  of  great 
size  during  this  age.  The  fossil  tracks 
of  these  animals  are  found  in  some 
districts,  in  great  abundance.  Some 
sections  of  Connecticut  are  especially 
rich  in  them.  The  Brontozoum  Gi- 
ganteum  whose  tracks  are  occassion- 
aily  found,  is  supposed  to  have  had  a 
height  of  about  fourteen  feet. 

Some  of  the  best  known  animals  of 
this  period  are  the  Ichthyosamus, 
Plesiosaurus,  Pterodactyle,  and  Igua- 
nodon.  The  Ichthyosamus  much  re¬ 
sembled  an  enormous  crocodile.  One 
was  recently  found  petrified  in  an  opal 
mine  in  New  South  Wales,  the  opal 
having  replaced  the  parts  of  the  ani¬ 
mal  perfectly.  Another  report  says 
that  one  has  been  dug  up  in  England. 
The  Pterodactyl  had  the  head  of  a  bird, 
mouth  of  a  crocodile,  wings  of  a  bat 
and  body  of  a  mammal.  It  is  supposed 
by  most  palaeontologists  that  this  ani¬ 
mal  had  the  power  of  powerful  flight, 
occassionally  swooping  down  into  the 
water  to  sieze  its  prey. 

The  Ditiosams  of  the  Age  of  Reptiles 
had  many  of  the  general  characterist¬ 
ics  of  lizards.  These  monstrous  ani¬ 
mals  were  usually  from  twenty-five  to 
thirty  feet  in  length.  To  this  group 
belongs  the  Ignanodon. 

In  the  Mammalian  Age  the  whales 
and  mammoth  are  two  of  the  most  im¬ 


portant  groups  of  animals.  The  verte¬ 
brae  of  the  Zenglodoti,  a  species  of 
whale,  are  so  abundant  in  the  state  of 
Alabama,  that  they  were  once  much 
used  for  industrial  purposes.  Tyell 
describes  one  skeleton  of  this  animal 
which  was  abont  seventy  feet  in  length 
on  the  ground.  The  great  Liberian 
mammoth  of  this  age  was  much  larg¬ 
er  than  the  largest  elephants  of  the 
present  time.  Specimens  of  them  have 
recently  been  found  almost  perfectly 
preserved  in  the  ice  of  that  northern 
country.  In  fact  parts  of  the  remains 
of  one  were  fed  by  one  party  to  their 
dogs  with  no  bad  effects.  When  one 
considers  the  time  these  animals  must 
have  been  in  the  ice,  this  seems  indeed 
like  a  wonderful  miracle.  The  mas¬ 
todon,  closely  related  to  the  mammoth 
also  lived  during  this  period.  The 
study  of  the  teeth  of  these  animals  is 
almost  a  science  in  itself.  During  this 
age,  also,  a  guat  glacial  epoch  occured. 

Now  for  a  word  about  fossil  man 
himself.  The  antiquity  of  man  is  still 
puzzling  our  greatest  scientists,  and 
still  seems  to  be  an  unsolved  question 
as  yet.  Recently,  at  Sandstone,  Min¬ 
nesota  some  quarrymen  unearthed  a 
number  of  petrified  bodies.  What  is 
more  strange,  the  bodies  were  found 
in  white  sandstone,  which  hardened 
into  its  present  form,  thousands  if  not 
millions  of  years  ago.  Four  bodies 
were  found  in  all,  two  of  the  figures 
being  almost  seven  feet  tall.  The 
other  two  are  between  four  and  five 
feet  in  height.  The  heads  are  perfect, 
but  there  is  no  indication  of  features, 
owing  to  the  coarse  structure  of  the 
rock.  The  sand  stone  is  used  for  ordi¬ 
nary  building  purposes.  Thus  science 
has  another  problem  to  puzzle  over. 

From  this  all  too  brief  retrospect, 
will  be  seen  what  an  endless  field  the 
enthusiastic  palaeontologist  has  to 
puzzle  over,  but  perhaps  it  will  create 
more  respect  in  the  minds  of  somes  for 
what  they  were  formerly  disposed  to 
regard  as  “petrified  things.-’ 
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Intensification  and  Reduction.

Intensification  is  a  practice  little 
understood  and  still  less  practiced  by 
the  novice  in  photography.  At  that 
period  in  his  career  when  its  aid  would 
be  fliost  valuable,  he  neglects  to  avail 
himself  of  its  advantages  through  fear 
of  difficulties  and  a  lack  of  thorough 
understanding  of  the  great  power  that 
it  gives  him  to  correct  the  errors  that 
he  is  so  pr^ne  to  commit;  namely,  the 
under- development  of  his  negatives. 
Such  negatives  as  have  been  correctly 
or  fully  exposed,  but  removed  from  the 
developing  solution  before  sufficient 
density  was  obtained,  may  be  made, 
by  intensifying,  as  good  as  if  they  had 
been  carried  to  just  the  right  point  in 
development. 

Several  formulae  are  used  but  the  one 
I  shall  indicate  has  been  in  use  since 
the  days  of  albumen  paper;  it  is  as 
popular  today  as  it  was  at  that  time 
when  clear,  strong  negatives  were 
demanded,  and  it  will  be  found  as 
satisfactory  if  not  more  so,  than  many 
others.  The  first  or  bleaching  solution, 
can  be  applied  to  either  the  wet  or  dry 
negative,  which  must  be  in  either  case 
perfectly  free  from  any  trace  of  hypo; 
but  I  find  that  better  and  quicker  results 
are  obtained  when  the  negative  has  first 
been  allowed  to  dry  before  being  placed 
in  the  solution. 

This  is  simply  a  saturated  solution  of 
bichloride  of  mercury.  Enough  of  the 
mercury  is  placed  in  a  bottle  filled  with 
water,  to  insure  some  of  the  chemical 
remaining  undissolved  at  the  bottom. 


Care  should  be  taken  that  none  of  these 
undissolved  crystals  are  poured  from 
the  bottle  onto  the  plate  and  as  this 
chemical  is  highly  corrosive  and  very 
poisonous,  the  fingers  should  be  kept 
out  of  it  as  much  as  possible,  particular¬ 
ly  if  cuts  or  wounds  are  present. 

This  solution  is  flowed  over  the  nega¬ 
tive,  rocking  the  tray  meanwhile,  until 
the  film  is  bleached  completely.  This 
can  be  determined  by  raising  the  plate 
and  examining  the  back.  When  this 
stage  is  reached,  remove  the  plate  and 
wash  for  nearly  an  hour  in  running 
water. 

The  bleaching  solution  which  is  then 
applied  is  prepared  by  adding  about  a 
spoonful  of  stronger  ammonia  to  enough 
water  to  well  cover  the  plate  or  film. 
A  teaspoonful  for  a  small  plate,  5x7  or 
smaller,  and  a  tablespoonful  for  a  larger 
plate.  When  the  negative  is  blackened 
clear  through,  it  should  be  removed, 
well  washed  and  then  dried.  If  not 
strong  enough  the  operation  can  be  re¬ 
peated.  Leaving  the  plate  in  the 
ammonia  solution  after  blackening  has 
taken  place  is  not  advisable.  The 
density  is  inclined  to  decrease  instead 
of  increase  on  long  immersion. 

Another  use  to  which  intensification 
is  often  put  by  the  advanced  worker  is 
to  strengthen  negatives  which  have 
been  purposely  taken  from  the  developer 
before  sufficient  density  was  obtained, 
as  in  the  case  of  a  badly  overtimed  plate 
is  inclined  to  show  slight  veil  or  fog. 
Were  development  continued  this  fog 
would  only  increase  while  with  intensi¬ 
fication  only  such  deposit  as  is  already 
developed  can  be  strengthened.

Hypo  Crystalizng  Out  of  fl e{jatix)es . 

J.  A.  McG  It  is  doubtful  if  there  is 
any  way  of  saving  these  negatives.  As 
the  hypo  crystalizes  out  the  salt  makes 
minute  holes  in  the  film.  If  there  is 
any  white  next  to  the  glass  and  the 
negatives  have  been  thoroughly  fixed  it 
will  do  no  harm.  Some  negatives  have 
this  appearance.  In  any  case  I  would 
first  soften  the  film  in  a  very  weak 
solution,  a  few  drops  to  the  ounce  of 
sulphuric  acid,  and  them  immerse  in  a 
fresh  hypo  bath  washing  well  afterwards. 
Get  me  know  how  you  come  out  as  I 
have  seen  it  stated  that  there  is  no  cure, 
v 

Hotv  to  Uest  a  f/eutral  Solution. 

G.  M.  B.  If  a  solution  is  neutral  it 
will  not  effect  either  blue  or  red  litmus 
paper.  You  can  get  the  paper  for  a  few 
cents  at  any  drug  store  or  stock  house. 
If  the  solution  is  acid  it  will  turn  blue 
litmus  paper  red;  if  alkaline,  red  paper 
blue.  Should  your  solution  be  acid  the 
remedy  is  to  add  more  of  the  alkali  un¬ 
til  it  has  no  effect  on  the  blue  paper. 
If  alkaline  add  more  acid. 

"Bicarbonate  and  ‘Bisulphite. 

No  Name.  You  can  use  bicarbonate 
in  place  of  carbonate  but  it  is  not  ad¬ 
visable.  It  costs  more;  you  must  use 
more  and  it  requires  twelve  parts  of 
water  to  dissolve  one  part  of  the  salt, 
while  carbonate  requires  only  six  parts. 
Bisulphite  of  soda  can  hardly  be  used  as 
a  substitute  for  sulphite  as  the  former 
is  strongly  acid  and  would  simply 
neutralize  the  alkali  in  the  developer 
giving  the  effect  of  a  strong  restrainer. 
Metabisulphite  can  be  used  as  it  is  like 
the  sulphite,  nearly  neutral. 


Permanganate  "tains ■ 

C.S.  P.  Permanganate  is  not  suitable 
for  intensifying  gelatine  negatives,  on 
account  of  the  deep  stains  that  always 
accompanies  its  use.  It  is  chiefly  of 
value  for  collodion  plates,  in  which  the 
clear  portions  are  not  affected  by  its 
action.  YTour  stains  can  be  removed  by 
immersing  the  negative  in  a  solution  of 
hydrochloric  acid  and  water  in  the 
proportion  of  1  to  6,  until  the  stain 
disappears. 

y ellotu  Prussiate  in  DexJeloper. 

R.  DeH.  Yellow  prussiate  is  not  a  re¬ 
strainer  in  the  formula  you  give;  it  simply 
tends  to  keep  the  plate  brilliant  with 
dense  high  lights.

Purple  Cones. 

W.  E.  D.  Yes,  the  acetate  of  soda 
gives  more  purple  tones  than  the  sulplio- 
cyanide  hath ;  with  suitable  negatives  it 
gives  a  very  pleasing  series  of  browns 
and  purples  according  to  time  of  im¬ 
mersion.

Creased  Film  ff egatixles 

L.  L.  P.  If  it  is  a  celluloid  film  will 
be  hard  to  remove.  Try  soaking  it  in 
water  for  an  hour,  and  then  pin  it,  face 
upward,  on  a  board  placing  it  as  flat  as 
possible  and  putting  a  pin  firmly  at  each 
corner.  As  it  dries,  the  gelatine  side 
will  contract,  and  possibly  this  will  re¬ 
move  the  marks.

Crystal  \Zarnish. 

E.  W.  A  good  varnish  for  transpar¬ 
encies  is  as  follows: 

Gum  mastic  -  -  -  -  60  gr. 

Canada  Balsom  -  -  -  1 

Benzine  -  -  *  -  3 

Dissolve  the  mastic  in  the  benzine. 
Bake  the  balsam  in  an  oven  till  brittle, 
taking  care  that  it  does  not  catch  fire, 
and  then  add  the  other  ingredients. 
This  may  be  applied  cold.

Trimming  Prints. 

In  pictures  of  yachts,  steamers,  or  in 
fact,  any  moving  object,  it  is  a  good 
plan  when  trimming  the  prints  to  leave 
more  space  in  front  of  the  object  when 
approaching  and  more  behind  when  it 
is  moving  off.  By  so  doing  the  suggestion 
of  motion  will  be  increased  in  a  most 
marked  degree.  This  rule  also  holds 
good  in  the  trimming  of  views  of  pro¬ 
cessions  and  like  objects  illustrative  of 
moving  life. 

To  Photograph  Glittering  Objects. 

Any  one  who  has  attempted  to  photo¬ 
graph  glittering  objects  like  glass,  metal 
or  polished  stone,  knows  the  difficulty  of 
avoiding  troublesome  reflections.  These 
may,  to  a  very  great  extent,  be  avoided 
thus :  Gum  the  edges  of  several  sheets 
of  tissue  paper  together  until  you  have 
a  piece  large  enough  to  cover  a  fair 
sized  window'.  Place  the  object  rather 
close  to  the  window  and  photograph  it 
by  pointing  the  lens  towards  but  not 
quite  directly  at  the  tissued  window.  A 


sheet  hung  alongside  the  camera  w'ill 
act  as  a  reflector  to  light  the  dark  side 
of  the  object.

Sunken  in  or  Degraded  Platinotype  Prints. 

Very  often  one  finds  that  for  some 
reason,  their  platinotype  prints  when 
dried  look  dull  and  insipid.  Sometimes 
this  is  caused  by  using  the  acid  bath  too 
strong,  which  seems  to  destroy  the 
sizing  used  on  the  paper,  with  the  un¬ 
desirable  result  of  the  print  showing 
signs  of  a  most  unbecoming  bashfulness 
and  trying  to  sink  itself  into  the  body 
of  the  paper  support.  When  this  is  so, 
a  weak  solution  of  the  wax  magilp  will 
quickly  coax  the  print  back  into  full 
light  of  day.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  wash 
it  on  and  let  it  soak  well  in,  then  dab  it 
off  with  a  clean  cloth  or  blot  it  off  with 
clean  hard  blotting  paper.  This  prevents 
any  shiny  appearance  when  dry.

To  Remove  Fixed  Glass  Stoppers. 

Take  the  bottle  in  the  left  hand  and 
place  the  ball  of  the  thumb  against  one 
side  of  the  stopper.  Then  tap  the  other 
side  of  the  stopper  with  some  hard  sub¬ 
stance,  such  as  the  handle  of  a  knife, 
after  a  few  taps,  turn  the  bottle  around, 
and  repeat  the  process.  In  a  very  little 
time  the  stopper  will  become  unloosened 
and  can  be  removed.

To  Remove  Ink  Stains. 

The  following  will  be  found  to  remove 
ink  from  paper  without  leaving  a  sign  of 
its  ever  having  been  there,  and  comes 
very  handy,  as  one  often  wishes  to  re¬ 
move  such  a  stain.  Wash  alternately 
with  a  camel’s  hair  brush  dipped  in  a 
solution  of  oxalic  acid  and  cyanide  of 
potassium,  and  the  ink  stain  will  nearly 
always  disappear.

Dealing  With  Over-Exposure. 

If  a  plate  is  known  to  be  over-exposed 
it  should  be  soaked  for  several  minutes 
in  a  quantity  of  the  pyro  solution,  to 
which  has  been  added  five  or  six  minims 
of  a  10  per  cent  solution  of  potassium 
bromide.  About  one  half  the  normal 
amount  of  the  alkali  solution  is  then 
added,  and  the  plate  again  flowed  with 
the  developer.  To  obtain  sufficient 
contrast,  too  much  alkali  solution  must 
be  avoided.  A  10  per  cent  solution  of 
citrate  of  soda  makes  a  good  restrainer. 
A  fewr  drops  will  help  to  produce  contrast 
and  keep  the  shadows  clear. 

Combination  of  Exterior  and  Interior  View. 

Occasionally  we  meet  with  ad  interior 
or  architectural  view;  arches,  doorways, 
and  the  like,  where  it  would  greatly  add 
to  the  pictorial  effect  if  the  exterior 
view  seen  through  the  open  door, 
window  or  arch,  could  be  shown,  in- 
.  '.ead  of  a  blank  blur  due  to  over  ex¬ 


posure,  halation,  etc.  This  may  be 
done  as  follows:  First  give  on  plate 
No.  I  an  exposure  sufficient  for  the  view 
seen  through  the. window,  this  being 
perhaps  a  fraction  of  a  second.  Now 
hang  over  the  window,  outside  if  possible 
a  thin  sheet  of  muslin  or  put  tissue 
paper  to  fit  the  glass,  and  without 
moving  the  camera  expose  plate  No.  2 
for  the  interior.  Although  the  sheet  of 
tissue  paper  somewhat  prolongs  the  ex¬ 
posure,  yet  the  result  is  better,  owing 
to  the  light  .being  j[more  diffused.  Be¬ 
sides,  the  effect  of  halation  is  reduced. 
From  the  two  negatives  a  combination 
print  is  made,  first  by  printing  the  view 
through  the  window,  all  else  but  this 
part  of  negatiue  No.  1  being  stopped 
out,  and  then  the  interior  from  No.  2, 
the  window  portion  being  stopped  out  if 
necessary,  which  is  often  not  the  case. 

To  Clean  Platinotype  Prints. 

The  following  hint  as  to  cleaning 
rough-surface  prints  may  prove  useful. 
Make  of  flour  and  cold  water  a  fairly 
thick  paste,  of  about  the  consistency  of 
cream.  To  this  add  a  small  quantity  of 
alum,  say  half  a  teaspoonful  of  alum  to 
a  large  cupful  of  flour.  With  a  spoon 
and  a  basin  rub  all  together  into  as 
smooth  a  paste  as  possible.  Now  with 
a  soft  brush  apply  this  paste  all  over 
the  print  and  wash  all  off  again  under 
the  tap,  when  it  will  be  found  that  the 
paste  has  gathered  up  the  dust  and  dirt 
out  of  the  grain  of  the  paper,  and  the 
print  comes  out  as  fresh  as  the  day  it 
was  made.  Use  plenty  of  paste'  on  a 
very  soft  brush,  or  you  may  slightly 
abrade  the  more  delicate  tones  of  the 
print. 
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Improving  the  Undertimed. 

The  consensus  of  opinion  of  the 
majority  of  photographers  concerning 
undertimed  plates,  that  is,  woefully 
undertimed  ones,  is  to  consign  them  to 
the  ash  heap,  but  according  to  a  com¬ 
munication  to  the  Photographic  Society 
of  Philadelphia,  by  our  Mr.  Bartlett, 
even  an  excessively  undertimed  negative 
may  be  brought  to  a  good  printing 
condition  and  so  made  to  yield  good, 
apparently  well-timed,  pictures. 

His  method,  briefly,  is  as  follows: 
He  had  made  two  exposures  upon  a 
team  of  horses  at  5  P.  M.  in  December, 
after  the  sun  had  sunk  below  the 
western  clouds.  From  the  character  of 
the  subject  the  exposure  necessitated 
considerably  less  than  a  second.  One 
plate  was  treated  in  the  usual  way  for 
under-exposure  with  the  usual  un¬ 
satisfactory  harsh,  contrasty  results, 

i.  e.,  strong  high  lights,  and  shadows 
almost  bare  glass.  The  second  plate 
was  treated  to  a  different  and  ingenious 
method.  To  keep  down  as  much  as 
possible  contrast,  and  to  bring  out 
detail  in  the  shadows,  a  pure  Metol  and 
potash  developer  was  used.  A  thin 
negative  of  necessity  results,  but  by 
reason  of  the  scanty  exposure,  even 
here  the  high  lights  had  received  the 
maximum  share  of  illumination ;  the 
shadows,  the  minimum.  The  originality 
of  the  process  pursued  will  now  be  ex¬ 
plained.  The  wonderful  property  of 
the  persulphate  of  ammonia  reducer 
was  called  into  requistion.  The  plate, 
after  the  hypo  from  the  fixing  had  been 
thoroughly  washed  out,  was  treated  to 
a  bath  of  persulphate  of  ammonia  acid¬ 
ulated  with  sulphuric  acid. 

Ammonium  Persulphate  -  40  grains 

Water  -  -  -  2  ounces 

Sulphuric  Acid  -  -  3  drops 

The  peculiar  action  of  the  persulphate 
is  to  first  reduce  the  high  lights. 
Taking  advantage  of  this,  Mr.  Barilett 
succeeded  in  bringing  down  the  high 
lights  to  a  more  harmonious  relation  to 
the  shadows,  a  very  thin,  ghostly  look¬ 
ing  negative  being  the  result. 

We  are  told  bv  the  instruction  books 
that  it  is  necessary  to  subject  the  re- 

Sduced  plate  to  a  sulphite  bath,  and 
finally  to  refix  it  in  hypo. 

The  novelty  of  Mr.  Bartlett's  plan 
consists  in  omitting  both  these  oper¬ 
ations.  fie  merely  rinsed  off  the  per¬ 
sulphate  of  ammonia,  and  immediately 
began  to  intensify  the  negative  with  bi¬ 
chloride  of  mercury  followed  bv  weak 


ammonia  and  a  wash  in  water. 

He  claims  that  the  action  of  the  per¬ 
sulphate  is  to  reduce  the  film  to  a 
condition  which  forms  an  admirable 
nucleus  or  substratum  for  the  deposition 
of  the  mercury,  thereby  insuring  greater 
strength  in  the  image.  The  negative, 
which  he  exhibited,  bore  evidence  of 
the  efficacy  of  the  plan,  presenting  ah 
the  appearance  of  a  well-timed  plate. 

1.  — Reduce  high  lights  to  harmony 
with  the  shadows. 

2. — Intensify  immediately  with  satur¬ 
ated  solution  of  bi-chloride  of  mercury. 

3.  — Wash  well  under  the  tap  5  to  10 
minutes. 

4.  — Blacken  in  weak  ammonia. 

5.  — Wash  5  minutes. — The  Camera, 
Philadelphia,  Pa. 

_^/I  M aKejhift  “Plate 

How  often  do  amateurs  in  their 
rambles  run  across  some  desirable  view 
just  after  their  last  plate  has  been  ex¬ 
posed.  They  would  have  willingly 
avoided  making  all  their  other  exposures 
had  they  known  this  was  to  come.  In 
such  cases  the  following  may  be  tried  : 
go  over  your  note  book  and  pick  out  a 
plate,  that  in  your  estimation  is  under¬ 
exposed,  preferably  of  a  subject  contain¬ 
ing  no  high  lights,  and  one  you  can  dis¬ 
pense  with  or  get  on  another  day.  Take 
your  desired  view  on  this  plate,  giving 
about  five  times  the  correct  exposure, 
develope  in  a  solution  well  restrained 
and  strong  in  pyro,  but  with  scarcely  a 
trace  of  alkali.  A  rather  thin  negative 
will  result,  which  may  be  intensified, 
and  best  of  all  there  will  be  no  trace  of 
the  first  exposure.  The  rationale  of  the 
process  is  this:  We  develope  with  a 
developer  so  weak  in  alkali  that  it  would 
take  a  very  long  time  to  bring  out  the 
first  or  under-timed  image,  perhaps 
half  an  hour.  Long  before  the  half 
hour  has  passed  the  second  image,  on 
account  of  its  long  exposure,  has  ap¬ 
peared  and  gained  sufficient  detail  and 
density  to  be  easily  ammendable  to  the 
process  of  intensification  after  having 
been  well  washed  and  fixed.

I  al¬ 
most  think  the  scale  knows  more  than 
I  do  about  exposures.

Talking  about  exposures:  I  received 
a  letter  from  a  friend  of  mine  in  Ar¬ 
kansas  who  has  been  trying  his  shutter 
with  a  Pickering  speed  Tester.  There 
was  only  a  slight  difference  between 
the  indicated  half  second  and  the  one- 
twenty- fifth  of  a  second,  while  the 
fiftieth  of  a  second  was  four  times  as 
fast  as  the  twenty -fifth.  He  asks 
“what  is  the  use  of  all  these  exposure 
tables,  scales  and  meters  if  that  is  the 
way  the  shutters  do  their  part  of  the 
\% ork?’  I  have  not  answered  him  vet, 
out  the  fault  is  not  in  the  exposure 
scales:  it  is  in  the  shutters. 

sr 

This  subject  of  shutters  seems  to  be 


an  endless  one.  I  have  tested  a  few 
myself  and  it  is  surprising  how  unre¬ 
liable  they  are.  Its  hard  to  believe 
but  i  have  really  found  a  brand  new 
one  that  gave  a  speed  of  a  trifle  over 
one  tw^enty-second  of  a  second  when 
set  for  the  one-hundreth .  The  worst 
case  I  ever  struck  was  a  shutter  that 
really  worked  faster  when  set  at  one- 
half  second  than  when  set  for  one 
twenty-fifth.  In  both  cases  I  repeated 
the  trials  to  assure  myself  that  no 
mistake  had  been  made.  A  repairer 
once  told  me  that  a  good  many  of  the 
cheaper  box  forms  of  cameras  gave  ex¬ 
actly  the  same  speed  for  all  three  of 
the  indicated  speeds  but  I  am  not  so 
sure  of  this  last.

A  condensation  into  one  volume  of  all 
the  technical  and  general  information 
extant  would  be  a  work  of  some  magni¬ 
tude.  “Stamps,”  our  esteemed  contem¬ 
porary,  proposes  that  the  task  be  under¬ 


taken  by  co-operation  between  American 
and  English  philatelists.  The  publica¬ 
tion  of  such  a  work  shoulji  receive  the 
hearty  support  of  every  stamp  collector 
worthy  of  the  appellation  philatelist. 
The  immense  bulk  of  philatelic  literature 
in  the  present  form  precludes  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  those  of  other  than  great 
means  owing  to  a  nearly  complete  li¬ 
brary,  to  say  nothing  of  the  inconvience 
attached  to  the  preservation  of  the  ill 
assorted  forms  in  which  it  comes.  We 
have  various  dictionaries  of  philatelic 
terms,  etc.  Now  for  an  encyclopedia  of 
philatelic  knowledge.

We  have  found  occasion  to  speak  in 
these  columns  before  of  the  pernicious 
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effect  upon  the  younger  element  in  phil¬ 
ately.  From  this  to  the  unsolicited  ap¬ 
proval  sheet  nuisance  is  but  a  short  step. 
Mr.  Jewett,  of  the  Era,  has  again  taken 
up  the  cudgel  against  this  latter  evil, 
not  in  the  light  of  it  being  a  temptation, 
to  dishonesty,  but  simply  from  the 
aspect  of  the  inconvenience  experienced 
by  those  who  are  the  recipients  of  un¬ 
solicited  selections.  It  would  seem  that 
this  is  the  least  important  side  of  the 
question.  It  certainly  were  an  easy  matter 
aside  from  some  slight  bother,  to  put  the 
unsolicited  selection  in  an  envelope  for 
return  to  the  misguided  sender.  But  is 
this  always  so  easy?  To  the  business  or 
professional  man,  no  incentive  or 
thought  to  do  otherwise  can  exist;  to 
the  youth,  and  his  name  is  legion,  the 
still,  small  voice  may  grow  weak,  and 
thus  the  first  unwise  step  is  taken.  What 
philately  may  suffer  from  this  destable 
system  followed  by  dealers  of  small 
discretion  is,  therefore,  twofold.  In  the 
case  mentioned  in  the  Era,  a  gentleman 
of  prominence  suffered  some  annoyance 
from  the  receipt  of  three  unsolicited 
selections;  in  the  suppositious  case 
above  referred  to,  the  chances  for  perni¬ 
cious  work,  the  warping  of  a  young 
mind,  so  susceptible  to  evil  influence 
and  thought,  is  so  obvious,  so  indisput¬ 
able,  that,  in  comaprison,  the  first 
phase  of  the  matter  becomes  insignificant 
We  would  it  were  possible  to  stamp  this 
bane  out  of  existence — to  do  so  were  a 
more  appalling  task  than  that  which 
confronted  Hercules  when  elected  to 
renovate  the  Augean  stables. 

Remember  that  faciiis  est  descensus 
Averni,”  (the  descent  to  hell  is  easy), 
as  \  irgil  says;  “ne  puero  gladium'  ’  (do 
not  entrust  a  sword  to  a  boy.)

We  are  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Mr. 
A.  Preston  Pearce,  formerly  secretary  or 
the  Fiscal  Stamp  Exchange  Club.,  in 
which  he  states  fully  the  reason  for  the 
unsatisfactory  service  in  the  exchange 


department  of  that  club,  as  referred  to 
in  the  May  number  of  the  West  by  Mr. 
Pepper.  We  regret  that  our  limited 
space  does  not  permit  of  the  insertion 
of  the  communication,  as  we  feel  that 
Mr.  Pearce  should  be  accorded  a  hear¬ 
ing.  While  our  associate  editor  appar¬ 
ently  had  just  grounds  for  complaint,  it 
appears  that  whatever  trouble  may  have 
arisen  was  entirely  unintentional  on  the 
part  of  Mr.  Pearce.  Mr.  Pearce  is  well 
well  known  as  the  founder  and  editor  of 
Morley’s  Philatelic  Journal  and  is  con¬ 
nected  with  prominent  institutions  in 
England,  and  any  delay  in  the  trans¬ 
actions  of  the  exchange  department  of 
the  Fiscal  Stamp  Exchange  Club  was 
entirely  due  to  liis  inability  to  success¬ 
fully  cope  with  the  immense  amount  of 
work  attached  to  it.  Our  readers  may 
rest  assured  that  the  remarks  of  Mr. 
Pepper  were  inspired  from  any  malignant 
motives  and  it  is  a  matter  of  regret  that 
the  matter  was  not  brought  to  our  at¬ 
tention  sooner.  The  withdrawal  of  Mr. 
Pearce  from  the  secretaryship  of  the 
Fiscal  Stamp  Exchange  Club  is  a  loss  to 
that  organization,  his  long  and  earnest 
services  in  the  direction  of  popularizing 
the  collection  of  fiscals  making  his  ser¬ 
vices  of  no  uncertain  value.  His  suc¬ 
cessor  is  announced  as  Mr.  A.  B.  Kay, 
35  Bessborough  Street,  London,  S.  W., 
a  gentleman  whose  ability  is  unimpeach¬ 
able. 

The  Chicago  Philatelic  Society  is  do¬ 
ing  much  to  promote  the  wellfare  of 
philately.  Their  announced  series  of 
exhibitions  of  stamps,  wherein  the  suc¬ 
cessful  exhibitors  will  receive  medals, 
will  be  of  more  pertinent  interest  to  the 
local  members,  but  will  be  of  interest  to 
all.  We  quote  from  the  circular:  The 
exhibits,  which  will  be  five  in  number, 
will  be  held  monthly  and  awards  will 
be  made  as  follows  :  One  silver  and  one 
bronze  medal  donated  by  the  Chicago 
Philatelic  Society  at  each  exhibition ; 
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and  one  special  silver  medal  tendered  by 
a  member  of  the  society  to  the  contestant 
entering  each  exhibit  and  making  the 
best  cumulative  showing. 

The  Committee  on  exhibitions  names 
the  following  dates  for  the  exhibits  in 
the  countries  that  have  been  chosen : 
August  15th — Brazil  September  19th — 
Philippines.  October  17tll— German 
Empire  and  Colonies.  November  21st— 
Newfoundland,  Nova  Scotia  and  New 
Brunswick.  December  19th — Russia, 
Finland  and  Poland.  The  rewards  for 
successful  exhibitors  are  subsiantial  and 
the  aggregate  number,  eleven,  is  a  large 
one.  To  the  competitor  whose  display 
is  judged  the  best,  a  silver  medal  will 
be  awarded;  and  a  bronze  medal  will  be 
given  to  the  one  whose  exhibit  is  next 
in  the  order  of  merit.  To  the  member 
who  enters  each  of  the  five  exhibits  and 
scores  the  highest  number  of  points  in 
the  aggregate,  a  special  silver  medal 
will  be  awarded.”

“Veteran”,  in  the  New  York  Philate¬ 
list,  evidently  was  playing  for  publicity 
when  he  wrote  that  article  on  “A  Plea 
for  Better  Philatelic  Literature,”  and  he 
got  it.  Most  ever}'  editor  has  had  some¬ 
thing  to  say  on  the  subject  in  line  with 
this  article.  And  a  few  find  themselves 
free  to  agree  with  him  in  every  parti¬ 
cular.  Henry  A.  Chapman,  in  the  Ad¬ 
hesive,  gives  us  the  most  thorough  and 
common  sense  discussion  of  the  subject 
that  we  have  seen.  “Veteran’s”  theory 
that  a  stamp  paper  should  contain  nine 
pages  of  reading  matter  for  each  three 
of  advertisements  is  puerile,  and  expos¬ 


es  his  ignorance  of  the  practical  side  of 
the  subject.  The  publishers  of  the 
Philatelic  West  have  always  endeav¬ 
ored  to  work  on  the  basis  of  one  page  of 
reading  for  one  of  advertisements,  and 
it  may  be  mentioned  that  they  have  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  presenting  from  fifteen  to 
twenty  pages  of  stamp  reading  matter 
each  month  for  some  time.  To  do  more 
would  be  ruinous.  Mr.  Chapman’s  per¬ 
tinent  suggestion  that  the  advancement 
of  the  subscription  price  to  fifty  cents 
per  year  for  a  really  good  paper  would 
aid  materially  in  adding  to  the  amount 
of  reading  matter  is  an  entirely  sensible 
one,  with  an  exception  we  may  make. 
As  long  as  weekly  papers,  published  or 
controlled  by  dealers,  are  obtainable  for 
fifty  cents  or  twenty- five  cents  per  an¬ 
num  it  were  suicide  for  the  publishers 
of  monthly  papers  to  attempt  to  advance 
to  fity  cents.  The  Adhesive,  the  WEST 
and  many  others  of  merit  are  published 
by  non  dealers.  They  derive  no  support 
from  the  businesses  of  those  connected 
with  them  promoted  by  advertising 
space  liberally  used  in  their  columns. 
And  yet  they  must  compete  with  the 
many  dealer  published  papers.  We 
have  long  considered  taking  a  decisive 
step  and  asking  collectors  for  fifty  cents 
for  twelve  numbers,  guaranteeing  en¬ 
largement  and  improvement  in  accord¬ 
ance.  And  after  this  is  done  we  would 
be  receiving  double  the  amount  we  do 
now — and  would  be  giving  double  the 
value,  the  immense  amount  of  addition¬ 
al  work  entailed  receiving  no  compen¬ 
sation  whatever.  The  gain  to  the  col¬ 
lector  would  be  somewhat  imaginary  in 
point  of  cost,  he  paying  for  the  additions. 
And  there  you  are.  The  present  basis 
of  publication  is  too  well  established  by 
years  of  experience  to  suffer  criticism 
from  the  unversed.  To  offer  practical 
suggestions  as  to  contents  is  acceptable 
— to  presume  to  question  the  generosity 
of  publishers  of  better  class  papers  is, 
on  the  face  of  it,  purely  a  play  for  noto¬ 
riety,  nothing  else.

Understand  Mr.  Robie,  one  of  your 
impressive  dealers,  left  a  good  sized 
bunch  of  these  stamps  with  London 
dealers.

Many  American  collectors  probably 
remember  the  former  firm  of  Harry 
Hilckes  &  Co.,  which  failed  in  1S99.  It 
has  been  recently  announced  that  pre¬ 
ferred  shareholders  will  receive  settle¬ 
ment  to  within  six  per  cent  of  twenty 
shillings  to  the  pound.  Considering 
the  forced  sale  of  the  business,  this  is  a 
handsome  showing.  It  certainly  shows 
that  stamps  have  an  intrinsic  value  that 
suffers  little  because  of  circumstances 
that  would  materially  decrease  the  value 
of  almost  any  other  line  of  objects.

America  can  boast  of  many  unique 
stamp  papers,  but  none  to  approach  in 
curiousness  one  coming  from  New  South 
Wales.  It  is  called  “The  Hawkesbury 
Philatelist,”  and  is  entirely  “hand 
made,”  it  being  written  on  foolscap 
paper,  there  being  eight  pages  of  same. 
The  cover  is  quite  an  artistic  production 
of  brush  work.  I  venture  to  say  that 
the  “publishers”  do  not  boast  very  loud¬ 
ly  of  the  circulation.

The  tops  of  the  Arabic  figures  2  in 
the  corners  are  too  sharply  tilted  up¬ 
wards  instead  of  being  nearly  horizontal, 
as  they  should  be.  But  a  sure  test  for 
one  with  good  eyesight  lies  in  the 
pearls  surrounding  the  central  oval :  the 
genuine  has  48  pearls,  but  the  counter¬ 
feit  has  only  43.  The  color  is  good  but 
the  perforation  is  very  poor,  so  poor 
that  I  cannot  gauge  it,  whereas  the 
issues  of  1865  and  1867  are  usually  quite 
cleanly  perforated  12  yi.  All  these 
characteristics  are  also  found  on  a  2 
piastres  blue  forgery,  meant  for  the 
same  issues  as  the  20  paras  before 
described;  perhaps  it  is  printed  from  a 
tranfer  of  the  former  or  vice-''ersa. 
Here  also  there  is  a  difference  in  the 
outer  line  of  the  stamp.  The  genuine 
stamp  is  surrounded  by  a  fine  white  line 
and  an  equally  fine  outer  line  of  color. 
On  the  counterfeit  this  outer  colored 
line  is  very  thick  and  coarse.  To  be 
sure,  one  cannot  always  use  this  for 
comparison,  because  the  impression  of 
the  genuine  stamps  is  often  so  miserable 
that  these  two  outer  lines  are  entirely 
blurred.  Here  is  a  forgery  of  the  5 
piastres  carmine  (or  rose)  of  the  same 
issues.  Here  the  forger  was  either  too 
economical  or  else  slept  at  his  work. 
The  lower  values,  to  be  sure,  change 
only  the  numerals  in  the  colored  design  ; 
hence  the  forger  thought  the  higher 
values  did  the  same.  But  he  was  mis¬ 
taken.  While  the  corner  numerals  on 
the  lower  values  are  contained  in  small 
circles,  the  figures  of  the  5  piastres  are 
contained  in  small  octagons,  curiously 
growing  out  of  the  other  ornamentation. 
The  counterfeiter  did  not  observe  this 
and  put  the  fignres  on  his  production 
into  circles  also  which  renders  further 


description  unnecessary.  The  above 
descriptions  apply  word  for  word,  ex¬ 
cept  as  to  color,  to  counterfeits  of  the 
brown  1,  2  and  5  piastres  unpaid  stamps 
of  the  corresponding  unpaid  sets.  They 
are  evidently  produced  from  the  same 
stones ;  I  suppose  the  other  values  have 
also  been  imitiated  in  the  same  manner. 

On  a  lot  of  counterfeits  of  the  1876 
issue,  with  French  surcharge  of  value, 
now  before  me  the  Turkish  inscriptions 
are  much  better  imitated,  so  well  in  fact 
that  although  there  are  differences,  they 
are  so  minute  that  I  cannot  make  them 
clear  without  illustrations.  The  best 
test  lies  in  the  43  pearls  of  the  central 
oval  (as  against  48  of  the  genuine),  in 
the  clumsy,  thick  figures  2  in  the 
corners  (I  am  now  speaking  of  the  y2 
piastre  green,  whose  value  is  expressed 
in  Turkish  as  20  paras),  and  in  the  word 
Pre.  On  the  genuine  stamp  this  is  sur¬ 
charged  with  type;  the  letters  are 
ordinary  body -type  with  heavy  down- 
strokes  and  thin  cross  strokes.  The 
forgery  is  lithographically  surcharged 
and  the  strokes  of  the  letters  are  of 
uniform  thickness  throughout.  Another 
counterfeit,  this  time  the  %  piastre 
(surcharged  on  10  paras)  does  not  show 
this  characteristic;  the  letters  are  fairly 
well  imitated,  but  the  e  extends  farther 
down  than  that  of  the  r.  The  Arabic 
figure  1  in  the  lower  left  corner  is  near¬ 
ly  vertical,  whereas  on  the  genuine 
stamps  it  leans  considerably  to  the  left 
(the  same  is  true  of  the  three  other 
corners).  A  forgery  of  the  1'/  piastre 
(surcharged  on  50  paras)  furnishes  an 
easy  means  of  identification  in  the 
Arabic  figures  in  the  corners. 
The  thick  strokes  of  the  left- 
hand  numeral — the  Arabic  5 — on  the 
genuine  run  nearly  horizontally ;  on  the 
counterfeit  they  are  nearly  vertical. 
The  righthand  numeral — a  dot,  the 
Arabic  o — on  the  genuine  is  distinctly 
fourcornered;  on  the  counterfeit  it  is  a 
plain  round  dot.  A  counterfeit  of  the  2 
piasares  can  easily  be  told  by  the  s  of 
Pres;  on  the  genuine  the  upper  part  is 
smaller  than  the  lower,  while  on  the 
counterfeit  they  are  of  the  same  size. 
The  5  piastres  has  also  been  imitated.

If  the  number  of  shades  listed  in  the 
catalogues  is  reduced,  the  chance  of 
confusion  will  be  lessened.  It  appears 
to  us  therefore,  to  be  the  part  of  wisdom 
to  eliminate  from  the  catalogues  all 
shades  of  which  a  series  can  be  found, 
grading  gradually  from  light  to  dark, 
no  matter  how  great  the  contrast  is  be¬ 
tween  the  series.  This  would  leave  in 
the  list  only  the  pronounced  shades  of 
which  there  are  no  intermediate  varie¬ 
ties.

It  is  very  convenient,  of  course,  for  a 
collector  to  be  able  to  obtain  for  a  few 
shillings  a  complete  list  of  all  the  varie¬ 
ties  of  the  objects  that  he  collects,  and 
it  may  be  worth  the  while  of  some  deal¬ 
ers  in  stamps  (we  believe  that  it  is  of 
stamps,  alone,  that  such  catalogues  ex¬ 
ist)  to  go  to  the  trouble  and  expense  of 
compiling  and  publishing  these  lists; 
but  where  prices  are  concerned,  it  is 
evident  that  these  alone  can  be  thorough¬ 
ly  reliable  which  are  affixed  to  stamps 
that  are  actually  in  stock  or  are  fre¬ 
quently  in  the  market;  and  that  if  a 
dealer,  in  response  to  the  demands  of 
his  customers  for  a  so-called  Standard 


Catalogue  and  Guide,  prices  things  that 
he  neither  possesses  nor  is  likely  to 
possess,  those  prices  must  be  fictitious, 
and  may  be  quite  inaccurate.

Canada  Stamp  Sheet. 

Doubtless  many  persons  not  informed 
have  wondered  why  the  1889  issue  of 
Salvador  were  surcharged  in  the  same 
year  witji  the  date  “1889”  in  several 
colors  of  ink.  The  reason  generally 
given  for  their  issuance  is  this:  Some¬ 
time  in  the  latter  part  of  1889  the 
national  palaces  of  Salvador  were  de¬ 
stroyed  by  lire.  The  post  office  also 
was  destroyed,  but  some  smoked  stamps 
were  found  in  the  ruins,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  these  stamps 
from  being  used  by  people  who  chanced 
to  find  smoked  sheets  of  them  the 
government  caused  all  the  stamps  re¬ 
maining  on  hand  to  be  surcharged  as 
aforesaid.  In  the  hurry  and  confusion 
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of  doing  this  many  errors  of  surcharg¬ 
ing  occured,  such  as  inverted  sur¬ 
charge,  double  surcharge,  etc.  Prob¬ 
ably  all  of  these  are  authentic.

Hotsj  a  6000  \/ ariety  PacK_et  is 
Constructed. 

Mekeel’s  Weekly  Stamp  News. 

Stanley  Gibbons  Co.,  has  been  en¬ 
gaged  in  building  a  6,000  variety  packet 
that  is  now  offered  at  retail  for  $400. 
It  is  rather  interesting  to  note  the  pro¬ 
cess  by  which  this  monster  packet  was 
created.  The  firm  took  all  the  stamps 
catalogued  from  2c  up  to  ISc,  the  highest 
number  being  found  at  4c  of  which 
there  were  1,067.  The  I2c  stamps 
numbered  1,039,  and  following  closely 
with  947  were  those  catalogued  at  8c. 
The  catalogue  value  of  the  entire  packet 
is  $550. 

Stamps  of  the  Continental  BanK^fiote  Co 
XOith  the  Grill. 

American  Journal  of  Philately. 

For  many  years  it  has  been  held  by 
philatelists  that,  of  all  the  companies 
having  contracts  for  the  manufacture  of 
our  postage  stamps,  the  National  Bank 
Note  Co.,  was  the  only  one  to  use  the 
grill.  It  will  be  remembered  that  in 
June,  1876,  a  stamp  cleaning  case  was 
tried  in  the  courts.  It  was  attended  by 
the  usual  flurry  among  officials  and  a 
revival  of  the  discussion  of  preventatives 
of  such  frauds.  The  Continental  Bank 
Note  Co.,  who  then  held  the  contract 
for  the  manufacture  of  postage  stamps, 
suggested  putting  the  grill  into  use  once 
more.  They  were  instructed  to  prepare 
1,000  copies  of  each  value  current.  As 
they  had  not  the  requisite  machinery 
for  making  the  grill  roller,  they  intrust¬ 
ed  that  work  to  Campbell  &  Watt,  a 
firm  of  machinists  of  New  York  City. 
To  this  we  may  attribute  the  small 
differences  between  this  grill  and  those 
of  the  National  Bank  Note  Co.  The 
order  was  duly  executed  and  perhaps 
slightly  exceeded,  since  it  included  the 


2,  7,  12  and  24  cents  of  the  1873  series, 
which  has  ceased  to  be  issued  to  the 
public.  The  grilled  stamps  were  for¬ 
warded  to  Washington  and  put  into 
circulation;  but  the  Continental  Bank 
Note  Co.,  did  not  receive  any  further 
orders  to  apply  the  patent. 

Since  these  grilled  stamps  were  pre¬ 
pared  on  proper  authorization  and  duly 
issued,  and  used,  there  cannot  be  any 
question  that  they  constitute  a  legiti¬ 
mate  issue  and  are  worthy  of  a  place  in 
any  collection  of  United  States  stamps, 
'•e 

Uhe  Solution  of  the  "Ribbed  Paper 
Question. 

Philatelic  Era. 

The  only  trouble  is  that  friends  of 
mine,  who  know  all  about  paper  making 
and  printing,  insist  that  there  is  no  such 
thing  as  ribbed  paper,  and  I  have  about 
concluded  to  agree  with  them.  They 
say  that  this  paper  never  was  made  with 
ribs  and  that  before  it  went  into  the 
printing  press  it  had  none,  but  that  the 
lines  we  find  on  the  stamps  are  caused 
by  a  worn  blanket  on  the  press.  After 
the  blanket  becomes  worn  the  threads 
of  the  warp  stand  out  prominently  and 
are  pressed  into  the  wet  paper,  at  the 
time  of  printing,  and  form  these  ribbed 
lines. 

I  have  found  ribbed  paper  in  nearly 
every  issue  since  1873,  including  those 
of  recent  date,  as  well  as  department 
stamps,  Newspaper  stamps  and  Postage 
Due  stamps.  I  would  not  be  surprised 
if  the  same  thing  could  be  found  in 
stamps  of  issues  earlier  than  1873;  and 
probably  they  are  all  due  to  the  same 
cause.  ’  ’ 


When  you  write  to  them  say  you 
where  you  saw  their  announcement. 
Some  of  them  advertise  different  lines 
in  different  journals  and  they  can  more 
intelligently  understand  your  letter  if 
you  say  which  particular  advertisment 
has  attracted  your  attention.  Still 
more  important  is  the  fact  that  it  helps 
us.

Speaking  of  trusts.  It  would  appear 
to  a  male  person  esconsed  on  ajimb  that 
in  the  reorganization  of  the  American 
Collectors  Co.,  the  title  of  this  awesome 
corporation  should  have  been  amended 
to  read  “American  Dealers  Co.’’ — it 
would  seem  more  in  keeping  with  the 
plans  and  principles  of  the  company  as 
embodied  in  the  recent  prospectus.  The 
“community  of  interest’’  theory  ex¬ 
emplified:  “We  plan  to  make  prices 
stable,  which  all  can  see  is  for  mutual 
benefit.  This  can  be  accomplished  by 
united  effort  where  all  have  an  interest 
in  effecting  the  result. 

Nothing  is  more  injurious  to  the  one 
who  has  a  relatively  small  capital  in¬ 
vested  in  the  stamp  business  than  to  be 
obliged  to  sell  at  a  fraction  of  their 
value  rare  stamps  which  he  may  be  able 
to  secure.  A  purchase  which  might 
mean  a  small  fortune  thus  results  in 
comparatively  little  gain. 

We  believe  that  our  principles,  and 
efforts  in  accord  with  them,  will  produce 
the  greatest  prosperity  in  the  American 
stamp  business.  ’  ’ 

Note  that  plain,  unvarnished  statement 
“We  believe  that  our  principles,  and 
efforts  to  accord  with  them,  wfill  produce 
the  greatest  prosperity  in  the  American 
stamp  business.’’  American  Collectors 
Co.,  indeed.  The  benevolence  heretofore 
ascribed  to  this  company,  and  cheerfully 
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claimed  by  them,  apparently  extends  in 
the  direction  of  the  dealer’s  pocketbook, 
not  that  of  the  collector,  unless,  per¬ 
chance,  the  latter  owns  stock.  Unless 
affected  with  astigmatism,  between  the 
lines  appears  “It  is  our  everlasting  aim 
to  boost  prices,  to  make  them  stable,  to 
prevent  losses  to  dealers  from  unac-' 
countable  fluctuations.’’ 

That  the  collecting  fraternity  will  suf¬ 
fer  from  this  “octupus”  is  not  to  be 
feared.  The  solidity  of  philately  as  an 
institution  is  not  to  be  questioned,  and 
no  such  combination  of  capital  can  seri¬ 
ously  damage  it.  But  consistency  still 
continues  to  be  a  jewel. 

Present  Day  Philately. 

Edward  W.  McCkeady. 

It  may  be  truthfully  said  that  there 
are  very  few,  if  any  true  philatelists, 
among  the  numerous  collectors  scatter¬ 
ed  about  the  globe.  Of  these,  the 
larger  portion  are  in  Europe. 

It  is  a  fact  that  there  are  thousands 
of  people  who  collect  stamps,  but  how 
many  of  these  are  philatelists  in  the 
true  sense  of  the  word?  How  many 
know  why  they  collect?  Some  pursue 
the  study  for  the  sake  of  gathering  a 
thousand,  or  two  or  three  thousand 
varieties  of  stamps,  and  then  when 
asked  by  an  outsider  w.hat  benefit  they 
derive  from  ‘  that  pile  of  waste  paper,’ 
they  answer  that  it  is  but  a  pastime, 
a  fad,  at  which  the  outsider  “guys” 
them,  and  remarks  that  it  is  an  ex¬ 
pensive  pastime. 

There  are  still  others  -a  little  more 
advanced,  as  it  were— who  are  in  it  for 
what  they  can  get  out  of  it.  These 
glorious  speculators  are  the  principal 
drawback  in  the  advancement  of  Phil¬ 
ately  .  It  is  this  class  that  makes  the 
collector  pay,  and  pay  well  for  what 
he  wants,  and  then  suddenly  unload  a 
large  quantity  of  the  same  stamps  at 
ridiculously  low  prices  and  causes  the 
yalue  of  the  collector’s  holdings  to  fade 


considerably.  It  is  this  class  which 
turns  true  philatelists  away  from 
many  stamps  which  would  have  afford¬ 
ed  much  interesting  study  had  they 
not  “gone  to  the  dogs.” 

The  there  is  the  class  who  collect, 
not  for  a  pastime,  not  for  speculation, 
but  for  the  purpose  of  making  their 
“bits  of  waste  paper”  a  history  of  each 
conntry,  not  represented  by  an  elegant 
binding  of  fine  paper  and  neat  print¬ 
ing  besides  a  few  dollars  in  the  pub¬ 
lishers  pocket,  but  documents,  docu¬ 
ments,  documents!  the  truest  and  best 
historical  records. 

Now,  fellow  collectors,  speculators, 
all;  let  us  get  down  to  collecting  as  it 
ought  to  be.  Let  us  study  our  stamps, 
and  soon  we  will  learn  how  great  and 
glorious  a  science  philately  is.  We 
will  soon  learn  which  stamps  are  de¬ 
sirable  and  not,  and  in  a  short  time 
will  have  collections  to  be  proud  of. 
We  will  then  be  able  to  give  the  out¬ 
sider  an  argument  about  those  “bits 
of  waste  paper”  which  will  be  much 
stronger  than  “fad”  and  “pastime,” 
and  perhaps  interest  them. 

Of  course  it  must  be  admitted  that 
there  is  a  certain  amount  of  speculation 
involved  which  cannot  be  avoided.  For 
instance,  why  are  collectors  buying  up 
the  stamps  of  Hawaii  now?  They  form 
an  interesting  study,  it  is  true,  but  even 
so  why  not  as  much  so  in  the  future  as 
now?  It  is  not  because  their  interest 
will  subside,  but  because  the  supply  is 
not  enough  to  go  around,  and  they  will 
soon  advance  in  price.  Are  they  not 
therefore  speculating  on  a  rise? 

But,  like  everything  else,  there  are 
various  kinds  of  speculation.  Take,  for 
instance,  that,  above  mentioned.  It 
cannot  harm  Philately  but  on  the  con¬ 
trary  will  do  much  to  advance  it.  But 
when  some  scheming  fellow  buys  up  an 
entire  supply  of  a  certain  kind  of  stamps 
holds  them  until  they  rise  in  value, — 
which  they  will  probably  do,  as  there 
will  be  very-  few  on  sale,  to  supplv 
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collectors — then  comes  out  with  them 
and  takes  it  out  of  the  collector — the 
cash,  I  mean — unloads  as  fast  as  he  can, 
the  market  becomes  flooded  with  them, 
the  price  goes  down,  and  the  poor 
collector  “gets  it  in  the  neck.” 

I  may  add  that  there  is  a  good  deal  of 
advantage  derived  from  buying  carefully 
and  much  dissatisfaction  from  buying 
recklessly.  For  instance,  when  a 
collector  buys  right  and  left,  regardless 
of  value — as  long  as  the  stamps  are 
bargains — and  then  from  year  to  year 
when  he  looks  at  the  catalogue  for  the 
value  of  his  holdings,  and  finds  no  ad¬ 
vance— sometimes  they  decrease — he 
becomes  discouraged  and  disposes  of 
his  collection — which  cost  him  consider¬ 
able  cash,  and  much  trouble  for  nothing.

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Dlecessities  of  a  Dlew 

sSf  i Philatelic  ^Publication. 

(By  A.  Has-Been.) 

The  above  caption  may  be  slightly 
misleading,  as  it  is  not  our  intention  to 
advocate  the  necessity  for  any  further 
attempts  in  this  line,  but  simply  to 
throw  out  a  few  hints  to  aid  the  begin¬ 
ners  in  getting  properly  started  on  the 
troubled  sea  of  Philatelic  Journalism. 

In  the  first  place  it  is  a  mistaken  idea 
to  suppose  that  a  person  starting  a 
philatelic  publication  should  be  pos¬ 
sessed  of  large  or  even  moderate  means. 
A  very  insignificant  sum  will  start  one 
out  and  enable  him  to  “supply  a  long 
felt  want”  for  two  or  three  numbers, 
and  at  the  end  of  that  time,  when  the 
want  is  no  longer  “felt,”  his  failure 
will  probably  not  be  noticed  so  much 
as  if  his  capital  had  been  larger. 

Probably  the  most  important  feature 
of  a  new  publication  is  its  staff  of  con¬ 
tributors,  and  in  this  particular  it  is 
always  best  for  a  new  publication  to 
secure  articles  from  members  of  the 
“gang”  or  Philatelic  Writers  Syndi¬ 
cate,  composed  of  Miss  A.  Little  Slow, 
Mr.  Here’s  A  Cheapman,  Mr.  Lei  Fish¬ 
erman,  Mr.  E.  Let  Her  Push  and  others. 
Few  papers  in  the  country  have  been 
able  to  issue  even  a  first  number  with¬ 
out  contributions  by  two  or  more  of 
the  “gang.”  Of  course  papers  thus 
catered  by  the  ‘gang’  even  have  been 
forced  to  suspend  publication,  but  we 
hardly  consider  it  fair  to  attribute  their 
failure  to  the  contributors. 

Another  desirable  thing  is  to  have 
your  paper  printed  by  J.  Weekly  Slow, 
the  great  and  only  philatelic  printer. 
This  insures  the  paper  being  full,  and 
on  time.  In  case  of  a  shortage  of  Phil¬ 
atelic  data  at  any  time,  the  printer'can 
borrow  a  few  pages  of  ‘boiler  plate’ 
from  one  of  your  contemporaries, 
printed  by  him  and  no  one  will  ever 
know  the  difference,  as  the  reading  all 
looks  alike  and  hardly  any  one  takes 


the  trouble  to  actually  read  it. 

Don’t  be  too  hard  on  the  fraternity 
in  point  of  subscription  price.  Thirty 
cents  looks  big  to  some  collectors  and 
when  other  publishers  offer  practically 
the  same  journal  for  twenty  cents  it  is 
liable  to  make  it  hard  for  you  to  in¬ 
crease  your  subscription  list. 

Endeavor  to  be  the  official  organ  of 
something.  If  you  can’t  break  into 
the  arrangements  of  some  of  the  old 
societies,  start  a  new  one  of  your  own. 
It  don’t  cost  much;  won’t  hurt  any  one; 
looks  well;  and  will  increase  your  sub¬ 
scription  list,  as  one  cent  per.  An  ap¬ 
propriate  name  might  be  “Nights  of 
the  Mystic  Stamp;”  “Independent  Or¬ 
der  of  Philatelic  Butchers;”  “Hod  Car¬ 
riers  of  Philatelia;”  etc. 

Never  give  more  than  a  quarter-page 
ad  in  exchange  for  any  article.  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  “gang”  are  satisfied  with 
this  price  and  you  must  avoid  bulling 
the  market  and  causing  an  over  pro¬ 
duction  of  articles  on  Great  Finds, etc. 

Always  accept  any  ad  offered  you  for 
publication,  especially  if  accompanied 
by  cash.  If  the  advertiser  happens 
to  be  a  fraud  you  can  apologise  for  it 
afterwards.  An  apology  don’t  take  up 
much  space  and  you  will  probably 
make  money  on  the  ad.  People  don’t 
mind  being  soaked  a  few  times  any¬ 
way.  Some  even  like  it  and  look  for 
more. 

The  great  qualification  for  a  success¬ 
ful  editor,  however,  lies  in  the  fact 
that  he  must  be  hand- some,  such  as 
our  friend  Billar  O’Ryley.  This  brings 
the  collectors  of  the  fair  sex  to  your 
sanctum  to  sit  and  gaze  on  your  man¬ 
ly  beauty  in  speechless  admiration. 
This  must  be  delightful  to  a  handsome 
and  polished  editor,  and  ought  to  in  a 
measure  compensate  him  for  the  abuse 
heaped  upon  his  head  by  his  loathed 
contemporaries. 

The  last,  and  probably  the  best  ad¬ 
vice  we  can  offer  to  the  person  con¬ 
templating  the  “filling  of  a  long  felt 
want”  is:  “Don’t  do  it.”

Started  to  collect  stamps 
in  1893  with  the  Columbians,  sold  his 
collection  in  1896  to  a  brother,  started 
again  in  1898  with  the  Omahas,  and 
still  retains  his  collection  but  regular¬ 
ly  collects  U.  S.  adhesives  now.

John  F.  Seybold  is  known  as  ar¬ 
dent  an  enthusiastic  collector  for  over 
thirty  years.  He  is  a  man  of  refined 
temperment,  genial  company  and  is 
known  favorably  to  the  business  world 
as  well  as  the  stamp  trade.  His  col¬ 
lection  of  covers  is  the  finest  in  the 
world  and  his  singles,  pairs,  strips 
and  blocks  on  and  off  the  cover  in  U. 
S.  and  foreign  cannot  be  duplicated. 
He  adds  every  week  some  rarity  to  his 
stamps. 

Walter  Sprange— Probably  there  are 
few  amateur  photographers  in  this 
country  who  have  a  more  valuable  and 
interesting  collection  of  negatives  than 
Walter  Sprange,  of  Beach  Bluff,  Mass. 
For  more  than  ten  years  he  has  been 
an  enthusiastic  amateur,  with  the  re¬ 
sult  that,  notwithstanding,  constant 
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“weeding-  out,”  he  has  over  five 
thousanda  4x5  negatives  of  various 
subjects  that  are  good  printers  and 
were  made  a  definite  purpose.  Eight 
summers  have  been  passed  by  him 
with  his  camera  in  the  British  Isles: 
visiting  places  of  historic  note:  and  he 
has  negatives  of  almost  every  ruin, 
castle  and  cathedral,  within  their  con¬ 
fines.  He  has  also  visited  and  photo¬ 
graphed  the  haunts  of  Shakespeare, 
Scott,  Burns  and  other  noted  writers. 

For  many  years  Mr.  Sprange  has 
travelled  for  a  large  corporation,  and 
on  these  trips  has  gleaned  views  of  the 
principal  points  of  interest  as  well  as 
characteristic  views;  at  every  place  he 
has  visited  from  Montreal  to  New  Or¬ 
leans  and  from  Grand  Manan  to  Gold¬ 
en  Gate,  not  forgetting  to  include  the 
homes  of  Colonial  times  and  of  the 
heroes  of  the  Revolution.  For  several 
years  he  has  been  a  constant  contrib¬ 
utor  to  photographic  journals,  and 
although  he  makes  no  claim  to  being  a 
man  of  science,  his  practical  sugges¬ 
tions  for  workers  are  considered  to  be 
of  value  and  assistance.  As  a  rule 
his  articles  are  either  humorous  or  in¬ 
structive,  generally  describing  the  ex¬ 
periences  of  camerists  during  their 
“outings,”  or  trips  to  places  of  inter¬ 
est  with  illustrations  of  them.  Of  late 
years  he  has  been  kept  constantly  at 
work  during  his  leisure  hours  in  sup¬ 
plying  the  popular  magazines  with  il¬ 
lustrated  articles  and  short  sketches. 

The  demand  for  prints  from  Mr. 
Sprange’s  negatives  has  for  several 
yekrs  been  beyond  his  resources  and 
he  has  been  compelled  to  discontinue 
exchanging.  Indeed  he  has  no  time 
to  make  prints.  About  six  years  ago 
he  entrusted  his  negatives  to  the  care 
of  some  young  ladies  who  needed  em¬ 
ployment  and  assistance,  and  paid 
them  for  making  prints  from  them  for 
his  own  use  and  also  for  distribution, 
but  the  increasing  demand  for  prints 


compelled  him  to  turn  all  requests  for 
them  over  to  these  young  ladies.  In 
1896  they  established  the  Gem  View 
Co.  at  Beach  Bluff,  Mass.,  and  ever 
since  then  they  have  been  kept  busy 
filling  orders  for  Mr.  Sprange  and  also 
for  those  who  wish  for  prints  from  his 
negatives. 

Mr.  Sprange  is  the  editor  of  the 
British  and  American  editions  of  the 
“Photo  Blue  Book”  which  contains 
authentic  lists  of  phonographic  socie¬ 
ties  and  their  members,  a  directory  of 
professional  photographers,  and  origi¬ 
nal  and  useful  information  for  the  fra¬ 
ternity.  The  last  editions,  published 
in  1896,  are  all  sold  ont,  and  he  is  at 
work  on  a  new  American  edition,  which 
is  to  appear  at  the  end  of  this  year. 
Hope  to  see  some  of  his  MSS.  in  the 
West  *  >  >  i 

Frank  Arthur  Wishard  Dean.  Gradu¬ 
ate  of  Photo  College  of  Illinois,  was 
born  at  Niagara,  Falls,  N.  Y.,  in  1880 
Traveled  extensively  on  historical  and 
natural  sciences  explorences  through 
Michigan,  Pennsylvania,  Illinois,  Mis¬ 
souri,  having  opened  112  Indian 
mounds  33  of  which  were  in  St  Joe,  Co 
Mich.  He  first  commenced  collecting 
when  6  years  gathering  pretty  stones. 
Then  his  hobby  turned  to  Firemen 
and  miscellaneous  badges,  for  which 
he  took  the  first  prize  in  state  contest 
thence  to  coins  and  any  old  thing. 
When  8  yrs  old  took  up  Taxidermy  with 
one  of  oldest  and  most  noted  taxiderm¬ 
ists  and  after  several  years  up  natural 
history  and  has  collection  of  8000  cat.

Sbufindler  Captured  in  Omaha 


Walker,  Alias  Wetmore;  Alias 
Williams,  Arrested. 

Notorious  Swindler  in  Limbo  At 
Last. 


Destroys  Evidence  of  Gsjilt  by 
Swallowing  Fraudelent 
Draft. 

The  old  axiom  that  the  pitcher  which 
is  taken  to  the  well  too  often  will  get 
broken,  is  true,  if  homely.  The  smooth 
forger  who  recently  fleeced  the  Inter¬ 
national  Stamp  Co.,  of  Montreal,  and 
made  a  Chicago  dealer,  an  attempt  to 
operate  in  Boston,  has  undoubtedly  pro¬ 
foundly  meditated  on  the  truth  of  the 
above  saying  while  sitting  in  his  cell  in 
the  Omaha  police  station  where  he  has 
been  “in  duress  vile”  since  Aug.  6. 
Philatelists  the  world  over  will  learn  of 
his  apprehension  with  satisfaction,  and 
will  eagerly  await  the  announcement  of 
his  conviction. 

Williams,  as  he  called  himself  in 
Omaha,  chose  the  Omaha  Stamp  &Coin 
Co.,  for  his  victim  this  time  “and  there¬ 
by  hangs  a  tale.”  As  related  to  a  repre¬ 
sentation  of  the  West  by  Mr.  Negreen, 
of  the  above  firm,  the  story  is  substan¬ 
tially  as  follows : 

About  1:30  P.  M.  Aug.  6,  a  man  of 
good  appearance  walked  into  the  office 
of  the  above  company  and,  stating  that 
he  was  a  stamp  collector,  and  that  he 
wished  to  buy  some  stamps — not  for 
himself,  but  for  a  friend,  whose  want 
list  he  had  with  him,  and,  wishing  to 
profit,  wanted  to  buy  at  a  close  figure  to 
enable  him  to  re-sell  at  an  advance. 
After  looking  over  a  number  of  the 
firms  stock  books,  incidentally  display¬ 
ing  his  thorough  familiarity’  with  the 
technical  side  of  collecting,  he  picked 
on  four  or  five  U.  S.  stamps  of  good 
quality,  and  after  much  quibbling, 
agreed  to  take  them  for  $10.00.  How¬ 
ever,  he  had  no  change — “would  they 
cash  a  draft  for  $25.00  drawn  by  his 
firm?”  producing  the  draft,  which  was 
drawn  on  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Minneapolis,  and  signed  by  the  North¬ 
western  Milling  Co.,  which  firm  Wil¬ 
liams  stated  he  was  travelling  for.  The 
draft  bore  every  appearance  of  genuiness, 
but  the  dealers  suspicions  arose,  and, 
recalling  the  Montreal  happening,  found 
that  his  customer  answered  the  publish¬ 
ed  descriptions  of  the  Montreal  rogue 
and  that  his  methods  seemed  similar — 
quickly  calculating  on  a  plan  to  appre¬ 


hend  and  investigate,  he  told  Williams 
that  he  would  be  happy  to  cash  the  draft, 
and  begged  to  be  excused  a  few  minutes 
while  he  took  it  to  the  bank,  he  lacking 
sufficient  funds  on  hand  to  cash  it,  in 
the  meantime  handing  the  stamps  se¬ 
lected  to  his  stenographer  for  keeping 
until  his  return.  Williams  apparently 
had  no  immediate  suspicion  of  the  deal¬ 
er’s  intentions,  and  expressed  his  wil¬ 
lingness  to  await  his  return,  settling 
himself  into  a  comfortable  attitude  in  an 
easy  chair. 

Once  on  the  street,  a  telephone  was 
found  and  the  police  station  communi¬ 
cated  with,  and  a  bicycle  detective  soon 
appeared. 

A  few  steps  from  the  rendesvouz 
Williams  was  met,  he  apparently  having 
become  alarmed.  Stepping  up  to  him, 
the  dealer  asked  to  be  allowed  to  intro¬ 
duce  him  to  a  friend  who  be  had  op¬ 
portunely  met  and  who  would  cash  the 
draft.  His  suspicion  allayed,  Williams 
shook  hands  in  a  nonchalant  manner, 
and  the  three  walked  into  an  office  near 
by,  where  the  draft  was  produced  and 
handed  to  the  officer.  That  guileless 
individual,  after  a  casual  inspection — 
returned  it,  (Oh  ye  gods  and  little  fishes) 
excused 'himself  “for  a  moment”  and 
made  for  a  telephone  to  call  for  (though 
why  he  should  do  this  is  still  as  myster¬ 
ious  as  the  returning  of  the  draft,  the 
bona  fide  evidence  of  guilt,  is  inexplic¬ 
able.  Taking  immediate  alarm,  Wil¬ 
liams  tore  the  incriminating  paper  to 
bits,  chewed  it,  swallowed  it,  and,  while 
sc  doing,  made  a  hasty  exit,  closely 
pursued  by  the  dealer,  the  officer  triumph¬ 
antly  bringing  up  the  rear.  A  short 
chase  and  Williams  was  brought  to  bay, 
and,  despite  frantic  resistance,  arrested. 
A  trip  to  the  patrol  box — a  ride  in  the 
“hoodlum”  and  the  thing  was  done. 

Concealed  in  Williams  shoes  were 
found  several  blank  checks  and  a  rail¬ 
road  check  for  a  trunk ;  and  on  his 
person,  $266.00  in  currency,  a  number 
of  stamps  and  a  revolver.  What  proved 
to  be  his  luggage  was  found  to  contain 
blank  checks  and  drafts  on  banks 
in  many  prominent  '  cities  of  the 
United  States  and  a  collection 
of  stamps  catalogued  at  about  $1000.00 
were  part  of  the  contents.  A  package 
of  Columbian  envelopes  which  may  be 
those  procured  from  the  Montreal  deal¬ 
er  was  also  noticed. 

Telegraphic  communication  with 
Montreal  seems  to  prove  conclusively 
that  Williams  is  none  other  than  the 
sharper  wanted  there.  The  Chicago 
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authorities  have  also  been  communi¬ 
cated  with.  The  police  had  him  phot¬ 
ographed  and  measured  by  the  Bertil- 
lion  system  the  morning  after  his  cap¬ 
ture,  and  an  inspection  of  this  by  the 
Montreal  victims  will  settle  the  matter. 

(His  picture  will  appear  in  the  WEST 
next  month.) 

The  Omaha  officials  are  dubious 
about  conviction,  as  the  only  trace  of 
evidence  was  lost  when  the  draft  was 
destroyed.  It  is  hoped  to  have  him 
convicted  for  offenses  in  Chicago, 
Boston  or  Montreal,  if  possible. 

At  the  hour  of  going  to  press,  his 
trial  had  not  been  held.  Full  details 
will  appear  in  the  next  number  of  the 
West. 

REVIEW.

Foreign  Papers 

An  auction  sale  in  Japan  is  entertain¬ 
ingly  described  in  Morley’s  Philatelic 
Journal  for  July.  It  is  rather  different 
from  those  here,  being  conducted  more 
on  the  principle  of  our  mail  auctions. 
Another  paper  of  interest  is  Mr.  Morley’s 
paper  on  the  stamps  of  Tonga,  and  the 
fiscal,  telegraph  and  railway  stamp  de¬ 
partments  are  up  to  the  usual  standard 
of  excellence.  The  catalague  of  Argen¬ 
tine  fiscals  running  in  his  paper  reaches 
the  province  of  Buenos  Aires  in  this 
number  and  is  accompanied  by  a  sketch 
map  showing  the  various  stamp-issuing 
provinces  and  municipalities  of  the 
Argentine  Republic. 

In  the  Philatelic  Referee  for  June 
South  Africa  is  to  the  fore,  one  article 
dealing  with  the  Mafeking  provisionals 
and  another  article  the  early  issues  of 
the  South  African  Republic;  both  are 
interestingly  written,  though  bringing 
nothing  new.  The  article  on  Haiti  deals 
with  the  1887  issue  of  the  black  republic. 

Three  great  articles  form  the  main 
contents  of  Le  Pliilateliste  Francais  for 
June.  The  one  on  the  stamps  of 
Roumania  deals  with  the  issues  of  1872 
(engraved  by  Barre  and  printed  at  Paris) 
of  1876  (same  printed  at  Bucarest)  and 
of  1879.  The  article  on  those  of  the 
United  States  deals  with  the  impressions 
of  the  Continental  Bank  Note  Co.  A 
new  article  deals  with  the  Belgian  post¬ 
age- due  stamps,  giving  much  new  and 
authentic  information  as  to  the  various 
printings.  A  shorter  article  grapples 
with  the  inexhaustible  subject  of  Austrian 
perforations. 


Mr.  Stone  of  Springfield — our  precious 
stone — will  appreciate  the  July  number 
of  the  Schweizer  Briefinarken-Zeitung, 
for  it  contains  a  long  descriptive  list  of 
all  the  philatelic  papers  so  far  produced 
by  Switzerland.  Another  article  deals 
with  the  postal  history  of  Brunswick. 
It  having  been  claimed  in  the  last 
number  of  the  S.  B.  Z.  that  the  re¬ 
engraved  25c  or  the  Swiss  Jubilee  issue 
was  never  sold  to  the  public,  a  corre¬ 
spondent  in  this  number  claims  that  not 
a  few  of  them  reached  the  public  after 
all.  Only  4200  copies  of  the  re-engrav¬ 
ed  type  were  printed  in  all.  No  decision 
has  not  yet  been  reached  as  to  the  new 
design. 

With  justifiable  pride  the  May  number 
of  the  Revista  de  la  Sociedad  Filatelica 
Argentina  reproduces  facsimiles  of  the 
silver  medal  and  diploma  won  by  it  at 
the  Paris  Exposition — a  well  deserved 
honor.  A  large  number  of  counterfeits 
are  described  and  illustrated.  The  rest 
of  the  contents  are  chiefly  official  matter 
of  the  proprietary  society. 

A  letter  from  Abyssina  printed  in  Die 
Post  states  that  the  so  called  postage- 
due  stamps  of  this  country  are  absolute¬ 
ly  unknown  there,  being  no  doubt  a 
fraudlent  speculation.  The  ordinary 
issue  is  being  sold  out  to  dealers,  as  the 
currency  is  about  to  be  changed;  the 
Thaler  will  in  the  future  be  divided  into 
lr0  centiemes.  The  long-continued 
ai  ticle  on  German  colonial  postmarks 
deals  with  those  of  German  East  Africa. 

Catalogues  have  their  faults,  no  matter 
what  their  language.  The  May  number 
of  Filatelia  (of  Buenos  Aires)  contains 
a  roast  of  the  last  edition  of  the  Galvez 
catalogue,  the  standard  in  the  Spanish 
language.  Let  the  other  cataloguers 
take  heart;  their  Spanish  colleague  is 
criticized  as  unsparingly  as  they  are. 
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A  note  of  interest  describes  a  counter¬ 
feit  (lately  discovered)  of  the  current 
blue  200  reis  stamp  of  Brazil,  made  to 
defraud  the  government.

An  article  in  the  July  number  of  Le 
Timbrophile  Beige  deals  with  the  late 
surcharged  sets  of  Crete  and  gives  the 
reason  for  the  surcharge.  It  was  applied 
so  that  they  might  be  sold  not  at  their 
face  value,  but  at  a  value  corresponding 
to  the  stamps  sold  by  the  various  foreign 
offices  in  Crete.  The  following  are 
given  as  the  real  values  at  which  they 
were  sold:

Another  item  states  that  in  December 
1900  there  were  destroyed  at  the  govern¬

Malietoa,  1894,  cross. 

No.  4  of  Philatelic  Diterature  is  also 
the  last  issued  by  Mr.  Lehnar,  much  to 
the  regret  of  literature  collectors.  Per¬ 
haps  it  may  be  reissued  by  other  hands; 
let  us  hope  to  see  it  again.

There  are  people  over  in  Britain  who 
collect  stamp  auction  catalogues  and  the 
Stamp  Collector  for  August  gives 
a  long  catalogue  of  such.  I  doubt 
whether  many  are  saved  over  here.  The 
South  African  war  stamps  figure  in  this 
number  also  in  an  article  on  the  usual 
lines.  The  other  contents  are  all  re¬ 
printed.

Volume  Eleven  of  Stanley  Gibbons 
Monthly  Journal  is*completed  with  the 
June  number;  I  trust  there  will  be 
many  more.  Mr.  Hull  continues  his 


valuable  history  of  the  stamps  of  the 
Cook  Islands;  it  is  illustrated  by  very 
interesting  reproductions  of  proofs  from 
various  stages  of  the  die  for  the  Queen 
Makea  stamps.  It  is  curious  to  thus 
trace  the  gensis  of  a  postage  stamp.  In 
his  native  Indian  series  Major  Evans 
deals  at  length  writh  the  Official  stamps 
and  with  the  envelopes  of  Hyderabad. 
Four  types  of  the  Sarkari  surcharge  are 
reproduced  from  an  official  document. 
The  translatioa  of  Lieut.  Ohrt’s  work 
an  Oldenburg  is  concluded.

A  curious  new  German  provisional 
is  described  in  the  July  number  of  Der 
Philatelist.  It  was  issued  on  board 
the  German  man-of-war  Vineta  (the 
German  war- vessels  all  have  a  post- 
office  on  board  for  the  benefit  of  the 
crevr)  and  consists  of  the  current  5pf. 
stamp  divided  in  two  vertically  and 
surcharged  3  pf  in  violet  ink,  the  die 
being  apparently  made  of  wood  or 
cork.  A  number  of  Italian,  Peruvian 
and  Puerto  Rican  counterfeits  and 
forged  cancellations  are  described,  as 
always,  Her  Philatelist  devotes  con¬ 
siderable  space  to  literature  lists. 


The  July  number  of  the  London 
Philatelist  speaks  at  length  of  the 
forthcoming  South  African  Stamp  Ex¬ 
hibition  to  be  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Loudon  Society  early  this  sea¬ 
son.  A  paper  of  great  interest — il¬ 
lustrated  by  a  splendid  autotype  plate — 
is  Mr.  Castle’s  article  on  the  early  is¬ 
sues  of  Portugal,  in  regard  to  which 
comparatively  little  information  has 
heretofore  been  available.  I  note  that 
the  initials  on  the  bust  of  the  first  is¬ 
sue  are  those  of  the  engraver  Francisco 
Borga  Freire.  Contrary  to  other 
authorities  the  author  finds  two  distinct 
dies  of  the  first  issue,  the  difference 
lying  chiefly  in  the  curl  of  hair  at  the 
Queen’s  neck. 
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M.  Mahe  pours  out  the  vials  of  his 
scorn  upon  the  alleged  discovery  of 
secret  marks  on  the  old  issues  of  France 
in  the  June  number  of  the  Revue  Phil- 
atelique  Franchise;  they  are  mere  ac¬ 
cidental  imperfections,  according  to 
him  (including  the  tete-beche  varieties) 
The  inexhaustible  M.  Flandrin  deals 
with  the  stamps  of  Gambia,  without 
producing  anything  new.  A  long  article 
deals  with  a  recent  Parisian  scandal, 
the  5  franc  stamp  of  Vathy  having 
been  reissued  in  large  quantities  after 
the  authorities  had  assured  the  stamp 
world  that  the  stock  was  exhausted. 
As  a  result  the  price  fell  from  50  to  6 
francs  and  various  dealers  lost  consid¬ 
erably.  Another  article  illustrates 
various  errors  of  the  late  Petersburg 
provisionals  of  the  Transvaal.  There 
is  also  an  interesting  fiscal  department. 

Mr.  Pemberton  is  still  after  the  Greek 
stamps  in  the  Philatelic  Journal  of 
Great  Britain  for  July;  he  is  now  at 
the  impressions  from  the  cleaned  plate 
in  1870  and  later.  The  editor  speaks 
his  mind  as  follows  regarding  our 
stamp  papers:  “Some  of  the  American 
papers  are  the  most  original  on  earth, 
but  they  rarely  have  anything  new  in 
them.  The  originality  is  confined  al¬ 
most  entirely  to  the  advertisement  de¬ 
partments  and  the  ingenious  way  in 
which  dealers'  wares  are  puffed  in  the 
“literary"  portions  of  the  journal. 
These  must  be  the  publications  which 
our  critic  has  in  his  mind,  but  to  call 
them  “literature”  which  needs  improv¬ 
ing,  is  flattering  them  in  a  subtle  way.” 
Let  us  hope  that  a  perusal  of  the  Phil¬ 
atelic  West  will  incline  the  editor  to 
kindlier  views,  though  we  must  admit 
that  not  a  few  of  our  papers  justify 
these  remarks.

The  Philatelic  Chronicle  and  Ad- 
\  ei  tiser  in  its  July  number  states  that 


Canada  is  already  on  the  verge  of  is¬ 
suing  a  new  set  with  the  head  of  King 
Edward.

Some  dangerous  forgeries  of  Tuscan 
stamps  are  illustrated  in  No.  266  of 
the  Stamp  Collectors’  Fortnightly. 
The  paper  is  sprightly,  but  the  con¬ 
tents  are  very  largely  reprinted.

Montenegro  is  about  to  replace  its 
coinage  in  novicics  by  one  in  hellers 
and  Kronen,  like  that  of  Austria; 
this  seems  to  herald  a  new  set  of  post¬ 
age  stamps  before  long.

Two  types  exist  of  the  current  100 
and  200  reis  stamps  of  Brazil.  The 
first  type  of  these  values  shows  the 
background  of  the  centre,  formed  bj" 
paralell  lines,  enclosed  by  an  elliptical 
line;  on  the  second  there  is  no  such  line 
and  the  background  shows  only  the 
plain  lines.  These  types  according  to 
Sr.  Rosaner  originate  as  follows:  The 
first  printings  of  these  stamps  were 
made  in  two  operations:  the  outer  part 
of  the  stamp  was  printed  first,  then 
the  center  (the  same  as  formerly  when 
the  stamps  were  bicolored),  while  at 
present  both  are  united  in  the  same 
plate.  The  difference  in  color  between 
the  center  and  the  margin  is  another 
reason  which  confirms  this  opinion.

There  will  soon  appear  a  new  series 
for  the  French  colony  of  Djibouti.  The 
engravings  are  done  and  are  said  to  be 
very  beautiful.

Some  Shell 

C\iriOS  fores/ygaines? 

The  mollusks  given  below  are  each 
distinguished  from  ordinary  shells  by 
some  peculiar  characteristic,  of  which 
we  shall  try  to  give  a  short  description 
in  each  case.  The  Chiton  a  peculiar 
marine  shell  is  formed  in  the  shape  of 
an  elongated  hemisphere.  It  is  com¬ 
posed  of  eight  plates,  rounded  and  over¬ 
lapping  each  other,  surrounded  in  turn 
by  a  ring  of  animal  matter.  This  shell 
frequent  on  very  many  coasts.  Another 
name  for  this  shell  is  the  “mermaid 
cradle.” 

The  Pearky  Nautilus,  a  shell  arranged 
in  a  conical  whorl,  enjoys  a  rather  mark¬ 
ed  distinction  as  k  is  the  only  survivor 
of  almost  unnumerable  ancestors.  These 
geological  shells,  the  Ammonites  are  so 
numerous  that  two  thousand  species  or 
more  are  now  known.  The  animal  liv¬ 
ing  in  the  Nautilus  shell  adds  a  new 
spiral  chamber  to  it’s  house  each  year, 
and  lives  in  the  last  chamber  made. 
These  shells  are  more  numerous  in  the 
Southern  Pacific  than  any  other  locality. 
It  is  to  the  Nautilus  described  that 
Holmes  refers  in  his  famous  poem. 

The  Vermetus  Lumbricatus  or  Worm 
Shell  is  very  numerous  on  the  Florida 
coast.  This  shell  is  very  narrow,  and 
has  a  number  of  spiral  windings;  hence 
its  name.  One  of  the  shells  somewhat 
resembles  a  moving  serpent. 

A  very  popular  little  Florida  shell  also, 
and  one  much  sold  by  dealers,  is  the 
Bleeding- tooth.  This  shell  is  rather 
flattened,  but  is  rounded  and  has  a  spi¬ 
ral  form.  It  gets  its  name  from  the  fact 
that  the  inner  lip  of  the  shell  is  raised 
up  into  a  white  notch,  surrounded  by  a 
red  coloration,  the  whole  resembling 
very  vividly  a  bleeding  tooth.  These 
shells  are  usually  light  yellow  on  the 
exterior,  with  pink  to  brown  spots.  The 
peculiar  phenomena  mentioned  is  usual¬ 


ly  more  marked  on  the  larger  shells. 

The  Spindle-shell,  also  marine  gets 
its  name  from  its  resemblance  to  a  re¬ 
volving  spindle.  The  Key-hole  Simpet 
is  a  flattened  conical  shell  with  a  small 
hole  in  the  top  of  the  cone.  It  is  often 
found  adhering  to  rocks. 

But  mollusks  are  not  the  only  animals 
living  in  mollusk  shells  by  any  means. 
On  coasts  where  the  Hermit  Crab  is 
abundant  just  the  contrary  may  be  look¬ 
ed  for.  These  little  fighting  crabs  have 
adapted  themselves  in  the  course  of 
time  to  life  in  the  shells  and  are  now 
seldom  found  elsewhere,  as  their  hard 
covering  has  become  softened  in  the 
course  of  events.  When  two  crabs  come 
to  the  same  shell  at  the  same  time,  of 
course  there  is  pretty  sure  to  be  a  good 
fight.  The  animals  by  living  in  shells 
continually  have  become  misshapen  and 
therefore  usually  grow  in  the  shape  of 
the  shelf.  Of  course  as  the  crab  grows 
too  large,  it  has  to  look  for  larger 
dwelling  quarters  from  time  to  time. 

The  Spiney  Murex,  a  marine  shell, 
and  a  member  of  the  Murex  family  is 
entirely  covered  at  various  intervals, 
with  long  sharp  pines,  which  gives  the 
shell  a  most  barbarous  appearance.  This 
shell  has  also  the  names  of  Venis  Comb 
and  Thorny  Woodcock. 

The  money-cowrv,  a  little  shell  less 
than  an  inch  long,  is  used  by  the  natives 
of  Western  Africa,  for  money,  and 
hence  has  a  peculiar  interest  for  that 
reason.  This  shell  is  a  small  species 
of  the  Cowry  family. 

If  any  readers  are  interested  further, 
I  reier  you  to  Messrs.  J.  F.  Powell. 
Waukegan,  Ill.,  and  the  Naturalist’s 
Supply  Association,  Chicago,  both  of 
whom  are  very  extensive  dealers  in 
shells  and  similar  specimens.

'Crystals... 

Tire  collecting 
of  minerals  may 
usually  be  di¬ 
vided  into  three 
periods:  1st. 
The  accumula- 
tion  of  the 
“pretty  stones’7 
of  our  child¬ 
hood.  2nd. 
T  he  eager 
gatheri  n  g  of 
fine  cry  s  t  a  I  s 
and  showy 
specimens.  3rd 
and  last.  The  search  after  rare  minerals 
without  regard  for  their  beauty.  Most 
of  us  are  in  the  second  of  the  divisions 
and  it  is  with  the  hope  bf  benefitting 
such  that  I  give  here  a  few  facts  con- 
c  riling  perhaps  the  prettiest— certainly 
the  commonest  of  the  crystallized 
minerals  in  our  cabinets. 

Most  crystals  are  formed  bv  deposition 
from  some  more  or  less  liquid  material 
and  they  continue  to  enlarge  so  long  as 
the  fluid,  or  mineralizer,  surrounds  or 
even  drips  upon  them.  The  mineralizer 
in  the  case  of  quartz  is  hot,  alkaline 
water,  which  by  cooling  or  evaporation, 
leaves  the  Oxide  of  Silicon — quartz — in 
a  more  or  less  pure  condition,  completely, 
or  partially  filling  <he  tissue  through 
which  the  mineralizer  flowed. 

All  minerals  crystallize  in  one  of  the 
great  systems  and  do  not  deviate  far 
from  certain  well  established  forms,  but 
slight  differences  in  composition  or 
mode  of  formation  may  cause  the  same 
mineral  to  assume  several  different 
“habits”  and  quartz  shows  a  slightly 
different  habit  in  almost  every  locality. 
These  habits  may  be  broadly  divided 
into  the  single  terminated, — Figs.  1  and 
2— the  capped— Fig.  3— and  the  double 


terminated  crystals — Figs.  4  and  5. 

All  the  varieties  bear  tfie  geometric 
forms  characteristic  of  this  mineral,  i.  e. 
the  hexagonal  prism,  plus  and  minus 
rhombohedron  and  often  other  less 
important  forms,  such  as  the  trigonal 
trapezohedron  etc.,  to  the  number  of 
about  one  hundred  and  seventy-five. 
The  plus  rhombohedron,  which  is  shown 
in  Fig.  1  as  at  both  sides  of  the  upper 
termination  of  the  crystal,  is  usually 
much  larger  and  more  brilliant  than  the 
minus  rhombohedron,  which  is  only 
shown  in  this  cut  by  the  single,  small, 
isosceies  triangle  directly  facing  the 
reader. 


There  are  usually  three  plus  and  three 
minus  rhomb  faces  at  each  end  of  a 
crystal,  each  rhomb  face  being  directly 
over  a  prism  face  and  the  plus  rhomb 
faces  on  one  end  are  directly  above  the 
minus  rhomb  faces  on  one  end  are 
directly  above  the  minus  rhomb  faces 
on  the  other  end  when  the  crystal  is 
double  terminated.  The  trigonal  trap¬ 
ezohedron  would  be  represented  by  a 
small  face  truneating,  or  cutting,  the 
edge  between  the  plus  and  minus  rhomb 
faces.  It  would  appear  in  three  places 
at  each  end  of  the  crystal.

In  connection  with  the  census  of  Can¬ 
ada  which  has  recently  been  taken  the 
following  has  a  peculiar  interest:  “In 
the  seventeenth  century,  nine  censuses 
of  New  France  and  five  of  Acadia  were 
taken.  Twtelve  censuses  were  taken  in 
the  eighteenth  century.  In  the  first 
twenty-five  years  of  the  nineteenth  cen¬ 
tury  but  one  census  was  taken — that  of 
1817 — which  was  a  census  of  Nova 
Scotia.  In  1824  there  was  a  census  of 
Upper  Canada  and  of  New  Brunswick. 
From  1824  to  1842  Upper  Canada  had  a 
yearly  census,  and  in  the  same  period 
the  census  was  taken  twice  for  Lower 
Canada,  twice  for  Nova  Scotia,  thrice 
for  New  Brunswick,  once  for  Prince  Ed¬ 
ward  Island,  and  four  times  for  Assini- 
boia.  Coming  down  to  1860-61,  all  the 
provinces  took  censuses,  excepting 
British  Columbia.  In  1870-71,  there 
were  censuses  simultaneously  in  all  the 
provinces,  excepting  British  Columbia 
and  Manitoba,  which  took  theirs  in 
1870.  The  census  of  Canada  was  taken, 
as  of  the  same  day,  throughout  the  Do¬ 
minion,  in  1880-81  and  1890-91.

In  Ottawa,  Ontario  on  the  31st  of  May 
last,  some  workmen  while  digging  out  a 
cellar  under  an  old  building  situated  at 
the  rear  of  Bryson,  Graham  &  Co.’s 
store,  unearthed  a  stone  of  a  dark  brown 
color  three  feet  in  length  and  one  and  a 
half  feet  in  width  and  bearing  the  in¬ 
scription  “April  7.  Here  fell  D’Arcy 
McGee.”  The  stone  had  evidently  been 
broken  off  a  larger  piece,  as  one  side 
has  a  ragged  edge.  A  piece  of  similar 
stone  also  bearing  an  inscription  was 
found  years  ago  while  excavating  for 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building.  The  stone 
was  viewed  by  a  large  and  curious 
crowd.  Hon.  Thomas  D’Archy  McGee 
was  an  Irish  Canadian  statesman  from 
the  district  of  Montreal.  He  was  mur¬ 
dered  shortly  after  leaving  the  parlia¬ 


ment  buildings  on  the  way  to  his  lodg¬ 
ings,  April  7th  1868.

The  historic  site  at  Quebec  known  as 
the  Plains  of  Abraham  was  purchased 
last  month  from  the  nuns  by  the  gov¬ 
ernment  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  for

poses.  On  these  plains  history  tells 
was  fought  between  the  English  and  the 
French  for  the  conquest  of  Canada,  and 
Wolfe  and  Montcalm  both  received  their 
death  wounds.

.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Royal  So¬ 
ciety  of  Canada  was  held  in  Ottawa  last 
month  Dr.  Louis  Frechette,  the  presi¬ 
dent,  delivered  the  annual  address.  He 
spoke  in  French  and  dealt  with  the 
present  age.  In  course  of  his  remarks 
he  said  it  was  a  cause  for  pride  that  we 
have  in  Canada  two  such  races  as  the 
French  and  English  to  draw  from.  This 
meant  a  nation  of  high  civilization  and 
broad  aims.  He  said  there  were  no 
more  loyal  people  in  the  empire  than 
the  French.  The  annual  report  of  the 
society  condemned  yellow  journals. 

Some  routine  business  was  carried 
through.  Dr.  Laberge  exhibited  a  small 
ivory  bust  of  Queen  Victoria  of  very  ar¬ 
tistic  workmanship  by  M.  Noble  1856;  a 
silver  plated  platter  cover  with  a  coat  of 
arms  engraved  thereon.  He  was  anxious 
to  know  to  w'hat  family  it  belonged. 
They  wrere  emblazoned  with  a  chevron 
and  three  fawns.  Mr.  J.  H.  Ross  ex¬ 
hibited  a  large  album  containing  about 
150  pen  and  ink  drawings  of  old  Mont¬ 
real  buildings,  many  of  which  have  long 
ago  been  demolished.  A  subscription 
was  started  to  secure  the  album  for  the 
museum.

It  has  been 
found  that  the  pipes  used  by  the  ancient 
Romans  were  made  on  the  same  plan, 
the  bowl  being  an  invention  reserved 
for  a  comparatively  recent  day.

There  is  a  group  of  “official  treaties” 
in  the  exhibit  of  the  United  State  De¬ 
partment  of  State  at  the  Buffalo  Exposi¬ 
tion  which  excites  much  curiosity.  One 
of  these  is  written  in  Greek  on  a  slab  of 


white  Pentelican  marble.  It  was  found 
among  the  ruins  of  the  Acropolis  and 
belongs  to  the  age  of  Pericles.  It  is  a 
treaty  between  the  Athenians  and  Chal- 
cideans.  The  translation  made  by 
Professor  Gildefsleeve  accompanies  it. 
It  was  sent  to  the  Department  of  State 
by  General  Merideth  Reid  when  he  was 
Minister  to  Greece,  but  has  never  before 
been  permitted  to  leave  the  Department 
Building  itt  Washington.  Another 
curious  “treaty”  is  in  the  form  of  the 
tooth  of  a  sea-monster  sent  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States  by  the 
Chief  of  the  Fiji  Islands.  Collectors 
will  enjoy  a  look  at  these  when  they 
visit  Buffalo.

The  first  and  last  guns  fired  in  the 
civil  war  are  to  be  seen  in  the  govern¬ 
ment  building  at  the  Buffalo  Exposition. 
The  former  is  a  four-pounder,  smooth¬ 
bore,  gun,  fired  by  a  citizen  of  Vicks¬ 
burg  at  a  U.  S.  steamer  passing  that 
place,  supposed  to  be  bound  for  New 
Orleans  with  U.  S.  army  supplies  and 
rations.  This  shot  was  fired  several 
days  before  the  firing  on  Fort  Sumpter. 
The  other  piece  is  a  three-inch  wrought- 
iron  rifle,  and  is  the  last  gun  fired  be¬ 
fore  the  surrender  of  Lee  at  Appomattox. 
Both  guns  are  from  the  West  Point 
Museum.

The  state  of  Missouri  has  a  fine 
mineral  exhibit  in  the  Mines  Building 
at  the  Buffalo  Exposition.  Various 
crystalizations  of  south  Missouri  minerals 
including  calcite,  dolomite,  Galena,  and 
barite  occupy  one  case,  and  a  rare  and 
extremely  fine  collection  of  crystaliza¬ 
tions  of  zinc  occupies  another  and  at¬ 
tracts  much  attention.  Granite  build¬ 
ing  blocks  said  to  be  equal  if  not  superi¬ 
or  to  the  Scotch  granite  are  shown. 
Keolin,  from  which  china  ware  is  made 
is  shown  with  the  ware  from  it.  A 
large  disc  of  tripoli  from  which  gravity 
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filters  are  made  is  an  interesting-  ex¬ 
hibit.  In  a  portico  of  the  Mines 
Building-,  Missouri  has  an  exhibit 
consisting  of  a  fifteen  hundred  pound 
specimen  of  zinc  and  several  others 
weighing  in  the  vicinity  of  1000  pounds. 
At  least  six  tons  of  ore  are  included  in 
this  portion  of  the  exhibit.  Mineral¬ 
ogists  who  visit  the  Bxpdsition  must 
not  forget  to  look  up  Missouri’s  dis¬ 
play.

At  a  recent  autograph  sale  a  long 
autograph  journal-letter, dated  January 
13-27,  1^20,  from  John  Keats,  the  poet, 
to  his  sister-in-law,  Georgiana,  was 
sold  for  $300.  A  complete  holograph 
manuscript  of  Keats’  poem  “To 
Charles  Cowden  Clarke,”  dated  1816, 
went  for  $325.

According  to  a  recent  New  York  let¬ 
ter  John  Lewis  Childs  of  Floral  Park, 
N.  Y.,  well  know  as  a  florist  and  seeds¬ 
man,  paid  the  other  day  $25,000  for  a 
collection  of  birds’-eggs.  Of  course  it 
is  said  to  be  the  finest  collection  of 
eggs  in  the  United  States,  and  Mr. 
Childs  considers  that  he  secured  a  rare 
bargain.  The  collection  was  purchas¬ 
ed  from  Miss  Jean  Bell  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  who  has  for  years  been  gather¬ 
ing  the  eggs.  They  are  made  up  in 
sets,  according  to  the  number  the  birds 
lay,  and  there  are  820  specie  represent¬ 
ed.  In  addition  to  the  eggs  there  are 
some  400  nests,  and  several  mounted 
birds.  One  of  the  most  valuable  of  the 
specimens  is  that  of  the  nut-cracker,  a 
bird  which  inhabits  the  remote  mount¬ 
ains  of  Utah.  Miss  Bell  the  original 
owner,  organized  an  expedition  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  this  specimen. 
After  many  months  she  succeeded  in 
capturing  a  nest  filled  with  eggs,  and 
to  make  the  collection  complete  she 
secured  a  bird  also.  Another  rare  set 
of  eggs  were  those  laid  by  the  solitary 
sandpiper,  which  inhabits  the  Arctic 
zone.  Then  there  is  a  collection  of 
eggs  of  the  California  candor,  or  vul¬ 
ture,  now  practically  extinct.  Each 


egg  is  worth  $100.  Miss  Bell  made 
every  effort  to  secure  an  egg  of  the 
great  auk,  long  since  extinct,  and  kept 
a  standing  offer  of  $1,000  fora  speci¬ 
men.  Any  person  who  should  happen 
to  run  across  the  egg  of  a  great  auk 
can  find  a  ready  buyer.  In  this  con¬ 
nection  it  might  not  be  out  of  place  to 
say  that  the  Curio  Editor  of  the  West 
recently  sold  Mr.  Child’s  a  fine  set  of 
eggs  of  a  more  or  less  scarce  variety 
of  Kansas  bird,  and  it  is  with  some¬ 
what  of  pride  he  realizes  that  this  set 
of  eggs  of  his  own  taking,  will  be  ad¬ 
ded  to  such  a  superb  collection  as  has 
passed  into  the  hands  of  the  enthusias¬ 
tic  collector,  John  Lewis  Childs.

A  fine  lot  of  Pueblo  pottery  and 
relics  of  different  sorts  is  shown  in  the 
Ethnology  building  of  the  Pan-Ameri¬ 
can  exposition  at  Buffalo.  The  Pueb¬ 
los,  who  were  dwellers  in  the  plains, 
and  in  the  cliffs  as  well,  are  one  of  the 
most  interesting,  from  an  archaeologi¬ 
cal  point  of  view,  of  all  prehistoric 
people.  Their  civilization  was  remark¬ 
able,  and  their  ingenuity  in  pottery 
making,  basket  weaving,  bead  work 
and  many  other  things  very  great. 
They  had  many  peculiar  customs,  cer¬ 
emonies,  and  symbolic  rites,  and  their 
pottery  is  ornamented  with  figures  the 
significance  of  which  puzzles  the 
novice  and  expert  alike.  One  of  their 
peculiar  symbols  was  a  broken  instead 
of  a  continuous  line  drawn  about  a 
bowl  or  other  dish,  suggesting  per¬ 
haps  the  finite  character  of  life.  A 
bowl  shown  in  the  exhibit  of  Pueblo 
pottery  has  the  reproduction  of  two 
feet  upon  the  bottom  of  it,  inside, 
suggesting  possibly  the  transitory 
and  insignificant  character  of  terres- 
tial  existence.  Fine  specimens  of  the 
famous  “black  and  white  ware”  are 
shown,  as  well  as  the  “red  ware"’ most 
of  which  is  black  on  the  inside.  A 
number  of  .specimens  finished  so  as  to 
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give  the  outside  a  corrugated  appear¬ 
ance,  are  shown.  Many  ingenious  fine 
tools,  finished  stone  implements,  or¬ 
namental  trinkets,  presumably  having 
religious  significance,  are  on  exhibit 
in  the  cases.  The  basket  work  of  the 
Indians  is  very  wonderful.  Baskets 
made  by  comparitively  modern  Indians 
are  shown.  Water-tight  baskets  in 
large  numbers  and  in  many  varieties 
are  seen  in  the  exhibit.  All  are  orna¬ 
mented  with  figures  woven  in  when 
the  basket  was  made.  The  Pima  In¬ 
dians  are  those  most  famous  for  basket 
making.  They  even  used  baskets  for 
cooking  utensils,  covering  them  with 
a  thin  layer  of  clay  to  keep  them  from 
being  destroyed  by  contact  with  the 
fire.

The  Leavenworth,  Kans.,  Chronicle- 
Tribune  of  July  20,  1901,  gave  a  three 
column  write-up  of  George  J.  Rems- 
burg,  (A.  S.  of  C.  C.  No.  161.)  who  is 
one  of  the  most  prominent  western  ar¬ 
chaeologists.  Remsburg  has  done  a 
great  deal  of  exploring  and  excavating 
of  antiquities  in  Kansas  and  is  an  all- 
around  enthusiastic  collector  whom  it 
is  a  pleasure  to  know,  personally  or 
through  correspondence.

A  remarkable  “forest”  of  petrified 
trees  called  Chalcedony  Park  can  be 
reached  in  a  few  hours  from  Holbrook, 
Ariz.  The  area  of  the  park  is  esrimat- 
ed  at  hundreds  of  square  miles,  and  it 
contains  thousands  of  tons  of  agatized 
wood.  It  is  like  a  vast  lumber  camp, 
where  the  lumberman  have  thrown  the 
huge  logs  at  random  from  their  sleds, 
leaving  them  to  become  rain-soaked 
and  moss-grown.  Some  of  the  trunks 
are  150  feet  long,  and  they  break  up  in 
sections,  as  if  sawn  through  at  inter¬ 
vals.  The  bark  is  of  a  dark  red  color, 
as  a  rule,  but  the  chips  and  interior 
exhibit  kaleidoscopic  colors.  Ame¬ 
thysts;  red  and  yellow  jasper,  chalce¬ 
dony  of  every  tint,  topaz,  onyx,  car- 
nelian  and  other  stones  abound.  The 
logs,  in  fact,  are  a  blend  of  these  stones. 
One  of  them,  100  feet  long  and  three 
to  five  feet  in  diameter,  spans  a  nar¬ 
row  canyon,  and  is  called  the  Agate 
bridge.  It  is  chiefly  composed  of  jas¬ 
pers  and  agates.  As  to  the  origin  of 
the  petrifications,  it  is  supposed  that 
in  past  times  the  trees  were  over¬ 
whelmed  with  volcanic  ashes  and  hot 
silicious  waters  from  geysers.  The 
timber  is  analogous  to  pine  or  cedar, 
and  as  it  decayed  the  silica  dyed  with 
various  salts  of  iron  and  manganese 
in  solution  took  its  place.

A  very  valuable  book  has  been  acci¬ 
dentally  found  in  an  out-of-the-way 
corner  of  the  Columbia  University 
library.  It  is  called  the  “Rights  of 
Women  and  Childred”  and  was  print¬ 
ed  in  1558  for  Constable  Anne,  the 
first  Duke  of  Montmorency,  who  died 
in  war  in  1564.  An  inferior  copy  of  a 
“Montorency”  was  sold  in  Paris  for 
5,000  francs  in  1879,  while  another  di¬ 
lapidated  copy  brought  18,600  francs 
in  1886. 
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When  a  heron  flaps  his  wings  the  up¬ 
ward  and  downward  movements,  it  is 
claimed,  number  nearly  three  hundred 
beats  a  minute.  The  bird  consequently 
creates  a  conciderable  disturbance  of  the 
air  for  some  distance  in  his  vicinity 
whenever  he  thus  exercises  himself.

An  instructive  exhibit  of  flint  imple¬ 
ments  from  Mill  Creek,  Union  County, 
Illinois,  occupies  five  cases  in  the 
balcony  of  the  ethnology  building  of  the 
Pan-American  Exposition  at  Buffalo. 
Rough  pieces  of  flint  are  shown  in 
different  stages  of  completeness  and  in¬ 
completeness.  On  the  left  a  number  of 
blocks  of  flint  are  shown,  and,  as  one 
walks  along  the  line  of  cases,  he  sees 
the  various  implements  assuming  a  more 
nearly  finished  condition,  and  finally 
the  complete  flint  spade,  hammer,  axe, 
knife  or  whatever  domestic  or  agricult¬ 
ural  implement  the  crude  work  produced.

The  egg  of  the  guillemot  is  one  of  the 
most  peculiar  and  furnishes  an  admir¬ 
able  example  of  the  way  in  which  nature 
provides  for  the  conditions  of  life.  This 
bird  is  found  on  the  coast,  and  the  eggs 
are  usually  laid  on  the  bare  edges  of 
high  rocks,  from  which  position  an 
ordinary  specimen  of  the  egg  would 
probably  roll  off.  But  the  guillemot’s 
egg  won’t  do  this.  The  egg  is  nearly 
conical  in  shape,  broad  at  the  base  and 
sharp  at  the  point,  so  that  it  will  only 
roll  in  a  circle.

It  may  not  be  generally  known  that 
the  rattlesnake  has  the  greatest  antipathy 
for  the  leaves  of  the  white  ash  tree. 
People  have  proved  by  experiments  that 
this  dislike  is  so  intense  that  the  snake 
will  even  run  into  fire  or  across  the 
burning  coals  to  avoid  touching  white 
ash  leaves.

The  curio  editor  is  advised  that  L.  L. 
Henry,  a  Santa  Fe,  New  Mexico,  Arch¬ 
aeologist,  has  recured  from  an  Indian 
trader  in  San  Juan  county  an  oddly 
shaped  bead  of  jade  which  was  dug  up 
recently  in  the  Aztec  ruins  on  the  Chaco 
river  by  a  member  of  the  Hyde  explor¬ 
ing  expedition.  The  bead,  which  is 
dark  green,  has  a  rich,  deep  color.  It 
is  of  peculiar  shape  and  will  cut  glass  as 
readily  as  a  diamond.  It  was  picked  up 
by  a  Pueblo  Indian  employed  by  Hyde, 
and  it  is  not  believed  that  he  revealed 
his  find  to  the  others,  but  sold  his  bead 
to  the  trader.  The  significance  of  the 
discovery  lies  in  the  fact  that  jade  is 
only  found  in  China,  and  its  possession 
by  the  Aztecs  shows  that  it  was  brought 
here  before  Columbus  arrived  in  America. 
When  Cortez  conquered  Mexico  he 
found  jade  ornaments  and  implements 
in  possession  of  the  Indians,  who  prized 
them  more  highly  than  gold  or  silver.

The  most  costly  book  in  the  royal 
library  at  Stockholm  is  a  Bible.  It  is 
no  wonder  that  it  is  considered  precious 
for  there  is  not  another  just  like  it  in 
the  whole  world.  Its  weight  and  size 
alone  is  unique.  It  is  said  that  the 
skins  of  160  asses  were  used  for  its 
parchment  leaves.  There  are  309  pages 
of  writing,  and  each  page  falls  but  one 
inch  short  of  being  a  yard  in  length. 
The  width  of  the  leaves  is  twenty  inches.

OBITUARY. 

Thomas  Harper,  Bellevue,  Penn.  (A. 
S.  of  C.  C.  No.  154),  departed  this  life 
since  our  last  official  report  was  made, 
at  his  home  73  Harrison  Ave.,  Bellvue. 
Mr.  Harper  was  an  honored  member  of 
the  society  and  an  ethnologist  of  more 
than  local  reputation.  It  was  he  who 
opened  the  famous  McKees  Rocks 
mound  in  Pennsylvania  under  the 
direction  of  the  museum  committee  of 
the  Carnegie  institute.  The  mound  was 
uncovered  after  three  month’s  work  and 
many  skeletons  of  a  prehistoric  race 
were  unearthed  and  are  now  on  ex¬ 
hibition  in  the  Carnegie  museum.  Mr. 
Harper  arranged  and  catalogued  many 
of  the  exhibits  in  the  museum,  and  had 
a  wonderful  knowledge  of  prehistoric 
relics.  He  was  curator  of  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Historical  Society  when  he  died 
and  had  held  many  positions  of  honor 
and  public  trust.  His  own  collection  is 
a  vast  one,  but  he  had  always  been  so 
busy  with  other  work  he  had  never 
catalogued  it,  having  intended  to  soon 
begin  this  work  wThen  he  was  taken  ill. 
Mr.  Harper  was  in  the  72nd  year  of  his 
age. 


A  TRIBUTE. 

The  announcement  of  the  death  of 
Thomas  Harper,  an  honored  member  of 
the  A.  S.  of  C.  C.,  wdll  be  a  painful 
surprise  to  all  the  members,  and  col¬ 
lectors  in  general. 

The  writer  remembers  well  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  McKee’s  Rocks  mound  re¬ 
ferred  to.  Some  25  human  skeletons 
and  a  great  number  of  implements  w7ere 
exhumed,  some  of  the  skeletons  being 
of  great  height.  Most  of  these  are  to 
be  seen  today  in  the  noted  Carnegie 
Museum  at  Pittsburg. 

A  certain  Pittsburg  paper,  of  the 
“yellow”  type,  desiring  something 
sensational,  put  out  a  sheet  at  the  time 
declaring  that  the  skeletons  were  not 
prehistoric,  but  were  doubtless  the  re¬ 
remains  of  cholera  victims.  For  weeks 
this  paper  printed  pages  about  the  “Mc¬ 
Kee’s  Rocks  Mound  Fraud”  etc.,  etc. 

Mr.  Harper  and  his  assistants  although 
mortified,  continued  their  labors,  know¬ 
ing  full  well  the  newspaper’s  attacks 
were  groundless  and  contemptible. 
Finally  to  prove  that  the  opinions  of 
Thomas  Harper  were  corred  ,  that  the 
contents  of  the  mound  wTere  genuine  and 
of  great  antiquity,  Professor  Putnam  of 
Harvard  University  was  requested  by 
the  Carnegie  museum  directors  to  ex¬ 
amine  them.  Dr.  Putnam  gave  a  lecture 
at  Caxnegie  Hall  after  he  had  examined 
the  finds  carefully,  illustrating  with 
stereopticon  views  the  excavations, 
skeletons,  etc.  It  will  be  a  matter  of 
pride  to  collectors  to  know  that  Prof. 
Putnam  agreed  entirely  wTith  Mr.  Harper 
and  dismayed  “yellow  journals”  took 
to  their  heels. 

Up  to  the  time  of  his  death  Mr.  Harper, 
although  advanced  in  years,  was  as  en¬ 
thusiastic  a  collector  as  ever.  Only  a  few 
months  ago  he  contributed  an  article 
to  the  “Curio  Monthly,”  which  the  A. 
S.  of  C.  C.  members  read  and  enjoyed, 
and  the  w’riter  had  a  plearant  cor¬ 
respondence  and  exchange  of  specimens 
with  him  as  late.  The  collecting  w'orld 
has  lost  a  yaluable  helper  and  respected 
brother  in  the  death  of  Thomas  Harper.

Portraits  By  Flashlight: — A  good  idea, 
when  taking  a  flashlight  picture  of  one 
or  more  persons,  is  to  have  them  close 
their  eyes  for  a  moment  just  before 
the  flash.  There  is  then  no  danger  of 
closed  eyes  in  the  picture. 

Red  Spots: — When  red  spots  occur  on 
your  P.  O.  paper,  touch  them  with  the 
point  of  a  fine  camel’s  hair  brush  that

Developing  Films: — Always  allow  a 
I  little  extra  time  for  density  when  de¬ 
veloping  films,  as  they  seem  to  lose 
imore  in  the  fixing  bath  than  plates. 

Cyanide  of  Potassium  Fixing  Bath:— It  is 

ccomposed  of  cyanide  of  potassium,  24 
^grains;  water,  8  ounces.  Do  not  allow 
fa  trace  of  hypo  to  get  into  it.  As  it 
facts  as  a  reducer,  one  must  remember 
|to  develope  somewhat  further  than 
rwhen  using  the  regular  hypo  fixing 
cbath.  It  clears  away  fog  as  the  usual 
(bath  is  entirely  incapable  of  doing. 

A  Substitute  for  Varnishing 

Alum  -  1  onuce, 

Tannic  acid  30  grains, 

Water  -  8  ounces. 

Immerse  negative  from  three  to  five 
minutes.  A  longer  immersion  will 
coosen  the  film.  Wash  for  fifteen 
minutes  and  rear  up  to  dry.  Films  so 
-reated  are  almost  waterproof.  Be  sure 


that  all  the  hypo  is  removed  before 
treating. 

A  Test  for  Hypo  in  Wash  Water: — 

Permanganate  of  potash  2  grains. 

Caustic  soda  -  10  grains. 

Water  -  10  ounces. 

A  few  drops  of  water  to  be  tested  are 

mixed  with  a  few  drops  of  this  solu¬ 
tion;  if  hypo  be  present;  the  red  color 
will  be  changed  to  green. 

A  Good  Paste: — Starch,  one  ounce; 
water,  eight  ounces.  Mix  and  heat 
over  boiling  water  until  turned;  then 
add  three  drachms  of  glycerine,  and  in 
warm  weather,  a  grain  or  two  of 
thymol. 

A  Toning  Hint: — If  your  half-tones 
bleach  out  in  the  toning  bath,  add  a 
little  chloride  of  sodium  (common  table 
salt) ,  to  the  bath :  say  about  five  or  six 
grains  to  the  pint  of  toning  bath. 

Quick  Stops: — It  is  sometimes  very 
convenient  to  have  at  hand  a  solution 
which  will  stop  all  developing,  toning 
or  other  chemical  action  at  once.  Here 
are  a  few: 

For  developer;  pyro,  metol,  quinol,  &c. 

Citric  acid . . . 60  grains. 

Water  . 12  ounces. 

For  Toning;  gold-sulphocyanide  &c. 

Sulphite  of  soda . 60  grains. 

Water . -12  ounces. 

For  Toning;  platium  and  citric  acid. 

Carbonate  of  soda . 120  grains. 

Water . 12  ounces. 

For  developing  P.  O.  P.  as  Solio  &c. 

Acetic  acid . 12  minims. 

Water .  12  ounces. 

For  Persulphate  of  Ammonia  Reducer. 

Sulphite  of  soda. .  10  per  cent  solution.

J.  B.  R.  —  Mounting  Bromide  Prints: 
They  crease  because  the  paper  expands 
by  damping  after  you  have  placed  it  on 
the  mount.  You  should  first  damp  the 
print  thoroughly,  and  allow  it  to  become 
quite  limp  with  moisture,  then  apply 
paste  thinly,  and  place  it  on  the  mount; 
cover  with  a  sheet  of  blotting  paper  and 
rub  down  firmly  in  all  directions.  In 
this  way  the  print  will  expand  evenly 
before  mounting,  and  will  contract  while 
drying,  until  it  is  as  smooth  and  free 
from  wrinkles  as  a  drum-head. 

L.  L.  P. — Effect  of  Air  on  Chemicals: 
Sodium  carbonate  loses  the  greater  part 
of  its  crystallization  when  it  efforesces 
in  a  dry  atmosphere,  but  it  is  in  no  way 
damaged  by  this  change.  One  part  of 
this  thoroughly  efforesced  carbonate  is 
equal  to  two  parts  of  the  ordinary  crys¬ 
tallized  salt.  Sodium  sulphite  suffers 
oxidation,  and  any  sample  that  has  alt¬ 
ered  considerably  in  appearance  by  ef- 
forescence  should  be  rejected  as  the  sur¬ 
face  crust  will  consist  of  sulphate. 
“Hypo”  does  not  efforesce,  but  may 


become  oxidised  and  acid,  it  is  so  cheap 
that  risk  should  be  avoided  by  using 
only  that  which  is  fresh. 

C.  E.  A. — Home-Made  Background: 
You  can  make  a  water  distemper  by 
mixing  one  ounce  of  water,  and  adding 
dry  color  as  required.  For  slate,  use 
a  large  brush.  Paint  the  two  sides  dif¬ 
ferent;  one  can  be  dark  slate,  and  the 
other  cream,  or  black,  or  graduated. 

M.  B.  H.- — Using  a  Hydrometer: — 
That  your  hydrometer  does  not  always 
register  the  same  is  perhaps  the  fault  of 
the  chemicals  being  more  dry  at  one 
time  than  at  another.  Again  grease  or 
dirt  on  the  stem  may  throw  it  out  seve¬ 
ral  degrees.  When  using  it,  it  is  a  good 
plan  to  push  it  down  in  the  solution  so 
that  its  stem  may  become  wet  enough  to 
overcome  the  capillary  attraction  that 
will  cause  it  to  register  several  degrees 
less  than  it  should,  as  it  will  do  on  some 
solutions. 

L.  M. — Warm  Tones  on  Developing 
Paper: — A  correspondent  in  Iowa  has 
been  getting  pink  tones  on  one  brand  of 
paper  by  giving  long  exposures  and  de¬ 
veloping  with  a  weak  hydroquinone  de¬ 
veloper,  but  trying  to  get  warm  tones  on 
another  and  faster  brand  of  paper  by  the 
same  method,  he  has  failed.  His  failure 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  rapid  paper 
is  coated  with  an  all  bromide  emulsion, 
while  the  slower  ones  generally  contain 
a  large  proportion  of  chloride.  With 
very  long  exposure  and  restrained  de¬ 
veloper,  paper  whose  emulsion  contains 
chlorid  will  yield  very  warm  tones  by 
simple  development.  This  is  the  reason 
why  the  quicker  brands  are  more  reli¬ 
able  in  the  matter  of  good  blacks  of  a 
pleasing  tone. 

R.  F.  G. — A  Simple  Developer: — You 
can  hardly  have  a  simpler  or  cheaper 
one  than  the  following,  using  dry  pyro: 

Washing  soda  -  2  ozs. 

Sodium  Sulphite  2  “ 

Water,  to  -  20  “ 

To  prepare  4  oz.  of  developer,  take  1 
oz.  of  this  solution,  3  oz.  water,  and  add 
6  to  8  gr.  of  dry  pyro,  remembering 
pyro  confers  density.

Plotters . 

To  photograph  flowers:  Those  with 
long-  stalks,  such  as  poppies,  look  well 
if  represented  as  standing  up,  without 
any  vase  or  jar.  To  do  this,  fill  a  box 
or  boxes,  with  damp  sand  or  sawdust, 
or  the  fine  shavings  called  excelsior 
used  in  packing,  and  make  the  flowers 
stand  up  in  this,  propping  them  with 
bits  of  wood  or  paper.  Put  them  Some 
little  distance  in  front  of  the  back¬ 
ground.  Use  a  small  stop,  and  give  a 
full  exposure.  Photograph  them  in  a 
room  not  far  from  the  window,  and  at 
right  angles  to  it.  Of  course  the  sup¬ 
port  must  not  show  in  the  picture. 

Che  Color  of  Photographs . 

That  we  do  not  give  this  matter  of 
tone  or  color  the  attention  that  it 
merits  is  an  undeniable  fact.  Quoting 
from  an  English  writer:  Old  buildings 
and  church  interiors  should  be  a  warm 
brown;  newer  buildings,  and  interiors 
where  white  marble  or  stone  predomi¬ 


nates,  should  be  of  a  cold  tone;  land¬ 
scapes,  in  spring  a  brownish-black 
color,  and  in  summer  of  a  reddish- 
brown;  autumn,  brown;  and  winter 
hoar-frost  scenes,  black  or  blue-black. 

Co  trengthen  llcohol . 

Alcohol  that  has  been  used  to  rapid¬ 
ly  dry  negatives  or  to  precipitate  gela¬ 
tine  emulsions  can  have  the  water  re¬ 
moved  in  a  very  simple  manner.  Add 
dry  carbonate  of  potash  to  the  weak 
spirits,  and  shake  freely  until  no  more 
is  dissolved.  Allow  to  settle  for  a  few 
minutes,  when  the  water,  which  has 
joined  the  potash,  will  be  found  at  the 
bottom,  and  the  strong  spirits  can  be 
decanted  and  kept  for  future  use.  The 
solution  of  potash  can  be  heated  until 
the  water  is  driven  off,  leaving  the  dry 
potash  ready  for  similar  use  on  another 
occasion. 

\/nde  r-Fjcposure. 

If  you  are  dealing  with  difficult  sub¬ 
jects,  such,  for  instance,  as  interior  of 
buildings,  where  contrasts  are  ex¬ 
tremely  marked,  dark,  heavy  shadows, 
and  brilliant  sun  shining  through  win¬ 
dows,  no  better  way  of  leveling  mat¬ 
ters  up  is  known  to  the  writer  than 
taking  one  part  rodinal  and  eighty 
parts  water;  place  the  plates  in  a  dish, 
flow  over  this  weak  developer,  cover 
them  up,  and  leave  them  to  look  after 
themselves  for  ten  minutes  or  so;  a 
glance  then  will  tell  how  matters  are 
going.  If  the  high  lights  seem  likely 
to  be  too  pronounced  or  too  dense,  add 
another  dose  of  water,  say  twenty  or 
thirty  paris  and  leave  the  plates  for 
an  hour  or  so.  In  this  manner  many 
a  good  negative  may  be  saved.

Height  of  the  Camera. 

The  effects  of  raising  or  lowering 
the  camera  is  one  of  those  little  mat¬ 
ters  which  many  beginners  are  apt  to 
ignore,  perhaps  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  ground-glassimae  being  inverted, 
the  effect  of  position  is  not  so  quickly 
noticed.  The  effect  of  raising  the 
position  of  the  camera  is  to  spread  out 
the  foreground  more,  and  consequently 
the  lower  the  camera  is  the  more  the 
foreground  is  compressed,  and  there¬ 
fore  small  objects  in  the  immediate 
foreground  are  emphasized  in  import¬ 
ance  by  their  relative  position  being 
altered.  For  example,  a  tuft  of  long 
grass  in  the  foreground  may,  by  low¬ 
ering  the  camera,  be  made  to  cover  a 
large  object  like  a  tree  or  building  in 
the  distance.  There  is  a  tendency  at 
the  present  day  to  have  either  a  high 
horizon  with  a  long  expanse  of  fore¬ 
ground,  or  to  select  a  low  view  point, 
and  emphasize  the  size  of  objects  in 
the  foreground.  It  should  be  noted 


that  most  painters  sit  at  their  work, 
and  consequently  they  see  things  from 
a  lower  point  of  view  than  does  the 
photographer  standing  behind  his 
tripod. 

v» 

Good  ^/I d-dice . 

A  negative  you  wish  to  keep  should 
be  thoroughly  fixed;  a  second  fresh 
hypo  bath  after  clearing  is  advisable, 
well  washed,  carefully  dried  away  from 
dust,  and  then  varnished.  Do  not  place 
several  of  them  close  together  in  a  neg¬ 
ative  rack  to  dry,  or  they  will  dry  un¬ 
evenly  and  show  the  effects  of  having 
done  so. 

Co  "Remo-de  Squeegeed  Prints. 

Make  up  a  solution  as  follows: — 
Sodium  flouride  20  gr. 

Water  2  oz. 

Add  a  drachm  of  acetic  acid  just  be¬ 
fore  using.  Damp  the  back  of  the  squee¬ 
geed  prints  with  the  above  solution.  In 
a  few  minutes  the  print  will  come  off 
easily.  It  should  then  be  treated  a 
to  a  short  washing.

Sil-der  Stains  on  egati-des . 

Silver  stains  can  be  removed  from 
negatives  by  toning  them  in  a  solution 
made  by  dissolving  4  ounces  of  hypo, 
10  grains  sodium  phosphate,  y2  ounce 
lead  nitrate  in  12  ounces  of  water,  and 
adding  y2  ounce  ground  alum.  The  so¬ 
lution  should  be  allowed  to  ripen  and 
clear  before  use.

P^-ed  Tones  on  "Bromide  Paper. 

After  having  fixed  and  slightly  washed 
the  prints,  dip  them  in  a  solution  of 
chloride  of  copper  15  per  cent.,  remove 
and  wash  w^ell ;  next  place  in  a  solution 
of  yellow’  prussiate  of  potash,  again 
wTash,  and  then  put  the  prints  back  into 
the  copper  solution,  where  they  will  at 
once  turn  a  deep  red  color.

Osborne  I.  Yerrott. 

Were  I  asked  to  express  in  one  word 
the  greatest  need  of  amateur  photogra¬ 
phers  as  a  body,  I  should  answer  with 
the  one  word — association.  Instruction 
in  the  technique  of  photography,  books 
and  articles  on  the  various  branches  of 
the  art,  are  very  well  in  their  way,  but 
these  all  have  their  limitations.  One 
can  very  easily,  and  in  a  comparatively 
short  time,  learn  to  make  a  perfect 
negative  or  a  perfect  print,  but  beyond 
all  this  there  is  a  vast  field  of  pleasure 
in  photography,  arising  wholly  from  the 
fact  that  photography  is  an  art  as  well 
as  a  science.  The  scientist  can  pursue 
his  hobby  with  his  test-tubes,  his  grad¬ 
uates,  his  scales  and  his  charts,  and 
be  independent  of  all  the  rest  of  the 
world;  but  the  artist  must  know  what 
others  are  doing, — must  be  able  to 
compare  his  results  with  the  results  of 
others, — before  he  can  know  whether 
he  has  succeeded  or  has  failed.  Such 
comparisons,  if  to  his  detriment,  incite 
him  to  better  things ;  if  in  his  favor, 
cause  him  to  enter  wider  fields  of  com¬ 
petition.  Meanwhile  he  is  daily  receiv¬ 
ing  new  ideas  and  inspirations,  all  tend 
to  the  ultimate  improvement  of  his  in¬ 
dividual  work. 

***** 

There  are,  no  doubt  hundreds  of  men 
and  women  in  our  smaller  cities  and 
towns  who  make  photographs  and  who 
have  artistic  talents  of  a  high  order,  but 
these  talents  lie  buried  because  those 
who  possess  them  have  never  felt  the 
inspiration  of  real  healthy.  earnest 
competition.  They  make  a  picture  a 
little  above  the  ordinary,  put  it  in  a 
portfolio  or  album  and  bring  it  occasion¬ 
ally  to  show  a  friend,  but  there  ends  its 
usefulness. 

***** 

The  problem,  then,  which  confronts 
those  who  have  the  cause  of  artistic 
photography  in  America  at  heart,  is  how 
to  bring  together  those  who  have  artistic 
tastes,  and  to  cause  them  to  wTork  to¬ 
gether  for  the  good  of  the  art  as  a  whole. 
To  do  this  will  result  in  raising  the 
standard  of  our  art  throughout  the 
entire  country,  and  in  bringing  to  the 
front  individuals  who  otherwise  would 
never  be  heard  of. 

The  solution  of  the  problem  un¬ 
questionably  lies  in  establishing  and 
properly  conducting  photographic  clubs 
and  societies.  Of  these  we  have  two 


classes — local  clubs  with  fixed  quarters, 
and  photographic  exchanges.  I  will 
speak  of  these  in  their  order. 

Every  large  city  in  the  country  has 
one  or  more  photographic  clubs.  These 
clubs  have  quarters  more  or  less  com¬ 
modious,  darkrooms  for  their  members, 
appliances  of  various  kinds,  and  oc- 
casionly  a  room  suitable  for  exhibition 
of  pictures. 

***** 

The  second  method  of  systematically 
developing  latent  artistic  talent  is  by 
photographic  exchanges.  In  England 
where  the  distances  are  comparatively 
short,  these  exchanges  or  postal  clubs 
as  they  are  called,  exist  in  great 
abundance.  In  America  there  are  only 
two  or  three  in  existence.  The  principle 
of  these  clubs  is  practically  the  same  in 
every  instance.  “The  Postal  Photo¬ 
graphic  Club,”  of  which  the  writer  is  a 
member  is  a  fair  example,  and  has  been 
in  existence  over  thirteen  years.  During 
this  time  it  has  had  many  members  well 
known  to  the  photographic  world,  and 
all  of  them  can  trace  their  success 
largely  to  the  benefits  derived  from 
membership  therein.  The  members, 
not  over  forty  in  number,  each  month 
send  two  of  their  best  pictures  with  data 
to  the  secretary,  who  mounts  them 
carefully  in  a  large  album  and  transcribes 
the  data  accompanying  prints  to  a  note¬ 
book  containing  pages  for  the  criticism 
of  the  pictures.  The  album  and  note¬ 
book  are  then  sent  by  express  to  the 
nearest  members,  wTho  criticise  the 
prints,  vote  on  their  artistic  and  techni¬ 
cal  merit  and  forward  it  within  three 
days  to  the  next  member  on  the  route 
list.  He  in  turn  keeps  it  three  days, 
and  so  on,  until  it  goes  to  all  the  members 
contributing  prints,  in  this  case  starting 
from  the  home  of  the  secretary  at  Wash¬ 
ington,  going  in  turn  to  Baltimore, 
Philadelphia,  New  York,  Boston  and 
intermediate  cities  and  towns. 

***** 

The  practical  effect  of  a  club  or  ex¬ 
change  of  this  kind  is  to  bring  together 
a  large  number  of  men  earnestly  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  advancement  of  photo¬ 
graphy  as  an  art,  men  who  otherwise 
would  probably  never  have  heard  of  each 
other  or  seen  each  others  pictures.  The 
result  is  the  mutual  advancement  of 
their  work  from  an  artistic  and  technical 
standpoint.  Such  clubs  are  practicable 
in  every  section  of  the  country. — Photo- 
Plra,  Boston.

I  finally  wrote 
the  firm  a  modest  request  for  help  and 
what  did  theyT  do?  Their  demonstra¬ 
tor  made  a  special  call  to  look  me  up; 
insisted  on  going  out  to  my  house  the 
first  evening  I  developed;  brought  out 
some  of  the  plates  he  had  exposed 
himself  and  located  my  trouble.  He 
had  the  factory  send  me  two  large 
sheets  of  the  glass  they  use  in  their 
own  dark  room,  showed  me  how  to 
make  a  ruby  lamp  that  was  a  revela¬ 
tion  to  me  and  to  my  protest  that  I  was 
only  an  amateur  in  a  small  way  he  re¬ 
plied  that  the  firm  would  rather  make 
a  pleased  customer  of  one  amateur 
than  of  two  professionals.  The  ama¬ 
teur  was  a  standing  advertisement  for 
their  plates,  while  the  professional 
simply  used  them  and  said  nothing. 
Of  course  I  paid  a  nominal  sum  for 
the  two  sheets  of  ruby  glass  but  they 
were  more  than  worth  it.  I  also  offered 
to  pay  the  dealer  with  whose  goods 
they  were  sent,  my  share  of  the  freight; 
but  that  did  not  lessen  the  kindness. 
This  was  my  experience  with  one  of 
the  largest  plate  manufacturers  in  the 
country,  the  Cramer  Plate  Works.  The 
moral  of  this  is  plain.  Give  the  man¬ 
ufacturer  a  chance  to  show  you  that 
he  is  trying  to  give  you  as  good  an 
article  as  can  be  produced.  Do  not  ex¬ 
pect  him  to  give  away  half  his  produc¬ 
tion  as  samples,  the  profit  is  not  large 
enough  to  allow  it;  but  when  he  puts 
up  a  package  for  trial  and  sends  it  for 
a  small  sum  postpaid,  you  can  rest  as¬ 
sured  that  he  is  not  making  moneys  on 
this  sample  package.  He  does  it  with 
the  hope  of  getting  further  orders.  If 
you  fail  to  get  good  results,  at  least 
be  kind  enough  to  write  the  manufac¬ 
turer  and  give  him  a  chance  to  set  you 
right.  He  will  be  only  too  glad  to  hear 
from  you  concerning  any  troubles  you 
may  encounter.

For  the  third  time  in  our  history  the  bullet  of  an  assassin  has 
stricken  down  the  chief  magistrate  of  the  republic.  Lincoln  fell 
a  victim  to  sectional  hate,  Garfield  to  political  malignity,  McKinley 
to  the  murderous  spirit  of  anarchy. 

Of  all  men,  William  McKinley  is  the  very  last  one  who  could 
have  been  thought  of  as  an  object  of  enmity  even  to  an  anarchist. 

Throughout  his  public  career  he  has  been  the  sincere  and 
zealous*  friend  of  those  whom  Abraham  Lincoln  called  tjie  plain 
people.  He  sprung  from  their  ranks  and  has  ever  beep,  in  sympa¬ 
thy  with  them.  No  public  man  of  his  time  has  done  more  than 
William  McKinley  for  improving  the  condition  of  American 
labor  and  promoting  the  material  progress  and  prosperity  of  the 
country.  As  the  chief  executive  of  the  nation  he  has  administered 
his  great  trust  with  a  judicious  regard  for  the  interests  and  rights 
of  all  classes.  His  whole  life  has  been  upright  and  honorable  and 
no  president  has  more  fully  commanded  or  justly  merited  the  es¬ 
teem  of  his  countrymen.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  William 
McKinley  holds  first  place  among  living  statesmen  in  the  affection 
and  confidence  of  his  countrymen.  Only  the  most  distempered 
and  fiendish  mind  could  conceive  and  act  upon  the  thought  of  tak¬ 
ing  the  life  of  such  a  man. 

William  McKinley  was  the  25th  President  of  the  United  States. 
He  was  born  at  Niles,  Ohio,  in  1843.  He  served  two  terms  in 
congress  from  Ohio,  and  was  twice  elected  governor  of  Ohio.  He 
was  elected  President  in  1896  and  again  in  1900.  He  was  assass¬ 
inated  on  Friday  September  sixth  at  4:15  P.  M.  in  The  Temple  of 
Music,  Pan-American  Exposition,  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  Died  Satur¬ 
day  September  14th,  at  2:15  A.  M.  at  Milburn  House  in  Buffalo. 
Buried  Thursday,  September  nineteenth  at  Canton, Ohio, his  home. 
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It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  announce 
an  addition  to  our  editorial  staff.  Rev. 
L.  G.  Dorpat  Sheboygan,  Wis.,  has 
been  given  charge  of  the  inquiry  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  West,  and  our  readers 
are  cordially  invited  to  submit  to  him 
their  problems  for  solution.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  Rev.  Dorpat  conducted 
a  similar  department  in  Mekeel’s  Week¬ 
ly  for  many  ^years.  He  is  eminently 
fitted  for  this  line  of  work,  and  we  be¬ 


lieve  that  readers  of  the  WEST  will  not 
be  slow  to  take  advantage  of  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  given  them.

The  West  was  the  first  stamp  paper 
to  publish  full  particulars  of  the  arrest 
in  Omaha  of  the  noted  crook,  Williams, 
alias  Walker,  alias  Wetmore,  alias 
etcetera.  Even  at  this  writing,  no 
paper  has  given  a  report  as  detailed  and 
interesting.  As  an  illustration  of  the 
fine  organization  of  the  printing  and 
mailing  department  of  the  WEST,  it  is 
interesting  to  know  the  particulars  of 
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this  “scoop.”  Williams  was  arrested 
in  Omaha  on  Friday,  September  6,  (the 
date  in  the  report,  August  6,  being  er- 
ronious).  The  last  pages  of  the  Sep¬ 
tember  number  of  the  W KST  were  then 
in  press,  and  a  telegram  to  the  printer 
to  hold  the  number  open  was  necessary. 
Expecting  his  trial  to  occur  Monday, 
the  8th,  the  details  of  the  arrest  were 
held,  but  it  being  seen  that  no  trial 
could  be  held  for  some  days  owing  to 
the  necessity  of  communicating  with 
the  Montreal  victims,  the  matter  was 
mailed  on  the  8tli.  This  was  received  by 
the  printer  on  the  9th  and  within  two 
hours  after  the  receipt  of  the  same,  the 
paper  was  being  wrapped  for  mailing.

It  is  generally  regretted  that  that  most 
dangerousof  stamp  swindlers,  Williams, 
alias  ad  infinitum,  escaped  punishment, 
although  arrested  in  Omaha  last  month 
while  practicing  his  nefarious  work. 
His  clever  destroyal  of  the  incriminat¬ 
ing  check  by  mastication  and  swallow¬ 
ing  is  proof  conclusive  that  he  was  guilty, 
but  the  absence  of  this  necessary  piece 
of  evidence  made  conviction  impossible. 
Omaha  aspires  t®  be  termed  metropoli¬ 
tan,  but  the  detective  making  this  arrest 
would  seem  to  be  sadly  lacking  in  the 
qualifications  regarded  requisite  for  his 
position,  his  return  of  the  check  to 
Williams  after  it  being  in  his  possession 
being  inexcusable.  The  Omaha  officials 
displayed  a  commendable  interest  in  the 
affair,  and  had  the  Montreal  victims  done 
as  required  and  as  was  necessary,  con¬ 
viction  would  have  been  made  possible. 
After  holding  him  for  a  week,  a  fine  for 
carrying  concealed  weapons  and  the 
costs  of  the  case  was  imposed  and  tie 
was  allowed  to  go  free.  That  the  man 
is  endowed  with  considerable  “nerve” 
is  shown  by  his  subsequent  actions. 
The  day  after  his  release,  daily  papers 
printed  dispatches  from  Nebraska  City, 
Neb.,  giving  particulars  of  his  fleecing  a 
hotel  keeper  out  of  $ 50  by  the  use  of  a 


worthless  check.  This  appeared  to  be 
drawn  by  the  Scott  Stamp  &  Coin  Co., 
Williams  alleging  that  he  was  one  of 
their  traveling  representatives,  exhibit¬ 
ing  letters  from  them  on  their  regular 
letter  head.  These  letter  heads  were  a 
part  of  the  plunder  found  in  his  posses¬ 
sion  in  Omaha,  and  which  he  was  allow¬ 
ed  to  retain.  He  was  not  apprehended 
in  Nebraska  City,  he  having  departed 
before  the  worthlessness  of  the  check 
was  discovered,  and  it  is  presumed  that 
he  will  seek  new  fields  and  continue  to 
swindle  the  unwary.

If  the  remarks  of  our  numerous  corre¬ 
spondents  can  be  viewed  as  a  criterion, 
the  selection  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  for 
the  1902  conventions  of  the  P.  S.  of  A. 
and  the  S.  of  P.  is  not  entirely  satisfac¬ 
tory.  We  hope  to  have  more  to  say 
anent  this  matter  shortly.

At  the  P.  S.  of  A.  and  S.  of  P.  con¬ 
ventions  a  resolution  was  adopted  direct¬ 
ing  the  Presidents  to  appoint  committees 
to  confer  together  with  a  view  to  ascer¬ 
taining  the  feasability  of  combining  the 
two  societies.  This  is  a  move  in  the 
right  direction.  Instead  of  having  two 
societies,  each  struggling  along  with  in¬ 
adequate  membership  to  give  it  influeuce 
and  prosperity,  there  should  be  one 
which  would  be  made  strong  in  prestige 
and  popularity  by  such  a  CQnsolidation. 
The  total  membership  of  the  two  organ¬ 
izations  is  little  over  five  hundred.  It 
seems  to  have  become  evident  that  two 
national  societies  of  this  character  can¬ 
not  both  be  successful,  there  being  in¬ 
sufficient  support  for  both.  Because  of 
party  strife  in  the  S.  of  P.,  the  P.  S.  of 
A.  was  formed ;  it  would  now  be  fitting 
for  unseemly  differences  to  be  laid  aside 
and  forgotten,  and,  combining  interests, 
all  should  work  for  the  same  end — the 
advancement  of  philately.

The  circular  of  the  Scott  Stamp  & 
Coin  Co.,  giving  their  plans  for  the 
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forthcoming  number  of  the  standard 
catalogue  is  of  great  interest.  We  re¬ 
gret  that  it  was  unavoidably  crowded  out 
of  the  September  number  of  the  West, 
but  deem  it  unnecessary  to  reproduce  it 
at  this  late  date,  the  majority  of  our 
contemporaries  having  given  it.  It  is 
commendable  for  the  compilers  to  thus 
give  the  public  an  advance  announce¬ 
ment  of  what  the  book  will  be,  and  the 
arrival  of  the  new  edition  will  be  await¬ 
ed  in  anxious  anticipation.  While  it  is 
certain  that  this  new  (and  commendable, 
being  proper)  scheme  will  have  a  de¬ 
moralizing  tendency  on  the  habits  and 
business  methods  of  a  majority  of  deal¬ 
ers,  few  bewail  this  fact.  But  it  would 
appear  that  the  compilers  have  under¬ 
taken  a  task  of  no  mean  proportions, 
the  complete  success  of  which  cannot 
be  measured  in  advance.  Mr.  Capen 
has  struck  a  new  note  in  the  manner  of 
pricing  only  the  specimens  of  fine 
condition.  This  would  seem  to  be  the 
correct  basis  to  work  on.  And  yet,  all 
this  beautiful  theorizing  is,  as  yet,  but 
theory,  untried  and  unproven. 

In  making  the  catalogue  price  the 
correct  valuation  for  specimens  of  per¬ 
fect  condition,  a  certain  incentive  is 
given  to  the  elimination  of  poor  speci¬ 
mens  from  the  collection. 

It  may  be  safely  presumed,  however, 
that  although  the  ideal  catalogue  seems 
to  be  on  the  road,  dealers,  in  their 
strife  to  secure  business,  will  continue 
to  discount  as  of  yore.  Mr.  Gregory, 
New  York  correspondent  of  Mekeel’s 
Weekly,  expresses  himeslf  as  follows: 

“This  is  a  beautiful  theory,  but  so 
long  as  the  ‘Flim  Flam  Stamp  Co.’  can 
buy  old  collections  at  5  per  cent  or  10 
per  cent  of  their  value,  they  can  adver¬ 
tise  stamps  at  50  per  cent,  60  per  cent 
and  even  75  per  cent  discount,  as  they 
do  now.  Of  course  Messrs.  ‘Flim  Flam’ 
do  not  have  any  stock  from  which  to  fill 
want  lists,  but  the  mischief  is  done  by 
example.”

Collectors  should  remember  that  the 
great  majority  of  stamps  as  they  come 
to  hand  after  service  in  the  mails  are 
only  in  average  condition  and  be  satis¬ 
fied  if  their  collection  consists  of  such 
copies.  Avoid  paying  a  high  price 
for  a  stamp  for  condition.  Of  course, 
of  two  copies  select  the  better;  that 
goes  without  saying.  But  a  slightly 
damaged  copy  at  ten  cents  will  pay  a 
better  profit  in  the  course  of  years 
than  a  perfect  copy  at  $1.00,  in  spite 
of  all  talk  to  the  contrary. 

'COorth  Copying. 

Why  should  not  variations  of  the 
same  design  in  watermark  and  in  the 
minor  degrees  of  shade,  perforation, 
and  even  of  paper  be  placed  side  by 
side?  The  gain  of  such  an  arrange¬ 
ment  may  be  rendered  obvious.  Take, 
for  example, a  series  which  varies  in  all 
three  particulars  noted.  Personally,  I 
break  away  from  the  orthodox  methods 
and  arrange  such  stamps  in  vertical 
columns.  In  the  first  column  I  put  the 
first  perforation.  Then  in  the  next 
column  I  place  such  stamps  of  the 
series  as  were  issued  with  a  second 
variety  of  perforation.  Then  the  third 
variety  of  perforation  in  the  third 
column  and  so  all  through  all  varieties 
of  perforation,  taking  care  to  keep 
each  value  in  line  across  the  page. 
The  advantage  of  this  arrangement  is 
that  it  tells  at  a  glance  what  stamps 
are,  and  what  are  not,  to  be  found  in 
each  variety  of  perforation. 
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JVE'&J  CATALOGX/E 

We  have  been  advised  by  the  pub¬ 
lishers  that  the  standard  catalogue  will 
appear  in  November.  This  will  be  re¬ 
garded  with  favor  by  all.  And  yet, 
Oliver  Twist'like,  we  are  ever  asking  for 
more.  The  admirable  plans  of  the  pub¬ 
lishers  are  receiving  unstinted  praise 
from  every  side,  but  there  remains  one 
thing  unassured  that  is  lacking  to  fill 
our  cup  of  satisfaction  to  the  brim.  In 
the  years  past,  this  important  vade 
mecum  has  never  appeared  on  the  date 
announced  by  the  publishers  in  advance. 
Two  months  or  more  have  generally 
elapsed  before  it  is  read}'  for  distribution. 
The  shortness  of  the  stamp  season  makes 
two  months  a  considerable  period  of 
time.  These  months  are  usually  noted 
as  a  time  of  fluctuations  in  stamp  values, 
unsteady  prices,  and  an  unwillingness 
of  dealers  to  sell  what  may  be  desirable 
stock  and  a  marked  reluctance  of  collec¬ 
tors  to  purchase  heavily  in  anticipation 
of  lower  prices  when  the  past  due  cata¬ 
logue  appears.  It  may  occur  to  some 
that  these  same  troubles  should  be  just 
as  apparent  prior  to  the  catalogue’s  ap¬ 
pearance,  even  though  it  appeared  on 
time.  Well,  this  experiment  has  never 
been  tried.  At  least  the  element  of  un¬ 
certainty  would  have  been  removed  in 
this  case,  and  everyone  being  assured 
of  the  exact  date  of  issuance  would  ad¬ 
just  their  sales  and  purchases  accordingly. 

It  occurs  to  us  that  the  issuance  of  this 
catalogue  right  at  the  commencement  of 
the  active  stamp  season,  in  September, 
or  in  the  first  part  of  October,  would  be 
a  boon  .to  collector  and  dealer  alike.

book  reach  the  public  in  January  or  later, 
months  after  its  need ‘is  severely  .felt, 
the  transaction  of  a  major  part  of  the 
season  being  based  on  the  catalogue  of 
the  previous  year.  No  addition  to  the 
work  of  the  publishers  would  be  impos¬ 
ed  were  this  commendable  feature 
adopted. 

Of  recognized  value  is  the  publication 
of  notable  variations  in  prices  as  glean¬ 
ed  from  the  advance  sheets  issued  prior 
to  the  publication  of  the  complete  work. 
The  publishers,  having  announced  them¬ 
selves  as  for  the  elimination,  as  far  as 
possible,  of  unstability  in  prices,  would 
do  well  to  see  to  it  that  the  leading 
journals  are  provided  with  advance 
sheets  upon  application  for  same.  The 
company  issuing  the  American  standard 
of  values  exercises  an  entire  monoply  of 
the  business  (many  remember  the  igno¬ 
minious  failure  of  a  rival  catalogue  years 
ago) .  They  have  evinced  a  genuine 
interest  in  securing  for  their  work  the 
unqualified  approbation  of  all.  To  them 
abundant  praise  has  been  given.  If  thev 
comply  with  the  demands  of  the  stamp 
public  and  assure  the  appearance  of  the 
book  on  the  date  set, they  will  receive  con¬ 
gratulations  and  further  commendations. 
Next  year  an  effort  to  issue  in  September 
will  add  to  their  laurels.

Foreigrv  Pa.pers 

At  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Wilkinson  I 
shall  in  this  number  experiment  with  a 
new  style  of  review — new  for  this  paper, 
at  least.  I  shall  pick  out  the  articles  of 
the  month,  as  you  might  say,  and  review 
them  at  greater  length,  devoting  myself 
to  the  leading  papers  in  turn.  The  pa¬ 
pers  not  so  reviewed  will  receive  briefer 
mention  each  month.  I  shall  be  pleased 
if  the  readers  would  advise  me  whether 
this  plan  suits  them  better  than  the  old 
one  or  not;  we  are  open  to  criticism. 

In  last  month’s  review  I  briefly  referr¬ 
ed  to  Mr.  Castle’s  article  on  the  first 


ssue  of  Portugal  published  in  the  Lon¬ 
don  Philatelist.  As  this  article  is  con¬ 
tinued  in  the  August  number  of  the  same 
paper,  it  may  be  well  to  condense  the 
whole,  all  the  more  as  one  sees  but  little 
in  print  relating  to  Portugal. 

The  first  issue  came  into  use  July  1st, 
1853.  It  was  engraved  by  Francisco 
Borja  Freire,  who  was  inspired  by  the 
octagonal  embossed  stamps  then  used  in 
England;  the  embossing  machine  also 
came  from  England,  but  the  stamps  were 
printed  at  the  mint  at  Lisbon.  The  5,25 
and  lOOreis  were  printed  on  both  thick 
and  thin  paper,  the  50  reis  on  thick  only. 
Of  the  5  reis  there  were  issued  3,515,400 
of  the  25  reis  7,317,193,  of  the  50  reis 
179,057,  of  the  100  reis  104,664, .  (  In  view 
of  these  numbers  the  proportion  between 
the  catalogue  prices  of  the  various  values 
is  rather  pecular.)  Of  the  5  reis  there 
are  two  dies,  whose  differences  may  be 
thus  summed  up : 

Die  I.  The  pendant  curl  curls  outward 
away  from  the  neck  ;  the  two  ornamental 
lines  approaching  the  word  CORREIO 
above  at  the  left  and  right,  and  below 
pointing  to  the  center  of  the  5  at  the  left 
and  the  upper  part  of  the  5  at  the  right 
are  short  and  broken  in  the  center  at  an 
angle  of  almost  45  per  cent. 

Die  II.  The  curl  is  cut  away  where  it 
projects  beyond  the  contour  of  the  back 
of  the  head,  although  by  excessive  ink¬ 
ing  it  often  appears  to  project  farther; 
the  lines  above  mentioned  are  longer, 
thinner  and  straighter,  so  as  to  appear 
curved  instead  of  angled.  This  die  is 
met  only  on  thin  paper. 

The  second  issue  was  engraved  and 
printed  as  before.  Of  the  53  reis  there 
are  5  dies,  differing  in  the  number  of 
pearls  and  other  variations;  of  the  25  reis 
there  are  two  dies,  die  I  having  rather 
larger  lettering  than  die  II  (Scott’s  type 
I  is  die  II  and  vice-versa.)  Of  the  Curly 
Hair  type  only  two  values  were  issued: 
5  and  25  reis;  of  the  25  reis  there  are  at 
least  four  dies  perhaps  more,  in  each 
color,  differing  chiefly  in  the  network, 
especially  under  the  5  and  E  of  the  low¬ 
er  inscription. 

The  accession  of  King  Luis  gave  rise  to 
the  issue  of  1862,  engraved  as  before. 
The  5  reis  of  this,  as  is  well  known,  ex¬ 
ists  in  two  varieties,  but  it  will  be  news 
that  Mr.  Castle  has  discovered  five  dies 
of  the  25  reis  also,  showing  differences 
in  the  background  (chiefly  over  the  E 
of  CORREIO. 
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The  1866-67  issue  was  engraved  by  C. 
Wiener  of  Brussels;  the  5  and  25  reis 
show  types.  Of  the  5  there  are  two, 
distinguished  by  Mr.  Castle  by  the  right 
upper  5  ;  of  the  25  reis  he  has  found 
three  varieties,  differing  in  the  relrtive 
positions  of  the  2  and  5,  and  expects  to 
find  more.  The  same  varieties  of  the  5 
are  found  in  the  1867-70  issue,  while  of 
the  25  reis  Mr.  Castle  so  far  knows  of 
seven  varieties ! 

The  1870  issue  was  engraved  by  M. 
Campos.  Some  die  varieties  here  are 
well-known;  Mr.  Castle  adds  more, 
listing  7of  the  25  reis  and  2  of  the  50  reis. 
The  differences  lie  in  the  relative  posi¬ 
tion  of  the  numerals.  ,  , 

Another  interesting  feature  of'  the 
August  Condon  Philatelist  is  a  paper  by 
Mr.  Hull  on  some  of  the  later  issues  of 
Tasmania. 

Collectors  no  doubt  have  viewed  with 
distrust  the  rapid  decline  in  the  pricq  of 
the  Abyssinian  stamps  of  late.  In  this 
connection  an  article  from  “  Le  Collec- 
tionnear  De  Timdres  Poste  (no  248)  to¬ 
gether  with  the  comments  made  thereon 
by  Paul  Lietzow,  the  editor  of  Die  Post, 
in  the  August  number  of  the  latter  paper 
will  prove  of  interest.  I  give  extract, as 
follows : 

Every  collector  knows  that  in  1894  I 
received  stamps  of  Anyssinia  for  sale 
through  the  Charge  d’  affaires  of  the 
Negns  and  that  I  advertised  them  in  my 
lists.  These  stamps,  whoes  dies  were 
cut  by  M.  Mouchon,  were  made  in  the 
French  postage  stamp  manufactory  un¬ 
der  govermental  control,  the  ordinary 
stamps  as  well  as  those  intended  (later 
on!  P.  D.)  to  be  used  as  postage  due 
stamps.  These  latter  I  received  for  sale 
after  I  received  notice  of  their  issue  by 
telegram  and  then  by  the  following  let¬ 
ter,  postmarked  Paris,  Nov.  18,  1896  and 
and  addressed  to  me: 

“Dear  Sir — ; 

I  have  been  advised 
from  Harrar  that  the  Menlik  cards  and 
Hie  unpaid  stamps  are  in  circulation  there 
“—Follow  news  of  Ab>ssinea’s  joining 
the  Postal  Union .  (It  ha>s  notyet  join- 
ad,  after  5  years.  P.  L.) 

This  letter  is  signed  by  a  deputy  and 
French  minister  plenipotentiary  with 
the  authority  of  the  Abyssinia  Postmark 
General  (how  lofty  that  sounds!  P.  L.  ) 
I  will  add  that  among  a  lot  of  genuine 
Abyssinian  stamps,  utifortunably  sold 
under  face  value.  Theqe  was  about  an 
equal  number  of  unpaid  stamps,  of 
which  no  one  will  claim  they  were  made 
for  my  benifit —  —  —  —  —  These 


stamps  were  uot  intended  for  the  public 
aud  they  (who  P.  D.)  even  refuse  to  sell 
them  to  collectors  in  France.  (  This  as¬ 
sertion  of  the  M.  Maury  sounds  droll 
when  one  considers  that  he  himself  has 
sold  thousands  of  sets  of  the;  e  stamps 
since  1894. —  —  —  — With  all  his 
fine  talk,  M.  Maury  has  not  yet  furnish¬ 
ed  the  proof  that  the  postage  due  stumps 
of  Abyssinia  are  real  ly  genuine  and  bona 
tide  postage  stamps.  P.L.) 

From  the  report  of  the  meetieg  of  the 
French  Society  we  add  the  following: 

M.  Montader  reports  on  stamps  of 
Abyssinia.  It  appears  that  the  postage 
stamps  proper  are  used  for  prepayment 
within  the  country,  as  Abyssinia  does 
not  belong  to  the  Postal  Union.  But 
the  postage  due  stamps  are  entirly  un¬ 
known  within  this  country.  From  M. 
Maury’s  explanations  his  good  faith  is 
apparent  and  as  concerns  the  sudden 
tumble  in  the  price  of  these  stamps  M. 
Maury  is  evidently  quite  innocent  of  it. 
(At  all  events  it  is  clear  that  the  Abys¬ 
sinian  unpaid  stamps  were  and  are  frauds 
P.  LJ 

The  June  number  of  the  Revista  de  la 
Sociedad  filatilica  Argentine  brings  the 
degree  of  the  Chilean  Goverment  an¬ 
nouncing  new  stamps  for  September. 
There  will  be  the  following  values:  lc 
green,  2c  rose,  5c  blue,  10c  black  and 
Vermillion,  30c  black  and  violet,  50c  black 
and  orange;  on  the  latter  a  portrait 
will  be  in  black  and  will  show  Columbus 
without  a  beard. 

The  July  number  of  the  same  paper 
has  a  long  catalogue  of  Chilean  stamps 
from  which  it  appears  that  the  20c  of 
the  first  type  exists  in  London,  impres¬ 
sion  only,  not  in  local  print  only. 

Madrid  Filatelico  in  its  August  num¬ 
ber  concludes  its  condensed  history  of 
the  stamps  of  Mauritius  and  brings  a 
valuable  article  on  the  reprints  of  Berge- 
dorf  rather  too  long  for  review  here.  I 
hope  to  recur  to  this  later  on,  as  the  re¬ 
prints  are  so  excessively  common. — Pag¬ 
es  49  to  64  orf  the  History  of  Spanish 
stamps  come  with  the  two  last  numbers, 
containing  chiefly  official  documents. 

Artey  Letras  is  the  title  of  a  new  paper 
published  at  Havana  whose  first  number 
is  before  me.  It  is  literary  in  its  scope, 
but  has  a  philatelic  page.  I  wish  it 
success. 

The  Abyssinian  affair  is  rousing  much 
dispute  in  European  papers ;  El  Filatelico 
Espanol  discusses  it  in  its  August  num¬ 
ber,  but  arrives  at  no  result  except  that 
the  stamps  no  doubt  were  in  circulation 
in  Abyssinia.  The  explanation  their  sud- 
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den  bear  movement  given  by  M.  Maury: 
that  they  have  been  retired  for  a  new 
issue,  is  hooted  at.  Where  is  the  new 
issue?  What  stamps  are  used  in  Abbys- 
sinia  now,  if  the  old  ones  are  retired 
and  no  new  ones  issued?  The  affair  is 
rather  dark  all  around. — Some  counter¬ 
feit  descriptions  are  translated  from  the 
Philatelic  West. 

Le  Philateliste  Francais  for  July 
brings  som«  interesting  notes  on  the 
stamps  of  France.  For  instance  the 
first  official  notice  states  that  the  first 
stamps  of  Franice  were  to  appear  in  red, 
blue  and  black,  but  the  three  stamps 
issued  in  1849  were  black,  orange  and 
red,  respectively.— A  law  of  1850  decreed 
a  50  centimes  stamp,  but  it  never  ap¬ 
peared. — On  an  old  letter  a  printed  label 
has  been  found,  affixed  by  the  post-office, 
which  states  that  the  rate  for  prepaid 
city  letters  within  Paris  is  10c,  but  that 
the  letter  in  question,  not  being  prepaid 
is  subject  to  a  rate  of  15c.  It  was  used 
in  1853  and  is  undoubteply  the  very 
earliest  form  of  a  postage-due  stamp. 
Some  stamps  of  the  Empire  are  found 
with  advertisements  on  the  back,  like 
those  of  New  Zealand. — An  illustration 
is  given  of  a  beautiful  essay  with  the 
head  of  the  French  Prince  Imperial,  en¬ 
graved  by  Joubert  in  1869.  If  the  Em¬ 
pire  had  not  gone  to  smash  the  next 
year,  we  might  have  a  French  stamp 
with  the  head  of  this  unfortunate  }7oung 
prince,  who  fell  under  Zula  spears  in 
Africa  at  the  age  of  23. — The  Rouman¬ 
ian  article  is  brought  up  to  the  issues 
of  1885. 

Filatelia  informs  us  that  the  Hungari¬ 
an  Government  has  placed  on  sale 
stamp  booklets  like  ours,  containing  24 
stamps.  This  is  the  first  I  have  heard 
of  it;  have  the  European  chronicles  not 
noticed  it? — The  paper  devotes  consider¬ 
able  attention  to  fiscal  stamps,  a  fiscal 
exchange  club  having  been  formed  at 
Buenos  Aires. 

El  Noticiero  Filatelico,  our  contempo¬ 
rary  at  Mayaguez,  Puerto  Rico,  is  almost 
entirely  devoted  to  advertisements. 

There  is  a  good  article  in  the  July 
number  of  Ea  Revue  Philatelique  Fran- 
caise  describing  the  differences  between 
the  London  and  local  prints  of  the  late 
issue  of  New  Zealand,  but  these  have 
already  been  described  so  often  that  I 
will  not  repeat  them  here.  By  the  way, 
the  article  states  that  the  “d”  on  the 
New  Zealand  postage-due  stamps  stands 
for  dime  i  surely  the  editor  ought  to 
know  better: — This  paper  is  quite  devot¬ 
ed  to  fiscal  stamps  and  has  a  good  chroni¬ 
cle  of  new  fiscal  issues. 


Die  Post  still  continues  its  article  on 
German  Colonial  Cancellations  and  is  at 
German  East  Africa  at  present. 

The  August  number  of  the  Vertrauli- 
ches  Korrespondenz-Blatt  is  largely  tak¬ 
en  up  with  announcements  of  the  XIII. 
German  Philatelists’  Reunion  at  Berlin, 
now  past.  The  list  of  counterfeits  and 
frauds  is,  unfortunately,  always  a  long 
one. — With  this  number  there  came  a 
long  list  (545  numbers)  of  philatelic 
societies  and  papers  which  can  be  ob¬ 
tained  separately  and  will  be  valuable  to 
many. 

Der  Philatelist  for  August  is  excep¬ 
tionally  slim  and  furnishes  nothing 
special  for  review.  Its  strong  point  is, 
as  usual,  the  excellent  chronicle.

No  lessan  authority  than  C.E. Severn 
ascribes  Denver’s  failure  to  land  the 
1902  convention  seats  to  the  lack  of  un- 
animity[of  the/western  men. He  says  in 
part:  It  is  probable  that  the  Chicago 
delegates  did  not  vote  to  elect  Denver, 
so  that  Chicago  city  could  make  a  suc¬ 
cessful  bidding  for  the  conventions  in 
1903. 

This  fact  existing,  Denver’s  friends 
can’t  be  expected  to  root  very  hard  for 
Chicago  next  year.  Such  a  coup  d’etat 
inspires  no  admiration  from  the  defeat¬ 
ed.  E.  R.  Aldrich  also  tells  ho-y^ Denv¬ 
er  came  to  lose:  “Too  much  credit  can 
not  be  given  the  western  proxy  holders 
by  Eastern  members  as  had  Merell, 
Eaton  and  myself  not  followed  what 
we  believed  was  the  desire  of  those  we 
represented  but  cast  our  votes  solid  for 
Denver  the  next  meet  would  have  gone 
west.  Should  the  Easterners  hold  the 
upper  hand  next  year  may  they  be  as 
considerate. 

So  lack  of  organization  and  unanimous 
work  “queered”  Denver.  The  West 
has  not  been  honored  with  the  conven¬ 
tions  since  1894;  why  it  should  be 
thrown  out  in  favor  of  a  remote  town 
with  few  attractions,  comparatively, 
is  incomprehensible.  If  the  attendance 
at  Springfield  (Massachusetts)  is  small 
— remember  the  “crime  of  ’01.”  And 
do  not  wager  on  Chicago’s  chances 
for  1903.  “There’s  many  a  slip  etc.” 

Brown,  the  versatile  and  “Yours 
Truly,”  the  omnipotent,  of  the  A.  P. 
Magazine,  and  Severn,  the  obsequious, 
of  the  Mekeel’s,  are  entertaining  (sic) 
the  readers  of  their  respective  papers 
with  a  cornered  spat,  wherein  two  en¬ 
deavor  strenuously  to  demonstrate  the 
absurdity  of  the  ones  views  and  vice 
versa.  “Yours  Truly”  would  appear 
to  be  a  radical  disciple  of  Quackenbush 
whose  conservative  views  as  to  the  de¬ 
plorable  sordidness  of  philately  gain¬ 
ed  publicity  in  the  WEST.  Brown,  in 
a  sort  of  iove-me-love-my-dog  fashion, 
champions  his  half  appointed  arbitrer 
of  prices  (to  the  extent  of  a  page  and 
a  quarter  in  one  issue.)  Severn,  re¬ 
presentative  of  thedread  vampire  com¬ 
mercialism,  twists  and  turns  in  ago¬ 
nizing  effort  to  escape  the  fire  of  invec¬ 
tive  the  two  direct  upon  him.

ledging  inferiority  of  stock,  admitting 
exorbitance  of  prices,  or  whether  he 
should  smilingly  kick  his  customer 
over  the  transom  if  he  should  have  the 
unwarranted  temerity  to  request  a 
more  perfect  specimen  or  should  quib¬ 
ble  about  the  price.  My,  my,  what  a 
tempest  in  a  teapot — in  truth,  much 
ado  about  nothing.  “Tot  homines, 
quot  sententiae.”  Eittle  kas  been 
gained  by  this  senseless  controversy — 
it  is  a  prostitution  of  valuable  space 
that  could  be  devoted  to  more  edifying 
matter.  “Yours  Truly”  is  very  ra¬ 
dical — too  much  so.  Any  dealer  adopt¬ 
ing  his  idea  would  have  speedy  cause 
for  regret-his  business  would  suffer  as 
the  natural  result  of  such  impractical 
practices.

Some  one,  real 
name  unknown,  grinds  out  the  follow¬ 
ing — what  shall  we  call  it?  Poetry? 
Twould  be  a  libel  to  do  so — and  a  west¬ 
ern  publisher  has  the  temerity  to  print 
it: 

She  took  the  Adhesive  the  rebels 
hauled  down, 

Und  stuck  id  fast  on  her  night-gown. 
Und  pud  id  in  her  review  rer  all  could

Stamps  of  Spain. 

My  specialty  of  collecting  is  postage 
stamps  only.  At  first  I  used  to  collect 
anything  in  the  line  of  stamps  that 
came  to  hand,  until  I  saw,  that  a  limit¬ 
ation  to  one  species  of  stamps  would 
employ  my  faculties  more  satisfactorily. 
To  this  end  I  commenced  to  discard 
from  my  collection  every  stamp  not  a 
postage  stamp.  I  counted  several  “im- 
puesto  de  guerra”  stamps  under  Spain 
and  consulting  Scott  found  that  they 
were  classed  as  “war  stamps’’  with  the 
remark  “these  stamps  are  only  revenue 
stamps,  etc.”  Away  with  them!  And 
away  they  went  in  exchange  for  postage 
stamps.  Later  on  I  came  across  a  closer 
information  about  these  so  called  “war 
stamps,  revenues  only7”  and  perhaps 
it  is  of  interest  to  some  of  our  readers  if 
I  communicate  my  lesson  to  them.  The 
war  of  Spain  against  Don  Carlos  and 
the  insurrection  of  the  Cubans  in  1873 
was  quite  an  extra  expense  to  poor 
Spain  and  she  had  to  levy  an  extra  tax 
on  divers  articles  as  documents,  bonds, 
drafts,  diplomas,  receipts,  lottery  and 
theater  tickets,  etc.,  and  also  on  letters 
within  the  domains  of  Spain  and  to  is¬ 
lands  and  colonies  tributary  to  the 
mother  country.  According  to  a  decree 
Oct.  2,  1893,  article  3  there  were  issued 
two  stamps,  5  centimos  and  lQcentimos. 

While  the  10  centimos  really  was 
nothing  else,  but  a  war  revenue  stamp 
on  other  documents,  of  corresponding 
value,  the  5  centimos,  though  a  revenue 
stamp  was  an  additional  postage  tax  be¬ 
sides  the  ordinary  postage  due  or  in 
other  words  a  real  postage  stamp.  No 
closed  letter  was  permitted  to  be  mailed 
or  to  leave  the  post  office  without  this 
additional  postage  tax  stamp,  regardless 
of  the  weight  of  such  letters.  This  de¬ 
cree  was  enforced  January  1st,  1874. 
If,  for  instance  a  letter  was  posted  with 
the  ordinary  postage  stamp  or  stamps 
adhered  in  full  payment  of  the  usual 


postage  rates,  but  lacking  the  extra  war 
tax  5  centimos  stamp,  such  letter  was 
retained  and  the  sender  notified  as  if  no 
postage  at  all  had  been  paid.  In  Spain 
prepayment  of  postage  is  required  by 
law.  And — now  mark — to  prove  that 
the  5  centimos  “impuesto  de  guerra,” 
of  course  cancelled  by  postal  mark,  was 
nothing  but  an  additional  and  a  real 
postage  stamp  I  wish  to  state  that  letters 
bearing  the  “impuesto  de  guerra” 
stamp  only  were  forwarded  by  the  royal 
mail,  even  if  the  ordinary  postage 
stamps  were  missing. 

Consequently  the  5  centimos  “im¬ 
puesto  de  guerra”  is  really  a  postage 
stamp. 

For  the  reason  that  this  additional 
postage  fee  probably  would  be  necessary 
only  a  short  time,  the  government  did 
not  choose  to  make  any  changes  in  the 
postal  tarriff,  but  simply  issued  this  ex¬ 
tra  stamp,  which  she  was  at  liberty  to 
withdraw  at  any  time. 

Letters  to  foreign  countries  under 
international  agreements  were  free  from 
such  extra  taxation  and  passed  over 
their  routes  without  that  additional 
postal  fee  also  postal  cards  within  the 
domain . 

First  issue,  Jan  1,  1874  inscription: 

Impuesto  de  Guerra  5  cent  Peseta,  be¬ 
tween  two  lines  forming  an  oval,  color: 
black  on  white. 

Soon  counterfeits  were  in  circulation 
and  could  be  distinguished  as  such  in 
the  following  manner.  The  number  5 
is  larger  with  the  counterfeits  than  with 
the  genuine,  so  is  the  star  between  the 
inscriptions  larger  and  does  not  form 
an  exact  circle,  but  is  broader  and  larger 
and  third,  the  space  between  the  oval 
line  and  the  lower  inscription  is  too 
wide  with  the  counterfeits. 

The  Post  Master  General,  not  the 
Revenue  Authority,  gave  the  alarm  ami 
asked  the  Postmasters’  caution  all  over 
the  land.  This  is  another  proof  that  the 
o  centimos  “impuesto  de  guerra”  was 
and  is  a  postage  stamp  and  cannot  be 
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considered  a  revenue  stamp.  There  are 
other  falsifications  of  differt  design. 

Second  issue  January  1,1875, -May  31, 
1S75,  inscription  Tempto  de  guerra 

“Espana”  on  both  sides 

cut  at  the  bottom  and  a  “5”  in  a  small 
oval  in  each  corner  below,  color:  green 
on  white.  With  the  issue  of  this  green 
stamp  for  1875  the  former  black  was 
cancelled  and  declared  invalid. 

Still  in  the  province  of  Tarragona, 
probably  in  want  of  the  new  issue,  the 
first  black  issue  was  kept  in  use  with  a 
black  surcharge  by  the  post  master  of 
that  district  Adm.  Econ.  Tarragoiia  hab. 
pr  1875”.  Only  a  few  of  these  stamps 
being  used  until  the  supply  of  the  new 
green  issue  had  arrived.  These  stamps 
are  naturally  very  rare,  and  their  genu- 
iness  is  doubted  by  some  philatelists.

In  a  country  ofRussia’s  dimensions  it 
would  not  pay  to  run  the  postoffice  mail 
routes  into  every  little  nook  and  corner. 
The  manner  in  which  this  difficulty  is 
surmounted  is  interesting.  The  imperial 
post  determines  a  fixed  route  for  its 
mails.  All  districts  which  are  not  on 
that  route  are  permitted  to  establish 
miniature  posts,  which  carry  letters  to 
the  nearest  station  on  the  route  of  the 
imperial  post.  These  posts  are  organiz¬ 
ed  and  worked  by  the  local  municipal 
governments,  which  issue  stamps  for  the 
purpose.  These  posts  were  authorized 
by  an  edict  (dated  September,  3,  1870) , 
to  carry  local  letters  from  one  point  in 
the  district  to  another,  and  also  to  take 
letters  to  and  from  the  nearest  office  of 
the  government  postal  service.  With 
their  characteristic  fondness  for  vivid 
colors,  the  designers  of  the  rural  stamps 
have  made  them  of  many  hues,  and  if 
they  are  not  particularly  artistic  they 
are  decidedly  highly  colored.  Some  of 
the  results  are,  in  consequence,  often 
absurd  but  some  of  them  are  admirable 
specimens  of  the  engravers  art.

A  recent  list  of  an  eastern  dealer  gives 
two  quotations  which  cannot  fail  to  in¬ 
terest  those  who  are  interested  in  Uncle 
Sam’s  adhesives.  The  first  is  fora  pa¬ 
per  prc  of  of  the  August  type  of  the  3c 
1861  offered  for  $1.00  and  the  other  an 
imperforate  pair  of  1890  2  centers  at 
$3.50. 


The  continued  scarcity  of  used  copies 
of  the  $30  revenues  keeps  the  price  well 
up.  I  have  noted  but  two  offers  recently 
being  made,  one  at  $12.50  and  the  other 
$10.50.  It  does  not  seem  that  a  price  of 
over  a  third  of  face  could  be  maintained 
yet  there  is  no  indication  of  any  weak¬ 
ening  in  the  market.  Either  the  stamps 
have  not  reached  the  dealers  or  else  the 
fact  of  purchase  by  them  is  being  care¬ 
fully  concealed.

In  their  latest  quotations  the  publish¬ 
ers  of  the  standard  catalog  furnish  prices 
on  209c  and  211b,  the  special  printing  of 
the  5c  brown  and  4c  green,  which  they 
now  offer  at  $25.00  each. 

One  of  the  interesting  exhibits  in 
connection  with  the  postal  display  at 
the  “Pan- Am”  is  an  electric  cancelling 
machine  upon  which  souvenirs  given  to 
visitors  are  cancelled.  The  card  used  is 
ordinary  postal  card  stock  upon  which 
is  the  inscription  in  four  lines: 

PostOffice  Department  Exhibit 
— U.  S.  Government  Building, — 
Pan-American  Exposition, — 
Buffalo,  N.  Y.  and  in  parenthisis 
in  small  letters  in  lower  sinster  corner 
“Unmailable.”  The  cancellation  used 
is  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  — 1901  with  date  and 
hour  in  centre  and  seven  lines  with 
“P.  O.  Dep’t  Ex”  between  third  and 


fifth  in  centre. 


At  Scott  Co’s  86th  Sale  held  April 
23  1888  a  superb  copy  of  a  proof  of  the 
$5000  revenue  realized  $43.00.  The 
specimen  was  pronounced  by  those  who 
examined  it  as  the  finest  ever  offered  in 
New  York. 


At  this  same  sale  an  used  albino  of 
the  1853  envelope  was  sold  for  sixty 
and  an  essay  prepared  for  the  letter 
sheet,  showing  Grant’s  portrait  and 
printed  in  blue  brought  thirty  cents. 
These  prices  are  old,  of  course,  but  it  is 
only  once  in  a  long  time  that  we  see  any 
prices  at  all  upon  this  class  of  specimens. 

Since  the  untimely  death  of  Presdent 
McKinley,  or  at  least  since  collectors 
have  recovered  from  the  dazing  effects  of 
the  shock  of  the  assassination  they  have 
begun  speculating  if  precedent  would  be 
followed  and  the  design  on  some  of  the 
sombre  colored  values  be  changed  to 
make  way  for  the  features  of  the  well 
beloved  ruler  whom  the  anarchist’s 
bullet  has  removed  from  the  executive 
chair  of  our  land.  In  the  present  list  of 
colors  to  snpercede  Perry  on  the  dollar 
value  with  our  late  president  would 
seem  evidently  proper. 

French  Preprints, 

L’Echv  de  la  Timbrologie. 

A  new  lot  of  reprints,  consisting  of  a 
large  number  of  postage  stamps  of 
France,  China,  Cavalle,  Dedeagh,  Port 
Eargos,  Vathy,  Morocco,  Madagascar 
of  the  allegory  type  and  unpaid  letter 
stamps,  with  and  without  surcharge, 
have  been  recently  turned  out.  The 
colors  are  slightly  different  from  those 
of  the  originals  and  the  paper  is  appre¬ 
ciably  thicker.  A  number  of  varieties 
which  were  previously  known  only  in 
type  II,  may  now  be  seen  in  type  I. 
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Hydrogen  Peroxide. 

Bazaar . 

The  hydrogen  peroxide  can  be  had  in 
either  a  watery  or  an  ethereal  solution. 
I  am  inclined  to  prefer  the  latter,  as  it 
dries  quicker,  and  lasts  longer— I.  E., 
the  oxygen  does  not  seem  to  escape  from 
the  solution  so  rapidly,  for  I  find  that 
the  watery  solution  soon  loses  its  oxygen. 

My  modus  OPERANDi  is  as  follows :  I 
lay  the  stamp  on  a  piece  of  paper,  and 
paint  the  peroxide  all  over  it  with  a  soft 
paint-brush,  stroking  the  stamp  repeat¬ 
edly  with  the  brush.  After  a  fewT  sec¬ 
onds  of  this,  I  dry  off  the  peroxide  with 
clean  blotting-paper,  and  paint  again 
with  some  more.  Ttiis  is  done  again 
and  again,  till  all  the  black  h*as  changed 
into  the  original  orange,  vermilion,  blue, 
or  lilac,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Another  way,  which,  however,  is  more 
wasteful,  is  to  put  the  stamp  into  a' 
watch-glass,  or  similar  receptacle,  and 
pour  a  teaspoonful  of  the  peroxide  on  it, 
leaving  it  in  until  the  colour  has  quite 
come  back .  In  very  obstinate  cases  I 
have  found  that  the  peroxide  seems  to 
act  more  rapidly  and  more  surely  if,  be¬ 
tween  the  paintings,  the  stamp  be  held 
to  the  fire  to  dry. 

Readers  must  understand  that  the  per¬ 
oxide  will  not  injure  the  most  delicate 
colours.

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Observations  on 
Some  Origina.1  Covers

(Continued  from  last  number) 

As  we  are  still  in  registration  marks, 
we  may  mention  a  few  others.  Most 
collectors  are  familiar  with  the  linen 
envelopes  furnished  by  Great  Britain  for 
registration  purposes,  bearing  the  stamp 
on  the  flap  of  the  envelope,  while  the 
postage  is  affixed  on  its  face.  To  call 
attention  to  the  registered  character  of 
the  letter,  two  heavy  blue  lines  cross  its 
face  and  a  large  blue  letter  R  is  usually 
printed  in  the  upper  left  corner.  Simi¬ 
lar  envelopes  have  been  adopted  by 


many  of  the  British  colonies  and  by  a 
few  other  countries.  Their  use  is  not 
obligatory ;  if  letters  are  registered  in 
ordinary  envelopes  in  Great  Britain,  a 
blue  cross  is  made  on  their  face  with  a 
pencil  in  imitation  of  the  printed  lines 
and  they  are  marked  with  the  large 
initial  R  in  an  oval. 


Similar  blue  lines  are  used  on  register¬ 
ed  letters  in  ordinary  envelopes  in 
various  other  countries.  For  instance 
here  is  one  from  India,  which  bears  the 
following  registration  mark,  impressed 
in  black  ink :

Attungal  being  the  name  of  the  origin - 
ating  office.  This  envelope  bears  on  its 
back  this  postmark  in  a  circle:

This  is  the  stamp  of  the  post  office  on 
board  the  Peninsular  and  Oriental 
steamers  between  Bombay  and  London, 
or  between  Bombay  and  Brindisi,  where 
the  Indian  mail  is  transferred  to  the 
railways  across  Italy  and  France.  There 
must  be  quite  a  number  of  these,  dis¬ 
tinguished  by  the  letter  under  the  words 
SEA  POST  OFFICE. 

Another  letter  showing  such  blue 
lines  came  from  the  Orange  Free  State 
— ‘  befo’  de  wah,”  to  be  sure.  It  bears 
no  R  on  its  face.  The  postmark  reads:

.  99 

BLOEMFONTEIN 

all  enclosed  in  an  oval.  The  letter  bears 
the  further  postmark  on  its  back :

Still 
another  postmark  is  the  familiar  one  of 
the  American  exchange  office:

enclosed  in  a  doublelined  oval,  the  date 
within  the  inner  oval.  The  time  made 
by  this  letter  is  pretty  fair;  there  is  no 
indication  of  its  having  passed  through 
London,  though  I  doubt  that  mail  is 
carried  direct  between  Capetown  and 
New  York. 

Blue  lines  like  those  described  are 
also  found  on  an  envelope  before  me 
coming  from  Spain  and  bearing  in 
addition  to  50  centimes  in  other  stamps, 
one  of  ihe  special  5c  black  war  tax 
stamps — mournful  souvenir  of  Spain’s 
unfortunate  war  against  our  own  country.

The  5  piastres  lias  also  been  imitated 
but  it  is  easily  told  by  the  characteristic 
before  described :  the  Arabic  figure  5  is 
in  circles  instead  of  (as  it  should  be)  in 
an  octagon.  Finally,  all  these  forgeries 
can  be  told  infallibly  by  counting  the 
pearls  of  the  inner  oval;  as  above,  there 
are  only  43  .whereas  there  should  be  48. 

The  issue  of  1876  with  the  EMP: 
OTTOMAN  has  been  counterfeited  quite 
as  extensively  as  the  others.  Take  the 
10  paras  black  and  lilac  of  1876,  for 
instance.  The  characteristic  lies 
in  the  inscription  EMP:  OTTOMAN 
which  is  mnch  too  large  and  thick  on 
the  counterfeit,  as  well  as  the  word 
PARAS.  Compare  suspects  on  this 
point  with  the  others  of  the  set.  The 
Os  in  OTTOMAN  are  quite  circular  on 
the  genuine,  but  oval  on  the  counterfeits. 
The  distance  between  the  lower  line  of 
the  crescent  and  the  line  above  OTTO¬ 
MAN  is  too  large  on  the  counterfeits, 
being  nearly  twice  the  width  of  that  on 
the  genuine.  To  remedy  this  the 
counterfeiter  extended  the  triangular 
ornaments  in  the  lower  spandrels  too 
far,  so  that  the  right  point  of  this  tri¬ 
angle  ends  over  the  second  T  of  OTTO¬ 
MAN,  wdiereas  it  should  end  over  the 
second  O.  The  Arabic  figure  1  in  the 
righthand  spandrel  should  be  almost 
parallel  with  the  line  just  below  it,  but 
on  the  counterfeit  it  stands  at  an  angle 
of  about  40  degrees  to  this  line.  Most 
of  this  holds  good  also  for  a  forgery  of 
the  20  paras  red  violet  and  green.  It 
can  moreover  be  told  at  a  glance  by  the 
fact  that  on  the  counterfeit  the  lower 
extremity  of  the  Arabic  figure  2  in  the 
lefthand  spandrel  points  directly  into 
the  corner  above  the  word  EMP:,"  while 


ou  the  genuine  it  points  nearly  2  mm. 
above  the  corner.  The  small  arabesque 
ornaments  above  the  word  PARAS 
should  be  distinctly  formed  of  twTo  lines 
up  to  the  small  inner  balls,  but  the 
counterfeit  show's  only  one  line  on 
either  side  near  the  balls.  Another 
counterfeit  showdng  the  same  earmarks 
is  one  of  the  50  paras  blue  and  yellow'. 
In  addition  it  betrays  itself  by  the  ex¬ 
cessive  height  of  the  figures  50;  the  5 
nearly  touches  the  line  under  EMP:  and 
the  O  nearly  touches  the  arabesque 
ornament,  whereas  there  should  be  near¬ 
ly  a  millimeter  space  above  each.  I 
have  another  forgery  of  this  value,  but 
printed  in  blue  only,  without  the  yellow 
background,  thus  creating  an  artificial 
error — a  gem  without  price,  surely.  It 
is  just  like  the  one  described  above,  ex¬ 
cept  for  the  figures  50  which  are  quite 
different.  They  are  also  taller  than 
those  of  the  genuine,  but  the  five  has  a 
very  long  tail,  whereas  the  5  of  both  the 
genuine  ana  the  counterfeit  before  de¬ 
scribed  has  a  short  tail;  the  0  of  the  50 
on  this  latter  forgery  is  directly  under 
the  end  of  the  arabesque,  w'hereas  it 
should  be  somewhat  to  the  left  of  the 
same.  The  general  characteristics  before 
given — size  of  inscription,  space  under 
crescent,  end  of  triangle — will  also 
answer  for  a  counterfeit  of  the  2  piastres 
black  and  yellow'  brown;  it  is  otherwise 
very  w’ell  imitated.  The  same  is  true  of 
a  forgery  of  the  5  piastres  red  and  blue; 
here  an  additional  mark  is  found  in  the 
figure  5,  the  tail  of  which  should  be 
turned  slightly  upw'ards,  w'hereas  on  the 
counterfeit  it  distinctly  hangs  downward. 
The  A  of  PIASTRES  should  be  exactly 
under  the  open  space  between  the  two 
arabesques,  but  on  the  counterfeit  it  is 
a  little  to  the  left  of  the  same.  Still  an¬ 
other  forgery  of  the  same  general  ap¬ 
pearance  is  one  of  the  25  piastres  claret 
and  rose.  The  tail  of  the  5  should  be 
almost  straight,  but  is  curved  on  the 
forgery ;  the  figure  2  is  much  too  tall. 
The  top  of  the  Arabic  figures  2  in  the 
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squandrels  should  be  quite  curved,  but 
on  the  forgery  it  is  quite  straight.  The 
last  S  of  PIASTRES  hangs  to  the  right 
on  th*j  genuine;  on  this  counterfeit  it  is 
quite  straight  (but  there  are  other  count- 
etfeits,  not  before  ...e  at  this  writing,  on 
which  it  hangs  to  the  left.)  An  easy  way 
to  tell  counterfeits  of  this  set  is  by  the 
A  of  .OTTOMAN;  on  the  genuine 
stamp  it  is  almost  always  so  badly 
blurred  that  there  is  no  color  at  all  in 
the  upper  part  or  only  the  tiniest  dot  of 
color;  on  the  counterfeits  owing  to  the 
larger  size  of  the  A,  the  upper  part  is 
always  distinctly  prinred.

Hou>  the  American  Local 

Post-Offices  Ulcrc  Managed. 

By  A.  Treherne,  of  England. 

There  were  three  classes  of  these 
offices:— the  despatch  posts,  the  sub 
post  offices  and  the  delivery  offices.  A 
despatch  post’s  stock  in  trade  consisted 
of  a  route  of  tin  letter  boxes  of  from 
200  to  1000  boxes.  (A  good  illustration 
of  one  of  these  boxes  is  given  in  the 
locals  of  Brady  &  Co,,  New  York  1858.) 
These  boxes  were  stationed  in  the  va¬ 
rious  parts  of  the  city,  and  were  not 
in  the  particular  charge  of  anyone,  but 
some  were  in  the  charge  of  the  pro¬ 
prietors  of  drug,  book  and  grocery 
stores  who  undertook  to  take  care  of 
the  letter  boxes  in  consideration  of  a 
profit  of  fifty  cents  which  they  gained 
by  the  sale  of  every  $2  worth  of  stamps. 
A  tin  sign  with  “Despatch  Post”  on  it 
was  sometimes  attached  to  the  door  to 
show  that  the  letter  box  was  inside, 
although  the  box  was  usually  hung 
outside.  The  hours  of  collecting  and 
delivery  were  marked  on  the  box,  and 
the  letters  taken  to  the  office  of  the 
post  three  or  four  times  daily.  Boyd’s 
city  post  in  New  York  and  Blood’s  in 
Philadelphia  were  specimens  of  this 
kind.  The  sub  post  offices  differed 


from  the  despatch  posts,  as  they  em¬ 
ployed  no  carriers,  whatever,  all  their 
business  was  conducted  in  their  office 
which  was  usually  in  a  public  thorough¬ 
fare.  A  set  of  boxes  was  fitted  up  in 
the  post  office  which  the  proprietors 
rented  at  a  stated  sum  per  month.  All 
letters  directed  to  any  person,  nam¬ 
ing  the  particular  sub  post  office  were, 
on  their  arrival,  thrown  into  the  box 
owned  by  that  letter  office  and  were 
then  taken  to  their  destination  by  a 
special  messenger. 

The  convenience  to  the  public  con¬ 
sisted  in  their  having  their  letters 
brought  to  a  convenient  distance  from 
their  residences,  the  annoyance  of  the 
crowded  post  offices  being  thus  avoided. 
Such  pest  offices  were  the  Broadway 
post  office  1848,  the  Union  Square  post 
office  1850  and  Pipe  Daily  Mail  1863. 
The  Pomeroy  Better  Express  stamps 
were  issued  by  the  proprietors  of  a 
despatch  post  and  the  different  colored 
stamps  were  issued  for  different  dis¬ 
tricts.  A  very  little  known  local  is 
the  Hordons  Express  post  for  Brook¬ 
lyn  issued  about  1850.  I  have  only 
seen  three  of  these  stamps!  one  in 
green,  unused  and  two  on  yellow 
glazed  paper  used,  one  on  the  entire 
original  envelope.  These  stamps  are 
not  catalogued  by  Scott  but  I  have  no 
doubt  they  are  genuine  locals  and  did 
postal  service. 


Much  to  the  annoyance  and  incon¬ 
venience  of  the  local  postal  authorities, 
a  swarm  of  bees  recently  took  posses¬ 
sion  of  the  letterbox  in  Killbridge, 
near  Mullinger  (England.)  All  at¬ 
tempts  to  disloge  them  have  proved 
unsuccessful  and  the  mails  still  remain 
within  the  letter  box.  The  postmaster- 
general  has  liberally  offered  a  reward 
of  2sh  to  anyone  who  will  effect  a 
clearance  of  the  busy  occupants,  but 
no  one  has  undertaken  the  task  and  it 
is  feared  we  must  await  Lord  Kitch¬ 
ener’s  return. — The  Stamp  Collector. 
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tamps  of  Venezuela

Since  1859  the  stamps  of  Venezula 
have  had  all  the  values  in  each  issue 
of  the  same  general  design  but  dif¬ 
fering  somewhat  in  detail.  I  do  not 
know  as  to  whether  the  1859  and  1861 
issues  have  been  counterfeited  or  not 
but  I  know  that  the  1863  and  1866  is¬ 
sues  have  secret  marks,  as  follows: 

The  y2  real,  type  I  1863,  has  a  dot  in 
one  of  the  pearls  at  the  top  and  a  ver¬ 
tical  line  in  a  pearl  on  the  left  of  the 
circle. 

The  1  and  2  reals,  X  and  1  centavo 
have  the  vertical  line  only. 

In  the  1866  issue  the  words  “Dios  y 
federacion”  appear  in  the  knot  of  the 
scroll  bearing  the  inscription.  The 
.secret  marks  of  the  1866  issue  are  as 
follows: 

The  X  real  has  a  vertical  line  in  the 
centre,  The  1  real  has  two  horizontal 
lines  on  the  left  one  small  and  one 
thick  vertical  line  in  the  centre,  one 
horizontal  line  on  the  right  and  a  G  in 
the  cornucopia  toward  the  left. 

The  2  reals  has  three  large  dots. 

In  the  y2  centavo,  on  the  left  a  dot 
and  in  the  middle  the  letter  n. 

In  the  1  cetavo,  a  large  dot  in  the 
middle. 

In  the  2  centavos,  on  the  right  is  an 
oblique  line  and  a  dot  in  the  centre. 

1866  issue  January  y2r,  1st.  transfer. 
The  sheet  contains  135  stamps  in  15 
rows  of  9  stamps  each. 

In  the  cornucopia  at  the  left  are 
four  long  lines.  The  horses  tail  nearly 
touches  the  sheild  at  the  left  and  is 
formed  of  a  thick  dash.  The  flowers 
from  the  cornucopia  are  partly  covered 
by  the  laurel  branches.  The  palm 
leaves  on  the  right,  especially  the 
fourth,  are  bent.  The  inscription  Dios 
y  federacion  are  composed  of  three 
separate  words.  The  letters  are  uni¬ 
form  in  size  and  the  scrolls  are  split 
in  two  even  parts  at  the  ends.  The  s 
of  los  is  straight. 


The  stars  on  each  side  of  the  value 
are  evenly  formed.  The  gum  is  smooth 
and  white. 

The  paper  was  rather  thin  and  the 
color  rather  light  where  as  in  the  latter 
issues  the  was  white  and  the  color 
deeper.  The  three  principal  colors  are 
pale  brown  violet,  dark  brown  violet, 
and  bright  brown  violet. 

1870  issue.  July  Xr  2nd  transfer. 
About  July  1870  a  second  printing  was 
made  of  the  X  real.  The  sheets  con¬ 
tained  135  stamps  in  15  rows  of  9  each. 
The  third,  sixth  and  ninth  stamp  of 
the  fourth,  eighth,  twelfth  and 
fifteenth  row,  horizontally  are  reversed. 

The  paper  was  at  first  thick  and  a 
dull  white  but  later  on  thin  and  not  so 
white.  The  colors  are  lilac  rose,  bright 
and  dark,  brown  rose,  red  brown,  pale 
and  dark,  carmine  and  pale  brown. 
All  these  shades  exist  tete-beche. 

FORGERY  OF  X  REAL,  1870. 

These  stamps,  the  color  and  paper, 
appeared  at  about  the  same  time  as  the 
originals. 

The  cornucopia  at  the  left  is  heavily 
shaded  by  vertical  lines.  The  horse 
is  shorter  and  thicker.  The  tail  is  1  m 
from  the  shield  and  is  formed  of  a 
small  dash. 

The  laurel  leaves  do  not  touch  the 
flowers  of  the  cornucopia  and  are  more 
bent.

In  Belgium  a  new  stamp  is  to  be  is¬ 
sued  bearing  a  new  portrait  of  the  King 
It  is  said  that  the  new  stamp  is  mag- 
nificiently  designed  by  the  Brussels 
artist  Omer  Dierick,  who  also  designed 
the  10C0  franc  note.  The  new  type  is 
entirely  different  from  the  former  is¬ 
sues.  It  is  unusually  simple,  without 
the  ornamentation  with  which  the  late 
Belgian  stamps  have  been  overloaded. 
It  is  composed  of  few,  but  strong  lines 
and  the  portrait  of  the  King  is  very  life 
like.  New  methods  will  be  followed 
in  the  making  of  this  stamp.  It  is  not 
yet  known  when  this  stamp  will  be 
issued.  — De  Postzegelgids.

Beings  a  comparatively  young:  col¬ 
lector  of  Indian  Relics,  I  can  only 
speak  of  my  experience  from  the  time 
I  became  interested  in  them,  which  be¬ 
gan  on  the  26th  day  of  November  1S97, 
on  which  date  I  was  passing  the  home 
of  a  friend  who  had  a  small  collection 
of  choice  specimens  of  Indian  relics, 
and  who  had  placed  forty  or  more  of 
his  rough  and  inferior  flint  arrows  and 
spears  around  the  edge  of  a  flower 
mound. 

I  had  noticed  them  there  for  some 
time  and  the  more  I  saw  them  the  more 
interested  I  became,  (rough  as  they 
were)  and  I  desired  to  possess  them,  I 
therefore,  asked  my  friend  what  he 
wanted  for  the  lot  and  to  my  delight, 
he  told  me  I  could  have  them  for  a 
“starter”  which  I  eagerly  gathered  up 
and  took  with  me. 

I  then  began  to  study  them  more  and 
more  and  from  that  time  on,  have  ad¬ 
ded  arrows,  spears,  axes,  celts,  etc.,  to 
those  forty  or  more  until  my  collection 
numbers  up  in  the  thousands  of  speci¬ 
mens,  fine  and  rare,  and  shapes  of  all 
kinds. 

In  the  course  of  six  months  after  my 
friend’s  gift,  my  collection  more  than 
doubled  his,  in  the  number  of  speci¬ 
mens  as  well  as  quality,  and  it  was  not 
long  until  I  purchased  his  entire  col¬ 
lection,  which  I  still  have. 

After  a  time  when  I  had  gathered  a 
great  many  specimens  I  began  planning 
some  way  to  arrange  them  so  that  they 
would  be  attractive  and  could  not  be 
handled  by  careless  persons  (for  if  laid 


on  shelves,  tables  or  in  show  cases,  it 
requires  constant  watching  to  keep 
them  from  being  handled  or  misplaced. 
I  therefore  concluded  to  mount  them. 

I  secured  a  supply  of  cardboard  and 
made  the  cards  14x17  in  size,  covered 
them  with  black  cloth,  on  which  I 
sewed  my  arrows  and  spears,  arrang¬ 
ing  them  to  represent  designs,  such  as 
a  heart,  crescent,  star,  shield,  cross, 
fan,  Maltese  cross  and  many  others, 
using  only  the  tiny  arrows  to  lay  off 
the  designs  and  then  filling  up  with 
larger  arrows  and  spears.  I  then  plac¬ 
ed  a  white  background  on  the  walls  of 
my  office,  over  which  I  fastened  the 
cards,  leaving  a  two  inch  margin  be¬ 
tween  each  card,  giving  it  the  desired 
effect,  and  making  it  lock  in  all  as  at¬ 
tractive  as  a  picture.  I  have  frequently 
overheard  remarks  from  the  people 
passing  my  office  “What  queer  wall 
paper  that  is”  or  “what  nice  pictures 
of  Indian  arrows  those  are”  this  and 
many  similar  expressions,  tends  to 
show  that  the  manner  in  which  1  have 
arranged  my  specimens,  at  least  draws 
the  attention  of  the  people  who  are 
not  interested  in  them  at  all,  and 
parties  who  take  an  interest  in  Arch¬ 
aeology  and  are  themselves  collecting, 
think  the  arrangement  and  display 
immense. 

The  beauty  of  it  all  is,  that  the  entire 
mounted  collection  can  be  seen  and 
admired,  without  being  touched,  there¬ 
by  decreasing  the  danger  of  loss  from 
breaking  or  chipping. 

I  now  have  sixty-five  cards  mounted 
and  am  continually  adding  to  them  as 
my  time  permits,  as  I  have  but  about 
half  of  my  collection  mounted,  my 
whole  collection  numbering  about  six 
thousand  specimens. 

Only  tfiose  who  have  seen  the  col¬ 
lection  or  photographs  of  it  can  gain 
any  idea  of  how  well  it  looks,  I  think 
I  am  the  originator  of  this  way  of 
mounting  Indian  relics,  as  I  have  seen 
numerous  collections  and  various  ar-

rangements,  in  cabinets,  show  cases 
and  otherwise  but  nothing  on  the  order 
of  mine.  My  heavy  stone  and  flint 
implements  I  have  placed  on  shelves, 
immediately  under  the  mounted  speci¬ 
mens,  the  whole  collection  in  this  way 
requires  but  little  room,  whereas,  if 
otherwise  arranged  it  would  consume 
considerable  space. 


Picked  Up  Irv  Passing.

A  friend  in  New  Hampshire^  who  had 
formerly  been  a  resident  of  Ohio,  writes 
me  as  follows:  “There  was  a  spring 
near  the  place  where  we  lived  in  Ohio 
which  boiled  up  many  fine  white  shells. 
None  of  these  shells  could  be  found  upon 
the  surface  of  the  ground  except  where 
the  water  flowed  from  the  spring.  A 
railroad  was  built  across  a  piece  of  low, 
wet  ground  not  far  distant  from  this 
spring  and  while  the  workmen  were  at 
dinner  one  day  several  rods  of  the  road, 
(yet  unfinished),  sank,  leaving  water 
several  feet  in  depth  in  which  there 
were  fish.”

While  calling  at  Col.  Abernethy’s  the 
other  day  he  showed  me  an  interesting 
specimen  that  stands  in  his  front  yard. 
It  is  a  large  piece  of  granite  which  was 
found  two  miles  south  of  Osage,  Iowa. 
It  stands  about  three  feet  high,  tapering 
to  a  point  in  a  pyramidal  form.  One 
side  has  been  polished  by  glacial  action, 
and  from  a  certain  angle  the  strae  are 
plainly  visible.

While  botanizing  one  day  this  summer 
I  came  across  a  very  interesting  geolog¬ 
ical  area.  A  familirr  sight  in  this  local¬ 
ity  is  the  pure,  white  limestone  out¬ 
cropping  everywhere,  dipping  at  all 
angles,  and  at  each  point  of  the  compass. 
The  particular  spot  that  arrested  my  at¬ 
tention  was  a  nnmber  of  ravines,  made 
by  heavy  rains,  down  the  sides  of  a  rail¬ 
way  embankment.  The  glacial  drift  con¬ 


sists  of  pebbles  of  all  descriptions,  some 
worn  by  the  action  of  water  and  others 
by  glacial  action.  Among  the  drift  were 
two  limestone  rocks  containing  brachio- 
pods  and  crinoid  stems,  an  interesting 
find  as?  all  the  other  outcropping  rocks 
around  that  locality  were  devoid  of 
fossil  remains.

A  rather  startling  theory  was  lately 
advanced  by  Professor  L.  Errara  of  the 
University  of  Brussels,  before  a  confer¬ 
ence  of  the  Association  of  the  Students 
of  Science.  His  theory  is  that  plants 
can  be  proven  to  possess  souls.  As  illus¬ 
trations  of  his  theory  he  cites  the  fol¬ 
lowing  incidents.  The  closing  of  the 
leaves  of  the  Dionea  at  the  slightest 
touch;  the  organism  of  the  protozoids; 
the  sensibility  of  certain  fungi,  and  the 
habits  of  certain  plants.  “It  is  a  well 
known  fact,”  he  says,  “that  young 
plants  subjected  to  a  unilateral  illumi¬ 
nation  toward  the  light.  If  the  flame  is 
located  at  an  angle  of  180  degrees  the 
plants  bend  in  a  direction  diametrically 
opposite.  If  the  experiment  is  repeated 
a  number  ot  times,  at  regular  intervals, 
then  suddenly  debar  the  plants  from  all 
light  they  will  still  continue  for  a  cer¬ 
tain  length  of  time  to  execute  regularly 
their  clock-like  movement.  They  have 
in  a  way  remembered  the  time,  and  what 
is  to  be  said  of  the  trees  which  in  Autum, 
in  one  climate,  lose  their  leaves  at  a 
fixed  season  of  the  year  and  which  con¬ 
tinue  to  do  so  in  warmer  regions  where 
their  congeners  no  longer  lose  them?” 
He  seems  to  have  at  least  convinced 
himself  when  he  adds:  “The  soul  is 
complex  and  differentiated  in  animal 
life  and  in  human  life.  In  the  vegetable 
world  it  consists  of  an  aggregation  of 
numberless  properties  or  attributes.  It 
only  needs  to  follow  the  course  of  evo¬ 
lution  and  the  complications  of  anatomi¬ 
cal  structure.”  Even  though  we  may 
not  agree  with  the  learned  professors 
theory,  it  opens  up  a  new  field  of  thought

for  the  botanist,  of  the  habits  of  plants 
and  their  sensibilities!  Even  a  child 
may  be  conscious  of  the  personality  of  a 
flower.  While  gathering  Hepaticas  in 
the  woods  this  spring,  accompanied  by 
four  little  maidens,  one  of  the  quartet 
astonished  me  by  saying.  “Mrs.  Tuttle, 
does  it  hurt  these  dear  little  flowers 
when  we  pick  them?” 

A  few  years  ago  I  made  an  interesting 
find  in  a  pile  of  sand  just  fresh  from  the 
sand-pit.  It  was  a  cowrie,  probably 
cypraea  obeollata  common  in  the  Pacific 
islands.  There  are  three  ways  in  which 
it  might  have  found  its  way  to  the  in¬ 
land.  It  might  have  been  cast  away  by 
someone;  as  the  Indians  used  to  use 
them  in  trading  it  might  have  been 
brought  in  that  way;  or  these  inland 
sand-beds  may  have  once  been  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  ocean.  At  any  rate  a  cowrie 
shell  seemed  very  much  out  of  place  in 
an  Iowa  sand-pit. 

The  Pioneer  Society  of  San  Bernadino 
county,  California,  an  organization  com¬ 
posed  of  men  and  women  who  crossed 
the  plains  in  ’49,  and  who  have  resided 
there  for  over  half  a  century,  has  re¬ 
moved  an  old  log  cabin  from  the  San 
Bernadino  mountains  to  the  city  of  San 
Bernadino,  wThere  hereafter  the  old- 
timers  will  meet  in  regular  weekly  session. 
Over  300  curios  are  on  exhibition  in  it, 
chief  of  which  is  a  silver  spoon  that  came 
over  on  the  Mayflower  in  1620,  a  shot¬ 
gun  made  in  1737,  a  lamp  at  one  time 
used  by  Joseph  Bonapart,  a  sugar  bowl 
and  clock  formerly  used  by  George  Wash¬ 
ington,  a  pistol  which  was  used  by  Davy 
Crockett  during  the  siege  of  the  Alamo, 
Kit  Carson’s  rifle,  which  has  killed  over 
a  score  of  men  ;  Daniel  Boone’s  pocket 
compass  that  laid  out  the  lines  in  Ken¬ 
tucky;  a  bed  quilt  made  eighty-five 
years  ago,  a  pocket  book  over  200  years 
old,  which  came  to  America  in  the  May- 
flowed  and  was  formerly  owned  by  Gov¬ 
ernor  William  Bradford;  a  hymn  book 


printed  in  1820;  a  butcher  knife  that  was 
brought  across  the  plains  in  1849,  a  tom¬ 
ahawk  found  in  Death  Valley  beside  two 
bodies  by  Lewds  LeFevre;  a  bowie  knife 
that  has  a  record  of  having  scalped  over 
threescore  emigrants;  a  looking-glass 
frame  used  by  Washington  during  the 
Revolution,  porcelain  ware  found  at 
Brin’s  cabin  in  1849,  where  the  Donner 
party  of  eighteen  camped  and  later  died 
from  thirst;  a  French  saber  that  saw 
service  in  the  battle  of  Waterloo;  shears 
that  cut  the  clothes  which  Washington 
wore  when  he  was  made  a  General ;  a 
Bible  printed  in  1791;  a  handkerchief 
ninety-seven  years  old,  and  a  fife  used 
by  Major  Arthur  Henry  in  the  Mexican 
War.  Collectors  who  visit  San  Bernad¬ 
ino  should  by  all  means  visit  the  old 
cabin  and  inspect  its  treasures.

A  musty  diary,  in  which  for  ten  years 
David  Sewall,  a  register  of  probate  of 
York  County,  Maine,  recorded  memo¬ 
randa  of  his  daily  life,  has  been  dis¬ 
covered  in  the  Court  House  archives  at 
Alfred.  Judge  Sew’all  was  appointed  by 
President  Washington,  Judge  of  the 
District  Court  of  Massachusetts. 

The  largest  iron  meteorites  come  from 
the  Carion  Diablo,  in  Arizona,  and  were 
discovered  about  ten  years  ago..  Of  this 
famous  “fall”  Professor  Ward,  the 
natural  history  collector,  has  seven 
large  specimens  and  twenty  or  more 
smaller  ones.  The  surface  of  the  larger 
ones  is  covered  with  indentations  or  pits 
scooped  out  by  the  air  through  which 
they  fell,  as  if  by  a  chisel.  Sometimes 
holes  were  thus  bored  entirely  through 
these  openings,  that  the  specimens  may 
be  suspended  for  more  effective  display. 
The  Canon  Diablo  meteorites  are  re¬ 
markable  in  being  one  of  the  twro  known 
kinds  that  contain  diamonds.  The  dia¬ 
monds  are  black  and  microscopic,  and 
have  no  commercial  value.

Mr.  V.  M.  Buck  of  Pawnee,  Oklahoma 
Ty.,  has  in  his  possession  a  copper  coin 
or  medal  which  thus  far  curio  collectors 
have  been  unable  to  name  or  identify. 
About  fifteen  years  ago  while  workmen 
were  excavating  for  the  foundation  of  a 
house  in  the  suburbs  of  St.  Paul,  Minn., 
the  coin  was  unearthed  from  what  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  an  Indian  grave,  a-s  a  num¬ 
ber  of  Indian  ornaments  were  found 
with  it.  The  coin  is  of  copper,  about 
the  size  of  a  half  dollar,  but  thicker  than 
a  silver  dollar.  It  is  plated  with  gold, 
and  in  the  edge  is  a  ring  by  which  it 
can  be  attached  to  a  chain.  The  coin  is 
crudely  milled,  and  appears  to  have  been 
molded  instead  of  stamped.  On  one 
side  are  two  crossed  arrows,  with  a  crown 
between  their  points,  and  the  date  1766 
between  their  feathered  ends.  In  the 
left  rightangle  is  “20  R,”  and  in  the 
right  “S.  M.”  The  reverse  face  bears 
a  crowned  shield  on  the  field  of  which 
is  a  lion  rampant.  Below  and  on  each 
side  of  the  shield  is  a  small  crowm.  To 
the  left  of  the  shield  are  the  letters 
“A.  F.,”  to  the  right  “S.  G”  and  below 
“V.  R.”  Mr.  Buck  is  curious  to  know 
the  history  of  his  relic.

Geologists  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
vast  territory  now  known  as  Wyoming 
once  had  numerous  fresh  water  lakes 
and  a  climate  approaching  the  semi- 
tropical,  and  that  the  animals  whose 
bones  are  from  time  to  time  coming  to 
light  inhabited  these  lakes  and  adjoin¬ 
ing  swamps  in  myriads.  They  sank 
into  the  mud  in  dying,  and  their  bones 
were  covered  with  other  deposits  and 
become  petrified.  The  large  beds  are 
found  at  points  supposed  to  have  been 
the  mouths  of  great  rivers,  the  animals 
after  death  having  floated  down  these 
rivers  to  places  where  they  w’ere  de¬ 


posited  in  these  estuaries,  thus  account¬ 
ing  for  the  vast  deposits  which  character¬ 
ize  certain  localities  and  w'hich  have 
proved  such  a  study  to  scientific  investi¬ 
gators. 

One  of  the  wonders  of  the  bare,  sandy 
plains  of  New  Mexico  are  the  thunder 
snakes  They  are  by  no  means  common, 
yet  they  are  often  encountered  by  prairie 
travelers,  especially  before  and  after 
thunderstorms.  Flashes  of  lightning 
and  claps  of  thunder,  which  are  so  ter¬ 
rifying  to  bipeds  and  quadrupeds,  seem 
to  have  the  greatest  charm  and  delight 
for  these  members  of  the  serpent  family. 
Whenever  a  thunderstorm  comes  up  they 
have  a  regular  picnic.  They  come 
crawling  out  of  holes,  from  behind  rocks 
and  rotten  stumps,  and  enjoy  the  fun 
while  it  lasts.  Their  nature  is  quarrel¬ 
some,  their  character  fierce,  and  they 
are  aggressive  in  a  high  degree,  although 
their  markings  are  very  beautiful.  They 
are  not  poisonous,  however,  their  bark 
being  much  worse  than  their  bite.

A  love  of  plants,  if  genuine,  cannot 
fail  to  arouse  in  us  a  desire  to  know  all 
that  can  be  learnt  about  their  life- history, 
their  structure,  classification  and  habits. 
The  subject, however,  is  a  vast  one,  and 
may  well  alarm  the  tyro.  In  fact,  a 
grasp,  other  than  general,  of  the  whole 
range  of  botany  may  at  once  be  set  down 
as  beyond  the  scope  of  any  except  those 
who  make  a  professional  study  of  it. 
Nevertheless  it  does  not  follow'  that 
the  labors  of  those  who  find  in  botany 
a  delightful  recreation  need  be  lost  to 
the  science.  Indeed  there  is  great  need 
of  the  work  of  such  in  the  immense 
field  of  North  American  flora — a  flora 
that  must  be  ever  increasing  in  the 
number  of  identified  species  as  new 
territory  is  explored  by  careful  and  ex¬ 
perienced  observers.  Much  good  might 
be  done,  if  those  who  find  pleasure  in 
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collecting  and  identifying  wild  flowers 
would  take  up  as  a  special  study  some 
single  group  or  genus, and  carefully  ran¬ 
sack  the  whole  of  the  district  in  which 
the}'  live  for  specimens.  The  import¬ 
ance  of  making  a  specialty  of  some  par¬ 
ticular  branch  of  our  flora  may  be  gath¬ 
ered  from  the  preface  to  Gray’s  fifth 
edition  of  his  Manual  Botany.  The  ar¬ 
guments  in  favor  of  it  grow  stronger 
every  year,  as  the  country  becomes  more 
settled  and  persons  flock  more  and  more 
to  the  rural  districts  during  the  heated 
season.  What  a  boon  it  would  be  if  we 
had  a  list  of  North  American  plants  cor¬ 
responding  to  the  “London  Catalogue’’ 
of  British  plants,  procurable  for  a  few 
cents,  in  which  we  could  mark  off  the 
plants  that  we  meet  with  in  our  summer 
rambles!  There  can  be  little  doubt  that 
such  a  convenience  w'ould  result  in  great¬ 
er  interest  in  the  floras  of  districts,  and 
doubtless  not  only  would  new  localities 
be  discovered,  and  recorded,  but  even 
new  species  might  reward  the  keen- 
sighted  observer.

The  largest  of  flight  birds  is  the  Cal¬ 
ifornia  vulture  or  condor,  measuring 
from  tip  to  tip  nine  and  a  half  to  ten 
feet,  and  exceeding  considerably  in  size 
the  true  condor  of  South  America.  The 
bird  lays  but  one  egg  each  season — 
large,  oval,  ashy  green  in  color,  and 
deeply  pitted,  so  distinctive  in  appear¬ 
ance  that  it  cannot  be  confounded  with 
any  other.  The  California  condor  is 
rapidly  approaching  extinction,  and 
museums  all  over  the  world  are  eager  to 
secure  living  specimens.  It  is  believed 
that  there  is  only  one  in  captivity. 

There  are  many  energetic  and  enthus¬ 
iastic  collectors  in  this  country  today 
who  devote  their  time  and  considerable 
money  in  the  collecting  of  monograms. 
It  is  a  field  which  strongly  appeals  to 
many  with  a  love  for  the  hisroric  and 


antique  and  too  much  cannot  be  said  in 
favor  of  its  devotees.  We  intend  to 
have  a  splendid  article  on  this  subject  in 
an  early  number  of  this  paper,  and  the 
American  Society  of  Curio  Collectors 
will  have  a  department  presided  over  by 
a  competent  head  to  look  after  the  in¬ 
terests  of  monogram  collectors.  All 
those  interested  in  this  branch  of  col¬ 
lecting  are  earnestly  requested  to  become 
readers  of  the  West  and  members  of  the 
A.  S.  of  C.  C.  that  they  may  not  miss 
the  good  things  to  be  provided  for  their 
benefit.

A  pleasant  accompaniment  of  the 
hot  weather  this  summer  is  the  in¬ 
creasing  tendency  on  the  part  of  city 
teamsters  to  provide  their  horses  with 
head  coverings.  The  really  fashion¬ 
able  thing  in  equine  millinery,  says  a 
metropolitan  exchange,  is  a  walking 
hat  of  straw,  with  a  high  crown  and 
holes  in  the  brim  through  which  the 
horse’s  ears  protrude.  Some  of  the 
teamsters  who  have  feminine  friends 
and  a  sense  of  humor  have  provided 
their  animals  with  trimmed  hats,  gen¬ 
erously  decorated  with  chiffon,  bright- 
colored  ribbons  or  a  gaudy  quill.

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Constitution  of  the  American 

Society  of  Curio  Collectors. 

ARTICLE  I— NAME. 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  The  American  Society  of  Curio  Collectors. 

ARTICLE  II— OBJECT. 

The  object  of  this  society  is  to  provide  for  the  intellectual  development  of  its  members,  to 
stimulate  research  into  the  different  departments  of  science.and  to  promote  and  advance  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  each  member  in  his  chosen  lines  of  collecting. 

ARTICLE  III— membership. 

Section  I.  All  reliable  persons  interested  in  the  following  curios  are  eligible  to  membership:— 
Shells,  fossils,  minerals,  coins,  medals,  paper  money,  eggs,  insects,  woods,  flowers,  mounted  birds 
and  animals,  autographs,  rare  books  and  papers,  postmarks,  monograms,  Indian  relics,  war  relics, 
historical  relics,  and  all  kinds  of  curios  and  antiques. 

Section  2.  Realizing  the  existence  of  so  many  good  organizations  devoted  to  stamp  collectors, 
this  society  will  not  have  a  department  for  Philately,  but  any  stamp  collector,  who  is  interested  in 
any  of  the  lines  embraced  in  the  foregoing-  list,  is  cordially  invited  to  become  a  member. 

Section  3.  Any  person  wishing  to  ioiu  this  society  shall  file  with  the  secretary  an  application 
blank  properly  filled  out,  accompanied  by  the  entrance  fee  and  dues  for  one  year,  the  whole  to  be 
refunded  if  admission  is  refused. 

A  list  of  all  applications,  shall  be  published  monthly  in  the  official  journal,  and  if  no  objections 
are  raised  within  thirty  days,  the  applicants  shall  be  considered  elected. 

Section  4.  The  entrance  fee  shall  be  ten  cents  for  all  members. 

The  dues  of  members  residing  in  the  United  States,  Canada,  and  Mexico  shall  be  twenty  five 
cents  per  annum.  The  dues  of  members  residing  outside  of  the  United  States,  Canada  and  Mexico, 
shall  be  fifty  cents  per  annum. 

The  dues  of  all  members  shall  be  payable  annually  on  or  before  the  first  of  January,  when  the 
fiscal  year  shall  commence.  Members  admitted  during  October,  November  and  December  of  each 
year  shall  pay  only  one-half  the  dues,  for  the  current  year,  in  addition  to  the  usual  entrance  fee. 

Section  5.  Any  member  in  arrears  over  two  months  shall  be  dropped  from  the  roll,  but  may 
be  reinstated  upon  payment  of  all  arrears. 

Section  6.  Any  member  in  good  standing,  may  at  any  time  tender  his  resignation  to  the  secre¬ 
tary  who  shall  publish  the  same  in  the  official  journal  and  if  no  objection  is  received  within  one 
month  of  the  date  of  publication  it  shall  be  accepted,  but  no  member  will  be  permitted  to  resign 
while  indebted  to  the  society. 

Section  7.  All  charges  of  improper  conduct  on  the  part  of  any  member  of  the  society  shall  be 
addressed  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Vice  Presidents  who  shall  investigate  the  charges,’  and  they 
may  in  their  judgement  suspend  or  expel  such  member,  and  their  action  shall  be  final  and  binding 
on  all  parties. 

article  IV. 

Section  1.  The  affairs  of  this  society  shall  be  managed  by  a  Board  of  Directors,  consisting  of 
five  members,  a  President,  three  Vice  Presidents  and  a  Secretary -Treasurer. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  excercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  affairs  of  the 
society,  decide  all  questions  arising  (except  those  which  are  especially  delegated  to  the  Board  of 
Vice  Presidents)  and  generally  manage  the  business  of  the  society. 

Section  3.  The  President,  in  addition  to  the  general  duties  of  his  office,  shall  appoint  all  com¬ 
mittees,  and  the  superintendents  of  the  several  departments,  and  fill  all  vacancies  from  any  cause, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  4.  The  three  Directors  elected  as  Vice  Presidents  shall  select  one  of  their  number  to 
act  as  P'irst  Vice  President,  who  shall  perform  all  of  the  duties  of  the  President,  in  case  of  the 
absence,  death  or  inability  of  the  President. 

The  Board  of  Vice  Presidents  shall  decide  all  points  arising  as  to  the  admission  of  applicants, 
or  affecting  the  character  of  any  member,  and  their  decision  on  all  such  matters  shall  be  final. 

Section  5.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  devolving  on  his  office. 
He  shall  at  times  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  President,  or  Directors  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties. 

ARTICLE  V.— ELECTIONS. 

Section  1.  The  election  of  Directors  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
consisting  of  three  members  appointed  by  the  President,  all  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  the  same 
city  or  town. 

At  a  stated  time  the  committe  shall  meet  and  count  the  votes  and  announce  the  result. 

Section  2.  At  all  elections  a  plurality  of  the  votes  cast  shall  elect,  and  each  Director  shall  hold 
office  until  the  close  of  the  next  annual  election  and  until  his  successor  shall  have  qualified. 

Section  3.  Prior  to  each  annual  or  special  election,  nominations  for  offices  may  be  sent  by  any 
member  to  the  Secretary  who  shall  make  publication  of  same  in  the  official  journal. 

Section  4.  The  vote  shall  be  taken  by  means  of  an  official  ballot,  011  which  ‘shall  appear  the 
names  of  the  candidates,  and  the  offices  for  which  they  are  candidates.  This  ballot  shall  be  mail¬ 
ed  to  every  member  of  the  society  and  shall  contain  space  for  the  member’s  signature,  and  directions 
for  its  use. 

e  ARTICLE  VI— property. 

All  officers  shall  at  the  expiration  of  their  terms  of  office,  deliver  to  their  successors,  all  books, 
papers  monies  and  other  property  of  the  society,  in  their  possession,  and  they  shall  not  be  relieved 
irom  their  obligations  until  this  requirement  shall  be  complied  with.

Section  2.  Each  Department  shall  be  in  charge  of  a  Superintendent  appointed  by  the  president 

Each  Superintendent  shall  make  rules,  for  the  management  of  his  department,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Each  superintendent  will  as  far  as  possible,  identify  and  classify  specimens  sent  him  by 
members  for  that  purpose,  when  the  member  has  complied  with  the  rules  of  the  department. 

Each  Superintendent  will  also  devise  ways  and  means  to  make  his  department  as  useful  as 
possible  to  the  members. 

ARTICLE  VIII— branch  SOCIETIES. 

Section  i.  When  ten  or  more  members  resident  in  the  same  locality,  or  twenty-five  members 
resident  in  the  same  state  shall  notify  the  Board  of  Directors  that  they  have  associated  themselves 
together  as  a  branch  society,  adopted  a  name  and  rules,  and  selected  officers  for  their  government, 
and  submitted  a  copy  of  their  rules  and  a  list  of  officers  and  members  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  the 
Board,  if  satisfied  that  it  will  be  of  mutuaTadvantage  shall  authorize  that  such  a  society  shall  be 
enrolled  as  a  branch  society. 

Such  branches  shall  be  numbered  in  regular  order  and  each  society  shall  be  known  by  its 
number,  in  addition  to  the  name  selected  by  it. 

Section  2.  Branch  societies  shall  admit  to  membership  only  persons  who  are  members  of  the 
national  society. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  of  each  branch  shall  file  with  the  Secretary-Treasurer  a  report  of 
each  of  their  meetings;  and  shall  forward  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer  on  the  first  of  January  of  each 
year,  a  list  of  the  members  in  good  standing. 

ARTICLE  IX— MEMBERSHIP  COMMITTEE. 

The  President,  at  the  beginning  of  each  year,  shall  appoint  a  standing  committee  of  four 
members  known  as  the  Membership  committee  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  devise  ways  and  means 
for  getting  new  and  desirable  members  into  the  society, 

ARTICLE  x,  OFFICAE  JOURNAL,. 

Section  1.  The  Official  Journal  of  the  society  shall  be  a  regularly  issued  monthly  journal, 
which  shall  provide  space  each  month  for  the  reports  of  the  various  officers,  and  a  copy  of  which 
shall  be  sent  to  each  member,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  fifteen  cents  per  annum. 

The  publisher  to  pay  postage  on  all  copies  mailed  to  members  in  the  United  States,  Canada  and 
Mexico. 

The  official  journal  shall  be  chosen  each  year  at  the  annual  election. 

ARTICEE  XI,  BUEUETIN. 

Section  1.  The  society  shall  issue  a  Quarterly  Bulletin,  in  the  months  of  March,  June,  Septem¬ 
ber  and  December,  which  shall  contain  the  list  of  members  admitted  during  the  quarter,  with 
their  specialties,  the  list  of  exchanges,  the  official  reports,  and  other  matter  of  interest  to  the 
members. 

Section  2  The  Bulletin  will  be  published  by  the  Secretary-Treasurer  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  he  may  accept  advertisements  from  reliable  parties,  at  a  price  agreed 
upon. 

Section  3.  The  Bulletin  shall  be  free  to  members;  to  non  members  the  price  shall  be  five  cents 
a  copy. 

ARTICEE  XII,  AMENDMENTS, 

Section  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  only  by  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  voting  upon  such  alteration  or  amendment,  and  providing  that  such  two-thirds  shall 
constitute  a  third  of  all  the  members  entitled  to  vote. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  add  new  laws  which  do  not  conflict  with 
the  Constitution.  Sjiould  twenty-fi  ve  members  object  to  the  proposed  by  law  it  shall  be  submitted 
to  a  mail  vote. 

Section  3.  At  the  request  of  twenty-five  members  the  President  shall  call  for  a  mail  vote  upon 
any  desired  question;  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  sufficient  to  determine  the  question. 

ARTICEE  XIII. 

Section  1.  This  Constitution  shall  go  into  effect  on  January  1,  1902. 

Section  2.  The  power  to  make  alterations  and  amendments  to  this  Constitution  shall  be  al¬ 
lowed  the  Board  of  Directors  until  January  1,  1903,  when  Article  XII  shall  come  into  full  foice  and 
Article  XIII  be  abolished. 

Should  five  members  object  to  proposed  alteration  or  amendment  it  shall  be  submitted  to  a 
mail  vote.

That  the  plus  rhoinbohedron  does  not 
always  predominate  is  plainly  shown  in 
the  lower  crystal  of  Fig.  3.  In  such 
cases,  the  larger  terminating  faces  re¬ 
semble  closely  a  hexagonal  pyramid. 

Fig.  1  shows  plainly  the  strong  tend¬ 
ency  of  this  mineral  to  crystallize  in 
highly  distorted  forms  and  an  attempt 
is  made  to  bring  out  the  fine,  horizontal 
striations  on  the  prism  face,  which  are 
so  characteristic  and  are  caused  by 
many  repetitions  of  a  stuper  rhombohe- 
ron  and  the  prism.  This  also  causes 
many  crystals  to  taper  gradually  toward 
the  apex. 

Odd  forms,  such  as  the  cross,  Fig.  2, 
are  not  uncommon  and  are  vi  ry  attractive 
and  interesting. 

True  twins  are  rare  but  are  occasion¬ 
ally  found,  the  plane  of  twinning  or 
twisting  being  parallel  to  a  possible 
basal  or  rhomb  face; 

A  capped  crystal  is  well  shown  in  Fig. 
3.  The  larger  crystal  was  formed  in 
the  usual  manner  and  then  either  the 
supply  of  mineralizer  became  exhausted 
and  there  was  a  period  of  rest,  followed 


by  a  further  deposit  of  a  slightly  differ¬ 


ent  character  or  else  the  change  was 
gradual  without  cessation  of  deposit. 
The  former  is  the  more  reasonable  and 
widely  accepted  theory.  Capped  crystals 
therefore  represent  two  or  more  genera¬ 
tions.  We  do  not  know  just  why  the 
new  crystal  should  start  at  isolated 
points  on  the  crystal — usually  the  ends — 
but,  at  any  rate,  they  do  not  crystallize 


in  a  hap-hazard  fashion  but  follow  the 
law  of  the  larger  crystal.  When  you 
catch  a  flash  of  light  from  a  face  of.  the 
large  crystal,  you,  at  the  same  time,  see 
a  flash  from  a  correspondingly  placed 
face  on  the  small  crystal.  This  is  called 
parallelism  of  growth. 

Since  the  two  generations  usually 
differ  slightly  in  composition,  they 
may  be  expected  to  present  a  different 
appearance.  Many  striking  and  beauti¬ 
ful  combinations  are  thus  formed,  such 
as:  colorless  ard  amethyst,  amethyst 
and  milky,  and, commonest  of  all,  milky 
and  colorless.  I  have  a  small  crystal  of 
milky  quartz  which  has  two  caps  of 
clear  quartz,  one  on  top  of  the  other. 

Double  terminated  crystals  are  relative¬ 
ly  quite  rare  but  are  found  very  sharply 
defined,  though  small,  in  the  marl,  or 
clayey  limestone,  of  Herkimer  Co.,  N. 
Y.  See  Figs.  4  and  5.  They  may  be 
easily  seperated,  unmarred  from  the 
matrix  and  are  indeed  very  beautiful, 
looking  like  cut  gems  when  placed  on 
black  velvet. 

Nearly'  all  quartz  crystals  show  min¬ 
ute,  enclosed  bubbles  under  the  micro¬ 
scope  and  sometimes  these  are  plainly 
visible  to  the  naked  eye  as  in  Fig.  4. 
These  bubbles  are  either  pure  water, 
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water  containing  mineral  in  solution, 
liquid  carbon  dioxide  or  some  compound 
resembling  Petroleum,  which  was  en¬ 
closed  at  the  time  of  formation  of  the 
crystal.  In  some  rare  cases  a  second 
mineral,  such  as  the  Calcite  in  Fig.  4, 
has  crystallized  out  by  cooling. 

Sometimes,  when  the  bubbles  are 
large  or  numerous,  the  crystal,  if  heated, 
will  fly  to  pieces  with  a  loud  report  due 
to  the  expanding  of  the  substance  in  the 
bubble,  and,  in  such  a  case,  a  perfect 
rhombohedral  cleavage  may  be  developed 
Although  quartz,  as  sand,  has  many 
uses,  the  crystals  are  valuable  principal¬ 
ly  as  curiosities.  Some  are  used  in 
cheap  jewelery  and  for  certain  optical 
purposes  when  free  from  bubbles.  Per¬ 
fect  globes,  cut  from  clear  crystals,  are 
both  valuable  and  handsome.  These  are 
supposed  by  some  people  to  possess  su¬ 
pernatural  properties  and  have  long 
been  made  by  the  Japanese.  Amethyst 
(colored  by  a  compound  of  Iron  and 
Sodium  or  perhaps,  by  Manganese,  and 
sinoky  quartz  (colored  by  Fitanic  acid) 
are  valued  as  gems.  All  quartz  crystals 
are  not  as  small  as  the  cuts  would  indi¬ 
cate.  A  single  specimen  of  rock  crystal 
(clear,  crystallized  quartz)  in  Milan, 
Italy  is  3/4  feet  long,  5)4  feet  in  circum¬ 
ference  and  weighs  870  pounds.  Neith¬ 
er  are  they  all  valueless  since,  over  one 
hundred  years  ago,  a  drusy  cavity  was 
opened  at  Zinken,  containing  100,000 
pounds  of  rock  crystal,  which. sold  for 
$300,000.

The  majority  of  the  beginners  in 
photography  as  well  a^  a  large  propor¬ 
tion  of  those  who  have  passed  that 
stage  and  should  know  better,  persist 
in  using  the  fastest  plates  obtainable 
for  all  kinds  and  under  all  conditions 
of  work.  The  use  of  a  fast  plate  ex¬ 
cept  in  those  cases  where  short  ex¬ 
posures  are  imperative,  is  a  great 
mistake.  The  exactness  of  the  expos¬ 
ure  demanded  by  these  rapid  emulsions 
causes  a  large  proportion  of  our  un¬ 
satisfactory  results  in  the  shape  of 
thin,  weak,  washed-out  looking  nega¬ 
tives  on  the  one  hand;  and  the  harsh, 
soot-and-whitewash  kind  on  the  other. 
From  either  kind  it  is  impossible  to 
produce  a  satisfactory  print,  yet  how 
common  they  are  amongst  the  nega¬ 
tives  of  the  ordinary  amateur. 

The  use  of  a  fast  plate  on  a  land¬ 
scape  full  of  delicate  gradation,  where 
there  is  no  movement  to  prevent  the 
giving  of  a  time  exposure,  is  as  ill-ad¬ 
vised  as  would  be  the  harnessing  of  a 
high-bred  race  horse  to  a  heavy  farm 
wagon.  Hach  has  its  own  field  in 
which  it  excels;  in  any  other  sphere  it 
is  at  a  disadvantage.  The  extra  rapid¬ 
ity  of  the  fast  plate  will  not  produce 
the  richness  and  depth  of  detail  that 
may  be  so  easily  obtained  with  the 
slower  plate,  any  more  than  will  the 
speed  of  the  race  horse  enable  him  to 
satisfactqrily  perform  the  work  of  the 
gind  uobnou  . 


heavy  draught  animal.  Permitting  as 
it  does  of  more  latitude  in  exposure* 
the  slow  plate  has  the  additional  ad¬ 
vantage  of  being  more  under  control 
in  development.  Time  exposures  are 
to  be  preferred  to  those  made  with  a 
shutter  if  the  best  possible  printing 
qualities  are  desired  in  ones  negatives. 
Time  exposures  on  slow  plate  would 
develope  into  negatives  that  would  be 
a  revalation  to  many  an  amateur  that 
has  never  used  anything  but  the  most 
rapid  emulsions  and  a  quick  shutter. 
His  percentage  of  failures  would  de¬ 
crease  and  the  improvement  of  his 
work  would  be  as  gratifying  as  would 
be  his  satisfaction  at  having  found  the 
method  by  which  the  better  negatives 
could  be  secured  without  the  constant 
search  for  some  new  and  wonder-work¬ 
ing  developer. 

The  novice,  in  his  fear  of  over-expos¬ 
ure,  caused  by  sad  experience  with  the 
fast  plates,  rushes  to  the  other  ex¬ 
treme;  producing  almost  invariably  the 
harsh,  unnatural  results  that  are  so 
objectionable.  Gradation,  tone,  tex¬ 
ture  and  softness  are 'all  sacraficed  at 
the  altar  of  the  small  stop,  quick  shut¬ 
ter,  and  fast  Plate.  A  large  diaphragm, 
a  slow  plate,  and  an  exposure  that  is 
generous,  will  result  in  negatives  with 
the  delicate  half-tones  reproduced  in 
all  their  beauty  of  full  gradations  from 
dense  high  lights  to  clear  transparency 
in  the  deepest  shadows.  The  opposite 
method  will  result,  unless  the  exact 
exposure  be  given,  in  an  entirely  dif¬ 
ferent  kind  of  negative.

. — Substitute  for  Negative 

Varnishing : 

— Negatives  can  be  harden- 

ed  to  such  an  extent  by  the  use  of 
formaline  that  varnishing  is  hardly 
necessary.  The  possibility  of  injuring 
can  be  further  reduced  if  the  negative 
be  treated  with  parafine  after  being 
hardened.  Immerse  the  negative  for 
fifteen  minutes  in  a  one  in  five  solution 
of  formaline,  which  is  quite  strong 
enough  and  then  wash  thoroughly. 
When  dry,  make  it  quite  hot  before  a 
fire  or  over  a  spirit  lamp,  and  then  rub 
it  with  a  lump  of  parafine  wax.  Remove 
the  surplus,  and  when  dry,  put 
the  negative  on  a  perfectly  flat 
surface  and  polish  it  with  a 
flannel  pad.  Varnish  will  then  be  quite 
unnecessary.  If  the  film  should  show 
signs  of  leaving  the  glass  white  in  the 
formaline  bath,  it  is  too  strong  for  those 
plates,  and  a  longer  immersion  should 
be  given  in  a  weaker  solution. 

F.  M.  G.— Purp'e  tones  and  the  com¬ 
bined  bath: — If  you  will  soak  some 
pieces  of  unfixed  paper  in  the  bath,  or 
add  a  few  grains  of  silver  chloride  to  it, 
it  will  give  you  purple  tones  instead  of 
the  brown  that  you  object  to  so  much. 
If  a  lot  of  prints  are  toned  and  fixed  at 
once,  they  will  tone  purple,  bnt  one  or 
two  at  a  time  will  remain  brown,  unless 
you  first  add  silver  chloride  as  suggest¬ 
ed. 

W.  C.  H. — Developing  Under-expos¬ 
ure: — The  chief  thing  is  to  remember 
the  principle  of  development.  In  an 
under-exposed  negative  we  naturally 
wish  to  secure  detail,  and  this  must  be 
done  by  using  more  soda  and  less  pyro 
than  in  normal  exposure ;  bromide  should 
be  entirely  ommited .  You  do  not  say 


what  formula  you  use;  but  if  in  two 
solutions,  it  is  safe  that  instead  of  using 
equal  parts  of  each  (as  in  normal 
development)  use  one  part  of  pyro 
solution,  and  add  one  part  of  water. 
When  development  is  completed  in  the 
shadows,  if  you  want  more  density, 
throw  off  the  developer  and  apply  one 
containing  equal  parts  of  the  pyro  and 
soda  solutions. 

E.  K.  R. — Retouching  BromidePrints 
—  :The  only  preparation  necessary  is  to 
rub  the  surface  with  powdered  pumice. 
Ordinary  crayons  may  be  used,  but 
there  are  special  retouching  crayons  sold 
for  the  purpose.  They  usually  come  in 
cases  containing  several  shades  of  black 
grey  and  white. 

A.  J.  B. — The  following  gives  velvety 
black  tones: — 

Sodium  acetate  60  grains 

Sodium  bicarbonate  -  -  10  “ 

Sodium  chloride  -  -  30  “ 

Distilled  water  -  -  15  ounces 

When  dissolved,  add 

Uranium  nitrate  -  -  5  grains 

Gold  chloride  -  -  -  4  “ 

Shake  well  and  add  enough 
water  to  make  -  -  20  ounces 

C.  B.  W. — Testing  Camera  for  Fog: — 
Cover  the  center  of  a  plate  with  a  disk 
of  black  paper  and  then  leave  it  in  the 
camera  in  a  bright  light  without  open¬ 
ing  the  shutter.  After  about  ten  minutes 
remove  the  paper  and  develope  the 
plate.  If  the  center  only  is  clear  of  fog, 
the  camera  leaks;  if  the  center  also  fogs, 
the  dark-room  is  at  fault 

C.  R.  T. — Waterproofing  Wooden 
Trays: — The  glass-bottomed  trays  that 
you  desire  to  make  should  be  put  to¬ 
gether  with  red  lead  and  screws  in  lieu 
of  glue.  The  red  lead  can  be  bought 
about  the  conststency  of  putty.  It  is  a 
good  plan  to  let  the  glass  bottom  lie  on 
a  rabbet,  as  a  negative  does  in  a  printing 
frame;  cover  this  rabbet  thickly  with 
the  red  lead  and  then  press  the  glass 
home.  Allow  it  to  harden  for  several 
davs,  then  paint  it  over  with  several 
coats  of  bath  enamel.  Such  trays, 
though  troublesome  to  make,  are  practi¬ 
cally  everlasting.

Still  "tOater 

How  many  photographs  are  quite 
spoiled  by  the  way  the  still  water  is 
rendered!  It  is  only  after  experience 
gained  through  failure  that  one  recog¬ 
nizes  the  wondrous  reflective  power 
of  still  water,  printing  out  as  a  blank, 
gradation  less  white  patch.  To  avoid 
this  is  usually  easy;  i,  e,  when  the 
water  is  within  a  stones  throw.  A 
handful  of  small  stones  cast  into  the 
water  a  second  or  two  before  the  expo¬ 
sure  is  made,  and  then  just  time  enough 
allowed  for  the  circles  to  subside  and 
blend  a  little,  will  usualy  give  just 
enough  broken  light  to  render  the  re¬ 
sults  well  worth  this  little  trouble.

"Dark.  P^oom  Hint 

A  developer  bottle  placed  between  the 
developing  dish  and  the  darkroom  light 
will  throw  a  shadow  upon  the  develop¬ 
ing  dish,  thus  minimizing  the  danger  of 
fog  from  too  strong  a  light,  allowingof  a 
much  stronger  light  being  used  than 
would  be  otherwise  possible.  For  rapid 
plates  this  plan  is  extremely  useful. 


Producing  "By  Alcohol. 

For  reducing  mild  cases  of  halation, 
such  as  windows  in  dark  interiors,  tree 
tops  against  bright  skys,  etc.,  and  for 
reducing  patches  on  your  negative 
where  a  general  reduction  by  chemical 
means  would  be  undesirable,  the  best 
method  is  to  keep  a  piece  of  silk  rag 
moistened  with  alcohol  and  rub  down 
with  a  circular  motionuntil  sufficient 
transparency  is  obtained,  always  using 
a  fresh  portion  of  the  rag  as  it  gets 
blackened  with  the  deposit  of  the  film. 
Clouds  can  be  fairly  suggested  in  a 
dense  sky  by  this  method.  It  is  sur¬ 
prising  the  amount  of  friction  the 
gelatine  will  stand.  The  negative,  of 
course,  must  be  dry. 

Making  up  Solutions 

A  good  dodge  connected  with  the  mak¬ 
ing  up  of  solutions  is  as  follows: — Say 
a  bottle  is  to  be  kept  of  such  a  solution 
as  washing  soda  2oz.,  water  to  20ozs. 
Measure  accurately  20ozs.  of  water,  pour 
in  the  bottle  and  notice  how  high  up  it 
reaches.  Write  out  the  label,  and  stick 
it  to  the  bottle,  so  that  its  top  edge  shall 
be  in  exact  register  with  the  height  of 
the  water.  Now  at  any  future  time  to 
make  a  similar  solution,  just  put  2ozs. 
of  soda  in  the  bottle,  and  fill  with  water 
to  top  edge  of  the  label.  This  saves  a 
lot  of  trouble,  and  if  the  label  be  var¬ 
nished  over  with  a  hard  drying  varnish 
it  will  be  permanent  and  waterproof. 
Every  bottle  should  be  carefully  labeled 
in  this  manner.

To  Secure  Detail  in  Snapshots . 

When  the  exposure  has  been  very 
brief,  and  when  made  during  dull 
weather,  it  is  often  difficult  to  secure 
sufficient  detail  in  hand-camera  nega¬ 
tives,  and  avoid  soot-and-chalk  effects. 
One  of  the  best  plans  is  to  commence 
development  with  a  weak  metol  or  rod- 
inal  developer  until  all  detail  is  out, 
and  you  will  then  have  a  very  thin  but 
well-detailed  negative.  This  secured, 
finish  development  and  obtain  density 
with  a  pyro  or  hydroquinone  developer, 
■v* 

Finding  The  Picture. 

There  are  only  portions  of  nature 
suitable  for  pictorial  presentation,  as 
in  a  story,  a  song,  or  a  sermon  there 
are  only  portions  which  lend  them¬ 
selves  to  quotation.  It  is  the  first 
business  of  the  artist  to  see  his  picture 
before  he  uncaps  his  lens.  And  not  as 
so  many  beginners  are  so  apt  to  think; 
to  “chance”  a  lot  of  shots  with  the  hope 
that  some  one  of  them  may  perhaps 
turnout  satisfactory.  One  of  our  best 
workers  recently  said,  “If  4x5  plates 


only  cost  $2.00  apiece  we  should  have 
far  more  pictures  than  we  get  now,  for 
people  would  think  a  moment  before 
snapping  off  $2.00  bills,  and  consequent- 
ly,  with  more  thought  beforehand,  we 
should  get  better  work.  Cheapness  is 
is  therefore  not  an  unmitigated  bless¬ 
ing.”

Photographing  Flobuers. 

The  light  from  a  north  window  is 
best.  The  flowers  should  be  placed 
about  three  feet  from  the  window.  A 
sheet  of  white  cardboard  bent  into  a 
semi-circular  shape  and  kept  in  that 
position  by  a  thin  string  tied  around 
the  top  and  bottom  makes  a  good  back¬ 
ground.  At  different  angles  to  the 
light  it  gives  different  effects  of  light 
and  shade.  Before  making  the  ex¬ 
posure  give  this  matter  of  inclination 
to  the  light,  amount  of  curvature  and 
distance  from  the  flowers  of  this  back¬ 
ground,  your  attention  and  your  care 
will  be  rewarded.

'Retouching  "Bromide  Prints- 

A  very  convenient  way  of  touching 
up  bromide  enlargements  is  with  an 
ordinary  lead  pencil.  A  finer  point 
can  be  obtained,  and  the^e  is  also  more 
control  over  it  than  with  the  charcoal 
pencil.  The  chief  objection  to  it  is, 
however,  that  the  parts  retouched 
show  up  so  plainly.  This  can  be  easily 
remedied  by  dabbing  the  parts  so 
affected  with  a  pad  of  cotton  wool, 
soaked  in  alchohol,  which  has  the  ad¬ 
vantage  of  drying  quickly.  When  dry 
the  print  will  show  no  signs  of  the 
work  in  pencil. 
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She  Smportance 

Of  Sledding, 

The  beginner  and  more  advanced 
worker  in  photography  will  find,  as 
winter  approaches  and  the  long  evenings 
make  themselves  manifest,  a  ^growing 
desire  and  ambition  to  branch  out  into 
new  lines  of  experiment,  and  will  take 
up  bromide  enlarging,  flash-light  photog¬ 
raphy,  the  making  of  lantern  slides,  or 
some  other  special  branch  of  the  art. 

It  goes  without  saying,  that  a  vast 
amount  of  enjoyment  is  to  be  found 
along  any  of  these  lines,  and  the  results 
to  be  obtained  are  astonishingly  good  if 
the  work  is  taken  up  soberly  and  with  a 
view  to  getting  the  best  results  possible. 
Too  many,  however,  attack  the  subject 
with  spasmodic  enthusiasm,  spoil  a  few 
dozens  of  paper  or  plates  without  getting 
a  fairly  good  result  and  drop  it  in  disgust, 
only  to  repeat  the  operation  along  some 
other  line  at  a  subsequent  time.  Now 
there  is  no  reason  why  one  who  can 
make  a  good  negative  may  not  also 
make  a  good  lantern  slide,  bromide  en¬ 
largement,  or,  in  fact,  anything  photog¬ 
raphic,  if  he  or  she  will  only  devote  a 
reasonable  amount  of  attention  to  the 
matter,  and  go  abont  it  in  a  sensible 
manner.  The  first  step  to  be  taken 
should  be  the  choice  of  work,  and  once 
that  is  decided  some  book  of  instruction 
should  be  obtained  which  will  give  the 
general  principles  of  the  process,  togeth¬ 
er  with  simple  directions  for  operating. 
The  reader  should  become  familiar  with 
the  instructions  before  attempting  the 
experiment,  and  then,  when  the  general 
outline  of  the  manipulation  has  been 
memorized,  let  him  start  in  and  put  it 
in  practice. 

Test  books  covering  all  the  various 
branches  of  photography  are  now  to  be 
found  in  all  dealer’s  hands,  and  at  a 
price  within  the  reach  of  everyone — in 
fact,  the  cost  of  an  instruction  book, 
even  if  it  were  three  times  what  it  is, 


would  soon  be  more  than  saved  in  ma¬ 
terials  and  supplies  that,  without  the 
book,  would  be  wasted  in  learning  the 
elementary  lessons  which  the  author 
learned  and  paid  for,  and  whose  experi¬ 
ence  may  well  be  made  use  of  by  those 
who  have  it  all  to  learn . 

When  the  start  is  made  understand¬ 
ing^,  and  the  several  steps  taken  with 
care  and  a  general  knowledge  of  their 
relations  to  each  other,  the  result  is 
much  more  likely  to  be  successful  than 
if  each  step  is  a  blind  groping  in  the 
dark  for  something  that  may  not  even 
be  recognized  when  found.  The  old 
saw  that  “nothing  succeeds  like  success” 
finds  application  in  the  work  of  the 
amateur  photographer  as  well  as  else¬ 
where,  and  he  who  acquires  the  greatest 
proficiency  in  his  work  is  he  whose  en¬ 
thusiasm  for  it  and  enjoyment  of  it  are 
greatest.  Read,  then,  for  a  knowledge 
of  principles,  and  afterwards  put  in 
practice  the  knowledge  you  have  ac¬ 
quired  if  you  will  get  the  most  out  of 
your  expenditure  of  time  and  money. — 
The  Amateur  Pointer.

At  the  rate  things  are  going  we  will 
soon  have  to  enlarge  Camera  News  a  few 
pages.

It  is  a  good  plan  from  time  to  time 
to  give  the  inside  of  the  camera  a 
thorough  dusting,  and  this  is  done  with 
a  soft  rag  or  brush  just  sligtly  moisten¬ 
ed  with  glycerine.  All  dust  will  be 
up  if  the  whole  of  the  interior  surface 
is  treated,  and  the  result  will  be  a  dis¬ 
tinct  dimincetion  in  spots  on  the  neg¬ 
atives.  The  shutter,  too,  should  be 
carefully  freed  from  dust,  and  plate 
holders  also.  The  best  to  treat  these 
latter  is  with  an  ordinary  pair  of  bel¬ 
lows,  which  permits  the  dust  being  re¬ 
moved  from  the  hinged  flapwhich  pro¬ 
tects  the  slide  opening.

Who  is  responsible  for  the  value  of 
stamps  lost  in  transit?  The  consignee 
or  the  consignor?  This  is  an  issue  of 
great  seriousness,  one  that  has  been 
thoroughly  discussed  many  times  in  the 
past.  None  of  these  arguments  have 
ever  enjoyed  a  satisfactory  termination. 
As  the  matter  now  stands,  if  a  selection 
of  stamps  is  lost  in  the  mail  going  from 
the  dealer  to  the  customer,  the  latter 
must  make  good  the  loss,  and,  vice 
versa,  if  the  stamps  are  lost  on  their  re¬ 
turn  journey  from  the  customer  to  the 
dealer,  the  unfortunate  customer  is 
assessed  for  their  value.  In  either  case, 
if  the  customer  asserts  his  innocence 
from  fraud  and  disclaims  responsibility, 
he  is  subjected  to  such  contumacious 
abuse  as  only  some  dealers  are  past 
masters  in  ihe  art  of.  Continuing  in  his 
assertions  of  freedom  from  wrong  doing 
and  declinations  to  settle,  he  ends  up  in 
the  criminal  column  of  some  stamp  paper 
to  which  the  dealer  has  sent  his  name  for 
publication  as  a  fraud.  This  may  seem 
to  be  an  exaggeration  of  such  occurences, 
but  it  is  not.  A  suppositious  case  is  not 
alluded  to,  actual  experiences  of  this 
kind  having  recently  been  brought  to 
notice.  To  impute  such  practices  to  all 
dealers  would  be  unjust,  and  such  is  not 
the  intention,  but  it  is  true  that  there 
are  many  of  the  clan  who  hesitate  not  to 
force  the  collector  to  bear  the  loss  entire¬ 
ly,  publicly  branding  him  as  a  fraud  if 
he  does  not.  This  must  be  said  in  the 
dealer’s  favor:  if  he  does  not  disclaim 
all  responsibility  alter  the  lot  leaves  his 
hands,  he  encourages  crime. 

Dealer  and  collector  alike  would  wel¬ 
come  some  system  that  would  prevent 
such  occurrences.  There  are  rogues  on 
both  sides — to  them  an  iron  clad  system 
of  protection  would  be  unwelcome  as 
removing  tlie  opportunity  for  following 
their  nefarious  practices.  For  them,  no 
rule  can  be  made  binding,  and  this  is  to 
be  regretted,  philately  suffering  much 
from  their  association. 

To  the  dealer  seeking  a  preventive  of 


this  ever  present  trouble,  there  is  one 
obvious  sourse  to  pursue,  and  if  he  will 
set  the  example  the  collector  will  follow 
it  without  a  doubt.  Registration  of  each 
lot  and  a  requirement  of  the  customer  to 
do  the  same  is  a  common  sense  solution 
of  the  difficulty.  Eminently  practical 
and  inexpensive,  this  method  is  given 
but  chary  support  by  a  majority  of  deal-  j 
ers.  A  commendable,  sensible  plan  to 
follow  would  be  as  follows:  When  mail¬ 
ing  a  selection  to  his  customer  the  deal¬ 
er  should  register  the  stamps,  and  any 
deviation  from  this  rule  should  render 
him  responsible  in  case  of  loss.  When 
the  selection  is  returned,  the  collector 
should  likewise  register  >t,  being  held 
responsible  if  he  does  not  do  so.  Regis¬ 
tration  reduces  the  possibility  for  less  to 
a  minimum.  If  loss  does  occur,  it  should 
fall  upon  the  consignee,  the  consignor 
making  proper  showing  that  the  stamps 
were  forwarded  correctly  and  holding 
the  postmaster’s  receipt  for  same.  This 
plan  relieves  the  collector  of  one  half  of 
the  burden,  and  saves  both  parties  to 
the  transaction  much  recrimination  and 
bitter  feeling.  To  arrive  at  a  proper 
understanding,  the  dealer  should  inclose 
with  every  lot  a  printed  slip  explaining 
the  system  and  cautioning  the  collector 
not  to  deviate  from  it.  It  would  be  well 
to  have  this  admonishment  appear  con- 
spiciously  on  each  approval  sheet  or 
book  as  an  additional  precaution .  Many 
dealers  follow  this  system — more  do  not. 
That  they  do  not  is  inexplicable,  its 
value  being  so  apparent.  The  slight 
additional  mailing  expense  is  am^lv 
equalled  by  the  practical  immunity  from 
loss.  A  case  in  point  is  the  experience 
of  a  prominent  dealer  who  found  that 
his  losses  during  one  season  when  regis¬ 
tration  was  not  made  or  required  as  a 
general  rule  were  nearly  double  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  invariable  registration  as 
practiced  the  ensuing  season.  Some 
dealers  may  not  suffer  greatly  from  loss 
in  the  mails,  but  it  would  be  their  gain 
to  adopt  the  registration  system. 
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In  this  connection,  it  might  be  well 
to  mention  the  censurable  practices  of 
many  of  our  papers  who  publish  the 
names  of  alleged  frauds  without  careful 
consideration  as  to  the  merits  of  the  case, 
the  dealer’s  word  being  taken  blindly. 
In  the  case  of  appaoval  sheets  being 
sent  unsolicited  and  unregistered,  the 
collector’s  responsibility  ends  right 
there;  if  the  lot  is  lost,  either  going  to 
or  from  the  dealer,  there  is  nothing  for 
the  dealer  to  do  but  accept  the  collector’s 
statement  that  he  did  not  receive  it  or 
did  forward  it  correctly  addressed  as 
final;  even  though  the  dealer  is  unable 
to  obtain  a  reply  from  the  party  to  whom 
the  stamps  were  sent,  it  is  doubtful  if 
he  should  be  allowed  to  announce  that 
one  as  a  fraud.  If  he  had  registered 
the  stamps,  he  would  have  some  basis 
to  work  on,  and  could  prove  delivery, 
non  settlement  in  this  case  warranting 
exposure.  If  the  customer  has  been  a 
regular  patron  and  stamps  are  lost  in 
transit,  the  dealer  is  not  warranted 
in  branding  the  customer  a  fraud  unless 
he  observed  the  rules  of  registering  as 
above  suggested  and  made  proper  re¬ 
quirement  of  his  client  to  do  the  same. 
Those  publications  opening  their  col¬ 
umns  to  the  exposure  of  frauds  would 
do  well  to  see  that  no  person’s  name  is 
entered  there  unless  the  dealer  is  known 
to  have  taken  proper  precautions  against 
loss.

“In  the  September  WEST  you  printed 
a  cut  of  a  collector  with  whom  I  have 
corresponded  for  years.  I  never  saw 
him,  and  I  can  tell  you  that  I  was  de¬ 
lighted  to  see  his  picture  in  your  valua¬ 
ble  paper.  After  corresponding  with  a 
dealer  or  collector,  one  unconsciously 
forms  an  idea  of  the  personal  appearance 
of  his  distant  friend.  A  sight  of  the 
person  may  destroy  some  ideal — bm  the 
glimpse  is  entertaining.  Next  best  to 
seeing  the  friend  thus  made  is  seeing  his 
photograph.  I  must  commend  your 


originality’’.  This  from  a  collector  to 
the  publishers. 

We  do  not  illustrate  many  stamps — 
but  we  do  illustrate  many  stamp  collect¬ 
ors.  The  catalogues  for  stamp  pictures 
— the  stamp  papers  for  human  pictures. 
The  faces  of  the  most  prominent  dealers 
and  collectors  of  the  world  have  or  will 
adorn  thejpagesof  the  WEST.  The  cuts 
we  use  are  the  best  procurable,  and  are 
uniformly  true  to  the  subject.  We 
think  that  this  feature  is  appreciated, 
and  are  painstaking  to  make  it  note¬ 
worthy.  If  our  readers  prefer  illustra¬ 
tions  of  stamps,  we  will  accede  their 
demands  if  made  known.

In  altering  the  style  of  oup  foreign  re¬ 
view,  we  do  so  with  one  dominant  idea — 
to  improve  the  service.  As  a  general 
rule,  collectors  are  not  so  much  interest¬ 
ed  in  the  mere  mention  of  what  a  publi¬ 
cation  contains  as  they  are  in  a  repro¬ 
duction  ot  the  articles  themselves.  The 
publications  given  attention  in  the  WEST 
are  those  not  generally  seen  or  read  by 
American  collectors.  Mr.  Thiele  is  thor¬ 
oughly  conversant  with  the  German  and 
Latin  tongues,  and  his  translations  from 
papers  published  in  these  languages  are 
unique.  We  feel  sure  that  his  work  and 
the  change  meet  with  general  favor. 

The  WEST  will  continue  to  observe 
this  plan,  and  readers  will  be  given  con¬ 
densations  of  the  best  articles  of  the  for¬ 
eign  press.  It  might  be  noted  that  no 
other  American  philatelic  paper  offers  a 
similar  feature — the  translation  is  usual¬ 
ly  abbreviated  or  is  second  hand. 

The  average  press  review,  as  met  with 
in  the  ordinary  philatelic  paper,  is  either 
a  dry  chronicle  of  the  papers  received 
and  their  contents,  or  is  so  injected  with 
the  reviewer’s  personal  views  as  to  ob¬ 
scure  the  points  of  the  article  noticed. 
Such  a  review  as  the  latter  is  oppressive. 
It  does  not  fall  within  the  review  editor’s 
duties  to  criticise  so  much  as  to  separate 
the  wheat  from  the  chaff — the  good  from 
the  indifferent.  He  may  comment,  but 
may  not  enter  into  unseemly  discussion. 
If  he  is  argumentive,  be  should  dispose 
of  the  subject  elsewhere.

Foreigrv  Papers 

In  Der  Briefmarkenhandler  for  Augnst 
I  find  the  interesting  information,  based 
on  official  sources,  that  Germany  has 
acquired  an  option  on  the  sole  remaining 
Spanish  colony  of  Fernando  Poo.  Of 
course  this  is  only  preliminary,  but  the 
deal  is  very  likely  to  be  closed.  No 
doubt  there  will  be  fewer  surcharges 
under  the  new  owners. 

Stamps  of  the  Old  German  States  on 
entire  covers  are  not  collected  over  here 
as  much  as  in  Germany,  though  they 
are  decidedly  fascinating  in  this  condition 
Those  interested  will  do  well  to  read  the 
article  in  the  September  Philatelist  on  a 
number  of  Bladen  Landpost  stamps  on 
forged  covers,  it  will  be  a  revelation, 
how  the  study  of  postal  documents  often 
aids  in  the  detection  of  forgeries. 

The  September  number  of  the  Revue 
Philatelique  Francaise  contains  the  im¬ 
portant  announcement  that  beginning 
with  Oct.  15  a  new  paper  will  be  pub¬ 
lished  under  the  same  auspices  under 
the  name  of  Revue  Timbrologique  Fran¬ 
caise,  to  appear  on  the  15th  of  each 
month,  while  the  R.  P.  F.  appears  as 
before  on  the  1st  of  each  month.  The 
new  paper  will  be  devoted  chiefly  to  fis¬ 
cal  stamps  and  illustrated  postal  cards 


and  will  be  written  partly  in  Esperanto, 
he  new  universal  language, 

The  following  is  of  interest: 

“In  an  article  in  No.  126  of  the  Revue 
“Philatelique  Francaise  entitled  ‘To 
“Lovers  of  Minor  varieties’  a  wrriter  says 
“that  there  are  two  varieties  of  the  post¬ 
age-due  stamps  of  New  Zealand:  one 
“with  big  D,  the  other  wdth  small  D, 
“frame  and  figures  being  the  same  in 
“both  cases.  If  he  had  carried  his  in¬ 
vestigations  farther  he  wrnuld  have 
“found  that  there  are  not  Two,  but  four 
“varieties  of  these  stamps.  These  four 
result  from  the  combination  of  the  twro 
“types  of  the  value  (large  and  small  D) 
“printed  in  carmine,  with  tw7o  types  of 
“the  frame,  printed  in  green.  In  the 
“first  type  of  the  background, the  letters 
“N.  Z.  are  small,  measuring  1 '/%  mm.  in 
“height;  the  small  semicircles  with  a 
“dot  in  the  center  forming  the  inner 
“frame  of  the  circle  in  w’hich  the  value 
“is  placed  are  13  in  number;  the  last 
“semicircle  at  the  right  is  convex  to- 
“wards  the  left,  thus:  (.  In  the  second 
“type  the  letters  N.  Z.  are  larger,  2  mm. 
“in  height;  there  are  14  of  the  small 
“semicircles  and  the  last  one  at  the  right 
“turns  its  convex  side  to  the  right  thus  .) 
“  We  have  found  the  following  var¬ 
ieties  in  our  collection: 

Type  I.  Small  D,  small  N.  -.Z.  last 
semicircle  at  right  (. 

Id,  2d.  4d. 

“  Type  II.  Small  on  pence  values, 
large  N.  Z.,  last  semicircle  at 
right  .)

“  Type  III.  Large  D,  small  N.  Z.  last 
semicircle  at  right  (.  t2d,ld,2d,3d. 
“  '/Type, 'IV.  Large  D,  large  N.  Z.,  last 
semicircle  at  right  .)  )4d,  8d. 

“  The  )4d  has  been  mentioned  in  type 
“I  and  the  8d  in  type  II,  but  we  have 
“not  seen  them.  The  stamps  wdth  small 
“D  are  the  first  impressions  and  those 
“with  large  D  the  later  ones,  according 
“to  S.  G.  M.  J.” 

The  French  post-office  has  introduced 
canceling  stamps  on  which  the  horfirs  are 
numbered  from  0  to  24,  thus  obviating 
the  AM.  and  PM. 

No.  9  of  the  Philatelic  Chronicle  and 
Advertiser  continues  the  excellent  article 
on  the  stamps  of  Luebeck ;  the  present 
instalment  deals  wdth  the  secret  marks 
of  the  first  issue. 

Le  Courrier  Philatelique  Beige  for 
October  reproduces  three  sketches  for 
new  stamps  for  the  Somali  Coast,  as  the 
French  Colony  of  Djibouti  wdll  be  known 
in  the  future.  They  are  from  the  pencil 
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of  M.  Paul  Merwart,who  designed  those 
“beautiful”  stamps  for  the  French  Con¬ 
go.  There  are  three  types:  one  is  a 
horizontal  rectangle  with  a  landscape  in 
the  center;  another  is  an  upright  rect¬ 
angle  with  a  camel  rider  in  the  Center; 
the  third,  of  much  larger  size,  shows  a 
group  of.  Somali  warriors. 

Mr.  Melville’s  valuable  article  on  the 
stamps  of  Hayti  now  running  in  the 
Philatelic  Referee  deals  with  the  issue  of 
1896  in  the  September  number.  The 
difference  between  this  issue  and  that  of 
1893  are  well  brought  out  by  very  good 
illustrations  of  blocks  and  strips  of  these 
stamps.  Attention  is  called  to  the  vari¬ 
ations  in  the  figures  of  value  on  the  1, 
2,  5  and  20  centimes.  A  correspondent 
says  that  the  Japanese  stamps  surcharg¬ 
ed  for  Corea  were  withdrawn  last  April! 
This  is  news  indeed.  Likewise  there  is 
a  note  to  the  effect  that  no  more  Jubilee 
stamps  will  be  soM  in  Barbadoes  after 
the  end  of  1901;  the  remainders  will  be 
destroyed.  So  hurry  up  your  remittances. 

The  August  number  of  Le  Philatelistie 
Francais  is  almost  entirely  taken  up  by  a 
description  of  the  treasures  shown  at 
the  philatelic  exhibition  held  at  the 
Hague.  The  lion’s  share  of  attention 
is  appropriated  by  Count  Durrieu’s  mag¬ 
nificent  collection  of  the  stamps  of 
France,  one  of  the  world’s  best  collec¬ 
tions.  To  show’  how  a  great  collector 
like  M.  Durrieu  goes  about  it,  here  is[a 
list  of  the  pieces  shown  on  the  sheet  de¬ 
voted  to  the  5  franc  stamp  of.  Napoleon.

I  daresay  there  is  no  collection  in  the 
United  Statss,  even  of  our  own  country, 
that  is  built  on  similar  lines? — Among 
the  U.  S.  essays  shown  at  this  exhibition 
by  Mr.  Moser  there  was  one  of  the  lc 
1869  in  the  adopted  type,  but  having  at¬ 
tached  at  the  top  a  coupon  bearing  a 
rectangular  border  and  the  inscription: 


“Stamp — of  no  valne — without  coupon — 
coupon — to  be  removed  only  by  the — 
Postmaster.”  It  is  engraved  by  the 
National  B.  N.  Co.  The  coupon  was  not 
to  be  gummed  and  the  stamp  would  be 
canceled  by  tearing  it  off.  Similar  pro¬ 
jects  have  been  tried  in  other  countries 
(e.  g.  France  and  Russia)  but  the  scheme 
proved  impracticable. 

Lately  there  have  been  chronicled 
some  stamps  bearing  the  designation 
“Amazonie”  about  which  there  has  been 
considerable  doubt.  The  following  will 
serve  to  clear  up  their  status;  it  is  from 
a  gentleman  at  Havre: 

“These  stamps  which  were  by  no 
“means  a  speculative  issue,  w’ere  made 
“for  account  of  the  Carseveire  railway 
“company  which  serves  the  gold-mining 
“company  of  the  same  name  and  the 
“numerous  gold  diggings  along  the  Car- 
“seveire  river  and  its  branches.  They 
“serve  to  frank  correspondence  carried 
“from  tne  mines  by  land  to  Para  and 
“from  there  by  sea  to  Cayenne  where 
“their  prepayment  for  the  Postal  Union 
“is  completed  by  stamps  of  French 
“Guiana.  These  stamps  are  for  local 
“and  provisional  use  only,  since  most  of 
“this  territory  formed  part  of  the  terri¬ 
tory  in  dispute  between  France  and 
“Brazil  and  by  the  decision  of  the  arbi¬ 
trator  rendered  last  year  was  given  to 
“Brazil,  and  after  the  postal  service  is 
“organized  the  Brazilian  stamps  only 
“w’ill  be  in  use.  The  Carseveire  Rail- 
“wav  Company  has  asked  the  Brazilian 
“government  for,  and  hopes  to  obtain 
“a  concession  for  the  postal  service  or¬ 
ganized  by  it  and  will  use  Brazilian 
“stamps  if  the  concession  is  obtained.”

Of  course  as  soon  as  possible  I 
exchange  for  lighter  cancelled  or  better 
centered.  But  a  stamp  gone  through 
the  mails  cannot  be  of  firstclass  condi¬ 
tion  like  the  tinsoldier  in  Sunday  uni¬ 
form  so  admired  by  the  innocent.  I  am 
only  speaking  from  the  standpoint  of 
a  postage  stamp  collector,  and  don’t 
know  whether  Imay  be  classed  a  philat¬ 
elist.

I  see  the  new  Catalogue  No  61  soon 
will  be  out.  W'onder  whether  it  will  be 
as  incomplete  as  the  late  one.  A  multi¬ 
tude  of  stamps  were  not  quoted  at  all. 
Why?  They  are  surely  worth  some 
thing.  And  for  the  convenience  of  people 
desirous  of  trading  stamps  on  basis  of 
Scott’s  it  would  be  a  very  practical  idea 
to  set  a  price,  some  price,  at  which  Scott 
himself  could  furnish  them.  No  price 
at  all!  Great  Scott! — Must  we  look  to 
other  countries’  Catalogues  for  quo¬ 
tations?

The  “Metropolitan”  with  a  chestnut 
tree  on  front  cover  I  take  it,  has  made 
its  appearance.

Are  there  stamps  flying  around 
stamps  for  everybody!  stamps  from  the 
great  supply  house  of  Scott  limited  now 
at  50  per  cent  off!  Is  that  it? — I  w’ould 
like  to  see  the  new  Catalogue  first.

I  have  a  number  of  similar  envelopes 
from  various  countries,  though  I  have 
not  in  all  cases  been  able  to  obtain  the 
envelope  containing  my  receipt,  as  it  is 
usually  addressed  to  the  postoffiice  and 
opened  there.  Sometimes  they  are 
quite  plain,  only  having  Avis  de  Re¬ 
ception  written  on  them ;  one,  which 
came  from  Germany,  is  even  made  from 
a  report  sheet,  evidently  by  some  postal 
clerk.  One  from  Austria  bears  this  in¬ 
scription  :

The  blanks,  of  course,  are  properly  filled 
out. 

One  of  these  envelopes  before  me  is 
quite  plain,  without  printed  inscriptions, 
but  bears  quite  a  number  of  postmarks. 
It  came  from  Frederickshamn  in  Finland 
and  bears  this  postmark,  dated  30-1-92 
(i.  e.  Jan.  30,  for  in  Europe  the  day  is 
placed  first  in  abbreviating  the  date, 
whereas  we  usually  place  the  month  first) 
The  letter  then  went  to  St.  Petersburg, 
wdiere  it  was  postmarked  19-1-92. 
“But,”  you  will  inquire,  “how  do  you 
make  this?  Surely  the  19tli  is  earlier 
than  the  30th?”  Not  in  this  case,  for 
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Finland  uses  the  Gregorian  calendar, 
the  same  as  we  do,  while  Russia  still 
sticks  to  the  Julian  calendar  and  conse¬ 
quently  twelve  days  behind  the  rest  of 
Christendom.  Hence  the  anomaly.  The 
letter  next  proceeded  to  New  York, 
where  it  was  postmarked  2-12.  The  let¬ 
ter  was  addressed  to  me  at  Port  Wash¬ 
ington,  but  the  word  “Port”  was  inad¬ 
vertently  partly  covered  by  one  of  the 
registry  numbers,  hence  the  bright  clerk 
at  New  York  sent  it  to  Washington*  D. 
C.,  where  it  was  duly  postmarked  Feb. 
14.  Here  the  error  was  noticed,  bnt  as 
the  Finnish  officials  had  not  given  the 
name  of  the  state  and  there  are  several 
post  offices  named  Port  Washington,  an 
inquiry  w’as  instituted,  as  shown  by  the 
postmark :

19th.  as  shown  by  the  postmark.  Not 
bad,  was’nt  it,  for  a  letter  that  paid  no 
postage  whatever  (for  these  receipts  are 
returned  free)?

IDcKinlev  Postal  Card 

By  3obn  U.  Perkins 

It  has  been  announced  by  the  officials 
of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing 
at  Washington  that  a  new  design  will 
shortly  be  adopted  for  the  national  bank 
note  issue,  bearing  the  likeness  of  the 
late  President  McKinley,  but  an  an¬ 
nouncement  of  more  particular  interest 
to  the  stamp  collecting  fraternity  is  the 
information  that  the  Post  Office  Depart¬ 
ment  has  just  decided  on  a  postal  mem¬ 
orial. 


As  the  present  contract  for  the  print¬ 
ing  of  the  supply  of  postal  cards  is  about 
expiring,  orders  have  been  promulgated 
directing  that  the  new  issue  shall  con¬ 
tain  an  entirely  different  design.  The 
present  vignette  is  to  be  replaced  by  one 
of  McKinley,  which  will  be  reproduced 
from  the  best  likeness  obtainable,  and  an 
innovation  in  postal  card  printing  will 
be  a  clear  space  at  the  top  of  the  card 
for  the  post  mark,  this  at  present  being 
stamped  over  the  words  “U.  S.  postal 
card”  ,and  being  often  entirely  unintel¬ 
ligible. 

The  words  “The  space  above  is  re¬ 
served  for  postmark”  will  appear  below 
this  space,  and  then  follow  the  usual 
legends  “U.  S.  Postal  Card”  and  “The 
space  below  is  for  the  address  only”,  as 
at  present.  Around  the  portrait  vignette 
will  be  printed  the  name  “McKinley”, 
with  the  date  of  his  birth,  and  “Series 
of  1901”  in  small  type. 

The  Government  supply  of  postal 
cards  is  not  printed  at  the  Bureau  of  En¬ 
graving  and  Printing,  but  is  furnished 
by  private  contract,  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  new  contract  will  be  let  and  the 
“McKinley  cards”,  as  they  will  be 
known,  will  be  ready  for  distribution 
to  the  various  post  offices  throughout 
the  country  shortly  after  December  1st. 

The  new  issue  will  be  a  handsome 
and  appropriate  one,  and  it  will  be  a 
matter  of  rejoicing  among,  philatelists 
that  the  Postmaster-General  is  thus 
honoring  the  memory  of  the  martyred 
President.

R-elative  to  Victoria 

Mekeel’s  Weekly  Stamp  News 

A  recent  letter  explains  the  sndden 
appearence  of  the  Victoria  set  with  the 
word  “Postage”  inscribed  upon  it.  The 
y2d.  green  has  been  already  noted  and 
I  believe  the  whole  set,  with  the  excep¬ 
tions  of  2d.  and  5sh.  has  been  similarly 
treated.  The  stamps  are  of  the  same 
designs  as  those  recentfy  issued,  but 
the  plates  have  been  altered  by  the 
addition  of  the  word  “Postage.”  The 
reason  for  this  change  is  that  there  are 
now  seperate  sets  for  postage  and  for 
revenue  purposes  in  Victoria,  and  it 
was  found  that  the  stamps  issued  early 
in  the  year,  which  jvere  intended  for 
postage  only  were  sometimes  illegally 
used  for  revenue  purposes,  because  they 
bore  nothing  on  the  face  to  show  the 
purpose  for  which  they  were  intended. 
All  the  Victoria  stamps  inscribed 
“Stamp  Duty”  are  now  used  for  reve¬ 
nues  only,  whilst  all  the  postage  stamps 
excepting  2d  and  5sh  now  bear  the 
word  “postage,”  and  these  two  values 
will  also  shortly  be  similarly  altered.

Titled  personages  receive  many  favors 
not  extended  to  the  ordinary  mortal. 
A  Royal  stamp  collector  has  no  trouble 
at  all  to  secure  what  he  wants;  if  his 
wants  cannot  be  filled  in  any  other  man¬ 
ner,  a  special  printing  is  made  for  his 
benefit.  Grand  Duke  Alexis  Michalo- 
vitch,  of  Russia,  who  died  in  1895,  was 
an  enthusiastic  philatelist.  In  1893  the 
Czar  had  reprints  made  of  the  first  is¬ 
sues  of  Finland  on  his  request. 

I  notice  in  the  Australian  Journal  of 
Philately  some  interesting  items  abont 
the  1870  issue  of  Fiji.  These  stamps 
were  issued  by  a  newspaper  called  the 
“Fiji  Times’’  and  were  therefore  not 
an  official  issue.  They  were  originally 
intended  for  use  as  postage  on  this  news¬ 
paper,  but  were  commonly  used  by  the 
public.  They  were  thus  used  for  a  j^ear 
before  a  regular  government  set  was  is¬ 
sued.  There  were  no  reprints  of  these 
interesting  stamps,  although  imitations 
are  often  alluded  to  and  sold  as  such. 
I  have  learned  that  no  more  Barbados 
Jubilee  stamps  will  be  sold  after  the  close 
of  this  year.  Those  remaining  unsold 
will  be  destroyed.

One  enterprising  London  stamp  firm 


offers  to  sell  stamps  on  the  installment 
plan.  A  small  amount  may  be  paid 
down  and  the  stamps  selected  may  be 
retained  and  paid  for  at  a  stipulated 
amount  per  month.  This  offers  additional 
inducements  to  those  who  wish  to  invest 
in  stamps  but  cannot  command  sufficient 
ready  capital  to  do  so. 

An  immense  quantity  of  Portuguese 
colonies  remainders  are  soon  to  be  sold 
at  public  auction  in  Lisbon.  The  total 
face  value  of  the  entire  lot  is,  approx¬ 
imately,  1,400  contos,  a  sum  large  indeed. 
As  there  has  been  no  stamps  issued  for 
these  colonies  whose  face  value  is  over 
200  reis,  the  extraordinary  large  amount 
of  stamps  in  the  lot  can  be  appreciated.

I  notice  in  a  late  English  paper  the 
following  interesting  item  about  the 
“camel  stamps”  of  Soudan.  These 
stamps  were  printed  on  paper  watermark¬ 
ed  a  cross.  The  cross  being  distinctly 
a  Christain  symbol,  the  Native  Moslems’ 
repugnance  to  anything  of  this  character 
caused  bitter  feelings.  They  disliked  the 
idea  of  applying  their  tongues  to  the 
back  of  a  stamp  bearing  such  a  despised 
emblem.  The  watermask  used  was  not 
selected  from  motives  intended  to  make 
trouble,  but  the  oversight  nearly  caused 
an  uprising,  so  strong  is  the  religious 
belief  of  the  Soudanese.

A  leading  English  paper,  the  “Weekly 
Telegraph,”  recently  offered  one  hund¬ 
red  prizes  for  the  hundred  largest  collec¬ 
tions  of  stamps  sent  them.  In  all,  fifty 
millions,  were  received.  Quite  a  lot  of 
stamps !

I  recently  mentioned  the  settling  up 
of  the  assets  of  the  defunct  stamp  firm 
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of  Harry  Hilckes  &  Co.,  then  in  pro¬ 
gress.  The  Official  Receiver  has  an¬ 
nounced  the  completion  of  his  labors. 
It  is  interesting  to  learn  that  he  re¬ 
ceived  over  $2,400.00  for  his  expenses 
and  compensation.  This  out  of  about 
$8,000.00  realized.

In  imitation  of  the  Australian  philatel¬ 
ists,  South  African  collectors  talked  of 
presenting  the  Duke  of  York  with  a  com¬ 
plete  set  of  South  African  stamps.  To 
have  done  this  would  have  cost  an 
enormous  sum,  and  besides,  some  var¬ 
ieties  would  have  been  almost  unatai li¬ 
able.  So  the  Duke  did  not  get  what 
would  have  been  a  very  interesting  col¬ 
lection  indeed. 

A  London  stamp  dealer  was  recently 
“worked”,  as  you  Americans  say,  in  a 
very  neat  fashion.  In  London,  window 
cleaning  is  done  by  men  sent  out  by 
established  window  cleaning  firms.  A 
man  with  credentials  from  such  a  firm 
was  allowed  to  proceed  with  his  work  in 
this  stamp  dealer’s  windows.  In  depart¬ 
ing,  he  carried  away  with  him  stamps  of 
considerable  value.  When  he  tried  to 
dispose  of  them,  however,  he  was  arrest¬ 
ed  and  sentenced  to  one  month  hard 
labor.  This  much  for  British  justice.

It  has  been  announced  that  the  new 
English  one  penny  stamp  will  be  printed 
in  black  and  purple  on  rose  paper.  An 
unusual  combination. 

The  auction  season  has  opened  up,  and 
already  several  large  sales  have  trans¬ 
pired.  At  one  sale,  the  l/2d.,  Id.,  and 
2d.  Schweiser  Reineche  provisionals 
brought  from  $2.90  to  $3.65  each.

first  sheets  printed,  and  from  which  the 
set  presented  to  the  Duke  of  York  was 
taken,  brought  $18.20.  The  same  set, 
without  this  unique  feature,  brought 
$17.00. 


-A  full  heet  of  ^/'tamps 

"By  L.  G  Dorpat. 

A  full  sheet  is  a  relative  term  and 
may  have  quite  a  dieffrent  meaning 
when  applied  to  diilerent  stamps.  The 
sheet,  as  printed,  may  be  larger  than 
the  sheet,  as  found  for  sale  at  the  post 
office.  One  of  the  smallest  sheets ever 
printed,  if  not  the  smallest,  was  the 
first  issueof  the  Russian  Levante  6kop., 
it  contained  but  4  stamps,  while  the 
second  issue,  ship  type  without  value, 
had  63  i.e.9  rows  of  7  stamps  each,  and 
the  usual  number  of  Russian  stamps  is 
100.  The  U.  S.  Postmaster’s  stamps, 
according  to  Tiffany’s  History,  came 
as  follows:  St.  Louis  6,  Brattleboro  10 
and  Providence  12.  Happy  man,  the 
possessor  of  these  28! — From  the  same 
source  wTe  learn  that  the  $  value  of  the 
State  Department  were  printed  in  sheets 
of  10,  the  one  cent  carrier  (eagle)  and 
the  15,  24,  30  and  90  cents  of  1869  as 
well  as  the  special  delivery  10  cents  in 
sheets  of  100.  The  1,  2.  3,  6,  and  10 
cents  of  1869  came  in  sheets  of  1.50  and 
all  the  others  from  1855  to  1890  in 
sheets  of  200.  The  values  from  3  cents 
up  1890  and  the  whole  Columbian  issue 
came  by  200  s,  but  the  1  and  2  cents  of 
1890  by  400  s.  This  seems  to  be  the 
common  number  now  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  Pan-Ajinerican  issue  which 
is  printed  by  ttye  100  s.  When  the 
printed  sheet  contains  a  multiple  of  100 
it  is  cut  and  distributed  to  the  post- 
offices  by  half  or  quarter  sheets  of  100 
each,  which  are  called  full  sheets.  The 
place  for  the  separation  in  the  printed 
sheet  is  marked  by  colored  lines,  which 
can  usually  be  seen  along  the  narrow 
margins  of  the  post  office  sheets. 

^  The  lower  values  in  early  stamps  of 
Great  Britain  were  arranged  in  20  rows 
of  12  in  each,  so  that  each  row  of  the  Id 
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was  worth  1  shilling’  and  the  whole 
sheets  £1.  The  stamps  of  Germany 
come  in  sheets  of  100  each,  but  in  the 
middle  of  the  sheet  is  a  white  band 
dividing*  the  whole  into  two  panels  of 
50  each.  Modena  had  this  arrange¬ 
ment  into  panels  as  early  as  1859;  a 
sheet  contained  4  panels  of  30  stamps 
each — 120.  Other  countries  have  var¬ 
ious  other  arrangements. 

When  each  stamp  was  engraved  di¬ 
rect  on  the  printing  plate,  the  plate 
shows  as  many  varieties  as  there  are 
stamps.  Such  plates  may  be  reconstruct¬ 
ed  if  all  varieties  can  be  obtained.  This 
however,  is  often  very  difficult  because 
all  stamps  so  printed,  are  very  old  and 
generally  pretty  scarce.  At  present 
only  one  die  is  engraved,  from  which 
copies  are  taken  in  a  number  of  ways 
to  make  the  printing  plate;  this  above 
insures  a  uniform  likeness  in  all  the 
stamps  coming  from  that  one  die. 
When  plates  get  worn,  it  is  along  the 
edges  and  at  the  corners,  where  the 
wear  shows  the  most;  so  there  is  some¬ 
times  a  difference  whether  a  certain 
specimen  be  picked  from  an  inner  or  an 
outer  row;  otherwise  the  uniform  like¬ 
ness  of  billions  of  stamps,  all  derived 
from  one  original  die,  is  almost  wonder¬ 
ful.

I  wonder  if  others  have  had  the  same 
experience  I  have  had  and  that  is  find¬ 
ing  evenly  centred  8c  and  10c  Pan- 
American.  I  have  met  with  specimens 
from  eight  different  office  and  all  off 
centre  while  the  other  four  values  were 
in  good  shape.  As  yet  I  have  to  see  a 
really  finely  centred  8c. 

I  suppose  most  collectors  have  met 
with  the  proprietary  cancelled  with 
two  ornaments  of  cog  wheel  like  design 
with  twelve  points,  was  used  on  Dr. 
Raub’s  Medicated  Cutaneous  Soap, 
manafacturtd  by  Chas,  L.  Miller  of 
Lancaster  ,  Pa. 

“Yes”,  he  said,  pointing  to  a  speci¬ 


men  of  lc  green  proprietary,  “That  is  a 
fine  specimen  of  a  rare  stamp,  it  cost 
me  two  dollars  to  procure  it,”  and  after 
his  friend  had  carefully  examined  rou¬ 
lette,  inscription  and  design,  he  ac¬ 
knowledged  it  had  adorned  a  bottle  of 
“Mumm’s”  when  he  bought  it.  The 
with  E.  D.  Co.  printed  on  it,  came 
from  the  Bromo  Selzer  bottle  he  bought 
next  morning.  The  1  cent  was  can¬ 
celled  in  red  S.  H.  M.  &  Co.  —  France 
and  date. 

According  to  the  National  Intelligen¬ 
cer  of  July  7,  1853,  the  post  office  would 
sell  no  smaller  quantity  of  stamped 
envelopes  then  100  at  that  date  which 
would  have  natural  have  kept  most  of 
the  ordinary  users  from  purchasing 
direct,  but  many  stationers  “jobbed” 
them  at  a  profit  and  the  department 
soon  rescinded  their  action. 

Six  dollars  and  two  dollars  and  a 
half  are  the  prices  respectively  given  by 
the  Standard  catalogue  for  the  Reay 
and  Plimpton  die  of  the  2c  wrapper  of 
the  war  department.  As  far  as  the 
statistics  of  the  post  office  department 
would  show,  there  would  appear  to  have 
only  been  300  of  the  former  issued  and 
2050  of  the  latter  which  would  seem  to 
indicate  that  a  larger  differential  in 
price  should  exist. 

In  its  settlement,  June  30,  1862,  the 
United  States  Postage  Department 
owed  Great  Britian  $64,417,72,  France 
$31,489.10,  Bremen  15,061.04,  and  Ham¬ 
burgh  21,601.38  and  had  a  balance  in 
its  favor  of  $24,238.83  with  Prussia  and 
$4,185.45,  with  Belgium.  This  was  be¬ 
fore  the  days  of  the  Universal  Postage 
Union,  and  each  country  was  obliged 
to  keep  it’s  own  accounts  under  terms 
of  postal  treaties. 

For  the  quarter  ending  Sept.  30,  1861 
there  were  issued  7300  twelve  cent  en¬ 
velopes,  7200  of  the  20  cent,  7700  of  the 
24  cent  and  3600  of  the  40  cent.  The 
next  quarter,  the  issue  was  1100  of  the 
12  cent,  650  of  the  20  cent,  1100  of  the 
24  cent  and  500  of  the  40  cent. 

Postmaster,  Baumhoff  of  St.  Louis, 
is  already  planning  the  establishment 
of  a  postal  sub-station  on  the  Louisana 
Purchase  Exposition  grounds  and  esti¬ 
mates  that  at  least  thirty  two  carriers, 
(four  times  the  number  at  the  Pan 
American,)  will  be  required  during  the 
period  the  fair  is  open.  The  station, 
until  the  opening,  will  be  purely  for 
the  accomadation  of  the  army  of  em¬ 
ployees.

— The  figures  on 
the  back  of  Spanish  stamps,  present  is¬ 
sue,  are  sheet  numbers  (not  plate  num¬ 
bers),  every  sheet  having  a  different 
one  and  every  stamp  of  the  same  sheet 
bearing  the  same.  Why  Spain  should  go 
to  so  much  trouble,  and  what  good  is  to 
come  from  it,  is  difficult  to  understand. 
Perhaps  one  motive  is  regard  for  stamp 
collectors  who  might  want  to  collect 
these  numbers.

Stamps  of  Venezuela.

The  letters 
cion  are  larger  than  the  rest,  especially 
the  last  two. 

The  ends  of  the.sciolls  are  not  split 
evenly, being  open  on  the  left  and  closed 
on  the  right. 

The  s  of  los  is  large  and  thick. 


2.  A  Guam  1  cent  stamp  with  double 
strike  of  surcharge.  One  imprint  of  the 
surcharge  Guam  is  right  above  the  other. 
The  upper  one  being  a  little  to  the  right 
and  very  faint,  both  of  an  uncatalogued 
type.  The  stamp  was  found  in  mixed 
lot  of  U.  S.  and  Cuba  received  from  the 
U.  S.  in  England.  Is  this  stamp  gen¬ 
uine?  Rather,  is  the  surcharge  gen¬ 
uine?— Unless  some  reader  of  the  West 
can  piove  otherwise,  I  would  consider 
this  surcharge  a  forgery ;  first,  because 
of  the  double  strike,  which  is  easily  caus¬ 
ed  by  a  hand  stamp  but  not  easily  by  a 
government  press ;  second,  because  of 
the  blurred  impression  in  an  ink,  differ¬ 
ing  from  that  used  for  the  regular  sur¬ 
charges,  third,  because  of  the  cancella¬ 
tion  in  bars  similar  to  those  caused  by 
the  electric  cancelling  machines.  It  is 
very  easy  to  set  up  a  word  of  four  letters 
and  apply  it  by  hand  stamp  to  a  few 
stamps  that  have  already  been  used  in 
the  U.  S. 

3.  What  was  the  first  postage  stamp 
ever  issued ?-The  Id  of  Great  Britain  of 
1847. 


The  stars  each  side  of  the  value  are 
poorly  formed. 

The  gum  is  yellowish  and  evenly 
spread.  There  are  twelve  tete-beche 
pairs  on  each  sheet.  The  colors  are  the 
same  as  the  originals.  These  stamps 
are  found  cancelled  at  Caiacas  and  Da 
Guaira. 

To  prevent  these  forgeries  being  used 
the  postal  authorities  used  a  surcharge 
in  1874. 

The  following  means  were  taken  by 
the  postal  authorities  to  prevent  these 
forgeries : — 

1.  The  sheets  contained  300  stamps 
in  20  rows  of  15.  (2)  By  the  elimina¬ 

tion  of  the  tete-J)eches.  (3)  Bv  using 
a  very  bluish  paper.  (4)  By  the  sur¬ 
charge  which  consisted  of  an  inscrip¬ 
tion,  in  two  lines,  as  follows: — “Con- 
trasena-Estampillas  de  Comeo”  in  very 
small  letters.  In  this  surcharge,  some 
letters  are  sometimes  large  and  some¬ 
times  small  and  the  stamps  have  been 
found  even  without  a  surcharge. 

In  1875  the  surcharge  was  somewhat 
changed  reading:— “Contrasena-Estam- 
pilla  d  Correos’’-in  considerably  larger 
letters.  There  were  no  errors*  in  this 
surcharge  and  it  proved  to  be  a  better 
preventative  of  the  use  of  forged  stamps 
than  did  the  1874  surcharge.

At  this  time,  when  condition  is  receiv¬ 
ing  so  much  attention  from  cataloguers 
and  scribes,  it  may  be  in  order  to  in¬ 
quire,  what  is  a  perfect  specimen?  That 
is,  when  does  imperfectness  vanish  and 
perfectness  begin?  A  knotty  problem, 
truly.  Just  how  far  from  center  the  im¬ 
print  and  just  how  heavy  the  cancella¬ 
tion  may  be  is  puzzling  to  many. 

It  is  admitted  that  the  word  perfect, in 
its  dictionary  sense,  admits  of  little 
qualification.  But,  when  applied  to  a 
stamp,  the  rule  cannot  be  so  strict. 
Given  a  stamp,  imprint  a  fraction  of  a 
millimetre  removed  from  exact  center, 
the  tongue  of  the  upper  thumb  hand 
perforation  missing,  the  cancellation 
being  a  beautiful  postmark,  but  in  a 
measure  obscuring  the  beauty  of  the 
color  and  design — what  shall  we  classfy 
this? 

The  cataloguers,  having  decided  on  a 
fixed  basis  for  valuation,  should  fnrnish 
a  standard  rule  to  guide  the  poor  col¬ 
lector.  A  rule  something  like  this: “A 
perfect  used  specimen  is  one  in  which 
the  imprint  is  in  the  exact,  mathematical 
center  of  the  stamp;  postal  obliteration 
to  be  so  light  as  to  be  unnoticeable; 
perforation  absolutely  correct,  the  tear¬ 
ing  of  the  stamp  from  its  sheet  leaving 
its  margins  free  from  flaws;  the  stamp 
to  be  free  from  dirt,  grease  and  kindred 
blights.”  Then,  with  this,  a  guide 
should  be  furnished,  stating  with  de¬ 
finite  exactness  the  decreasing  value  of 
the  stamp  as  its  imperfections  increase. 
Like  the  milimetre  scale  and  the  per¬ 
foration  guage,  this  rule  would  become 
a  household  necessity. 

All  purchases  and  exchanges  would  be 
made  with  due  references  to  its  prov¬ 
isions.  In  these  mathematical  times,  we 
cannot  permit  indefiniteness.  We  must 


know  ‘‘where  we  are  at”. 

Since  time  memorial,  stamp  papers 
have  periodically  published  long,  dry 
articles  in  reference  to  the  beneficial 
side  of  philately.  It  would  seem  more 
correct  to  publish  these  in  a  publication 
reaching  people  unaware  of  the  fact  that 
stamp  collecting  is  a  pursuit  of  know¬ 
ledge,  tinctured  with  pleasure-a  combin¬ 
ation  rarely  met  with.  Why  should  a 
stamp  paper  give  up  much  space  to  the 
informing  of  stamp  collectors  that  they 
are  absorbing  knowledge,  geographical, 
historical,  biographical,  zoological,  pis¬ 
catorial,  avian  and  otherwise?  Is  it 
presumed  that  the  gentle  collector  is 
unaware  of  this?  Does  he,  in  his  dull, 
humble  way,  pursue  his  philatelic  career, 
unwittingly  increasing  his  store  of  use¬ 
ful  information  until  made  to  see  by  some 
versatile  writer  that  he  has  done  so  and 
that  he  is  immeasurably  indebted  to  phi¬ 
lately  for  all  of  this?  ’Tis  fitting  that 
he  should  be  so  advised.  Otherwise,  he 
would  probably  be  unaware  of  how  much 
he  knows  and  how  useful  and  varied  his 
knowledge  is.  In  other  words,  it  is 
considered  neccessary  to  tell  a  man  what 
he  knows  before  he  kuows  what  he 
knows.

Doesn’t  it  provoke  a  smile  when  we 
see  in  the  editorial  column  of  a  2x4x4 
page  stamp  sheet  a  grandiloquent  allu¬ 
sion  to  ‘‘ye  editor”?

Chicago  Record-Herald  says  Japan 
will  issue  a  new  three-sen  postal  stamp 
in  memory  of  the  late  Prince  Kitashir- 
akawa.

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The  Origin  of  the  Pony  Express, 

by  H.  CreJicrnc  of  England. 

The  Pacific  States  being  separated  from 
the  rest  by  the  wild  sierra  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  canals,  railways,  or  even 
good  roads,  where  not  practicable  in  I860 
in  that  region  and  communication  there¬ 
fore  became  a  difficulty.  This  difficulty 
was  however  overcome  about  the  year 
1860  by  the  enterprise  of  Messrs.  Russel, 
Major  and  Waddell,  “contractors  for  the 
conveyance  of  government  stores,”  who 
determined  to  establish  an  express  post 
by  which  letters  could  be  conveyed  in 
about  a  week  between  the  two  extreme 
points,  depending  partly  on  the  public 
and  partly  an  the  government  for  their 
profit.  They  first  built  stations  along 
the  line  of  route  at  convenient  intervals, 
stocking  them  plentifully,  then  they 
purchased  about  600  ponies  and  engaged 
a  band  of  fearless  and  trustworthy  riders 
providing^them  with  uniforms, letterbags 
revolvers  and  rifles.  On  the  9th  of  April 
1860  or  1861  the  post  started.  Two  ex¬ 
press  riders  started,  one  from  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  to  come  east,  and  the  other  from 
St.  Joseph  on  the  Missouri  to  go  west. 
When  a  pony  had  done  its  stage  at 
twelve  miles  an  hour,  it  was  replaced  by 
another.  Thus  the  mail  bags  were  al¬ 
ways  traveling  at  the  rate  of  twelve  miles 
an  hour.  Each  mail  did  the  1900  miles 
of  route  in  seven  days  and  a  half.  The 
men  suffered  much  from  fatigue,  hunger 
and  the  attacks  of  Indians,  but  they 
continued  undauntedly,  until  the  con¬ 
struction  of  railroads  in  that  region, 
when  there  was  no  further  use  for  a 
pony  express.

The  genuine  stamp  has  no  little  third 
ornament  in  the  center  of  stamp  where 
the  two  long  orn  aments  meet.  The  for¬ 
gery  has  a  small  device,  thus  forming 
three  ornaments. 

Wymans  City  Post.  1848. 

The  genuine  stamps  have  an  onter  line 
surrounding  the  whole  design  and  the 
stars  in  the  design  show  clearly.  In  the 
forgery  there  is  no  outer  line  and  the 
stars  are  blurred.

GEORGE  J.  REMSBURG 

“Remsburg  of  Atchison”  is  known 
all  over  Kansas,  and  the  West  in  gener¬ 
al,  as  one  of  the  leading  young  archae¬ 
ologists  of  the  day. 

He  was  born  in  Atchison  County  Kan¬ 
sas,  Sept.  22  1871,  and  has  resided  in 
that  County  all  his  life.  A  newspaper 
man  by  profession  Lhe  has  filled  many 
journalistic  positions  with  credit  to  him¬ 
self  and  the  paper  he  served.  A  report¬ 
er  on  each  of  the  Atchison  papers,  City 
Editor  for  a  time  of  the  Daily  Champion, 
Assistant  Editor  of  the  Missouri  Valley 
Farmer,  and  manager  of  the  Atchison 
department  of  the  Leavenworth  Times, 
in  each  capacity  he  was  a  success.  He 
has  devoted  much  of  his  spare  time  to 
the  Study  of  Archaeology  and  Natural 
History,  and  has  been  a  Correspondent 
for  the  Smithsonian  Institute  and  several 
Historical  Societies.

He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Soc¬ 
iety  of  Curio  Collectors  and  has  explored 
almost  every  nook  and  corner  of  the 
Missouri  River  bluffs,  and  is  said  to  be 
better  acquainted  with  the  Eastern  con¬ 
tour  of  Kansas  and  Western  border  of 
Missouri  than  any  other  man.  Rems¬ 
burg  has  one  of  the  best  archaeological 
collections  in  the  West,  and  is  thinking 
of  taking  it  to  the  St.  Louis  Worlds 
Fair  in  conjunctio  with  the  “Quivera” 
collection  of  Prof.  J.  V.  Brower  of  St. 
Paul,  Minn,  who  is  the  real  disoverer 
and  explo  rer  of  the  long  lost  city  of 
“Qaivera”  which  Coronado  visited  in 
1541,  and  which  Prof.  Brower  locates 
in  Riley  County,  Kansas.

ARTICLE  I.  NAME. 

The  name  of  the  organization  shall  be,  The  Spanish- American  Philatelic 
Society — La  Sociedad  Filatelica  Hispano  Americana. 

ARTICLE  II.  OBJECTS. 

The  objects  of  the  association  shall  be  for  the  advancement  of  the  honorable 
collectors  of  postage  stamps  and  fiscals,  post-cards  and  whatsoever  pertaining 
to  the  science  of  Philately,  to  promote  the  intersts,  and  bring  together  into  a 
more  central  union,  the  philatelists  of  North,  Central,  and  South  America  and 
the  West  Indies. 

ARTICLE  III.  MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec  1.  Any  honorable  collector  wishing  to  become  a  member,  maj'  do  so  by 
filing  with  the  Secretary,  his  application  properly  filled  out  and  duly  signed  by 
the  applicant;  the  same  to  be  countersigned  by  the  resident  National  Secretary 
in  which  country  the  said  applicant  may  reside. 

Sec.  2  The  initation  fee  shall  be  25c  for  all  members.  The  dues  shall  be  25c 
per  annum.  The  dues  for  all  members  shall  entitle  him  to  one  year’s  member¬ 
ship  from  the  date  of  his  application.  The  list  of  applcations  shall  be  pub¬ 
lished  monthly  in  the  official  journal  of  the  society,  and  in  case  no  objections 
are  filed  with  the  Secretary  within  fifteen  days,  the  said  applicants  shall  be 
considered  elected. 

Sec  3  Any  member  of  good  standing  majr  at  any  time  tender  his  resignation 
to  the  Secretary,  who  will  cause  the  same  to  be  published  in  the  official  journal, 
and  if  no  objections  should  be  filed  within  fifteen  days,  said  resignation  shall 
be  accepted.  Members  not  in  good  standing  whose  resignations  shall  be  sent, 
shall  not  be  considered  while  indebted  to  the  association. 

ARTICLE  IV.  EXECUTIVE. 

Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  this  organization  elected  annually,  shall  be  as  fol¬ 
lows:  President,  Three  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary-Treasurer,  Exchange  Sup¬ 
erintendent,  Counterfeit  Detector,  Attorney,  International  Secretary,  and  Li¬ 
brarian.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  seven  philatelists  who  shall 
have  been  members  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  six  months  or  more.  Each 
country  having  members  shall  be  represented  by  a  National  Secretary. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  send  his  greeting  to  the  members  each  month 
for  publication  in  the  official  journal,  give  his  signature  to  all  amendments  to 
the  constitution,  order  the  suspension  or  expulsion  of  any  undesirable  mem¬ 
bers.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall  have  the  right  to  organize,  or  assist  in  the 
branch  societies  in  any  locality. 

Seg.  3.  In  case  of  the  absence,  resignation  or  death  of  the  President,  the 
duties  will  devolve  upon  the  First  Vice-President,  the  latter’s  office  being  filled 
by  the  Second  Vice-President  of  the  association.  The  Secretary-Treasurer 
shall  secure  and  send  out  applications  for  membership  and  cause  the  same  to 
be  published  monthly  in  the  official  journal.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
members  admitted  and  those  in  good  standing,  and  make  a  financial  report  of 
all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  associations.  He  shall  receive  the  reports 
of  all  the  National  Secretaries  and  publish  the  same  in  the  English  and 
Spanish  languages.  The  Exchange  Superintendent  shall  receive  and  circulate 
among  the  members  books  of  postage  stamps,  deducting  as  his  com¬ 
mission  a  fee  of  10  per  cent,  from  the  amount  sold.  He  shall  have  the  power 
to  form  regulations  regarding  his  department  and  report  any  violation  of  these 
rules  to  the  President. 

The  International  Secretary  shall  countersign  all  applications  from  appli¬ 
cants  not  represented  by  a  National  Secretary,  and  shall  be  the  Secretary  of 
the  Directive  Board  and  issue  his  report  as  necessity  requires,  through  the 
official  journal.  The  Counterfeit  Detector  shall  render  a  careful  examination 
of  all  postal  issues  to  determine  their  authenticity,  charging  the  nominal  rate 
ot  five  cents  per  single  copjq  and  in  no  case  shall  he  be  held  responsible  for 
unregistered  sendings.  The  legal  affairs  of  the  association  shall  be  under 
supervision  of  the  attorney  elected  for  the  purpose.  The  Librarian  shall  re- 
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ceive  and  accumulate  among-  the  members  philatelic  literature  and  have  at  all 
times  a  complete  list  of  the  librery  for  the  benefit  of  the  members.  The  Na¬ 
tional  Secretary  in  each  country  having-  members  shall  receive  and  counter- 
sig-n  all  applications  for  membership.  He  shall  at  all  times  be  supplied  with  a 
sufficient  quantity  of  application  blanks,  copies  of  the  official  org-an,  list  of 
philatelic  literature  and  all  information  pertaining-  to  the  associotion,  and  shall 
render  a  report  of  expenses  incurred  in  his  locality,  which  shall  be  paid  in  full 
by  the  Secretary-Treasurer. 


ARTICLE  V.  OFFICIAL  JOURNAL  AND  CIRCULAR. 

The  society  shall  publish  regularly  each  month,  the  reports  of  the  various  offi¬ 
cers  and  the  same  shall  be  sent  to  all  members  free  of  charge,  said  periodical  to 
be  chosen  at  the  annual  election.  The  Official  Circular  shall  be  issued  quarterly 
by  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  under  the  supervision  of  Directive  Board,  receiving, 
from  reliable  parties,  advertisements  or  other  matter  of  interest  to  the  mem¬ 
bers,  and  shall  send  the  same  to  all  members  free  of  charge. 

ARTICLE  VI.  BENEFITS. 

All  members  of  the  Spanish-American  Philatelic  Society,  in  addition  to  the 
benefits  heretofore  enumerated,  shall  receive  a  handsome  Diploma,  Certificate 
of  Membership  printed  in  two  languages  and  duly  signed  by  the  President  and 
Secretary.  For  the  further  benefit  of  the  members  the  President  shall  ap¬ 
point  a  standing  committee  of  three,  at  the  beginning  of  each  year,  to  pur¬ 
chase  new  issues  and  varieties  for  the  distribution  among  the  members. 

ARTICLE  VII.  election  of  officers. 

Sec.  1.  The  annual  election  of  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  under  con¬ 
trol  of  a  Committee  on  Credentials,  consisting  of  three  members  residing  in 
one  city  or  town,  as  approved  of  the  President.  At  a  stated  time  said  com¬ 
mittee  shall  meet,  count  the  votes  and  announce  the  results. 

Sec.  2.  Prior  to  the  annual  election  of  officers,  the  nominations  shall  be 
sent  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  publish  the  same  in  the  official  journal  as  well 
as  the  complete  results  of  the  election. 

Sac.  3.  The  election  shall  take  place  by  ballot  on  which  shall  appear  the 
names  of  the  candidates.  The  Secretary  shall  cause  these  ballots  to  be  sent 
to  all  members  in  good  standing. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  AMENDMENTS. 


Sec.  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  only  by  consent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  entitled  to  vote.  This  shall  come  under  the  provision 
for  a  special  election  ordered  by  the  President. 

Sec.  2.  The  Directive  Board  shall  have  power  to  add  new  laws  which  do  not 
conflict  with  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  3.  Should  five  members  object  to  one  proposed  alteration  or  amend¬ 
ment  to  the  Constitution,  it  shall  be  submitted  to  a  vote,  by  order  of  the  Presi¬ 


dent,  a  two-thirds  vote  being  sufficient

SIERRA  One  of  the  very  best  forger- 
EEONE  iers  that  has  lately  come  to 
my  notice  is  one  of  the  Id  rose  of  Sier¬ 
ra  Eeone,  issue  of  1872.  That  is,  1  sup¬ 
pose  it  was  meant  for  the  1872  issue,  as 
the  preforation  is  12)4,  but  the  water¬ 
mark  crown  CC  is  couspicuous  by  ab¬ 
sence,  as  is  usual  in  counterfeits.)  The 
counterfeit  is  executed  in  lithography, 
but  the  lithographer  was  no  mean  art¬ 
ist  and  furnished  an  almost  exact  imit¬ 
ation  of  the  original;  the  head  is  a  lit¬ 
tle  masterpiece  and  differs  so  minutely 
that  the  difference  can  hardly  be  des¬ 
cribed  in  words.  The  chief  distinction 
is  that  the  shading  at  the  back  of  the 
neck  is  too  thick  on  the  forgery,  the 
ink  of  the  fine  lines  having  run  slight¬ 
ly,  as  it  is  apt  to  do  on  the  best  of 
lithographs;  at  the  base  of  the  bust  the 
fine  shading  lines  are  also  a  trifle 
broken  by  wearing  of  the  stone  The 
incriptions  are  not  quite  asgood.  The 
S  of  SIERRA  is  too  tall,  so  that  it 
nearly  touches  the  sidelines  of  the  lab¬ 
el  instead  of  leaving  a  clear  space  as  on 
the  genuine.  The  A  of  the  same  word 
comes  too  near  the  top  of  the  label,  so 
that  on  the  counterfeit  there  is  only 
about  %  Mm.  between  the  righthand 
base-line  of  the  A  and  the  top  of  the 
label  instead  of  quite  Mm.  as  in  the 
genuine.  The  A  in  POSTAGE  on  the 
counterfeit  is  a  trifle  crooked,  so  that 
its  top  is  not  exactly  above  the  opening 
between  the  two  base  lines,  but  a 
trifle  to  the  right.  The  letters  of  the 
ONE  PENNY  are  all  too  thin  and  nar¬ 
row;  they  also  plainly  show  their  lith¬ 
ographic  birth  by  showing  on  indention 
whatever  on  the  paper,  whereas  on  the 
genuine  specimen  before  me  the  word 


is  quite  deeply  impressed  into  the  pap¬ 
er.  (No  doubt  most  of  my  readers 
know  that  for  many  of  the  de  la  Rue 
colonials  the  frames  of  all  values  are 
printed  from  the  same  plate,  the  so- 
called  “  Key-Plate”  while  the  values 
are  afterwards  printed  at  a  separate 
operation  from  a  plate  for  each  value, 
called  the  ‘‘duty  plate”.  As  this  plate 
bears  nothing  but  the  word  of  value 
the  type  often  is  quite  deeply  impress¬ 
ed  into  the  paper.)  The  small  orna¬ 
ments  in  the  four  corners  of  the  forgery 
are  all  imperfectly  drawn,  so  that  the 
upper  corner  is  not  eaxctly  above  the 
lower  corner,  but  somewhat  to  the  left; 
for  this  reason  also  the  small  cross  in 
the  center  of  each  ornament  leans 
somewhat  to  the  left.  The  color  is  al¬ 
most  an  exact  counterpart  of  that  of 
the  genuine  and  in  general,  as  before 
said,  the  counterfeit  is  an  extremely 
prepossessing  one,  well  calculated  to 
deceive.  The  cancellation  is  rather 
indistinct,  but  seems  to  consist  of  nar¬ 
row  parallel  bars.  The  proper  post¬ 
mark  of  Sierra  Eeone  consists  of  the 
figures  B31  within  double  parentheses 
and  three  parallel  bars  above  and  be¬ 
low,  growing  proportionately  shorter 
outward. 

I  have  another  forgery  here,  suppos¬ 
ed  to  be  the  )4d  bistre  of  1876  or  1883 — 
there  is  no  means  of^telling  which,  as 
there  is  no  watermaak.  It  answers 
exactl)rto  the  description  given  for  the 
Id  above,  except  that  it  is  not  quite  so 
clearly  printed.  The  words  HALF 
PENNY  are  very  well  imitated,  but 
the  second  N  of  PENNY  is  a  trifle  wid¬ 
er  than  the  first  and  the  righthand 
down -stroke  of  the  same  N  is  not  quite 
as  tall  as  that  of  the  lefthand  stroke  of 
the  Y  adjoining,  whereas  on  the  gen¬ 
uine  both  are  of  the  same  height. 
Still  another  forgery  of  the  same  set  is 
one  of  the  l)4d  (3  halfpence,  as  it  is 
expressed  on  the  stamp  itself)  violet  of 
1876  or  1884  (here  also  the  watermark 
fails  us. )

Fellow  Members  and  Friends; 

You  have  assembled  for  the  3rd  Annual  Con¬ 
vention  of  the  Kansas  Philatelic  Society  for  the 
coming  year,  and  it  is  well  for  us  to  do  so  as  it 
brings  out  our  different  ideas  of  what  is  best  for 
tee  society  and  brings  us  closer  together  as  col¬ 
lectors. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  full  of  interest  to 
Philatelists.  There  has  be^n  many  changes  in 
the  regular  issues  of  stamps  as  well  as  many 
special  issues  such  as  our  own  Pan  American,  all 
of  which  tends  to  awaken  interest  in  new  and 
old  collectors -alike. 

In  a  financial  way  philately  has  taken  its  place 
in  the  recognized  business  world,  with  the  organ¬ 
ization  of  the  new  stamp  company  we  have  a 
firm  large  enough  to  insure  the  carrying  out  of 
many  needed  reforms,  and  if  it  does  nothing 
more  than  give  11s  a  “Standard  Catalogue”  it  will 
have  done  all  collectors  can  ask. 

Our  philatelic  societies  have  done  well  and  our 
own  society  has  gained  ground  and  standing  at 
home  and  abroad,  we  have  not  only  held  our  own 
in  number  of  members  and  have  added  several 
new  names  to  our  roll  who  will  prove  active  and 
earnest  workers. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  year  I  do  so  with 
the  knowledge  that  there  may  have  been  mis¬ 
takes  but  they  were  mistakes  which  were  for 
our  own  good.  We  all  learn  by  experience. 

When  I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  president  I 
found  the  society  without  a  regular  official  organ 
as  Mr.  Grant,  the  publisher  of  Grant’s  Philatelic 
Monthly  was  uncertain  as  to  the  time  of  their 
next  issue  and  tendered  the  resignation  for  his 
paper  as  official  organ. 

I  accepted  the  resignation  and  appointed  the 
Philatelic  West  and  Camera  News  of  Superior, 
Nebraska,  to  fill  vacancy  and  I  wish  to  publicly 
thank  Editor  Brodstone  for  his  kindness  and 
willingness  to  publish  any  and  all  matter  sent 
him  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  know  that  his  will  be 
the  official  organ  for  the  next  year. 

Our  last  convention  in  Kansas  City  voted  to 
increase  the  annual  dues  to  50c  per  year,  but  as  I 
found  the  society  was  out  of  debt  and  the  old 
amount  of  25c  per  year  would  be  sufficient  to  run 
the  society  for  the  next  year,  I  brought  the  mat¬ 
ter  before  the  trustees,  with  the  result  that  the 
treasurer  was  instructed  to  accept  25c  as  a  full 
year’s  dues.  I  would  suggest  that  this  change  be 
allowed  to  remain  a  law  but  that  the  convention 
authorise  the  trustees  to  order  the  treasurer  to 
accept  25c  per  year  if  the  revenues  are  sufficient 
to  meet  the  expenses  of  1901  and  1902. 

Our  vice-president,  Mr.  Hayworth,  will  have 
the  honor  and  pleasure  of  presiding  at  this  con¬ 
vention  so  1  am  not  going  to  say  much  about  him 
as  he  has,  in  my  opinion,  always  been  the  right 
man  in  the  right  place,  doing  all  he  could  for  the 
benefit  of  our  society. 

Our  Secy  and  Treasurer  Mr.  Tilly  has  proved 
a  faithful  officer  and  to  him  and  his  monthly  re¬ 
ports  much  of  the  success  of  the  society  is  due  as 
lie  has  kept  all  our  members  informed  of  what 


was  being  done  through  his  letters  in  the  official 
organ. 

The  Exchange  department  has  been  a  success 
and  the  superintendent,  Mr.  Barker  has  proved 
himself  a  thorough  organizer  for  out  of  nothing 
he  has  built  up  what  may  be  said  to  be  our  best 
department. 

The  librarian,  Mr.  Myers,  has  only  one  com¬ 
plaint  to  file  and  that  is  members  have  not  taken 
the  interest  in  this  department  that  should  have 
done,  as  he  has  at  all  times  been  ready  to  either 
send  out  the  society’s  books  or  receive  contribu¬ 
tions  for  the  library.  So  let  us  help  him  build  up 
a  fine  library  during  the  next  year. 

As  the  auction  manager  went  to  St  Touis  short¬ 
ly  after  his  election,  I  cannot  say  much  of  his 
department.  The  trustees,  Messrs.  Hayworth 
Ford  and  Barker  have  ably  seconded  any  sug¬ 
gestions  I  have  made  and  have  order'ed  all 
changes  made  in  laws  or  official  acts  that  have 
been  deemed  best  for  the  society’s  good. 

I  exceedingly  regret  that  I  cannot  meet  with 
you  but  sickness  prevents  my  attending. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  officers  and  members  for 
the  help  and  assistance  they  have  rendered 
during  the  past  year  and  to  assure  you,  I  shall 
always  remain  an  active  and  earnest  worker, 
ready  at  all  times  to  sav,  “Tong  live  the  Kansas 
Philatelic  Societv.”

By  no  means  the  commonest  coins, 
but  of  deep  interest  to  all  patriotic 
American  Collectors  are  those  pieces 

which  were  in  circulation  in  this  coun¬ 
try  in  Colonial  and  Revolutionary  times. 
The  remarkable  manner  in  which  many 
of  them  were  authorized  and  theobsenr- 
ity  of  origin  of  some  of  them,  lend  them 
a  peculiar  interest.  It  is  deeply  inter¬ 
esting  also  to  note  the  striking  contrast 
in  the  grades  the  woskmanship  shown 
by  the  Engravers  of  these  coius;  and  for 
those  collectors  interested  particularly 
in  collecting  “varieties”  of  certain  issues, 
there  are  few  classes  of  coins,  which  offer 
a  more  inexhaustive  field— Take  in  the 
latter  respect,  the  New  Jersey  Copper 
cents,  for  example,  there  are  at  least  a 
dozen  different  sizes  of  this  coin,  all  of 
which,  however,  had  in  early  times  the 
same  scale  of  value — All  collectors  are 
familiar  with  the  almost  numberless 
types,  and  variations  iu  the  style  of  en¬ 
graving  on  this  coin.  The  obverse  types 
are  a  horse’s  head  and  a  plow,  with  the 
date  beneath,  and  ‘’NOVA  CAESAREA” 
above;  and  the  reverse  bears  a  sheild 
and  above  “K  PLURffiUS  UNUM”. 
It  is  fascinating  to  take  25  or  30  of 
these  cents,  lay  them  out  on  a  desk  or 
table  and  compare  them.  On  one  we  see 
a  very  large  thick  horse’s  head,  with 
long  neck  and  ears.  Picking  up  the 
next  one  we  are  surprised  at  the  contrast, 
for  on  this  one  the  head  is  small,  earless 
and  eyeless,  and  its  attitude  is  downward 
instead  of  erect.  On  this  coin  there  are 
to  be  found  a  corresponding  number  of 
die  varieties  in  the  types  of  the'  plow 
and  shield.  The  earliest  coins  intend¬ 
ed  for  America  were  those  of  the  Sum¬ 
mer  Islands  of  Bermuda.  In  1616  the 
English  governor  of  Bermuda  had  in 
circulation  there  “a  certaine  kinde  of 
brasse  money,  with  alioggeon  one  side, 
iu  memory  of  the  abundance  of  hogges 
was  found  at  their  first  landing”.  The 
limited  circulation  of  these  coins  is  in¬ 
dicated  bv  their  present  extreme  rarity, 
but  few  specimens  being  known,  and 
only  two  varieties  the  shilling  and  six¬ 
pence,  each  bearing  on  the  obverse  a  hog, 
and  on  the  reverse  a  ship.

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Crematory  Mounds 

On  the  Missouri. 

Hy  George  J.  R^emsburg- 

On  a  very  rugged  hill,  locally  known 
as  the  “Devil’s  Backbone,”  overlooking 
the  Missouri  river,  at  the  confluence  of 
Owl  creek  and  another  smaller  stream, 
six  miles  southeast  of  Atchison,  Kan., 
are  two  sepulchroe  or  crematory  mounds, 
about  40  yards  apart.  They  were  ex¬ 
plored  by  the  writer  in  the  fall  of  1891, 
being  the  first  Indian  mounds  ever  ex¬ 
plored  in  Atchison  county,  of  which  any 
record  has  been  made.  These  mounds 
were  12  feet  in  diameter  at  the  base  and 
about  two  feet  high,  both  being  exactly 
similar  in  construction  and  contents. 
At  a  depth  of  about  two  feet,  or  on  the 
original  surface,  enclosed  by  rude  stone 
vaults,  the  bones  of  human  skeletons  in 
a  charred  and  broken  mass  were  found. 
The  vaults  were  about  6  feet  long,  3  feet 
wide  and  2  feet  deep.  The  wTalls  were 
rudely  constructed,  with  no  attempt  at 
geometrical  precision.  A  layer  of  flat 
stones  cover  the  remains  and  on  top  of 
this  rested  a  massive  pile  of  stone  thrown 
up  indiscriminately.  Around  the  edge 
of  the  structures,  however,  the  stones 
appeared  to  have  been  intentionally  set 
in  the  ground  in  a  perfect  circle.  The 
only  objects  unearthed,  aside  from  the 
burned  mass,  was  a  small  arrowpoint  of 
yellow  chert,  a  broken  spear  head  of  a 
grayish  flint,  a  leaf  shaped  implement 
of  blue  flint,  and  numerous  chips  of  the 
same  materials. 

Similar  mounds  have  been  found  all 
along  the  Missouri  river  from  Omaha  to 
St.  Louis.  As  early  as  1830,  Rev.  Dr. 
Isaac  McCoy,  who  was  employed  by  the 
government  to  survey  the  boundary  lines 
of  the  different  Indian  reservations  in 
Kansas,  discovered  a  group  of  eight  of 
these  mounds  on  what  is  now  known  as 
the  “government  hill”  at  Fort  Leaven¬ 
worth.  He  explored  one  of  the  mounds, 
and  in  his  history  of  the  Baptist  Indian 
Mission,  published  in  1840,  he  gives  an 


account  of  the  mounds  which  shows 
that  they  were  exactly  similar  in  con¬ 
struction  and  contents  to  the  Atchison 
county  mounds.  Dr.  McCoy  gave  it  as 
his  opinion  that  human  sacrifices  had 
there  been  offered.  The  Indians  who 
lived  here  when  Dr.  McCoy  visited  this 
region  more  than  half  a  century  ago, 
claimed  to  have  no  knowledge  of  the 
origin  of  the  strange  mounds  which  he 
discovered  and  explored. 

All  along  Owl  creek  from  the  source 
to  the  mouth,  have  been  found  numer¬ 
ous  evidences  of  a  former  population. 
In  the  creek  bottom  just  west  of  the  so- 
called  “Devil’s  Backbone”,  and  the 
mounds  described  above,  was  a  village 
of  about  ten  acres  extent  where  the  typ¬ 
ical  village  reminders  have  been  found 
in  profusion,  and  the  usual  workshops 
in  close  proximity.  One  of  these  work¬ 
shops  differs  somewhat  from  the  average 
sites  in  its  production  of  innumerable 
tiny  arrowpoints  of  exceptionally  fine 
material  and  workmanship.  Another 
site  nearby  yielded  large  specimens  al¬ 
most  exclusively.  Atone  of  these  work¬ 
shops  many  chips  and  slabs  of  greenstone 
sandstone,  quartzite,  and  catlinite  were 
found.  At  the  south'  limit  of  this  village 
site,  on  a  terrace  of  the  creek,  on  what 
is  known  as  the  old  Thomas  place,  the 
skeletons  of  several  Indians  were  ex¬ 
humed  while  digging  a  cellar.  No  relics 
were  found  with  them.  Other  camp 
sites  and  workshops  are  located  on  the 
farms  of  John  Delaney,  Wm.  Turnerand 
others,  on  Owl  Creek?  On  the  old  Far¬ 
ris  farm,  near  the  head  of  the  stream, 
several  fine  flint  implements,  a  sandstone 
pipe  and  other  interesting  relics  have 
been  picked  up.  On  the  Delane}'  farm 
a  large  quartzite  mortar  weighing  over 
60  pounds,  was  found  by  the  writer.

According  to  the  “Mexican  Herald” 
some  persons  who  have  lately  returned 
from  the  neighborhood  of  Huasteca 
Potosina,  where  they  were  in  search  of 
coal,  report  the  discovery  of  a  very 
wonderful  cave  in  the  mountainous 
regions  of  that  country.  It  is  decorated 
inside  in  a  very  elaborate  manner  and  is 
evidently  the  temple  of  an  aboriginal 
god.  In  fact,  there  is  now  in  the  cave 
a  huge  stone  image  of  an  Indian  idol. 
From  indications  it  is  evident  that  the 
idol  is  still  receiving  the  worship  of  the 
natives.  It  is  thought  that  this  worship 
may  have  been  going  on  for  many  years 
in  the  same  place,  and  that  the  natives, 
when  they  found  that  they  could  not 
carry  on  their  heathen  worship  openly, 
took  the  idol  to  the  cave  and  there  fitted 
up  for  it  the  best  and  most  elaborate 
temple  their  facilities  afforded.

It  is  said  that  if  one  forces  a  toad’s 
mouth  open,  and  holds  it  in  that  posi¬ 
tion,  that  it  will  suffocate.  This  is  be¬ 
cause  he  has  no  ribs,  and  no  way  of 
dilating  the  chest,  therefore  he  must 
literally  swallow  air  as  though  it  were 
food.  Forcibly  keeping  the  creature’s 
mouth  open  causes  the  air  to  pass  into 
the  stomach  instead  of  the  lungs.  An¬ 
other  oddity  is  its  tongue,  which  is  hung 
in  the  mouth  just  the  reverse  of  the 


human  tongue,  being  attached  to  the 
front  of  the  jaw,  the  loose  end  hanging 
back  and  down  the  throat.

The  manuscript  of  an  appeal  for  funds 
for  Dartmouth  College,  dated  1781,  was 
recently  given  that  college  by  the  estate 
of  a  Miss  Hopkins  of  Northampton, 
Mass.  It  is  signed  by  George  Washing¬ 
ton,  T.  Lincoln,  Livingston,  William 
Moore,  Robert  Morris  and  other  histor¬ 
ical  persons. 

A  dispatch  to  the  New  York  World, 
some  weeks  ago,  from  Burlington,  Ver¬ 
mont,  reported  J.  G.  Falcon,  a  diver, as 
having  visited  the  spot  where  the  scoon- 
er  Royal  Savage,  commanded  by  Gen¬ 
eral  Benedict  Arnold,  was  sunk  in  1776 
by  the  British.  He  found  three  gun 
carriages  and  about  thirty  cannon-balls 
and  shot.  Two  of  the  former  were  sent 
to  the  Smithsonian  Institution  at  Wash¬ 
ington  and  the  other  was  given  the  city 
of  Burlington.  The  relics  were  discov¬ 
ered  in  about  thirty  feet  of  water.  The 
carriages  are  made  of  wood  and  iron, 
the  former  being  now  petrified. 

Within  the  last  year  there  has  been 
opened  to  the  public  at  the  British  Mu¬ 
seum  a  new  Babylonian  room,  which  is 
an  enormous  addition  to  the  memorials 
of  the  ancient  world.  It  contains  a  com¬ 
plete  series,  unequaled  elsewhere,  of 
bricks  and  tablets  of  baked  clay;  with 
Cuneiform  inscriptions  ranging  in  date 
from  over  4000  to  83  years  before  the 
Christian  era.  These  writings  are  the 
very  earliest  history  and  literature  of 
Western  Asia.  As  far  back  as  3800  B.  C. 
the  Babylonians  had  used  block  printing 
to  stamp  their  brick  records,  while  on 
the  Assyrian  side  are  earthen  documents 
relating  to  land  measurements  and  corn 
returns  of  wondrous  detail.  There  are 
4000  years  back  letters  sent  by  post  in 
clay  envelopes,  the  addresses  and  seals 
still  remaining.  Business  transactions, 
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trials  by  jury,  marriage  contracts, 
divorces,  an  action  in  the  Probate  Court 
and  the  like  are  so  faithfully  preserved 
that  far  more  may  be  known  with  cer¬ 
tainty  of  ancient  Babylon  and  Assyria 
than  even  our  ancestors  only  a  few  thous¬ 
and  years  ago.

The  large  grosbecks  of  South  Africa 
live  in  large  societies.  They  select  a 
tree  of  considerable  size,  and  literally 
cover  it  with  a  grass  roof,  under  which 
their  common  dwelling  is  constructed. 
The  roof  serves  the  double  purpose  of 
keeping  off  the  heat  and  the  rain,  and 
400  or  500  pairs  of  birds  are  known  to 
have  the  same  shelter.  The  nests  in 
this  aerial  dwelling  are  built  in  regular 
streets  and  closely  resemble  rows  of 
tenement  houses.

By  far  the  greatest  number  of  flowers 
have  no  smell  at  all.  For  instance,  of 
the  4,200  species  of  flowers  in  Europe 
only  about  10  per  cent,  give  forth  any 
odor.  The  commonest  flowers  are  white 
ones,  and  of  these  only  one  sixth  are 
fragrant.  Did  our  young  botanist  friend 
know  this? 

Mrs.  M.  J.  Pedder  of  San  Diego, 
Calif,  in  a  letter  of  recent  date  advises 
the  Curio  Editor  that  she  has  in  her 
possession  a  Chinese  coin,  of  the  Han 
dynasty,  the  same  being  neaalv  1900 
years  old.  The  coin  was  purchased  by 
her  husband  while  in  China,  about  the 
year  1850.  It  is  of  very  queer  shape  and 
appearance  and  would  make  a  valuable 
addition  to  the  cabinet  of  any  curio  col¬ 
lector,  even  though  he  be  not  a  numis¬ 
matist.  Mrs.  Pedder  wishes  to  dispose 
of  the  coin  and  any  collector  may  com¬ 
municate  with  her  direct  by  addressing 
1765  State  St.,  San  Diego.

Speaking  of  Vice-President  Elder  re¬ 
minds  us  that  the  majority  of  collectors 
and  A.  S.  of  C.  C.  members  are  per¬ 
haps  not  aware  of  the  fact  that  Elder  is 
an  expert  telegraph  operator,  by  occu 
pation,  and  as  such  he  took  a  conspic¬ 
uous  part  in  the  incidents  immediately 
following  the  assassination  of  our  be¬ 
loved  President  at  Buffalo  the  6th  day  of 
September.  After  the  wounding  of 
President  McKinley  it  will  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  he  was  altm  st  immediately 
removed  from  the  Exposition  grounds 
to  the  home  of  John  G.  Milburn,  where 
for  a  week  he  lay  between  life  and  death 
until  the  end  came  on  the  early  morning 
of  the  14th,  During  ihis  period  of  wait¬ 
ing,  when  the  whole  nation  wratched 
with  breathless  interest  the  reports  of 
the  President’s  condition  it  will  be  re¬ 
membered  that  all  bulletins  were  headed 
“Milburn  House,  Buffalo.”  Secretary 
Cortelyou  of  the  President’s  household 
was  on  duty  in  a  more  or  less  official 
way  at  the  Milburn  mansion,  and  the 
Western  Union  Telegraph  Company 
deemed  it  proper  and  courteous  to  place 
at  Cortelyon’s  service  one  of  their  most 
expert  operators.  Thos.  L.  Elder,  was 
delegated  for  that  service  by  the  com¬ 
pany  and  within  two  hours  after  Elder 
reached  Milburn  House  he  had  a  direct 
wire  established  between  there  and  the 
White  House  in  Washington.  During 
one  of  the  days  of  anxiety,  ere  the  end 
came,  Elder  handled  700  messages, 
which  is  considered  an  extraordinary 
day’s  work  for  one  operator.  Our  col-' 
lecting  friends  and  brothers  of  the  A.  S- 
of  C.  C.  can  well  imagine  how  many 
relics  connected  with  this  sad  event  in 
our  nation’s  history  Elder  has  placed 
in  his  collection.  It  is  pleasant  to  know 
that  a  member  of  our  collecting  band 
acquitted  himself  so  creditably  on  such 
a  trying  occasion,  and  when  his  country 
needed  him  was  “weighed  in  the  balance 
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and  not  found  wanting.”

Many  of  our  collecting  friends  inclined 
towards  botany  may  not  know  that 
Reindeer  Moss  grows  plentifully  in  New 
England.  Though  the  common  name 
of  this  little  plant  of  a  gray  tint  is  Rein¬ 
deer  Moss,  (cladonis  ranuifernia) ,  it 
really  belongs  to  the  family  of  lichens. 
These  are  a  little  lower  in  the  scale  of 
life  than  the  mosses,  which  have  roots 
and  leaves,  and  may  grow  flat  upon  the 
surface  of  the  trees,  rocks  or  ground,  or 
may,  as  in  the  present  case  grow  up  in 
numerous  threadlike  parts.  The  rein¬ 
deer  moss  is  very  common  in  the  old 
pastures  and  open  woods  of  New  Ping- 
land  where  the  soil  is  poor.  It  fairly 
tinges  the  ground  with  a  whitish  gray 
hue.  When  dry  it  is  quite  brittle  and 
very  pretty,  its  stem-like  parts  being 
hollow  like  little  tubes.  They  branch 
out  and  stand  up  some  four  or  five  inch¬ 
es  high.  After  a  rain  this  lichen  is  soft 
to  the  touch.  The  reindeer  lichen  grows 
in  other  parts  of  the  world  as  well  as 
New  England.  It  covers  the  barren 
plains  of  Lapland,  and  the  northern 
parts  of  Siberia,  growing  well  where 
nothing  else  would.  There  it  forms  the 
principal  food  of  the  reindeer,  from 
which  fact  it  has  received  the  name  of 
reindeer  moss.

Zinc  is  a  bluish-white  metal,  which 
slowly  tarnishes  in  the  air,  becoming 
coated  with  a  film  of  oxide  and  carbon¬ 
ate.  It  has  a  crystalline  structure  and 
is,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  brittle. 
When  heated  to  about  130-150  degrees, 
Centigrade,  it  is  malleable,  and  may  be 
rolled  or  hammered  without  fracturing  it. 

Zinc  when  thus  treated  remains  mal¬ 
leable  when  cold,  the  sheet  zinc  of  com¬ 
merce  is  thus  made.  When  zinc  is  fur¬ 
ther  heated  to  about  200  degrees,  centi¬ 
grade,  (392  degrees  Fahrenheit) ,  it  loses 
its  malleability  aud  becomes  so  brittle 
that  it  may  be  powdered.  At  410  degrees, 
Centigrade,  it  fuses;  and  at  red  heat  it 
boils,  Voltalizes,  and  if  air  be  not  ex¬ 
cluded  it  burns  with  a  splendid  greenish- 
white  light,  generating  oxide. 

Metallic  zinc  is  obtained  by  heating  in 
retorts,  the  oxide  or  carbonate  mixed 
with  charcoal,  when  decomposition  takes 
place,  the  loose  metal  is  Vavorized  and 
distils  into  suitable  receivers  where  it 
solidifies.  Zinc  is  found  chiefly  as  sul¬ 
phide  (Zinc  blende),  ZnS;  or  as  Silicate 
(Calamine),  H2  Z”  Si05.  It  occurs  al¬ 
so  as  carbonate  and  as  oxide  in  combin¬ 
ation  with  the  oxides  of  iron  or  mang¬ 
anese.

THE  PHILATELIC  WEST  AND  CAMERA  NEWS. 


American  Archaeology- 

$.  (71.$.  of  C.  C.  no.  135.) 

American  Archaeology  as  exempli¬ 
fied  by  the  remains  left  by  the  Mound 
Builders  and  American  Indians  is  com¬ 
ing  to  be  more  and  more  of  a  complete 
science  as  new  discoveries  in  this  line 
are  constantly  made. 

Ohio,  Illinois  and  Michigan,  contain 
very  many  remains  of  the  Mound 
Builders.  Many  of  these  mounds  have 
been  opened  and  examined  and  excel¬ 
lent  reports  made  on  them.  One  of 
the  most  famous  of  these  mounds  is 
called  Ft.  Ancient  and  is  in  Warren 
Co.,  Ohio.  This  structure  served  as  a 
a  great  earth  for  it’s  inhabitants  dur¬ 
ing  times  of  warfare  with  enemies . 

Relics  of  the  Indians  are  found  al¬ 
most  everywhere  and  are  prepared 
chiefly  from  stone,  bone,  and  metal, 
the  latter  chiefly  copper.  These  relics 
are  of  all  shapes  and  were  supposed  to 
have  all  manner  of  uses.  They  include 
the  common  arrow  and  spear  heads, 
tomahawks,  calumets  or  stone  pipes, 
gorgets,  mortars,  pestles,  idols,  cere¬ 
monial  stones,  axes,  pottery,  etc. 

The  arrows  were  chipped  from  flint 
and  other  varieties  of  quartz  by  means 
imperfectly  known.  They  are  of  all 
colors  from  black  and  white  to  red, etc. 
The  writer  has  found  many  of  these 
points  in  gullies,  on  stream-banks  and 
other  places,  while  out  on  natural  his¬ 
tory  expeditions.  Have  also  found 
tomahawrks,  axes,  and  various  pottery. 

A  peculiar  fact  about  the  pipes  is 
that  they  were  all  made  from  a  variety 
pf  clay-slate  called  pipestone.  found 
only  in  Pipestone  Co.,  Minnesota, 
where  the  only  known  quarry  of  it  is  lo¬ 
cated.  As  the  pipes  are  found  in  all 
parts  of  the  U.  S.  it  is  supposed  they 
were  scattered  thus  by  exchanges  among 
the  different  tribes. 

With  the  archaeology  of  the  country 
should  also  be  included  the  extinct  Cliff- 


dwellers.  More  relics  of  these  vanished 
races  are  found  in  Arizona  and  Colorado 
than  any  other  states,  although  they 
are  sometimes  met  with  in  other  western 
states.  As  their  cliff-dwellings  were  al¬ 
ways  situated  in  high  and  dry  places 
they  are  almost  perfectly  preserved,  up 
to  the  present  day;  and  they  were  prob¬ 
ably  built  thousands  of  years  ago.  From 
skeletons  found  in  the  dwellings,  it  is 
seen  that  they  were  of  very  small  stature 
comparatively.  However,  evidences 
show  that  they  were  among  the  most 
nimble  climbers  in  the  world.  The 
Aztecs  of  Mexico  and  the  southwestern 
U.  S.  are  sometimes  associated  with 
cliff-dwellers. 

The  ancient  Indian  stone  relics  are 
almost  passing  from  use  and  their  place 
has  been  supplied  by  implements  of 
semi-civilization.  One  of  the  most 
valuable  archaeological  works  yet  pub¬ 
lished  is  entitled  “Prehistoric  Imple¬ 
ments”  and  is  written  by  Prof.  Warren 
K.  Moorehead,  aided  by  a  very  able 
corps  of  assistants.  It  is  almost  a  com¬ 
plete  list  of  prehistoric  relics  and  has 
fine  illustrations.  (Cincinnati;  the 
Robert  Clarke  Co.  $3.00  postpaid.)  * 

Among  the  most  prominent  dealers  in 
ancient  Indian  relics  are  L.  W.  Stilwell, 
Deadwood,  S.  D.,  Dr.  W.  O.  Emery, 
Crawfordsville,  Itid.,  and  the  Natural¬ 
ists  Supply  Association,  Chicago,  the 
latter  represented  by  Prof.  Thos.

When  we  take  into  consideration  the 
wide  range  of  tones  between  the  sky  of 
a  well  lit  landscape  and  the  deep  shad- 
of  the  dark  green  foliage,  is  it  any  won¬ 
der  that  the  fast  plate  with  its  small 
latitude  in  permisable  variation  from  the 
correct  exposure,  should  fail  to  do  jus¬ 
tice  to  the  varying  tones;  if  not  at  one 
end  of  the  scale,  then  at  the  other;  too 
often  failing  to  reproduce  either. 

The  novice  should  take  his  camera 
afield  and  selecting  an  average  land¬ 
scape,  well  lighted  and  containing  all 
the  tonss  from  brilliant  high  lights  to 
deepest  shade,  make  a  series  of  expos¬ 
ures,  numbering  his  holders  so  that  he 
may  study  the  results,  giving  each  plate 
a  different  exposure,  and  he  will,  on 
comparing  the  resulting  negatives,  find 
that  the  difference  is  great.  He  will 
learn  enough  by  this  simple  experiment 
to  repay  him  a  thousand  fold  tor  the 
time  and  plates  employed.  It  will  teach 
him  more  about  exposure  than  the  hap¬ 
hazard  exposing  of  hundrds  of  plates. 
The  behaviour  of  the  different  plates  in 
the  developing  solution  will  teach  him 
more  than  the  reading  of  many  pages  on 
i  the  subject  of  development.  The  prints 
from  the  same  series  of  negatives  will 

be  as  instructive  as  the  advice  of  all  his

photographic  friends  as  to  the  remedy 
for  this  and  that  fauit  in  his  pictures. 
Give  the  plan  a  trial.

Nearly  all  instructions  issued  for  the 
guidance  of  the  beginner,  inform  him 
that  the  proper  time  to  stop  development 
is  when  the  high  lights  begin  to  show 
through  on  the  glass  side  of  the  plate. 
This  rule  is  not  to  be  trusted.  Fast 
plates  are  not  coated  as  thickly  as  the 
slower  brands  and  for  that  reason  the 
density  in  the  high  lights  makes  its  ap¬ 
pearance  on  the  back  of  the  plate  much 
quicker  in  the  case  of  a  fast  plate  than 
in  that  of  a  slow  one.  Another  thing 
conspires  to  upset  this  theory  is  the  fact 
that  with  a  pyro  developer  giving  an 
amber  colored  deposit,  much  less  density 
is  required  in  order  to  secure  good  bril¬ 
liant  prints,  than  is  necessary  in  the  case 
of  metal,  and  some  of  the  newer  devel¬ 
opers  which  give  an  image  of  a  bluish 
tint  that  is  much  less  activic  in  color. 

The  proper  way  to  judge  of  the  amount 
of  development  required  is  to  hold  the 
plate  up  to  the  ruby  lamp  and  look 
through  it  from  time  to  time.  A  very 
liltle  experience  will  enable  one  to  judge 
quite  accurately  by  observing  the  amount 
of  contrast,  detail  in  the  shadows,  and 
density  in  the  high  lights,  just  when  to 
stop  development.  One  must  under¬ 
stand  the  behaviour  of  under  and  over 
exposed  plates,  judging  each  on  their 
own  merits. 

It  is  advisable  that  all  plates,  unless 
known  to  be  over-exposed  be  started  in 
a  weak  solution  of  fresh  developer.  If 
found  necessary,  in  order  to  obtain 
printing  density,  the  solution  may  be 
strengthened  by  adding  the  strong  de¬ 
veloper  from  the  stock  solutions.  In 
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cases  of  under-exposure,  do  not  attempt 
to  crowd  out  detail  by  too  rapid  develop¬ 
ment  or  you  will  spoil  the  plate  beyond 
all  hopes  of  recovery.  The  image  may 
be  coaxed  a  long  way  by  using  a  solution 
diluted  with  about  twice  the  ordinary 
amount  of  water  and  giving  it  plenty  of 
time. 

Over-exposed  plates  should  be  treated 
with  the  uormal  developer  minus  a  part 
of  the  alkali  solutiou.  If  the  plate  be 
removed  from  the  developer,  rinsed  and 
fixed  before  veiling  of  the  shadows  takes 
place  after  intensificatian  will  give  the 
required  density.  If  left  in  the  develop¬ 
er  long  enough  to  allow  this  veiling  of 
the  shadows  to  take  place  in  hopes  of 
getting  density  in  the  high  lights;  in¬ 
tensifying  will  increse  this  veil  as  well 
as  the  deposit  in  the  high  ligts  and  the 
negative  will  be  a  very  slow  printer.  An 
undertimed  negative  that  is  inclined  to 
gain  contrast  too  rapidly  should  be  placed 
in  a  tray  of  clear  water,  covered  over, 
and  allowed  to  soak  for  some  time. 
Detail  will  increase  while  the  high  lights 
will  become  but  little  denser;  thus  avoid¬ 
ing  the  harsh,  contrasty  negatives  so  of¬ 
ten  obtained  from  under-exposed  plates. 
Development  is  a  study  that  hinges  on 
the  ability  to  recognize  the  behaviour  of 
under,  over,  and  correctly  exposed  plates.

In  the  selection  of  the  particular  part 
of  the  scene  before  him,  the  beginner 
makes  his  most  serious  mistakes.  All 
nature  is  beautiful,  but  like  a  poem, 
only  particular  parts  are  pleasing  when 
taken  alone.  Crowding  the  picture 
should  be  avoided.  Only  that  which 
helps  or  adds  to  the  picture  should  be 
included.  Often  we  find  material  at  the 
sides,  or  at  top  or  bottom,  that  would 
have  been  much  better  left  out.  The 
time  to  do  this  is  when  focusing  the  view 
on  the  ground-glass. 


Another  mistake  the  tyro  makes  is  in 
blaming  his  lens,  his  camera,  his  tools 
or  material  of  some  sort  for  his  failure 
to  obtain  good  pictures.  The  fault  lies 
m  himself,  nine  times  out  often.  Good 
pictures  are  made  without  a  lens,  a  cigar 
box  has  been  used  for  a  camera  with 
good  results,  and  the  common  material 
of  today  would  have  been  thought  per¬ 
fection  by  the  men  who  produced  good 
pictures  twenty  years  ago.  It  is  his  own 
haste,  and  carelessness,  his  own  lack  of 
thought  and  patience  that  is  to  blame. 

The  main  thing  then,  in  making  good 
negatives,  another  name  for  good  prints, 
is  to  use  a  plate  no  faster  than  necessary, 
a  large  diaphragm,  sufficient  exposure, 
and  last  but  not  least,  care  and  judg¬ 
ment; — for  a  careless  person  will  never 
succeed  as  a  photographer.

H.  J.  F. — Black  Tones  on  Bromide 
Paper: — You  can  obtain  good  black  tones 
by  giving  sufficient  exposure  and  not 
using  so  much  bromide  in  the  developer. 
You  can  alter  the  prints  you  have  by 
toning  them  in  the  following:

B.  F.  B. — Straining  a  Lens: — This  does 
not  mean  injuring  the  lens  in  any  way. 
It  is  a  term  used  to  convey  the  fact  that 
the  lens  is  used  for  a  plate  larger  than 
the  one  for  which  it  was  intended,  or 
that  the  rising  front  has  been  used  to 
that  extent  that  the  corners  of  the  plate 
are  not  covered.  Both  will  result  in 
poor  marginal  definition  and  the  lens  is 
said  to  be  strained.

Converging  Lines, 

Converging  line9  have  always  a  great 
attractive  power  for  the  eye.  It  un¬ 
consciously  follows  them  to  their  meet¬ 
ing  point,  or  in  the  direction  in  which 
they  would  meet  if  produced.  There¬ 
fore,  avoid  converging  lines  which 
lead  the  eye  to  nothing  of  any  interest, 
or  which  tend  to  take  the  eye  out  of 
the  picture.

Lighting  the  Head  in  Portraiture 

A  light  falling  into  a  depression  rend¬ 
ers  it  less  visible,  but  when  falling  across- 
one  side  of  the  depression  is  in  deep 
shadow  and  the  top  of  the  other  side 
well  lighted,  hence  the  depression  in 
portrait  lighting  For  example,  a  full 
face  with  many  wrinkles,  hollow  eye 
sockets,  overhanging  eyebrows,  and 
angular  nose.  A  side  light  throws  up 
every  wrinkle,  and  makes  the  eye  deep, 
black  holes,  the  nose  becomes  a  sharp 
line,  the  general  effect  is  hardness  every 
where.  This  is  very  much  reduced  by 
a  diffused  and  general  front  light,  care 
being  taken  to  avoid  flatness.  On  the 
other  hand,  a  stout  person,  fat  baby, 
etc.,  all  roundness  and  few  lines  or  hol¬ 
lows,  becomes  very  flat  with  a  front 
light,  while  a  soft  side  light  gives  relief 
and  brings  out  the  modeling.  Fat  faces 
are  seldom  satisfactory  as  a  front  view ; 
while  thin,  angular,  wrinkled  faces  are 
seldom  satisfactory  from  a  side  view.

Small.  Circular,  Clear 

Spots  on  J'i  eg  a  ti*)es . 

These  are  very  frequently  due  to  tiny 
air-bells  clinging  to  the  plate  and  pre- 
\enting  access  of  the  developer;  conseq¬ 


uently  these  air-protected  parts  fix  out 
as  clear  spots.  Water  drawn  from  the 
tap  at  high  pressure  is  very  apt  to  con¬ 
tain  air.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  fill  a  big 
jug  with  water  and  let  it  stand  a  few 
hours  in  a  fairly  warm  place,  when  the 
air  bubbles  will  rise  to  the  suaface  and 
pass  off.  Soaking  the  plate  in  water  be¬ 
fore  development  is  also  liable  to  give 
these  air-bubble  markings.

Mottled  Markings  on  egati-des . 

These  are  usually  due  to  not  rocking 
the  developing  dish  and  contents  during 
development.  A  very  slight  motion 
only  is  necessary,  in  fact  just  enough  to 
prevent  the  fluid  being  still.  Violent 
rocking  is  apt  to  froth  the  developer  and 
to  discolor  it  by  oxidation.

Uo  MaKe  -A.  Fine-Grain  Focusing  Screen. 

Take  of  ordinary  gelatine  from  10  to 
20  grains,  place  this  in  a  small  beaker, 
and  add  an  ounce  of  new  milk.  Ret  it 
stand  in  a  warm  place  for  an  hour  or 
two,  then  melt  the  gelatine  in  themilk 
by  gentle  heat  in  a  water  bath,  by 
placing  the  beaker  in  a  cup  of  warm 
water  and  setting  on  the  top  of  the 
stove  if  not  too  hot.  Stir  well  with  a 
glass  rod  until  the  gelatine  is  quite  dis¬ 
solved.  Then  filter  quickly  through  a 
previously  warmed  filter,  using  fine 
cotton  wool  in  place  of  filter  paper. 
Having  very  thoroughly  cleaned  the 
glass,  warm  it  slightly  and  coat  the 
plate  as  though  using  collodion,  but  do 
not  drain  off.  Set  the  plate  and  milk 
gelatine  coating  on  a  previously  levell¬ 
ed  slab  of  glass,  and  protect  from  dust 
by  a  piece  of  bent  card.  The  result  is 
a  slightly  milk-like  opalescent  surface 
practical!)'  free  from  grain.

Lines  And  Gheir  Expression- 

Convex  lines  generally  accompanny 
or  suggest  forward  movement,  white 
concave  lines  suggest  retreat.  The 
most  familiar  illustration  of  these  is 
perhaps  the  inflowing  convex  lines  of 
the  tide  on  a  flat  shore,  and  their  sub¬ 
tile  change  to  concave  lines  as  dach 
wavelet  recedes.  A  couple  of  snap¬ 
shots,  one  just  before  the  turn  of  the 
wavelets,  the  other  just  after,  are  by 
the  curvature  of  the  lines  enough  1o 
show  which  way  the  water  was  moving 

at  the  moment.

Line  "Dratvings  From  "Photographic 
Prin  Is 

Bromide  and  printing  out  papers  are 
both  suitable;  in  fact  any  paper  pre¬ 
pared  with  silver  salts  will  answer. 
Go  over  the  print  with  a  pen  and  water 
proof  india  ink,  taking  care  to  copy 
just  that  amount  of  the  picture  that 
you  wish  to  retain  in  the  finished 
sketch.  Use  a  saturated  solution  of 
potassium  cyanide  in  water,  two  or 
three  parts;  saturated  solution  of  iodine 
in  alcohol,  one  part.  Apply  with  a 
brush,  or  dilute  it  with  water  and  im¬ 
merse  the  print.  The  silver  image 
disappears  aft  once,  being  completely 
dissolved  away.

In  the  Dark  "Room 

When  first  entering  the  dark  room  do 
not  commense  operations  at  once,  but 
wait  a  few  minutes  until  the  eyes  become 
accustomed  to  the  darkness.  You  will 
then  be  able  to  see  better,  and  more  cor¬ 
rectly  judge  the  power  of  your  ruby 
light,  which  will  appear  to  grow  stronger 
and  stronger,  as  also  will  any  little  strea 
streaks  of  light  coming  from  niches  or 
cracks. 

v 

Composition 

According  to  many  French  painters 
a  good  composition  should  have  three 
parts;  foreground,  -width  and  extreme 
distance.  If  the  extreme  distance  be 
omitted  its  absence  gives  a  confined, 
limited,  shut-in  effect.  It  need  not 
be  more  than  a  very  small  bit,  but 
should  be  present  if  possible.  Failing 
this,  a  sky  showing  retiring  clouds  may 
do  much.  If  the  middle  distance  be 
left  out,  the  general  effect  is  artificial 


and  suggestive  of  theatrical  scenery. 
One  is  conscious  that  there  must  be  a  ser- 
iesof  planes  connecting  the  fore  ground 
with  the  extreme  distance,  and  if  they 
are  not  indicated,  a  false  effect  is  sug¬ 
gested.  If  the  foreground  is  left  out, 
all  strength,  force,  vigor,  character  is 
ommitted.  Photographers  soon  learn 
by  experience  that  the  foreground  is 
the  part  requiring  the  utmost  care  in  its 
arrangement.  Without  a  satisfactory 
foreground  it  is  next  to  impossible  to 
make  even  a  passable  picture;  certainly 
not  a  strong  one. 

Dodging  JVegatixJes . 

Procure  a  sheet  of  white  tissue  paper 
and  cut  it  to  the  size  of  the  negative, 
damp  it,  and  place  it  between  blotting 
paper  whilst  you  brush  over  the  glass 
side  of  the  negative  with  a  weak  solut¬ 
ion  of  gum  arabic.  Now  place  the 
damped  paper  evenly  in  contact  with 
the  glass  and  leave  to  dry.  When  dry 
you  can  easilyr  work  on  it  with  chalk  or 
pencil  and  stump  for  intensifying 
high  lights.  When  the  high  lights  are 
already^too  dence  you  can  either  scrape 
the  paper  away  with  a  sharp  knife  or 
just  dab  the  spot  with  a  little  oil  where 
necessary. 

Co  Copy  EngraOings 

The  following  method  is  said  to  give 
good  results  where  there  is  much  deep 
shadow  in  the  -  picture.  First  soak  the 
print  in  cold  w-ater  for  some  little  time 
until  quite  limp.  Then  place  between 
two  sheets  of  thin  glass,  and  copy  by 
transmitted  light  as  though  the  print 
wTas  a  transparency.  The  engraving 
should  be  dried  between  clean  sheets  of 
blotting  paper  under  pressure  between 
sheets  of  stout  cardboard.

d^Vanced  Amateurs 

Hy  Amanda  Cespedes,  Artist 

The  Art- science  of  photography,  as 
practised  to-day  is  based  upon  that  won¬ 
derful  product  of  chemical  science,  the 
modern  photographic  dry  plate.  Coated 
as  it  is  with  an  emulsion  in  which  is  in¬ 
corporated  the  most  highly  light-sensi¬ 
tive  compound  known  to  chemical  science 
so  sensitive  in  fact  as  to  outstrip  the 
human  eye;  its  manipulation  becomes 
an  art  and  science  in  itself.  The  vital 
point,  the  key  note,  is  the  making  of 
the  negative.  The  determination  as  to 
whether  failure  or  success  will  crown 
the  results,  hinges  on  the  proper  per¬ 
formance  of  this  part  of  the  work. 

A  great  many  photograghers  are  con¬ 
tent  in  the  belief  that  the  process  of  de¬ 
velopment  is  simply  the  making  visible 
of  the  latent  image.  This  does  not  sat¬ 
isfy  the  progressive  and  ambitious. 
They  must  know  the  why  and  wherefore 
that  they  may  the  better  adapt  the 
method  to  the  ends  desired. 

Development  is  something  more  than 
the  bringing  out  of  outline  and  detail 
and  the  obtaining  of  density.  It  is  the 
rendition,  by  the  intelligent  employ¬ 
ment  of  the  proper  chemicals,  of  those 
delicate  gradations  through  the  entire 
scale  of  perfect  intensity  which  we  find 
so  faithfully  reproduced  upon  the  ground- 
glass  foensing  screen  of  our  camera. 
It  is  the  obtaining  of  that  effect  in  the 
negative  which  will  give,  in  the  finished 
print,  the  most  perfect  interpretation  of 
the  tone  and  texture  that  is  character¬ 
istic  of  and  "individual  to  the  various 
parts  of  the  subject  photographed. 

A  poor  negative  will  make  a  poor  print, 
but  an  incorrect  or  otherwise  illy  man¬ 
aged  exposure,  jnanipulated  bv  one  who 
understands  the  chemistry  of  develop¬ 
ment  will  produce  much  better  results 
than  if  handled  by  an  incompetent 
workman  Developer  formulae  are  le¬ 
gion  and  I  have  tried  a  great  many  of 


hem.  In  my  own  hands,  I  have  found 
that  for  all  around  aplicability,  either 
for  positives  or  negatives,  giving  perfect 
detail  with  softness  as  well  as  good 
printing  density,  the  following  leaves 


little  to  be  desired. 

Water,  (filtered)  -  -  3ozs. 

Sodium  sulphite  -  -  20  grs. 

Sodium  carbonate  -  10  grs. 

Pyro  -  -  -  -7%  grs. 


To  keep  this  in  stock  solutions  is  pre¬ 
ferable.  The  sodium  carbonate  sc  lution 
should  test  40  degrees,  the  sodium  sul¬ 
phite  should  test  80  degrees.  The  pyro 
solutionjs  made  by  taking  24  ounces  of 
a  sodium  sulphite  solution,  5  degrees 
hydrometer  test,  adding  sulphuric  acid 
(two  or  more  drops)  till  blue  litmus  pa¬ 
per  turns  slowly  red  and  then  adding 
one  ounce  of  pyro.  To  use,  take: 

Sodium  carbonate  solution  2  drs. 

Sodium  sulphite  solution  2  drs. 

Pyro  solution  3  drs. 

Water  (filtered)  2 Yi  ozs. 

Develope  for  the  high  lights.  Add  more 
water  for  undertimed  negatives,  groups 
containing  both  white  and  black  drap¬ 
eries,  and  double  coated  and  backed 
plates.  Do  not  remove  the  plate  from 
the  tray  until  you  are  sure  that  develop¬ 
ment  is  completed.  Development  will 
require  from  four  to  eight  minutes. 
Rinse  the  plate  well  to  avoid  developer 
stains  and  then  place  in  the  fixing  bath  . 
Allow  plenty  of  time  for  fixing  and  then 
wash  for  not  less  than  30  minutes  in 
running  water  and  allow  to  dry.  Chem¬ 
icals  are  sold  by  avoirdupois  weight, 
formulae  are  compounded  by  apothe¬ 
caries  weights,  and  fluids  are  measured 
by  fluid  measure.  The  hydrometer  call¬ 
ed  for  is  the  common  silver-bath  hydro¬ 
meter  sold  by  the  stock  houses  for  about 
40  cents.  Acid  Hypo  Fixing  Bath. 
To  one  gallon  of  a  sodium  hyposulphite 
solution,  SO  hydrometer  test;  add  one 
ounce  acid  hardening  solution,  60  hy¬ 
drometer  test ;  one  pound  chrome  alum 
dissolved  in  32  ounces  of  boiling  water; 
and  two  ounces  sulphuric  acid.

THE  MINOR  VARIETY  BUGABOO. 


Must  the  minor  variety  go? 

Recent  editorials  in  American  and 
English  papers  demand  its  relegation 
to  inconspiciousness,  on  the  plea  that 
otherwise  a  continuation  of  philatelic 
prosperity  can  not  be  hoped  for. 

One  very  biased  writer  says:  “The 
average  collector  is  worried  about  the 
minor  variety  of  which  he  hears  and 
reads  so  much;  he  dislikes  it  and  wants 
it  eliminated  from  the  philatelic  ho¬ 
rizon;  and  the  importance  accorded  to 
it  disgusts  him  with  philately — to  such 
an  extent  that  he  gives  up  the  hobby, 
some  times.” 

Thanks  for  that  concluding  word. 
Even  that  does  not  relieve  the  morbid, 
pessimistic  vein  of  thought  that 
breathes  from  every  line  of  this  ill- 
born  sentence.  If  there  is  any  average 
collector  who  is  so  selfish,  so  narrow 
minded,  so  illogical,  so  absolutely  de¬ 
void  of  fraternal  spirit,  as  to  believe 
and  wish  for  all  these  things — let  him 
begone.  But  is  a  matter  of  doubt  if 
there  is  any  such.  It  is  inconceivable 
that  one  can  be  found  who  will  deny 
or  restrict  another’s  pleasures  when 
they  obtain  at  no  inconvenience  or  loss 
to  himself. 

The  same  writer  takes  occasion  to 
remark  that  “the  stamp  student  is  or¬ 
namental  to  philately,  but  the  plain 
collector  is  useful  in  maintaining  the 
material  side  of  the  hobby.”  Orna¬ 
mental  is  a  harsh  term,  when  thus  ap¬ 
plied  to  one  whose  work  is  universally 
commended  as  exemplifying  that  there 
is  something  to  stamp  collecting  be¬ 
sides  mere  amassing  and  sticking. 
Have  the  labors  of  men  like  Tiffany, 
Euft  or  Capen  earned  for  them  no 
greater  title  than  “ornamental”? 

The  collection  of  minor  varieties  is 
not  arbitrary.  He  who  loves  them  not 
need  not  have  them.  Because  his 
neighbor  chooses  to  follow  a  course  not 


altogether  to  his  liking,  he  need  not 
imitate  him;  neither  is  he  consistent  in 
censuring  him  and  demanding  that  he 
modify  his  views  to  agree  with  his 
own. 

The  standard  catalogue  lists  minor 
varieties,  which  is  admitted  to  be 
proper.  Their  absence  therefore 
would  be  an  omission  of  serious  mo¬ 
ment.  But  no  printed  album  provides 
spaces  for  minor  varieties.  The  aver¬ 
age  collector  may  fill  the  spaces  shown 
and  proceed  no  further;  his  album 
does  not  advertise  the  fact  that  he  dis¬ 
cards  them.  Because  others  collect 
them  he  need  not  feel  disgruntled.  His 
collecting  spirit  may  be  one  of  love  of 
gain,  of  possession,  of  beauty — what 
you  may;  if  others  are  imbued  with 
the  love  of  study,  this  should  not 
cause  him  to  become  discontented  or 
discouraged. 

Minor  varieties  are  not  luxuries — not 
in  a  greater  degree  than  stamp  collect¬ 
ing  in  general.  Only  a  millionaire 
can  aspire  to  a  complete  general  col¬ 
lection  of  straight  varieties.  Multi¬ 
plication  of  these  varieties  increases 
the  expense,  to  be  sure,  but  should  not 
decrease  the  enthusiasm  of  the  col¬ 
lector  who  may  or  may  not  purchase 
them,  as  his  fancy  dictates.  Realizing 
the  futility  of  attempting  to  make  a 
general  collection,  a  large  majority  of 
present-day  collectors  confine  them- 
seves  to  one  country  or  group  of  count¬ 
ries.  Financial  limitations  may  con¬ 
fine  their  operations,  preventing  the 
securing  of  the  more  valuable  stamps. 
The  limit  reached,  they  must, perforce, 
shelve  their  collection,  stai't  afresh  in 
some  other  field,  or  turn  to  the  minor 
variet}'.  The  minor  variety  is  fertile 
in  possibilities,  and  comparatively  is 
not  more  costly  than  the  straight  vari¬ 
ety. 

There  is  no  argument  that  proves 
the  collection  of  minor  varieties  to  be 
sordid.  Sordidness  in  philately'  is 
universally'  decried — it  cannot  be 
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fairly  said  that  minor  varieties  are 
collected  solely  in  anticipation  of  gain 
through  enhancement  of  value.  The 
love  of  study — the  pleasure  of  working 
out  the  complete  history  of  a  stamp 
in  its  various  printings — the  zest  of 
searching  for  desired  varieties — the  de¬ 
light  of  finding  some  elusive  type, 
perchance  at  the  cost  of  the  cheapest 
variety — the  satisfaction  of  viewing 
the  record  of  past  labor  and  present 
completeness — all  these  emotions  may 
be  enjoyed  by  the  minor  variety  col¬ 
lector. 

An  editorial  in  a  recent  number  of 
Morley’s  Philatelic  Journal  is  quite 
relevant  to  the  subject  in  hand,  and 
we  take  the  liberty  of  reprinting  it. 
We  are  thoroughly  in  accord  with  the 
sentiments  expressed  therein: 

“In  the  first  place — what  is  a  “minor 
variety”?  Now  although  we  hesitate — 
and  perhaps  it  may  be  found  impossi¬ 
ble — to  give  a  categorical  reply  to  this 
question,  yet  we  may  perhaps  indicate 
by  a  few  examples  what  sort  of  varie¬ 
ties  we  consider  as  indispensable  for 
even  a  general  collector  to  take,  and  in 
trying  to  do  so  it  becomes  obvious  that 
the  term  “minor  variety”  is  a  misno¬ 
mer,  for  a  variety  may  be  a  “minor” 
and  yet  perhaps  all  important  and 
vice  versa,  “conspicuous”  but  yet  “ab¬ 
normal”  or  a  mere  curiosity.  Now  we 
think  that  the  minor  varieties  in  the 
V.  R.  I.  Orange  River  colony  stamps 
ought  to  be  recognized  by  the  general 
collector,  inasmuch  as  the  raised  stops 
represent  a  definite  fact  in  the  history 
of  the  Orange  River  Colony  stamps, 
viz:  the  fact  of  a  second  printing  of 
the  surcharge  and  that  therefore  a  col¬ 
lection  of  Orange  River  Colony  stamps 
in  which  these  were  unrepresented 
would  not  fulfil  the  primary  object  of 
collecting,  which  should  be  to  illustrate 
the  complete  history  of  the  stamps  of 
the  country  collected.  On  the  other 
hand  all  such  varieties  as  broken  let¬ 
ters,  or  double  or  inverted  surcharges 
we  regard  as  merely  minor  or  abnor¬ 
mal  varieties  and  these  may  be  left  to 
the  specialist  if  he  wants  them.  In 
fact  we  see  no  reason  why  a  special 
collection  which  omitted  the  latter 
should  not  be  regarded  as  complete, 
provided  it  otherwise  gave  a  full  and 


particular  account  of  the  stamps  of 
the  country  specialized.  These  latter 
varieties  are  merely  “abnormalities,” 
and  to  borrow  an  argument  from 
another  science,  although  naturalists 
are  always  squabbling  about  what 
constitute  species  or  varieties,  and 
have  divided  themselves  into  two 
classes,  “splitters  and  lumpers,”  yet 
we  have  never  heard  that  any  natural¬ 
ist  was  bold  enough  to  make  new 
species  or  even  varieties  out  of  cocks 
with  three  legs  or  calves  with  two 
heads  and  such  like  monstrosities 
which  occasionally  turn  up.  In  the 
same  way  philatelic  abnormities  should 
be  disregarded  or  merely  kept  as  curi¬ 
osities.  In  like  manner  with  regard 
to  perforations  when  varieties  of 
gauge  are  found  arising  from  one  ma¬ 
chine,  we  think  it  is  amply  sufficient 
even  for  the  specialist  to  show  merely 
a  specimen  from  such  a  machine,  and 
there  is  no  reason  to  trouble  about 
the  variations  from  the  normal.  ” 

Most  of  our  contemporaries  will  un¬ 
doubtedly  issue  Xmas  numbers.  This 
number  of  the  WEST  is  just  the  same 
as  every  other  number.  We  want  you 
to  compare  it  with  the  holiday  issues 
of  other  monthlies.  You  will  then 
cease  to  wonder  why  the  WEST  is 
prospering  so  noticebly.

English  journals  are  giving  considerable 
space  to  the  “Droits  dela  Femme’ ’stamps 
of  France.  In  the  States,  where  women’s 
is  so  paramount  an  issue,  this  tacit  de¬ 
claration  of  equality  will  be  regarded  with 
interest.  In  the  recent  issue  of  France, 
the  central  figure  is  a  female  wdth  the 
allegorical  tablet  “Rights  of  Man’’  in  her 
lap.  This  partiality  to  the  gender  mas¬ 
culine  so  incensed  the  radical  “femin- 
istes”  of  Paris,  that  they  caused  to  be 
printed  a  stamp  of  distinctly  feminine — 
I  will  not  say  effeminate — type.  The 
womeu’s  rights  stamp  is  blue  and  is  the 
same  size  as  the  offending  official  stamp. 
It,  like  the  official,  bears  a  figure  of  a 
woman — but  this  woman  is  standing  in 
majestic  grandeur,  one  hand  placed  on  a 
tablet  of  laws  entitled  “Droits  de  la 
Femme’’.  This  stamp  is  to  be  placed 
on  the  letter  along  with  the  official  stamp. 
As  chivalrous  as  the  French  are,  it  will 
not  serve  for  postal  duty. 

I  spoke  last  month  of  the  proposed 
sale  of  remainders  of  the  Portuguese  col¬ 
onies  in  Lisbon.  It  now  appears  that 
the  vacillating  Portuguese  government 
has  announced  that  this  method  of  dis¬ 
posing  of  the  stamps  is  not  to  be*put  in¬ 
to  execution— although  just  how  they  are 
to  be  sold  is  not  given  out.

Part  I  of  Stanley  Gibbon’s  catalogue, 
recently  appearing,  has  been  receiving 
attention  from  the  Philatelic  press  of 
England  since  my  last  letter.  The  opin¬ 
ions  of  English  collectors  of  what  is  our 
standard  is  w-ell  put  in  the  London  Phi¬ 
latelist:  “In  lucidity  of  arrangement,  in 
clearness  of  descriptions,  in  delineation 
of  surcharges  and  watermarks,  and  in  a 
large  portion  of  its  illustrations,  there  is 


practically  nothing  to  be  desired,  nor  is 
there  any  price  catalogue  in  the  world 
that  can  equal  it’’.  With  such  a  recom¬ 
mendation  as  this  from  a  recognized  au¬ 
thority,  the  proposed  American  issue 
priced  in  American  money,  should  prove 
a  strong  competitor  to  Scott’s.  As  w-as 
anticipated,  a  strong  advance  is  made  in 
British  Colonials,  and  there  are  many- 
noteworthy  advances  in  Great  Britain. 
Three  pages  are  given  up  the  varieties  of 
Petersburg  Stamps.

A  clipping  from  the  Melbourne  Age 
gives  w'hat  appear  to  be  insuperable  ob¬ 
jections  to  distinctive  issues  for  each  state 
of  the  Australian  federation.  It  is  some¬ 
what  verbose  but  may  be  of  interest: 

Ow-ing  to  the  book-keeping  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Constitution  Act,  the 
Postmaster-General  states  that  it 
will  be  impossible  to  have  a  federal 
stamp  issue  before  the  prescribed  per¬ 
iod  of  five  years.  Each  State  Postal 
Department  is  to  bew-orkedas  a  sep¬ 
arate  concern.  If  stamps  w'ere  made 
interchangeable  between  all  parts  of 
the  Commonwealth,  one  state  might 
receive  payment  for  them,  w-hilst  an¬ 
other  might  have  to  carry  the  letters 
to  w-hich  they  are  affixed.  About 
.£11,000  worth  of  stamps  are  sent  to 
Tattersall’s  (Hobart)  annually  to  pay 
for  sw-eep  tickets.  If  they  could  be 
cashed  in  Tasmania,  then  that  state 
w-ould  derive  the  w-hole  of  the  revenue 
from  their  conversion  into  cash.  As 
it  is,  they  have  to  be  returned  to  the 
several  states  in  which  they  w-ere  is¬ 
sued,  so  that  each  secures  its  pro¬ 
portionate  share  of  them.” 

The  Moldavian  81  Paras  brought  $1100 
at  a  recent  auction  sale  in  London;  6 
stamps  from  this  country  brought  $1610. 
Some  other  top  prices:  British  Guiana, 
1862,  sheet  of  24  lc  black  on  rose  pro¬ 
visional,  $220.00;  Finland,  1897,  3/i 
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roubles  black  and  yellow,  $150.00;  Tus¬ 
cany,  1860,  3  lire  yellow,  damaged,  $200; 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Id  blue  error,  $185; 
Canada,  1851,  12d black,  $305.00. 

A  well  known  firm  of  stamp  dealers, 
recently  located  in  London,  have  paved 
their  way  to  popularity  by  a  contest, 
wherein  three  Cape  “woodblocks”  val¬ 
ued  at  $500.00  are  to  be  given  away.  The 
first  prize  is  the  Id  blue  error,  which  is 
valued  at  $460.00.  Contestants  are  re¬ 
quired  to  guess  the  total  amount  that  will 
be  realized  at  a  certain  sale  to  be  held  by 
a  well  known  London  auctioneer  in  the 
near  future.  The  contest  is  bona  fide, 
and  the  prizes  are  worth  striving  for, 
truly. 

English  stamp  papers  are  entering  into 
a  crusade  against  the  unbusiness-like — 
sometimes  actually  dishonest — methods 
in  vogue  in  many  of  the  numerous  En¬ 
glish  stamp  exchange  societies  and 
“clubs”.  The  majority  of  these  clubs 
are  managed  by  one  party,  and  the  term 
“club”  would  appear  to  be  a  misnomer. 

I  believe  nothing  similar  exists  in  the 
States.  These  “clubs”  are  organized 
aud  conducted  by  collectors  who  profit 
from  the  commissions  and  fees  they  af¬ 
ford.  Of  course  these  parties  always  fill 
the  official  positions,  and  their  terms  are 
sine  die,  the  members  having  no  vote. 
Properly  conducted,  these  “clubs”  would 
be  beneficial — but  not  to  compare  with 
the  legitimate  exchange  clubs,  of  which 
there  are  many.  The  biggest  trouble 
seems  to  be  experienced  with  the  mem¬ 
bers  who  are  admitted  without  proper 
reference  to  their  reliability :  thus  many 
of  these  “clubs”  have  no  no  end  of 
trouble  with  substitutors,  evadors  and 
dillatorv  members.  The  publicity  these 
“clubs”  are  receiving  will  in  a  measure 
correct  these  imperfections,  and  will  also 
be  a  good  tonic  for  the  mutual  societies, 


many  of  whom  have  fallen  into  ruts. 

A  combination  of  all  the  exchange  so¬ 
cieties  has  been  prop  sed,  but  it  is  not 
probable  that  this  will  be  effected.

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NEW  STAMPS. 


CHANGES  IN  DESIGN  AND  COLOUR. 

By  W.  Kermeen,  of  England 

According  to  present  arrangements, 
some  of  the  new  postage  stamps  will  be 
issued  early  in  the  new  year.  The  orig¬ 
inal  intention  was  to  put  them  on  sale 
at  the  principal  post  offices  on  the  King’s 
birth-day.  This,  however,  was  fonnd 
to  be  impossible,  a  sufficient  number  of 
sheets  not  being  ready  at  the  time. 

Good  progress  is  now  being  made  with 
the  printing,  and  the  work  is  being  car¬ 
ried  out  under  the  supervision  of  officials 
from  Somerset  House  spesially  told  off 
for  the  duty.  The  designs  of  the  new 
stamps  have  been  prepared  by  Mr.  Emile 
Fuchs  the  sculptor. 

Merely  the  head  of  the  King  is  shown, 
and  he  has  been  drawn  bearheaded,  and 
without  the  crown.  The  likeness  of  the 
King  has  been  approved  by  His  Majesty'. 

SOME  ALTERATIONS 

The  design  of  the  stamps  has  under¬ 
gone  changes  also  in  matters  of  detail, 
and  it  has  been  decided  to  abandon  some 
of  the  colours  formerly  in  use.  The  half¬ 
penny  stamps  will  be  green  as  hitherto, 
but  the  design  which  Mr.  Emile  Euclis 
has  prepared  is  of  a  more  elaborate  char¬ 
acter  than  that  with  which  the  public  is 
familiar,  and  the  effect  has  been  to  give 
the  stamp  the  appearance  of  being  in  a 
green  of  a  deeper  shade. 

In  a  penny  stamp  the  existing  mauve 
colour  will  no  longer  be  used.  Its  place 
will  be  taken  by  stamps  of  a  dull  crimson 
— a  colour  which  has  been  found  by  ex¬ 
periment  to  be  the  most  suitable  for  the 
purposes  for  which  it  is  required.  Indeed, 
it  is  in  contemplation  to  use  the  colour 
for  other  stamps  of  higher  value,  the 
price  being  plainly  indicated  in  figures 
to  prevent  confusion. 

NOT  YET  APPROVED 
The  designs  of  the  stamps  of  highest 
value  have  not  yet  received  the  King’s 
approval,  and  it  is  probable  that  those 


in  most  general  use  will  be  the  first  is¬ 
sued.  As  in  the  case  of  the  coins,  it  is 
not  intended  to  stop  the  issue  of  the 
Victorian  stamps  until  the  reverse  in 
hand  has  been  exhausted.  These  are 
likely  to  be  on  sale  at  the  sub -offices  for 
some  considerable  time.

Collectors  do  not  always  purchase  a 
stamp  just  because  it  is  of  artistic  design 
and  faultless  printing.  Neither  do  they 
subscribe  to  a  stamp  paper  just  because 
it  is  an  artistic  model  of  typographical 
excellence.  Fine  printing  is  a  delight 
to  the  eye — -the  mind  craves  something 
more  substantial.  I  know  of  a  good 
many  12  page  monthlies  that  are  beauti¬ 
ful  creations  of  printing,  but  there  isn’t 
much  in  them.  One  or  two  short  articles, 
a  few  notes,  a  few  ads. — just  about  ten 
minutes  reading.  Now  I  am  not  plugging 
for  the  WEST  particularly,  but  I  want 
to  remark  that  it  approaches  nearer 
my  idea  of  what  a  monthly  should  be 
than  any  other  monthly  in  the  world. 
If  the  printer  does  fall  down  once  in  a 
while,  the  amount  and  goodness  of  read¬ 
ing  matter,  and  the  number  and  variety 
of  the  ads,  more  than  atone  for  his  short¬ 
comings.  Fine  feathers  do  not  make 
fine  birds. 


I  don’t  pose  as  an  “ad  expert,’’  but 
it  does  seem  to  me  that  it  is  no  wonder 
that  so  many  men  find  the  stamp  busi¬ 
ness  unprofitable,  when  the  kind  of 
advertising  they  <  o  is  considered.  There 
was  an  ad  in  the  Nov.  WEST  that  read 
something  like  this:  “25  var.  unused 
foreign  stamos,  all  fine  copies,  cat.  any¬ 
where  from  75c  to  $1.50,  for  25c.’’  I 
miss  my  guess  if  there  were  many  ans¬ 
wers  to  that  ad.  Savors  too  much  of  a 
church  fair  grab  bag  scheme,  where  you 
don’t  know  what  you  are  going  to  draw, 
are  afraid  of  getting  stuck — and  general¬ 
ly  are  stuck.  I  have  no  doubt  that  this 
dealer  really  meant  to  offer  a  good  bar¬ 
gain — but  he  needs  a  coach.  His  case 
is  not  isolated,  by  any  means. 

If  I  was  going  to  advertise  the  above 
packet,  I  think  I  should  give  prospective 


customers  a  straightforward  talk,  some¬ 
thing  like  this:  “25  var.  unused  foreiegn 
stamps,  every  one  a  picked  copy  in  mint 
condition,  many  good  ones — no  poor 
ones,  cat.  value  (giving  the  exact  cat. 
value),  including  (mentioning  some,  or 
preferably,  all  the  stamps  included),  no 
“remnants”  or  fakes,  price  25c.  And 
your  money  back  if  you  don’t  feel 
pleased. ” 

If  there  was  any  one  looking  for 
a  packet  to  buy,  that  ought  to  sell  this 
one.

Most  sensible  people  are  averse  to 
trading  sight  unseen.  If  a  man  does 
buy  a  packet,  he  ought  to  know  what 
he  is  going  to  get.  If  the  packet  is  any 
account,  it  will  stand  itemizing.  If  it  is 
no  account,  the  dealer  makes  a  blunder 
in  selling  it.  His  prosperity  depends 
on  subsequent  sales.  If  he  sells  a  man 
a  packet,  he  should  make  it  good  enough 
to  induce  more  orders.  He  can’t  expect 
a  man  to  feel  good  and  look  pleasant 
when  he  pays  for  one  thing  and  gets 
something  else.

Wurtembergers  rejoice  that  they  are 
to  have  the  German  stamp.  I  get  this 
direct  from  the  Pest-Master  General  with 
whom  I  am  personally  acquainted.  This 
order  goes  into  effect  Jan’y  1st,  1902.  I 
approached  him  as  to  remainders;  he 
said  there  would  be  none.  I  must  have 
looked  surprised,  for  he  touched  a  but¬ 
ton  that  brought  forward  the  officer  in 
charge  of  the  stamp  department;  he  had 
him  prepare  a  list  of  stamps  on  hand 
over  and  above  the  number  required  to 
see  them  through  to  the  first  of  the  year 
“There,”  says  he,  “out  side  of  the  5 
mark  stamps,  they  amount  to  nothing; 
even  if  they  did  we  would  under  no  cir¬ 
cumstances  sell  a  single  stamp  or  the  lot 
at  less  than  face  value.”  So  holders  of 
Wurtemberg  stamps  need  not  be  afraid 
of  their  depreciating  in  value — the  high¬ 
er  values  have  advanced  in  price — espec¬ 
ially  the  1  mark. 

Dealers  and  collectors  are  anxiouslv 
awaiting  the  new  English  stamp  now 
out  but  not  yet  on  the  market— the  first 
of  King  Edward  VIII.

The 
only  method  of  distinguishing  them  is 
by  discerning  the  postmarks  of  a  few 
Peruvian  cities  upon  them.  "

1  came  across  an  oddity  the  other  day 
in  the  shape  of  a  book  of  stamps  one 
sheet  of  which  was  imperforate  at  top 
leaving  about  a  inch  margin  at  top. 
Don’t  know  whether  specialists  would 
call  it  a  variety.  I  also  have  corner  of 
sheet  of  2c  current  on  which  the  corner 
was  turned  over  when  printed  so  part  of 
design  is  on  stamp  and  part  on  back  of 
corner  margin.  Also  have  a  strip  of 
three  (vertical)  that  are  perf.  half  way 
across  each  stamp  in  the  middle  hori¬ 
zontally.  I  mention  these  to  show  you 
the  bureau  of  E.  &  P.  is  not  infallable. 

You  are  certainly  getting  out  a  great 
magazine  for  the  price,— worth  a  dozen 
of  the  ordinary  run  of  monthlies  “and 
then  some.”

It  is  exactly  similar  to  the  two  already 
described  in  all  particulars  of  the  head 
and  frame,  but  unfortunately  the  count¬ 
erfeiter  has  daubed  his  product  so  badly 
with  his  “cancelling-mark”  (probably 
to  make  it  look  more  trustworthy)  that 
I  cannot  give  any  distinctions  for  the  one 
inscription  that  varies:  the  3  half  PENCE 
below. — The  last  forgery  of  this  set  before 
me  is  one  of  the  lsh.  yellowgreen  of  1872 
or  1876,  the  perforation  being  too  poor 
to  say  whether  it  is  meant  for  12 A  or  14. 
All  the  details  of  head  and  frame  are 
like  those  already  described.  In  the  in¬ 
scription  of  value  the  S  of  SHILng  hangs 
to  much  to  the  left  and  the  small  G  is 
rather  too  wide. — The  “cancellations” 
on  all  these  are  like  that  first  described- 
narrow  parallel  bars. 

GOLD  COAST.  Of  the  Gold  Coast 
there  are  only  two  forgeries  before  me. 
One  is  supposed  to  be  the  rare  1  d  blue, 
perf.  12 A,  of  1875,  that  being  the  gauge 
of  perforation  of  the  counterfeit  also ;  the 
Crown  C  C  is  a  minus  quantity.  It  is  a 
lithograph,  but  quite  fair;  the  head  is  not 
half  badly  done.  The  base  of  the  ..bust 
impinges  too  broadly  upon  the  pearled 
octagon  instead  of  barely  touching  it. 
The  G  of  GOLD  has  no  crossbar;  the  D 
is  rather  angular;  the  upper  label  is  too 
high,  sothatall  the  letters  of  POSTAGE 
are  too  tall — especially  the  O  and  G  ap¬ 
pear  tall  instead  of  broad.  The  C  of 
COAST  is  much  too  open  between  the 
extremities;  the  O  of  ONE  is  an  upright 
oval  instead  of  a  circle,  as  it  should  be. 
There  are  12  pearls  across  the  border  be¬ 
low  the  head  instead  of  11  as  on  the  gen¬ 
uine;  in  the  short  diagonal  at  the  left 
there  are  4  pearls  instead  of  3  (at  the 
right  both  have  3)  ;  the  perpendicular 
line  at  the  left  has  17  pearls  on  both 


genuine  and  counterfeit,  but  at  the  right 
the  genuine  has  16,  the  forgery  15;  across 
tiie  top  the  genuine  has  12,  the  forgery 
only'  10.  This  ought  to  be  sufficient  for 
identification. — The  other  counterfeit  is 
one  of  the  4d  mauve  (but  don’t  ask  me 
which  one,  as  there  is  no  watermark  and 
a  very  indifferent  perforation).  The 
color  is  entirely  off,  being  raiher  a  pale 
lilac,  but  as  mauve  is  a  very  unstable 
color  this  in  itself  would  not  be  a  decis¬ 
ive  test.  But  all  the  faults  above  described 
for  the  1  penny  are  found  here  also,  both 
apparently  coming  from  the  same  stone. 
The  words  FOUR  PENCE  are  very  well 
imitated  except  that  the  two  E  of  PENCE 
have  shorter  crossstrokes  than  the  gen¬ 
uine  stamp.  The  cancellation  is  the 
same  one  as  before  described  for  the 
Eierra  Leone  counterfeits.  I  do  really7 
wish  the  counterfeiters  would  use  a  little 
more  gumption  about  their  “cancella¬ 
tions”  ;  it  is  a  positive  insult  to  our  in¬ 
telligence  that  they  use  the  same  identi¬ 
cal  “postmark”  for  a  dozen  or  fifteen 
different  countries. — The  genuine  Gold 
Coast  cancellations  are  of  various  pat¬ 
terns.  The  one  used  at  Cape  Coast  Castle 
shows  the  figures  556  between  double 
parentheses,  two  heavy  bars  above  and 
below;  a  similar  one  with  554  is  used  at 
Accra  and  one  with  B27  at  Quittah. 
These  are  all  the  figures  I  know  of;  but 
the  stamps  are  often  found  with  date 
stamps  such  as  ADA,  WINNEBAH, 
ELM  IN  A,  etc.

Che  History  and  the  Stamps  of  Hawaii 

By  L.  G.  Dorpat 

The  stamps  of  Hawaii  mark  clearly 
four  epochs  of  Hawaiian  history.  The 
issues  from  1851  to  1891  belong  to  the 
kingdom,  that  of  1893  to  the  provincial 
government,  that  of  1894  to  the  republic 
and  the  present  to  the  U.  S',  territory  of 
Hawaii.  The  kingdom  was  founded  and 
all  the  islands  included  therein  by  king 
Kamehamkha  I.,  the  Hawaiian  George 
Washington’ in  1810.  This  statue  is  pic¬ 
tured  on  the  25c.  of  1883  and  5c.  of  1894. 
It  is  most  likely  that  he  met  Capt.  Cook 
who  discovered  the  islands  1778  and  was 
murdered  there  the  year  after;  possibly 
Kamehameha  was  present  at  or  even  took 
part  in  the  murder.  His  son  Kameha¬ 
meha  II.,  who  abolished  idolatry  and 
visited  England  with  his  wife,  died  there 
in  1824,  leaves  no  traces  on  the  kingdom’s 
stamps,  but  his  brother  Kamehameha  III 
has  the  honor  of  being  the  first  who  em¬ 
bellished  a  Hawaiian  stamp  with  his 
likeness;  it  is  found  on  the  issue  of  1853. 
He  had  considerable  trouble  with  the 
French,  declared  the  independence  of 
the  island  kingdom  and  got  it  acknow¬ 
ledged  by  the  U.  S.  and  Great  Britain. 
During  his  reign,  Dec.  6th  18o2,  the 
constitution  was  adopted.  He  was  suc¬ 
ceeded  by  Kamehameha  IV.  whose  like¬ 
ness  appears  on  the  Elua  Keneta  of 
1855.  This  was  a  wise  king  and  his 
rule  is  marked  by  a  considerable  progress 
in  the  islands.  Some  of  this  progress 
may  be  due  to  his  wife  Emma  Rooke 
who  visited  England  with  her  royal 
husband.  After  his  death  1863  his 
brother  ascended  the  throne  as  Kame¬ 
hameha  V.  (see  the  5cts.  stamp  of  1863 
and  the  6cts.  of  1871)  and  occupied  it 
until  1872.  His  reign  marks  a  decided 
advance  in  good  taste,  the  primitive 
type-set  issues  for  interinsular  and  pro¬ 
visional  use  giving  place  to  beautiful  en¬ 
gravings  from  the  American  and  the 
National  Bank  Note  companies  of  the 
U.  S.  Here  we  have  quite  a  gallery  of 
Hawaiian  celebrities:  let.  mauve,  intro¬ 
duces  the  princess  Kamamau:,  or  as  her 
full  name  is  Victoria  Kamamalu  Kaah- 
umann,  sister  of  Kamehameha  IV.  and 
first  minister  of  the  same.

4 .  Why  are  stamps  with  invert¬ 
ed  watermark  not  catalogued? — Be¬ 
cause  the  inversion  (and  other  mis¬ 
placements )  as  a  rule  is  not  inten¬ 
tional,  does  not  mark  a  change  in 
the  manufacture  of  stamps,  and 
signifies  nothing  but  a  little  care¬ 
lessness  of  some  workman ;  it  is 
merely  an  accidental  imperfection. 
Nevertheless,  whoever  is  pleased 
to  collect  them  may  do  so  with  equal 
propriety,  as  inverted  centers,  errors 
of  color  and  perforation  may  be 
collected. 

5.  Why  did  Germany  change  the 
spelling  of  Pfennige  to  Pfennig? 

— Because  of  the  spelling  reform  in 
progress  then  (about  1880)  with 
the  tendency  of  simplifying  and 
dropping  all  that  is  unnecessary. 

6.  Why  has  Austria  changed 
currency  from  kreuzer  to  heller? 

Authentical  information  not  being 
at  hand  on  this  query,  the  readers 
of  the  WEST  are  asked  to  supply 
it.  we  might  guess  at  it  and  get 
it  pretty  nearly  right,  but  our  aim 
is  to  give  reliable  information  only 
without  any  guess  work  about  it.

velope.  For  instance,  when  a  new 
colony  is  started,  and,  before  it 
gets  its  own  stamps,  the  stamps  of 
the  mother  country  are  used,  the 
post  marks  are  the  means  by  which 
a  stamp  may  be  known  to  have  so 
been  used.  Post  marks  are  some 
times  the  means  to  detect  forgeries 
or  counterfeits,  if,  perhaps  a  wrong 
post  mark  is  applied  by  the  forger. 
Finally  they  are  always  of  histori¬ 
cal  value,  showing  when  and  where 
certain  stamps  were  used. 

8.  How  may  the  Heligoland  re¬ 
prints  be  known  from  the  originals? 
—This  can  not  be  told  in  a  few 
lines,  as  43  stamps  are  involved. 
It  may  be  sufficient  here  to  say : 
1st,  all  2  and  6  shillings  perforated 
are  certainly  reprints,  because  the 
originals  of  these  values  were 
rouletted.  As  bad  company  spoils 
character  any  lot  that  contains  these 
two  stamps  perforated  becomes 
thereby  doubtful.  Then  if  the  issue 
of  1873  (white  corners)  comes  on 
a  smooth  thin  paper,  it  is  sure  to 
consist  of  reprints,  because  the  or¬ 
iginals  are  on  thick  rough  paper, 
some  of  which  is  watermarked 
with  a  grille.  In  regard  to  the 
others  a  careful  study  should  be 
made,  in  which  the  article  from 
Ee  Timber  Poste,  translated  in  Vol. 
VI  of  Mekeel’s  Weekly  Stamp 
News  may  be  of  service.

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Stamps  and  Covers  of  the  Confederacy. 

By  1.  R.  Stearns. 

For  sometime  past  I,  in  common  with 
numerous  other  stamp  collectors  in  the 
North  as  well  as  the  South,  have  taken 
a  great  interest  in  the  stamps  of  the  Con  - 
federate  States  of  America.  While  these 
stamps  may  not  prove  of  great  interest 
to  the  collector  living  in  a  foreign  coun¬ 
try,  to  the  American  collector  they  should 
be  as  interesting  as  the  stamps  of  the 
United  States.  In  some  respects,  they 
interest  me  more  than  the  other  issues 
of  our  country,  especially  when  collected 
on  the  original  envelope,  and,  sometimes 
as  it  happens,  on  envelopes  manufactured 
from  wall  paper,  writing  paper,  wrapping 
paper  or  leaves  of  old  ledgers.  I  have 
quite  a  fine  line  of  samples  of  wall  paper 
in  my  collection  of  Confederate  entires. 

In  the  last  year  or  so  I  have  accumu¬ 
lated  a  great  many  Confederate  stamps. 
Amongst  these  are  many  interesting 
things,  both  in  a  philatelic  sense  and 
otherwise.  Here  is  one  of  the  pictoral 
envelopes  illustrating  an  upraised  hand 
grasping  a  heavy  hammer  and  about  to 
strike,  and  underneath  the  words,  “Uncle 
Sam  in  Earnest”.  This  was  evidently 
mailed  by  a  Union  sympathiser.  The 
recipient  has  written  underneath  the 
words,  “Lei  him  be.”  We  would  know 
better  the  latter’s  feelings  if  we  knew 
whether  to  place  the  accent  on  the  first 
or  last  word.  Here  is  another  printed 
by  Stark  &  Cardoza,  Richmond,  Ya., 
picturing  a  cannon  underneath  a  Coft  fed¬ 
erate  flag  and  the  following  verse : 

“Stand  firmly  by  your  cannon, 

Let  ball  and  grape-shot  fly; 

Trust  in  God  and  Davis, 

And  keep  your  powder  dry.’’ 

Much  sentiment  is  to  be  found  in  ex¬ 
amining  these  old  envelopes  of  the  civil 
war,  sometimes  amusing  and  oft  times 
saddening.  One  from  “Maggie”  to  her 
sweetheart  in  the  army  of  the  Tennessee 
is  inscribed  by  the  happy  fellow  who  re¬ 
ceived  it,  “From  my  little  darling”. 
I  have  a  number  of  covers  received  bv  a 


lady  in  North  Carolina  from  her  husband 
in  the  army  all  of  which  have  a  notation 
on  them  somewhat  as  follows;  Letter 
received  from  John  on  the  10th.  June 
(1864)  after  the  battles  at  Gaines  Mills. 
He  was  all  safe  —  thank  God.” 

Quite  a  curiosity  is  a  letter  from  one 
line  into  the  other  under  a  flag  of  truce. 
The  one  before  me  has  a  United  States 
3c  stamp  postmarked  Columbus,  Ohio, 
in  one  corner,  and  a  Confederate  10c. 
stamp  postmarked  Richmond,  Ya., 
seventeen  days  later,  in  the  other.  It  is 
addressed  to  “Dr.  Wm.  H.  Dennis,  Big 
Lick,  Roanoke  Co.,  Ya.  By  Fortress 
Monroe  &  Flag  of  Truce  to  Richmond, 
Ya.”  Another  postmark  shows  that  it 
was  examined  at  Camp  Chase.  Envel¬ 
opes  became  very  scarce  during  the  war, 
and  many  are  the  oddities  of  home  man¬ 
ufacture  found  in  a  large  accumulation. 
They  were  especially  scarce  in  the  army 
and  some  were  turned  inside  out  by  the 
soldiers  and  the  same  envelope  sent  back 
home  again.  Those  having  United  States 
stamped  envelopes  on  hand  when  the  war 
broke  out  pasted  a  Confederate  stamp 
over  or  beside  the  United  States  stamp 
in  order  to  make  the  envelope  do  service. 
These  are  not  often  met  with,  however, 
and  are  considered  quite  a  rarity. 

Some  varieties  of  Confederate  stamps  I 
consider  priced  altogether  too  low  in  the 
catalogue  in  comparison  with  others. 
For  instance  the  “TEN”  cents  No.  208 
catalogued  at  $7.00  can  be  bought  for 
about  one  dollar  less  than  the  10  cents 
with  outer  line,  No.  209,  catalogued  at 
$6.00.  This  difference  in  the  actual  value 
of  these  two  should  be  rectified  in  the 
next  catalogue.  I  have  purchased  at 
auction  and  at  private  sale  and  know  it 
exists.  This  latter  stamp  (10c.  surround¬ 
ed  with  line)  is  rarely  met  with,  espe¬ 
cially  in  good  condition.  I  have  only 
seen  one  or  two  copies  with  the  line 
completely  surrounding  the  stamp,  and  I 
regard  a  fine  copy  worth  full  catalogue 
price.  Another  good  stamp,  and  worth 
full  catalogue  price,  is  the  2c.  green,  No. 
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202,  in  used  condition.  This  stamp,  is 
hard  to  pick  up,  although  few  collectors 
will  try  to  secure  a  used  copy  when  they 
can  get  an  unused  one  for  half  the  price. 
My  opinion  is  that  this  stamp,  in  both 
used  and  unused  condition,  will  advance 
in  price  much  more  rapidly  than  the 
other  issues. 

Two  other  good  stamps  in  used  condi¬ 
tion  are  the  2c.  red-brown,  No.  207,  and 
the  20c.  green,  No.  212,  and  the  only 
reason  they  are  as  cheap  as  they  are  is 
on  account  of  the  quantity  of  unused 
copies  to  be  had.  Collectors  should  be 
careful  in  purchasing  used  copies  of  the 
above  stamps  that  they  are  genuine  pos- 
tally  used  copies,  and  not  made  toorder- 
as  the  great  difference  in  price  between 
the  stamp  in  used  or  unused  condition 
offers  great  inducement  for  this  kind  of 
work. 

One  peculiar  feature  I  have  noticed  in 
regard  to  Confederate  stamps  is  the  value 
placed  upon  them  by  different  holders. 
I  have  kept  a  record  for  about  a  year  of 
quotations  I  have  noticed  in  price-lists 
and  advestisements  and  give  below  the 
range  of  prices  asked  within  this  time 
for  some  of  the  different  varieties.

Pietersbvirg  Boer  Stamps. 

Phil.  Chronicle  &  Advertiser. 

When  the  Boers  were  holding  Peters¬ 
burg  in  April  last,  they  succumbed  to 
that  extraordinary  modern  disease 
philateosis,  the  symptoms  of  which  are, 
first,  a  rabid  desire  to  issue  postage 
stamps  whether  they  can  be  used  or  not, 
and  secondly,  a  sharpening  of  the  secre¬ 
tive  faculties,  which  leads  the  unfortu¬ 
nate  victim  to  hideaway  a  stock  of  the 
labels  until  the  price  is  suitably  renum- 
erative.  The  authentic  stamps  were 
initialed  by  the  Director  of  Posts,  Mr.  T. 
de  Villers-Smit.  Considering  that  the 
place  was  only  held  for  twelve  days  the 
Boers  must  have  used  praiseworthy  ex¬ 
ertions  to  get  out  the  stamps  and  have 
them  all  initialled  so  neatly  in  so  short 
a  time.  But  the  British  arrived  too  soon 
for  the  proper  exploiting  of  the  stamps. 
The  Boers  bundled  out  of  Pietersburg, 
and  the  new-comers  destroyed  the 
printing  and  everything  connected  with 
the  stamps — except  such  as  had  been 
signed  by  the  Director  aforesaid  and 
these  were  carefully  preserved.  It  is 
doubtful  whether  the  supplies  now  on 
the  market  were  provided  by  the  “gal¬ 
lant  defenders,”  or  by  the  “victorious 
foe,”  but  a  continental  contemporary 
put  the  numbers  sent  for  sale  to  Europe 
as  follows: — .

On  the  30th  of  June,  1896,  the  mails 
were  being  carried  on  172,794  miles  of 
railroad  in  the  Uuited  States.  Postal 
clerks  were  employed  in  the  distribution 
of  the  same,  in  steam,  electric,  or  cable 
cars,  on  152,825.51  miles,  service  on  the 
remaining  19,968.49  miles  having  been 
performed  by  means  of  closed  pouches 
carried  by  lines  upon  which  postal  clerks 
were  not  employed.

The  rolling  stock  of  railway  post-office 
lines  consisted  of  622  whole  cars  in  use 
and  154  in  reserve,  1,966  apartment  cars 
in  use  and  546  in  reserve,  making  a  total 
of  3,318  cars  under  the  control  of  the 
Department.  In  addition  to  the  cars 
mentioned  above  there  were  45  electric 
or  cable  cars  used  in  the  distribution  of 
the  mails  on  city  and  suburban  lines.

On  the  30th  of  June,  1896,  there  were 
1,171  railway  post-office  lines  in  opera¬ 
tion,  inclusive  of  street-car  mail  lines. 
These  lines  covered  152,825.51  miles  of 
railroad,  upon  which  6,779  postal  clerks 
were  employed  in  the  distribution  of  the 
mails.  In  addition  thereto  there  wrere 
38  steamboat  lines,  upon  which  45  regu¬ 
lar  and  6  acting  clerks  were  employed, 
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making  a  total  of  6,830  clerks  perform¬ 
ing  duty  in  railway  post-offices.  Clerks 
at  work  on  railroad  lines  traveled,  in 
crews,  169,892,498  miles;  those  employed 
on  steamboat  lines,  1,865,071,  and  those 
on  eletric  and  cable  lines,  907,863  miles.

I  understand  the  authorities  of  the 
Louisiana  Purchase  exposition  intend  in 
the  near  future  to  ask  that  a  special 
memorial  series  be  prepared  for  1903. 
Let  us  hope  that  the  issue  will  be  like 
tne  Pan  American  confined  to  a  set  of 
low  values  and  then  they  cannot  fail  to 
be  of  material  value  in  advancing  the 
collecting  hobby,  and  one  which  could 
hardly  be  termed  speculative.

The  Moral  Influence 

By  l.  G.  Dorpot.  Of  Philately. 

In  sight  of  the  many  scandals  that 
have  from  time  to  time  and  but  recently 
again  agitated  the  philatelic  world,  the 
question  seems  not  improper:  “Is 
philately  moral  or  immoral?”  Some 
may  think  there  is  a  certain  something 
in  stamp  collecting  which  causes  dis¬ 
honesty,  but  with  the  same  right  they 
might  impute  that  ‘certain  something’ 
to  potato-growing  because  some  potato- 
growers  are  dishonest.  It  is  not  phil¬ 
ately  nor  anything  in  philately  that 
causes  dishonesty;  the  cause  is  in  the 
individual  who  is  dishonest  and  who 
turns  to  philatelists  to  make  them  his 
prey,  because  philatelists  are  not  very 
well  protected  by  law,  and  because  a, 
“little  fraud”  acted  on  a  ‘stamp  crank’ 
is  by  the  ,wise’  people  generally  con¬ 
sidered  as  pardonable.  Philately,  in 
itself,  is  neither  moral  nor  immoral, 
and  has  no  influence  towards  either 
side.  All  depends  upon  who  is  the  de¬ 
voted  to  philately  and  how  he  devotes 
himself  to  it.  An  honest  person  may 
find  a  useful  recreation,  proper  gain, 
exercise  and  pleasure  and  grow  in 
honesty  by  the  love  of  stamps,  espec¬ 
ially  when  he  associates  with  honest 
people  and  deals  with  persons  of  integ¬ 
rity.  On  the  other  a  rascal  may  grow 
in  rascality  by  anything  he  chooses  to 
do,  even  by  sneaking  into  the  U.  S. 
senate  or  by  conducting  religious  ser¬ 
vices,  especially  when  he  finds  other 
rascals  to  uphold  and  aid  him,  or  to 
follow  in  his  lead.  Philately  may  like¬ 
wise  become  the  means  of  immoral  in¬ 
fluence  according  to  the  morality  or 
immorality  of  persons  who  connect 
themselves  with  philately.

In  No.  14  of  El  Filatelico  Espanol. 
A  correspondent  from  Switzerland  re¬ 
ports  that  all  designs  in  the  late  com¬ 
petition  for  new  stamps  have  been  re¬ 
jected  by  the  Swiss  Government  and 
that  another  competition  will  be  open¬ 
ed  between  a  limited  number  of  artists. 

A  paper  which  shows  steady  im¬ 
provement  is  De  Postzegelgids.  In  the 
October  number  there  is  the  continued 
translation  of  Mr.  Hull’s  paper  on  the 


*  stamps  of  the  Cook  Islands.  Another 
►  instructive  article  gives  those  countries 
which  no  longer  issue  stamps  together 
with  the  dates  when  their  stamps  went 
out  of  use.  The  article  by  its  compen¬ 
dious  nature  admits  of  no  condensation 
here;  it  would  be  worth  translation. — 
A  long  article  on  the  late  issues  of  Sal¬ 
vador  is  of  interest.  The  following 
points  are  noteworthy.  The  surcharge 
1900  on  the  lc  1898  was  at  first  impres¬ 
sed  by  handstamp,  later  by  means  of  a 
lithog.aphic  stone.  The  other  surcharg¬ 
es  1900  and  value(l,  2,  3,  and  5c)  on  the 
stamps  of  1898  and  1899  were  caused  at 
first  by  a  real  shortage  of  these  values, 
due  to  the  defay  of  the  lithographic 
plates  ordered  from  an  engraver  in  San 
Francisco;  but  later  on  they  became  en¬ 
tirely  speculative.  The  author  gives  the 
following  list  of  these  surcharges:

Those  given  in  brackets  were  entirely 
speculative.  Of  the  first  surcharges, 
those  that  were  necessar}',  there  were 
about  80,000  each  :  of  none  of  the  un¬ 
necessary  ones  were  there  more  than 
5000.  Ths  lithographic  plates  arrived 
at  last  and  the  first  impressions  from 
them  were  delivered  to  the  public  Oct. 
15,  1900.— Of  the  Sun  surcharge  with 
D.  G.  C.(Direccion  General  de  Correos- 
General  Direction  of  the  Post  Office) 
there  are  two  types;  both  were  impres¬ 
sed  in  violet  by  a  handstamp,  in  black 
by  the  press. 

No  less  than  eight  pages  of  the  Sept¬ 
ember  number  of  the  Revista  de  la  Soc¬ 
iedad  Tilatelica  Argentina  are  devoted 
to  various  documents  relative  to  the 
first  issues  of  the  American  Bank  Note 
Co.  of  New  York  made  for  the  Argentine 
Republic,  the  5,  10,  and  15c  of  1868. 
The  contract  for  those  was  signed  on 
July  31,  1865,  but  the  first  order  was 
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not  sent  until  March  12,  1867;  It  was 
for  1,500,000  of  the  5c,  300,000  of  the  10c 
200,00)  of  the  15c.  These  were  deliver¬ 
ed  at  Buenos  Aires  Aug.  16,  1867  and 
Jan.  8,  1868.  The  Company  charged  40 
pounds  sterling  for  each  plate  of  100 
and  7  pounds  sterling  for  each  1000  im¬ 
pression  s(  100,000  stamps.)  They  have 
pains-taking  philatelists  down  there  and 
I  hope  they  will  continue  this  document¬ 
ary  history  of  their  stamps. 

M.  Jaqhier’s  article  on  Argentine 
stamps  is  also  '  continued  ;  he  deals  with 
the  issues  1868,  1873  and  1877.  The  1, 
4,  30,  60,  and  90c  of  1873  were  made  by 
the  National  Bank  Note  Co.  of  New  York 
which  had  underbid  the  American  Bank 
Note  Co.  of  the  same  city. 

Madrid  Philatelies  (No.  57)  begins  an 
article  on  the  stamps  of  Belgium  and 
continues  its  valuable  papers  on  reprints 
dealing  in  this  number  with  Bolivia, 
Brazil,  Buenos.  Aires,  Cape  of  Good 
Hope  and  Cape  Verde.  A  circular  of 
the  Spanish  Postmaster  General  is  re¬ 
produced  which  strictly  forbids  all  Span- 
« 

ish  postal  employees  to  collect  stamps. 
It  was  caused  by  the  frequent  complaints 
of  collectors  that  foreign  stamps  had 
been  taken  off  their  mail  by  postal  em¬ 
ployees. 

A  newcomer  to  my  desk  is  Szekula 
Briefmar  Kenverkelir,  published  at 
Budapest,  but  written  in  German  (though 
rather  poorly.)  It  shows  up  well  and 
promises  much  for  the  future;  we  may 
wish  it  success — and  a  German  gram¬ 
mar.  There  are  no  articles  as  yet  of 
sufficient  interest  to  review. 

Filatelia  for  August  while  grown  to 
respectable  dimensions,  presents  noth¬ 
ing  but  brief  notes  for  review',  but  pro¬ 
mises  better  for  the  next  number. 

The  Philatelists  Monthly  Advertiser 
in  its  second  number  brings  an  article 
on  the  Postage  Due  Stamps  of  the  Neth¬ 
erlands  which  is  not  so  bad,  though  the 


author  is  evidently  not  widely  read  in 
philately  and  commits  several  inaccur¬ 
acies.  Still  the  paper  will  do  well  to 
continue  with  similar  articles. 

The  September  number  of  the  Die 
Post  is  largely  taken  up  by  accounts  of 
the  philatelic  convention  lately  held  at 
Berlin,  over  200  were  present.  The  rest 
is  chiefly  translated.  An  item  says  that 
the  Turkish  Government  has  instituted 
a  city  delivery  service  in  Constantinople 
and  suburbs,  but  for  postal  cards  only, 
so  that  the  Government  may  the  better 
control  the  correspondence  of  its  subjects. 
A  similar  service  existed  formerly,  but 
in  1881  letters  were  excluded  and  in 
1884  the  delivery  even  of  postal  cards 
was  discontinued,  because  someone  had 
sent  an  insulting  card  to  a  high  govern¬ 
ment  official . 

The  new  Havanese  magazine,  Arte  y 
Letras,  though  chiefly  literary,  has  a 
page  for  illustrated  postal  cards  and 
one  for  a  chronicle  of  new  stamp  issues. 
More  may  come  of  the  latter;  wTe  wish 
the  new  contemporary  all  manner  of 
success. 

M.  Douchet  announces  in  the  Octob¬ 
er  number  of  the  Revue  Philatelique 
Francaise  that  various  circumstances 
have  retarded  the  publication  of  the  new 
Revue  Timberlique  for  a  short  time. 
Ret  us  hope  that  it  will  favor  us  with  its 
visits  when  it  does  appear.  A  daily  pap¬ 
er  reports  that  for  the  mail  of  Sept.  18th 
the  postoffice  at  Djibouti  was  compelled 
to  cut  lOr  stamps  in  tw’o  for  use  as  5c 
stamps.  The  old  issue  w'as  becoming 
exhausted  and  the  home  office  would 
not  send  out  large  stocks  previous  to 
the  new  issue  which  was  to  have  appear¬ 
ed  in  October,  but  seems  to  have  been 
delayed  in  manufacture. 

Every  collector  of  entires  should  read 
the  Timbrophile  Beige,  for  no  other 
paper  devotes  so  much  attention  to  en 
velopes  and  postal  cards  as  this  one. 
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A  very  interesting-  article  describes 
a  recently  discovered  secret  mark  on 
the  French  stamps  of  the  Bordeaux  is¬ 
sue.  The  impression  of  these  stamps 
is  usually  so  poor  that  it  is  difficult  to 
distinguish  this  mark;  it  was  discover¬ 
ed  on  some  black  proofs.  “The  en¬ 
graver  of  the  Bordeaux  stamps — ex- 
“cept  the  20c  of  the  so  called  first  type 
“ — was  named  Yon,  as  it  appears,  and 
“his  signature  can  be  read  in  the  right 
“lower  part  of  the  grape  leaf 
“which  appears  above  the  bunch  of 
“grapes  in  the  hair  of  the  figure;  the 
“word  Yon  seems  more  like  part  of  the 
“design,  it  is  very  small  and,  although 
“it  is  distinctly  legible  on  my  proofs 
“in  black,  it  is  unfortunately  deformed, 
“smeared  or  absent  on  nearly  all 
“stamps;  the  values  where  it  is  seen 
“best  are  the  5  and  40c,  especially  the 
“5c.  As  this  signature  inclines  from 
“left  to  right,  it  is  best  in  looking  for 
“it  to  incline  the  stamps  the  same  way.’’ 
The  20c  stamp  does  not  show  this 
secret  mark. 

Another  article,  too  long  for  conden¬ 
sation  here,  seeks  to  discredit  the  stamp 
issue  made  by  the  Russians  at  Rethymo 
in  Crete  as  a  purely  local  one  at  the 
best,  but  even  more  so  a  speculative 
one. 

In  the  October  number  of  Der  Phil¬ 
atelist  I  find  several  decrees  of  the  Sal¬ 
vador  postal  authorities  which*  explain 
the  Impuesto  territorial  surcharge  on 
the  stamps  of  this  country.  It  was 
made  to  pay  an  extra  charge  on  mail 
sent  to  Europe  and  the  United  States 
via  Zacapa  and  Puerto  Barrios.  At 
first  5  centavos  extra  was  charged  on 
each  letter,  but  a  second  decree  raised 
the  rate  to  5  centavos  for  each  15  gram¬ 
mes.  Another  circular  gives  notice 
that  the  authorities  of  the  General  Post 
Office  will  henceforth  not  have  any¬ 


thing  to  do  with  outside  orders  for 
stamps.  A  sudden  fit  of  virtue,  indeed! 
Much  of  this  number  is  also  devoted 
to  the  late  philatelic  convention  at 
Berlin.  An  elaborate  essay  was  read 
there  on  the  postal  service  of  China; 
the  author,  Eieut.  Mans,  illustrated  it 
by  his  special  collection  of  Chinese 
stamps  which  has  a  value  of  about 
$18,000! 

The  chief  feature  of  Stanley  Gibbon’s 
Monthly  Journal  for  September  is  Mr. 
Tamsen’s  exhaustive  paper  on  the 
Pietersburg  issue  of  the  Transvaal, 
illustrated  with  plates  showing  full 
sheets  of  the  1  penny.  There  is  an 
appalling  list  of  type  varieties  in  this 
issue.  Another  splendid  article  deals 
with  the  1  real  blue  of  Don  Carlos  (the 
Viscaya-Guipuzcoa  type)  and  its  va¬ 
rious  reprints.  The  Argentine  article 
is  brought  up  to  1885.

The  chalk  making  up  the  white  cliffs 
to  which  England  owes  her  name  of 


Albion  (Latin,  albus,  white),  is  chiefly 
composed  of  microscopic  shells  closely 
resembling  those  now  found  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  sea.  Hills  and  mountain 
ranges  largely  made  of  the  chalk  extend 
from  Britain  and  France  round  the 
shores  of  the  Mediterranean  and  away 
into  Asia.  Even  more  remarkable  is  the 
limestone  of  which  the  pyramids  are 
built.  This  is  chiefly  made  up  of  coin¬ 
shells  (mummulites) ,  partly  responsible, 
no  doubt,  for  eastern  legends  of  magic 
money.  The  limestone  containing  them 
attains  a  thickness  of  several  thousand 
feet,  and  is  the  material  of  which  many 
mountain  ranges  are  largely  built.

The  city  of  Alameda,  Calif,  is,  accord¬ 
ing  to  press  dispatches,  the  only  city  so 
far  as  known  which  is  using  human  bones 
for  paving  material.  The  composite  is 
declared  by  workmen  to  make  an  excel¬ 
lent  foundation.  The  sad  relics  of  men 
who  once  roamed  the  Encinal,  when 
game  was  plenty  and  the  whites  had  not 
come,  were  dug  out  of  an  ancient  Indian 
mound  on  the  Sather  property,  on  Cen- 
ral  Avenue,  near  Mound  Street.  When 
work  was  begun  it  was  supposed  that 
there  was  more  earth  than  bones  in  the 
paving  material,  but  the  teamsters  soon 
made  the  discovery  that  half  their  loads 
were  ghastly  remains  of  Indians.  Fem¬ 
urs  were  as  thick  in  the  mound  as  bones 
in  a  herring.  The  workmen  saw  nothing 
strange,  it  is  said,  in  their  laying  a  good 
fonndation  on  the  roadway  of  human 
bones,  so  it  happens  that  the  island  road 
is  whitened  and  strengthened  with  the 
souvenirs  of  the  vanished  race.  One  of 
the  workmen  declares  that  “there  must 
have  been  15000  Indians  buried  in  that 
mound,  to  look  at  the  bones  we  dug  out. 
Bones  make  the  solidest  kind  of  a  road, 
and  those  we  got  were  of  all  sorts,  cemen¬ 
ted  with  earth  and  shells,  so  that  they 
were  better  than  any  gravel.  There 
must  have  been  a  bloody  Indian  battle  on 
that  mound  a  hundred  or  two  years  ago, 
and  every  redskin  killed  must  have  had 
his  head  chopped  off,  for  we  hardly  saw 
one  skull  in  the  lot.” 
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A  curious  stone  i  s  the  Alexandrite. 
It  is  a  dark  green  stone  that  is  polished, 
cut  and  set,  very  like  a  fine  topaz  or 
amethyst,  in  large  showy  rings,  sur¬ 
rounded  by  diamonds.  By  the  light  of 
day  the  alexandrite  has  no  special 
beauty  save  its  time  luster,  but  direct¬ 
ly  a  shaft  of  light  strikes  the  dull  stone 
deep  gleams  of  red  flash  out  of  the 
green,  and  under  the  gas  or  the  fire 
light  one  iguorant  of  this  vagary 

would  instantly  pronounce  it  a  ruby.

One  of  the  rarest  and  most  wonder¬ 
ful  orchids  known  is  a  native  of  the 
Isthmus  of  Panama.  The  early  Span¬ 
ish  settlers  there,  named  it  Flor  del 
Fspiritu  Santo,  (Flower  of  the  Holy 
Ghost),  and  those  who  have  seen  it 
readily  understand  why.  It  grows  in 
marshy  places  from  a  decayed  log  or 
sometimes  form  the  crevice  in  a  rock. 
The  leaf  stalk  reaches  several  feet  in 
height,  and  the  flower  stalk,  which 
grows  from  the  bulb,  bears  twelve  or 
fifteen  buds.  The  flower  is  pure  white, 
and  is  shaped  like  our  common  Jack- 
in-the-pulpit.  Inside  the  flower,  right 
in  the  heart  of  it,  is  a  perfect  image  of 
a  dove,  with  drooping  wings,  snowy 
brest,  gold-tinted  head,  and  crimson 
back.  No  effort  of  the  imagination  is 
necessary  to  see  the  resemblance.  It 
is  a  perfect  image  exquisitely  beautiful 
in  tints  and  giving  off  an  oder  that  no 
perfume  could  imitate.  The  Spapish 
named  it  the  “Flower  of  the  Holy  Gost” 
and  regarded  it  with  superstitious  awe, 
but  the  native  Indians,  more  super¬ 
stitious  still,  worshiped  it  like  an  idol 
and  would  not  let  the  ground  on  which 
it  grew  be  touched.

*1  here  is  in  the  British  Museun  what 
is  probabl)'  the  most  venerable  piece 
of  furniture  in  existence.  It  is  the 
thorne  of  Queen  Hatasu,  who  reigned 
in  the  Nile  Valley  some  one  thousand 
years  before  Christ  and  twenty-nine 


years  before  Moses.  This  now  delapi- 
dated  object  seems  to  be  of  lignum 
vitae,  the  carvings  of  the  legs  being 
inlaid  with  gold,  and  those  of  the  back 
with  silver.

Miss  Helen  Gould  is  a  collector  of 
curios.  Her  hobby  is  to  secure  posses¬ 
sion  of  any  article  which  was  used  by 
her  father  in  his  youth.  Whether  she 
has  one  of  the  mouse-traps  which  were 
the  humble  beginning  of  the  great 
Gould  fortune  I  have  not  heard;  but  at 
any  rate  she  has  recently  become  own¬ 
er  of  an  old  wheelbarrow  which  was 
used  by  Jay  Gould  nearly  a  half  a  cen¬ 
tury  ago,  when  he  was  making  road 
measurements  through  the  State  in 
order  todraw  maps  therefrom.

It  may  interest  collectors  of  coins 
and  medals  to  know  that  during  the 
year  of  1900  the  Medal  Department  of 
the  British  Army  was  full  employed 
turning  out  medals  on  the  account  of 
the  supposed  “  early  termination  of  the 
South  African  w^r”.  Of  the  medals 
struck  46,941  were  supplied  to  the  War 
Office,  921  to  the  Admiralty,  4000  to  the 
Canadian  government,  a  nd  20  to  the 
Indian  office.  In  addition  12,974 clasps 
were  issued.  So  many  medals  were 
wanted  by  the  government  that  the 
mint  was  unable  to  cope  with  the  work. 
Outside  firms  had,  therefore,  to  assist1 
with  the  result  that  by  the  end  of  the 
last  year  102,043  medals  had  been  issu¬ 
ed  to  Woolwich,  to  be  engraved  with 
the  recipients’  name.

There  are 
many  canes  which  were  once  the  prop¬ 
erty  of  noted  persons  in  possession  of 
curio  lovers.

A  wonderful  old  boat  that  sailed  the 
Nile  3,800  years  before  Cleopatra’s 
famous  barge  was  built,  creaked  through 
the  streets  of  Pittsburgh  but  a  few  weeks 
ago  when  it  was  transferred  from  the 
Lake  Erie  freight  yards  to  the  sheltering 
port  of  the  Carnegie  Museum.  The 
ancient  vessel,  accordingto  Dr.  Holland, 
was  found,  with  two  other  boats,  in  one 
of  the  Egyptian  funeral  vaults.  “Its 
history  spans  that  of  civilization,”  said 
Pittsburgh’s  noted  scientist,  “and  when 
you  stop  to  consider  the  age  of  its  worm- 
eaten  planks,  our  Anglo  Saxon  civili¬ 
zation  seems  a  thing  of  yesterday.  When 
you  contemplate  the  architectural,  mon¬ 
uments  in  whose  shadow  it  has  lain,  the 
great  building  of  the  Carnegie  Institute 
seems  insignificant.  Only  three  boats 
of  this  character  were  found,  and  one 
went  to  the  British  Museum,  one  to  the 
Field- Columbian  Museum  of  Chicago, 
while  the  third  was  secured  by  Andrew 
Carnegie  for  Pittsburgh.  The  boat  is 
shaped  like  the  crude  dug-outs  of  bar¬ 
baric  races,  and  the  heavy  rotten  planks 
of  uneven  length  are  at  present  held  to¬ 
gether  by  iron  hoops.  The  vessel  meas¬ 
ures  32  feet  in  length,  is  eight  feet  wide 
and  6  feet  deep.

The  famous  Heigh  collection  of  coins 
was  sold  at  auction  in  Boston  the  latter 
part  of  last  month  (October),  and  a  few 
of  the  prices  will  no  doubt  be  of  interest 
to  collectors.  The  principal  item  was  a 
group  of  U  S.  copper  cents,  133  of 
them,  dating  from  1793  to  1857,  which 
was  knocked  down  to  a  Boston  collector 
for  $2.00.  The  U.  S.  cent  of  1793  sold 
separately  for  $8.  The  half-cents  brought 
still  better  prices,  proofs  of  1840  and 
1848  going  for  $20  each,  and  one  of  1849 
for  $24.  An  uncirculated  $3  gold  piece 
of  1875  went  to  a  Philadelphia  dealer  for 
$155,  a  gold  dollar  uncirculated  for 
$26. 75  and  another  gold  dollar  of  1875 
for  $50.  An  octagonal  $50  gold  piece, 
1852,  went  to  a  New  York  dealer  for  $96, 
and  the  Miners’  Bank  $10  gold  piece 
went  for  $48,  while  the  Morman  $5' gold 
piece  of  1849  brought  $15.50.

The  exact  origin  of  these  coins  is 
doubtful,  but  it  is  thought  they  emanated 
from  Europe,  possible  being  authorized 
by  the  “Virginia  Company.’’  Massa¬ 
chusetts  initiated  the  manufacture  and 
use  of  money  in  the  American  Colonies 
and  on  the  26th  or  27th  of  May',  1652, 
was  established  in  Boston,  the  first  mint 
put  in  operation  in  the  territory',  now 
embraced  in  the  United  States.  The 
coins  issued  were  the  well  known  “pine- 
tree”  and  “Oaktree”  silver  coin  bearing 
the  pinetree  or  oaktree  and  value. 

Of  the  shilling  there  were  perhaps  50 
types,  and  of  the  threepences  8  types. 
Great  numbers  of  these  early  silver  coins 
were  issued,  but  on  account  of  their  anti¬ 
quity  and  the  hard  circulation  among  the 
colonists,  all  have  become  rare,  and  a 
few  of  the  smaller  denominations 
even  unique. 

COINS  ISSUED  FOR  CIRCULATION  IN 
AMERICA  IN  COLONIAL  TIMES. 

The  Lord  Baltimore  colony  in  Mary¬ 
land  was  in  great  distress  from  the  lack 
of  a  coinage,  and  sought  a  remedy  in 
using  tobacco  and  furs  as  a  medium  of 
exchange,  as  had  been  done  in  Virginia. 

Lord  Baltimore,  by  the  charWr  of 
Maryland,  was  granted  very  liberal 
rights,  and  although  the  power  of  issu¬ 
ing  coins  was  not  directly  granted  him, 
he  had  (in  1659)  dies  of  coins  made  in 
London  and  samples  from  those  dies 
were  forwarded  to  him  in  Maryland. 
Owing  to  the  political  disorders  the 
issuing  of  coins  was  postponed  until 
Philip  Calvert  became  Governor.  In  1661 
an  act  was  passed  authorizing  the  setting 
up  of  a  mint,  and  it  was  ordered  that 
the  coin  be  of  as  good  silver  as  the 
current  coin  of  English  sterling  money.  ” 


It  was  further  significantly  decreed 
that  “any  one  should  suffer  the  penalty 
of  death  and  confiscation  of  all  estate  in 
the  colony  of  Lord  Baltimore  who  would 
clip,  scale,  counterfeit,  wash,  or  in  any' 
way  diminish  the  coinage.”  It  is  ex¬ 
tremely  doubtful  if  the  a  mint  was  ever 
established  in  the  Maryland  Colony,  and 
the  few  varieties,  the  shilling,  sixpence, 
groat  and  penny,  were  doubtless  struck 
in  England  and  transported  by  Lord 
Baltimore  to  America. 

The  shilling  was  of  but  a  single  type, 
bearing  on  the  obverse  a  bust  of  his 
lordship  to  the  left,  slightly  draped,  and 
the  legend,  “CAECIKIUS:  Dns:  TER- 
RAP1  MARIE:’  &ct.  The  Reverse,  an 
escutcheon  with  the  Baltimore  arms,  to 
the  left  the  Roman  number  “X”;  to  the 
right,  “II”.  Legend,  “CRSEITE :  ET: 
MVLTIPLICAMINI.”  •  Border  milled, 
value  16.73  cents. 

There  is  but  one  type  of  the  sixpence, 
having  the  bust  of  Lord  Baltimore,  etc. 
as  on  the  shilling, 

Of  the  groats  there  are  two  varieties, 
No.  1,  having  the  same  types  in  general 
as  the  six  pence  except  in  size.  No.  2 
bore  a  smaller  head  than  did  No.  1,  and 
on  the  reverse  the  numerals  “IV”. 
The  last  named  variety'  is  very  rare. 
All  of  the  Baltimore  coins  are  now  quite 
rare. 

The  rarest  of  the  entire  Maryland 
series  is  the  celebrated  copper  penny. 
The  obverse  type  is  similar  to  that  of  the 
six  pence.  The  reverse  bears  a  ducal 
crown,  upon  which  are  erected  two 
masts,  each  having  a  fly'ing  pennant, 
and  the  legend  is  :DENARIUM:  fER- 
RAE  MARIE. 

Only  one  or  two  specimens  of  this 
coin  are  known.  The  one  imported  to 
this  country  at  a  cost  of  $375.00  was 
afterwards  sold  in  Philadelphia  for  $370. 
00.  The  writer  has  in  his  possession  a 
finely  engraved  imitation  in  a  copper  of 
this  cent. -so  fine  that  it  certainly  must 
be  an  improvement  over  the  original 
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While  many  of  the  colonial  coins  are 
very  rare  and  command  prices  which 
tend  to  keep  them  out  of  reach  of  the 
average  collector,  no  patriotic  boy  start¬ 
ing  out  with  a  modest  collection  need 
imagine  that  an  interesting  collection  of 
genuine  American  colonial  coppers  is  a 
prize  that  he  will  hope  for  in  vain.  A 
few  of  these  interesting  prices,  such  as 
the  Rosa  Americana  half-pennies  and 
farthings,  the  St.  Patricks  farthings, 
the  Kentucky  cent,  and  the  George 
Washington  “  United  States”,  and  Wash¬ 
ington  “Unity  States,  1783”  cents,  can 
be  obtained  in  fair  condition  of  almost 
any  dealer  for  50c  each;  A  very  inter¬ 
esting  and  varied  lot  which  can  be  had 
for  from  20  to  40c  each  include  the  fol¬ 
lowing:  Woods  farthing  and  halfpenny, 
Virginia  half  penny,  the  cent  of  Ver¬ 
mont,  Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  New 
Jersey,  and  the  celebrated  “Fugios” 
*and  “Nova  Constellatios”  which  with 
the  others  will  be  described  hereafter, 
and  data  and  information  given  of  their 
origin,  and  history.  If  1  had  my  way 
of  it,  I  would  say  to  collectors  of  Amer¬ 
ican  coins,  collect  first  the  Colonial 
series,  then  (if  you  have  any  money 
left;)  collect  the  regular  issues.  But 
let  me  suggest  here,  do  not  try  to  col 
lect  everything  or  you  will  soon  become 
bewildered  and  lost  in  a  hopeless  hunt 
after  unimportant  “varieties  and  types”. 
Some  collectors  imagine  that  they  get  a 
lot  of  pleasure  from  gathering  together 
at  a  great  expense  a  w  ide  variety  of  types 
and  slight  variations  in  the  dies,  but 
they  gain  practically  no  knowledge,  and 
certainly  receive  no  profit  in  doing  so, 
even  though  the  “fever”  lasts  for  a  life¬ 
time.  Be  satisfied  with  a  fair  sized,  inter¬ 
esting  collection  of  coins.

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The  Value  of  Autographs.

Soc’y. 

On  account  of  the  death  of  President 
McKinley,  there  has  been  a  sudden  and 
decided  jump  in  the  value  of  auto¬ 
graphs,  Mr.  W.  R.  Benjamin,  an  auto¬ 
graph  expert  of  New  York,  says  that  in 
the  past  few  week,  following  the  assas¬ 
sination  of  the  president,  he  has  been 
receiving  a  swarm  of  orders,  for  McKin¬ 
ley’s  signatures,  and  letters.  He  has 
sold  all  he  had  in  stock,  and  still  has  a 
great  many  orders,  waiting  to  be  filled. 
This  does  not  mean  that  there  has  been 
a  phenominal  change  in  prices,  but  they 
have  been  more  than  doubling  in  value. 
An  ordinary  letter  written,  at  any  time 
of  McKinley ’s  career  would  have  brought 
probably  $2.50,  a  few  weeks  ago.  To¬ 
day  they  are  sold,  at  from  $5. CO  to $8  00 
according  to  its  important  references, 
signatures,  and  documents  bearing  his 
signatures,  are  worth  now  from  $1.50  to 
$2.50  respectively.  President  Rosevelt’s 
signature,  has  also,  more  than  doubled 
in  value,  documents  signed  by  him, 
could  be  had  at  $  50  apiece,  and  were 
not  in  great  demand  before  the  Buffalo 
tragedy.  Full  autograph  letters  could 
be  had  for  $1.00,  they  are  now  worth 
$1.00  and  $2.50  respectively,  they  are 
not  rare  or  beautiful .  President  Rosevelt 
apparently,  does  not  care  to  shine 
chirographically.  His  signature  is  strong 
but  evidently  done  in  a  rush,  tlie  Theo¬ 
dore, is  not  so  bad,  but  the  Rosevelt  after 
starting  in  pretty  decently  finishes  in  an 
illegible  hieroglyphic  “velt”.  It  is  a 
cold-blooded  way  to  put  it,  but  assassin¬ 
ation  is  advertising,  and  it  increases  the 
value  of  a  man’s  autograph,  but  it  stops 
the  production ,  and  that  increases  the 
value  of  those  already  in  existance. 

1  here  is  unfailing  demand  for  the  signa¬ 
tures  of  Presidents,  collectors  buy  them 
in  sets,  and  seem  lo  want  a  complete 
set  of  the  president’s  from  Washington 
to  Rosevelt  in  entire  letters. 


Lincoln’s  autograph  is  most  in  de¬ 
mand,  Washington’s  comes  second, 
they  bring  the  highest  prices,  too,  al¬ 
though  they  are  not  the  rarest.  The 
rarest  of  the  presidents  are,  Taylor  and 
Johnson.  Johnson  couldn’t  spell  and 
naturally  that  made  him  a  little  shy  of 
committing  himself  on  paper,  besides 
that  he  had  been  crippled  in  his  arm, 
which  made  it  difficult  for  him  to  write 
in  consequence  he  turned  his  correspon¬ 
dence  over  to  his  secretaries  much  more 
completely  than  was  common  in  those 
days.  A  complete  autographic  letter  by 
him,  therefore,  is  worth  about  $40.00, 
while  for  any  document  bearing  his  sig¬ 
nature,  $5.00  is  a  low  price.  Zachary 
faylor  wasn’t  given  to  letter  writing 
either,  he  had  a  plantation  and  here  is  a 
letter  w'ritten  to  his  manager.  It  is  a 
fine  bold  hand  and  while  it  isn’t  histor¬ 
ically  interesting  in  its  contents  it  is 
worth  $30  00.  A  letter,  as  long  as  it 
treated  of  important  matter  would  be 
worth  more.  Letters  of  John  Adam’s 
hand  are  among  the  rare  ones,  and  are 
worth  now  from  $20.00  to  $25  00,  of 
course  some  of  Washington’s  are  the 
most  valuable.  One  of  which  re¬ 
lated  to  Benedict  Arnold,  was  sold  for 
$1000  00,  and  there  are  others  in  exist¬ 
ance  which  wTould  bring  as  much.  An 
ordinary  letter  in  his  writing  is  worth 
from  $50  00  up,  and  $20.00  is  paid  for 
merely  a  signed  document.  Buchanon 
and  Monroe,  are  the  commonest.  Either 
they  had  a  mania  for  epistolary  commun¬ 
ication  or  their  descendents  happened 
to  have  an  instinct  for  preserving  letters. 
At  any  rate  an  ordinary  letter,  by  the 
promulgator  of  the  Monroe  Doctrine 
is  wrorth  only  $5.00  to-day,  while  his 
signatures  bring  only  $1.50,  but  that  is 
more  than  is  paid  for  some  of  the  less 
common  presidents,  but  owing  to  the 
greater  antiquity  of  the  Monroe  letters 
and  his  greater  importance  historically, 
his  autograph  wmuld  be  worth  a  great 
deal  more,  if  it  were  not  so  plentiful.

At  the  age  of  16  he  gradu¬ 
ated  with  honors  and  a  fewr  years  after 
he  entered  the  service  of  Uncle  Sam  as 
a  letter  carrier  a  short  time  afterwards 
he  was  assigned  to  one  of  the  sky-scrap¬ 
ers  where  he  still  delivers  the  mail.  He 
was  the  first  substitute  from  St.  Louis  to 
represent  the  Letter  Carrier  of  St.  Louis 
in  the  National  Convention  at  Grand 
Rapids,  Mich.,  since  that  time  he  is  a 
familar  person  at  the  National  Convent¬ 
ions  of  15,000  men  of  the  “Gray.” 
The  last  convention  at  Chattanooga, 
Tenn.,  he  headed  a  delegation  of  carriers 
to  advertise  the  St.  Louis  Worlds  Fair  in 
that  City  and  accomplished  his  errand 
gloriously. 

The  picture  herewith  represented 
shows  him  in  the  first  offical  .Shirt  Waist 
ever  worn,  it  having  been  patenctted  by 
a  committee  of  St.  Louis  Carriers,  and 
Postmaster  Benwheff — the  letter  carrier 
friend — and  shortly  afterwards  was  ad¬ 
opted  by  the  P  O.  Dept,  and  an  order. 


was  issued  permitting  carriers  all  over 
the  U.  S.  to  wear  same  during  summer 
months.  He  is  a  new  recruit  in  the 
field  of  Philately  but  in  his  course  of 
two  years  he  has  accumulated  some  2000 
varieties  and  is  a  firm  believer  that  true 
Philately  is  an  endless  pleasure. 

HENRY  P.  DAY 

Born  in  Grenfield,  Mass.  Feb. ,-55. 
Came  to  Illinois  in  59,  and  was  reared  at 
Jacksonville,  Ill.,  where  he  graduated 
from  Illinois  College  in  1974,  at  the 
head  of  his  class.  Since  1»75  he  has 
been  engaged  in  the  newspaper  buisness 
in  Peoria  almost  continuoualy,  and  is 
now  a  reporter  on  the  Peoria  Evening 
Journal.  He  has  been  in  the  stamp 
business  several  years.

This  lady  is  one  of  philatelias  most  ar¬ 
dent  supporters.  She  is  not  only  an 
industerous  collector  of  everything  con¬ 
nected  with  the  hobby,  but  is  active  in 
other  lines— antiques,  coins,  old  books, 
and  newspapers-  Her  collection  of  pap¬ 
ers  published  before  1810,  numbers  over 
130  varieties  and  she  has  Bibles  of  1540, 
1649  and  1694,  besides  a  case  of  other 
books  printed  before  1800. 

Her  stamp  album  is  of  her  own  de- 
sighing,  and  the  arrangement  of  the 
pages  is  a  marked  feature,  especially 
with  regard  to  the  U.  S.  Departments. 
Her  stamp  literature  exceeds  10,000 
numbers,  among  which  there  are  over 
150  complete  volutus.  Since  1896  she 
has  been  vice-president  of  the  Philatelic 
Literature  Society.

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Practical  Pointers  for  Photographers 

Ellis  Chandlcc.  Augusta,  Ga. 

An  old  fixing  bath,  charged  with  silver, 
has  a  decomposing  effect  upon  the  film 
and  does  its  work  slowly.  Use  a  fresh 
bath.  It  is  cool  and  nice  in  summer, 
works  quickly  and  has  a  slight  harden¬ 
ing  effect.  In  winter,  let  stand  a  few' 
hours  before  using  or  employ  water  that 
is  slightly  w'arm  in  order  to  overcome 
the  lowering  of  the  temperature  wdiich 
takes  place  in  a  freshly  mixed  solution. 

You  can  dry  your  films  by  tacking 
them  up  to  a  wall  but  the  nicest  way  is 
to  hang  them  over  a  line.  Fold  back¬ 
ward,  seeing  that  the  bend  comes  between 
two  negatives,  pin  together  at  bottom. 
Place  a  plate  box  lid  between  to  keep  the 
two  halves  separated.  Some  fasten  with 
the  spring  clip  form  of  clothes  pins. 

If  you  use  glycerine  get  the  best  and 
avoid  trouble.  Price’s  glycerine  is  pure 
and  the  best  I  have  found.  No  sticking 
of  the  film  to  paper  results.  I  use  one- 
half  ounce  to  the  quart  of  wrater,  shaking 
the  solution  well. 

A  simple  toning  bath  for  printing  out 
paper  is  the  gold  and  borax  ba*t*h.  See 
your  formulae  sheet  for  proportions,  or 
add  gold  till  toning  takes  place  in  five  to 
eight  minutes,  keeping  the  solution  neu¬ 
tral  with  borax.  Test  occasionally  with 
blue  litmus  paper. 

lo  make  fine  squeegee  prints,  use 
ferreotype  plates.  Buy  the  heavy  kind, 
it  pays  in  the  long  run.  If  you  punclf 
a  hole  in  one  corner  and  bend  the  oppo¬ 
site  diagonal  corner  up  about  half,  an 
inch  they  can  be  hung  up  on  a  nail  with¬ 
out  their  surfaces  touching  each  other  or 
the  wall.  There  will  also  be  less  danger 


of  damage  then  when  left  lying  around. 
Rub  them  with  cotton  cloth  saturated 
with  benzine  in  which  a  little  parafine 
w7ax  has  been  dissolved.  Allow  the  prints 
to  drj'  spontaneously,  or,  if  in  a  hurry, 
apply  only  a  gentle  heat  by  holding  over 
a  coal  oil  lamp, 

A  metal-hydro  developer  can  be  used 
for  both  plates  and  films  as  w'ell  as  most 
of  the  developing  papers  by  varying  the 
proportions  of  w'ater  to  stock  solution. 
Figure  out  how'  many  grains  of  the  com¬ 
bined  developers  your  stock  solution  con¬ 
tains  to  the  ounce  and  then  dilute  with 
w'ater  to  suit  your  plate  and  paper  for¬ 
mulae. 

If  you  w'ish  to  hurry  the  drying  of  your 
films,  swab  them  with  alcohol  after  tack¬ 
ing  or  hanging  up  to  dry  in  a  draft  of 
cool  dry  air.

J.  R.  H.— 

Developer  for  Snap  Shots : — 

There  is  no 

secret  process  or  formula 

for  the  purpose.  A  well  diluted  devel¬ 
oper  preferably  one  of  the  softer  work¬ 
ing  varieties,  no  bromide,  and  plenty  of 
patience  is  the  only  remedy.  The  di¬ 
lution  permits  of  an  increase  of  the  alkali 
in  proportion  to  the  reducing  agent, 
pyro,  metal,  etc.,  without  increasing  its 
proportion  to  the  amount  of  solution 
used.  It  is  the  increasing  of  the  alkali 
in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  solution 
employed  that  has  given  you  fog. 

Iy.  T.  B. — Old  Material: — Old  devel¬ 
oping  paper  can  be  distinguished  by  its 
increased  curl  towards  the  coated  side. 
Old  plates  can  best  be  detected  by  slight 
discoloration  around  the  edges  and  slight 
fog  in  the  same  parts  on  developing  them . 
Old  gelatine  paper  can  hardly  be  used 
after  a  certain  length  of  time  with  sat¬ 
isfactory  results.  A  good  dose  of  salt  in 
the  first  wash  water  will  sometimes 
prevent  yellow  whites  due  to  old  paper. 

J.  R.  H. — Speed  of  Tenses: — With 
stops  of  the  same  value;  for  instance, 
their  diameter  one-sixteenth  of  the 
focal  length  or  distance  between  stop 
and  ground-glass  when  the  lenses  are 
focused,  all  lenses  are  practically  of  the 
same  speed.  This  stop  would  be  called 
F.  16.  Of  course  if  you  remove  the 
front  combination  of  your  lens  and  rack 
the  camera  out  to  twice  the  length  the 
F.  16  becomes  F.  32  because  the  diam¬ 
eter  of  the  stop  is  then  one  thirty-second 
of  the  focal  length.  You  then  require 
four  times  the  exposure. 

J.  A.  McG. — Phosphorus  and  Flash 
Light  Powder: — Phosphorus  is  a  solid 
semi-transparent,  colorless  substance, 
of  a  waxy  consistance.  I  can  not  tell 


how  to  prepare  it  for  use  without  know¬ 
ing  what  to  use  it  for.  Flash  light 
powder  is  a  very  dangerous  thing  to 
prepare.  Several  have  been  injured  while 
preparing  it,  the  largest  manufacturer 
in  the  country  wrecked  an  entire  build¬ 
ing  a  few  years  ago.  I  will  answer 
your  question  privately  and  even  then 
will  not  be  responsible  for  results. 

J.  R.  H. — To  Reduce  or  Intensify 
Locally: — To  reduce  locally,  use 
Farmer’s  reducer  which  is  simp¬ 
ly  a  fresh  hypo  bath  tinted  a  straw 
color  with  a  solution  of  red  prussiate  of 
potash.  Apply  with  a  small  brush,  tuft 
of  cotton  or  point  of  a  tooth-pick  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  surface  to  be  reduced.  Occas¬ 
ionally  while  applying,  rinse  the  neg¬ 
ative  under  the  tap  to  prevent  stains. 

To  intensify,  use  a  light  wash  of 
“Acme”  water  color,  one  of  the  reds 
preferred,  applying  in  the  same  way 
but  not  washing.  The  negative  should 
be  well  washed  after  using  the  Farmer’s 
reducer  to  remove  the  hypo  which  it 
contains  but  washing  will  only  remove 
the  “Acme  ”  colors  without  doing  any 

good .  _ 

\7sing  Iso  Plates, 

Hardly  an  amateur  but  has  used  at 
one  time  or  another,  a  dozen  isochro- 
matic  plates  yet  how  few  continue 
their  use  or  use  them  understandingly 
and  when  they  would  prove  of  most 
value.  Get  a  dozen  med.  iso.  plates 
and  give  them  a  trial.  Those  of 
medium  rapidity  have  more  of  the  iso- 
chromatic  qualities  than  the  rapid  kind 
and  are  much  less  difficult  to  handle  in 
development,  requiring  but  little  more 
precaution  against  fog  than  the  ordi¬ 
nary  plate.  About  all  that  is  demanded 
is  that  the  plate  be  left  in  the  developer 
instead  of  being  held  up  in  front  of  the 
lamp  too  often  and  for  too  long  a  time, 
in  order  to  “see  how  it  is  coming  out.” 
The  improved  rendition  of  the  greens 
and  yellows  in  your  landscapes  this  fall 
w’ill  repay  you  for  the  little  extra  care 
demanded  if  you  but  use  these  plates.

Was  married  Nov.  5th  1898  at 
Lima,  O,  to  Miss  Carrie  B  DeTurk.  Mr. 
Maxwell  is  an  ardent  photographer,  an 
accomplished  musician  and  altogether  a 
very  pleasant  gentleman  and  will  be  an 
important  factor  in  the  development  of 
the  P.  A.  C.  W.  L. 

H.  R.  Pfaff,  Vice  President  and  Con¬ 
sul  General  of  the  P.  A.  C.  W.  L-,  was 
born  in  Alabama,  Dec.  21st,  1879  of 
German  parents.

Keeping  Doton  Pinhol  es 

Take  your  plateholders  and  blow  the 
dust  out  of  them  with  a  pair  of  bellows. 
If  you  have  to  take  them  to  a  neighbor’s 
house  or  a  near-by  shop,  in  order  to  do 
so,  use  the  bellows,  as  it  is  the  only 
thing  that  will  reach  and  remove  the 
dust  from  the  hinged  cloth  flap  that  cov¬ 
ers  the  opening  when  the  slide  is  with¬ 
drawn.  Wipe  out  the  inside  of  the  cam¬ 
era  with  a  cloth  just  slightly  moistened 
with  glycerine,  paying  particular  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  creases  in  the  bellows,  Your 
pinholes  will  diminish  in  proportion  to 
the  thoroughness  with  which  these  two 
operations  are  performed. 

_  Mending  Medium 

A  sheet  or  two  of  black  court  plaster 
is  a  couvenient  thing  to  have  along  when 
one  goes  afield  with  the  camera.  A  leak 
in  the  bellows  or  around  the  front  board 
is  easily  covered.  Black  paper  strips, 
gummed  on  one  side  and  sold  as  lantern - 
slide  binding  is  nearly  as  good  and  much 
cheaper.  I  saw  a  rubber  slide  contain¬ 
ing  a  crack  over  an  inch  long  covered 
with  this  paper  the  other  day,  and  it  had 
been  in  use  in  that  condition  for  over 
six  months. 

Titiles  on  \f etojc  “Prints . 

After  the  print  has  been  exposed, 
write  the  title  on  the  undeveloped  print 
in  such  a  position  that  it  will  Come  over 
some  dark  portion.  Use  an  ordinary 
pen  and  a  strong  solution  of  hypo,  blot¬ 
ting  it  off  quickly  before  it  has  time  to 
spread  and  form  blurred  lines.  On  dev¬ 
eloping  the  print  the  title  will  come  out 
white  on  the  dark  portion  of  the  picture 
which  comes  out  dark  around  it.  This 
is  applicable  to  any  developing  paper. 

Pyro  Stains  on  Hands 

Wash  the  hands  in  diluted  acetic  acid, 
drying  them  on  an  old  towel.  Then  rub 
glycerine  well  into  the  hands,  drying  off 
the  excess.  Neither  chemical  will  injure 
the  hands  in  the  least  or  interfere  with 
the  action  of  the  developer.  Vinegar, 
followed  by  vaseline,  is  equally  as  effec¬ 
tive,  though  more  inclined  to  leave  the 
fingers  greasy.

Blue  prints  that  have  been  overprinted 
but  slightly  longer  than  the  required  time 
may  be  saved  by  being  soaked  in  hot 
waters.  The  process  is  a  trifle  slow,  tmt 
works  satisfactorily  and  does  not  injure 
the  print  or  reduce  its  permanency.  A 
little  ammonia  added  to  the  last  wash 
water,  which  should  be  cold,  will  add  to 
the  brilliancy  of  the  prints.

Clean  Cray’s 

If  you  must  use  your  developing  tray 
for  intensifying,  give  it  a  good,  thorouglL 


scrubbing  afterwards.  Nearly. all  inten¬ 
sifying  solutions  contain  chemicals  that 
will  cause  ugly  spots  and  stains  if  allowed 
to  contaminate  the  developing  solution. 
This  is  particularly  the  case  with  the 
common  bichloride  of  mercury  solution, 
the  least  trace  of  this  mercuric  salt  caus¬ 
ing  trouble  in  the  developer.

Landscape  XVorK^ 

In  landscape  work  where  the  scene 
contains  contrasts  it  is  better  to  avoid  the 
additional  contrast  which  intense  sun¬ 
light  gives  and  make  the  exposure  on 
one  of  those  days  that  the  sun  is  occasion  - 
ally  slightly  obscured  by  light  clouds.

Drying  negatives  quickly  is  best  accom¬ 
plished  by  first  blotting  off  as  much  of 
the  surface  water  as  possible  with  a  piece 
of  lintless  blotter  or  a  linen  towel;  then 
placing  it  for  five  minutes  in  alcohol 
and  finally  fanning  it  with  a  sheet  of 
cardboard  or  a  palm-leaf  fan.

After  the  alcohol  has  been  used  a  few 
times  it  will  contain  so  much  water  that 
it  will  be  almost  useless.  Placing  a 
quantity  of  carbonate  of  potash  in  the 
bottle  will  absorb  the  water  which  will 
be  at  the  bottom  of  the  bottle  allowing 
the  alcohol  to  be  poured  off.  The  potash 
can  be  dried  and  used  over  and  over.
